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READER  SERVICES 

During  fiscal  year  1964-65  the  following  programs  were  developed 
in  the  Reader  Services  Bureau  : 

1.  The  Book  Selection  Committee  completed  work  on  the  Book  Selec- 
tion Policy  for  the  State  Library  and  also  started  work  on  a  re- 
vised edition  of  the  Book  Acquisition  Policy. 

2.  During  the  year  a  microfilm  reader-printer,  coin  operated  for 
automatic  patron  use,  was  installed  in  the  Microfilm  Reading 
Room. 

3.  Reader  Services  statistics  for  both  loans  and  reference  information 
services  were  increasing  in  all  sections  of  the  Bureau.  Included  in 
the  increase  were  both  interlibrary  loan  services  to  California  pub- 
lic libraries  and  service  to  state  government  offices  and  the  Leg- 
islature. 

4.  Each  of  the  sections  of  the  Bureau  evaluated  its  section  staffing 
and  services  in  terms  of  Standards  For  Library  Functions  at  the 
State  Level. 

Adm'inistrotive  Legislative  Reference  Section 

During  1964-65,  the  Administrative-Legislative  Reference  Section 
received  approximately  2,100  more  requests  than  in  the  previous  year, 
a  38  percent  increase.  It  resulted  from  additional  research  staff  in  state 
government,  especially  in  the  legislative  branch,  and  a  consequent  in- 
crease in  requests,  and  from  general  recognition  of  the  qualitj^  and 
usefulness  of  the  serAices  rendered  by  the  section.  The  increase  in  the 
number  of  requests  reduced  the  time  available  for  maintaining  the 
catalogs  and  files  used  in  providing  the  service.  In  turn  this  caused 
backlogs  to  develop,  and  increased  the  amount  of  time  needed  to  answer 
the  requests.  The  section  devoted  time  to  the  consideration  of  work  im- 
provement programs  and  increased  delegation  of  tasks  to  clerical  staff. 
Several  changes  in  procedure  were  undertaken  which  have  helped  to 
some  extent,  but  have  not  conquered  the  problem. 

Members  of  the  staff  acted  as  instructors  in  training  sessions  on  super- 
vision and  legislative  processes.  Among  other  special  projects,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  departmental  library  supervisors,  the  section  published 
Periodical  Titles  Currently  Received  in  State  Departmental  Libraries 
for  limited  distribution  in  the  Sacramento  area.  In  January,  the  Super- 
vising Librarian  acted  as  departmental  library  consultant  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Department  of  Fish  and  Game,  visiting  the  Marine  Re- 
sources Operations  Library  at  Terminal  Island  and  reporting  to  the 
department  on  workload  and  staffing  problems  there. 

Books  for  the  Blind  Section 

The  Books  for  the  Blind  Section  carried  on  an  extensive  weeding 
program  this  year.  Many  talking  books  were  withdrawn  from  the  col- 
lection. An  improved  charging  system  for  talking  books  has  been  very 
successful,  cutting  down  on  the  amount  of  time  needed  for  each  work 
unit.  Braille  and  talking  books  Avere  sent  again  this  year  to  be  used  in 
the  San  Francisco  State  College  Demonstration  School.  The  program 
Avas  so  successful  last  summer  that  it  was  repeated  this  summer.  The 
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Blind  Section  cooperated  with  the  new  regional  library  for  the  blind 
in  Talladega,  Alabama,  by  sending  172  talking  book  titles  to  that  li- 
brary. The  Supervising  Librarian  attended  the  regular  bimonthly  meet- 
ings of  the  Coordinating  Committee  on  State  Services  for  the  Blind  and 
the  Annual  Conference  of  the  National  Braille  Association  held  at  the 
Disneyland  Hotel  in  Anaheim,  May  12-15.  She  served  on  a  panel  dis- 
cussion for  school  and  public  librarians. 

California  Section 

During  the  year  the  Van  Court  Warren  collection  of  600  photographs 
of  California  views,  many  of  out-of-the-way  scenes  and  of  historical 
buildings,  was  processed  and  indexed.  Some  2,400  negatives  of  historical 
value  were  selected  and  purchased  from  the  files  of  the  McCurry  Foto 
Company,  a  Sacramento  firm  in  business  since  the  early  1900 's. 

The  Supervising  Librarian  served  as  program  chairman  of  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Conference  of  California  Historical  Societies  in 
June  and  also  served  on  the  California  History  Commission,  the  Cali- 
fornia Civil  War  Centennials  Commission,  and  the  California  Heritage 
Preservation  Commission.  He  also  spoke  before  a  group  of  Gait  ele- 
mentary school  teachers,  the  Mother  Lode  Chapter  of  the  Sierra  Club, 
the  San  Joaquin  Genealogical  Society,  and  the  national  convention  of 
the  Western  Writers  of  America,  and  read  papers  on  ' '  Collecting  Cali- 
forniana"  and  "Sacramento  Valley  Pioneers"  as  part  of  two  Univer- 
sity of  California  extension  courses.  Li  January  1965  he  received  an 
award  of  merit  from  the  California  Historical  Society. 

The  Assistant  Supervisor  of  the  Section  was  a  luncheon  speaker 
before  the  Conference  of  California  Historical  Societies  in  Sacramento, 
gave  a  reference  orientation  talk  to  a  Marysville  High  School  summer 
class  in  California  history,  visiting  the  State  Library,  and  participated 
in  a  Legislative  Publications  workshop  at  San  Rafael. 

Authors  of  numerous  books,  magazine  articles,  government  docu- 
ments, graduate  theses,  pamphlets,  television  programs,  etc.,  used  the 
Section's  material  and  at  least  40  of  them  during  1964  credited  the 
State  Library  with  assistance. 

Many  manuscript  account  books  of  various  business  firms  and  associ 
ations  of  the  1850 's  and  later  were  identified,  processed  and  added  to 
the  collection,  including  some  70  volumes  of  ranch  accounts,  1859-1908, 
of  John  Bidwell's  Rancho  Arroyo  Chico. 

The  California  Section  participated  in  the  program  of  the  California 
Civil  War  Centennials  Commission  with  an  exhibit  at  the  State  Fair. 

Circulation  Section 

The  total  circulation  of  materials  during  the  year  1964/65  was 
160,670,  an  increase  of  4,720  over  the  previous  year.  In  August,  1964, 
a  Vieomatic  Machine  was  installed  in  the  area  and  during  the  year  the 
section  was  able  to  assist  the  service  program  of  the  Library  through 
its  operation  on  a  coin-operated  basis  for  patrons  and  also  through 
the  provisions  of  copies  of  articles  to  libraries  and  state  agencies  where 
heavy  reserves  build  up  on  certain  issues  of  periodical.  The  staff  of 
the  section  were  active  in  training  programs  of  the  Library  during  the 
year.  The  Supervising  Clerk  in  charge  developed  and  revised  the  Tour 
Program  for  the  State  Library,  for  which  she  is  general  coordinator. 
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Government  Publications  Section 

Reference  service  statistics,  for  in-person  and  telephone  transactions, 
and  circulation  figures  showed  a  marked  increase  over  the  preceding- 
year.  Interlibrarv  loan  requests  remained  at  about  the  same  level.  The 
number  of  publications  added  to  the  collection  increased,  and  the 
processing  backlog  also  increased,  due  to  the  increased  output  of  gov- 
ernmental agencies.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  regular  staff  and  with 
the  use  of  some  temporary  help  available,  a  few  backlogs  were  elim- 
inated or  reduced.  Better  ways  to  perform  the  Section's  functions  were 
sought  throughout  the  year.  The  two  senior  typist  clerks  were  given 
in-service  training  and  scheduled  for  a  few  hours  per  week  on  the 
information  desk  to  free  the  librarians  for  the  more  complex  reference 
questions.  A  more  efficient  distribution  of  duties  among  the  staff  foi' 
California  State  PiiMications  was  put  into  operation  so  that  a  typing 
backlog  of  new  documents  does  not  build  up.  Review  policies  were  gone 
over  and  eliminations  made.  New  improved  forms  were  developed  for 
the  visible  file.  By  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  plans  had  been  completed 
to  have  catalog  cards  reproduced  by  multilith  to  reduce  typing  time. 

Among  the  Section's  acquisitions  for  the  year  the  following  were 
notable:  U.  S.  government  publications  holdings  were  enlarged  with  the 
addition  of  nondepository  publications  in  Readex  Microprint,  1953-58 
and  1962  to  date.  Early  volumes,  through  March  2,  1867,  of  the  U.  S. 
serial  set  in  Readex  Microprint  were  also  purchased.  The  sessional 
papers  of  the  British  House  of  Commons  for  the  18th  and  19th  cen- 
turies were  added  in  Readex  Microprint,  completing  the  file  of  this 
important  reference  set,  except  for  the  years  1901-1903.  The  series  of 
British  and  Foreign  State  Papers  was  brought  up-to-date.  An  effort 
was  made  to  complete  the  files  on  the  annual  reports  of  the  county 
counsels,  the  district  attorneys,  and  the  grand  juries  of  California 
counties  by  sending  out  postal  requests. 

The  workshops  on  California  legislative  publications  were  held  in 
March  in  Marin  County  and  Burbank.  These  were  primarily  for  librar- 
ians in  small  public  libraries.  The  California  State  Publications  Li- 
brarian visited  ten  depositories  in  southern  California.  The  problem 
of  whether  to  retain  the  selective  depository  library  checklist  and  the 
basic  list,  and  revision  of  disposal  policies  for  state  documents  deposi- 
tories were  studied.  The  classification  of  California  legislative  publica- 
tions was  revised  to  make  it  more  suitable  for  use  in  California  Staff 
Publications.  The  U.  S.  Government  Publications  Librarian  discussed 
U.  S.  depository  library  matters  with  seven  librarians  in  southern  Cali- 
fornia and  visited  six  libraries  in  northern  California.  The  form  and 
instructions  for  disposing  of  U.  S.  depositor}^  publications  were  revised. 

Reference  Section 

A  rise  in  interlibrary  loan  transactions  to  fill  both  subject  requests 
and  author  requests  occurred  during  the  fiscal  year.  Teletype  services 
were  also  on  the  increase  for  both  author  and  subject  interlibrary  loan 
requests.  A  large  part  of  the  efforts  of  the  Section  was  placed  on 
improved  book  selection  during  the  year.  A  sizeable  number  of  expen- 
sive reference  and  research  sets,  and  long  runs  of  newspapers  on  micro- 
film needed  for  the  General  Collections  were  purchased  during  the  year. 
Progress  was  made  toward  the  formulation  of  a  rare  book  policy  for 
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the  State  Library.  Expanded  attention  was  given  to  the  out-of-print 
book  purchasing  program  for  the  General  Collections,  with  the  aim  of 
building  a  stronger  collection  retrospectively  as  well  as  currently.  The 
staff  of  the  Section  undertook  a  survey  of  the  Library's  holdings  in 
religious  periodicals.  The  first  task  was  to  compile  as  comprehensive 
as  possible  a  list  of  such  periodicals,  representative  of  all  sects  and  all 
religions.  This  will  be  followed  by  a  review  of  this  list  against  the 
present  collections  of  the  State  Library,  and  a  determination  of  specific 
titles  needed  by  the  State  Library  to  build  for  its  collections  a  set  of 
currently  published  religious  titles  representative  of  all  points  of  view. 

Sutro  Library 

The  fiscal  year  1964/65  was  one  of  projects  at  Sutro  Library.  During 
the  year  impressive  progress  was  made  in  the  reclassification  of  the 
American  Local  History  and  Genealogy  Collection.  Some  4,458  titles 
were  changed  from  Dewey  to  the  Library  of  Congress  classification. 
The  filming  of  the  Library's  major  files  of  newspapers  not  only  arrested 
the  deterioration  of  a  major  source  of  historical  information^  but  also 
increased  the  use  of  newspaper  sources  by  patrons.  "Work  was  begun 
by  the  Sutro  Librarian  on  the  cataloging  of  the  unlisted  photographs 
in  the  Sutro  Library.  Rev.  Eugene  Dennis  surveyed  the  special  collec- 
tion of  Medieval  Rennaissance  manuscripts  and  published  his  findings 
as  a  scholarly  checklist  in  the  Journal  MANTJSCRIPTA.  Dr.  William 
Brenner  began  the  recataloging  of  the  Sutro  collection  of  Llebrew 
scrolls  and  codices.  This  will  not  only  maintain  better  bibliographical 
control  over  a  valuable  collection  but  will  also  result  in  a  contribution 
to  scholarship  when  the  completed  project  is  published. 

LAW  LIBRARY 

The  first  step  in  the  five-year  acquisition  program  was  launched  with 
the  budget  sum  of  $8,678.  This  amount  allowed  the  acquisition  of  re- 
maining state  annotated  codes;  several  loose-leaf  services;  several  sets 
of  fill-in  periodicals.  Bar  Association  journals  and  reports,  attorney 
general  opinions  and  court  reports;  and  duplicate  California  practice 
books.  Continuing  Education  of  the  Bar  treatises  and  the  Code  of  Fed- 
eral Regulations  for  circulation.  An  augmented  binding  program  per- 
mitted the  binding  and  rebinding  of  1,678  volumes  and  the  start  on  a 
program  of  oiling  and  polishing  of  leather-bound  books. 

The  international  law  collection  of  around  2,000  volumes  was  cata- 
logued and  classed  by  the  KJ  portion  of  the  revised  Los  Angeles 
County  Law  Library  Class  K.  The  law  librarian,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Los  Angeles  County  Law  Library,  completed  work  on  the  revised 
Class  K  "permanent  edition",  with  only  the  index  part  needing  revi- 
sion before  issuance. 

Requests  were  sent  to  all  California  counties  and  cities  for  charters, 
codes,  and  ordinances,  in  order  to  achieve  a  complete,  up-to-date  de- 
pository collection.  Efforts  were  also  made  to  complete  the  holdings  of 
the  collection  for  administrative  reports  of  the  courts,  minimum  fee 
schedules,  court  rules  and  office  of  public  defender  reports.  The  Law 
Library  was  established  as  a  depository  for  United  States  Court  of 
Appeals  (Ninth  Circuit)  briefs. 
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Bibliographies  were  prepared  on  ' '  Political  Activities  of  Government 
Employees",  "Ombudsman",  "Taxation  and  Accounting  Materials  in 
the  Law  Library",  "Reapportionment",  "In  Lieu  Taxation"  and 
"Conflict  of  Interests  (Annotated)".  The  1965  edition  of  the  "Cali- 
fornia Law  Library  Basic  List"  and  the  "Handbook  for  a  California 
County  Law  Library  Basic  Collection"  were  issued.  A  Law  Library 
paper  on  ' '  Locating  Legislative  Intent  by  Extrinsic  Aids ' '  was  brought 
out  as  was  the  quarterly  "Index  to  California  Legal  Periodicals  and 
Documents"  and  "Selected  Publications  Added  to  the  Law  Library." 

TECHNICAL  SERVICES  BUREAU 

Activity  in  all  sections  of  the  Bureau  continued  to  increase  during 
the  1964/65  fiscal  year.  Continuing  special  projects  included  the  re- 
cataloging  of  periodicals  and  continuations  and  the  reclassification  of 
the  Sutro  Library's  genealogical  and  local  history  collection. 

In  addition  to  these  activities,  centralized  production  of  catalog 
cards  was  started  during  the  year. 

Investigation  was  begun  in  the  area  of  book  catalog  production  for 
the  State  Library.  Tentative  specifications  of  format  were  decided 
upon,  and  a  start  made  on  exploration  of  various  means  of  production. 

Catalog  Section 

Titles  cataloged  during  the  year  numbered  9,255,  including  154  new 
periodicals  and  109  continuations.  Eecataloging  of  periodicals  (210 
titles)  and  continuations  (102  titles)  and  the  work  connected  with  the 
reclassification  of  Sutro  titles  from  Dewey  decimal  to  the  Library  of 
Congress  scheme  continued.  Production  of  catalog  cards  for  the  Gov- 
ernment Publications  Section  and  the  Law  Library  was  begun  in  May. 
Transfers  of  university  series  from  the  Government  Publications  Sec- 
tion continued. 

Order  Section 

The  number  of  titles  searched  and  verified,  orders  issued,  and  in- 
voices processed  increased  appreciably.  A  file  of  titles  acquired,  to- 
gether with  their  prices,  was  established  and  kept  by  subject  category. 
This  file  is  used  in  compiling  price  increases  by  category  from  year 
to  year. 

Periodicals  Section 

There  were  67,426  serial  items  received,  processed,  and  recorded 
during  fiscal  1964/65.  The  number  of  volumes  sent  out  for  binding 
totalled  4,944,  and  5,113  volumes  were  received  and  processed.  Con- 
tinuing special  projects  included  the  section's  part  in  the  recataloging 
of  periodicals  and  continuations  and  the  issuing  of  the  annual  cumula- 
tive supplement  to  the  section's  publication,  Periodical  Titles  Cur- 
rently Received. 

Processing  Center 

Twenty-one  county  and  municipal  libraries  were  served  by  the 
Processing  Center  during  1964/65.  Over  53,000  volumes  were  ordered, 
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cataloged  and  processed  at  a  charge  of  $1.40  per  volume  to  tlie  member 
libraries.  A  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  made  up  of  members 
of  the  Processing  Center,  was  held  on  January  28,  and  a  workshop  for 
all  members  was  held  on  May  22. 

Property  and  Shipping  Section 

A  total  224,184  shipments  were  made  during  the  year  and  221,152 
items  were  received.  Other  major  activities  included  addressing  and 
mailing  of  State  Library  publications,  filling  of  supply  requests  and 
purchasing.  The  shifting  of  recataloged  serials  in  the  stacks  continued, 
and  the  rearrangement  of  part  of  the  law  collection  into  call  number 
order  was  begun. 

Union  Catalog  Unit 

More  than  31,000  new  titles  and  editions  were  filed  in  the  Union 
Catalog  during  fiscal  1964/65.  The  Union  Catalog  now  contains  ap- 
proximately 1,695,500  cards.  There  are  currently  78  libraries  contrib- 
uting. These  submitted  198,103  cards  for  titles  acquired.  Five  library 
systems  are  now  reporting  acquisitions  with  from  2  to  15  possible  loca- 
tions listed  on  a  single  card.  At  present  127  libraries  are  on  the  mailing 
list  to  receive  the  monthly  List  of  Unlocated  Books.  Eighty-nine  per 
cent  of  the  titles  listed  during  1964/65  were  located.  The  State  Library 
Union  Catalog  Committee  drafted  a  proposed  statement  of  philosophy 
and  policy. 

Book  Repair  Section 

During  the  year  2,460  books  and  2,687  pamphlets  were  bound.  In 
addition  9,291  items  were  repaired.  One  hundred  thirty-one  prints 
were  framed  and  392  maps  were  mounted  or  repaired. 

Photo  Services  Section 

Microfilm  footage  reached  17,957  feet  during  1964/65.  This  resulted 
in  225  rolls  of  film,  which  were  shipped  to  the  commercial  processor  for 
printing.  Photostat  prints  totalled  1,789 ;  photography  included  607 
copy  negatives,  547  prints  and  enlargements  and  382  projections  from 
microfilm;  copease  prints  totalled  12,405. 

LIBRARY  CONSULTANT  SERVICES 

Personnel  changes,  the  development  of  the  Public  Library  Develop- 
ment Act  program  in  its  second  year,  and  the  expansion  of  the  Library 
Services  Act  into  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  to  permit 
the  participation  of  public  libraries  serving  urban  areas  in  federal 
funds  programs,  and  to  include  public  library  construction  as  well  as 
an  increased  appropriation,  necessitated  the  reassignment  of  various 
phases  of  the  Bureau  activities. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  increased  work  load  resulting  from  the 
expanded  federal  funds  program,  the  reference  and  research  respon- 
sibilities of  the  Research  Librarian's  position  were  transferred  to  the 
Reference  Librarian,  a  new  position  established  under  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act.  The  Research  Librarian's  title  was 
changed  to  Projects  Librarian.  The  establishment  of  the  position  of 
Reference  Librarian  has  permitted  prompter  and  more  thorough  re- 
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sponse  to  requests  for  this  type  of  assistance,  and  improved  develop- 
ment and  use  of  the  specialized  resources  of  the  Library  Consultant 
Services. 

Travel  Statistics  and  Visitors  to  the  Consultant  Services 

The  need  for  consultant  visits  to  public  libraries  increased  during 
the  fiscal  year,  as  compared  with  the  previous  fiscal  year.  In  the  course 
of  visiting  131  libraries  during  the  fiscal  year,  the  consultants  made  a 
total  of  206  visits.  There  was  need  for  recurring  visits  to  libraries  as 
the  consultants  collected  statistics  and  background  information  for 
prospective  reports  or  did  follow-up  work  on  implementation  of  recom- 
mendations made  in  previously  published  studies.  In  addition,  there 
were  104  visits  made  to  the  Consultant  Services  Office  by  librarians, 
public  officials,  foreign  visitors,  and  others  interested  in  public  libraries, 
for  purposes  of  consultation  and  of  obtaining  materials.  This  represents 
an  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

Special  Studies  and  Publications 

Two  special  studies  were  completed  and  published  during  fiscal 
1964/65 :

Additional  studies  were  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  Bureau  publication,  the  bimonthy  Up  and  Down  The  State  With 
The  Library  Consultants,  continued  publication.  The  Salary  Informa- 
tion Service  compilations  and  the  quarterly  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries  are  also  a  responsibility  of  the  Bureau. 

Meetings  and  Workshops 

Staff  members  attended  a  total  of  80  meetings  concerned  with  public 
library  development  in  the  state.  Over  half  of  these  meetings  were 
those  held  by  multi-library  systems.  Because  of  the  increasing  necessity 
for  Library  Consultant  Services  personnel  to  keep  abreast  of  the  rapidly 
changing  techniques  and  concepts  in  public  library  service,  one  or  more 
staff  members  attended  the  following  training  programs :

Columbia  University's  Conference  on  Library  Surveys 

The  State  Library's  annual  workshop  took  the  form  of  regional  work- 
shops on  Work  Simplification  held  in  Sacramento,  Fresno,  and  Los 
Angeles.  The  nature  of  the  course  content  required  that  attendance  be 
limited,  and  79  librarians  participated.  Overall  planning  was  done  by 
a  library  consultant,  and  Miss  Jewel  Hardkopf,  Librarian-Management 
Consultant,  developed  and  conducted  the  course. 

Library  Services  arid  Construcfion  Act — Title  I — Services 

On  the  first  year  of  the  expanded  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act,  the  California  State  Plan  for  the  Further  Extension  of  Public 
Library  Services  continued  the  past  programs  for  rural  areas,  and 
introduced  a  variety  of  additional  programs  of  benefit  to  both  rural 
and  urban  areas.  Metropolitan  areas  which  could  not  participate  in 
the  Library  Services  Act  program,  restricted  as  it  was  to  rural  popula- 
tions under  10,000,  are  now  participating  in  local  projects  for  the 
extension  and  enrichment  of  the  presently  inadequate  services  that 
exist  in  such  areas.  California  was  eligible  for  $1,825,848  under  this 
title  for  services.  Of  particular  significance  was  the  Statewide  Survey 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Lowell  A.  Martin,  formerly  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School  of  Library  Service,  Rutgers  University.  The  basic 
purpose  of  the  survey  was  to  devise  a  program  of  library  service  built 
on  existing  libraries  and  leading  to  a  coordinated  statewide  program 
that  would  be  able  to  meet  the  needs  of  California  today  and  in  the 
predictable  future.  Major  points  included  in  the  survey  were :  appraisal 
of  the  adequacy  and  problems  of  present  public  library  services;  the 
role  of  the  State  Library  in  the  total  provision  of  good  library  service 
in  California,  and  its  role  in  the  acquisition  and  provision  of  materials ; 
and  relations  of  public  libraries  to  school,  college,  and  research  library 
facilities.  The  survey  was  completed  by  June  30,  1965 ;  the  report  pub- 
lished in  fall,  1965. 

Local  projects  to  demonstrate  the  advantages  of  multi-library  systems 
and  to  encourage  their  establishment  and  continued  development  have 
included  the  implementation,  during  1964-1965,  of  the  Calaveras 
County  Library  Demonstration,  the  Tuolumne  County  Library  Demon- 
stration, and  the  Stockton  Public  liibrary  book  grant,  all  for  the 
purpose  of  demonstrating  the  enrichment  of  the  services  given  by  small 
libraries  in  rural  areas  which  establish  system  relationship  patterns 
with  a  metropolitan  public  library.  Also  planned  to  demonstrate  the 
advantages  of  cooperative  library  systems  in  specific  areas  of  service 
are  the  following  projects  initiated  in  fiscal  1965 :  Monterey  Bay  Area 
Information  Service  Project;  San  Mateo  County  Library  Service  to 
Young  Adults,  which  will  include  cooperative  planning  and  program- 
ming with  other  public  libraries  within  San  Mateo  County;  and  dem- 
onstration grants  for  service  enrichment  to  the  multi-library  systems 
established  under  the   Public  Library  Development   Act.    The   North 
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Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  previously  established  as  a  demonstra- 
tion under  the  Library  Services  Act,  continued  to  develop  with  a  com- 
bination of  federal,  state,  and  local  funds.  The  federal  demonstration 
funds  allocated  to  this  project  are  being  phased  out  gradually. 

Three  new  projects,  planned  but  still  in  the  early  stages  of  implemen- 
tation, were  designed  as  pilot  projects  to  explore  new  patterns  of 
service  which  may  be  used  as  guides  for  other  libraries.  These  are  the 
Oakland  Public  Library  project  to  demonstrate  library  service  to  the 
culturally  deprived  with  emphasis  on  Spanish-speaking  people ;  the 
Los  Angeles  Public  Library  demonstration  project  for  library  service 
to  the  culturally  deprived;  and  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  dem- 
onstration project  for  library  service  for  shut-ins. 

The  Mendocino  County  Library  Demonstration  came  to  a  successful 
conclusion  during  fiscal  1965,  after  a  favorable  vote  in  June,  1964,  by 
the  people  of  the  County  to  establish  a  county  library.  The  county 
library  is  supported  by  local  funds,  with  service  benefits  from  the  North 
Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  This  demonstration  project  established 
library  service  in  a  previously  unserved  area. 

In  order  to  plan  for  library  development  in  all  areas  of  a  state  which 
is  highly  urbanized,  and  in  recognition  of  the  large  geographic  areas 
which  remain  rural,  a  survey  in  depth  of  the  condition  of  public  library 
service  and  the  unique  problems  of  library  development  in  Northern 
California  was  begun  in  June  of  1965,  to  be  completed  in  the  Spring 
of  1966. 

Federal  funds  enriched  State  Library  service.  This  will  have  imme- 
diate benefits  for  all  libraries  in  the  state.  The  funds  were  used  to  pur- 
chase rare  and  expensive  materials,  and  to  fund  a  study  of  automation 
and  mechanization  as  related  to  all  appropriate  State  Library  processes. 

Also  established  during  1964/65  was  a  summer  internship  program 
which  was  highly  successful  in  introducing  young  people  to  public 
library  service  and  was  favorably  received  by  the  participating  libra- 
ries. The  applications  of  ten  libraries  were  approved  for  participation 
in  the  program,  and  thirteen  interns  worked  for  two  summer  months 
in  these  libraries.  Approximately  half  of  each  salary  was  paid  from 
local  funds,  and  the  other  half  from  federal  funds. 

A  graduate  study  grant  program  was  initiated  with  five  graduate 
study  grants  for  professional  education  in  librarianship  awarded  for 
the  academic  year  1965/66.  Each  grant  is  for  $2,500  and  is  being  used 
for  attendance  at  a  library  school  accredited  by  the  American  Library 
Association.  Each  applicant  has  indicated  his  intention  to  work  in  a 
public  library  in  California  in  the  general  geographic  area  of  his  home 
community  upon  completion  of  his  professional  education. 

The  Processing  Center  continued  to  be  operated  under  the  Act.  All 
funds  were  reimbursed  by  the  member  libraries. 

Title  11 — Construction 

An  entirely  new  program  under  the  Federal  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act  is  Title  II,  Construction.  California  was  entitled  to 
$2,730,041  for  construction,  and  all  funds  were  granted  for  the  con- 
struction of  new  buildings.  The  amounts  of  the  grants  ranged  from 
approximately  $50,000  to  one  $1,000,000  grant,  the  maximum  that  can 
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be  awarded  under  the  California  State  Plan  for  Public  Library  Con- 
struction. All  libraries  receiving  grants  participated  in  library  systems 
as  defined  by  the  California  Public  Library  Development  Act.

Santa  Clara  Public  Library $228,091 

Fourth  priority  (branch  buildings  for  existing  systems  serving  a 
minimum  population  of  100,000  and  meeting  the  criteria  required 
of  systems  in  the  Public  Library  Development  Act) 

Contra  Costa  County  Library,  Pittsburg  Branch $51,666 

Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library, 

Rio  Hondo  Branch .$202,017 

Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library,  West  San 

Gabriel  Valley  Regional  Library $158,443 

(The  federal  funding  for  this  building  is  divided  between  two 
fiscal  years  because  fiscal  1965  funds  were  not  adequate  to 
cover  the  total  project,  eligible  for  $214,781.) 

Construction  was  started  on  two  of  the  buildings  in  the  Spring  of 
1965,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  some  of  the  buildings  will  be  completed 
in  1966. 

Public  Library  Development  Act 

During  the  second  year  of  operation  of  the  state  grants-in-aid  pro- 
gram, two  cooperative  library  systems  were  established :  The  Serra 
Library  System,  including  the  San  Diego,  Carlsbad,  Oceanside,  and 
National  City  Public  Libraries ;  and  the  San  Jose-Santa  Clara  Munici- 
pal Cooperative  Library  System,  including  the  San  Jose  and  Santa 
Clara  City  Public  Libraries.  These  multi-library  systems  received  both 
establishment  and  per  capita  grants. 

A  new  consolidated  library  system,  the  Santa  Rosa-Sonoma  County 
Free  Public  Library  was  formed  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Santa  Rosa 
Public  Library  and  the  Sonoma  County  Free  Library.  These  libraries 
are  a  part  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System. 

The  five  multi-library  systems  established  during  the  first  year  re- 
ceived second  year  establishment  and  per  capita  grants.  Li  addition, 
three  single  library  systems  received  per  capita  grants :  The  Stockton- 
San  Joaquin  County  Library;  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library;  and 
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the  Los  Angeles  Coiiuty  Library.  Funds  were  available  for  only  slightly 
more  than  half  of  the  amount  for  which  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Library  was  eligible.  Two  single  library  systems  applying  were  ap- 
proved but  received  no  grants  because  of  lack  of  available  funds. 

A  planning  grant  was  awarded  to  the  Sacramento  City  and  County 
Libraries.  Five  of  the  groups  awarded  planning  grants  during  the  first 
j^ear  of  the  program  completed  their  planning  during  1964/65 :  San 
Gabriel  Valley,  San  Mateo,  ]Mother  Lode,  San  Diego  and  Whittier.  The 
following  planning  grant  reports  were  published  during  the  year :

AB  1622  (now  Chapter  1820  of  the  Statutes  of  1965),  which  amended 
the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963,  was  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature in  1965.  The  Act  was  amended  chiefly  by: 

1.  Increasing  the  per  capita  grants  from  a  range  of  8  cents  to  16 
cents  to  a  range  of  16  cents  to  80  cents,  varying  according  to 
population  density.  Revision  of  the  population  density  formula 
will  make  the  program  of  greater  benefit  to  sparsely-populated 
areas,  and  encourage  the  formation  of  library  systems  in  those 
areas. 

2.  Eliminating  the  existing  limitations  on  the  total  amount  that  may 
be  appropriated  (2  percent  of  total  operating  expenditures  of  all 
local  public  libraries  in  the  previous  year).  The  revision  will  allow 
increases,  at  regular  biennial  intervals,  up  to  a  limit  of  ten  per 
cent  by  1969-1970.  There  was  a  proviso  attached  that  this  par- 
ticular revision  should  not  be  operative  unless  the  Legislature 
enacts  a  formula  to  equalize  public  library  grants  on  the  basis  of 
need,  effort  and  ability.  For  this  purpose,  the  Legislature  directed 
that  the  State  Librarian  and  a  committee  would  develop  such  a 
formula  and  present  recommendations  to  the  1966  Regular  Session 
of  the  Legislature. 
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CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES  ANNUAL  STATISTICS 

California  library  law  specifies  that  the  State  Librarian  shall  "col- 
lect and  preserve  statistics  and  other  information  pertaining  to  librar- 
ies, which  shall  be  made  available  to  other  public  libraries  within  the 
State  applying  for  the  information. ' ' 

Such  statistics  are  supplied,  in  tabular  form,  in  the  pages  immedi- 
ately following.  Permanent  files  of  the  annual  reports  from  which  the 
statistics  are  compiled  are  maintained  in  the  State  Library's  Consultant 
Services  Bureau. 

Definitions 

A  single  library  system  includes  the  central  library  and  other  outlets 
of  one  jurisdiction,  together  with  all  its  affiliated  libraries  and  their 
outlets,  and  any  library  service  points  operated  by  the  jurisdiction,  by 
contract,  to  serve  another  jurisdiction  or  jurisdictions.  Other  definitions 
of  library  system,  as  they  legally  apply  to  the  implementation  of  the 
Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963,  are  given  in  Education  Code 
Division  20,  Chapter  1.5,  Article  5,  Section  27125. 

The  term  public  library  includes  city,  county,  and  district  libraries 
which  have  been  legally  established  by  public  officials,  are  supported  by 
income  from  taxation  or  other  public  funds,  and  have  their  own  trustee 
or  other  civil  governing  body. 

An  outlet  is  any  service  point,  such  as  a  central  library,  affiliated 
library,  branch,  station,  or  bookmobile  station  that,  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  public  library  system,  distributes  books  or  otherwise  renders 
library  service  to  the  public. 

An  affiliated  iniblic  library  is  a  regularly  established  city  or  district 
library  which  has  joined  the  county  library  for  supplementary  service. 
The  city  or  district  library  retains  its  own  trustees  or  other  governing 
body,  and  the  city  makes  an  appropriation  for  this  local  public  library 
in  addition  to  paying  the  county  library  tax. 

A  branch  (according  to  California  Public  Library  Service  Stand- 
ards) is  a  basic  library  unit  operating  as  part  of  a  library  system  and 
with  its  services  available  to  the  public  some  part  of  five  days  a  week. 
It  is  located  in  quarters  with  floor  area  of  not  less  than  1,400  square 
feet,  housing  a  general  collection  of  at  least  7,000  volumes.  It  has  a 
staff  equivalent  to  at  least  one  professional  and  one  nonprofessional 
employee  on  duty  during  time  the  branch  is  open  to  the  public. 

A  station  is  a  library  unit  smaller  than  a  branch  and  operating  as 
part  of  a  library  system.  A  branch  housed  in  a  school  but  giving  serv- 
ice to  the  whole  community  is  counted  as  a  community  agency ;  a  school 
agency  affiliated  for  school  service,  as  a  school  agency. 

Circulation  represents  statistics  kept  of  actual  count  according  to  an 
established  system.  Total  circulation  of  book  materials  is  the  count  of 
one  for  each  bound  volume,  pamphlet,  or  periodical  lent  for  home  use, 
from  the  central  library  and  its  agencies,  and  the  count  of  each  renewal. 
A  public  library  includes  in  its  total  circulation  the  count  of  books  lent 
from  schools  for  home  use.  A  county  library  also  includes  the  cireula- 
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tion  of  county  library  books  from  all  its  agencies,  including  affiliated 
libraries,  which  do  not  include  such  count  in  their  own  annual  report 
totals. 

The  collection  and  circulation  of  nonbook  materials  is  counted  sepa- 
rately from  that  of  book  materials.  The  unit  count  of  all  types  of  sound 
recording  is  by  disc  or  reel,  of  films,  by  title.  Circulation  of  all  such 
miscellaneous  materials  is  one  for  each  unit  lent.  For  example,  the 
count  of  recordings  is  by  disc,  regardless  of  record  speed  or  numbers 
of  titles  on  a  recording.  The  count  of  films  is  by  title,  and  circulation 
is  equivalent  to  the  number  of  times  a  film  title  is  in  use  for  showings, 
regardless  of  the  number  of  persons  in  the  audience  for  such  showings. 

Interlibrary  loans  are  loans  between  libraries  which  do  not  form 
part  of  a  system.  (Such  intrasystem  loans  are  included  under  Ship- 
ments). Circulation  by  the  borrowing  library  of  a  book  borrowed  on 
interlibrary  loan  is  included  in  circulation ;  the  interlibrary  loan  itself 
is  not. 

A  shipment  from  the  central  library  is  a  group  of  items  sent  to  one 
outlet  at  one  time. 

The  count  of  employees  is  by  total  number  and  by  full-time  equiva- 
lent of  part-time  and  other  employees.  Professional  employees  are  de- 
fined as  those  who  are  college  or  university  and  library  school  gradu- 
ates, and  those  who  have  attained  professional  status  through  library 
experience  and/or  examination.  They  perform  work  of  professional 
grade  which  requires  training  and  skill  in  the  theoretical  or  scientific 
parts  of  library  work  (as  distinguished  from  its  merely  mechanical 
parts.)  If  paid  from  the  library  budget,  janitors  and  building  force 
are  included  in  the  total  count  of  employees. 

Operating  expenses  are  divided  into  three  major  categories:  salaries, 
library  materials,  service  and  supplies.  The  last  contains  a  sub-category, 
payment  of  funds  for  contract  services  and  system  membership. 

Capital  expenses  include  only  such  major  outlay  items  as  buildings, 
sites,  additions,  remodeling  and  major  repairs,  and  new  furniture  and 
equipment  purchased  for  new  or  enlarged  buildings.  Expenditures  for 
replacement  furniture  and  equipment,  and  for  mobile  equipment,  are 
listed  under  operating  expenses,  as  are  also  books  and  other  library 
materials.

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COOPERATIVE  LIBRARY  SYSTEMS  IN  CALIFORNIA 

The  following  cooperative  library  systems  have  been  established  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963 
(Chapter  1802,  Statutes  of  1963)  and  with  funds  made  available  under 
the  act.  The  listing  includes  all  cooperative  systems  established  subse-

This  listing  of  all  public  libraries  runs  together  county,  district,  and 
municipal  libraries  within  the  five  groups  of  population  they  serve. 

It  should  be  noted,  therefore,  that  the  statistics  for  an  individual 
library  affiliated  with  a  larger  library  will  appear  only  under  the  larger 
population  group  of  the  entire  library  system  (i.e.,  the  total  population 
served  by  all  affiliated  municipal  or  district  libraries,  or  such  as  two 
county  libraries.) 

Since  population  figures  are  for  area  taxed  and  served,  the  population 
listed  for  a  county  library  does  not  include  population  of  cities  or  dis- 
tricts (in  that  county)  operating  independent  and  unaffiliated  public 
libraries.  Population  figures  of  affiliated  libraries  are,  therefore,  listed 
in  parentheses  to  indicate  that  they  have  been  included  in  the  popula- 
tion figure  for  the  larger  service  unit  or  library  system. 
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The  basic  population  figure,  that  for  the  fiscal  year  of  report,  for  each 
library  jurisdiction  is  based  on  the  1960  U.S.  Census,  a  special  census 
taken  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  or  an  estimate  prepared 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  of  the  State  of  California,  whichever 
was  most  recent  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  In  addition  a  population 
figure  based  on  these  same  sources  but  current  as  of  October  15,  1965, 
is  listed  for  each  library-  jurisdiction  in  the  income  and  expenditure 
tables. 

The  grouping  of  libraries  on  the  basis  of  population  served  and  the 
treatment  of  populations  served  by  libraries  affiliated  with  county  li- 
braries does  not  apply  to  cooperative  library  systems  established  under 
the  California  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963  and  to  the 
member  libraries  of  those  systems.  For  present  reporting  purposes, 
public  libraries  which  are  now  members  of  cooperative  library  systems 
are  still  grouped  as  they  have  been  in  past  years,  on  the  basis  of  the 
population  served  within  the  local  taxing  area.

CLASS  TITLES 

In  the  attempt  to  use  a  fairly  uniform  terminology  for  professional 
library  classes,  we  define  class  titles  in  common  use  in  terms  of  the 
following  general  duty  statements  that  suggest  the  various  levels  of 
personnel  classification : 

Professional  Employee — An  employee  in  a  position  which  requires  col- 
lege or  university  education  and  library  school  graduation,  and  per- 
formance of  work  of  a  grade  which  necessitates  training  and  skill  in 
the  theoretical  or  scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as  distinguished 
from  its  mechanical  parts).  Applies  to  all  classes  in  this  list. 

Assistant  Librarian — Professional  employee  who  co-ordinates  the  work 
of  section  supervisors  or  principal  librarians,  assuming  a  major  por- 
tion of  planning  and  policymaking  for  the  library  as  a  whole. 

Branch  Librarian — Professional  employee  in  charge  of  an  auxiliary 
library  agency  which  has  separate  quarters,  a  permanent  staff,  a 
regular  schedule  and  a  permanent  basic  collection  of  library  mate- 
rials. 

Chief  Librarian — ^Librarian  who  assumes  responsibility  for  operation 
of  the  entire  library,  integrating  its  work  with  that  of  other  city  or 
county  departments,  university  or  college  departments,  or  other 
major  parts  of  the  larger  organization;  makes  final  decisions  on 
policies,  plans  and  programs. 

Department  Head — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  the  staff  of  a  major  section  or  department  of  the 
library:  reviews  work  and  passes  on  difficult  problems,  and  does 
highly  skilled  professional  work. 

Junior  Librarian  (Librarian  I) — Beginning  professional  position,  re- 
quiring a  college  or  university  education,  plus  a  degree  from  an 
accredited  library  school.  This  is  the  trainee  grade,  for  which  no 
professional  experience  is  required. 

Principal  Librarian — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  several  sections  or  departments  or  a  particular 
kind  of  work  (e.g.,  children's  work)  in  the  library  system;  makes 
recommendations  on  policy  organization  and  procedures;  develops 
programs  of  service. 

Senior  Librarian  (Librarian  II) — Professional  employee  doing  varied 
and  difficult  professional  library  work  under  general  supervision; 
may  also  be  responsible  for  a  subordinate  function,  and  exercise 
supervisory  responsibility  over  a  small  staff  or  act  as  assistant  super 
visor  of  a  large  staff. 

Nonprofessional  Employee — Employee  in  a  position,  the  duties  of  which 
are  of  a  mechanical  and/or  routine  nature,  not  requiring  professional 
library  education.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  issue  of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries  contains  the  second  annual 
report,  1964-65,  of  the  CaUfomia  Public  Library  Development  Board,  a  review 
of  the  statewide  pubUc  library  survey  report,  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the 
Challenge  of  California;  A  Report  to  the  State  Librarian,  which  was  financed  by 
federal  funds,  and  reviews  of  seven  published  reports  of  studies  undertaken  with 
State  Planning  Grants. 

The  statewide  survey,  prepared  by  Dr.  Lowell  A.  Martin,  Survey  Director, 
and  Miss  Roberta  Bowler,  Assistant  Director,  was  financed  under  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  I,  Services.  The  report  has  been  widely 
distributed  and  publicized.  It  is  hailed  as  a  major  step  in  public  library  develop- 
ment in  the  state,  and  a  guide  to  the  future.  For  the  current  issue  of  News  Notes, 
the  California  State  Library  has  invited  Miss  Jean  Connor,  Director  of  the 
Library  Extension  Division,  New  York  State  Library,  to  make  an  appraisal  of  the 
survey  from  the  vantage  point  of  another  state  library  actively  engaged  in  public 
library  development,  in  another  state  which  shares  many  of  the  characteristics, 
assets,  and  problems  of  contemporary'  California. 

The  Fall,  1964,  issue  of  News  Notes,  devoted  to  activities  under  the  Public 
Library  Development  Act,  included  summary  articles  on  planning  studies  then 
completed,  or  then  in  progress,  with  the  aid  of  state  funds  awarded  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act.  At  the  present  time,  seven  such  studies  have  been  com- 
pleted and  published.  For  this  current  issue,  Spring,  1966,  the  California  State 
Library  has  invited  seven  CaUfomia  librarians  to  write  summaries — reviews  and 
appraisals — of  these  studies.  In  each  case  the  reviewer  has  contributed  an  appraisali 
of  a  study  prepared  for  libraries  in  an  area  away  from— usually,  quite  distant! 
from — his  own.  The  result  is  a  series  of  expert,  well-reasoned,  and  objective  dis-j 
cussions  of  the  planning  studies  in  question. 

Each  of  the  reviews — that  of  the  statewide  study  and  each  of  those  concernedl 
with  area  or  regional  planning  groups — is  thoughtful,  stimulating,  and  potentiallyl 
useful  to  the  librarians  and  governing  ofiicials  in  the  state  as  a  whole,  to  those 
in  the  specific  jurisdictions  involved  in  area  studies,  and,  as  well,  to  any  and  all 
groups  which  contemplate  study  and  action  toward  cooperative  library  systems. 

Similar  articles  and  reviews  are  contemplated  for  future  issues  of  News  Notes 
of  California  Libraries,  as  other  planning  studies  are  completed  and  reports  issued. 
It  is  planned  that  a  future  issue  will  include  an  appraisal  of  the  Northern  Cah- 
fomia  Survey  which  is  now  being  conducted  in  eleven  counties  north  of  Sacra- 
mento by  Public  Administration  Service,  San  Francisco  and  Chicago.  This  regional 
survey  is  a  project  under  Title  I,  Services,  of  the  federal  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act.  The  study  is  to  analyze  and  evaluate  present  public  library 
services  in  the  area  and  to  make  recommendations  for  future  development.  It  will 
be  completed  in  the  late  Spring  of  1966.

My  dear  Governor  Brovm: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  to  you  the  second  Annual  Report, 
1964-65  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Board.  The  members 
of  the  Board  have  worked  most  effectively  in  assisting  the 
development  of  public  library  service  through  the  implementation 
of  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963,  as  amended  in  1965. 

I  know  you  will  be  gratified  to  see  how  many  libraries  have 
qualified  for  state  funds  under  the  act.  As  you  read  the  report 
you  will  be  impressed  with  the  achievements  made  possible  with 
such  a  modest  financial  program. 

The  Board  has  endeavored  to  present  an  analysis  of  planning 
accomplished;  the  library  systems  which  have  been  established; 
and  how  the  funds  have  actually  been  expended.   You  will  also 
see  that  the  Board  is  acutely  aware  of  the  shortage  of  funds 
available  in  1965-66  to  maintain  even  those  multi-library 
systems  which  have  already  been  established.   I  have,  at  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board,  written  to  you  concerning  this 
serious  emergency. 

In  order  to  obtain  maximum  lasting  benefits  from  the  Public 
Library  Development  Act,  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  long  range  financing  of  the  worthy  objectives 
envisioned.

California  Public  Library  Development  Board 
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Public  Library  Development  Act 
1964-65 

Purposes  of  Public  Library  Development  Act. — Chapter  1802, 
Statutes  of  1963,  became  law  on  September  20,  1963,  and  carried 
with  it  an  appropriation  of  $850,000.  For  the  1964-65  fiscal  year  a 
similar  amount  was  included  in  the  state  budget  authorization.  The 
purposes  as  stated  in  the  law  are  (a)  to  assist  in  establishing,  im- 
proving, and  extending  library  services,  and  (b)  to  encourage  the 
establishment  of  library  systems  in  areas  where  such  cooperation 
would  facilitate  improved  library  services. 

The  importance  of  a  strong  public  library  network  as  a  supplement 
to  the  educational  system  and  as  a  means  of  lifelong  continuing  edu- 
cation for  out-of-school  adults  has  long  been  recognized  in  theory  but 
less  so  in  practice.  Two  of  the  major  difficulties  in  developing  strong 
public  library  service  for  all  of  the  people  have  been  an  almost  com- 
plete dependence  upon  the  local  tax  base  for  the  support  of  such 
services,  and  the  relatively  large  number  of  library  jurisdictions  with 
a  small  number  of  residents  in  the  service  area,  so  as  to  make  an 
uneconomic  unit  for  developing  the  comprehensive  collections  of  books 
and  other  resources  that  an  excellent  library  must  have  available. 

The  Public  Library  Development  Act  and  its  implementing  appro- 
priations represent  an  initial  effort  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  improve 
the  quality  of  public  library  service.  The  Act  does  not  require  that  the 
smaller  library  jurisdictions  give  up  their  identity  and  merge  with 
others,  but  in  order  to  share  in  the  continuing  per  capita  grants  the 
jurisdictions  which  do  not  meet  the  standards  of  the  Act  because  of 
their  limited  resources  must  work  out  cooperative  arrangements  with 
other  public  library  entities  so  as  to  gain  some  of  the  major  economic 
advantages  of  a  larger  operation. 

Types  of  Grants. — Three  types  of  grants  are  provided  in  the  Act, 
representing  the  normal  type  of  development  which  it  was  anticipated 
would  take  place.  The  planning  grant  is  a  small  grant  (with  a  maxi- 
mum of  $2,000  per  library)  to  enable  two  or  more  library  jurisdic- 
tions which  wish  to  do  so  to  make  a  study  of  their  needs  and  to 
develop  a  plan  for  working  together  as  a  cooperative  or  consolidated 
system.  The  establishment  grant  (with  a  maximum  amount  of  $10,000 
per  library  per  year  for  each  of  two  years)  is  to  help  provide  some 
of  the  new  resources  of  books  and  other  materials,  employees,  and 
equipment  to  get  the  approved  system  under  way.  The  per  capita 
grant  is  the  on-going  and  therefore  the  most  significant  of  the  three. 
Its  purpose  is  to  continue  and  extend  the  improvement  program  that 
has  been  developed  with  the  aid  of  the  first  two  grants.  It  should  be 
noted  that  individual  libraries  which  are  sufficiently  large  and  strong 
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economic  units,  as  defined  in  the  administrative  regulations  supple- 
menting the  Act,  may  be  considered  as  already  existing  systems  under 
the  Act.  As  such  they  are  not  by  themselves  eligible  for  planning  or 
establishment  grants,  although  they  may  qualify  for  such  grants  in 
conjunction  with  one  or  more  library  jurisdictions.  They  are  eligible, 
however,  for  per  capita  grants  for  improved  or  extended  service.  All 
applicants  for  planning  grants  must  submit  acceptable  planning  pro- 
posals, and  all  applicants  for  establishment  and  per  capita  grants 
must  develop  acceptable  plans  of  service  in  order  to  be  approved  for 
grants. 

The  continuing  subventions  to  library  systems  represented  by  the 
per  capita  grants  are  the  heart  of  this  improvement  program,  and 
constitute  the  state's  share  of  the  vital  educational  services  provided 
by  the  public  library. 

Financial  Summary,  1963-64  and  1964-65. — In  each  of  the  past 
two  fiscal  years,  ending  with  June  30,  1964  and  1965,  there  has  been 
a  State  appropriation  of  $800,000  for  the  grant  program  of  the  Public 
Library  Development  Act.  For  each  fiscal  year  also,  approximately 
$50,000  has  been  appropriated  to  the  State  Library  for  administration 
of  the  Act.  The  total  amounts  for  which  public  libraries  of  the  state 
made  applications,  and  the  amounts  granted,  are  shown  in  Table  I.

The  priority  in  which  grants  are  made  is  planning,  establishment, 
and  per  capita,  so  that  per  capita  grants  are  made  only  from  the 
balance  of  the  appropriation  remaining  ajter  the  other  two  types 
have  been  allocated. 

Seventy- four  jurisdictions  together  received  thirteen  planning  grants 
in  the  first  fiscal  year.  Planning  reports  have  been  made  and  pub- 
lished by  seven  of  the  groups,  as  of  September  1965.  A  list  of  these 
is  given  in  Exhibit  A.  Only  one  planning  grant  was  made  in  the  fiscal 
year  1965  (Sacramento  City-County),  and  the  report  was  made  in 
September  1965.  Although  less  than  one-half  of  the  public  libraries 
of  the  state  have  so  far  engaged  in  multi-library  planning  studies, 
some  of  the  remaining  ones  doubtless  will  join  existing  planning 
groups.  Others  will  be  able  to  draw  from  the  published  studies  in 
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preparing  their  own  plans.  Thus  it  seems  likely  that  future  applica- 
tions for  planning  grants  will  be  relatively  small.  Nevertheless,  so 
valuable  have  been  these  studies  that  their  priority  required  by  the 
law  should  be  continued  in  any  future  revision  of  the  law. 

The  data  of  Table  I  show  that,  for  establishment  grants,  both  the 
amounts  of  applications  and  of  grants  increased  over  the  previous 
year.  The  number  of  libraries  involved  increased  from  thirty-one  to 
thirty-six.  It  is  significant,  however,  that  about  three-fourths  of  the 
total  of  1965  establishment  grants  represent  the  second  year  of  such 
payment,  and  these  libraries  will  not  be  eligible  for  further  estab- 
lishment grants  for  these  S3^stems.  However,  in  the  Los  Angeles  re- 
gion, the  San  Francisco  Bay  region,  and  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
State,  planning  studies  were  not  completed  early  enough  to  make  it 
practical  for  their  libraries  to  apply  for  establishment  grants  for  most 
of  the  possible  systems. 

The  total  of  per  capita  grant  applications  increased  17.6  per  cent 
in  fiscal  1965,  and  the  total  of  grants  19.1  per  cent.  However,  there 
still  remained  $1.74  in  applications  for  every  dollar  paid.  This  in- 
crease in  per  capita  grant  applications  and  funds  paid  v/ill  continue, 
following  the  line  of  library  development  envisioned  by  the  Act.  When 
all  eligible  applications  for  establishment  grants  have  been  paid,  only 
the  per  capita  grants  will  remain  as  the  state's  basic  program  of 
public  library  improvement. 

Use  of  Grant  Funds .—hXtl-iou^  the  grant  program  has  been  in 
effect  for  two  years,  the  first  year  saw  a  telescoping  of  applications 
into  the  final  six  months.  (The  Board  held  its  first  meeting  on 
November  18,  1963.)  The  terms  of  the  agreements  covering  the  first 
establishment  and  per  capita  grants  expired  in  April,  May  and  June, 
1965,  with  final  reports  on  encumbered  funds  only  now  coming  in. 
Local  expenditures  from  1964-65  grants  will  not  be  reported  until 
mid-1966. 

Table  II  shov/s  the  estimated  local  expenditures  from  1963-64 
establishment  and  per  capita  grants.  Of  the  nine  systems  to  receive 
these  grants  in  that  year,  five  are  multi-library  systems,  involving 
two  to  sixteen  libraries  each,  and  four  are  single-jurisdiction  libraries. 
Significant  differences  are  indicated  in  the  ways  each  type  of  system 
utilized  the  grants. 

The  multi-library  systems  applied  over  sixty  per  cent  of  their 
State  funds  to  indirect  service  projects  which  involve  much  of  the 
operational  costs  of  library  service.  Most  attention  was  given  to  the 
acquisition,  cataloging  and  physical  preparation  of  books  and  other 
materials,  where  major  improvements  and  economies  can  be  realized 
and  released  staff  time  gained  through  centralization.  The  coordina- 
tion and  consultation  activities  were  those  required  for  better  overall 
deployment  of  collections  and  services.  Transportation  and  communi- 
cation expenditures  were  likewise  necessary  in  order  to  derive  maxi- 
mum effectiveness  from  the  resources  available  within  the  systems, 
which  in  some  cases  encompass  thousands  of  square  miles. 
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Two  of  the  multiple-library  systems  which  had  taken  prior  steps 
toward  coordination,  and  one  which  consists  of  a  single  large  and  a 
single  small  library,  were  able  to  place  significant  portions  of  their 
State  funds  into  direct  reader  services,  concentrating  especially  upon 
reference  service.  In  the  first  two  instances,  however,  centralized 
technical  services,  coordination,  transportation  and  communication 
will  continue  to  receive  a  major  share  of  their  PLDA  funds,  while  the 
third  system  is  moving  toward  a  larger  grouping  of  libraries  where 
the  same  situation  will  occur. 

The  single-library  jurisdictions,  by  contrast,  had  almost  no  need 
to  put  funds  into  organizational  activities,  and  could  concentrate 
upon  direct  reader  services.  Here  again  reference  service  was  empha- 
sized by  a  ratio  of  more  than  six  to  one  over  other  services,  indicating 
the  developmental  needs  in  this  area  of  library  responsibility.  For  all 
systems  combined,  the  amount  of  funds  spent  on  reference  services 
was  almost  fifty  per  cent  of  the  total. 

In  all  instances  State  funds  were  employed  for  coordinated  projects 
to  supply  additional  services  throughout  entire  systems  and  not  dis- 
sipated by  distribution  to  separate  and  uneconomic  units.  It  has  been 
the  great  glory  of  this  program  that  the  returns  in  service  are  invari- 
ably many  times  the  value  of  the  modest  grants  involved. 

Summary  of  Benefits. — ^Among  the  gains  resulting  from  the  pro- 
gram are  the  following: 

1 )  The  planning  grants  have  led  to  the  type  of  broad  factual  study 
of  groups  of  libraries  and  to  development  of  cooperative  plans  on  a 
multi-jurisdiction  regional  basis  which  had  not  been  previously  ac- 
comphshed,  because  of  lack  of  funds  for  this  purpose  and  the  absence 
of  incentive.  Although  not  all  planning  studies  have  been  completed, 
and  some  have  been  only  partially  implemented,  the  long-range  pK)- 
tential  incentive  toward  improvement  of  quality  of  library  service  is 
tremendous. 

2)  The  establishment  grants,  although  relatively  small  in  amount 
per  library  ($20,000  over  a  two-year  period),  have  been  of  substan- 
tial assistance  in  defraying  the  "capital"  costs  of  joining  two  or  more 
libraries  together  in  cooperative  and  consolidated  systems. 

3 )  The  per  capita  grants  to  the  multi-library  systems  have  enabled 
them  to  employ  some  additional  personnel  and  to  continue  the  im- 
proved level  of  services  initiated  by  the  establishment  grants;  and 
all  participating  libraries  have  strengthened  their  resources  of  mate- 
rials. It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  per  capita  grants  represent  a 
very  small  part  of  the  total  current  expenditure  of  the  participating 
libraries,  ranging  from  1.26  per  cent  in  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library 
to  3.19  per  cent  in  the  San  Jose  Public  Library. 

4)  In  addition,  the  requirement  in  the  Act  that  a  system,  to  qualify 
for  grants,  must  "provide  equal  access  to  all  participating  libraries  to 
all  residents  of  the  area  served  by  the  system"  has  brought  spectacu- 
lar results  in  the  elimination  of  political  barriers  to  library  service 
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and  the  sharing  of  existing  local  resources.  Over  3.5  million  people 
in  the  seven  multi-library  systems  established  to  date  have  had  a 
median  increase  of  forty-four  per  cent  in  the  number  of  books  avail- 
able to  them.  Of  these,  1.3  million  had  their  book  resources  multiplied 
with  the  stroke  of  a  pen  from  two  to  twenty-two  times,  and  100,000 
persons  in  nine  different  areas  saw  the  number  of  books  available  to 
them  multiplied  from  twenty-eight  to  eighty-eight  times. 

While  such  reforms  in  the  utilization  of  the  State's  library  resources 
are  extremely  gratifying,  it  must  be  noted  that  on  an  overall  basis 
California's  public  libraries  are  decidedly  losing  ground.  The  number 
of  volumes  per  capita  has  decreased  approximately  twenty-five  per 
cent  in  the  last  twenty-five  years! 

Grant  Formulas  and  Appropriations. — The  enabling  legislation 
(Chapter  1802,  Statutes  of  1963)  limited  the  total  that  might  be 
appropriated  by  the  State  for  purposes  of  the  Act  to  "two  per  cent 
of  the  total  operating  expenditure  of  all  the  public  libraries  of  the 
State  from  funds  received  from  local  sources  for  the  last  completed 
fiscal  year"  (Education  Code  27133).  This  limitation  sets  the  current 
"ceiling"  on  the  appropriation  at  approximately  $1,000,000,  which,  if 
divided  by  the  total  population  of  the  State  would  amount  to  slightly 
less  than  six  cents  per  capita!  Per  capita  grants  were  paid  in  the  last 
fiscal  year  at  the  rate  of  8  cents  per  capita  (no  system  qualifying  at 
the  then  existing  12  cent  or  16  cent  rates).  Obviously,  the  2%  limita- 
tion on  the  total  appropriation  would  be  too  low  to  meet  all  per  capita 
applications  when  this  is  the  only  form  of  grant  remaining,  even  at 
these  low  rates. 

During  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  program's  second  year 
it  was  clearly  demonstrated  that  the  per  capita  rates  were  too  low. 
Multi-library  systems  established  during  the  program's  first  year 
found  it  difficult  to  implement  their  complete  plans  of  service  and 
were  faced  with  the  choice  of  either  establishing  priorities  as  to  the 
services  which  could  be  carried  out,  or  instituting  all  of  these  services, 
but  only  in  a  partial  fashion. 

The  shortage  of  funds  and  low  rates  discouraged  eligible  libraries 
which  might  otherwise  have  applied  for  grants  from  doing  so.  Only 
two  new  multi-library  systems  were  formed  during  the  year.  Several 
planning  groups  which  had  completed  their  planning  did  not  progress 
to  the  establishment  stage.  Such  groups  were  deterred  from  estab- 
lishing systems,  at  least  in  part,  by  the  problem  of  continuing  costs 
of  such  systems,  and  the  fact  of  inadequate  per  capita  support  to  meet 
these  costs.  Libraries  which  might  have  joined  established  systems 
were  reluctant  to  do  so  for  the  same  reason. 

Finally,  the  low  per  capita  rates  provided  no  incentive  for  those 
libraries  which  are  financially  ineligible  to  raise  the  level  of  their 
local  support  in  order  to  qualify  for  grants. 

In  the  1965  session  of  the  Legislature  AB  1622,  introduced  by 
Assemblyman  Waldie  and  co-authored  by  Senator  Rattigan,  was 
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passed,  signed  by  Governor  Brown,  and  became  effective  on  Septem- 
ber 17,  1965,  as  Chapter  1820  Statutes  of  1965.  This  amendment  to 
the  Public  Library  Development  Act  has  two  important  provisions: 

1)  It  increases  the  limitation  of  two  per  cent  (cited  above)  "to  4 
per  cent  in  1966-67,  to  6  per  cent  in  1967-68,  to  8  per  cent  in  1968- 
69  and  to  10  per  cent  in  1969-70"  (Education  Code  27133.5),  with 
the  provision  that  this  change  becomes  effective  on  the  date  when 
legislation  takes  effect  which  bases  the  aid  formula  upon  "ability, 
effort  and  need".  The  State  Librarian,  with  the  cooperation  of  a 
study  group  consisting  of  one  representative  each  from  the  Senate 
and  Assembly  Committee  on  Education,  the  Joint  Budget  Committee, 
Dept,  of  Finance,  Public  Library  Development  Board,  and  one  repre- 
sentative each  from  the  California  Library  Association,  League  of 
California  Cities  and  County  Supervisors  Association  of  California, 
is  directed  to  transmit  recommendations  to  the  Legislature  on  or 
before  the  second  legislative  day  of  the  1966  regular  session. 

2)  For  the  two-year  period  beginning  July  1,  1965,  the  amount  of 
per  capita  grants  is  increased  to  16  cents,  32  cents,  and  80  cents, 
when  the  population  per  square  mile  in  the  service  area  of  a  system 
are  100  or  more,  between  50  and  100,  and  50  or  less,  respectively, 
as  recommended  in  the  first  annual  report  of  this  Board. 

Appropriation  Gap  in  Fiscal  1966. — Preliminary  estimates  indicate 
that  the  per  capita  grants  for  multi-library  systems  established  pur- 
suant to  this  program  will  require  $873,810  in  fiscal  1966,  which  is 
larger  than  the  entire  amount  available  for  all  grants  for  the  year. 
Second-year  establishment  grants  due  three  multi-library  systems 
total  $80,000.  In  addition,  establishment  and  per  capita  grant  appli- 
cations have  been  received  from  a  new  three-library  system  embracing 
two  counties — the  first  to  be  formed  in  the  sparsely  populated  areas 
of  the  State — entitling  it  to  $99,666  in  initial  grants.  A  multi-library 
system  is  being  formed  in  Southern  California  which  qualifies  for 
$84,568  in  grants.  Thus  the  State's  obligations  to  the  multi-library 
system  which  it  has  fostered  exceed  the  funds  available  by  $338,044. 

Moreover,  per  capita  grants  to  single-library  systems,  such  as  the 
Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  the  Los  Angeles  County  Library,  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library,  the  Oakland  Public  Library,  and  the 
Stockton-San  Joaquin  County  Library,  cannot  be  paid.  Over  six  mil- 
lion people  served  by  these  institutions  will  be  deprived  of  the  benefits 
of  improved  library  service  promised  by  this  Act. 

At  its  meeting  on  September  27, 1965,  the  Board  voted  unanimously 
to  request  of  the  Governor  a  supplementary  emergency  appropriation 
for  fiscal  year  1965-66  to  the  full  amount  authorized  by  law  which  is 
two  per  cent  of  the  total  local  operating  expenditures  of  California 
Public  Libraries  in  the  prior  year.  Two  per  cent  of  local  library  oper- 
ating expenditures  last  year  amounts  to  $1,121,792.  The  request  to 
the  Governor  has  been  made  for  $321,792. 
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Study  Group  Provided  for  in  AB  1622. — As  noted  above,  AB  1622 
(Chapter  1820,  Statutes  of  1965),  provides  for  a  Study  Group  to 
report  to  the  1966  Legislature,  recommending  a  grant  formula  based 
upon  "ability,  effort  and  need". 

Members  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Board  are  in  general 
agreement  with  the  efforts  to  insure  that  "factors  such  as  need,  effort 
and  abihty  shall  govern  the  apportionment  of  state  aid"  under  the 
Public  Library  Development  Act.  However,  we  wish  to  point  out  that 
provision  of  at  least  a  satisfactory  minimum  level  of  local  public 
library  service  is  not  yet  required  of  local  governmental  jurisdictions 
in  California,  in  the  way  that  such  provision  is  required  of  public 
schools  and,  since  1965,  of  junior  colleges.  In  an  effort  to  find  a  satis- 
factory "equalization"  approach  to  the  financing  of  state  assistance 
to  public  libraries  a  transition  period  may  be  needed,  so  that  the 
stimulation  gained  from  the  beginning  period  of  the  Public  Library 
Development  Act  and  its  initial  appropriations  will  not  be  lost. 

In  closing,  it  should  be  noted  that  Dr.  Lowell  Martin  is  now  con- 
ducting for  the  State  Library  a  study  of  the  state's  library  resources 
and  needs,  as  a  basis  for  a  long-range  public  library  development  plan. 

CONCLUSION 

The  members  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Board  wish  to 
express  their  appreciation  to  the  Governor  and  to  the  Legislature  for 
their  support  of  legislation  to  begin  this  state  financial  assistance  in 
the  improvement  of  local  public  library  service.  They  also  express 
appreciation  for  the  legislation  in  the  1965  general  legislative  session 
amending  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  which  provides  a  plan 
for  the  extension  of  the  present  modest  program  of  financial  assist- 
ance into  a  growing  program  of  potentially  great  significance  in  public 
library  development.  The  public  libraries  are  making  marked  improve- 
ments in  their  contribution  to  the  education  of  students  of  all  ages. 
The  further  development  of  the  program  of  financial  assistance  to 
public  libraries  will  be  a  determining  factor  in  its  ultimate  contribu- 
tion to  the  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  California. 

The  Board  also  expresses  appreciation  to  the  State  Librarian  and 
her  staff  for  their  effective  assistance  in  the  development  of  public 
library  programs  of  service  throughout  California.

Every  once  in  a  while,  a  professional  book  comes  along  which  is  so 
immediately  relevant  that  you  sit  right  down  and  read  it.  Such  occa- 
sions are,  however,  rare.  It  is  even  more  unusual  when  such  profes- 
sional zeal  is  rewarded  with  insights  commensurate  with  anticipation. 
For  me,  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California; 
A  Report  to  the  State  Librarian,  California  Statewide  Survey  of  Public 
Library  Service  provided  such  an  occasion.  It  is  surely  one  of  the 
most  important  reports  in  the  public  library  field  published  in  several 
years;  it  is  at  once  both  bold  and  careful.  Dr.  Lowell  A.  Martin,  for- 
merly Dean,  Graduate  School  of  Library  Service,  Rutgers  University, 
was  Director  of  the  study  and  Miss  Roberta  Bowler,  formerly  Assist- 
ant City  Librarian,  Los  Angeles  Public  Library,  was  the  Assistant 
Director.  They  were  assisted  by  an  advisory  committee  of  twenty- 
seven,  including  the  Ex  officio  membership  of  Mrs.  Carma  Leigh, 
State  Librarian,  California  State  Library,  and  Mrs.  Phyllis  Dalton, 
Assistant  State  Librarian.  The  survey  was  sponsored  by  the  Califor- 
nia State  Library  and  published  by  it  in  June,  1965.  All  who  had 
anything  to  do  with  this  report  are  to  be  commended.  It  is  worth 
careful  study  not  only  by  Californians  but  by  all  concerned  with  state- 
wide library  planning  and  development. 

The  Plan 

The  program  proposed  "comes  down  to  three  essentials: 

1.  A  coordinated  plan  for  public  library  development  on  a  state- 
wide basis . . . 

2.  Clarification  of  the  responsibility  and  the  role  of  the  state  level 
of  government  in  providing  adequate  library  facilities  for  residents  of 
the  state. 

3.  Substantial  increase  in  the  amount  of  money  put  into  the  library 
program . .  .".^

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The  Plan  proposed  has  all  the  hallmarks  of  a  Lowell  Martin  writ- 
ing. The  statewide  library  structure  is  envisaged  as  a  series  of  five 
related  levels  of  service.  This  is  not  new.  The  concept  of  levels  of 
service  is  basic  to,  for  example,  the  American  Library  Association 
standards.  Public  Library  Service.  It  is  found  again  in  New  York's 
concept  of  public  library  systems,  supplemented  by  a  reference  and 
research  library  resources  network.  It  is  basic  to  the  New  Jersey  and 
Pennsylvania  plans.  The  concept  of  levels  of  service  is,  in  short,  a 
recurrent  theme  in  modern  statewide  library  planning.  What  is  new 
here  is  the  size  and  quality  of  each  level. 

level  I— Local  Community  Libraries 

I  was  particularly  struck  by  the  criteria  for  level  I,  local  commu- 
nity libraries.  It  is  projected  that  these  level  I  libraries  be  within 
"convenient  reach  of  all  California  residents: 

a.  15-20  minutes  driving  time  in  metropolitan  areas 

b.  25-30  minutes  driving  time  in  other  areas."  ^ 

Goals  for  these  community  libraries  include: 

"a.  minimum  collection  of  50,000  volumes 

b.  not  less  than  2,500  well-selected  book  titles  added  annually 

c.  200  periodical  subscriptions 

d.  one  staff  member  for  each  2,000  people  in  service  area 

e.  qualified  children's  librarian   for  each   10,000  children  ages   5 
through  13  in  the  population."  * 

These  are  major  library  resources  in  any  state.  I  am  in  sympathy 
with  the  need  to  have  such  a  level  of  service  within  30  minutes  of  all 
residents.  I  would  be  happier  though  if  such  a  sizeable  library  was 
not  designated  as  level  I,  but  was  deemed  an  intermediate  level.  There 
needs  to  be  some  attention  given  to  the  organization  pattern  of  out- 
lets below  the  50,000  volume  level. 

An  examination  of  the  "feeder  agencies",  below  level  I,  whether 
bookmobiles,  branches,  or  small  village  libraries,  is  critical  to  "ade- 
quacy" in  meeting  the  needs  of  children  and  of  the  marginal  user  or 
non-user.  I  further  believe  that  such  a  review  cannot  take  place  with- 
out a  look  at  the  role  of  school  libraries. 

The  library  profession  finds  itself  torn  in  two  directions  and  in 
something  of  a  dilemma.  In  a  decade  when  we  have  increasingly 
stressed  the  serious  educational  purposes  of  the  public  library  and 
the  concomitant  strength  and  quality  of  resources  needed  to  meet 
these  purposes,  we  have,  at  the  same  time,  begun  to  recognize  the 
need  to  find  new  ways  of  outreach  to  the  disadvantaged.  As  we  seek 
out  minority  groups  and  the  poor,  the  concept  of  neighborhood  imme- 
diacy of  contact  in  our  core  cities  becomes  vital,  perhaps  more  so 
even  than  a  resource  "within  15-20  minutes  driving  time."

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Perhaps  a  separate  study  would  be  useful;  one  which  would  pose 
the  question:  How  can  we  best  attract  the  non-user  to  level  I  li- 
braries? What  programs,  services  or  neighborhood  outlets  are  needed 
as  ''feeders"  to  the  level  I  libraries? 

Nevertheless,  the  level  I  library  as  here  delineated,  the  library  of 
50,000  volumes,  within  15-30  minutes  driving  time,  is  needed.  This 
report  recognizes  a  level  of  service  strength  not  perceived  at  the  time 
of  the  development  of  the  American  Library  Association  public  li- 
brary standards  of  1956.  It  adds  to  the  concept  of  central  libraries, 
a  salutory  "sub-central"  or  intermediate  level  of  strength.  All  states 
will  wish  to  reexamine  their  planning  in  the  light  of  this  concept. 

Level  II— Reader  Subject  Centers 

When  we  come  to  Level  II,  called  "Reader  Subject  Centers",  we 
are  on  more  familiar  ground.  They  are  strong  points  for  direct  reader 
service,  paralleling  the  concept  of  central  libraries  in  the  American 
Library  Association  standards,  but  of  greater  resources  and  strength. 
They  are  designed  "to  provide  the  resources  and  services  which 
more  advanced  and  specialized  readers  cannot  expect  to  find  in  their 
immediate  community  . . ."  °  These  are  to  be  within  a  half  hour  driv- 
ing time  in  metropolitan  areas  and  one  hour  driving  time  in  other 
areas.  It  is  estimated  40  reader  subject  centers  are  needed. 

As  against  the  100,000  volume  concept  of  central  libraries  of  a 
decade  ago,  in  the  A.L.A.  standards,  these  libraries  will  have  100,000- 
1 125,000  book  titles,  with  at  least  40,000-50,000  acquired  within  the 
I  past  ten  years.  Recommendations  for  periodical  subscriptions  and 
j  audio-visual  resources  are  also  markedly  above  earlier  standards  for 
central  libraries.  (The  Committee  engaged  in  revising  A.L.A.  public 
library  standards  should  take  note ! )  This  higher  estimate  of  resources 
needed  is  not  visionary;  it  is  in  keeping  with  the  "information  explo- 
sion" and  the  increasing  level  of  education  in  our  society. 

Level  III— Library  Systems 
It  is  recommended  that  nine  cooperative  library  systems  be  built 

up  to  cover  the  state;  level  III,  "library  systems".  I  find  it  somewhat 
'  confusing  to  call  a  system  a  "level".  I  think  of  a  system  as  a  network 
'linking  libraries  of  various  levels  together.  But  this  is  a  matter  of 
I  words;  however  designated,  it  is  clear  that  systems  are  a  basic  ingre- 
Idient  in  any  statewide  library  plan.  I  found  the  distinction  between 
;  the  services  of  such  systems  "for  readers"  and  "for  libraries"  helpful. 
;  The  "seventeen  elements  of  a  complete  cooperative  program"  ^  are 

familiar  ones  in  our  New  York  State  system  structure.  They  are 

not  only  desirable  but  imperative.  Funding  to  stimulate  the  organi- 
sation of  such  systems  is  certainly  important  to  California's  future 
I  library  development.

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This  may  be  the  place  to  ask:  Why  did  not  this  report  give  greater 
attention  to  the  role  nonpublic  libraries  might  play  in  systems?  Should 
the  study  have  been  designed  to  develop  a  structure  for  public  library 
service  alone?  Should  we  any  longer  do  studies  limited  to  one  type  of 
library?  Could  the  study  have  been  improved  by  a  greater  considera- 
tion, at  the  level  III  system  level  and  above,  of  school,  college,  univer- 
sity and  research  libraries? 

Perhaps  one  way  to  look  at  it  is  this:  This  report,  excellent  as  it  is, 
can  only  be  seen  as  incomplete  until  studies  are  available  of  the  co- 
operative potential  of  a  structure  and/or  program  which  knits  all 
types  of  libraries  together,  to  a  greater  degree  than  here  envisaged. 

Level  IV— Reference  and  Research  Centers 

Reference  and  research  centers  are  recommended  in  San  Francisco, 
Los  Angeles,  and  Sacramento.  These  libraries  are  to  move  toward  a 
program  goal  of  at  least  750,000-1,000,000  titles.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  all  such  centers  are  based  on  existing  public  libraries.  In 
some  other  states,  for  example  Pennsylvania,  use  of  a  university  li- 
brary as  well  as  a  public  library  to  render  this  level  of  service  has 
been  projected.  Was  this  considered  by  the  California  committee? 

It  is  important  that  the  reference  and  research  level  centers  be  con- 
ceived as  a  part  of  a  total  state  plan,  from  the  very  start.  I  am  glad 
this  has  been  done  in  the  California  report  and  that  state  aid  to  these 
unique  resource  centers  has  been  recommended. 

Level  V— State  Level  Coordination 

State  level  coordination  is  an  essential  element  in  the  plan.  It  is 
good  to  see  the  amount  of  attention  devoted  to  this  level.  It  is  a  sec- 
tion frequently  neglected  in  planning.  In  this  respect,  the  report  is 
much  stronger  than  the  New  York  report  of  1958.'^  The  past  decade, 
with  the  growth  of  federal  and  state  funding  for  library  service,  the 
development  of  standards  for  library  functions  at  the  state  level,  and 
the  increasing  emergence  of  statewide  planning,  has  placed  greater 
and  greater  reliance  on  state  agencies  for  stimulation,  guidance,  lead- 
ership, service,  and  fiscal  administration. 

Solid  as  this  section  is,  something  more  might  be  added.  Is  there 
not  a  need  to  build  into  the  state's  library  structure  some  sort  of 
device  for  continuing  feedback  from  the  profession  and  the  user?  Is 
an  advisory  board  indicated?  Should  plans  be  made  now  for  periodic 
review  and  evaluation?  No  matter  how  well  conceived  any  program 
may  be,  it  will  need  updating  again  in  a  few  years.  The  process  for 
evaluation  of  the  program  recommended  in  this  report  should  be  built 
in  from  the  start.

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Finance 

It  is  estimated  that  "approximately  $5.00  per  capita,  or  $90,000,000 
is  needed  in  California  in  1965-66  to  provide  the  sound  minimum 
public  library  program  outlined  in  this  report.  .  .  In  five  years,  $110,- 
!000,000-$1 15,000,000  (will  be)  needed  for  (a)  population  of  over 
20,000,000  people,  at  (a)  per  capita  cost  of  over  $5.00".^ 

This  may  seem  high  to  some,  but  I  believe  it  is  not.  These  funds 
are  necessary.  Indeed  there  are  compelling  reasons  to  invest  more 
than  this  in  public  library  service. 

One  of  the  critical  questions  facing  us  today  relates  to  the  fiscal 
interdependence  of  levels  of  government.  How  much  of  this  "bill"  for 
ipublic  library  service  should  be  financed  from  local  sources,  from 
[state  sources,  from  federal  sources?  This  report  is  apparently  premised 
'on  a  3:2:1  ratio — approximately  3/6th's,  or  one  half,  from  local 
sources,  2/6th's  from  state  sources,  and  l/6th  from  federal  sources. 

The  critical  element  in  California,  now,  it  seems,  is  state  support. 
The  "state  level  of  government  (is)  particularly  derelict  in  not  carry- 
ling  its  share  .  .  .".^ 

'  From  our  New  York  experience,  I  believe  the  projected  level  of 
state  support  is  not  inflated.  A  retrospective  look  in  1970  may  indeed 
show  that  the  needs  for  state  support  were  even  greater  than  esti- 
mated here — particularly  for  level  III,  the  systems. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  the  librarians  and  all  friends  of  libraries  in  Califor- 
Qia  are  indeed  fortunate  to  have  this  bold  design  to  guide  them.  The 
jreport  combines  creative  thinking  with  a  fresh  and  courageous  will- 
ingness to  qualify  such  thinking  in  terms  of  recommended  standards 
bf  service. 

No  one  report  can  do  it  all.  Further  study  of  cooperative  relation- 
ships with  other  types  of  libraries  is  indicated,  and,  as  well,  more 
consideration  of  service  to  children  and  the  disadvantaged.  Yet,  as  it 
ptands,  the  report  should  prove  an  important  landmark,  not  only  for 
[library  development  in  California,  but  for  the  entire  country.

Among  the  many  planning  studies  that  are  now  appearing,  Joseph, 
L.  Wheeler's  Proposed  Regional  Library  System  for  the  San  Diego. 
Area,  undertaken  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Library  Devel- 
opment Act,  is  one  of  the  better  outlined  and  documented  reports.  With 
the  impetus  of  federal  and  state  funds,  California  is  experiencing  a 
thorough  analysis  of  its  library  services.  Each  area  study  will  enable 
Californians  interested  in  excellent  library  resources  to  evaluate  and 
discuss  a  statewide  plan.  Now  that  the  Lowell  Martin  and  Roberta 
Bowler  report,  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  Cali- 
fornia,'^ has  been  widely  distributed,  planners  can  take  the  next  step 
and  begin  to  involve  citizens  at  all  levels  to  further  develop  specific 
plans  for  their  libraries.  It  should  be  the  aim  to  make  all  reports 
easily  read,  in  order  that  public  officials  can  understand  what  the 
library  profession  is  attempting  to  do.  This  is  one  of  the  successes  of 
Dr.  Wheeler's  report.  It  is  clear  and  concise,  and  all  the  information 
necessary  to  give  a  total  perspective  of  needs  is  well  presented. 

The  major  recommendations  follow  current  library  trends.  The 
main  proposal  is  the  creation  of  a  cooperative  regional  system  based 
on  the  geographical  area  encompassing  San  Diego  County.  Its  head- 
quarters would  be  at  the  San  Diego  City  Library,  which  has  the 
strongest  book  collection  and  the  largest  staff.  The  proposed  coopera- 
tive regional  system  would  include  53  agencies — the  San  Diego  Public 
Library  and  its  19  branches,  the  County  headquarters  and  its  26 
branches,  and  the  six  independent  city  libraries.  Dr.  Wheeler  first 
focuses  on  the  services  that  need  attention;  then  suggests  organiza- 
tion and  staffing  to  meet  these  needs. 

With  the  common  consent  of  the  participating  libraries,  first  priority 
has  been  given  to  the  development  of  centralized  reference  materials 
and  services.  The  hiring  of  a  Regional  Reference  Coordinator  and 
two  trained  assistants  is  proposed  to  promote  better  and  enlarged

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reference  services  in  all  agencies.  By  utilizing  and  capitalizing  on  the 
staff  and  materials  at  the  San  Diego  Public  Library  and  the  facilities 
of  the  central  adult  public  service  departments,  a  countywide  refer- 
ence center  will  give  regional  service.  However,  each  service  agency 
also  needs  to  be  built  up  in  order  that  basic  demands  can  be  met  at 
the  point  of  origin.  Thus,  salaries  need  to  be  improved,  additional 
trained  librarians  hired,  better  recruitment  procedures  initiated,  and 
larger  book  budgets  acquired  for  the  San  Diego  Public  Library.  Thus, 
also,  additional  staff  is  required  at  county  headquarters,  at  each  of 
the  six  independent  city  libraries,  and  at  all  of  the  branches  lending 
over  100,000  books  a  year. 

Centralized  cataloging  is  considered  essential  to  effect  economies 
in  systems  of  a  certain  size,  but  the  differing  systems  and  the  con- 
tinuing development  of  new  ones  require  careful  analysis  to  be  sure 
[advantages  outweigh  costs.  Dr.  Wheeler  primarily  concerns  himself 
vvith  a  discussion  of  Econolist,  which  contracts  to  handle  the  whole 
operation  of  cataloging  plus  the  production  of  monthly  and  cumula- 
tive printed  catalogs.  The  chief  objective  of  printed  book  catalogs  is 
to  show,  at  every  service  agency,  the  system's  holdings  for  each  title, 
to  facilitate  interlibrary  loans  throughout  the  system.  Cost  figures 
Iwere  not  complete  at  the  time  the  report  was  published;  however,  a 
'combined  Econolist  system  which  would  catalog  new  books,  provide 
jthe  convenience  of  printed  catalogs,  annotate  for  subject  catalogs, 
and  include  a  basic  list  of  30,000  titles  held  by  other  regional  systems 
'and  provide  up-to-date  information  about  new  publications  is  recom- 
jmended  by  Dr.  Wheeler. 

Other  functions  that  Dr.  Wheeler  suggests  for  regional  coordina- 
tion include  a  union  list  of  serials,  intercommunication,  reciprocal 
borrowing  privileges,  promotion  and  publicity  and  school  cooperation. 

The  organization  suggested  to  accomplish  regional  administration 
includes  a  part-tim.e  Regional  Director,  a  full-time  Assistant  Regional 
Librarian,  a  Reference  Service  Head  and  two  trained  assistants,  three 
Jage-level  coordinators,  a  Student  Services  Head,  and  a  Public  Rela- 
tions Head.  With  clerical  help,  a  total  new  Regional  staff  of  18  per- 
■pons,  plus  the  present  City  Librarian  of  the  San  Diego  Public  Library, 
Is  recommended.  The  San  Diego  City  Librarian  would  assume  respon- 
sibility for  the  direction  of  the  regional  system. 
(  In  general,  there  are  only  two  areas  where  questions  may  be 
{raised  both  by  librarians  and  by  public  officials  who  need  to  know 
jail  the  necessary  arguments  in  order  to  make  a  decision  in  favor  of 
specific  recommendations. 

j  The  first  is  the  question  of  a  book  catalog.  There  appears  to  be  an 
junevenness  in  the  consistency  of  arguments  that  lead  to  the  final 
recommendation.  Dr.  Wheeler  points  out  that  costs  and  delays  are 
often  great  enough  to  offset  the  advantages  of  providing  every  service 
agency  the  holdings  for  each  title.  Although  specific  figures  are  given 
jfor  costs,  they  are  not  yet  complete  for  the  system  which  he  finally 
recommends.  It  would  thus  be  difficult  to  justify  expenditures  of  at 
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least  $588,800  over  a  five  year  period,  especially  since  this  is  a 
greater  expenditure  than  is  now  being  made.  Public  officials  would 
have  to  try  to  answer  Dr.  Wheeler's  own  question  as  to  whether  the 
benefits  of  printed  catalogs  are  worth  the  cost,  with  little  data  to 
support  the  recommendation.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  Dr. 
Wheeler  makes  no  estim.ate  of  conversion  costs.  There  would  still 
be  a  need  for  a  card  catalog  in  the  central  headquarters  library.  This 
means  that  not  only  will  the  central  library  continue  producing  its 
standard  card  catalog  but  in  addition  a  book  catalog  would  also  be 
undertaken.  The  cost  of  reproducing  additional  cards  from  a  card 
catalog  operation  is  nominal;  but  in  the  production  of  a  book  catalog 
there  is  an  entirely  new  and  distinct  program  which  still  requires 
many  hours  of  printing  time  and  which  must  be  layered  on  top  of 
the  already  existing  system.  In  the  library  profession  it  was  long 
argued  that  computers  would  reduce  library  costs.  After  several 
experimental  installations,  current  arguments  seem  to  be  that  com- 
puters will  cost  more  but  that  service  will  be  improved. 

Another  question  which  we  as  a  profession  are  continuing  to  ignore 
is  the  experience  with  computers  in  private  industries  most  closely 
comparable  to  library  operations.  For  example,  one  of  the  finest  West 
Coast  book  jobbers  invested  heavily  in  computer  operations.  With  the 
many  variables  experienced  in  handling  books,  it  was  soon  dis- 
covered that  service  declined,  accounts  were  lost,  and  the  firm  was 
faced  with  a  reappraisal  of  its  advanced  techniques.  After  further 
experience  and  study,  the  firm  decided  to  eliminate  the  computer 
operations  and  return  to  the  former  system,  which  had  been  refined 
over  the  years.  The  president  of  the  firm  seriously  recommended 
that  librarians  delay  entering  computer-type  operations  for  two  to 
four  years,  while  the  hardware  is  improved,  simplified,  and  made 
more  applicable  to  book  operations.  A  professional  librarian  with 
many  years  of  experience  with  book  catalogs  in  California  has  also 
cautioned  librarians  to  move  with  some  restraint.  Are  they  correct? 
It  may  be  suggested  that  it  would  be  wise  to  advance  rather 
cautiously  in  the  area  of  computer  book  catalogs.  We  would  do  better 
to  designate  a  single  regional  library  system  as  a  pilot  study  and  to 
subsidize,  through  state  and  federal  funds,  a  two  year  computer 
cataloging  program  to  find  a  feasible  use,  with  cost  accounting 
records,  of  our  new  technology.  If  our  library  systems  advance,  in  a 
quixotic  adventure,  into  what  is  actually  an  unproven  area,  the  total 
loss  of  time,  staff,  and  funds  for  computers  will  be  excessive. 

A  second  and  larger  concern  is  with  the  need  for  more  clearly 
defined  lines  of  organization  and  administrative  authority  which  will 
be  needed  for  effecting  a  well-managed  library  system.  In  our  desire 
to  regroup  library  programs  into  larger  units  of  service,  we  are  faced 
with  the  many  political,  financial,  and  professional  interests  which 
must  be  compromised.  In  this  onrushing  desire  to  achieve  larger  units 
of  service,  we  are  too  ready  to  compromise  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples of  administrative  organization;  one  of  which  is  that  there  will 
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be  unit  of  command,  or  some  one  person  who  will  possess  authority 
to  carry  out  a  given  program.  To  have  authority,  that  person  must 
have  within  his  powers  the  direction  of  funds,  personnel,  and  pro- 
gram. The  report  rather  vaguely  states  that  the  San  Diego  Public 
Library  will  be  the  central  core  library  and  the  headquarters  for 
administering  the  system;  yet  there  is  no  precise  recommendation 
which  spells  out  the  authority  and  control  vested  in  the  central  ad- 
ministrative office. 

The  same  difficulties  will  arise  if  the  recommendations  for  the 
"Regional  Central  Reference  Service  Organization"  are  realized.  The 
report  provides  for  a  Reference  Coordinator,  at  $11,000  salary,  and 
two  trained  assistants;  yet  the  recommendations  do  not  call  for  this 
head  position  to  have  any  real  authority  to  direct  and  develop  col- 
lections. The  person  would  be  in  effect  in  a  staff  position,  and  would 
then  be  faced  with  the  sizeable  task  of  gaining  cooperation  from  a 
large  number  of  people  in  strong  line  positions  who  report  to  various 
supervisors  in  a  variety  of  libraries.  Staff  positions  in  a  single  library 
present  innumerable  difficulties  in  the  finest  climate;  to  be  a  staff 
officer  who  must  develop  a  program  without  line  authority  in  a 
number  of  separate  libraries  will  be  a  demanding  assignment.  The 
inevitable  human  differences,  the  lost  motion,  the  number  of  hours 
of  time  expended  in  meetings,  and  the  many  dollars  spent  thereby 
could  better  be  utilized  by  merely  apportioning  the  salaries  into 
reference  positions  and  book  budgets  among  the  various  libraries 
and  by  strengthening  the  central  reference  service  so  that  it  could 
offer  reference  advisory  service  to  the  outlying  areas. 

In  addition,  it  is  not  clearly  established  what  the  function  and 
responsibilities  of  the  other  coordinators  would  be  in  relation  to 
each  other.  Dr.  Wheeler  has  proposed  three  age-level  coordinators: 
adult,  young  adult,  and  children,  and,  also,  a  Student  Services  Head 
who  would  spend  thirty  hours  in  the  field  working  directly  with 
school  personnel.  It  would  seem,  that  the  reference  and  school  func- 
tion would  eventually  become  administratively  organized  so  that  the 
local  libraries  could  carry  out  the  overall  function  without  overhead 
guidance.  Granting  that  specific  problems  need  special  attention,  it 
may  be  better  to  hire  assistants  under  fewer  coordinators  who  can 
specialize  but  who  will  also  have  the  flexibility  to  focus  on  other 
problems  in  areas  as  these  demand  attention.  However,  this  evalua- 
I  tion  would  not  have  had  to  be  made  if  Dr.  Wheeler  had  more  clearly 
I  defined   the  administrative   functions   and   faced   the  issue   of  line 
I  authority.  It  may  be  suggested  that  the  librarians  most  closely  in- 
I  volved  will  need  to  consider  these  points  before  asking  their  local 
I  authorities  for  support. 

Librarians  are  accepting  movement  toward  changes  that  imply 
radical  new  concepts,  but  our  immediate  concern  should  be  one  of 
timing.  We  are  just  beginning  to  be  in  the  proper  frame  of  mind  to 
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see  the  implications  in  computer  technology,  and  how  it  relates  to 
all  phases  of  everyone's  life.  Now  we  need  to  develop  and  refine  the 
essential  tools  to  make  the  proper  evaluations  of  computer  tech- 
nology as  it  relates  to  our  own  profession.  In  a  sense,  loosely 
organized  regional  library  systems  may  be  developing  too  rapidly; 
for,  again,  the  concept  is  an  abstraction  which  is  difficult  for  laymen 
to  grasp,  and  laymen  will  raise  many  more  questions  about  its 
validity  than  librarians  will  ask.  Reports  such  as  Dr.  Wheeler's  must 
be  the  link  between  librarians  and  laymen  that  will  lead  to  the 
forging  of  libraries  of  greater  strengths.  Librarians,  particularly  in 
San  Diego  County,  need  to  evaluate  the  evolutionary  stage  which 
they  are  entering  fully  prepared  to  justify  their  plans  for  fulfillment.

Dr.  Boaz,  Dean  of  the  School  of  Library  Science  of  the  University 
of  Southern  California,  with  consultative  assistance  from  Dr.  Lowell 
A.  Martin,  Vice  President  and  Editorial  Director  of  the  Groher 
Society,  New  York,  and  Dr.  Henry  Reining,  Dean  of  the  School  of 
Public  Administration,  University  of  Southern  California,  has  pre- 
pared a  highly  significant,  comprehensive  study  of  public  libraries 
and  their  socio-economic  setting  in  the  four-county  metropolitan  area 
of  Southern  California.  The  counties  included  (Los  Angeles,  Orange, 
San  Bernardino,  and  Riverside)  comprise  the  greater  metropolitan 
area  of  Los  Angeles.  The  study  was  contracted  for  by  20  public 
libraries  within  this  area,  and  was  financed  by  planning  grant  funds 
under  the  Public  Library  Development  Act.  In  recognition  of  the 
fact  that  any  effective  study  and  plan  for  improved  library  service 
should  include  the  total  library  service  available  in  the  area,  the  sur- 
vey included  all  public  libraries  in  the  four-county  area  as  well  as  a 
limited  study  of  the  school,  college,  university,  and  special  libraries 
of  the  area.  Thus,  the  study  includes  60  public  libraries,  2,212  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  schools,  64  institutions  of  higher  education, 
and  96  special  libraries.  It  is  truly  a  major  accomplishment,  and  a 
complex  and  difficult  survey  to  summarize. 

The  stated  purpose  of  the  study  is  "to  assess  the  present  state  of 
public  library  service  in  a  four-county  metropolitan  area  as  an  aid 
to  developing  a  plan  for  a  regional  system  of  improved  library 
service  through  cooperative  effort."  ^  The  study  had  eleven  general 
objectives.  These  include:  Explain  the  feasibility  of  establishing  a 
cooperative  library  system  or  systems;  recommend  organization  and 
services  which  would  make  modern  library  resources  fully  available 
to  all  citizens  of  the  area;  supply  data  as  to  present  services  and 
resources  with  documentation  of  major  needs;  identify  geographic 
areas  for  coordinated  library  services;  relate  any  proposed  regional 
cooperative  system  to  a  statewide  plan  for  California;  assess  cost  of 
operation  for  a  proposed  regional  system ;  secure  maximum  efficiency 
by  avoiding  unnecessary  duplication  of  resources  and  services;  de- 
termine equitable  compensation  for  any  imbalance  of  service;  estab- 
lish priorities  of  proposed  services;  indicate  how  service  should  be

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established;  investigate  and  evaluate  practical  use  of  automated 
informational  retrieval  systems  in  a  library  system.  In  general  these 
objectives  were  achieved,  although  the  cost  data  and  details  as  to 
establishment  of  service  are  rather  sketchy. 

The  report  is  particularly  interesting  for  the  wealth  of  data  sup- 
plied on  the  socio-economic  characteristics  of  the  area — an  area  of 
a  complexity  and  size  almost  past  comprehension.  Population  of  the 
four  counties  in  1964  was  9,000,000,  representing  48  percent  of  the 
total  population  of  the  state.  The  population  increase  has  been 
phenomenal:  from  2,000,000  in  1940  to  the  9,000,000  of  1964.  The 
population  of  Orange  County,  the  fastest  growing  county  in  the  state, 
increased  225  percent  from  1950  to  1960.  The  area  ranks  high  in 
educational  level,  and  has  a  high  percentage  of  school  age  popula- 
tion; approximately  one-half  of  the  students  attending  school  in  Cali- 
fornia are  in  this  four-county  area. 

Economically,  also,  it  ranks  high,  and  has  a  bright  future.  It  is 
the  nation's  second  largest  market,  and  projected  personal  income 
will  be  higher  than  the  national  average.  In  sum,  it  is  an  area  which 
can  be  described  only  in  superlatives  with  respect  to  many  things — 
but  not  with  reference  to  library  services.  Dr.  Boaz  finds  that  "public 
libraries  in  Southern  California  are  giving  good  service  with  limited 
resources"  ^  but  that  many  libraries  fail  to  meet  even  minimum 
standards.  This  finding  is  documented  by  studies  of  resources,  staff, 
physical  facilities,  and  financing  of  the  libraries  surveyed. 

To  improve  library  service,  the  report  recommends  that  the  public 
libraries  in  the  four-county  area  form  a  cooperative  library  system 
under  the  Public  Library  Development  Act;  this  system  to  consist 
of  three  levels  of  service:  community  libraries,  twelve  "area"  library 
centers  to  provide  resources  in  depth  as  well  as  specialized  services, 
and  one  research  center  library.  In  addition,  it  is  proposed  that 
special  service  centers  be  established:  an  audio- visual  center,  a  tech- 
nical processing  center,  and  a  bibliographic  center. 

The  standards  proposed  for  the  three  service  levels  are  the  same 
as  those  proposed  for  urban  libraries  in  the  Martin  report,^  with  a 
slight  modification:  the  standards  suggested  in  the  Boaz  report  for 
community  libraries  are  slightly  higher  than  the  standards  in  the 
Martin  report.  In  view  of  the  existing  strengths  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Public  Library,  it  is  proposed  that  it  function  as  the  research  center 
library.  The  twelve  libraries  proposed  as  "area"  libraries  are  also 
among  the  libraries  suggested  as  "subject  center"  libraries  in  the 
Martin  report.  All  but  two  of  these  proposed  "area"  libraries  were 
contracting  participants  of  the  Boaz  survey. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  participating  libraries  utilize  a  Joint  Exer-  I 
cise  of  Powers  agreement  to  form  a  Southern  California  Regional  k

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Library  Council.  All  member  libraries  would  be  represented  on  the 
council,  which  would  have  a  planning  and  evaluation  function.  The 
council  would  elect  from  its  members  a  board  of  directors.  This  board 
would  set  policy  and  would  appoint  a  professional  staff  to  function 
as  the  central  headquarters  and  clearing  house  for  the  system.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  board  of  directors  be  limited  in  size,  a  seven- 
member  board  is  proposed  as  a  workable  number,  and  it  is  strongly 
recommended  that  the  number  of  members  on  the  board  never  coin- 
cide with  the  number  of  area  libraries.  It  is  also  suggested  that  the 
system  staff  consist  of  two  professional  persons  and  a  secretary. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Dr.  Reining,  writing  of  the  proposed 
organization  of  the  system,  is  quite  firm  in  stating  that  "there  should 
be  only  one  'membership'  in  the  Regional  Library  System.  A  com- 
munity library  should  not  be  able  to  add  itself  to  an  area-center 
grouping  and  not  to  the  Regional  Council,  or  avail  itself  of  the 
Regional  Center  and  not  of  an  area-center  library.  This  should  be 
the  case  because,  in  action,  the  whole  regional  system  will  be  of  one 
piece,  the  Regional  Center  supporting  the  areas,  the  area-centers 
backstopping  the  community  libraries."  ^  This  strong  recommenda- 
tion for  a  single  regional  library  system  raises  a  question  in  this 
reviewer's  mind  as  to  how  the  existing  systems  which  have  previously 
been  established  in  the  area  under  the  Public  Library  Development 
Act  will  be  related  to,  and  integrated  into,  the  proposed  Southern 
California  Regional  Library  Council. 

Dr.  Reining  also  recommends  that  ".  .  .if  the  System  as  a  whole 
is  to  be  operationally  feasible,  a  period  of  time  must  be  specified 
for  minimum  membership.  It  is  recommended  that  this  be  two  years 
initially  ...  In  that  way  the  time  will  be  available  to  get  the  System 
organized  and  operating  and  to  give  the  staff  some  assurance  of 
initial  stability."  ^  It  is  also  proposed  that  no  library  should  be 
permitted  to  join  the  system  unless  it  agrees  to  a  general  reciprocity 
i  agreement  and  meets  minimum  standards  of  library  service. 

Following  establishment  of  the  system,  it  is  proposed  that  a  variety 
of  services  be  provided.  These  are  grouped  into  first  priority  and 
I  second  priority.  Under  the  category  of  first  priority  are:  universal 
,  borrower's  card,  accelerated  interlibrary  loan  and  photocopying 
,  service,  centralized  and  coordinated  acquisitions  program,  centralized 
cataloging  and  processing  center,  compilation  of  union  lists  of  hold- 
'  ings,  bibliographic  lists  and  literary  searches  for  research  workers, 
■  inservice  training  programs,  utilization  of  electronic  equipment.  In 
''  the  category  of  second  priority  are:  exchange  of  duplicate  books, 
;  assistance  in  systematic  withdrawal  of  resources,  plans  for  storage 
-,  facilities,  a  review  room  where  scientific,  technical,  and  special  mate- 
I  rials  can  be  previewed,  rotating  collections  of  expensive  or  limited 
f  interest  materials.

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It  is  proposed  that  the  system  be  financed  from  state  and  federal 
aid,  with  some  additional  funds  to  come  from  the  individual  juris- 
dictions, in  sums  commensurate  with  the  services  received.  The  sec- 
tion on  financing  is  the  weakest  part  of  the  report,  and  obviously- 
much  more  detailed  study  must  be  made  on  this  aspect  of  the  pro- 
posed system. 

The  general  report  is  supplemented  by  100  pages  of  appendices 
which  cover  specific  subjects  in  considerable  detail.  Dr.  Reining's 
summary  of  the  legal  and  governmental  bases  for  a  Southern  Cali- 
fornia Regional  library  system  is  contained  herein;  Maurice  F.  Tau- 
ber  presents  a  detailed  report  on  centralized  technical  processing; 
William  H.  Mitchel  and  William  R.  Larson  discuss  a  digital  com- 
puter in  the  library  system.  These  supplemental  reports  make  the 
survey  particularly  valuable,  for,  although  they  are  detailed  and 
specific  with  relation  to  the  proposed  Southern  California  library 
system,  they  will  have  general  relevance  and  applicability  for  anyone 
contemplating  formation  of  a  library  system.  Dr.  Reining's  clear, 
concise  and  specific  proposals  concerning  the  governmental  organiza- 
tion of  the  system  are  especially  helpful.  There  appears  to  be  some 
ambiguity  and  uncertainty  as  to  the  relationship  of  the  proposed 
bibliographic  center  to  the  governmental  organization  of  the  library 
system.  Although  Dr.  Reining  clearly  states  that  there  should  be  a 
single  governmental  structure  for  the  total  system,  elsewhere  in  the 
report  it  is  proposed  that  the  Bibliographic  Center  be  organized  as 
a  separate  entity,  specifically  as  a  nonprofit  corporation  with  a  board 
of  directors  and  an  executive  committee. 

Dr.  Tauber's  report  on  centralized  technical  processing  is  based 
on  responses  to  a  questionnaire  submitted  to  libraries  in  the  four- 
county  area  of  the  survey.  He  recommends  that  a  Center  for  Techni- 
cal Processing  be  established,  that  the  Center  handle  the  acquisition 
of  books  and  possibly  federal  and  California  documents  in  addition 
to  performing  cataloging  and  classification.  His  recommendations 
as  to  details  of  cataloging  and  classification  are  highly  specific  in 
many  details,  but  leave  some  broad  areas  open  for  future  decision. 
For  example,  he  states  that  book  catalogs  should  be  considered,  but 
that  further  information  must  be  developed  before  a  decision  is 
reached  as  to  the  type  of  catalog  and  procedures  by  which  such  a 
project  might  be  achieved. 

Mitchel  and  Larson,  in  their  discussion  of  digital  computer  appli- 
cations for  the  proposed  library  system,  point  out  that  "before 
sophisticated  computerization  of  a  library  system  can  be  achieved, 
there  needs  to  be  greater  attention  to  what  the  actual  problems  of 
the  system  are  and  how  the  computer  can  be  enlisted  in  both  the 
definition  of  these  problems  and  in  their  solutions  .  .  .  the  search 
for  ways  in  which  to  use  the  digital  computer  in  cooperative  library 
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projects  and  activities  should  start  not  from  traditional  library  pro- 
cesses, but  from  a  fundamentally  different  statement  of  the  prob- 
lem." '^  They  also  stress  that  the  success  of  a  computerized  system 
for  such  a  cooperative  grouping  of  libraries  will  depend  upon  the 
willingness  of  the  system  participants  to  be  flexible  in  modifying  pro- 
cedures in  accord  with  the  computer  system's  rationale.  The  pro- 
posal for  computer  application  is  given  only  in  broad  outline  and 
proposes  three  master  files:  a  master  file  of  materials  available  in 
the  entire  system,  coded  as  to  location;  a  master  file  of  client  users; 
and  a  third  file  of  acquisition  records.  It  is  proposed  that  the  initial 
input  be  by  punched  cards  transported  by  messenger  or  mail  rather 
than  by  the  use  of  elaborate  "on-line"  communications,  which  would 
incur  higher  costs.  It  is  also  proposed  that,  because  again  of  cost  factors, 
the  initial  computer  program  be  a  sequential  system,  rather  than 
random  access,  but  with  conversion  to  random  access  possible  at  a 
future  date.  In  conclusion  Mitchel  and  Larson  point  out  the  need 
for  training  of  professional  librarians  with  relation  to  computer  appli- 
cations: "The  advantages  of  the  computer  cannot  be  made  available 
without  substantial  change  in  the  training  and  the  practice  of  li- 
brarianship.  This  does  not  suggest  that  the  existing  professional  li- 
brarians will  be  displaced  by  the  automated  system.  To  the  contrary, 
it  will  increase  their  level  of  professional  activity.  But  the  manner 
in  which  that  professional  activity  is  carried  on  will  be  different.  It 
would  appear  reasonable,  therefore,  to  include  for  the  proposed 
system,  a  plan  for  the  formal  training  of  the  professionals."  ^ 

The  appendices  also  include  detailed  tables  (over  fifty  in  all) 
covering  all  phases  of  the  study:  analyses  not  only  of  the  public 
libraries,  their  resources  and  collections,  but  also  of  school,  uni- 
versity, and  special  libraries.  There  is  a  wealth  of  information  here 
which  will  be  highly  useful  to  any  plan  for  library  development  of 
the  area  and  the  state.  Of  particular  interest  is  the  information  con- 
cerning the  resources  and  special  collections  of  special  libraries  of 
the  area. 

Detailed  analyses  of  the  sixty  public  libraries  are  presented  in  the 
appendices  and  summarized  in  the  text.  The  libraries  are  not  desig- 
nated by  name,  but  rather  are  identified  by  number.  Library  collec- 
tions were  evaluated  by  means  of  fourteen  checklists  of  holdings: 
these  ranged  from  "Notable  Books"  to  "Fifty  Indexes,  Bibliogra- 
phies and  Abstracting  Services."  None  of  the  checklists  are  included 
in  the  report;  a  number  of  these  were  identical  v;ith  those  used  in 
the  Martin  survey  and  thus  are  available  in  that  source.  In  those 
cases  where  the  Boaz  survey  uses  checklists  which  differ  from  those 
of  the  Martin  survey,  it  would  have  been  helpful  to  have  included 
these  lists  in  the  report  so  that  the  reader  would  know  v/hat  materials 
had  been  used  in  evaluating  the  library  collections.

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I  also  believe  that  some  significant  information  for  evaluating  re- 
sources and  services  would  be  revealed  by  a  size  grouping  of  the 
libraries.  The  grouping  and  comparisons  in  the  survey  are  generally 
by  location,  i.e.  by  county  and/or  by  type  of  library — city  or  county. 
It  is  a  generally  accepted  premise  of  library  philosophy  that  a  library 
serving  a  small  population  has  more  limited  resources  than  one  which 
serves  a  larger  population;  the  data  from  this  cross  section  of 
libraries  would  seem  uniquely  suited  for  an  examination  of  this 
premise.  Perhaps  some  further  analysis  by  size  groupings  may  be 
developed  by  the  libraries  involved  in  the  survey. 

It  would  have  been  helpful  if  the  main  portion  of  the  report  had 
been  organized  to  eliminate  the  somewhat  confusing  repetition  of 
the  main  recommendations  in  various  degrees  of  development. 

However,  such  criticisms  are  minor  in  relation  to  the  tremendous 
value  of  this  survey.  It  will  be  of  value  not  just  for  the  libraries  im- 
mediately concerned  but  for  the  entire  state  as  well.  Part  of  this 
value,  as  stated  earlier,  is  in  the  special  reports  which  have  appli- 
cability for  any  contemplated  library  system.  In  addition,  the  report 
has  special  significance  in  relation  to  the  proposals  of  Lowell  Martin's 
statewide  survey  for  public  library  service  in  California.^  Because  the 
recommended  structure  and  service  standards  contained  in  the  Boaz 
survey  are  coordinated  and  inter-related  with  those  of  the  Martin 
survey,  the  detailed  recommendations  of  the  Boaz  survey  illustrate 
how  the  Martin  survey  can  be  implemented  and  made  operational. 
I  believe  this  to  be  the  most  generally  valuable  and  significant  of  all 
of  the  planning  studies  thus  far  financed  under  the  Public  Library 
Development  Act.  It  is  a  document  which  should  be  carefully  studied 
by  any  librarian  seriously  concerned  with  the  future  of  library 
service  in  California.

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Review  of  The  Community  Library  in  An  Age  of  Change: 
A  Case  Study  of  Public  Libraries  in  San  Gabriel  Valley  ^

This  case  study  of  the  public  libraries  in  the  San  Gabriel  Valley- 
investigates  the  services  offered  by  eight  independently  operated 
municipal  libraries  situated  close  together  in  a  heavily  urbanized 
flatland  at  the  foot  of  the  rugged  San  Gabriel  Mountains.  The  study 
area,  an  irregularly  shaped  piece  formed  like  a  trapezoid,  is  roughly 
ten  miles  to  a  side.  It  is  anchored  against  the  south  side  of  the 
mountain  range  and  mJght  well  be  described  as  a  pocket-handker- 
chief-sized metropolitan  patch  near  the  middle  of  the  huge  Los 
Angeles  metropolitan  area.  Just  to  the  west,  but  somewhat  shut  off 
by  secondary  hills,  is  the  heart  of  downtown  Los  Angeles;  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library's  central  library  at  630  West  Fifth  Street 
is  only  about  twelve  miles  (air  line)  from  Temple  City  in  the  center 
of  the  study  area.  Yet,  within  the  study  area  itself  is  a  heavily 
urbanized  development,  a  rapidly  growing  population,  six  school 
districts,  and  the  eight  public  libraries.  The  mushrooming  popula- 
tion is  expected  to  exceed  800,000  by  1980  and  might  go  to  1,000,000. 

The  problem  posed  to  the  surveyors  was  to  develop  an  adequate 
statement  of  facts  around  v/hich  responsible  leadership  could  plan 
for  the  library  services  of  the  future;  then  to  analyze  these  facts 
and  present  recommendations  for  action.  They  have  produced  socio- 
logical facts,  population  facts,  economic  facts,  school  enrollment 
facts,  and  library  facts,  including  much  basic  information  about  what 
the  reader  reads,  what  he  is  like,  and  why  he  comes  to  the  library. 
The  surveyors  recommend  closer  coordination  of  existing  public 
library  resources  in  a  systems  approach.  Their  conclusion,  drawn 
from  the  assembled  data,  was  that  the  eight  separately  organized 
public  libraries  in  the  area  (Alhambra,  Altadena,  Arcadia,  Mon- 
rovia, Pasadena,  San  Marino,  Sierra  Madre,  and  South  Pasadena) 
should  formalize  their  existing  cooperative  relationships  through 
the  formation  of  a  regional  library  system;  that  through  the  use 
of  the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Act  they  should  form  a  govern- 
mental entity  which  can  receive  and  expend  funds,  evolve  and 
enforce  policies,  and  negotiate  contracts;  and  that  each  of  the  par- 
ticipating libraries  m.ust  retain  its  autonomy,  delegating  to  the  system 
only  the  powers  and  responsibilities  that  would  be  necessary  to  make

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it  function  properly.  In  effect,  this  would  create  a  federation  of 
libraries  laid  out  on  the  same  general  principle  as  the  federation  of 
fifty  autonomous  states  that  make  up  the  United  States  of  America. 
If  a  federation  of  states  can  grow  successfully  from  13  to  50  in  176 
years  with  only  one  armed  conflict,  the  federated  principle  should 
also  work  well  for  the  affairs  of  eight  public  libraries,  all  located 
close  together  in  the  same  metropolitan  area. 

The  surveyors  propose  to  delegate  to  the  federation,  or,  as  they 
call  it,  "The  System,"  only  those  activities  which  could  be  done  more 
economically  or  more  effectively  by  a  larger  unit  of  service.  They 
propose  the  centralization  of  certain  routine  procedures  and  opera- 
tions, and  the  sharing  of  specialized  personnel.  They  would  give  the 
system  all  the  elements  necessary  to  qualify  for  aid  under  the  Public 
Library  Development  Act.  They  consider  the  following  to  be  the 
basic  functions  of  the  proposed  system: 

Central  registration  and  circulation  control 

Coordinated  selection  and  acquisition  of  library  materials 

Coordinated  cataloging,  classification,  and  preparation  of  library 

materials 
Augmented  reference  resources  and  service 
Central  daily  delivery  service. 

In  addition  to  these  there  are  others  grouped  under  the  sub-head  of 
supplementary  functions : 

Collection  consultants 
Audio-visual  collections  and  services 
Public  relations  and  display 
Storage  center 
Book  repair  and  binding 

There  are  many  other  possibilities,  but  these  are  some  of  the 
dimensions  and  parameters  by  which  the  potential  value  of  a  library 
system  can  be  judged. 

The  technology  for  carrying  out  some  of  the  ideas  proposed  by  the 
surveyors  is  developing  very  rapidly.  For  example,  one  set  of  ideas 
has  just  come  out  in  a  report  begun  after  this  one  was  published. 
The  report,  BALANCE,^  was  put  together  by  a  group  of  public 
librarians  working  together  with  a  representative  of  a  computer  firm. 
It  suggests  methods  by  which  librarians  can  profitably  make  use  of 
an  on-line  computer  in  carrying  out  some  of  the  objectives  proposed 
by  Holt  and  Rostvold. 

The  assembly  of  facts  leading  up  to  the  surveyors'  conclusions 
has  been  done  in  a  very  comprehensive  manner.  The  combination 
of  a  librarian  and  an  economist  on  the  survey  team  has  been  an

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effective  one.  There  were  five  basic  lines  of  study:  1)  The  com- 
munity Hbrary  in  an  age  of  socio-economic  change;  2)  The  socio- 
economic profile  of  the  study  area;  3)  Toward  coordination  of 
school  and  public  library  resources;  4)  Analysis  and  appraisal  of 
community  library  resources  and  services;  and  5)  A  profile  of  the 
library  user.  The  methods  and  findings  in  these  areas  will  be  briefly 
summarized  below: 

The  Community  Library  in  an  Age  of  Socio-Economic  Change 

For  Southern  California  as  a  whole  the  surveyors  find  an  amazing 
population  growth:  7.4  million  people  have  been  added  in  25  years, 
raising  the  pre-war  population  of  3.6  million  in  1940  to  11  million 
in  1965.  The  largest  part  of  the  growth  has  been  absorbed  in  single- 
family  dwellings,  leading  to  a  system  of  low  density  land  use  and 
an  immense  horizontal  spread  of  urban  development.  This  phe- 
nomenon is  measured  by  planners  as  a  pattern  of  concentric  rings 
around  the  urban  center  of  Los  Angeles,  and  the  total  radius  has 
grown  from  15  miles  in  1940  to  more  than  35  miles  in  1965.  Added 
to  the  sheer  bulk  of  numbers  are  many  complicating  factors:  free- 
ways, extreme  mobility  of  population,  extensive  use  of  automobiles 
for  personal  transportation,  and  a  great  diversity  of  people  with 
widely  different  backgrounds  and  interests. 

The  forecast  for  the  future  is  that  today's  11  million  people  in 
Southern  California  may  grow  to  30  million.  What  to  do  for  the 
libraries?  The  surveyors  list  five  important  implications  for  library 
planning : 

1)  The  individual's  social  and  economic  status  have  a  profound 
effect  on  his  library  needs  and  on  the  kinds  of  library  service  he 
will  demand. 

2)  In  the  past  twenty  years  these  socio-economic  characteristics 
of  the  population  have  changed  significantly,  and  they  will  continue 
to  do  so. 

3)  Southern  California  has  made  the  transition  from  an  agri- 
culturally-based economy  to  an  economy  based  on  industry  directly 
geared  to  the  jet,  atomic,  electronic,  aerospace,  and  urban  age. 

4)  Low-density  land  use  makes  communities  expand  horizontally 
so  that  in  time  the  developed  areas  merge  and  the  traditional  com- 
munity boundaries  no  longer  have  any  significance. 

5)  The  combined  impact  of  a  huge  influx  of  nev\/^  people,  a  com- 
plete change  of  economic  base,  the  large  importations  of  educated 
young  people  v/orking  in  scientific  industries,  and  other  complex  fac- 
tors make  it  imperative  that  the  public  libraries  work  together  and 
seek  cooperative  solutions  to  the  problems  raised. 

The  Socio-Economic  Profile  of  the  Community  Library  Study  Area 

For  purposes  of  analysis  the  study  area  has  been  subdivided  into 
four  parts,  which  are  referred  to  by  the  names  of  the  largest  cities 
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within  them:  Pasadena,  Alhambra,  Monrovia,  and  El  Monte.  Each 
of  these  sub-areas  shows  enormous  population  growth  since  1940, 
and  continuing  projected  growth.  The  types  of  people  in  the  areas 
are  extremely  varied.  People  with  Spanish  surnames  increased  almost 
three  times  from  1950  to  1960.  In  1960  Negroes  made  up  9.4  percent 
of  the  population  of  Monrovia  and  12.5  percent  of  the  population 
of  Pasadena.  Other  minority  groups  are  present  in  numbers  sufficient 
to  make  planners  give  thought  to  their  needs  in  connection  with 
library  planning.  There  is  wide  diversity  of  educational  background 
in  the  four  sub-areas.  For  example,  1960  Census  figures  show  that 
37  percent  of  the  Pasadena  area  population  had  had  at  least  three 
years  of  college,  and  19  percent,  four  or  more  years;  but  that  in 
the  El  Monte  area,  the  comparable  statistics  were  9.8  percent  and 
4.2  percent. 

Median  family  income  varied  from  a  low  of  $4,834  in  South  El 
Monte  to  a  high  at  San  Marino  where  the  median  was  $16,728. 
Seventy  percent  of  the  families  in  the  latter  city  enjoyed  an  annual 
income  of  $10,000  or  more.  In  several  other  cities  a  high  percentage 
of  families  were  in  this  income  bracket.  In  spite  of  a  general  picture 
of  prosperity  for  the  whole  area,  all  of  the  thirteen  cities  studied 
showed  pockets  of  poverty.  Even  wealthy  San  Marino  showed  3.7 
percent  of  family  incomes  to  be  under  $3,000.  Most  of  the  family 
incomes  in  the  study  area,  however,  could  be  found  between  $6,000- 
8,000. 

Horizontal  spread  results  in  extensive  use  of  automobiles.  Over 
80  percent  of  the  hom.es  in  the  Pasadena  and  Alhambra  areas  had 
at  least  one  car,  and  about  half  of  these  had  more  than  one.  Yet,  in 
the  same  areas,  more  than  10  percent  had  no  car  whatever. 

The  common  denominator  in  this  kaleidoscope  of  confusing  facts 
is  a  pattern  of  rapid  population  growth  com.bined  with  many  basic 
changes — changes  in  the  way  people  earn  their  livings,  for  example, 
as  the  area  has  moved  from  agriculture  to  highly  technical  industry; 
changes  in  the  kind  of  population,  as  there  is  now  a  large  segment  of 
young  people,  vigorous,  energetic  types  with  children  and  careers. 
There  are  changes  in  the  way  people  live.  The  present  mode  is  full 
of  movement,  with  people  driving  long  distances  to  and  from  their 
work  and  play.  The  forecast  is  for  a  continued  rapid  evolution  and 
still  more  change. 

While  rapid  growth  has  been  experienced  over  the  past  25  years, 
the  figures  presented  by  the  surveyors  indicate  that  responsible 
planners  think  the  heavy  end  of  the  growth  is  near  at  hand.  The 
forecast  of  a  population  of  835,000  for  the  study  area  in  1980  reflects 
only  about  a  fourth  more  people  than  are  presently  there. 

Coordination  of  School  and  Public  Library  Resources 

The  thorny  problem  of  how  best  to  coordinate  these  two  closely 
related  kinds  of  library  service  is  treated  frankly  and  skillfully.

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Within  the  six  school  districts  in  the  area,  there  are  over  40,000  ele- 
mentary school  children,  half  as  many  high  school  students  and  just 
under  10,000  junior  college  students.  Facts  are  shown  on  the  growth 
since  1940,  on  the  high  percentages  of  students  accepted  by  colleges, 
on  school  drop-out  patterns,  and  school  district  assessed  valuations 
from  1940  to  1960. 

The  authors  say  "There  does  not  exist  a  general  awareness  of  the 
significant  role  played  by  the  community  library  in  supporting  the 
quest  for  knowledge.  The  educational  process  and  the  desire  to  learn 
do  not  and  should  not  cease  when  one  graduates  from  high  school  or 
college  ^  .  .  .  .  Because  of  the  well-defined  linkage  between  the 
formal  education  system  and  the  community  library  in  furtherance 
of  a  common  goal — education  of  the  general  citizenry — we  feel  it  is 
exceedingly  important  to  establish  close  liaison  between  policy 
makers  in  both  the  community  library  and  school  district  spheres  of 
action.  Many  advantages  will  accrue  from  such  liaison.  .  .  .  The 
community  interest  will  be  served  more  effectively  if  workable  co- 
ordination of  acquisitions,  facility  planning,  staffing,  and  daily  sched- 
uling is  achieved."  * 

Analysis  and  Appraisal  of  Community  Library  Resources  and  Services 

The  "community"  here  consists  of  a  composite  of  the  eight  cities. 
The  surveyors  have  tried  to  state  and  evaluate  the  total  library  re- 
sources and  services  available,  and  have  avoided  comparison  between 
individual  libraries.  The  point  of  view  has  in  all  cases  been  that  of 
the  library  user.  They  find  that  while  sizeable  segments  of  the  popu- 
lation use  special  libraries,  school  libraries,  and  academic  libraries, 
the  public  library  remains  the  chief  library  source,  and  that  the  typi- 
cal user  is  a  highly  mobile  individual  who  does  not  care  very  much 
whether  the  material  he  needs  is  in  his  hometown  library  or  some 
other — so  long  as  he  is  able  to  get  it. 

As  of  1964  there  were  just  under  800,000  volumes  in  the  eight 
libraries.  Averaged,  this  represented  2.3  volumes  per  capita;  per 
capitas  by  individual  libraries  ranged  from  less  than  one  volume  to 
more  than  4.  The  total  collection  is  the  largest  block  of  library 
materials  in  the  San  Gabriel  Valley. 

More  than  3  million  volumes,  or  9.25  per  capita,  were  circulated 
in  1963-64,  with  individual  library  variation  from  just  under  6 
volumes  per  person  to  over  16.  There  was  a  slight  downward  trend 
in  the  past  two  years.  Reference  use  has  increased  sharply — a  20 
percent  gain  in  a  five  year  period.  Ratio  of  staff  to  population  served, 
among  the  libraries,  showed  considerable  variation. 

In  the  fiscal  year  studied,  1963-64,  the  eight  libraries  spent 
$1,780,290,  of  which  $210,855  went  for  books.  They  acquired  over 
65,000  volumes  together.  Individual  libraries  acquired  from  2,616  to 
25,527.  New  titles  varied  from  2,424  to  5,510.

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Book  selection  was  tested  by  comparing  the  acquisitions  with  all 
titles  listed  in  the  Cumulative  Book  Index  under  13  test  subjects, 
which  represented  categories  exemplifying  a  variety  of  interests — 
popular  and  timely  subjects  together  with  som.e  having  little  or  no 
mass  appeal.  The  findings  are  very  revealing.  Libraries  purchased  84 
percent  of  the  fiction  offered;  only  9  percent  of  the  material  published 
on  one  special  technical  subject.  Tv\^o-thirds  of  the  material  on  two 
sociological  and  political  science  subjects  was  bought;  only  20  percent 
of  that  available  on  two  technical  and  scientific  fields.  The  statistical 
tables  in  this  part  of  the  report  are  extrem.ely  interesting  and  mean- 
ingful to  the  whole  profession.  It  is  the  hope  of  this  reviewer  that  this 
part  of  the  report  can  be  republished  soon  in  full  on  a  national  scale. 

The  general  trend  of  all  the  findings  is  that  a  substantial  percent- 
age of  material  published  is — or  would  be — available  to  the  patron 
on  a  system  basis,  but  that  on  an  individual  library  basis,  a  very 
much  smaller  percentage  is  ready  for  his  use.  The  findings  give  clear 
demonstration  of  the  need  for  systems  everjrvvhere. 

A  second  line  of  inquiry  involved  checking  lists  of  "best  books" 
compiled  by  librarians.  Here  the  libraries  together  averaged  56  per- 
cent of  the  titles,  but  there  were  significantly  lower  percentages  in 
certain  special  subjects. 

All  of  the  libraries  together  purchased  only  18  percent  of  the 
periodical  titles  indexed  in  nine  well-known  sources. 

The  data  shows  that  coordination  of  book  selection  and  coopera- 
tive policies  would  help  to  give  a  more  balanced  sample  of  the  ma- 
terials published,  and  that  the  systems  approach  would  make  what 
was  purchased  more  readily  available  to  the  public. 

Profile  of  fhe  Library  User 

This  chapter  goes  outside  the  study-area  and  reports  a  study  of 
users  in  37  public  libraries  in  Los  Angeles  County,  undertaken  dur- 
ing the  survey  period.  Of  20,000  questionnaires  distributed,  16,500 
were  completed  and  the  replies  tabulated.  The  questions  raised  were: 
What  is  the  residential,  marital,  occupational,  and  educational  status 
of  the  library  user?  What  motivates  a  person  to  use  the  resources  of 
the  community  library?  Does  he  visit  for  casual  reasons,  or  serious 
and  definite  purposes?  What  specific  materials  does  he  use?  Whj^ 
does  he  choose  one  library  rather  than  another? 

The  findings  make  an  important  contribution  to  the  profession  of 
public  librarianship.  Briefly  summarized,  they  bring  out  the  follow- 
ing facts : 

The  user  often  comes  from  outside  the  jurisdiction  supporting  the 
library.  During  the  course  of  the  user  survey,  the  eight  libraries  in 
the  study  area  served  people  coming  from  42  communities  exclusive 
of  their  own.  Individual  libraries'  service  to  nonresidents  varied  from 
41  communities,  for  Pasadena,  to  12  for  two  others.  The  detailed 
tables  indicate  that  on  the  average  20  percent  of  the  users  of  the 
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eight  libraries  were  non  residents.  Central  libraries  with  strong  book 
collections  drew  a  much  higher  percentage,  over  35  percent.  The 
surveyors  point  out  that  administrators  must  face  up  to  the  facts; 
for,  in  all  probability,  the  20  percent  of  the  library  users  who  do  not 
live  in  the  community  do  not  contribute  directly  to  its  financial  sup- 
port. There  are  many  inequities  involved. 

Findings  showed  that  the  typical  library  user  tended  to  be  an  old 
time  resident;  about  two-thirds  of  the  sample  had  been  in  residence 
more  than  five  years,  and  almost  half,  ten  years. 

Among  other  characteristics  of  the  typical  patron  are  the  follow- 
ing: About  60  percent  are  women;  approximately  half  are  under  30 
years  of  age;  63  percent  are  married.  Only  a  small  percentage,  6  per- 
cent, were  over  65  years  old.  Seventy  percent  of  the  users  were  in 
one  of  four  occupational  groups:  students  (28  percent);  housewives 
(25  percent);  professional  people  (close  to  13  percent);  and  clerical 
(5  percent).  In  other  words  more  than  half  in  the  composite  group 
were  students  or  housewives,  and  not  members  of  the  active  labor 
force. 

There  is  a  definite  relationship  between  formal  education  and 
library  use.  Of  the  sample,  32  percent  had  completed  high  school,  16 
percent,  four  years  of  college.  Forty-four  percent  were  individuals 
pursuing  a  formal  academic  program  of  some  kind.  Sixty-two  per- 
cent reported  that  they  came  to  visit  the  library,  only — they  did 
not  combine  this  with  some  other  trip.  Fifty-six  percent  of  the 
patrons  said  they  came  to  borrow  books  for  home  use,  and  16  per- 
cent planned  to  read  in  the  library.  A  small  percent,  three,  came  for 
films  (stocked  by  four  libraries  of  the  eight  in  the  study  area)  and 
about  five  percent  for  phonograph  records  (available  at  seven  of  the 
eight  libraries). 

Among  the  motivating  forces  were:  hobbies,  school  assignments, 
do-it-yourself  projects,  meeting  friends,  help  in  an  occupation,  and 
pleasure  or  inspiration.  The  last  two  had  the  highest  single  response 
— 36  percent.  School  assignments  accounted  for  29  percent  of  the 
usage. 

The  surveyors  sought  to  find  factors  that  caused  patrons  to  use 
one  library  rather  than  another.  Among  the  reasons  uncovered  were 
convenience,  size  of  the  collections,  and  adequate  staff.  Large  book 
stocks  appear  to  be  the  drawing  card. 

The  above  list  notes  a  few  of  the  findings.  The  supporting  statisti- 
cal tables  are  well  done  and  could  keep  an  inquisitive  person  busy 
for  some  time,  just  speculating  on  the  relationships  (real  or  imagi- 
nary) brought  into  focus  by  the  statisticians.  The  authors  conclude 
that  ''the  libraries  involved  must  seek  to  broaden  their  understanding 
of  the  public  they  serve.  This  knowledge  in  turn  will  be  of  value  only 
if  used  in  formulating  policies,  evaluation  of  resources,  selecting 
library  materials,  and  evolving  library  services,"  ^

This  is  truly  a  remarkable  document,  remarkable  for  what  it  in- 
cludes and  recommends,  and  perhaps  equally  remarkable  for  what 
it  does  not  account  for  at  all.  It  is  a  massive  work,  packed  with  de- 
tail, the  product  of  the  combined  studies  made  under  two  separate 
contracts  entered  into  at  about  the  same  time.  Together  these  con- 
tracts, which  were  made  possible  by  state  planning  grants,  covered 
a  total  of  sixteen  city  and  county  public  libraries,  ten  east  and  six 
south  of  San  Francisco  Bay.  Not  included  were  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  or  the  suburban  areas  immediately  to  the  south 
and  to  the  north  of  that.  Geographically,  the  three  counties  might 
seem  to  offer  a  logical  and  feasible  area  for  development  of  a  single 
cooperative  library  system,  although  there  would  seem  little  reason 
to  exclude  the  libraries  of  San  Mateo  County  from,  an  East  and  South 
Bay  Area  grouping. 

To  justify  combining  the  studies  and  report,  the  author  cites 
several  factors  which  made  such  a  combination  desirable.  These  in- 
cluded great  similarities  in  the  study  objectives  and  specifications  of 
the  two  groups  of  libraries;  their  joint  desire  for  ultimately  larger 
measures  of  cooperation  than  the  planning  grant  groupings;  the  in- 
creased data  and  study  validity  and,  as  well,  the  economies  possible 
in  a  single  study.  Both  contracts  called  for  studies  of  methods  of 
selection,  ordering,  cataloging,  and  lending  of  materials,  with  emphasis 
on  the  practicality  of  centralizing  or  coordinating  operations.  Both 
asked  for  recommendations  on  interavailability  of  materials  and 
rapid  exchange  of  information.  Clearly,  as  the  author  points  out,  the 
intent  of  the  two  groups  of  libraries  was  "so  similar  as  to  be  almost 
indistinguishable."  ^ 

The  body  of  the  report  is  preceded  by  a  summary  with  which,  in 
spirit  or  in  wording,  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  quarrel.  The 
author  is  obviously  motivated  by  a  genuine  appreciation  of  the  role

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of  the  public  library  and  sympathy  for  its  problems.  Moreover,  he 
is  acutely  sensitive  to  the  existence  of  unsatisfied  needs.  His  approach 
is  not  at  all  that  of  the  "sharp-pencil  boy"  who  sees  library  service 
only  as  a  drain  on  the  public  purse,  something  which  should  be  re- 
organized for  greater  economy  or  be  drastically  cut  back.  He  has, 
instead,  sought  to  find  an  answer  to  the  dilemma  of  simultaneously 
increasing  cost  and  increasing  public  demand. 

"This  study,"  he  says,  "after  digging  into  almost  every  aspect  of 
the  library  and  its  work,  finds  definitely  that  such  an  answer  does 
exist — that  library  service  can  be  expanded  radically  while  taking 
advantage  of  approaches  which  just  as  radically  reduce  the  costs  of 
the  common  library  operational  routines.  While  it  would  be  possible 
to  hold  service  levels  constant  and  drop  the  support  costs  for  library 
operations,  it  is  a  fundamental  recommendation  of  this  study  that  this 
not  be  done — that  the  potentials  for  saving  be  converted  directly  into 
those  materials  and  services  which  are  wanted,  in  some  cases  so 
desperately,  by  the  people  within  the  communities  incorporated  in 
this  survey  .  .  . 

"The  basic  vehicle  which  was  found  to  be  necessary  to  an  ex- 
tremely large  part  of  the  potential  gains  is  that  of  cooperative  action. 
The  form  recommended  calls  for  a  Cooperative  Federation  of  the 
libraries  entering  it  (a  non-profit  corporation  organized  for  the  pur- 
pose) which  will  act  in  those  areas  of  greatest  potential  gain — pro- 
viding operational  services  to  member  libraries — without  interfering 
in  their  organizational  affairs  .  .  . 

"Many  changes  can  be  made  by  individual  libraries  exercising  in- 
dependent analysis  and  effort  towards  improvement  of  service,  but  the 
whole,  very  basic,  highly  positive — almost  ideal — solutions  are  not 
possible  without  the  power  generated  by  a  large  group."  ^ 

These  are  laudable  statements  indeed,  solidly  in  line  with  the 
latest  and  best  thinking  of  librarians  and  informed  citizens  alike. 
They  offer  hope  that  the  body  of  the  report  will  recommend  equally 
laudable  service  improvements  and  a  clear  plan  for  achieving  them. 
Such,  it  is  sad  to  disclose,  is  far  from  the  fact.  The  bulk  of  the  report 
is  devoted  to  a  free-wheeling  reassessment  of  public  library  objec- 
tives, reader  services,  methods,  routines,  the  codes  developed  by  the 
library  profession  for  the  organization  of  materials,  and  the  pro- 
fession of  librarianship  itself.  Some  of  the  recommendations  are  fresh 
and  stimulating,  some  obvious,  some  staggering,  some  almost  im- 
possible to  absorb  or  envisage.  If,  by  some  chance,  all  of  them  were 
found  to  be  universally  valid,  carrying  them  out  would  require  the 
rewriting  of  every  text,  treatise,  and  code  now  existent  in  the  whole 
field  of  library  science,  not  to  mention  the  complete  overhauling  of 
every  library  school  curriculum. 

In  a  review  of  this  length  it  is  plainly  impossible  to  offer  more 
than  a  sample  of  the  comments  and  recommendations  of  a  report  450

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pages  long.  Such  a  sampling  obviously  runs  a  strong  risk  of  being 
unfair  in  coverage  and  emphasis.  For  practical  reasons,  however,  this 
risk  has  to  be  taken. 

Background  Information 

The  study  is  presented  in  three  sections,  the  second  and  largest  of 
which  is  devoted  to  library  services  and  practices.  A  brief  introduc- 
tory section,  however,  describes  in  general  terms  the  place  of  the 
library  in  the  community.  "Level  of  service",  a  term  often  referred 
to  throughout  the  report,  is  defined  as  incorporating  "all  which  the 
patron  receives — including  the  titles  in  the  collection  in  relation  to 
the  'best'  titles  for  his  purpose,  the  degree  of  availability  of  other 
types  of  materials  and  specific  items  as  desired  and  when  desired,  the 
degree  of  willingness  and  ability  to  supply  any  books  or  other  mate- 
rials not  otherwise  available  and  the  timing  of  same,  the  degree  of 
availability  of  materials  in  the  library  when  so  needed  and  of  mate- 
rials for  home  use  v^^hen  so  needed,  the  degree  of  availability  of  quali- 
fied aid  in  fully  utilizing  the  collection  for  all  purposes,  the  degree  of 
patron  right  to  keep  each  item  as  long  as  necessary  to  fully  meet  his 
needs,  the  degree  of  availability  of  all  other  information  as  and  when 
required,  the  hours  and  days  of  materials  and  services  availability  in 
relation  to  that  required  by  users,  and  the  degree  of  pleasantness  with 
which  each  patron  is  greeted  and  which  he  finds  in  all  his  further 
relationships  with  all  library  personnel."  '^ 

Here,  too,  is  found  a  rather  extraordinary  threefold  "bill  of  rights", 
outlining  what,  in  the  opinion  of  the  surveyor,  patrons,  taxpayers,  and 
officials  should  have  a  right  to  expect  of  the  public  library.  Although 
not  specifically  pointed  out,  it  seems  that  there  might  be  considerable 
conflict  between  the  rights  of  patrons  and  of  taxpayers,  in  view  of 
the  expansive  (and  expensive)  services  listed  as  the  "rights"  of  the 
former  group. 

The  introductory  section  also  outlines  study  goals  and  approaches, 
and  somewhat  generally  describes  the  purpose  and  procedure  of 
specific  studies.  Procedures  included  unstructured  interviews  in  depth 
with  directors  and  supervisors  in  the  sixteen  libraries  and  review  of 
pertinent  literature,  including  articles  and  books  suggested  by  the 
librarians  interviewed.  Interviews  not  employing  specific  question- 
naires but  concentrating  on  service  improvement  were  conducted  with 
residents  of  all  ages  in  every  living  area  within  the  sixteen  jurisdic- 
tions. To  these  more  than  two  thousand  people  responded  with  vary- 
ing amounts  of  evaluative  information  regarding  degree  of  satisfac- 
tion with  available  services.  The  reactions  of  several  thousand  others 
who  had  no  significant  comment  to  make  were  not  recorded.  In  addi- 
tion to  information  on  student  and  school  needs  gleaned  from  students 
included  in  the  public  interviews,  investigation  of  school  libraries  was 
made  through  visits  to  schools  for  interviews  with  librarians  and 
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administrators.  Public  service  areas  and  technical  processes  were 
observed  in  direct  operation.  On  a  sampling  basis,  data  was  gathered 
on  book  collection  size  and  overlap,  on  collection  quality  and  avail- 
ability (adult  fiction  only),  and  on  inter-use  of  library  facilities  for 
reference.  Data  was  also  collected  on  population  projection  and  on 
library  expenditures.  Experience  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Sys- 
tem was  studied  and  utilized,  particularly  in  the  study  of  intercom- 
munication and  of  central  storage.  Methods  and  cost  investigations 
were  made  of  the  Econolist  book-form  catalog,  and  of  computer  util- 
ization, printing,  communications,  transportation,  and  other  com- 
mercial services  and  equipment. 

Library  Services  and  Practices 

The  320  pages  of  this  section  m.ake  up  the  major  part  of  the  report. 
The  discussion  and  attendant  recommendations  range  from  broad 
statements  on  the  function,  goals,  and  objectives  of  libraries  and  of 
librarians,  to  minute  detail  on  special  service  to  migratory  farm 
workers,  the  clipping  of  newspapers,  the  merits  and  drawbacks  of 
book-drops,  and  the  timing  of  bookmobile  stops. 

Under  the  heading  "Patron  Interest  Groups  and  Needs",  libraries 
are  urged  to  classify  patrons  into  identifiable  categories,  then  to 
develop  materials  and  programs  specifically  aimed  at  the  various 
groups.  To  the  difficult  problem  of  keeping  a  balance  in  service  to 
students  and  other  library  users,  several  answers  are  suggested: 
"serve  the  student  well  and  completely",^  but  "by  means  of  program 
development  and  multidirectional  concentration,  serve  all  segments 
of  the  population  in  proportion  to  the  volume  of  needs  and  requests  of 
each."  ^  To  solve  the  problem  of  disorder,  it  is  suggested  that  patrols 
by  guards  (proctors?)  be  eliminated  and  discipline  be  maintained 
by  calm,  quiet,  persistent  insistence  on  the  part  of  the  staff  that 
every  patron  follow  a  simple  code  of  responsible  action.  "Socializing" 
among  teenagers,  it  is  suggested,  can  be  eliminated  by  adherence  to 
the  responsibility  code  and  by  restriction  of  library  service  agencies 
to  individual  utilization  for  library  purposes,  that  is,  purposes  that 
require  access  to  library  materials  or  librarian  aid. 

The  most  far-reaching  "solution"  to  the  whole  complex  of  library- 
school  relationships  is  based  upon  the  surveyor's  conviction  that  "the 
school  library — for  all  of  the  effort  and  expenditure  going  into  it — 
does  not  eft^ectively  serve  the  student's  large  need  and,  what  is  more, 
cannot  do  so!""^  Therefore,  he  recommends  as  follows:  "Combine 
school  libraries  and  the  public  library  in  each  jurisdiction,  with  all 
budgets,  personnel,  and  materials,  under  the  existing  public  library 
organization  .  .  .  Remove  the  library  facilities  completely  from  the 
schools,  concentrating  upon  the  adequate  provision  of  library  services 
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from  the  public  library  facilities,  as  extended  by  bookmobiles.^  That 
school  libraries  have  distinct  and  important  objectives,  standards, 
and  techniques  directed  to  fulfillment  of  their  role  in  support  of  the 
school  curriculum  seems  to  have  escaped  the  survej^or  entirely. 

The  report  rightly  takes  libraries  to  task  for  limited  service  hours, 
(although  the  culprit  usually  is  more  likely  to  be  the  holder  of  the 
public  purse-strings).  The  recommendation  is  to  adapt  hours  to  the 
needs  of  patrons  to  provide  service  later  in  the  evening,  on  Sundays 
and  holidays,  with  suggestions  for  other  extension  of  hours  listed  in 
a  priority  order. 

For  patrons  grouped  and  regrouped  by  age,  education,  economic 
status,  physical  condition,  or  reading  interests,  a  wealth  of  programs 
is  suggested.  Here  is  a  sampling: 

For  college  students:  "Provide  course-support  materials  and  serv- 
ices .  .  .  proportionate  to  demand  levels."  ^ 

For  adult  education  students:  "Prepare  programs  of  extra  study 
for  each  adult  education  course  given  in  the  general  area  in  which 
some  degree  of  patron  interest  is  exhibited  .  .  .  Coordinate  the  offer- 
ing of  these  programs  with  specific  course  registration  as  well  as 
publicity  both  in  and  outside  the  library."  ^^ 

For  self-study  patrons:  "Concentrate  most  heavily  upon  specific 
identification  of  formal  and  detailed  programming  for,  and  aid  to  the 
self-study  patron  with  all  of  his  many  interests  .  .  .  Consider  all 
unidentified  library  usage  and  requests  as  indicative  of  potential 
self -study  intent;  treat  with  extreme  care  for  maximum  development 
of  that  potential  .  .  .  Offer  as  a  major  new  service,  to  which  much 
librarian  time  must  be  devoted,  individually  designed  self-study  pro- 
grams to  all  patrons  of  any  age  who  can  be  interested  in  these."  ^^ 

For  teenagers:  "Among  all  age-level-centered  programs,  concen- 
trate most  heavily  upon  the  Young  Teen  classification — the  most  im- 
portant element  to  be  .  .  .  assigment  of  special  sympathetic  and 
capable  personnel  .  .  .  Develop  and  emphasize  reading  value  ma- 
terials, and  informative  materials  which  permit  rapid  sampling  of 
many  fi_elds,  in  personal  programs  which  specialize  in  approaches 
found  desirable  by  the  Teen;  treat  as  individuals  rather  than  part 
of  the  mass."  ^^ 

For  all  ages:  "Prepare  and  offer  programs  in  instruction  and  in- 
troduction to  the  library  and  its  components  regularly  and  repeti- 
tively, separately  for  each  patron  age  level  ^^  .  .  .  Develop  and  con- 
duct story  reading  programs,  participational  reading  programs  of 
selected  readings  to  cover  all  age  groups,  separately  adapted  to  the

likes  and  interests  of  each  ^^  .  .  .  Sponsor  book  club  and  book  review 
activities,  separately  for  each  age  group;  publish  reviews  and  make 
them  available  to  all  patrons  ^^  .  .  .  Institute  participational  book 
talk  groups  on  each  age  level  for  patrons  with  common  subject  area 
interests  and  materials  centered  idea  discussion  groups  on  each  age 
level  for  patrons  with  common  problems  interests."  ^^' 

Provision  of  materials  and  development  of  programs  and  special 
services  are  recommended  for  a  variety  of  other  groups,  including 
those  with  foreign  language  interests,  the  educationally  deprived, 
military  and  merchant  m.arine  personnel,  and  those  who  are  handi- 
capped or  shut-in.  Other  programs  suggested  are  town  meetings  if 
not  otherwise  provided  in  the  community,  film,  record,  and  slide 
programs,  a  book  choice  service  program  either  on  an  as-asked  basis 
or  continuing  automatic  basis,  and  an  interests  notification  program. 
The  extensive  utilization  of  volunteers,  particularly  under  the  aegis 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  is  also  recommended. 

Many  of  these  suggestions  are  recognizable  as  programs  alread}^ 
in  operation  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree  in  public  libraries  through- 
out the  country.  The  degree  is  almost  invariably  dependent  upon 
finance.  Other  suggested  programs  are  definite  departures  from  exist- 
ing patterns.  Although  the  report  cites  instances  where  some  of  these 
services  are  being  performed  in  one  or  more  of  the  sixteen  libraries 
in  the  survey,  the  irnplification  is  that  they  do  not  now  have  general 
application,  but  are,  for  the  most  part,  badly  needed  and  should  be 
provided.  Most  of  the  recommended  services  would  require  the  addi- 
tion of  a  large  number  of  skilled  professional  personnel,  an  expensive 
fact  of  life  which  seems  not  at  all  to  have  bothered  the  surve^/or. 
Indeed,  as  we  noted  above,  in  his  preliminary  summary  he  promised 
that  the  costs  of  expanded  service  would  be  well  taken  care  of  by 
cost  reductions  in  routine  operations.  To  this  reviewer,  quite  apart 
from  his  skepticism  about  the  necessity  and  usefulness  of  some  of  the 
suggested  new  services,  the  staggering  cost  of  carrying  out  such  a 
complex  of  program.s  is  reason  enough  to  take  alarm. 

To  most  librarians,  the  section  on  the  library's  collections  will 
probably  offer  most  fertile  ground  for  controversy.  Initial  recom- 
mendations seem  sound  enough.  The  surveyor  feels  that  all  librarians 
on  the  staff  should  participate  in  the  book  selection  process,  and  he 
suggests  that  this  be  done  on  a  subject  specialization  basis.  He  also 
favors  the  scheduling  of  reading  time  for  selection  purposes  as  part 
of  the  work  day.  On  paperbacks  his  ideas  are  somewhat  open  to 
question,  in  that  he  recommends  providing  each  with  full  cataloging, 
processing  and  shelving,  as  for  hard  cover  books.  He  is  cool  to  special 
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editions,  rare  books,  and  fine  printing.  ''Purchase,"  he  says,  "and 
hold  materials  in  the  collection  for  their  content  only;  avoid  collec- 
tors' editions  or  others  where  the  specific  copy  has  special  value 
aside  from  that  of  the  words  and  illustrations  within  them  ^'^  .  .  . 
Purchase  and  maintain  special,  historical  materials  only  if  justified 
by  usage;  apply  the  same  criterion  to  assignment  of  separate  facil- 
ities and  personnel  for  such  materials."  ^^ 

Although  the  surveyor  is  staunch  against  censorship  or  bias  in  the 
provision  of  library  materials,  he  makes  a  somewhat  unusual  sugges- 
tion about  the  "control"  of  material:  "Exercise  use  control  in  the 
form  of  librarian  assurance  that  proper  preparation,  through  parallel 
and  background  materials,  has  been  undergone  by  any  applicant  for 
materials  labeled  potentially  dangerous."  ^^  An  example  of  this  is 
given  as  a  book  on  the  subject  of  time  study,  which,  in  his  opinion, 
could  be  dangerous  if  it  got  into  the  hands  of  the  uninitiate.  "Such 
a  book,"  he  says,  "if  it  were  in  the  library,  should  most  likely  be 
kept  under  control  so  that  it  could  be  ascertained  that  the  person 
desiring  to  read  it  had  first  read  other  materials  which  would  provide 
the  necessary  balance  to  the  picture.  In  this  case  'damage'  is  referred 
to  in  terms  of  definite  harm  that  could  come  to  workers,  plus  resulting 
labor  unrest,  if  the  unbalanced  materials  were  to  be  used  without 
restraint."  ^°  The  imagination  reels  at  the  prospect  of  librarians 
wrestling  with  the  problem  of  determining  in  just  what  sequence 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  books  in  industrial  management,  crime 
control,  mental  health,  existentialism,  political  extremism,  cosmology 
■ — ^just  to  pick  at  random  a  few  of  the  multitude  that  suggest  them- 
selves— should  be  read  in  order  to  provide  proper  background  for 
reading  a  specific  title. 

Flat  dicta  on  binding,  pre-binding,  rebinding,  etc.,  will  probably 
meet  with  disagreement  among  hbrarians,  who  already  differ  among 
themselves  on  these  subjects. 

Before  presenting  a  sampling  of  the  recommendations  on  the  book 
collection  itself,  it  is  necessary  to  emphasize  that  use  as  measured  by 
demand  seems  to  be  the  touchstone.  "It  would  seem  desirable  to  sub- 
stitute for  all  other  specifications  the  one  which  governs  the  rest  of 
the  library's  collection  as  being  the  only  approach  that  will  fully 
satisfy  the  public  library's  patrons  within  the  framework  of  patron 
needs  and  library  goals  and  objectives;  to  include  in  the  collection 
all  materials,  regardless  of  description  or  designation,  which  have  a 
significant  (public  library)  patron  demand  or  use  level."  ^^  The  sur- 
veyor then  establishes  a  concept  to  which  he  subsequently  continues 
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to  refer,  the  ''name/class"  designation  of  materials.  Class  materials 
are  those  which  are  required  simply  because  they  fit  into  certain 
categories  although  they  might  have  no  specific  demand  based  on 
their  own  unique  merits.  Name  m.aterials  are  those  which  are  im- 
portant for  their  specific  content,  author,  or  title — anything  which 
might  be  known  and  called  for  by  name.  One  recommendation  based 
on  this  distinction  is  that  rapid  selection  attention  be  restricted  to 
name  type  fiction. 

Many  pages  are  devoted  to  disposal  of  discarded  materials  and 
prevention  of  theft.  Included  are  specific  and  rather  elaborate  rec- 
ommendations on  rules  for  the  public  and  surveillance  procedures  on 
the  part  of  the  staff.  Furthermore,  the  surveyor  recommends  that 
libraries  "undertake  a  precise  physical  inventory  of  all  materials  at 
least  once  per  year,  maintaining  the  proper  records  and  follow-up 
required  of  good  materials  management."  ^^  Alas,  such  a  precise 
inventory,  even  once  in  ten  years,  has  been  to  many  public  libraries 
a  dream  that  cannot  be  realized  in  view  of  the  great  costs  involved. 

The  recommendations  grouped  under  the  heading  of  cataloging 
actually  go  far  beyond  what  might  be  expected.  For  example,  early 
in  this  section  there  is  a  discussion  of  subject  headings,  with  criti- 
cism of  the  fact  that  the  surveyor  found  in  the  libraries  studied  that 
the  average  number  per  book  was  only  two.  He  recommends:  "In- 
crease the  patrons  service  level  by  adding  as  many  subject  headings 
for  each  title  as  can  be  accommodated."  ^^ 

Then  he  goes  on  with  these  astonishing  comments:  "Since  one  book 
can  cover  many  different  subject  areas  and  points  of  view,  the  ability 
to  find  every  book  that  deals  with  a  particular,  desired  topic  in- 
creases the  usability  of  the  collection  radically — actually  it  is  the 
equivalent  of  adding  many  times  the  number  of  books  to  the  collec- 
tion. To  state  it  differently,  it  should  be  recognized  that  a  reasonable 
alternative  would  be  a  radical  reduction  in  the  number  of  books  in 
the  collection,  a  factor  possible  even  with  a  significant  increase  in 
collection  usability  over  what  exists  at  the  present. 

"Several  basic  books  covering  wide  fields  of  knowledge,  able  to  be 
called  out  by  detailed  subject  analysis,  can  provide  complete  basic 
coverage  in  those  fields  as  well  as  topics  connected  with  them.  In 
addition,  coverage  of  allied  fields  and  topics  in  which  materials  need 
not  then  be  purchased  can  be  accomplished  and  yet  still  have  superior 
availiability  to  that  which  exists  at  the  moment.  This  development 
can  have  a  radical  effect  on  what  the  libraries  can  do  for  patrons  while 
decreasing  the  number  and  concentration  of  non-fiction  titles  in  the 
total  collection;  the  monies  thus  saved  can  provide  a  radical  increase 
in  the  patron-desired  fiction  collections,  thereby  positively  changing 
the  entire  balance  of  the  library  in  the  services  and  materials  which  it 
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offers  .  .  .^'^  Concurrently  with  the  increase  in  subject  headings, 
obtain  better  information  coverage  while  reducing  the  number  of 
information  books  purchased  by  selecting  those  more  basic  and  all- 
encompassing,"  ^^ 

That  adoption  of  this  recommendation  would  indeed  change  the 
entire  balance  of  the  library  nobody  could  deny.  What  is  dumfound- 
ing  is  that  such  a  suggestion  could  be  made  in  all  seriousness  in  a 
day  when  the  number  of  titles  in  a  library's  collection  and  the  number 
it  adds  annually  are  taken  as  probably  the  most  significant  (although 
certainly  not  the  only)  measures  of  that  library's  worth  and  use- 
fulness. 

This  part  of  the  report  offers  a  number  of  other  recommendations 
to  make  librarians  blink!  Here  are  a  few: 

''Maintain  author  catalogue  by  alphabetical  arrangement  of  last 
names  and  initials  of  the  author,  giving  full  names  where  avail- 
able." 2° 

"Use  the  title  entry  card  for  main  entry  purposes  and  take  all  other 
steps  to  make  catalogue  use  as  easy  as  possible  and  catalogue  use 
rules  as  few  as  possible."  ^^ 

"Incorporate  in  the  catalogue  all  special  indexes,  lists  and  com- 
monly-sought finding  information."  ^^ 

"Incorporate  in  the  information  files  and  list  in  the  catalogue  im- 
portant magazine  articles  likely  to  be  in  heavy  demand."  ^^ 

"Replace  Dewey  Decimal  classification  numbering  with  a  system 
of  identification  numbering  only."  ^°  The  identification  number  rec- 
ommended is  the  Library  of  Congress  catalog  card  number  when  it 
exists,  an  arbitrarily-assigned  number  otherwise. 

"Substitute  date  shelving,  as  dedicated  by  the  specific  order  of  the 
L.C.  Catalogue  Identification  Number,  for  the  present  alphabetical 
shelving  or  Cutter  Numbering  within  any  given  classification."  ^^ 

"Convert  the  library  to  a  full  interest  area  arrangement,  each  in- 
terest area  be  formed  as  an  alcove,  if  possible,  including  within  its 
boundaries  all  pertinent  materials  of  the  library  regardless  of  physi- 
cal or  literary  form."  ^^ 

"Develop  the  scope  of  interest  areas  to  be  as  closely  identified 
with  patron  thinking  and  desires  as  is  possible."  ^^ 

Detailed  explanations  follow  on  how  to  meet  problems  raised  by 
books  which  might  fall  into  several  interest  areas.  Among  the  solu-

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tions  are  duplication  to  allow  "multiple  shelving,"  dummies  or  other 
shelf  markers  to  serve  as  "see"  references,  and  use  of  two  lower  case 
letters  to  designate  each  interest  area,  combined  with  appropriate 
adjustments  of  labels  and  catalogs  to  match  desired  changes  in 
shelving. 

An  elaborate  scheme  of  "Patron  Satisfaction  Level  Calculated 
Values"  was  developed  to  establish  a  basis  for  decision  on  the  num- 
ber of  copies  required  for  any  given  expectation  of  annual  demand. 
This  leads  to  a  recommendation  to  "establish  a  fixed  policy  for  the 
desired  Patron  Satisfaction  Level  at  such  a  point  as  can  be  maintained 
for  the  entire  collection."  ^*  Later  it  is  recommended  that  this  level 
be  established  at  90  percent. 

Space  does  not  permit  further  detailing  of  the  multitude  of  recom- 
mendations on  library  collections  and  services;  some  sound,  some 
far-fetched.  Most  of  them,  like  those  cited,  are  colored  by  the  sur- 
veyor's enthusiastic  response  to  what  he  has  concluded  to  be  public 
demand.  Many  would  be  open  to  serious  question,  as,  for  example, 
substituting  8mm  films  for  16mm  to  provide  the  library's  basic  film 
program,  or  permitting  unlimited  renewals  of  all  materials  as  re- 
quired, or  eliminating  all  overdues  fines  and  reserve  fees,  except 
those  connected  to  late  return  of  normally  noncirculating  materials, 
or  issuing  library  cards  as  family  cards  in  the  name  of  the  head  of 
the  household.  Various  new  services  are  suggested,  on  either  a  free 
or  charge  basis,  including  curb  service,  direct  mail  service  for  re- 
serves, for  distant  patrons,  for  bookmobile  requests,  and  for  inter- 
library  loans,  and  a  pick-up  and  delivery  service  by  subscription. 
Good  advice  is  offered  on  courtesy,  attitudes,  and  reader's  aid  ac- 
tivities. 

In  considering  size,  number,  and  location  of  library  service  agen- 
cies, the  surveyor  holds  that  a  complete  range  of  materials,  services, 
and  facilities  required  in  every  individual  community  can  be  supplied 
by  what  he  terms  the  Full  Service  Agency,  the  Readeteria,  and  the 
Bookmobile.  He  argues  against  the  proliferation  of  small  units  as 
sapping  the  capability  of  a  library  to  provide  satisfactory  service  and 
creating  problems  of  service,  collections,  and  budget.  Toward  inclu- 
sion of  meeting  room.s  he  is  lukewarm,  holding  that  without  them 
the  library  purpose  is  little  harmed.  He  grants  that  they  may  be 
considered  when  the  usage  of  outside  meeting  rooms  for  library- 
centered  discussional  or  other  activities  climbs  toward  50  percent  of 
time  open.  On  the  need  for  access  to  a  high  level  research  library, 
the  surveyor  seems  to  exhibit  the  same  blind  spot  noted  earlier  in  his 
recommendation  for  reduction  of  titles  purchased  by  the  library.  Dis- 
carding the  idea  that  firm  and  continuing  arrangements  should  be

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made  for  patrons  to  use  unusual  materials  in  already  existing  re- 
search libraries,  or  that  a  system  build  up  a  research  library  of  its 
own,  he  suggests  that  a  patron's  needs  can  be  provided  for  within 
his  own  community.  The  procedure  for  doing  this  is  not  altogether 
clear,  involving  what  is  called  the  principle  of  using  a  demand  cut-off 
point  for  library  material  of  all  types  within  each  Full  Service 
Agency.  For  exceptional  cases,  the  surveyor  would  have  one  copy  of 
a  book  for  each  so  many  agencies,  or,  in  extremely  unusual  cases, 
make  arrangements  with  a  college  or  university  library  to  provide 
access. 

The  remainder  of  this  section  is  concerned  with  administrative 
matters:  library  promotion  and  public  relations,  personnel  manage- 
ment, the  place  of  the  library  in  the  community,  operating  methods, 
and  control  through  planning,  measurement,  cost  determination,  and 
reporting. 

The  third  and  last  section  of  the  report,  dealing  with  a  cooperative 
system,  is  the  part  which  the  contracting  libraries  were  probably 
most  interested  in  receiving.  To  quote  the  surveyor,  ''There  are  two 
major  objectives  for  this  section:  the  presentation  of  material  on 
which  the  individual  library  jurisdiction  may  base  its  decision  on 
cooperative  action,  and  a  relatively  full  plan  for  cooperative  action. 
Actually,  these  represent  only  a  single  approach,  since  the  decision 
must  be  based  upon  a  fully  developed  system  as  one  alternative. 
Therefore,  a  single,  consistent  plan  of  possible  action  has  been 
developed  for  the  purposes  of  this  report  for  the  alternative  of  co- 
operative action,  with  all  references  made  to  the  details  of  that  plan 
rather  than  cooperative  action  in  general — both  before  and  after  the 
unfolding  of  the  plan."  ^^ 

In  presenting  all  the  possibilities  which  will  determine  the  feasi- 
bility or  lack  of  feasibility  of  a  prospective  cooperative  system,  the 
surveyor  enumerates  (1)  possible  goals  of  independent  libraries 
against  which  to  measure  formal  cooperative  action;  (2)  potential 
disabilities  for  the  individual  library  possibly  inherent  in  cooperative 
systems;  and  (3)  potential  gains  for  the  individual  library  which 
could  possibly  result  from  participation  in  a  cooperative  system.  The 
last-named  are  detailed  at  considerable  length,  covering  all  the  service 
aspects  covered  in  the  preceding  section  on  library  practices. 

As  the  first  of  the  fundamental  bases  of  cooperative  action,  the 
surveyor  discusses  payment  for  services  rendered,  recommending 
interlibrary  payments  on  the  principle  that  each  library  should  pay 
the  full  cost  of  all  services  it  receives  from  another  library  or  co- 
operative group  of  libraries  just  as  if  they  were  outside  vendors.  To 
this  reviewer,  the  actual  exchange  of  money  among  libraries  within 
a  system  seems  administratively  impractical,  requiring  interlocking 
contracts  involving  much  measurement  and  balancing.  This  would  be

particularly  difficult,  if,  as  suggested,  even  payment  for  interlibrary 
loans  were  included.  Much  better  would  be  a  plan  for  payment  in 
kind,  with  each  library  agreeing  to  render  suitable  services  as  its 
price  of  membership  in  the  system.  Payment  for  system  services  over 
and  above  those  capable  of  being  financed  from  local  funds  would, 
it  is  hoped,  come  from  the  state. 

Other  fundamental  bases  of  cooperative  action  are  described  as 
operational  processing  by  computer  and  sharing  of  capabilities,  effort, 
materials,  equipment,  and  facilities.  The  proposed  creation  of  a  job- 
bing company  as  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  the  cooperative  federa- 
tion is  of  dubious  validity.  That  such  a  venture  would  result  in  a 
45  percent  discount  on  books,  as  later  indicated,  is  very  prob- 
lematical. 

It  is  difficult  for  someone  outside  the  member  libraries  of  the  pro- 
posed system  to  make  judgments  about  the  proposals  for  the  organ- 
ization and  functions  of  the  cooperative  federation.  Although  some 
of  the  recommendations  seemed  unconvincing  to  this  reviewer,  if 
they  are  agreeable  to  the  libraries  forming  the  system,  they  can 
probably  be  made  to  work.  The  extent  of  services  expansion  pro- 
posed, however,  together  with  the  radical  changeover  from  existing 
methods  required  by  the  recommendations  seem  to  compose  a  total 
program  beyond  the  reach  of  any  system,  hov/ever  well  conceived, 
unless  tremendous  new  sources  of  financing  are  to  be  developed. 
Instead,  the  report  holds  out  the  hope  of  meeting  new  levels  of  service 
through  reducing  operational  costs,  mainly  by  tying  all  the  libraries 
of  the  system  together  through  a  computer  which  "has  become  the 
central  factor  and  foundation  upon  which  all  else  in  this  plan 
rests."  ^^ 

Fev/  librarians  would  claim  special  competence  in  evaluating  those 
sections  of  this  report  which  deal  with  the  application  of  computer 
technology  to  library  operations.  Nevertheless,  to  one  whose  library 
has  been  engaged  for  over  two  years  in  an  intensive  study  of  such 
application,  the  impression  is  overwhelming  that  the  conclusions 
drawn  here  are  based  on  an  extremely  limited  treatment  of  highly 
complex  factors,  and  that  the  promises  made  for  benefits  in  costs 
savings  and  increased  service  potential  to  be  derived  from  computer 
application  may  be  largely  illusory. 

The  several  warning  statements — "Computer  costs,  as  they  are 
treated  in  this  report,  do  not  have  the  same  specifications  and  mean- 
ing as  the  rest  of  the  data".  .  .  "Only  estimates  are  possible  at  this 
point — estimates  based  upon  many  assumptions.  Safety  has  been 
sought  by  estimating  on  what  is  felt  to  be  the  high  side  in  all  cases."  ^^ 
— these  are  not  sufficient  caveats  to  cover  the  situation.

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Although  the  report  speaks  of  utihzing  computer  operations 
throughout  a  system  of  16  libraries,  there  is  little,  if  any,  indication 
of  the  critical  problems  which  it  would  be  mandatory  to  solve  before 
it  could  be  conclusively  shown  how  the  libraries  could  adapt  to  a 
single  uniform  system.  It  is  probable  that  extensive  costs  lie  buried 
beneath  the  study  as  presented,  since  there  would  be  an  enormous 
amount  of  field  work  and  analysis  to  be  done  before  completion  of 
design.  Furthermore,  and  very  importantly,  evidence  is  lacking  that 
the  proposals  for  application  of  electronic  data  processing  techniques 
have  been  reached  through  the  lengthy  consultation  and  interplay 
between  consultant  and  librarians  which  experience  in  Los  Angeles 
has  shown  to  be  absolutely  essential  in  achieving  a  system  design 
capable  of  doing  the  job  required. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that  there  is  in  existence  no  model  of  any 
system  which  is  doing  all  that  is  proposed  here.  Problems  and  costs 
of  implementation  have  been  largely  glossed  over.  Alternatives  have 
been  little  explored.  For  example,  COBOL  is  dismissed  in  a  sen- 
tence, although  it  is  the  least  expensive  and  simplest  of  programming 
languages,  generally  regarded  as  the  most  desirable  because  pro- 
grams using  it  are  most  easily  originated,  modified,  and  maintained. 

To  sum  up,  the  whole  area  of  computer  technology  seems  to  have 
been  most  inadequately  explored,  and  costs  savings  entirely  un- 
proved. To  this  reviewer  it  seems  incredible  that  savings  capable 
of  underwriting  the  elaborate  extensions  of  service  proposed  through- 
out this  report  could  ever  be  realized  through  the  computer  applica- 
tions suggested  here. 
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Summary  and  Review  of  the  Library  System  Plan 
Proposed  for  City  and  County  Libraries,  San 
Mateo  County,  California  ^

"Libraries  working  together,  sharing  their  services  and  materials, 
can  meet  the  full  needs  of  their  users.  .  .  .  Without  joint  action, 
most  American  libraries  probably  will  never  be  able  to  come  up  to 
the  standards  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  their  constituencies."  ^ 
The  preceding  excerpt  from  the  A.L.A.  standards  of  1956  contains  a 
key  concept  of  the  proposed  Library  System  Plan  for  libraries  of  San 
Mateo  County.  This  concept,  interlibrary  and  intersystem  coopera- 
tion, is  becoming  increasingly  fashionable  in  the  library  community. 
Since  publication  of  the  San  Mateo  report,  in  October,  1964,  a  num- 
ber of  studies  in  other  areas  have  also  been  facilitated  by  grants  ob- 
tained under  the  terms  of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  the 
1963  California  State  Legislature. 

"The  proposed  San  Mateo  County  Library  System  has  as  its  basis 
four  major  objectives: 

"1.  To  provide  ready  access  to  the  materials  and  services  of  all 
libraries  in  the  system  for  all  residents  of  the  jurisdictions  within 
the  system. 

"2.  To  assist  libraries  in  the  system  to  improve  their  library  serv- 
ice to  their  jurisdictions. 

"3.  To  facilitate  cooperation  with  jurisdictions  adjoining  San 
Mateo  County  in  order  to  improve  library  service  to  residents  of  the 
system. 

"4.  To  develop  and  maintain  a  long-range  plan  for  the  location  and 
development  of  library  buildings  throughout  San  Mateo  County."  ^ 

In  order  to  develop  along  the  lines  of  the  preceding  objectives, 
consolidated  selection  and  acquisition  of  library  materials  is  recom- 
mended. In  consolidated  selection  and  acquisition,  emphasis  is  placed 
on  strengthening  the  total  collection  of  a  library  system  while  capital- 
izing on  the  advantages  of  quantity  purchasing.  Such  methods  have 
been  effectively  practiced  by  larger  city  and  county  library  systems, 
such  as  Los  Angeles  County,  for  some  time.

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The  organization  and  physical  preparation  of  library  materials 
through  an  expanded  processing  center  is  envisioned.  Computerized 
cataloging  via  punched  tape  to  computer  is  recommended.  In  such  a 
system,  catalog  cards,  book  catalogs,  book  pocket  labels,  spine  labels, 
etc.,  could  be  printed  out  on  a  line  printer.  Various  libraries  through- 
out the  country  have  demonstrated  the  practicality  of  similar  appli- 
cations, when  they  are  economically  justifiable. 

Universal  lending  privileges  and  interavailability  of  materials  and 
information  among  libraries  are  proposed.  A  teletj^e  network,  similar 
to  that  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System,  would  be  one 
of  the  aids  which  could  facilitate  such  a  program.  The  establishment 
of  a  reference  and  research  service  center  at  the  system  headquarters 
is  contemplated  as  a  new  service  to  supplement  and  amplify  the  ref- 
erence work  regularly  carried  on  by  the  eight  participating  libraries 
of  San  Mateo  County. 

Perhaps  the  most  formidable  points  covered  in  the  report  are  the 
organization  and  financing  for  the  proposed  system.  The  report  rec- 
ommends that  the  system  be  established  under  the  Joint  Exercise 
of  Powers  agreement,  as  provided  in  the  Government  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  beginning  at  Section  6500,  to  operate  on  a  two- 
year  trial  basis.  The  system  would  be  governed  by  a  board  of 
directors,  which  would  employ  a  coordinator  to  manage  the  system 
operation  and  to  promote  the  development  of  the  system.  A  budget  for 
the  system  which  is  based  on  state  aid  funds  is  included  in  the  report. 

Tentative  long-range  facilities  plans  include  principles  and  stan- 
dards which  aim  at  meeting  the  needs  of  San  Mateo  County  resi- 
dents to  about  the  year  1990.  Envisioned  in  this  plan  are  six  different 
types  of  libraries,  in  terms  of  collection,  service  area,  service  popula- 
tion, and  size.  These  libraries  are  designated  as  Regional,  District, 
City,  Community,  Station,  and  Bookmobile.  The  report  recommends 
the  use  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  or  Santa  Clara  County 
Library  as  a  regional  center,  since  San  Mateo  County  does  not  pres- 
ently contain  a  library  which  meets  requirements  for  a  regional 
library  center  of  this  tj^e.  Detailed  information  and  a  plan  map  for 
long-range  facilities  planning  are  included  in  the  report. 

The  Library  System  Plan  is  a  well-documented  and  authoritatively 
prepared  study.  Concepts  contained  in  the  study  have  been  success- 
fully practiced  by  larger  city  and  county  public  library  systems  for 
many  j^ears.  The  implementation  of  such  concepts  offers  a  real  chal- 
lenge to  local  libraries  wishing  to  improve  and  extend  the  quality 
of  library  service  through  cooperative  planning. 

In  brief,  the  foregoing  is  a  description  of  Part  I,  Library  System 
Plan,  and  of  what  is  proposed.  Part  II  of  the  report,  "Background 
for  the  Plan",  is  a  detailed  compilation  of  the  actual  strengths  and 
weaknesses  of  present  operations — operations  and  budget,  selection 
of  materials,  organization,  finances,  library  facilities  and  sites,  pop- 
ulation. An  attached  appendix  holds  nine  tables,  mainly  financial  and 
demographic  in  content,  two  graphs  of  population  and  assessed  valua- 
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tion,  and  in  addition,  three  maps  of  the  area  with  overlays  of  present 
facilities,  a  long-range  facilities  plan,  and  census  county  areas. 

Altogether,  in  its  80  pages,  the  report  is  succinct,  yet  apparently 
complete,  as  an  outline  for  a  cooperative  library  enterprise.  Dis- 
tinguished consultants  were  employed  in  the  fields  of  book  selection, 
finance  and  organization,  and  operations. 

Several  important  factors  become  apparent  as  one  comments  more 
specifically  on  a  number  of  aspects  of  the  Plan.  For  example,  the 
total  assessed  valuation  of  the  eight  potential  partners  to  the  enter- 
prise is  relatively  small  for  what  is  proposed,  in  my  opinion;  especially 
in  the  building  program.  Several  types  of  buildings  to  be  recommended 
were  completely  derived  from  a  study  submitted  to  the  Public 
Library  Executives  Association  of  Central  California  by  Coolidge 
and  Wight,^  and  are  included  in  the  report  without  critical  comment. 
Two  very  large  facilities  (Type  II:  100,000  titles,  300,000  volumes, 
etc.)  are  placed  less  than  six  miles  apart  on  the  Bay  side  of  the 
designated  area,  to  serve,  mainly,  seven  small  to  medium-sized  cities, 
all  contiguous  to  one  another  according  to  the  map.  These  buildings 
are  to  have  a  service  radius  of  IS  minutes  driving  time.  Looking  at 
the  future  projection  of  assessed  valuation,  I  would  think  this  to  be 
an  unwarranted,  expensive  duplication.  One  large  building,  perhaps 
less  than  double  the  size  of  the  two,  might  be  more  efficient.  In  saying 
this,  I  keep  in  mind  the  large  regional  facilities,  San  Francisco  Public 
and  Santa  Clara  County  libraries,  which  might  be  available. 

Another  factor,  which  I  consider  to  be  striking,  is  the  existent 
multiple  duplication  of  effort  in  the  San  Mateo  County  area,  brought 
out  by  the  study.  The  first  three  paragraphs  of  the  introduction  to 
the  Plan  are  quoted  below  in  full  because  they  give  an  excellent  sum- 
ming-up of  the  current  situation: 

"When  we  realize  that  practically  the  entire  population  of  the 
county  lives  in  urban  areas,  we  can  compare  the  service  given  in 
the  county  through  the  eight  independent  libraries  with  that  which 
could  be  provided  by  one  large  city  library  system  serving  the 
same  population  of  approximately  500,000.  While  each  of  the  eight 
libraries  in  San  Mateo  County  has  a  good  record  in  circulation  per 
capita  and  the  number  of  registered  borrowers,  these  libraries  are 
not  giving  certain  types  of  service  ordinarily  provided  by  the  large 
city  served  by  one  institution.  Where  the  large  city  library  system 
will  provide  departmental  service  in  various  reference  fields,  com- 
munity based  adult  education,  the  use  of  a  large  film  collection, 
and  carefully  supervised  work  with  young  people,  the  libraries  in 
San  Mateo  County  are  unable  to  provide  these  services.  Yet  the 
amount  spent  per  capita  for  public  Hbraries  in  San  Mateo  County 
may  equal  or  exceed  that  spent  by  a  well  organized  large  city 
library  system.

"The  total  book  stock  of  the  eight  hbraries  of  San  Mateo  County 
numbers  787,687  volumes.  If  we  deduct  the  county  library's  hold- 
ings, the  seven  public  libraries  combined  holdings  are  a  little  over 
500,000,  with  the  largest  single  collection  150,000  volumes.  Since 
there  is  a  high  proportion  of  duplication  of  titles  in  these  collec- 
tions, San  Mateo  citizens  have  a  relatively  limited  choice  of  titles 
and  rather  meager  resources  for  reference  and  research.  A  large 
city  library  system,  by  contrast,  would  be  able  to  have  a  much 
larger  number  of  titles  and  much  less  duplication.  In  general,  the 
library  system  plan  is  concerned  with  how  to  bridge  this  gap, 
through  types  of  practical  cooperation,  and  the  development  of 
certain  needed  services  and  facilities. 

"The  library  system  plan  is  proposed  as  a  general  guide  to  the 
establishment  and  operation  of  a  library  system  consisting  of  the 
eight  public  libraries  in  San  Mateo  County,  and  for  the  general 
locations  of  future  libraries.  In  brief,  the  system  involves  the 
grouping  of  the  public  libraries  into  a  cooperative  system  whereby 
the  most  efficient  use  of  materials,  buildings  and  staffs  can  be 
made.  To  the  library  user,  this  would  mean  having  the  entire  public 
library  resources  of  the  county  available  to  him."  ^ 

Partial  recognition  of  this  situation  has  been  made  by  the  chief 
librarians  of  some  of  the  eight  jurisdictions.  I  recall  special  legislation 
in  the  State  Education  Code,  several  years  ago,  provided  for  coopera- 
tion between  the  County  Library  and  city  libraries  in  San  Mateo 
County.  It  was  an  early  example  of  legally-endorsed  cooperation.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  this  cooperative  cataloging  and  acquisition,  as 
well  as  other  long-term  contractual  relationships,  can  be  expanded  to 
rectify  the  situation  outlined  in  the  foregoing  quote.  A  good  founda- 
tion already  exists  upon  which  to  build  a  cooperative  facility — a 
strong  advantage. 

No  comment  was  made  which  discusses  possible  future  participa- 
tion of  the  Palo  Alto  Public  Library  in  neighboring  Santa  Clara 
County  but  bordering  San  Mateo  County.  This  is  a  strong  service; 
it  might  play  some  role  as  a  strong  southern  anchor  in  an  area  plan. 
The  role  of  Stanford  University  Libraries  was  not  mentioned.  Is  it 
to  be  a  research  center  on  a  limited  access  basis?  Investigation  of 
existing  educational  facilities,  such  as  community  colleges  and  private 
collegiate  institutions  are  not  mentioned.  In  my  opinion,  and  based 
on  experience  in  Southern  California,  this  may  prove  to  be  a  serious 
omission  in  the  report. 

Commenting  briefly  on  findings  and  recommendations  in  the  Plan, 
I  offer  the  following.  The  report  recommends  a  thirty-day  withdrawal 
period.  This  is  far  too  short  for  good  planning,  even  if  an  original 
two-year  cooperation  period  is  agreed  upon.  The  provision  of  the 
Education  Code  which  requires  a  governing  body  to  promulgate  a 
resolution  of  intention,  by  February  1  of  a  given  year,  to  permit 
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withdrawal  from  an  existing  set-up  by  June  30  of  the  same  year,  is 
little  enough  notice.  As  a  matter  of  interest,  the  current  notice  date 
may  have  to  be  changed  to  January  1 — six  months  notice — to  con- 
form to  proper  tax  assessment  notice. 

Not  being  familiar  with  the  topography  of  San  Mateo  County,  I 
did  not  find  the  flat  maps  of  the  service  area  meaningful,  but  no 
doubt  they  are  to  the  participants  in  the  planning  grant.  I  do  not 
feel  that  I  can  comment  on  the  distribution  of  facilities.  Basing  my 
opinion  on  projected  population,  the  facilities  prescribed  (below  those 
of  Type  II)  appear  to  be  ambitious  ones  in  light  of  future  population 
and  assessment  figures.  Local  control  views,  no  doubt,  had  a  great 
influence  in  the  study.  Not  to  say  that  each  community  should  not 
have  a  good  library  facility,  but  will  the  taxpayers  underwrite  the 
financing?  On  a  realistic  basis,  therefore,  some  recommendations  may 
have  to  be  trimmed,  I  believe,  to  fit  the  future  assessed  value  of  the 
area.  Incidentally,  no  methods  of  financing  were  detailed;  such 
methods  as  public  bonding,  private  financing,  nonprofit  corporate  or 
authority  type  underwriting  were  not  explored  as  alternatives  to  tax- 
money  capitalization.  County  service  areas  and  special  tax  zones  as 
described  in  the  Plan  are  hard  to  sell  these  days. 

The  section  on  Operations  and  Budget  I  found  to  be  well-thought 
out  for  the  most  part.  I  would  be  prone  to  criticize  a  bi-weekly  con- 
sideration-selection cycle  as  being  too  deliberate  for  modern  library 
service.  A  weekly  cycle  is  feasible  in  my  experience  in  Los  Angeles 
County  and  is  most  productive  in  terms  of  service  goodwill  to  the 
borrowing  public.  Again,  the  most  promising  element  was  that  such 
cooperation  has  been  already  proved  to  work  by  the  fact  that  several 
of  the  cities  use  the  County  book  review  meetings  and  central  cata- 
loging-acquisition  process. 

Cataloging  by  computer,  i.e.,  catalog  card  reproduction  by  EDP 
routes,  is  a  good  and  productive  means.  I  was  surprised  that  the  next 
logical  step,  a  union  catalog  in  book  form,  was  not  mentioned  as  a 
prime  bibliographical  tool  for  the  system,  in  place  of  cards.  Ultimate 
reduction  of  costs  of  a  book  catalog  over  multiple  duplication  of  cards 
is  no  longer  subject  to  conjecture  or  discussion  in  this  country,  when 
application  would  be  in  a  system  such  as  that  engendered  in  the 
Plan. 

Again,  a  union  catalog  in  book  form,  showing  location  of  titles, 
can  be  used  as  a  substitute  for  the  comparatively  slow  teletype  in- 
quiry network  recommended.  I  often  wonder  whether  we  really  have 
the  public  we  serve  in  mind  when  we  plan  procedures;  it  is,  certainly, 
my  view  that  the  public  wants  to  see,  in  one  place,  in  customarily 
readable  form,  what  it  is  searching  for;  and  finding  it,  to  serve  itself. 

Costs  and  budgets  outlined  for  the  basic  services  to  be  performed 
are  realistic,  in  my  experience.  I  was  gratified  to  note  the  recom- 
mendation that  records  of  costs  be  kept  and  that  an  annual  account- 
ing reconciliation  be  made,  with  payments  from  system  funds  to 
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reimburse  partners  undergoing  financial  losses.  This  is  standard 
financial  practice  that  all  city  controllers  and  managers  will  insist 
upon. 

The  brief  commentary  by  one  of  the  consultants  on  selection  of 
materials  I  cannot  quarrel  with  except  perhaps  as  to  its  brevity. 
Officials  in  those  public  offices  to  which  librarians  report  will  no  doubt 
read  in  these  descriptions  the  basic  reason  for  a  librarian's  pro- 
fessional existence,  and  will  need  and  want  to  know  more  of  the 
rationale  for  subject  specialization.  The  brief  mention  of  a  union 
catalog  will  also  need  to  be  enlarged  upon  to  convince  such  officials 
of  the  most  efficient  use  of  library  collections  in  San  Mateo  County. 

The  section  on  organization  should  prove  helpful  in  illustrating 
the  means  whereby  cooperation  can  be  achieved  through  existing 
legal  process.  The  alternate  means  suggested  should  provide  motiva- 
tion for  a  joining  of  forces.  I  am  again  impelled  to  mention  the  psy- 
chological hazard  of  service  areas  and  tax  zones;  I  lean  more  to  the 
Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  agreements  under  Government  Code  sec- 
tions, as  being  available  and  as  being  more  flexible. 

Existing  financial  framework,  as  outlined  by  one  of  the  consultants 
to  the  study,  was  most  revealing,  and  should  prove  essential  in  taking 
the  first  steps  toward  cooperation.  The  wide  extent  of  "poor"  and 
"rich"  libraries  will,  as  is  pointed  out,  certainly  call  for  some  sort 
of  equalization.  With  its  more  rapidly  growing  and  potentially  much 
broader  base,  the  County  Library  may  well  have  to  be  the  keystone 
of  the  financial  structure.  The  cities  in  the  Plan  are  almost  fully 
developed  now,  especially  the  "poorer"  ones  (from  an  assessed  val- 
uation standpoint,  to  be  sure.) 

In  this  connection,  it  must  be  said  editorially  that  local  money 
resources  will  continue  to  be  the  prime  mover  toward  local  coopera- 
tion. If  the  proposed  parties  to  the  system  await  to  begin  with  state 
and  federal  funds,  they  may  await  and  await!  I  say  this  because  I 
strongly  believe  that  much  should  and  can  be  done  to  start  systems 
using  local  financial  resources.  The  climate  of  funds  disbursal  from 
both  Sacramento  and  Washington  at  present  appears  wintry.  A  local 
demonstration  of  effort  will  go  a  long  way  toward  bringing  financial 
Spring. 

"Library  Facilities  and  Sites,"  as  reviewed  and  evaluated  by  the 
prime  surveyor,  William  Spangle,  appears  to  be  largely  based  on 
Wheeler  and  Goldhor's  recent  opus  on  public  library  administration.^ 
The  gospel,  according  to  Wheeler,  and  as  quoted  in  this  section  of 
the  report,  bears  out  my  earlier  statement  of  what  small  cities  can 
do  (and  what  they  cannot  do)  in  justifying  libraries  and  branches. 
The  comparison  of  existing  facilities  with  the  standards  used  by 
Wheeler  and  Goldhor  is,  alas,  all  too  true  in  many  areas  of  the  state.

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That  the  chief  librarians  of  San  Mateo  County  Hbraries  should  feel 
motivated,  not  defensive,  would  be  my  counsel.  The  standards  sug- 
gested in  the  statewide  survey  by  Lowell  Martin  and  Roberta 
Bowler  "*  may  make  comparison  of  v/hat  is  and  what  ought  to  be  more 
painful,  but  nonetheless  more  ''challenging"  to  my  colleagues  in  San 
Mateo  County. 

Finally,  the  socio-economic  survey  at  the  end  of  the  report  is  basic 
to  planning  and  one  of  the  chief  reasons  for  such  a  survey. 

In  summary:  the  San  Mateo  County  Library  System  Plan  by 
Spangle  and  Associates  was  one  of  the  earlier  ones,  and  is,  for  the 
most  part — by  comparison  with  some  of  the  surveys  made  at  a  later 
date — a  good,  complete,  composite  picture  of  library  service  in  a 
medium-sized,  urban  county.  Enough  information  is  within  it  to 
point  the  way  to  the  librarians  planning  the  cooperative  system,  to 
enable  them  to  achieve  a  really  workable,  efficient  public  library 
operation. 

It  should  prove  useful  also  as  a  prototype  for  other  counties  of 
similar  geographic  and  demographic  makeup.

Sacramento  City's  and  Sacramento  County's  approach  to  their 
present  pubhc  library  problems  is  an  attempt  to  find  workable  solu- 
tions in  the  possible  consolidation  of  the  two  systems. 

Problem  The  firm  of  Ernst  &  Ernst  was  engaged  to  study  the 
possibilities  and  to  recom.mend  an  approach  that  would  allow  the 
local  governments  to  retain  cost  control  of  the  operations,  to  protect 
the  equity  of  each,  and  to  outline  approaches  for  solutions  of  obvious 
problems.  Methods  for  consolidating  the  services  within  this  frame- 
work were  to  be  recommended. 

The  Study  Besides  Ernst  &  Ernst,  who  compiled  the  financial 
data,  summarized  the  recommendations,  and  coordinated  the  study, 
the  firm  of  William  Spangle  Sz  Associates  was  engaged  to  survey 
and  evaluate  the  library  buildings  involved  in  the  possible  consoli- 
dation. 

Dr.  E.  A.  Wight  of  the  University  of  California,  Berkeley,  School 
of  Librarianship,  was  asked  to  evaluate  the  staffs  and  collections  of 
the  two  libraries. 

Conclusions  Four  possible  means  of  consolidating  were  consid- 
ered: 

1.  The  county's  contracting  with  the  city  for  management,  profes- 
sional assistance,  technical  processing,  equal  access  to  library 
privileges,  and  mobile  service  if  needed  and  available. 

This  approach  was  recommended  as  the  most  advantageous 
to  both  parties. 

2.  Merging  of  the  city  library  into  the  county  library.  This  solution 
was  not  recommended  since  the  city  library  had  the  better 
collection,  a  higher  level  of  financial  support,  and  a  stronger 
administrative  and  professional  staff. 

3.  Maintaining  the  two  independent  libraries  but  using  cooperative 
agreements  to  cover  the  proposed  contract  items. 

The  strongest  reasons  for  not  recom.mending  this  approach 
was  that  independent  managements  would  "tend  to  perpetuate 
separate  organizations  indefinitely,  with  accompanying  duplica- 
tions and  unnecessary  differences."  -

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4.  A  fourth  possibility — forming  a  new  agency — was  declared  of 
no  advantage  since  it  would  not  resolve  the  basic  differences  in 
collections,  financial  supports,  and  personnel,  and  would  further 
complicate  the  problem. 

Commentary  Generally,  I  would  consider  that  the  recommenda- 
tion for  consolidation  by  contract  between  the  libraries  is  a  good 
practical  solution.  It  allows  each  party  to  the  contract  an  opportunity 
to  review  and  change  the  plan  for  organization.  It  builds  on  the 
strength  of  personnel  and  collections  found  in  the  Sacramento  City 
library.  It  recognizes  the  economies  that  can  be  gained,  and  attempts 
to  protect  the  equities  already  held  by  the  city  and  the  county. 

In  particular,  I  would  raise  questions  relating  to  some  of  the  ap- 
proaches, conclusions,  and  recommendations  made. 

The  initial  steps  proposed  by  Ernst  &  Ernst  for  forming  the 
system  lack  a  most  important  element:  a  time  schedule  for  perform- 
ance. Nowhere  in  the  text  or  discussion  concerning  the  contract  and 
the  relations  between  the  city  and  county  could  I  find  a  clear  state- 
ment of  the  need  for  expediting  the  project  in  terms  of  achievement. 

The  contract  could  be  for  a  stated  period  of  time — three  years  or 
five  years — subject  to  yearly  revision  with  an  accompanying  plan  and 
program.  The  budget  and  its  work  program  are  discussed,  but  consid- 
eration of  them  is  mostly  in  terms  of  cost  to  each  agency.  What  is 
needed  is  a  broad  plan  for  implementation  of  functional  consolidation. 
Such  a  plan,  involving  change,  reorganization,  new  approaches,  and 
growth,  will  require  thought,  detailed  planning,  and  timing.  I  would 
consider  that  at  least  three  years  would  be  required  to  attain  sound 
results;  and  sound  results  will  be  needed  if  the  system  is  to  grow 
satisfactorily. 

Along  with  a  time  schedule,  a  master  plan  for  library  development 
is  needed.  In  the  discussion  of  library  facilities,  a  brief  mention  is 
made  of  the  library  and  planning  departments'  developing  a  "program 
for  enlarging,  moving  and  establishing  new  libraries  to  serve  the 
present  and  future  population."  ^' 

Consolidation,  whether  functional  or  complete,  as  with  a  merger, 
can  be  successful  in  terms  of  economies  in  operation  and  better  service 
to  people  only  if  it  moves  directly  into  being.  It  is  of  utmost  impor- 
tance that  a  positive  plan  and  program  with  a  realistic  time  schedule 
be  prepared  to  achieve  consolidation,  if  consolidation  is  what  the 
parties  want. 

Perhaps  I  am  stressing  these  two  tools  overmuch,  but  the  slight 
reference  made  to  them  in  the  text  together  with  the  negative  sum- 
mary in  the  section  titled  "Transition  to  Future  Consolidation"  is  a 
cause  for  alarm.  Here  is  the  paragraph: 

"It  may  take  several  years  for  the  contract  system  to  become  fully 
effective.  Staff  members  would  need  to  become  familiar  with  differ-

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ent  neighborhoods  and  duties,  and  others  might  have  to  be  re- 
cruited. Weeding  and  evaluating  the  present  collections  would  be 
a  time  consuming  task.  It  would  be  unusually  difficult  to  select 
books  for  purchase  during  this  period  because  of  the  need  to  bal- 
ance between  correcting  deficiencies  and  obtaining  current  titles 
for  many  more  locations  and  a  much  larger  volume  of  purchases. 
Unforeseen  questions  and  problems  would  arise  and  have  to  be 
settled.  At  the  sam.e  time,  a  new  Main  Library  and  some  new 
branches  would  be  major  projects  demanding  attention.  Under 
these  conditions,  it  might  be  advisable  to  defer  further  changes 
until  the  contract  system  became  fairly  stable."  ^ 

I  would  raise  the  question:  What  if  it  does  take  several  years  for 
the  contract  system  to  become  fully  effective?  Perhaps  it  will  never 
be  jully  effective  since  it  will  always  be  dynamic  and  never  static. 
If  changes  are  deferred  until  the  system  becomes  stable,  there  will 
not  be  changes. 

The  facts  that  staff  members  need  to  become  familiar  with  neigh- 
borhoods and  duties,  and  that  weeding  and  evaluating  collections  is 
a  time  consuming  task,  and  so  on,  sound  more  like  excuses  for  not 
getting  on  with  the  job  than  reasons  for  stretching  out  a  transition 
period. 

These  tasks  are  the  very  body  of  professional  library  operation. 
It  is  in  recognizing  the  problem.s  involved  and  in  planning  their  solu- 
tions that  the  professional  staff  will  attain  the  satisfaction  of  remaking 
the  Sacramento  library  services  into  a  bold  new  pattern. 

A  master  plan  for  library  development,  acceptable  to  both  the  city 
and  the  county,  is  needed.  The  Ernst  &  Ernst  report  is  a  study  with 
recomimendations,  not  a  plan.  A  plan  will  establish  the  pattern  of 
library  service  for  the  communities,  both  urban  and  rural.  It  will 
include  the  central  library,  branches,  stations,  and  mobile  service, 
and  it  will  establish  the  levels  of  service  in  terms  of  standards,  the 
collection  sizes,  and  building  areas  needed.  Along  with  the  plan  will 
be  a  priority  list  and  a  time  schedule.  With  these  tools  the  librarian 
can  make  the  transition  to  the  future. 

The  Ernst  &  Ernst  section  of  this  study  is  filled  with  discussion 
and  recommendations  for  consolidating  functions  of  the  two  libraries 
in  management,  professional  assistance,  branch  work,  reference,  and 
technical  services.  Most  of  the  suggestions  made  are  clear  and  reason- 
able. Occasionally  it  is  difficult  to  reach  the  same  conclusion — 
possibly  because  the  v/hole  thought  process  is  not  stated,  or  possibly 
because  the  surveyor  does  not  completely  understand  the  significance, 
in  library  terms,  of  what  he  is  recommending. 

For  example,  it  is  hard  to  understand  how  the  lack  of  reference 
material  in  the  county  library  can  be  offset  by  direct  telephone  ref-

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erence  service  from  the  city  library  to  the  county  branches.  At  best, 
this  is  a  makeshift  sohition.  Certainly  if  there  is  to  be  consolidation 
the  central  headquarters  collections  should  not  be  duplicated;  but 
the  federal  grant  of  $72,400  referred  to  should  be  used  for  more  than 
a  telephone  reference  service.  Branch  collections  will  need  develop- 
ment if  they  are  to  serve  their  communities. 

Coordination  and  consolidation  of  technical  services  is  a  common 
recommendation,  and  move,  for  library  systems.  The  benefits  are 
visible  and  usually  measurable.  The  surveyors  are  concerned  with 
costs,  yet  they  assume  that  the  cost  of  preparing  consideration  infor- 
mation, and  doing  book  mending,  could  be  included  in  the  process 
without  distorting  the  unit  cost.  This  is  to  be  doubted,  particularly 
since  the  consideration  preparation  is  usually  a  professional  task. 
The  processing  cost  named,  of  from  90-91.5  cents  per  volume,  should 
be  watched.  The  cost  at  the  State  Library  Processing  Center  is  $1.40 
a  volume.  In  the  Stockton-San  Joaquin  County  system,  the  cost  is 
$1.20  a  volume  for  classifying,  cataloging,  printing  cards  and  pockets, 
and  processing. 

If  the  consideration  preparation  cost  is  added  to  the  processing 
cost,  the  unit  cost  can  rise.  Also,  the  assumption  that  cataloging  time 
would  not  increase  appreciably  is  open  to  question.  Both  libraries' 
book  budgets  are  increasing.  As  the  areas  of  the  collections  that  are 
presently  weak  are  strengthened,  there  will  be  a  wider  range  of  book 
titles  added  to  each  library.  This  will  increase  the  span  of  titles  to  be 
purchased,  and  incidentally  require  more  professional  and  clerical 
time  in  processing. 

The  suggestion  that  the  county  library  might  meet  any  increased 
costs  for  strengthening  its  staff  from  its  book  budget  should  be  pro- 
tested vigorously.  More  money — not  less — needs  to  be  spent  on  up- 
grading the  county  bookstock.  Its  per  capita  support  is  42  cents  for 
materials.  The  state  average  for  1964-65  was  52  cents.  One  hopes 
that  this  suggestion  v/as  not  serious.  Book  budgets  always  appear  as 
lush  hunting  grounds  open  to  poachers,  but  they  are  the  lifeblood 
of  a  library  service  operation. 

In  order  to  simplify  the  contracts  between  the  city  and  the  county, 
the  surveyors  suggest  that  after  a  preliminary  experience  with  detailed 
statistical  records  some  method  of  sharing  costs  by  simple  proportion 
be  used.  What  could  be  simpler  than  sharing  on  a  per  capita  cost 
basis? 

As  is  stated  in  the  discussion  on  assets  and  liabilities,  the  library 
facilities,  including  books,  I  would  assume,  could  be  regarded  as 
"belonging  to  the  people  of  the  area  they  serve."  ^  Certainly  the 
people  served  are  not  concerned  with  who  owns  property.  They  are 
greatly  concerned  with  service,  with  being  able  to  get  books  and 
materials  when  they  need  them  and  at  a  convenient  location.

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Ownership  of  real  property  is  always  a  cause  for  bargaining  in  a 
proposition  such  as  consolidation.  It  does  not  appear  to  me  that  the 
problem  of  inequity  here  would  be  too  great.  If  the  county  is  leasing 
its  premises,  it  is  only  in  the  fringe  area  and  in  the  use  of  the  Sacra- 
mento central  library  building  that  agreements  for  valuation  of  prem- 
ises would  need  to  be  made.  It  is  claimed  that  the  Sacramento  city 
central  building  is  obsolete.  Obviously  a  new  central  building  to  serve 
both  the  city  and  the  county  would  not  be  placed  on  the  present  city 
site.  What  actual  value  the  present  building  would  have  when  it  is 
vacated  needs  to  be  established.  Should  it  be  razed  to  provide  a  site 
for  any  other  than  a  library  use,  the  city  and  the  county  would  be 
entering  into  a  new  building  program  together  as  equals.  Should  it 
remain  in  the  library  operation  some  value  v/ould  have  to  be  estab- 
lished for  its  use.  Possibly,  in  this  case,  a  rental  cost  could  be  estab- 
lished for  both  agencies,  since  the  City  of  Sacramento  must  have 
realized  its  original  investment.  Ownership  of  the  site,  plus  remodeling 
and  renovation  costs,  could  be  equated  into  a  long  term  lease  arrange- 
ment with  both  library  agencies  paying  the  City  of  Sacramento,  as 
landlord,  their  pro-rata  costs. 

Another  bone  for  contention  rests  in  the  disparities  in  the  book 
collections.  Dr.  E.  A.  Wight,  who  studied  the  staffing  and  collections, 
estimates  the  county  collection  at  about  200,000  volumes.  The  city 
library  book  collection  is  at  about  180,000  volumes.  However,  the 
city  collection  has  greater  depth  and  strength,  and  is  backed  up  with 
strong  periodical  and  documents  files  amounting  to  about  200,000 
additional  items. 

Perhaps  the  county  could  overcome  this  difference  by  entering  into 
a  planned  program  to  close  the  gap  between  the  book  collections,  and 
by  budgeting  sum.s  additional  to  the  regular  operating  book  budget, 
to  improve  the  basic  book  collections  for  branch  operations  over  a 
period  of  three  to  five  years.  At  the  same  time  the  City  of  Sacramento 
might  evaluate  its  supplementary  collections  of  periodicals  and  docu- 
ments and  levy  a  charge,  allowing  the  county  to  buy  into  the  usage 
of  the  materials  on  a  lump-sum  basis  or  on  a  yearly  rental  basis. 

Books  purchased  with  city  or  with  county  funds  could  be  stamped 
with  individual  ownership  marks  while  consolidation  is  underway. 
It  is  also  possible  that  the  two  libraries'  collections  could  be  inter- 
mingled and  used  where  they  are  most  needed,  with  proper  identifi- 
cation. Thus,  past  owned  property  remains  identifiable  and  materials 
purchased  in  the  future  could  be  separated  visually  or  not  as  might 
be  agreed.  It  should  be  remembered  that  books  are  expendable,  and 
that  the  library  user  does  not  care  who  owns  this  property.  In  time 
only  a  small  percentage  of  current  purchases  will  remain  in  the 
basic  body. 

Another  strong  reason,  it  seems  to  me,  for  consolidating  quickly 
rests  in  the  staffing  situation.  The  professional  staff  strength  is  in 
the  city  library.  The  Sacramento  County  library  has  only  four  pro- 
fessional librarians,  three  of  whom  were  hired  within  the  last  year. 
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It  is  easier  to  make  personnel  changes  and  to  effect  reorganization 
with  a  new  staff  than  with  one  settled  into  long  accepted  modes  of 
operation. 

For  effective  operation,  the  two  staffs  should  be  brought  together 
as  one  as  quickly  as  possible.  This  should  not  be  too  difficult  since 
the  work  week,  vacation  periods,  and  civil  service  are  quite  similar. 
A  consolidated  staff  is  needed  to  make  a  consolidated  service.  A  net 
result  of  such  an  approach  is  that  the  county  nonprofessional  people 
would  probably  remain  in  their  county  areas  since  residence  could 
be  an  asset.  The  professional  staff  of  the  county  could  be  coordinated 
with  the  city  professional  staff,  and  used  where  and  when  needed  in 
realizing  the  total  service  plan.  Prompt  functional  consolidation  and 
coordination  will  improve  morale  and  mitigate  differences. 

Along  with  strong  staff  and  book  collections,  modern  library  service 
depends  upon  functional,  well-situated  outlets,  if  communities  are 
to  be  served  and  people  are  to  find  books  and  knowledge  within 
their  reach. 

William  Spangle  &  Associates,  in  their  review  of  the  library  build- 
ings involved  in  the  possible  consolidation,  pinpoint  the  important 
factor  when  they  say  "long-range  plans  could  be  made  for  library 
service  for  the  residents  of  the  expanding  and  changing  central  city 
and  a  growing  ring  of  suburban  communities  and  sub-centers  without 
the  restrictions  imposed  by  city  boundaries  or  the  uncertainties  of 
possible  annexations.  Trends  of  the  past  decade  indicate  the  general 
outlines  of  this  urban  complex  and  the  probable  rates  and  patterns 
of  growth  in  the  coming  decade,  although  the  timing  of  political 
actions,  such  as  annexations,  are  unknown.  Library  consolidation  thus 
would  make  it  possible  to  plan  libraries  to  serve  people  in  the  entire 
area,  rather  than  having  service  areas  divided  by  jurisdictional 
boundaries."  ^ 

They  also  raise  many  questions  of  policy  which  will  need  to  be 
answered.  Again  a  proper  plan  for  library  development  can  furnish 
many  of  the  answers  needed. 

All  in  all,  this  section  of  the  study  offers  no  firm  or  directive  solu- 
tions for  physical  facilities.  It  does  accomplish  its  objectives  of  deter- 
;  mining  the  adequacy  of  existing  buildings  and  comparing  the  build- 
ings in  the  two  libraries  to  show  if  and  how  one  library  lags  behind 
the  other. 

This  section  of  the  study  is  an  excellent  inventory  of  the  physical 
facilities  in  use  throughout  the  city  and  county.  One  can  question, 
as  the  surveyors  do,  the  county's  use  of  the  unrealistic  measure  of 
area  needed — 0.25  square  feet  per  capita.  Application  of  the  standard 
of  0.40  square  feet  per  capita  to  both  the  city  and  the  county  is 
certainly  a  more  reasonable  standard. 

Rationale  for  this  approach  is  clear  when  it  is  realized  that,  as  the 
population  tables  show,  both  the  city  and  the  county  service  areas, 
and  problems,  are  predominantly  urban.

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There  is  some  danger  in  accepting  the  conclusions  offered  about 
floor  area  needed  as  final.  The  surveyors  have  lumped  the  area  needs 
into  totals.  Floor  area  requirements  must  be  related  to  the  t3^e  of 
building  needed — central  or  branch — to  the  service  program,  the 
collections,  and  the  population  to  be  served  at  that  point. 

A  great  deal  of  work  remains  to  be  done  by  the  library  staff  and 
planning  staffs  before  a  building  plan  can  be  devised,  but  the  data 
supplied  in  the  study  offers  a  good  start. 

The  final  section  of  this  report,  "Comparisons  of  Income  and 
Expenditures,"  shows  quite  clearly  the  basic  difference  between  the 
traditional  city  and  county  library,  and  illustrates  the  transitions 
taking  place  in  our  society  today. 

Money,  which  is  what  this  section  is  concerned  with,  means  sup- 
port. Traditionally,  cities  tended  to  support  their  libraries  at  a  higher 
level  than  counties  because  service  was  to  congregated  groups  of 
people  who  wanted  access  to  reading  rooms  and  reference  collections. 
It  was  in  our  cities  that  educational  and  cultural  facilities  first  devel- 
oped and  evolved  into  the  fine  institutions  that  can  be  found  in  this 
state  today. 

County  library  service  was  constructed  on  a  wider  base  and  at- 
tempted to  place  books  where  the  rural  population  lived.  Branches 
or  stations  appeared  in  postoffices  and  people's  homes  as  well  as  in 
small  towns.  This  pattern  served  effectively  while  the  population  was 
rural  and  scattered,  but  as  people  became  better  educated  and  more 
sophisticated  in  their  tastes  and  needs,  and  as  the  rural  population 
declined,  the  old  patterns  no  longer  served  people's  needs. 

Towns  became  cities,  and  urbanization  spread  out  into  the  fields. 
County  libraries  for  the  most  part  needed  to  urbanize  also,  but  the 
money  for  the  change  was  not  made  available.  This  is  apparent  in 
the  low  rate  of  support  given  to  the  Sacramento  County  library  as 
shown  in  the  operating  expenditures  in  relation  to  assessed  valuations. 
It  was  not  until  the  1960's  that  the  county  began  to  increase  its 
support. 

As  Ernst  &  Ernst  indicate,  the  low  per  capita  support  leaves  the 
county  library  not  only  below  the  median  for  libraries  in  California 
but  also  belov/  the  minimum  for  attaining  good  library  standards. 

In  summary  I  would  consider  this  study  pertinent  to  the  subject: 
possible  consolidation  of  the  Sacramento  public  libraries. 

The  staff  and  the  city  and  county  administrations  and  their  legis- 
lative bodies  are  moving  into  a  new  area  when  they  accept  the 
challenge  to  consolidate.  Clear  guidelines  are  needed  to  ease  the  pain 
of  change.  The  problems  outlined  are  realistic,  and  they  must: 

1.  Set  goals 

2.  Establish  a  time  table 

3.  Produce  a  sound,  useful  service  plan 
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4.  Implement  this  with  a  reorganized  staff  plan 

5.  Develop  the  necessary  building  plans  for  modern  service 

6.  Define  and  obtain  proper  financing. 

Personally,  I  think  this  study  would  have  been  more  useful  to  the 
library  staff  entrusted  with  using  it  had  it  been  more  directive;  and 
it  would  have  attained  its  third  objective — ''A  general  plan  to  move 
from  the  recommended  alternative  to  the  ideal  solution"  '^ — had  it 
been  so.

Between  the  eastern  border  of  Sacramento  County  and  the  shore 
of  Lake  Tahoe  on  the  Nevada  border  lies  the  heart  of  the  beautiful 
and  historically  important  Mother  Lode  country:  the  counties  of 
El  Dorado  and  Placer.  In  the  days  of  the  Gold  Rush,  people  were 
few  and  far  between,  and  Lake  Tahoe  was  a  wilderness  gem,  remote 
from  civilization.  Today  the  Lake  area  is  crowded,  and  only  the  rich 
can  afford  to  buy  property  in  the  surrounding  countryside.  The  Sac- 
ramento end  of  the  two  counties  is  rapidly  filling  with  bedroom 
communities  housing  workers  from  the  expanding  metropolitan  area 
of  the  Capitol.  Multi-lane  freeways  hurry  across  the  foothills  and 
through  the  forests;  and,  while  most  of  the  travelers  between  Sacra- 
mento and  Reno  keep  right  on  going,  a  certain  number  of  them  stay 
to  become  residents  of  one  county  or  the  other,  and,  therefore,  con- 
sumers of  the  public  services  supplied  by  the  local  governments. 

As  the  population  of  the  counties  grows,  the  new  residents  tend 
to  demand  urban  services  where  rural  services  were  sufficient  before. 
Libraries  feel  the  effect  of  this  kind  of  growth  immediately,  and  are 
often  inadequately  prepared  to  meet  the  demands. 

Five  separate  public  libraries,  with  a  total  of  25  outlets,  exist  in 
the  3,177  square  miles  comprising  El  Dorado  and  Placer  Counties, 
and  serve  a  population  estimated,  in  July  1965,  of  113,000.  Under 
the  terms  of  the  1963  Public  Library  Development  Act  the  five 
libraries  could  establish  a  system  that  would  enable  them  to  provide 
far  better  library  service  together  than  any  one  of  them  could  hope 
to  do  separately.  Accordingly,  they  applied  for  and  were  awarded  a 
planning  grant. 

Griff enhagen-Kroeger,  Inc.,  Consultants  in  Public  Administration 
and  Finance,  were  engaged  by  the  five  libraries  as  planning  consult- 
ants for  the  proposed  Mother  Lode  Library  System.  The  firm  pub- 
lished its  study  in  March,  1964,  as  a  report  to  the  five  jurisdictions 
involved,  through  the  five  librarians.  The  handsome  report  includes

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an  introduction,  a  statement  of  the  scope  of  the  study,  a  summary, 
and  a  bibhography,  in  addition  to  the  five  chapters  which  make  up 
the  main  body  of  the  work. 

Population  projections  made  by  the  firm  indicate  a  population  for 
the  two  counties  of  approximately  269,000  by  1985.  The  proposals 
for  the  system  are  based  on  these  figures.  A  20-year  projection  is  a 
good  working  basis  for  establishing  any  kind  of  public  service,  and 
is  an  indication  of  the  expert  knowledge  of  planning  techniques  which 
the  firm  undoubtedly  has. 

The  recommendations  in  the  study  are  essentially  concerned  with 
two  factors:  the  locations  and  character  of  the  service  outlets;  and 
the  organization  and  financial  structure  of  the  system.  The  first,  and 
longest,  chapter  summarizes  the  present  situation.  "Each  of  the  five 
participating  libraries,"  reads  the  beginning  statement,  "knows  its 
own  situation.  The  purpose  of  this  part  of  the  report  is  to  present  a 
consolidated  picture  of  the  total  facilities,  staff,  collections  and  circu- 
lation, and  financial  support  which  would  be  the  initial  assets  of  the 
new  system."  ^ 

Assuming  that  each  librarian  knows  the  situation  of  her  library 
is  undoubtedly  justified,  and  possibly,  because  of  the  geographical 
contiguity  of  the  libraries,  it  may  be  that  each  of  the  librarians  is 
somewhat  familiar  with  the  other  four  library  situations.  It  does  not, 
however,  seem  safe  to  assume  that  the  officials  of  the  five  govern- 
mental jurisdictions  involving  thoroughly  know  the  library  situation 
in  their  own  communities,  and  it  seems  unlikely  they  are  familiar 
with  the  other  four.  Reading  the  conscientiously  gathered  but  oddly 
assembled  data  on  "The  Present  Situation"  would  not,  unfortunately, 
present  a  consolidated  picture  to  the  partially  initiated  or  the  un- 
familiar. 

Where,  for  one  example,  is  Camino,  which  is  reported  to  have  one 
and  one-fourth  time  assistant,  costs  $1,226  a  year  to  operate,  circu- 
lates 3,626  books  annually,  and  is  open  nine  hours  a  week?  This 
information  about  the  branch  is  tabulated  on  page  6  of  the  report, 
but  it  is  necessary  to  turn  to  page  9  to  discover  that  Camino  operates 
in  "a  tiny  old  building  rented  for  $10.00  a  month  from  the  local 
lumber  company."  ^  The  description  there  reveals,  in  addition,  that 
although  "it  is  well  located  on  the  main  street,  on  a  corner,  it  is  so 
small  that  shelves  had  to  be  put  across  the  windows  for  some  of  the 
books."  ^  Left  unanswered  are   the  questions:    What  is   Camino's 
population?  How  tiny  is  a  "tiny  old  building"  and,  for  that  matter, 
I  how  old  is  it?  How  many  books  are  there  that  some  of  them  must  be 
]  shelved  across  the  windows?  Does  Camino  have  a  permanent  collec- 
\  tion  of  books  or  are  books  sent  out  from  the  county  library  head- 
I  quarters  in  Placerville  and  collected  again  at  regular  intervals?  We

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must  read  through  the  report  as  far  as  page  34  in  Chapter  III,  on 
"Proposed  Library  Service",  to  make  one  more  discovery  about  our 
sample  branch:  "Camino  is  within  easy  reach  of  a  main  library  at 
Placer ville."  ^  "We  now  know  approximately  where  it  is,  providing 
we  know  where  Placerville  is — no  maps  are  provided.  "This  outlet 
should  be  closed"  states  the  report^  Probably  it  should,  indeed,  be 
closed;  but  a  Supervisor  from  Camino's  supervisorial  district  would 
be  hard  pressed  to  answer  the  protests  of  irate  citizens  of  that  pre- 
sumably small  city  when  the  attempt  is  made  to  close  "our  library", 
if  he  had  only  Griffenhagen-Kroeger's  information  to  go  on. 

The  matter  of  the  Camino  outlet  of  the  El  Dorado  County  Library 
plays,  of  course,  a  very  small  part  in  the  proposed  formation  of  the 
library  system.  The  point  is  that  in  all  the  report  there  is  not  one 
chart  to  show  comparative  services  provided  by  the  various  county 
and  city  outlets  in  relation  to  the  population  served  by  each  outlet 
or  comparative  costs  of  operation  in  relation  to  use,  physical  size  of 
the  facilities,  or  book  collection  available  through  the  outlet.  There 
is  no  map  to  show  present  location  of  outlets  as  compared  to  recom- 
mended location.  The  population  projections  would  have  had  more 
meaning  if  they  could  have  been  shown  on  a  map.  The  report  recom- 
mends three  bookmobiles,  but  it  is  not  made  clear  why  this  number 
was  selected,  or  where  they  would  go.  Some  proposal  for  their  routes 
could  surely  have  been  plotted  on  an  outline  map  to  give  officials  and 
interested  residents  a  better  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  proposed  service. 

"Having  estimated  the  population  to  be  served,"  Chapter  III  be- 
gins, "the  next  step  is  to  define  standards  and  criteria  to  be  applied  in 
developing  a  coordinated  plan  of  library  services."  ^  The  study  group 
seems  to  have  felt  less  at  home  in  this  field  than  in  the  population 
projection  business.  As  a  result,  standards  and  criteria  are  handled 
gingerly,  and,  for  the  most  part,  the  recommendations  are  rather 
vague  generalities,  such  as  "The  administrator  needs  at  least  one, 
possibly  two,  professional  assistants  to  supervise  the  outlets  and  to 
train  and  supervise  the  staff."  ^  One  more  curious  statement  reads: 
"There  are  published  standards  and  averages  relating  to  population 
and  other  criteria.  We  regard  these  as  arbitrary  and  unrealistic. 
Staffing  has  to  be  related  to  quality  of  service,  library  usage,  geo- 
graphic dispersal  of  facilities  and  other  factors."  ^^  Which  comes  first, 
quality  of  service  and  library  usage,  or  provision  of  staff?  Published 
standards  in  general  are  commented  upon:  "Most  of  this  material  has 
been  prepared  by  library  administrators  and  professionals,  earnestly 
seeking  to  up-grade  the  level  of  library  service.  In  the  end,  however, 
the  elected  officials  must  balance  these  generally  desirable  standards

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against  the  wishes  of  the  people  of  the  community,  who  by  their  use 
or  lack  of  use  of  the  library,  show  what  they  want  and  will  pay 
for."  ^^  Almost  any  librarian  would  argue  against  this  point  of  view. 
Lack  of  use  of  library  services  does  not  always  mean  that  people 
do  not  want  those  services  or  are  not  willing  to  pay  for  them.  It 
more  often  means  that  the  library  is  not  supplying  materials  and 
services  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community,  or  is  not  doing  an 
adequate  job  of  promotion. 

The  planners  went  into  some  detail  in  Chapter  IV  regarding  finan- 
cial arrangements  to  be  worked  out  for  system  operation  and,  in 
Chapter  V,  elaborated  on  the  proposed  organizational  structure  of 
the  system.  Here,  again,  however,  there  are  no  charts  to  show  rela- 
tionships between  jurisdictions,  governing  officials,  and  staff. 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  exactly  why  a  sort  of  superstructure 
with  a  headquarters  specifically  precluded  from  offering  public  service 
should  be  considered  desirable  for  a  proposed  system  of  this  size,  but 
this  is  what  the  report  recommends.  It  is  true  that  some  county 
library  systems  in  the  state  have  headquarters  which  do  not  offer 
public  service,  but  they  are  in  places  where  a  city  library  operating 
separately  from  the  county  library  exists  so  that  no  additional  service 
from  the  county  library  headquarters  is  required  for  residents  of  the 
city.  It  would  seem  more  economical  to  use  the  largest  of  the  proposed 
system's  public  service  outlets  as  the  headquarters,  thus  eliminating 
duplication  of  some  facilities  and  of  some  staff. 

The  major  fallacy  in  the  proposals,  however,  is  the  assumption  that 
residents  and  governing  officials  of  the  area  to  be  served  by  the  system 
would  willingly  relinquish  their  authority  to  a  self-imposed  governing 
board  of  a  consolidated  library  system,  as  recommended  in  the  final 
chapter  of  the  report.  This  was,  of  course,  the  rock  on  which  the 
proposed  system  originally  foundered.  The  governing  boards  of  the 
libraries  decided  not  to  apply  for  an  establishment  grant  on  the  basis 
of  the  Griff enhagen-Kroeger  recommendations. 

It  speaks  well  for  both  librarians  and  governing  officials  that  they 
were  interested  enough  in  improving  library  service  in  the  region  to 
be  willing  to  try  again  for  a  workable  and  acceptable  plan.  Dorothy 
Sinclair  was  commissioned  to  prepare  a  critique  and  commentary 
on  the  Griffenhagen-Kroeger  report  and  to  make  additional  recom- 
mendations. Her  study  was  presented  to  the  librarians  and  officials 
in  September,  1964.  In  her  foreword  Miss  Sinclair  says,  "The  librar- 
ians of  the  five  libraries  had  felt  from  the  outset  that  a  librarian's 
professional  contribution  to  the  plans  would  be  highly  desirable.  A 
part  of  the  Planning  Grant  was  reserved  for  this  purpose,  and  I  was 
employed  to  make  the  study."  ^^  It  was  a  wise  choice.  Miss  Sinclair

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was  familiar  with  the  area  from  her  past  experience  as  Library 
Consultant  on  the  staff  of  the  California  State  Library,  and  in  that 
capacity  she  had  worked  with  the  librarians  of  the  cities  and  counties 
involved. 

Commenting  on  the  Griffenhagen-Kroeger  proposal  for  a  consoU- 
dated  system,  Miss  Sinclair  states  that  "There  can  be  little  doubt 
that,  on  paper  and  in  theory,  a  single  administration  is  more  efficient 
and  economical  than  a  cooperative  system.  Experience  has  generally 
shown,  however,  that  officials  and  communities  are  reluctant  to  make 
so  drastic  a  change,  to  give  up  familiar  (if  admittedly  imperfect) 
service  to  follow  an  unfamiliar,  untrod  path,  especially  when  deter- 
mination of  the  direction  in  which  the  path  is  to  lead  is  shared  with 
others.  It  is  no  surprise,  therefore,  to  find  that  three  of  the  partici- 
pating libraries,  or  the  governing  bodies  concerned,  have  hesitated 
to  accept  this  aspect  of  the  Griffenhagen-Kroeger  report's  recom- 
mendations. 

"If  the  present  critique  is  to  be  more  than  an  academic  exercise 
to  be  filed  away,  it  must  accept  the  decision  of  the  governing  bodies, 
and  build  on  the  realities  of  the  situation.  A  cooperative  library  system 
is  therefore  recommended,  not  as  an  interim  arrangement  pending  a 
consolidation,  but  as  a  beginning,  continuing,  developing  relationship 
whose  future  will  be  determined  by  the  experience  of  the  system  as 
it  functions — always  provided  that  its  development  is  compatible 
with  or  progressing  toward  accepted  professional  standards."  ^^ 

Miss  Sinclair's  recommendations  take  the  form  of  suggestions  for 
practical  ways  of  supplying  the  best  possible  library  services  to  the 
residents  of  the  two  counties  through  the  existing  libraries  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  and  the  regulations 
governing  grant  applications.  There  is  nothing  of  an  experimental 
nature  in  her  recommendations:  all  are  based  on  methods  and  pro- 
cedures which  have  been  followed  successfully  in  establishing  co- 
operative systems.  Her  proposed  method  of  disposing  of  one  major 
bete  noir  is  well-considered  and  practical.  In  the  introduction  to  the 
section  on  "Equalization  of  Service  Imbalance,"  Miss  Sinclair  says: 
"A  problem  that  sometimes  tends  to  impede  the  establishment  of 
cooperative  library  systems  is  the  fear  on  the  part  of  librarians  and 
officials  that  their  library  resources  will  be  so  heavily  drawn  upon 
by  nonresident  system  users  that  their  own  citizens'  service  will 
suffer.  .  .  .  This  concern  is  natural  and  right.  It  is  axiomatic  that 
the  establishment  of  a  Hbrary  system  should  result  in  improved 
library  service  to  all  users.  If  some  users  gain  while  others  suffer, 
there  is  something  wrong  with  the  system."  ^*  Miss  Sinclair  suggests 
compensation  in  the  form  of  books,  a  system-owned  resource  pool 
of  books.  In  addition.  Miss  Sinclair  suggests  that  certain  system- 
wide  services  of  participating  libraries  be  counted  as  contributions.

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This  well-conceived  outline  of  possible  adjustments  to  balance  services 
provided  by  the  various  libraries  is  concluded  with  this  statement: 
"While  it  is  manifestly  right  that  significant  imbalance  be  adjusted, 
minor  imbalance  is  almost  inevitable  and  should  be  allowed  to  exist 
without  undue  concern.  With  the  proposed  system  services  and  re- 
sources, every  library  and  every  user  will  benefit  far  beyond  any 
slight  expense  to  its  jurisdiction.  The  exact  computation  of  the  dollar 
value  of  each  library's  contributions  and  services,  as  against  its  gains, 
could  scarcely  be  undertaken  without  an  expenditure  of  time  and 
money  that  would  hurt  rather  than  help  the  system.  It  is  urged,  then, 
that  reasonable  efforts  toward  equalization  not  be  allowed  to  develop 
into  haggling  which  in  turn  leads  to  nonproductive  expense."  ^^  That 
should  be  memorized  by  every  librarian  working  toward  the  for- 
mation of  a  library  system! 

An  outline  of  other  system  services  additional  to  the  interavail- 
ability  of  materials,  a  suggested  organization  of  administration  and 
control,  and  a  summary  of  proposed  expenditures  makes  up  the  rest 
of  the  study,  along  with  two  short  chapters  commenting  on  the  Grif- 
fenhagen-Kroeger  report  and  on  possible  future  development  of  the 
system.  On  the  strength  of  Miss  Sinclair's  study  the  governing  officials 
of  the  five  libraries  in  the  two  counties  have  established  the  Mother 
Lode  Library  System. 

In  spite  of  the  shortcomings  of  the  Griffenhagen-Kroeger  report 
from  a  librarian's  standpoint,  and  the  lack  of  charts  and  maps  which 
hamper  use  of  the  report,  the  work  done  by  the  firm  on  population 
projections  for  the  area  is  of  great  value  to  the  officials  of  the  two 
counties  and  the  cities  concerned.  Miss  Sinclair  found  the  material 
very  helpful  and  so  will  others  working  with  the  system  in  the  next 
several  years. 

In  final  comment  on  the  Griffenhagen-Kroeger  report  I  feel  com- 
pelled to  quote  Alec  Guiness'  lovely  last  line  in  The  Lady  Killers: 
"It  was  a  good  plan,  and  it  would  have  worked  if  it  hadn't  been  for 
the  human  element."  Dorothy  Sinclair  took  the  human  element  into 
account  in  her  study.  That,  in  essence,  is  the  reason  for  the  failure 
of  the  one  and  the  success  of  the  other.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  issue  of  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES  is  devoted  to 
reports  of  progress  in  California  under  Title  II,  Construction,  of  the  federal 
Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  of  1964.  The  progress  is  encouraging,  as 
the  articles  which  follow  illustrate. 

At  the  time  this  issue  was  planned,  early  in  1966,  there  were  six  new  public 
library  buildings,  including  headquarters  and  branches,  regional  and  local,  already 
under  construction  with  the  assistance  of  Title  II  funds:  Mill  Valley  Public 
Library,  the  West  San  Gabriel  Valley  and  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Libraries  of  the 
Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library,  Santa  Clara  Public  Library,  Santa  Rosa- 
Sonoma  County  Free  Public  Library,  and  the  Calabazas  Branch,  San  Jose  Public 
Library.  The  head  librarians  of  the  library  jurisdictions  involved  were  invited  to 
contribute  individual  descriptions  of  each  of  those  projects;  each  has  done  so, 
and  those  descriptive  articles,  with  illustrations,  are  published  here. 

As  a  second  part  of  the  contents,  Florence  Biller,  Consultant  coordinator  for 
federal  fund  programs  in  the  California  State  Library,  has  reviewed  all  the  other 
Title  II  building  projects  which  have  been  approved  for  federal  fund  participation 
since  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  has  been  in  effect.  These  grants 
encumber  all  federal  fund  allocations  currently  available  to  California. 

It  is  planned  that  future  issues  of  NEWS  NOTES  will  carry  further  building 
progress  under  Title  II,  especially  if,  as  is  hoped,  the  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act  is  continued  and  funded  in  future  years. 

Illustrations  of  the  buildings  under  construction  and  of  some  of  the  projects 
which  were  not  yet,  early  in  1966,  in  the  building  stage  have  been  provided  by  the 
architects  of  the  projects  or  by  the  architects  and  librarians  cooperatively.

The  central  library  building  now  under  construction  in  Santa  Rosa 
will  house  the  merged  resources  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  one  of  the 
youngest  public  libraries  in  California.  The  Santa  Rosa  Free  Public 
Library  was  established  in  1884.  The  Santa  Rosa-Sonoma  County 
Free  Pubhc  Library  was  created  in  1965,  consolidating  the  older 
institution  with  the  Sonoma  County  Library  which  had  just  com- 
pleted its  twentieth  year.  Thus  the  building  will  serve  as  the  main 
library  for  a  city  of  42,000  people  and  thirteen  square  miles — des- 
tined to  grow  several  times  that  size  and  to  have  a  population  of 
100,000  within  15  to  20  years — and  as  the  central  library  for  the 
1,580  square  mile  county,  with  its  current  178,000  people  and  an- 
ticipated 300,000.  For  both  it  will  be  the  largest  public  service  outlet, 
reference  center,  and  administrative  and  service  headquarters.  It  is 
also  the  first  Type  I  reference  center  for  the  North  Bay  Cooperative 
Library  System.  Under  the  plan  of  service  of  the  system,  two  such 
centers  (the  other  in  Vallejo),  initially,  and  several  Type  II  centers 
will  provide  the  resources  and  reference  network  necessary  to  serve 
the  informational  needs  of  the  six-county  area.  Anticipating  the 
Martin  report,  this  feature  of  the  plan  corresponds  to  the  reader 
subject  centers  which  the  author  recommends,  supplemented  by 
smaller  centers  to  provide  greater  public  accessibility  throughout  the 
8,500  square  mile  area  of  the  system.  The  size  of  the  new  building 
in  Santa  Rosa  is  in  accord  with  Dr.  Martin's  proposed  formula.^ 

Counterbalancing  this  added  public  service  responsibility  is  the 
centralization  of  processing  activities  in  the  system's  headquarters. 
Thus,  no  space  is  allocated  in  the  local  building  to  general  acquisi- 
tion, cataloging,  and  processing  activities. 

Begun  September,  1965,  the  building  will  be  completed  in  Novem- 
ber or  December,  1966.  While  final  costs  are  not  as  yet  known,  the 
present  budget  for  the  building,  including  site  acquisition,  construc- 
tion, architectural  and  engineering  fees,  supervision,  furniture  and 
equipment,  landscaping  and  enrichment,  is  $1,680,000.  Of  this 
amount,  $1,213,713  has  been  provided  by  a  $1,250,000  bond  issue

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approved  by  the  citizens  of  Santa  Rosa  in  April,  1964,  with  an  over- 
whelming 84  percent  affirmative  vote.  (The  bond  issue  included 
funds  for  a  bookmobile  and  additional  books  for  the  new  building.) 
The  balance  is  funded  by  a  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act 
grant.  The  latter  made  possible  expansion  of  the  building  to  accommo- 
date the  countywide  extension  service,  installation  of  labor-saving 
conveyors,  and  enrichment  of  the  structure  with  integrated  works  of 
art. 

The  building  has  a  total  of  61,800  square  feet.  At  an  estimated  cost 
for  construction,  including  built-in  equipment,  of  $1,300,000,  the 
average  cost  per  square  foot  will  be  approximately  $21.  It  is  type  I, 
reinforced  masonry  construction,  in  accordance  with  building  code 
requirements. 

Total  book  capacity  of  the  building  is  330,000  volumes.  Seating 
capacity  is  310  in  the  library  proper,  plus  150  in  the  forum  room.

The  better  to  fulfill  its  role  as  the  main  library  outlet  for  the  city 
of  Santa  Rosa,  the  building  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  the  central 
business  district,  at  the  intersection  of  two  major  arterials.  These  in 
turn  connect  within  a  few  blocks  to  the  county's  chief  north-south  and 
east- west  highways.  With  public  parking  available  directly  across  the 
street  and  throughout  the  downtown  business  district,  the  library  is 
readily  accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  county. 

All  public-service  areas  are  on  the  street  level.  With  the  exception 
of  the  Dagny  Juell  Memorial  Boys  and  Girls  Library  and  the  forum 
room,  these  are  within  what  is  essentially  a  large,  T-shaped  room. 
The  leg  of  the  T  contains  the  circulation,  music,  art,  and  recreational 
reading  and  open-shelf  areas.  The  balance  consists  of  the  informa- 
tional reading  and  open-shelf  area,  within  which  is  the  reference 
desk  and  young  adult  collection.  Simplicity  of  arrangement  and  ease 
of  supervision  were  twin  goals.  Two  service  points,  the  circulation 
and  reference  desks,  command  all  public  service  areas,  including — 
through  a  glass  wall — the  children's  room.  The  latter,  of  course,  is 
staffed  during  normal  service  hours — 12  to  9  weekdays  and  9  to  6 
Saturdays — but  can  be  available  to  parents  at  other  times.  A  readers 
adviser's  desk  in  the  music-art-recreational  reading  areas  will  be 
manned  as  need  dictates  and  staff  size  permits. 

Books  are  shelved  in  units  based  upon  groupings  of  Dewey  Decimal 
numbers,  and  indicated  by  prominent  signs  over  each  shelf  section. 
Reference  books  and  periodicals,  except  for  the  most  general,  are 
placed  within  the  units.  Government  documents — the  library  is  a 
selective  depository  for  both  state  and  federal  publications — are 
largely  classified  with  books  or  treated  as  periodicals,  and  again

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shelved  in  the  appropriate  units.  The  music  area  will  contain  record- 
ings and  sheet  music  along  with  books,  periodicals,  and  pertinent 
bibliographic  tools,  while  prints  and  reproductions  will  be  an  added 
feature  of  the  art  area.  This  subject  arrangement  of  materials  serv- 
iced from  a  central  desk  offers  the  advantages  of  departmentalization 
without  the  attendant  staffing  problems. 

Bookstacks  are  laid  out  to  form  reading  alcoves  around  the  perim- 
eter of  the  main  reading  room  and  children's  library.  This  results  in 
greater  visibility  of  the  book  collection,  especially  appropriate  to  the 
unit  arrangement,  and  is  far  more  inviting  to  browsers  than  the  usual 
stack  rows.  The  alcoves  provide  a  desirable  contiguity  between 
shelves  and  reading  tables,  considerable  privacy  for  readers,  and  an 
effective  sound  baffle.  Most  alcoves  will  contain  four-place  reading 
tables  and  chairs,  although  some  variations  will  be  made  with  lounge 
furniture  and  specialized  equipment.  Space  is  provided  for  100,000 
volumes  on  this  floor,  considered  by  us  to  be  the  optimum  size  of  an 
open-shelf  collection. 

A  workroom  for  public  service-oriented  personnel  is  situated  at  the 
rear  center  of  this  floor.  Those  engaged  in  adult  services  are  grouped 
at  the  north  end  of  the  room  with  direct  access  to  the  reference  desk; 
staff  whose  work  is  connected  with  the  circulation  desk  and  children's 
room  are  at  the  south  end,  which  feeds  into  these  areas.  The  principal 
librarians  for  adult,  children's  and  young  adult,  and  central  services

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each  have  an  office  partitioned  from  the  room,  while  a  fourth  office 
houses  the  overdue  processes.  Other  personnel  are  provided  alcove 
work  stations  along  the  outside  wall.  Stairways  and  an  elevator  lead 
from  the  workroom  to  the  mezzanine  floor  directly  above  it,  and  to 
the  lower  floor  of  the  building. 

Semi-public  areas  are  located  on  the  mezzanine  floor,  with  public 
access  by  a  stairway  opposite  the  main  entrance  to  the  building.  They 
include  the  administrative  offices,  board  room  (which  doubles  as  a 
conference  room),  and  the  Sonoma  County  History  Room.  The  latter 
is  equipped  with  a  walk-in  vault. 

On  the  lower  floor  are  the  nonpublic  activities  and  closed  stacks, 
the  former  occupying  the  central  portion  and  the  latter  the  north 
and  south  wings.  The  major  part  of  the  central  section  is  devoted  to 
the  extension  department,  with  a  large  stack  area,  assembly  bins, 
and  work  stations,  including  an  office  for  the  principal  librarian  for 
extension  services.  Space  is  provided  here  for  service  to  shut-ins, 
expected  to  be  provided  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  and  a  pro- 
posed direct  mail  service  to  remote  rural  sections  of  the  county.  The 
mending  department,  display  work  area,  duplicating  room  and 
photographic  dark  roomi  are  the  other  technical  services  on  this  floor, 
along  with  the  staff  kitchen  and  lounge.  The  latter,  and  all  regular 
work  stations,  are  located  along  the  rear  of  the  building,  to  which 
a  sunken  courtyard  contributes  light  and  a  pleasant  view.

With  a  direct  circulation  expected  to  reach  three-quarters  of  a  mil- 
lion within  the  foreseeable  future,  and  the  necessity  of  serving  a  net- 
work of  regional  and  small  branches,  bookmobiles,  and  system  li- 
braries, the  expeditious  movement  of  books  becomes  a  major  concern. 
A  series  of  horizontal  and  vertical  conveyors  has  been  designed  to 
handle  materials  entering  and  leaving  the  building  and  traveling 
between  floors. 

A  movable  belt  on  the  surface  of  the  circulation  desk  similar  to 
those  used  at  supermarket  checkout  counters  will  speed  the  charging 
process.  Upon  discharge,  books  will  be  placed  on  a  stationary  belt 
running  below  the  surface  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  desk.  Tote 
boxes  specially  designed  to  display  the  book  spines  will  be  employed 
here.  When  filled,  the  boxes  will  be  fed  into  a  lift  which  will  take 
them  to  the  floor  below,  and  thence  along  a  gravity  belt.  From  this 
sorting  area,  emptied  boxes  will  travel  via  a  second  gravity  belt  and 
lift  back  to  the  circulation  desk  for  re-use. 

Other  lifts  will  deliver  materials  from  the  north  and  south  closed 
stack  areas  respectively  to  the  reference  desk  and  boys'  and  girls' 
library.  Combined  horizontal  and  vertical  conveyors  will  move  ship- 
ments from  the  loading  dock  at  street  level  in  the  rear  of  the  building, 
across  a  bridge  spanning  the  depressed  courtyard  and  down  to  the 
lower  floor,  and  from  this  area  up  and  out  to  the  loading  dock. 

Communication,  both  external  and  internal,  is  of  major  importance 
in  this  area  information  center.  It  will  be  possible  eventually  to  route 
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outside  telephone  calls  to  over  thirty  stations  throughout  the  building. 
In  addition,  telephone  jacks  are  being  built  into  the  main  card 
catalogs  and  between  pairs  of  alcoves  in  the  informational  reading 
and  open-shelf  area.  The  reference  librarian  will  then  be  able  to  take 
a  telephone  inquiry  with  him  to  the  catalog  or  appropriate  subject 
collection.  The  private  line  teletypewriter  connecting  the  library 
with  other  members  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System 
will  be  located  at  the  reference  desk,  as  will  a  future  TWX  machine. 
Space  and  conduit  are  also  being  provided  here  for  anticipated  fac- 
simile transmission  equipment. 

The  internal  telephone  system  will  link  together  all  work  stations 
and  areas  of  the  library.  A  paging  system  audible  in  public,  work, 
and  stack  areas  will  be  operated  through  the  telephone  instruments. 
A  four-station  intercom  will  be  employed  in  the  administrative  offices. 
Conduit  is  provided  for  closed  circuit  television  cameras  and  moni- 
tors, should  they  become  necessary  for  greater  supervision  of  the 
public  areas. 

The  heart  of  the  building's  audio-visual  system  will  be  a  sound- 
proof room  adjacent  to  the  forum  room.  It  will  serve  as  a  projection 
booth  for  the  forum  room;  a  control  room  for  routing  sound  from 
and  to  various  parts  of  the  building  and  for  testing  audio-visual  mate- 
rials; and  a  studio  for  the  broadcasting  or  taping  of  live  radio  and 
television  programs. 

Earphone  listening  facilities  for  discs  and  tapes  will  be  concen- 
trated in  the  music  area,  where  turntables  and  jacks  will  be  built 
into  comfortable  lounge  furniture.  This  area  looks  out  to  the  front 
garden  court,  providing  an  attractive  vista  for  listeners.  The  court 
itself  will  be  equipped  with  twin  speakers,  as  will  be  the  forum  room. 

A  speaker  in  the  boys'  and  girls'  library  will  pick  up  programs — 
notably  story  hours — from  the  forum  room.  In  addition,  the  children's 
room  will  have  its  own  playing-listening  facilities,  with  both  earphones 
and  speaker. 

The  structure  will  be  heated  and  cooled  by  an  air-conditioning  sys- 
tem with  many  unusual  features.  With  the  same  ducts  serving  both 
purposes,  heated  or  cooled  air  from  the  rest  of  the  building  will  be 
exhausted  through  the  closed  stack  wings,  conditioning  them  at  little 
extra  cost.  The  rather  unsightly  ceiling  vents  usually  employed  are 
replaced  by  narrow  slots  running  vertically  on  the  columns  housing 
the  ducts.  The  cooling  tower  is  located  at  the  rear  of  the  building 
where  it  is  more  easily  screened  from  view  than  it  would  be  on  the 
roof. 

Other  mechanical-electrical  equipment  in  the  building  includes  a 
gas-fired  incinerator  for  disposing  of  obsolete  materials;  a  grille  that 
rolls  down  to  screen  off  the  forum  room  and  public  lavatories  from 
the  rest  of  the  library  after  hours;  and  an  electric  eye  at  the  main 
entrance  to  count  the  number  of  library  users. 
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IV 

The  building  makes  maximum  use  of  the  55,000  square  foot  site, 
with  the  entrance  close  to  the  street  to  encourage  drop-in  use.  The 
dignity  of  a  public  building  is  achieved  not  through  extensive  set- 
back, but  by  its  placement  on  a  slight  pedestal.  Trees  will  be  planted 
on  the  pedestal  where  they  will  complement  the  building,  instead  of 
on  the  parking  strip.  Two  trees  already  on  the  site — a  towering  mag- 
nolia and  a  stunningly  beautiful  silver  variegated  box  elder — have 
been  retained  and  incorporated  into  the  landscaping.  The  former 
stands  at  the  entrance  to  the  building,  while  the  latter  graces  the  gar- 
den court.  This  court  is  formed  on  three  sides  by  the  building,  and  on, 
the  front  by  a  handsome  wall  constructed  of  stones  salvaged  from] 
the  old  Carnegie  building  which  stood  on  the  same  site. 

The  floor  and  sides  of  the  lower  level,  which  is  below  grade,  is1 
formed  of  poured  concrete  sealed  with  a  double  membrane.  The 
result  is  a  boat-like  foundation  which  "floats"  on  the  soil,  preventing 
differential  settlement. 

Above  grade,  the  building  is  constructed  of  reinforced  brick  which 
is  a  rich  flecked  brown  in  color,  exposed  inside  as  well  as  out.  The 
windows  are  of  warm  grey  glass.  The  door  and  window  frames  are 
gold-black  aluminum.  Huge  redwood  screens  of  almost  sculptural 
quality  protect  the  extensive  glass  areas  from  heat  and  glare. 

Interior  colors  have  been  chosen  to  complement  the  basic  construc- 
tion materials.  Warm  browns  and  a  butterscotch  gold  predominate. 
Accent  colors  are  provided  by  furniture  chosen  carefully  for  overall 
effect.  Oak  is  used  on  columns  and  built-in  desks  on  the  main  floor; 
redwood  strips  adorn  the  walls  of  the  mezzanine  rooms. 

All  items  of  furniture  have  been  specified  for  their  individual  qual- 
ities, without  regard  to  manufacturer  or  previous  use  in  libraries. 
An  exhaustive  investigation  of  available  lines  preceded  the  selection. 

The  most  successful  building  architecturally  can  be  further  en- 
hanced by  the  fine  arts.  As  a  desirable  standard  for  public  buildings, 
two  percent  of  the  construction  cost  has  been  budgeted  for  the  com- 
missioning of  works  of  top  quality  which  will  be  integral  parts  of  the 
whole.  These  will  include  clerestory  windows  of  stained  glass,  fash- 
ioned by  a  modern  epoxy  technique;  a  three-dimensional  mural  in 
the  boys'  and  girls'  library;  and  sculptured  redwood  fences  linking 
the  three  sections  of  stone  wall  at  the  garden  court. 

The  building  will  be  hospitable  to  art  in  all  respects.  Individual 
works  of  merit  will  be  displayed  from  time  to  time  in  appropriate 
spots.  The  forum  room  is  designed  to  double  as  an  exhibition  hall, 
and  is  equipped  with  movable  display  panels. 

That  this  library  will  be  beautiful  when  completed  is  already 
apparent  to  disinterested  viewers.  In  a  larger  sense,  it  will  be  beauti- 
ful to  the  extent  that  it  works ;  and  it  will  work  in  large  part  because 
it  will  be  esthetically — and  thus  intellectually — stimulating.

Mill  Valley  is  a  small  community  of  11,950  population  in  Marin 
County,  twelve  miles  from  San  Francisco  across  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge.  Educated,  aware,  articulate,  and  interested  in  civic  affairs, 
Mill  Valley  citizens  are  ardent  and  demanding  supporters  of  the  public 
library.  A  library  bond  issue  for  $325,000  was  passed  in  the  spring 
of  1964,  a  federal  construction  grant,  under  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act,  Title  II,  for  $123,112  was  approved  the  following 
spring  of  1965,  and  construction  on  a  new  building  began  June  28, 
1965.  Barring  unforeseen  delays,  the  old  Carnegie  building  will  close 
its  doors  as  a  library  for  the  last  time  sometime  in  July  1966. 

One  of  the  reasons  the  bond  campaign  was  successful  was  the  final 
choice  of  the  free  site  in  city-owned  Old  Mill  Park.  The  fact  that 
the  location  is  away  from  the  center  of  population  and  shopping  areas 
was  of  much  less  importance  to  the  town  than  the  magnificence  of 
the  redwood  trees  that  will  enhance  the  site  of  the  new  library. 
Redwood  trees  and  books  are  very  much  part  of  the  Mill  Valley 
essence. 

The  Library  Board  showed  prescience  in  selecting  Donn  Emmons 
of  Wurster,  Bernard!  and  Emmons  as  the  architect  charged  with  cre- 
ating a  functional  library  that  would  embody  the  spirit  and  style  of 
Mill  Valley. 

The  main  and  only  public  entrance  to  the  library  faces  north  and 
is  at  street  level.  To  the  south  and  east  the  ground  slopes  down  rather 
abruptly,  so,  in  order  to  avoid  taking  too  much  park  land  and  to  take 
advantage  of  the  slope,  it  was  decided  to  build  on  two  levels,  each 
floor  to  be  approximately  9,000  square  feet.  The  main  floor  at  street 
level  will  house  all  the  public  service  areas  except  the  Gallery  and 
small  meeting  room  on  the  lower  floor,  to  be  open  only  by  appoint- 
ment. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  is  made  of  concrete  with  exposed 
aggregate.  The  construction  method  was  tilt-up  walls  previously 
poured  at  the  site.  The  roof,  a  prominent  architectural  feature  of  the 
building,  is  steeply  pitched,  with  a  low,  wide  overhang,  and  is  cov- 
ered with  flat  shingles  of  clay  tile.  Four  dormer  windows  on  the  street

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side  break  the  1,966  foot  length  and  add  considerable  interest  to  the 
facade.  A  red  brick  walk  leads  from  the  street  to  the  door  and  through 
into  the  lobby  for  about  twelve  feet. 

It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  piece  of  sculpture  by  a  well- 
known  Mill  Valley  sculptor  on  the  brick  terrace  outside  near  the 
entrance. 

On  entering,  one  can  look  straight  across  the  full  width  of 
the  building,  fifty-five  feet,  and  see  a  huge  redwood  tree  just  beyond 
the  glass  doors  leading  out  to  the  open  deck,  at  that  point  high  above 
the  ground. 

The  building  is  rectangular  with  a  high  peaked  roof  twenty-seven 
feet  high  at  the  ridgepole.  The  roof,  which  slants  down  to  nine  feet 
at  the  sidewalls,  has  exposed  wood  decking,  dark  red,  with  rafters 
and  purlins  stained  dark  brown.  The  walls  are  concrete  painted  a 
very  pale  grey.  The  interior  walls  in  the  entrance  lobby,  the  circula- 
tion area,  and  the  children's  room  are  panelled  in  redwood.  The  Gal- 
lery, Board  Room  and  Staff  Room  also  have  redwood  paneling. 

Wide  windows  on  both  sides  of  the  adult  reading  room  extend 
from  the  floor  through  the  roof  where  the  dormers  afford  astonishing 
triangular  glimpses  of  sky  and  treetops.  At  the  east  end  of  the  room 
is  a  bay  window  that  rises  to  the  full  height  of  the  roof  to  show  the 
greenery  of  the  park.  A  corresponding  window  at  the  other  end  of 
the  building,  in  the  children's  room,  frames  Mt.  Tamalpais. 

Although  there  are  ample  windows  for  a  light  and  open  feeling 
there  is  still  enough  wall  space  for  fifty-eight  sections  of  shelving, 
and  additional  magazine  display  shelves.  The  stacks  are  placed  in 
four  groups  of  four  double-faced  ranges,  sixteen  ranges  in  all.  Each 
range  is  formed  of  five  three-foot  sections  on  five-foot  centers.  These 
are  metal  with  redwood  end  panels.  There  are  also  four  wood  free- 
standing stacks,  lower  in  height,  that  mark  off  various  areas. 

The  large  wood-burning  fireplace  on  the  south  wall  has  custom- 
designed  lounge  chairs  and  a  low  table  grouped  in  front  of  it.  The 
current  magazine  display  shelves,  with  storage  space  behind,  are  to 
the  right  when  facing  the  fireplace.  Glass  doors  lead  out  to  the  deck 
which  extends  along  the  middle  south  side  of  the  building.  An  open- 
ing had  to  be  provided  in  the  floor  of  the  deck  and  in  the  overhang 
of  the  roof  to  accommodate  a  large  redwood  tree.  Its  roots  also  had 
to  be  bridged  to  prevent  its  being  adversely  affected  by  the  founda- 
tion. The  deck  is  about  ten  feet  above  the  ground  and  has  a  sturdy 
wire  railing.  Heavy  wood  benches  will  be  left  out  on  it  all  year  'round. 

On  the  main  floor  there  will  be  seats  for  sixty  in  the  adult  section 
and  for  forty  in  the  children's  room.

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The  lower  floor,  which  could  not  have  been  completed  without 
federal  funds,  has  windows  along  the  south  side  at  ground  level. 
There  will  be  a  path  and  steps  coming  down  to  this  level  from  the 
west  end  of  the  building,  so  that  it  can  be  used  when  the  main  floor 
of  the  library  is  closed. 

The  Gallery  can  accommodate  fifty  to  sixty  seated  adults.  It  will 
have  a  built-in  screen  for  film  showings;  a  record  player  will  be 
available  for  concerts  or  group  study.  Folding  Knoll  chairs  are  to  be 
used  for  adults,  and  pillows,  covered  with  colorful  woven  fabric,  for 
children.  The  book  storage  area,  the  greater  part  of  the  lower  floor, 
can  be  closed  off  from  the  Gallery  and  Board  Room  when  they  are 
used  for  public  meetings.

While  the  population  of  Mill  Valley  within  the  city  taxing  area 
is  only  11,950  now,  and  the  twenty-year  projected  population,  20,000, 
the  number  of  people  who  may  use  the  library  is  considerably  larger 
because  the  library  is  a  member  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Li- 
brary System,  and  offers  free  access  to  all  residents  of  member  li- 
brary jurisdictions.  The  area  adjacent  to  Mill  Valley  is  a  part  of  the 
county  where  there  are  close  to  35,000  people  living  within  fifteen 
minutes  driving  distance  of  the  library.  Circulation  for  the  current 
year  will  probably  be  about  180,000;  for  the  following  year,  when 
we  expect  to  be  in  the  new  building,  240,000  circulation  is  estimated. 
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New  services  planned  for  the  new  building  include  story  hours  for 
children,  film  showings  for  both  adults  and  children,  art  and  hobby 
shows,  and  phonograph  record  concerts.  Meetings  of  up  to  60  per- 
sons may  be  held  in  the  Gallery,  and  up  to  15  or  20  may  be  accom- 
modated at  small  study  or  committee  meetings  in  the  Board  Room. 
We  have  a  phonograph  rental  collection  of  over  2,000  discs  which  can 
be  expanded  with  more  space.  With  additional  space  more  adequate 
pamphlet  material  can  be  acquired;  book  displays  can  be  featured; 
current  magazines  can  be  shown  so  borrowers  will  know  what  there 
is  and  can  use  it  easily.  The  new  library,  with  its  sunny  open  deck, 
its  cheerful  wood  fire,  its  high-ceilinged  reading  room,  will  provide  an 
environment  of  exceptional  charm.  The  staff  will  endeavor  to  supply 
a  warm  and  friendly  atmosphere,  combined  with  competent,  intelli- 
gent service. 

The  long-range  program  for  development  of  the  Mill  Valley  Public 
Library  is  based  on  continuing  membership  in  the  North  Bay  Co- 
operative Library  System,  with  the  purpose  of  providing  the  highest 
level  of  service  to  the  whole  community  as  may  be  possible  with 
funds  available.  The  North  Bay  System  is  endeavoring  to  come  up 
to  American  Library  Association  standards  for  systems,  and  the  Mill 
Valley  Library  will  play  its  part  in  this  effort.  As  a  "Type  B"  refer- 
ence center,  the  library  expects  to  improve  and  expand  its  reference 
collection  and  services,  once  it  is  housed  in  the  new  building,  so  that 
it  will  be  able  to  satisfy  the  growing  needs  of  the  community  or  find 
other  sources  that  can.  Because  no  one  library  can  meet  the  diverse 
needs  of  all  the  people,  Mill  Valley  expects  to  support  the  further 
development  of  the  North  Bay  System. 

In  its  new  quarters  the  library  will  be  able  to  fulfill  its  function 
in  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  much  more  satisfactorily;  it  will  be 
an  asset  to  the  system  as  well  as  to  the  City  of  Mill  Valley. 

Because  the  building  is  still  under  construction  it  is  impossible  to 
declare  what  the  total  effect  will  be,  but  all  signs  point  to  the  new 
library's  being  workable,  easily  maintained,  welcoming,  and  estheti- 
cally  exciting.

The  modern  concept  of  library  service  gained  acceptance  slowly  at 
first  in  Santa  Clara;  however,  in  the  short  span  of  the  past  ten  years, 
the  city  has  made  phenomenal  progress  in  library  development  and 
expansion  of  services. 

Between  1955  and  the  very  near  future,  the  city  will  have  built  two 
modern  libraries,  the  second  being  the  headquarters  building  now 
under  construction.  The  cost  of  this  building,  with  its  furnishings,  will 
be  slightly  over  one  million  dollars.  The  principal  sources  of  funds 
are  an  $800,000  bond  issue  passed  overwhelmingly  in  1959  for  a  new 
central  library,  and  $228,000  in  federal  funds  under  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act  of  1964,  Title  II,  Construction. 

Back  in  the  Summer  of  1963,  when  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees 
approved  the  Statement  of  Requirements,  no  one  could  have  foreseen 
the  drastic  changes  in  the  offing.  At  that  time,  the  only  unsolved  prob- 
lem for  Santa  Clara  Public  Library  seemed  to  be  the  need  for  replace- 
ment of  the  present  Gaylord  charge  system  with  equipment  that 
would  have  the  capacity  of  handling  a  million  transactions  and  would 
eliminate  carding. 

In  the  Spring  of  1964,  the  firm  of  the  world-famous  Edward  Durell 
Stone  was  retained  to  design  a  central  library  ".  .  .  of  quiet  dignity, 
possessing  distinctive  architectural  quality,  warmth,  and  friend- 
liness." And  again,  "All  activities  of  the  library  are  to  be  designed  to 
facilitate  the  use  of  resources — to  remove  barriers,  to  invite 
use.  .  .  ."  ^ 

Plans  were  approved  by  the  City  Council  in  the  Fall  of  1964.  How- 
ever, instead  of  proceeding  immediately  to  call  for  bids,  the  Council 
decided,  in  the  face  of  strong  citizen  opposition,  to  delay  construction 
in  order  to  apply  for  additional  funds  under  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act. 

At  this  time  the  library  was  working  out  plans  with  the  San  Jose 
Public  Library  for  establishing  an  inter-jurisdictional  library  system 
under  the  Public  Library  Development  Act.  The  San  Jose-Santa 
Clara  Municipal  Library  System  was  formed  and  approved  by  the 
State  Librarian  in  June  1965.  This  ensured,  of  course,  that  the  Santa 
Clara  Public  Library  could  qualify  for  federal  aid  for  construction, 
in  addition  to  gaining  many  other  benefits  from  the  system.

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Five  months  later  a  large  crowd  of  enthusiastic  patrons  gathered 
on  the  first  day  of  October  for  the  groundbreaking,  and  the  long- 
delayed  construction  was  at  last  underway.  The  anticipated  com- 
pletion is  set  for  September  1966. 

The  building  is  located  on  a  two  and  one-half-acre-site,  fronting 
Homestead  Road,  near  the  intersection  of  two  heavily  traveled  traffic 
arteries,  convenient  to  several  shopping  centers  and  to  several  public 
and  parochial  schools. 

The  structure,  a  fine  blend  of  the  modern  and  historical  (Santa 
Clara  traces  its  origin  to  the  early  Franciscan  mission)  is  of  concrete 
patterned  walls  and  concrete  slab  floor  poured  in  place. 

The  outstanding  architectural  feature  is  the  concrete  barreled- 
ceiling  reminiscent  of  the  vaulted  roof  in  the  local  Carmelite  Chapel, 
which  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  most  perfect  example  of  the 
Spanish  Renaissance  architecture  in  America. 

Natural  light  filters  into  each  module  (2  7  square  feet)  from  the 
vaulted  ceiling,  which  varies  from  nine  to  fourteen  feet.  At  night  the 
lighting  is  effective  and  unique. 

Eleven  four-feet  floor-to-ceiling  windows  look  out  onto  a  generous 
open  space,  dominated  by  a  handsome  fountain,  and  beyond  to  the 
busy  traffic  on  Homestead  Road. 

As  with  most  contemporary  library  buildings,  load-bearing  interior 
walls  have  been  kept  at  a  minimum  and  concentrated  on  the  periphery. 
The  only  floor-to-ceiling  partitions  (and  they  are  removable)  extend 
along  the  north  wall,  separating  the  public  service  areas  from  behind- 
the-scenes  activities,  i.e.,  receiving  and  shipping,  technical  processing, 
extension  and  staff  quarters. 

The  new  library  contains  five  times  the  floor  area  and  seven  and 
one-half  times  the  book  capacity  of  the  present  one.  All  public  serv- 
ices are  on  the  street  level.  The  total  usable  area  is  36,000  square  feet, 
including  a  partial  basement  of  9,000  square  feet.  The  total  book 
capacity  is  250,000  volumes,  half  of  which  will  be  in  closed  stacks  in 
the  basement.  The  seating  capacity  is  240,  not  including  125  provided 
in  the  multi-purpose  room. 

In  addition  to  the  general  enlargement  of  adult,  young  adult,  and 
juvenile  division  areas,  there  will  be  ample  room  for  three  areas  which 
are  now  particularly  cramped — administrative  offices,  technical  proc- 
essing, and  extension  services. 

There  will  also  be  facilities  which  are  now  completely  lacking,  such 
as  audio-visual,  meeting  room,  exhibit  space,  room  for  story  telling, 
and  a  garage  which  is  immediately  adjacent  to  the  extension  office 
and  large  enough  to  house  the  bookmobile. 

Entrance  to  the  library  is  on  the  east  from  a  parking  lot.  In  the 
lobby  are  located  the  public  conveniences — drinking  fountain,  public

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restrooms,  and  telephone.  The  multi-use  room  is  entered  from  the 
lobby,  and  is  a  self-contained  unit  which  can  be  used  after  library 
hours.  It  seats  approximately  125,  and  will  be  used  for  adult  cultural 
activities  as  well  as  for  children's  story  and  film  programs.  Art  ex- 
hibits will  be  featured  here.  It  is  equipped  with  folding  tables,  stack 
chairs,  and  a  pantry  for  light  refreshments.  Extensive  utilization  of 
the  room  is  planned. 

The  interior  of  the  library  combines  beauty  and  function.  The 
building  will  be  carpeted  throughout,  with  the  exception  of  rest-rooms. 
The  furniture  is  oiled  walnut.  The  consultant  services  of  E.  D.  Stone 
have  been  retained  to  advise  on  color  throughout  the  building,  and  in 
the  design  and  layout  of  furniture. 

To  the  left  of  the  entrance  is  the  circulation  and  registration  desk, 
backed  by  the  workroom  for  behind-the-scenes  activities.  The  admin- 
istrative offices  and  Board  room  are  located  adjacent  to  the  workroom. 

The  information  desk  is  conveniently  placed  between  the  circula- 
tion desk  and  the  card  catalog.  A  popular  reading  area  and  the  new 
books  are  shelved  near  the  front  for  patron  convenience.  The  adult 
lounge  and  browsing  area  and  some  200  current  periodicals  will 
occupy  the  south  end  of  the  room,  as  far  away  as  possible  from  the 
busy  desk  traffic.  Individual  carrels,  lounge  areas,  and  study  tables 
will  be  located  so  that  the  patron  is  provided  with  a  comfortable  spot 
to  browse  or  study  within  a  few  feet  of  all  open  shelves. 

Service  to  the  young  adult  is  conceived  as  a  bridge  to  the  total  col- 
lection and  has  been  placed  in  the  adult  area,  but  adjoining  the  chil- 
dren's rooms.  Shelved  here  will  be  vocational  material,  college 
catalogs,  and  some  3,000  titles  carefully  selected  to  help  fill  the  recre- 
ational and  emotional  needs  of  this  age.  Lounge  chairs  and  casual 
tables  create  an  informal  atmosphere  and  an  invitation  to  read  and 
browse. 

The  reference  desk  is  located  to  assist  patrons  using  the  catalog 
and  reference  materials,  as  well  as  provide  supervision  of  the  Cali- 
fornia and  Fine  Arts  area. 

The  limited  access  area,  located  in  back  of  the  reference  desk  and 
counter,  will  house  materials  that  are  heavily  used  and  must  be  kept 
under  control,  as  well  as  a  two-year  backfile  of  all  indexed  magazines. 

Our  new  building  will  feature  an  audio-visual  division :  three  listen- 
ing tables  with  headphone  sets,  seating  four  patrons  each.  This  area 
has  its  own  charging  desk  for  handling  films,  film  strips,  records  and 
other  materials,  if  necessary,  during  peak  hours.  Turntables  are  be- 
hind the  staff  desk  and  all  controls  are  a  staff  responsibility.  Phono- 
graph records  will  be  stored  in  counter-height  browser  bins. 

The  children's  room  will  have  a  separate  entrance,  and  its  own  staff 
and  charge  desk  to  serve  the  some  24,000  card-holders  under  fifteen 
years  of  age  who  borrow  in  excess  of  350,000  books  annually. 
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The  large  primary-grades  population  will  be  located  at  one  end  of 
the  room  near  the  entrance  and  in  close  proximity  to  the  desk  for 
supervision.  The  pre-teens  will  occupy  the  farthest  end,  adjacent  to 
the  young  adult  area,  and  separated,  but  not  isolated,  by  a  glass 
partition  based  on  counter-height  free-standing  book  shelves. 

The  book  capacity  of  this  room  is  12,000  volumes,  and  there  is  con- 
venient access  to  another  10,000  in  the  adjoining  bookmobile  collec- 
tion. Upholstered  benches,  throw  pillows,  study  and  lounge  chairs  will 
be  provided  for  70  children.  The  room  also  has  open  bins  at  the 
entrance  for  children's  paraphernalia,  an  office  workroom,  and  toilets. 

The  extension  division  is  conveniently  close  to  the  children's  room 
and  the  bookmobile  loading  dock.  It  will  provide  shelving  for  dupli- 
cate volumes,  bins  for  branch  book  deliveries  and  book  repair,  and 
a  21 -foot  work  counter  which  will  be  shared  by  the  bookmobile,  ref- 
erence, and  audio-visual  staff. 

A  complete  unit  for  technical  processing  was  planned,  including 
receiving  and  shipping;  however,  when  centralized  processing  for  the 
Tri-City  Cooperative  Library  System  (Sunnyvale  Public  Library 
joined  the  system  in  the  Spring  of  1966)  goes  into  effect,  this  area  may 
be  utilized  for  other  functions. 

Attractive  staff  quarters  are  provided  with  a  lounge  and  dining  area; 
a  kitchen  unit  which  includes  an  electric  stove,  oven,  refrigerator, 
sink,  and  garbage  disposal;  toilets;  personal  lockers;  and  a  "cot" 
room.  Parking  for  30  cars  and  an  outdoor  patio  complete  these 
quarters. 

Because  of  limited  funds,  the  basement  is  only  one-third  as  large  as 
recommended.  The  9,000  square  feet  space  will  accommodate  a  dis- 
play preparation  area  and  closed  stacks  for  approximately  150,000 
volumes,  including  back  files  of  periodicals.  For  convenience,  staff 
access  to  the  basement  is  by  three  stairways  in  the  adult,  juvenile,  and 
reference  area  workrooms,  and  by  a  freight  elevator  in  the  latter 
location. 

The  mechanical  equipment — heating,  ventilating,  and  air  condi- 
tioning— will  be  housed  in  an  annex  in  the  rear  of  the  building. 

Landscaping  architect,  E.  D.  Stone,  Jr.,  has  been  retained  to  design 
exciting  surroundings  for  the  library.  Although  the  355  x  536  foot 
plot  is  a  part  of  the  5 2 -acre  Central  Park,  the  landscaping  and  hand- 
some fountain  will  attract  attention  to  the  library  building. 

The  library  will  dominate  the  355  foot  frontage  on  Homestead 
Road. 

A  sizeable  buffer  on  the  north  will  separate  the  park  activities  from 
the  library  property.  The  architect  envisions  this  knoll  as  "Robin 
Hood  Dell,"  featuring  an  outdoor  court,  not  unlike  an  amphitheatre, 
to  be  used  for  storytelling,  children's  dramatizations,  and  other  pro- 
grams in  connection  with  the  proposed  Friday  family  evenings. 
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Santa  Clara  is  the  hub  of  the  Tri-City  Cooperative  Library  System 
and  as  such  reaches  beyond  its  own  boundaries  of  14  square  miles  to 
San  Jose  and  to  Sunnyvale. 

With  the  aid  of  the  federal  construction  funds,  Santa  Clara  Public 
Library  will  be  better  housed  and  equipped  to  provide  larger  facilities 
and  resources  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Tri-City  Cooperative  Library 
System. 

The  present  library  building  in  the  City  Plaza  will  be  retained  as 
a  branch.  It  will  serve  the  downtown  Mission  complex  primarily,  and 
will  continue  to  serve  San  Joseans  who  find  it  more  convenient  to  use 
this  facility. 

The  location  of  the  headquarters  library  on  Homestead  Road  will 
free  the  bookmobile  for  a  number  of  borderline  stops  between  Santa 
Clara  and  Sunnyvale. 

Not  all  the  help  toward  accelerating  improved  and  enlarged  library 
services  came  from  the  outside.  In  December  of  1965,  the  City  Coun- 
cil allocated  an  additional  $200,000  for  books  and  non-book  materials 
and  some  equipment  to  stock  the  new  library.  The  present  annual 
operational  budget  will  be  doubled  to  finance  the  added  facilities. 

The  additional  funds  will  provide  audio-visual  services  for  the  first 
time,  and  a  film  and  records  library.  They  will  also  be  used  to  sponsor 
community  cultural  and  educational  programs  for  adults  and  chil- 
dren and  to  provide  special  materials  and  services  to  the  disadvan- 
taged on  all  age  levels. 

It  is  expected  that  this  attractive,  easily  accessible  building  will 
result  in  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  use  of  the  library.

The  first  tangible  results  of  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act 
construction  aid  in  San  Jose  were  seen  on  December  8,  1965,  when 
work  began  on  the  Calabazas  Branch  Library.  Deriving  its  name 
from  the  surrounding  area,  Calabazas  is  located  on  Blaney  Avenue 
and  Rainbow  Drive  on  the  far  west  side  of  our  rapidly  expanding 
city.  It  is  adjacent  to  a  city  fire  station  and  across  the  street  from 
a  district  park.  Calabazas  is  scheduled  to  open  in  early  summer,  to 
serve  a  present  population  of  35,000  residents;  a  projected  popula- 
tion of  45,000-50,000.  Estimated  annual  circulation  will  be  about 
150,000,  and  eventually,  300,000  volumes  probably  will  be  circulated 
from  this  active  branch. 

Calabazas  Branch  is  being  locally  financed  by  the  1961  Library 
Bond  Fund,  general  obligation  bonds  voted  by  the  citizens  of  San 
Jose.  The  1961  Library  Bond  Fund  also  provided  funds  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  Main  Library  and  two  other  branch  libraries.  Hill- 
view  and  Seventrees.  Hill  view  was  begun  too  soon  to  qualify  for 
LSCA  aid.  It  opened  in  August,  1965.  However,  the  new  Main 
Library,  located  in  the  Kennedy  Fine  Arts  Center  in  downtown  San 
Jose,  and  Seventrees  Branch,  located  in  South  San  Jose,  have  been 
granted  Title  II  funds,  also.  Recently,  the  Berryessa  Branch  was 
approved  for  federal  participation. 

Approval  of  the  Calabazas  grant  was  received  July  21,  1965.  Pre- 
liminary and  final  plans  were  then  developed  and  reviewed,  and  a 
groundbreaking  ceremony  was  held  on  November  29,  1965.  The 
building  is  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  summer  of  1966.  Total 
cost  of  the  project  is  $152,000:  site  acquisition,  $8,000;  construction, 
$121,800  ($17.60  per  square  foot);  architect's  fees,  $8,200;  and 
initial  furnishings  and  equipment,  $14,500.  Federal  participation  is 
one  fourth  of  the  total  cost,  or  $38,125. 

Designed  by  Conrad  Stieber,  A. I. A.,  and  Associates  and  con- 
structed by  Anthony  G.  Satariano  Construction  Company,  Calabazas 
is  a  6,500  square  foot  contemporary  structure.  The  architecture  is 
compatible  with  two  other  existing  facilities,  the  fire  station  and  a  rec- 
reation building  at  the  park;  together  these  provide  the  citizens  of

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this  area  a  municipal  complex  of  buildings.  The  library  features  con- 
crete floor  slabs,  glu-lam  and  timber  beam  roof  system,  cedar  shake 
shingles,  wood  frame  walls  with  "V"  groove  rustic  resawn  redwood 
siding,  plate  glass  windows  with  aluminum  trim,  concrete  block  screen 
walls,  vinyl  asbestos  tile  floor  coverings,  a  forced  air  heating  and 
ventilating  system  and  fluorescent  lighting.  The  entry  area  will  feature 
slate  flooring  and  wall  display  material.  There  will  be  an  adult  read- 
ing area  of  2,400  square  feet,  1,600  square  feet  in  the  children's  read- 
ing area,  210  square  feet  for  general  working  space  and  160  square 
feet  for  storage.  Dark  walnut-grained  Thonet  furniture  will  be  used 
in  the  library  reading  areas.  Complementing  of  color  schemes  will  be 
achieved  through  the  use  of  lounge  furniture,  area  carpets  and  floor 
cushions.  There  will  be  maximum  seating  capacity  for  40  adults  and 
30  children.  Shelving  by  Ames  will  be  brown  metal  with  brushed  alu- 
minum bases.  The  branch  will  eventually  house  25,000  volumes. 

As  the  branch  of  a  large  city  library,  Calabazas  Branch  Library 
will  serve  as  a  local  community  library.  The  Calabazas  community 
is  composed  of  predominantly  young,  middle  to  middle-high  income 
families  occupying  single  dwellings.  The  average  education  level  is 
high  school  graduate  or  above,  demonstrating  the  necessity  for  library 
service.  Presently,  there  is  no  existing  library  building  adequate  to 
serve  the  public,  including  the  10  elementary  schools  and  the  two  high 
schools  in  the  immediate  area. 

The  branch  will  offer  adult  and  juvenile  services.  The  children's 
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Above,  and   across  the   facing   pages,  the  front  elevation,   Cala- 
bazas Branch  Library,  San  Jose  Public  Library. 
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program,  revolving  around  a  wide  selection  of  children's  books,  will 
include  a  variety  of  activities.  Preschool  and  school  age  story  hours 
will  be  offered  weekly.  A  regular  schedule  of  class  visits  to  the  library 
and  Librarian's  visits  to  the  schools,  and  a  summer  reading  program 
will  be  followed.  As  soon  as  economically  feasible,  the  branch  will 
have  a  fulltime  children's  librarian.  There  will  be  a  young  adult  col- 
lection. Adult  services  will  include  a  selection  of  fiction  and  non-fiction 
circulating  and  reference  materials,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  and  rec- 
ords. Reference  and  readers'  advisory  services  will  be  offered. 

As  a  branch  library  of  a  large  city  library,  Calabazas  will  con- 
tribute to  a  local  system  as  described  in  MASTER  PLAN  FOR 
PUBLIC  LIBRARIES  IN  CALIFORNIA  and  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
SERVICE  EQUAL  TO  THE  CHALLENGE  OF  CALIFORNIA. 
It  will  be  able  to  satisfy  the  majority  of  demands  made  upon  it  and 
will  have  rapid  and  reliable  access  to  larger  resources  from  the  central 
library  and  from  other  libraries  in  the  area.  Also,  with  the  establish- 
ment of  the  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale  Cooperative  Library 
System,  Calabazas  will  ultimately  contribute  to  a  regional  system. 

Thus,  the  first  of  many  LSCA  projects  in  San  Jose  is  underway. 
Since  San  Jose  Public  Library's  branch  building  program  has  ex- 
panded so  rapidly,  approximately  one  branch  is  constructed  every 
year.  With  such  an  extensive  and  financially  demanding  program, 
the  Library  has  been  most  fortunate  to  have  augmented  its  local  funds 
with  LSCA  funds  in  order  to  serve  the  public  adequately.

The  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Library  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Public 
Library  System  is  the  third  building  to  be  constructed  in  the  civic 
center  of  the  City  of  Montebello.  The  three  units  of  the  complex  were 
all  planned  and  designed  by  the  same  architect,  William  Allen,  A. LA., 
so  that  there  is  a  continuity  of  design  between  the  buildings  which 
preserves  aesthetic  integrity  and  provides  such  practical  advantages 
as  maximum  utilization  of  a  problem  site,  shared  parking  and  inte- 
grated landscaping. 

At  this  writing,  the  building  is  approximately  60  per  cent  complete. 
Necessarily,  some  references  to  design  and  construction  features  are 
in  the  future  tense. 

The  municipal  structures — a  new  city  hall  and  new  police  building 
— occupy  the  western  portion  of  the  civic  center  area.  The  Rio  Hondo 
Regional  Library  is  situated  on  a  gentle  slope  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  property.  The  main  entrance  faces  Beverly  Boulevard — nearly 
a  block  away — across  a  large,  landscaped  parking  development. 

With  41,022  gross  square  feet,  the  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Library  is 
the  largest  structure  ever  built  by  the  Los  Angeles  County  Library 
System.  It  has  a  number  of  design  features  that  are  unique  to  the 
system.  It  was  also  the  first  library  building  under  construction  in 
Los  Angeles  County — and  possibly  in  California — to  be  partially 
financed  by  a  federal  grant.  The  federal  funds  of  $202,017,  provided 
through  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  represent  twenty- 
five  per  cent  of  the  total  project  cost  eligible  for  participation.  The 
project  has  been  a  cooperative  endeavor  with  all  four  levels  of  govern- 
ment— city,  county,  state,  and  federal — participating  to  some  extent. 

Construction  commenced  officially  on  June  23,  1965  with  informal 
ground-breaking  ceremonies  at  which  local  officials  and  educators 
joined  with  interested  citizens  to  celebrate  the  event.  In  his  address, 
Supervisor  Ernest  E.  Debs,  whose  district  includes  most  of  the  geo- 
graphical territory  of  the  Rio  Hondo  Region,  predicted  that  the  new 
building  is  destined  "to  become  one  of  the  major  educational,  cultural 
and  recreational  centers  of  this  portion  of  Los  Angeles  County."  He 
added  that  his  examination  of  the  plans  had  convinced  him  that  the 
new  regional  facility  would  be  the  "showcase"  library  of  the  county 
system. 
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The  original  "project  program,"  prepared  by  Regional  Librarian 
Nellie  Frost  under  the  direction  of  County  Librarian  William  S. 
Geller,  called  for  a  building  of  25,000  square  feet.  Two  factors, 
however,  led  to  increasing  the  size  to  41,022  square  feet.  The  most 
immediate  was  the  site,  which  the  County  Library  had  purchased 
from  the  City  of  Montebello.  Engineering  studies  indicated  that  the 
most  feasible  planning  called  for  a  two  level  structure,  to  fully  utilize 
the  slope  of  the  site.  Experience  in  operating  three  new  Regional 
Libraries — Antelope  Valley  in  Lancaster,  Centinela  in  Hawthorne, 
and  East  San  Gabriel  Valley  in  West  Covina — had  also  convinced 
Mr.  Geller  that  adequate  regional  service  required  more  than  the 
25,000  square  feet  originally  specified. 

The  space  allocations  as  finally  approved  called  for  24,768  square 
feet  on  the  main  floor,  6,305  square  feet  of  basement  storage  and 
equipment  area,  and  9,823  square  feet  of  sheltered  basement  parking 
area. 

On  the  main  floor  area,  approximately  20,000  square  feet  are  as- 
signed directly  to  public  service.  The  balance  comprises  areas  needed 
for  the  "behind  the  scenes"  operations  for  both  local  and  regional 
services. 

Under  the  operational  modus  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Public 
Library  System,  each  regional  library  has  a  triple  responsibility.  The 
first  is  to  provide  the  primary  level  of  service  to  the  community  in 
which  it  is  located  and  its  environs.  The  second  is  to  serve  as  an 
administrative  and  logistics  headquarters  for  the  entire  region.  The 
third  function  is  to  serve  as  an  area-wide  reference  center.  For  all 
practical  purposes,  each  regional  library  is  the  headquarters  of  a  sys- 
tem and  the  Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library  is  a  system  of 
systems. 

The  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Library  will  serve  a  geographical  area  of 
about  36  square  miles  with  a  presently  estimated  population  of  258,- 
682.  This  is  expected  to  increase  to  340,000  in  20  years.  Included 
within  the  region  are  1 2  city  and  community  libraries  which  serve  the 
huge,  densely  populated  East  Los  Angeles  area  and  other  unincorpo- 
rated territories,  and  the  cities  of  Montebello,  Pico  Rivera  and  Bell 
Gardens. 

The  main  entrance  to  the  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Library  is  on  the 
south  side  of  the  building  either  from  the  parking  area  or  from  Mas- 
ser  Place,  which  deadends  at  the  library  property.  The  main  floor, 
on  the  second  level,  is  reached  either  by  ramp  or  by  stairway.  From 
the  entrance  lobby  a  vestibule  on  the  right  leads  to  the  meeting  room, 
which  has  a  seating  capacity  of  100.  This  arrangement  permits  use 
of  the  room  by  groups  when  public  service  areas  are  closed.  Entering

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the  Library  proper,  the  patron  will  find  the  children's  area  to  the  left, 
the  control  desk  almost  straight  ahead  and  the  adult  reading  room  and 
stack  areas  ahead  and  to  the  right. 

From  Beverly  Boulevard  the  building  is  dramatically  imposing, 
because  it  seems  to  command  the  civic  center  from  its  height  on  the 
slope  and,  as  well,  because  of  its  beauty.  A  solar  screen  wall  of  dec- 
orative masonry  units,  Mei  Ling  pattern,  extends  across  the  south 
exposure  of  the  building  on  either  side  of  the  entrance  portico.  The 
center  section  of  the  roof,  which  is  a  clerestory,  extends  over  the 
entry  way  to  form  the  portico.  These  elements,  along  with  the  four 
slender  concrete  columns,  give  a  majestic  height  to  the  building.  Ex- 
posed concrete  surfaces  behind  the  solar  screen  are  painted  chocolate 
to  match  similar  areas  on  the  other  civic  center  buildings.  The  large 
expanses  of  glass  at  the  main  entrance  are  tinted  grey.  On  either  side 
of  the  entrance  are  huge  Italian  glass  mosaic  murals  depicting  in 
general  symbols  the  principal  area  of  man's  knowledge.  A  decorative 
aluminum  grille,  anodized  a  golden  hue,  extends  across  the  lower 
level  of  the  structure.  The  entrance  to  the  underground  parking  at 
ground  level  is  to  the  right  of  the  pedestrian  ramps.  Sliding  grilles  are 
provided  for  the  entrance  to  the  basement  area.  Under-building  park- 
ing space  is  for  46  cars.  At  the  extreme  north  and  south  ends  of  the 
basement  levels  are  storage  areas,  and  rooms  for  electrical  and 
mechanical  equipment. 

Large  planters  are  located  ahead  on  the  main  entrance  and  along 
the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  buildings.  A  pedestrian  passageway 
extends  along  the  south,  east  and  west  sides  of  the  building  at  the 
main  level.  A  staff  entrance  is  provided  into  the  regional  work  area 
on  the  west  side  of  the  structure  from  the  passageway. 

The  landscaping  schedule  calls  for  a  wide  variety  of  trees,  shrubs 
and  groundcovers,  both  exotic  and  familiar,  and  15,500  square  feet 
of  lawn. 

The  building  has  reinforced  concrete  floor  slabs  supported  by  con- 
crete caissons  and  grade  beams,  reinforced  concrete  exterior  walls, 
interior  partitions  of  plaster  over  metal  studs,  steel  roof  framing,  steel 
decking  and  gravel  surfaced  built-up  roofing. 

Mechanical  features  include  year  'round  air  conditioning,  heating 
and  ventilating  systems,  a  lift  between  the  basement  and  main  level 
storage  areas,  acoustical  plaster  or  acoustical  tile  in  critical  areas, 
sound  insulation  in  toilet  rooms  walls,  and  drapes  on  the  south  wall 
windows. 

Site  development  on  the  project  includes  grading,  new  concrete 
walks,  retaining  wall,  headers,  asphaltic  concrete  paving  and  exterior 
parking  for  17  cars,  drainage,  planters,  landscaping,  sprinklers,  ex- 
terior lighting  and  extension  of  and  connection  to  existing  utilities. 

Interior  lighting  is  principally  of  the  fluorescent  type  with  a  mini- 
mum of  80  foot  candles  being  maintained  in  all  public  and  staff  use 
and  work  areas.  Exterior  lighting  and  floodlighting  for  special  effects 
to  integrate  the  lighting  with  architecture  will  be  incandescent. 
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The  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Library  is  the  first  in  the  county  system 
to  be  provided  w^ith  a  complete  sound  system  for  the  music  area  and 
the  meeting  room.  The  system  will  consist  of  compatible  components 
including  amplifiers,  microphone  and  stand,  enclosure  and  baffle,  turn- 
table and  pick-up  arm,  antenna,  wire  and  cable.  The  sound  system 
will  provide  a  means  for  playing  records  and  listening  at  four  separate 
turntables.  Each  turntable  vdll  have  two  listening  stations  with 
individual  volume  controls;  three  stations  will  be  monaural  and  one 
stereophonic.  A  four  speaker  circuit  will  be  installed  in  the  meeting 
room  with  an  off-on  switch  for  listening  to  music  or  use  of  the  ampli- 
fier locally  in  that  room.  Motion  picture  sound  will  be  played  through 
the  meeting  room  circuit.  The  stereo  turntable  and  amplifier  can  be 
lifted  out  of  the  listening  table  and  connected  in  the  speaker  circuit 
jack  in  the  meeting  room.  Six  sets  of  monaural  headphones  and  two 
sets  of  stereophonic  headphones  are  included.  Electrical  equipment 
will  also  include  a  television  antenna  system. 

The  meeting  room,  which  is  expected  to  have  heavy  use  by  local 
civic  and  community  organizations,  including  an  active  Friends  of  the 
Montebello  Library  group,  as  well  as  for  Library  sponsored  activities, 
is  provided  with  a  chair  storage  room  and  a  kitchen  for  the  prepara- 
tion and  serving  of  light  refreshments.  The  kitchen  will  be  equipped 
with  a  refrigerator  and  an  electrical  cooking  top. 

Floor  finish  throughout  the  building  will  be  vinyl  asbestos  tile. 
Exceptions  are  the  lobby,  with  terrazzo;  toilets  with  ceramic  tile 
wainscot,  and  exposed  concrete  areas  such  as  stairs  and  parking. 

Effective  sound  control  will  be  achieved  through  the  use  of  ceiling 
acoustical  tile  in  the  lobby,  vestibule,  meeting  room,  stack  areas,  main 
reading  room,  staff  room,  offices,  workrooms,  corridors,  children's 
reading  room  and  alcove.  The  most  critical  area,  the  control  desk 
and  vicinity,  will  have  acoustical  plaster  and  acoustic  domes  for  the 
ceiling. 

Most  exposed  interior  walls  throughout  the  building  will  be  painted 
gypsum  plaster,  except  for  toilets  which  will  have  ceramic  tile  wain- 
scot, and  the  meeting  room,  which  will  be  finished  with  a  vinyl  plastic 
wall  covering. 

All  windows  will  be  grey-tinted  plate  glass.  Those  on  the  south  of 
the  building  will  have  vertical  blinds  for  increased  light  and  sun 
control.  The  windows  in  the  meeting  room  will  also  have  light-proof 
and  flame  resistant  fiberglass  draperies  to  permit  daytime  showings 
of  movies  and  slides. 

The  regional  and  local  "behind-the-scenes"  operations  are  located 
within  the  northwest  quadrant  of  the  building  occupying  slightly  less 
than  20  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the  main  floor.  Included  are  the  local 
and  regional  workrooms,  offices,  staff  toilets  and  staff  room.  The  offices 
are  assigned  to  the  Regional  Librarian,  the  Regional  Reference  Li- 
brarian, the  Regional  Children's  Librarian,  and  the  librarian  in  charge 
of  local  service.  The  staff  room  is  furnished  with  tables,  chairs,  a 
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lounge,  and  a  kitchenette  unit  complete  with  sink,  garbage  disposal, 
cabinet,  stove  and  refrigerator. 

Warm,  but  muted  colors  will  predominate  throughout  the  interior 
of  the  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Library.  Color  conditioning  of  the  interior 
has  been  planned  to  help  establish  a  restful,  relaxing  atmosphere 
which  is  both  inviting  and  subduing  in  effect.  There  will  be  no  garish, 
glaring  or  clashing  colors.  Bright  accents  will  be  added  through  choice 
of  furnishings  and  some  of  the  construction  features,  for  example,  the 
golden  hued  anodized  metal  screen  creating  the  children's  alcove.

Typical  of  the  color  scheme  are  the  sand  walls  in  the  lobby,  dewkist 
and  grey  sand  in  the  vestibules.  The  north,  south  and  west  walls  of 
the  meeting  room  will  be  tumble  weed.  The  east  wall  will  be  Sung 
green,  while  the  drapes  along  the  south  wall  will  be  forest  green.  The 
kitchen  off  the  meeting  room  will  be  cloud  cream.  The  north  and  west 
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walls  in  the  main  reading  area  will  be  grey  sand  while  the  south  wall 
will  be  mushroom.  The  staff  room  will  be  mainly  cloud  cream  and  the 
offices  moonlight.  The  regional  workroom  walls  will  be  walnut  cream. 
The  children's  reading  room  will  have  grey  sand  on  the  north  wall, 
mushroom  on  the  south  and  east  wall  and — for  a  stronger  hue — 
salmon  rose  on  the  west.  The  foregoing  color  designations  are  from 
the  Plochere  Color  System. 

The  shelving  through  the  building  will  be  walnut  wood  framed, 
with  metal  shelves  and  plastic  end  panels  in  parchment  color.  The 
adult  and  children's  areas  will  feature  Thonet  study  tables,  apronless, 
with  suede  finish  formica  tops  in  modern  walnut  color.  The  chairs, 
also  from  Thonet,  will  have  upholstered  seats  and  backs  of  naugahyde 
in  curry  and  olive  green  colors.  Small  Knoll  chairs  of  white  plastic 
finish  on  steel  wire  with  upholstered  pads  in  curry  and  olive  green 
will  be  used  throughout  the  children's  room.  In  addition,  small  Knoll 
ottomans  in  curry  and  olive  green  will  be  used  in  the  Easy  Book  area. 
Lounge  areas  will  be  equipped  with  upholstered  three  seater  lounges 
and  armless  chairs  in  opal  white,  royal  blue  and  bronze  green  colors. 

Traditional  library  furniture  such  as  book  display  areas,  dictionary 
and  atlas  stands,  sloping  top  tables,  newspaper  racks,  index  and 
occasional  tables  as  well  as  desks  and  carrels  will  be  walnut  finished 
with  formica  tops  to  match.  Metal  file  cabinets  for  pamphlets,  prints 
and  other  materials  will  be  finished  to  match  walnut  furniture.  The 
meeting  room  will  be  provided  with  100  adult  Herman  Miller  fiber- 
glass reinforced  plastic  stacking  chairs  in  parchment,  seal  brown  and 
lemon  yellow  colors.  For  the  children  there  will  be  50  chairs  in  man- 
darin red  and  pearl  white. 

The  application  for  construction  monies  under  the  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  was  based  on  a  total  estimated  participating 
cost  of  $808,073,  including  $53,939  for  planning  and  architectural 
fees,  $652,885  for  construction  costs  and  $101,249  for  initial  equip- 
ment. The  application  excluded  a  total  of  $92,448.91  invested  in  the 
project  prior  to  June  30,  1964.  These  costs,  which  were  ineligible  for 
federal  participation,  included  land  purchase,  $57,795;  appraisal 
services,  $1,500;  foundation  investigation,  $950;  site  development, 
$20,210.62  and  engineering  services  $11,993.29. 

Therefore,  the  total  estimated  cost  was  $900,521.91.  The  actual 
amount  expended  will  not  be  known  until  the  final  audit.  However, 
since  the  low  bid  on  the  project  was  $691,000  or  $38,115  above  the 
estimated  cost  of  construction  it  is  possible  that  the  final  total  cost 
will  approach  $938,000. 

All  financing  of  the  project  other  than  the  federal  funds  has  been 
provided  out  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Library's  Accumulative  Capi- 
tal Outlay  Fund. 

Although  the  contract  construction  time  was  designated  as  300  cal- 
endar days,  the  project  was  delayed  within  a  few  days  of  the  ground- 
breaking for  32  calendar  days  because  of  a  strike  by  heavy  equipment 
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operators.  Subsequently  time  extensions  of  39  days  because  of  rain 
and  13  days  because  of  change  orders  have  been  granted  to  the  con- 
tractor, Enco  Construction  Company.  It  is  now  anticipated  that  the 
project  may  be  completed  by  September  1,  1966. 

The  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Library  was  specifically  designed  to  em- 
phasize convenience,  comfort  and  safety  for  both  staff  and  public 
and  at  the  same  time  to  be  economical  to  operate  and  maintain. 

Shelving  and  stacks  will  be  provided  for  a  collection  of  100,000 
books  in  the  public  service  area.  Total  collection  will  reach  150,000 
volumes  ultimately.  Specific  areas  will  be  designed  for  art,  music, 
reference,  fiction,  non-fiction,  young  adults,  children's  books,  records 
and  periodicals.  It  is  planned  to  provide  a  strong  collection  of  about 
5,000  books  in  foreign  languages,  principally  Spanish,  as  the  Rio 
Hondo  Region  includes  a  large  number  of  persons  whose  native  tongue 
is  other  than  English.  The  reference  collection  will  include  approxi- 
mately 3,000  volumes  when  the  building  is  opened.  Initially,  the 
periodical  collection  will  consist  of  about  275  titles,  which  will  be  in- 
creased ultimately  to  500. 

It  is  expected  that  circulation  of  books  the  first  year  will  be  approxi- 
mately 350,000  items  and  that  it  will  be  built  up  to  500,000  within 
three  years. 

Efforts  are  now  being  made  to  have  the  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Li- 
brary designated  as  a  selective  depository  of  federal  publications. 

When  the  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Library  is  placed  into  service  it 
will  provide  a  major  resource  for  both  the  local  community  and  the 
Regional  area — a  strong  service  of  which  all  levels  of  government  may 
justly  be  proud.

The  West  San  Gabriel  Valley  Regional  Library  of  the  Los  Angeles 
County  Public  Library  System  is  being  built  on  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  intersection  of  Valley  Boulevard  and  Muscatel  Avenue  in  the 
City  of  Rosemead.  The  project  is  the  second  regional  library  of  the 
system  to  qualify  for  a  federal  construction  grant  under  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act  of  1964.  It  will  be  the  fifth  new 
regional  library  to  be  placed  into  service  by  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Public  Library  System  since  1961. 

Subsequent  to  the  start  of  construction  of  the  library,  the  City  of 
Rosemead  determined  to  locate  its  city  hall  adjacent  to  the  new  build- 
ing on  property  to  the  east.  The  library,  therefore,  can  be  said  to  be 
the  nucleus  of  a  new  civic  center. 

The  federal  grant  of  $214,781  represents  twenty-five  percent  of  the 
total  project  eligible  for  participation.  The  application  for  federal 
monies  was  based  on  a  total  project  cost  of  $859,124  itemized  as  fol- 
lows: planning  and  achitect's  fees,  $56,312;  site  acquisition,  $89,976; 
construction  costs,  including  estimate,  $600,000  and  initial  equipment, 
$113,016. 

Expenditures  prior  to  June  30,  1964  and  ineligible  for  federal  par- 
ticipation totaled  $172,779.35  and  included  site  acquisition,  $136,- 
988.26;  appraisals,  $7,240;  soil  investigation,  $400;  court  costs  $60; 
engineering  services,  $11,655.56;  removal  and  disposal,  $3,554.88; 
architectural  fees,  $12,468.90  and  miscellaneous,  $411.75. 

All  local  financing  was  provided  out  of  the  Library's  Accumulative 
Capital  Outlay  fund,  which  is  raised  by  a  modest  tax  levy. 

The  cost  estimate  of  construction  was  based  on  the  schematic  plans. 
As  approved  in  final  form  the  cost  estimate  of  construction  only  had 
risen  to  $612,500 — or  $12,500  more  than  the  original  estimate. 

When  the  project  was  advertised  for  bids  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  August,  1965,  there  was  spirited  bidding  with  10  construc- 
tion firms  submitting  proposals.  The  low  bid,  submitted  by  Pacific 
West  Coast  Corporation,  was  $479,946.  This  figure  was  $132,554  or 
approximately  21.6  percent  below  the  architect's  final  estimate.  The

architect  attributed  this  exceptionally  favorable  bid  as  being  caused 
by  "a  drop-off  in  construction"  which  resulted  in  builders  being  anx- 
ious to  obtain  work  at  the  time,  and  to  "a  simplification  in  method 
of  construction  of  the  shell  of  the  building"  which  resulted  in  a 
greater  saving  than  was  originally  expected. 

The  application  for  federal  funds  as  approved  by  the  State  Library 
divided  the  project  into  two  phases,  since  a  portion  of  the  funds  came 
from  fiscal  1964/65  and  the  balance  from  1965/66.  The  Phase  I 
amount  was  $158,443. 

Architect  for  the  West  San  Gabriel  Valley  Regional  Library  is 
Maurice  H.  Fleishman,  A. LA.  He  also  was  the  architect  for  the  East 
San  Gabriel  Valley  Regional  Library,  which  was  opened  in  September, 
1961,  in  the  City  of  West  Covina  as  the  first  regional  library  in  the 
system. 

The  West  San  Gabriel  Valley  Regional  Library  contains  29,632 
square  feet,  including  a  basement  area  of  6,120  square  feet. 

At  this  writing  the  project  is  approximately  50  percent  completed 
and  some  references  to  construction  features  will  necessarily  be  in  the 
future  tense.  The  contract  time  for  the  construction  period  is  270 
calendar  days.  Work  began  the  latter  part  of  October,  1965,  with 
informal  groundbreaking  ceremonies  at  which  local  civic  leaders 
joined  Supervisor  Frank  G.  Bonelli  and  Congressman  George  Brown 
at  the  site.  The  present  estimated  completion  date  is  September  1, 
1966. 

The  West  San  Gabriel  Valley  Regional  Library  was  planned  and 
designed  to  serve  as  the  administrative  and  logistics  headquarters  of 
a  local  system  of  twelve  city  and  community  libraries  included  within 
the  county  system.  When  placed  into  operation  it  will  have  three 
functions,  i.e.,  to  provide  primary  local  public  service  to  the  people  of 
Rosemead  and  its  environs,  to  give  "back  up"  services  to  all  outlets 
within  the  Region  and  to  serve  as  an  area  reference  center. 

The  West  San  Gabriel  Valley  Region  embraces  approximately  52 
square  miles,  containing  a  population  currently  estimated  at  nearly 
275,000,  and  anticipated  to  increase  to  343,900  by  1975,  to  402,240 
by  1985. 

Exterior  finish  of  the  building  is  of  buff  colored  face  brick,  velour 
texture,  laid  in  a  stack  bond  pattern  with  recessed  grooves  between 
stacks. 

The  main  entry  to  the  building  is  from  Valley  Boulevard.  The 
entrance  portico  is  formed  by  a  frieze  of  concrete  panels  between 
columns,  faced  with  marble  and  aggregate  panels,  with  recessed  glass 
walls  and  doors  providing  an  inviting  view  of  the  interior. 

The  south  entrance  to  the  building  provides  convenient  access  from 
the  landscaped  parking  lot,  which  extends  south  to  Steele  Street.  Ad- 
ditional parking  is  located  east  of  the  structure  to  provide  space  for 
a  total  of  103  automobiles.  Adult  areas  are  on  either  side  of  the 
entrance  lobby.  These  include  popular  collection  browsing,  music  and

art,  stacks  and  reading  areas.  The  circulation  desk  is  in  almost  the 
exact  center  of  the  building  in  line  with  both  entrances. 

The  southeast  quadrant  of  the  building  is  occupied  by  offices  and 
workrooms.  Office  space  for  the  Regional  Librarian,  the  Regional  Ref- 
erence Librarian  and  the  Regional  Children's  Librarian  are  along  the 
east  wall  and  face  into  the  Regional  workroom  area. 

Office  for  the  local  librarian  faces  into  the  local  workroom  area, 
which  is  located  just  behind  the  circulation  desk.  Also  included  in  the 
southeast  area  of  the  building  are  staff  and  public  restrooms,  a  staff 
room  and  patio,  a  lift  between  the  basement  and  the  main  floor  stor- 
age areas.

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The  basement  area  includes  rooms  for  mechanical  and  electrical 
equipment,  bookstacks,  and  additional  work  space.  The  basement  is 
reached  by  stairs  from  either  the  regional  work  area  or  the  local  serv- 
ice area. 

The  meeting  room,  which  has  a  seating  capacity  of  100,  occupies 
the  southwest  portion  of  the  building.  It  may  be  entered  either  from 
a  vestibule  off  the  south  entrance  to  the  building  or  from  its  own 
separate  door  which  leads  directly  to  the  parking  area.  This  arrange- 
ment permits  use  of  the  room  by  groups  when  the  public  service  areas 
of  the  library  are  closed. 

The  building  will  be  air-conditioned  throughout  and  an  automatic 
fire  sprinkling  system  will  be  installed  in  basement  storage  areas  and 
over  the  book  return  on  the  main  floor.  All  ceilings  in  critical  sound 
areas  will  have  acoustic  tile.  Floors  throughout  the  building  in  staff 
and  public  use  areas  will  be  vinyl  asbestos  tile,  except  in  restrooms, 
which  will  have  ceramic  tile. 

Interior  wall  finishes  will  include  face  brick,  common  brick,  ply- 
wood paneling,  cork  paneling,  and  painted  plaster.  Restrooms  will 
have  tile  wainscots.  The  color  schedules  have  been  worked  out  to 
harmonize  with  and  complement  the  large  areas  of  exposed  face  brick 
on  the  interior.  Plochere  System  color  designations  include  ivory 
white,  copper  bronze,  Rio  Grande,  chamois  yellow,  dusky  green,  sea 
mist  and  misty  green. 

Interior  lighting  will  be  principally  fluorescent,  particularly  in  pub- 
lic and  staff  areas.  Exterior  lights  will  include  floodlighting  and  mer- 
cury vapor  installations  for  the  parking  lot. 

Electrical  work  will  include  wiring  and  speaker  enclosures  for  a 
public  address  system  to  be  installed  in  the  future.  This  will  include 
a  circuit  in  the  meeting  room  to  provide  a  means  for  connecting  a 
portable  stereophonic  or  monaural  amplifier  in  one  end  of  the  room 
for  conferences  and  meetings  and  to  connect  a  sound  motion  picture 
projector  into  the  system  at  the  other  end  of  the  same  room  for 
showing  films.  There  will  also  be  a  television  antenna. 

To  provide  continuity  of  style  in  the  library's  furniture,  all  tables, 
carrels,  reading  tables,  index  tables,  occasional  pieces  and  traditional 
library  appurtenances  will  feature  a  Thonet  design  of  aluminum 
extruded  legs  with  modern  walnut  filler.  To  reduce  light  glare,  the  tops 
will  be  of  walnut  formica  with  a  suede  finish.  Reading  table  chairs, 
also  from  Thonet,  will  be  in  two  heights,  18  and  16  inches,  uphol- 
stered in  naugahyde,  colored  bronze  green,  palm  leaf  and  antique 
gold.  Lounge  chairs  in  the  adult  area  will  repeat  these  colors  on 
tubular  steel  frames  with  polished  chrome  plate  finish.  The  young 
adult  lounge  area,  the  browsing  area  and  the  Children's  room,  simi- 
larly, will  be  enhanced  by  Knoll  small-diamond  chairs.  The  frames, 
with  white  fused  plastic  finish  on  a  steel  rod  base  are  of  woven  steel 
wire  which  is  finished  in  polished  chrome.  These  chairs  are  uphol- 
stered on  the  inside  only,  in  naugahyde  colors  of  avocado,  mustard. 
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copper  and  olive.  Ottomans  in  the  easy  book  area  in  the  Children's 
room  will  be  a  Knoll  design  upholstered  in  mustard  and  avocado 
naugahyde. 

Placed  along  the  vv^alls  of  the  tw^o  entrance  lobbies  will  be  benches 
with  satin  chrome  legs  and  bronze  green,  palm  leaf  and  antique  gold 
upholstery.  Architectural  pottery  in  olive,  dark  green,  gold,  red  orange 
and  white  will  be  color  accents  in  the  inside  planter  immediately  to  the 
right  of  the  main  entrance  and  again,  in  the  smaller  entrance  from 
the  parking  lot.  Colorful  area  rugs  in  the  adult  lounge  and  children's 
easy  book  area  will  be  used  to  set  these  areas  apart.  Metal  file  cab- 
inets for  pamphlets,  prints  and  other  materials  will  be  in  a  walnut- 
colored  finish. 

The  Bellview  shelving  throughout  the  main  floor  of  the  building 
will  be  walnut  wood  framed,  with  metal  shelves  and  formica  end 
panels  in  putty  grey.  Wire  book  supports  wdll  match  the  metal  in 
color.  In  the  basement  storage  area,  Ames  Unicase  steel  shelving  in 
a  desert  sand  color  will  be  used. 

Equipment  for  the  meeting  room  will  include  a  portable  stage, 
folding  metal  tables  with  formica  tops,  Herman  Miller  stack  chairs 
of  reinforced  plastic  fiberglass  in  lemon  yellow,  parchment  and  orange- 
red  colors,  a  16  mm.  sound  Bell  and  Howell  Filmosound  Autoload 
Speciahst  projector  and  a  70  inch  by  70  inch  "White  Magic  Chemi- 
cote"  screen  with  glass-beaded  surface. 

The  library  was  fortunate  to  have  the  services  of  a  color  consultant 
from  the  County  Engineering  Department  and  an  interior  design 
consultant  to  assist  and  advise  in  planning  and  coordinating  these 
facilities. 

Kitchen  units,  complete  with  surface  burners,  ovens,  refrigerators, 
sinks,  garbage  disposals  and  countertops,  will  be  installed  in  the 
meeting  room  and  in  the  staff  room. 

Of  the  23,512  square  feet  on  the  main  floor  of  the  building,  approxi- 
mately 3,000  are  assigned  to  children's  services,  16,400  to  adult  serv- 
ices, and  the  balance  to  the  meeting  room  (approximately  900  square 
feet),  offices,  workrooms,  toilets  and  staff  areas. 

Seating  wdll  be  provided  for  135  adults  and  61  children  in  the  read- 
ing areas. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  building  will  be  opened  with  60,000  vol- 
umes, of  which  at  least  3,000  will  be  reference.  It  is  planned  to  in- 
crease the  collection  at  the  rate  of  8,000  volumes  net  annually  so 
that  by  the  end  of  10  years  the  collection  will  reach  140,000  volumes. 
The  anticipated  maximum  is  165,000  books,  of  which  100,000  will  be 
regional  in  nature.  Approximately  10,000  volumes  of  the  opening 
collection  will  be  children's  books. 

Expectations  are  that  the  reference  collection  will  be  increased 
rapidly  because  of  the  increasing  demands. 

Approximately  300  periodicals  will  be  received  initially  and  this 
will  increase  to  500  within  five  years.  As  a  further  step  in  increasing 
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the  depth  and  scope  of  the  total  collection,  active  efforts  are  being 
made  to  have  the  West  San  Gabriel  Valley  Regional  Library  desig- 
nated a  selective  federal  depository. 

Among  other  services  that  will  be  available  to  patrons  are  motion 
pictures,  records,  and  coin-operated  photocopy  machines. 

Exterior  site  construction  will  include  sidewalks  around  the  entire 
structure,  a  flagpole  near  the  main  entrance,  concrete  block  walls,  new 
curbs,  gutters  and  parkways,  planters  and  a  bicycle  rack. 

The  landscaping  schedule  calls  for  the  planting  of  about  60  trees, 
of  a  wide  variety  of  species,  shrubs  and  vines,  ground  covers,  and 
approximately  4,576  square  feet  of  lawn.  Planted  areas  will  be  irri- 
gated with  an  automatic  sprinkling  system.  Landscaping  will  include 
the  parking  development. 

Projected  circulation  estimates  indicated  350,000  books  being 
lent  out  the  first  year  of  operation,  increasing  to  an  annual  figure 
of  500,000  within  five  years. 

An  important  factor  in  the  future  development  of  service  will  be  the 
possible  establishment  of  cooperative  library  systems.  Although  it  is 
not  possible  to  predict  the  total  impact  of  this  possibility,  the  develop- 
ment of  systems  will  affect  all  facets  of  operations  and  services. 
Already  a  number  of  neighboring  jurisdictions  have  expressed  inter- 
est in  reciprocity  agreements.

California  State  Library 

A  new  program  instituted  in  1964-1965  under  the  federal  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  II,  Construction,  has  provided 
in  its  first  two  years  of  implementation  over  $5,000,000  for  public 
library  construction  in  California.  The  amounts  of  the  grants  made 
to  local  libraries  have  ranged  from  a  minimum  of  about  $30,000  to 
one  of  $1,000,000,  the  maximum  that  can  be  awarded  under  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Plan  for  Public  Library  Construction.  All  libraries 
receiving  grants  have  participated  in  library  systems  as  defined  by 
the  California  Public  Library  Development  Act. 

The  California  State  Plan  for  Public  Library  Construction  provides 
for  a  variety  of  priorities.  In  the  course  of  two  years  of  operation, 
grants  have  been  made  in  each  of  the  four  priorities  for  new  con- 
struction, and  three  grants  have  been  made  for  additions  to  existing 
buildings.  The  demand  for  construction  funds  in  California  has  been 
greater  than  the  funds  available  during  each  of  the  first  two  years 
of  the  program. 

The  first  priority  under  the  California  plan  is  for  two  or  more 
formerly  independent  libraries  which  consolidate  under  a  single 
administration.  A  grant  of  $736,712  was  made  to  the  City  of  Santa 
Rosa  for  the  construction  of  a  new  main  library  and  a  branch  library 
as  a  result  of  the  consolidation  of  the  Santa  Rosa  Public  Library  and 
the  Sonoma  County  Library.  The  total  cost  of  the  project  is  expected 
to  be  about  $2,000,000.  Detailed  information  about  the  main  library, 
which  is  nearing  completion,  is  carried  in  an  article  elsewhere  in  this 
issue  of  NNCL.  The  Northwest  Regional  Branch,  which  is  required 
as  a  result  of  the  consolidation  in  order  to  serve  the  people  formerly 
served  through  the  headquarters  of  the  county  library  in  the  north- 
western portion  of  Greater  Santa  Rosa,  including  an  unincorporated 
area  of  the  county,  is  still  in  the  preliminary  planning  stage.  The 
building  will  be  about  8,000  square  feet  and  serve  an  estimated  pop- 
ulation of  36,000  people.  The  Santa  Rosa-Sonoma  County  Public 
Library  is  a  member  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System. 

A  grant  of  $230,000  was  made  to  the  Hanford-Kings  County 
Library  under  the  second  priority  of  the  State  Plan,  two  or  more 
independent  libraries  which  cooperatively  share  the  same  building. 
The  City  of  Hanford  and  Kings  County,  as  a  result  of  careful  joint 
planning,  have  negotiated  an  agreement  which  establishes  a  co- 
ordinated library  program  to  be  provided  in  a  building  which  the  two 
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jurisdictions  are  planning  and  financing  jointly.  The  program  calls 
for  a  division  of  service  which  will  result  in  no  duplication  between 
the  two  library  administrations,  and  the  library  user  will  benefit 
by  having  complete  library  services  available  to  him  under  one  roof. 
At  the  present  time  the  two  libraries  occupy  four  scattered  buildings 
in  Hanford  which  are  too  crowded  to  provide  anything  but  limited 
reference  and  loan  services. 

The  new  building  will  be  approximately  24,400  square  feet.  The 
ground  floor  will  include  public  service  areas  and  work  and  office 
space;  the  mezzanine  will  have  office  space,  an  adult  reading  area, 
and  a  meeting  room.  Storage  space  will  be  provided  in  the  basement. 
The  total  cost  of  the  project  will  be  about  $700,000.  Construction 
was  expected  to  begin  in  late  summer,  and  completion  is  scheduled 
for  Fall  of  1967.

Both  the  Hanford  and  the  Kings  County  libraries  are  members  of 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System.  The  new  building  will  pro- 
vide direct  service  to  all  residents  of  the  System  area. 

The  third  priority  for  grants  under  the  California  State  Plan  for 
Public  Library  Construction  is  for  new  buildings  constructed  as  a 
headquarters  building  for  an  existing  library  system,  or  a  headquar- 
ters building  for  a  community  library  which  is  part  of  a  Hbrary 
system  as  defined  by  the  Public  Library  Development  Act.  In  the 
two  years  of  this  program,  eight  grants  have  been  made  in  this 
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priority.  Among  these  were  the  Mill  Valley  Public  Library  and  the 
Santa  Clara  City  Library  both  of  which  are  nearing  completion  and 
are  described  in  detailed  articles  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  In  addition, 
grants  for  headquarters  buildings  have  been  made  to  the  North  Bay 
Cooperative  Library  System,  San  Jose  Public  Library,  Carlsbad  City 
Library,  Altadena  Library  District,  San  Bernardino  County  Library, 
and  the  Vallejo  Public  Library. 

The  main  library  for  the  San  Jose  Public  Library  will  be  located 
in  the  new  Kennedy  Fine  Arts  Center  in  downtown  San  Jose.  It  will 
be  a  building  of  120,000  square  feet  constructed  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  almost  $3,000,000.  The  project's  total  cost  will  be  in  excess  of 
$4,000,000. 

The  present  main  library  of  the  San  Jose  Public  Library  is  housed  in 
an  old  United  States  Post  Office  building  constructed  in  1901.  This 
serves  as  the  main  library  for  a  population  of  over  300,000  at  the 
present  time,  and  it  is  projected  that  the  population  of  the  City  of 
San  Jose  alone  will  be  well  over  one  million  by  1985. 

The  new  building  is  planned  with  lower  and  upper  basement  floors 
and  four  floors  above  ground,  plus  a  penthouse.  It  will  allow  for 
subject  departmentalization  of  adult  services.  Easy  access  to  all  areas 
will  be  provided  through  well-spaced  elevators  and  escalators,  and 
good  communications  will  be  provided  by  a  public  address  system 
throughout  the  building,  a  pneumatic  tube  system  for  fast  service 
to  the  public,  and  teletype  service  for  rapid  reference  and  interlibrary 
loan  service.  The  building  is  also  being  planned  to  house  information 
retrieval  and  computer  equipment. 

Construction  of  the  new  main  library  is  expected  to  begin  early  in 
1967,  with  completion  of  the  building  scheduled  for  July,  1968.  This 
new  building  will  permit  the  expansion  of  the  system  services  of  the 
San  Jose/Santa  Clara/Sunnyvale  Cooperative  Library  System,  of 
which  the  San  Jose  Public  Library  is  a  member. 

A  grant  for  a  new  main  library  also  was  made  to  the  Carlsbad  City 
Library.  A  19,000-square-foot  building  will  be  constructed  in  the 
Civic  Center  which  is  centrally  located  in  Carlsbad.  Total  cost  of  the 
project  is  estimated  at  about  $425,000,  and  will  include  a  federal 
grant  of  $105,600.  The  structure  will  be  a  one-story  building  with 
mezzanine.  It  will  be  a  much-needed  replacement  for  the  present 
library  housing  which  includes  two  small  frame  buildings  (one 
formerly  a  house  and  the  other  a  church)  and  a  trailer.  Local  funds 
for  the  new  building  are  the  result  of  a  bond  issue  which  passed  by 
a  78  per  cent  majority.  Construction  on  this  building  will  begin  in 
the  Fall,  and  completion  is  scheduled  for  March,  1967. 

The  Carlsbad  City  Library  is  a  member  of  the  Serra  Library 
System.

NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIf^ORNlA  LIBRARIES

The  first  county  library  headquarters  building  for  which  a  grant 
has  been  made  is  for  the  San  Bernardino  County  Library.  A  building 
of  approximately  21,000  square  feet  will  be  constructed  to  be  used 
primarily  for  administrative,  distribution,  and  reference  purposes.  A 
limited  pubhc  service  area  will  be  provided  for  patrons  who  come  in 
to  use  the  reference  resources;  the  public  services  of  the  county 
library  are  provided  primarily  through  branches  and  bookmobiles. 

The  federal  grant  is  $110,641;  the  total  cost  of  the  project  is 
approximately  $330,000.  Construction  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  the 
Fall  of  1966  with  completion  expected  by  June,  1967. 
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The  San  Bernardino  County  Library  participates  in  a  multi-library 
system  with  the  Colton  Public  Library.  The  new  county  library  head- 
quarters building  will  provide  much  needed  space  for  system  ac- 
tivities. 

A  federal  grant  of  $250,000  was  made  to  the  Altadena  Library 
District  for  the  construction  of  a  new  main  library  which  will  have 
a  total  project  cost  of  about  $750,000.  The  proposed  building  will  be 
about  24,500  square  feet  designed  for  construction  on  a  slope  with 
public  services  and  a  multi-purpose  room  on  the  upper  level,  and 
workrooms  and  storage  space  on  the  lower  level. 

The  main  library  services  of  the  Altadena  Library  are  now  crowded 
into  about  4,000  square  feet  to  serve  a  population  of  over  40,000 
people. 

The  Altadena  Library  District  is  a  part  of  the  San  Gabriel  Valley 
Library  System,  recently  formed  under  the  Public  Library  Develop- 
ment Act  program. 

A  first  of  its  kind  in  the  State  will  be  the  headquarters  building 
for  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System.  A  federal  grant  of 
$37,227  has  been  made  toward  the  project  which  has  an  estimated 
total  cost  of  about  $149,000.  The  proposed  building  will  be  about 
4,000  square  feet  and  will  house  the  central  services  of  the  library 
system.  Since  public  services  will  not  be  given  from  the  building,  it 
is  planned  for  office  and  work  space  only. 

Construction  is  scheduled  to  begin  in  September  with  completion 
scheduled  for  January,  1967. 

The  Vallejo  Public  Library  has  been  granted  $900,000  subject  to 
the  availability  of  Federal  funds  for  the  fiscal  year  1966-1967,  since 
this  project  is  funded  from  Federal  allocations  for  two  fiscal  years, 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  main  library,  with  the  total  estimated 
cost  of  the  project  coming  to  $2,700,000.  The  building  will  be  90,000 
square  feet. 

The  Vallejo  Public  Library  is  a  member  of  the  North  Bay  Co- 
operative Library  System.  Of  particular  interest  is  the  financing  of 
this  project.  Local  funds  have  been  secured  by  having  the  building 
constructed  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  which  will  lease  it  to  the 
City  for  Library  purposes  on  a  lease-purchase  plan. 

The  large  number  of  applications  received  and  grants  awarded  for 
branch  buildings  for  libraries  participating  in  library  systems,  the 
fourth  priority  in  the  California  State  Plan  for  Library  Construction, 
points  up  the  pressing  need  for  new  facilities  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  burgeoning  population,  especially  in  the  metropolitan  areas, 
found  in  many  cases  where  little  if  any  population  could  be  found 
twenty  years  ago.  During  the  first  two  years  grants  were  made  for 
the  construction  of  12  branch  libraries  in  addition  to  the  Santa  Rosa- 
Sonoma  County  Public  Library,  Northwest  Regional  Branch  grant 
made  under  priority  one. 
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Two  regional  branch  library  projects  of  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Library  which  were  granted  federal  funds  are  described  in  detail 
elsewhere  in  this  issue.  In  addition  to  these  two  projects,  Los  Angeles 
County  has  received  grants  for  three  other  branches — the  East  Los 
Angeles  Branch,  the  Woodcrest  Branch,  and  the  Los  Cerritos  Re- 
gional Branch  Library. 

The  East  Los  Angeles  Branch,  which  is  currently  under  construc- 
tion and  scheduled  for  completion  in  the  Spring  of  1967,  will  be 
located  in  a  civic  center  complex  at  Third  Street  and  Fetterly 
Avenue.  The  building  will  be  15,000  square  feet,  with  an  estimated 
total  project  cost  of  $462,750  including  a  federal  grant  of  $154,250. 

It  will  be  entirely  on  one  floor  and  include  a  meeting  room.  When 
completed,  this  branch  will  replace  service  now  given  in  2,570  square 
feet.  The  population  served  is  predominantly  Spanish- American  and 
the  program  in  the  new  building  will  be  tailored  to  fit  the  needs  of 
this  bilingual  group  and  to  encourage  library  service  to  those  who 
may  be  economically  and  culturally  disadvantaged. 

The  Woodcrest  Branch  Library  will  be  built  at  Normandie  Avenue 
and  106th  Street  in  the  Centinela  Region  of  the  County  Library 
System.  It  will  be  a  one-story  building  of  7,500  square  feet,  built  at 
an  estimated  total  project  cost  of  $309,370,  including  a  federal  grant 
of  $103,123.  The  library  will  serve  about  30,000  people  in  an  area 
which  is  predominantly  residential,  with  portions  of  the  population 
being  economically  and  culturally  disadvantaged.  The  program  to 
this  area  will  be  greatly  expanded  when  the  new  building  replaces 
the  currently  used  structure  of  3,200  square  feet.  Construction  is 
expected  to  start  soon,  and  the  estimated  completion  date  is  June, 
1967. 

The  largest  of  the  five  federal  construction  grants  made  to  the 
Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library,  $459,711.33,  is  for  the  Los  Cer- 
ritos Regional  Branch  to  be  built  in  the  City  of  Norwalk  at  Imperial 
Highway  and  Volunteer  Avenue.  The  estimated  total  cost  of  this 
project  is  $1,379,134. 

The  building  will  be  39,000  square  feet.  It  will  provide  for  the 
administrative  and  distributive  services  of  the  Los  Cerritos  Region 
of  the  County  Library,  as  well  as  local  public  services  for  the  area. 
The  new  building  will  permit  the  development  of  an  area  reference 
and  research  center  for  this  entire  area.  The  Los  Cerritos  Region  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Count\/  Public  Library  is  one  of  the  three  members 
of  a  cooperative  library  system  estabHshed  under  the  Public  Library 
Development  Act  last  fiscal  year.  The  other  two  members  are  the 
Santa  Fe  Springs  City  Library  and  the  Whittier  Public  Library.  The 
addition  of  this  new  facility  will  permit  great  expansion  in  the  serv- 
ices of  the  entire  cooperative  system.

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Construction  of  this  building  is  scheduled  to  begin  early  next  year, 
with  completion  planned  for  January,  1968. 

Federal  grants  for  two  new  branch  libraries  have  been  made  in 
Contra  Costa  County ;  one  for  the  City  of  Pittsburg  and  the  other  for 
Antioch. 

A  grant  of  $51,666  was  made  for  the  construction  of  the  Pittsburg 
Branch,  which  has  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $206,666.  The  building 
will  be  7,500  square  feet  and  will  be  located  in  the  Pittsburg  Civic 
Center.  It  is  now  under  construction  and  is  scheduled  for  completion 
by  the  end  of  this  year. 

The  Antioch  Branch  will  be  an  11,000  square  foot  building  with  a 
total  project  cost  of  $346,739.  A  federal  grant  of  $86,685  was  made 
for  this  project.  The  building  will  serve  as  a  regional  branch  library 
headquarters  for  Region  three  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Library, 
and  as  the  main  library  for  the  City  of  Antioch.  Construction  is 
scheduled  to  start  this  Fall,  and  the  anticipated  completion  date  is 
January,  1967.

The  Contra  Costa  County  Library  is  a  part  of  the  East  Bay  Co- 
operative Library  System  which  also  includes  the  Alameda  Free 
(City)  Library,  the  Alameda  County  Library,  and  the  Richmond 
Public  Library. 

A  grant  of  $50,000  was  made  to  the  Fresno  County  Free  Library 
as  partial  financing  of  the  new  branch  library  now  under  construc- 
tion in  Sanger.  Total  cost  of  the  project  is  estimated  to  be  $200,000. 
The  branch  will  be  approximately  8,500  square  feet  in  size,  and  will 
be  located  in  an  area  which  will  become  a  part  of  the  Sanger  Civic 
Center.  The  building  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  by  March,  1967. 

The  Fresno  County  Free  Library  is  a  member  of  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  Library  System. 

In  addition  to  a  federal  grant  for  a  new  main  library,  the  City  of 
San  Jose  has  received  construction  grants  for  three  branch  libraries, 
the  Calabazas  Branch  which  is  now  under  construction  and  is 
described  in  detail  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  the  Seventrees  Branch,  and 
the  Berryessa  Branch. 

A  grant  of  $47,000  was  made  for  the  Seventrees  Brarich,  which  has 
an  estimated  total  project  cost  of  $188,000.  The  building,  which  will 
be  7,000  square  feet,  is  now  under  construction  and  completion  is 
expected  early  in  1967. 

The  Berryessa  Branch,  which  will  be  built  next  year,  will  have 
8,000  square  feet.  The  total  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $243,000, 
including  a  federal  grant  of  $81,000.

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In  addition  to  the  twenty-two  new  library  buildings  which  will  be 
built  in  California  with  the  federal  funds  allocated  to  this  State 
during  the  first  two  years  of  Title  II  of  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act,  three  grants  were  made  for  the  expansion  of  exist- 
ing buildings. 

A  grant  of  $114,000  was  awarded  to  the  Pasadena  Public  Library 
for  three  additions  to  the  main  library  building.  The  total  cost  of  the 
project  is  estimated  to  be  $342,000. 

A  reference  wing  of  about  5,000  square  feet  will  be  added  to  the 
existing  reference  area.  It  will  include  a  public  service  area  on  the 
first  floor  and  a  storage  area  for  reference  materials  and  work  space 
for  reference  personnel  in  the  basement. 

The  second  major  addition  will  be  a  wing  to  house  the  audio-visual 
materials  of  the  library,  and  will  permit  centralization  of  those  serv- 
ices for  the  first  time.  The  first  floor  will  be  for  public  service  and 
the  basement  will  provide  work  space  for  audio-visual  services,  and 
eventually  a  preview  room  and  expanded  audio-visual  services. 

The  third  addition  will  be  a  multi-purpose  room  adjacent  to  the 
children's  room.  It  will  be  used  primarily  for  children's  programs. 

The  Pasadena  Public  Library  is  a  member  of  the  San  Gabriel  Val- 
ley Library  System.  It  is  designated  as  the  reference  center  for  the 
system,  and  the  additions  and  improvements  made  possible  as  a 
result  of  the  construction  project  will  be  beneficial  to  the  entire 
system. 

Grants  for  additions  to  two  branch  libraries  were  made  to  the 
Ventura  County  and  City  Library,  one  for  the  Conejo  Branch  and 
the  other  for  the  Simi  Branch. 

The  Conejo  Branch  will  be  enlarged  by  adding  approximately 
3,000  square  feet  to  the  present  building.  A  federal  grant  of  $43,- 
909.50  has  been  made  for  this  project,  which  has  an  estimated  total 
cost  of  $131,728.50.  Construction  is  scheduled  for  completion  by 
December  31,  1966. 

A  grant  of  $31,944.25  has  been  made  for  the  Simi  Branch.  This 
branch  will  be  enlarged  by  adding  additions  totaling  2,325  square 
feet.  Total  cost  for  this  project  is  $95,832.75.  Work  on  this  branch 
is  also  expected  to  be  completed  by  December  3 1  of  this  year. 

The  Ventura  County  and  City  Library  is  a  member  of  the  Black

Therefore,  attendance  by  librarians  will  be  limited  to  those  whose  libraries  are 
represented  by  at  least  one  directly  responsible  governing  official,  trustee  or 
officially  appointed  member  of  an  advisory  committee.  It  will  not  be  necessary, 
however,  for  librarians  to  attend  in  order  for  a  trustee  or  official  representing  the 
same  library  to  be  present. 

It  is  hoped  all  who  attend  will  take  advantage  of  the  full  day's  program  and  make 
reservations  for  both  the  dinner  and  the  luncheon  meetings,  that  they  may  return 
to  their  home  comm.unities  with  a  comprehensive  report  on  the  workshops.

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OPENING  SESSION 

Mrs.  Jean  Smith,  President,  Trustees  Section,  California  Library 
Association,  presided  at  the  opening  session  of  each  workshop,  Los 
Angeles  and  San  Francisco. 

Mrs.  Smith: 

It  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  welcome  you  and  to  call 
this  meeting  to  order. 

As  you  know,  the  purpose  of  this  workshop  is  to  discuss 
modern  library  objectives  and  problems.  The  theme  of  the  w^ork- 
shop  is  ''Trustees  Meet  the  Challenge."  The  major  goal  of  the 
Trustee  Section  President  of  the  California  Library  Association 
is  cooperation  between  trustees  and  librarians. 

A  second  goal  is  to  strengthen  the  section  by  planning  with 
you  for  a  trustee  council  in  each  library  district  in  California. 
This  will  be  done  slowly  and  carefully,  and  with  trustees  and 
librarians  working  and  planning  together  we  will  achieve  Public 
Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California. 

At  each  workshop,  Mrs.  Smith  then  introduced  those  members  of 
the  1966  Trustees  Council  who  were  present,  and  the  speakers, 
guests,  and  representatives  of  the  sponsoring  organizations,  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Library  and  the  Trustees  Section,  California  Library 
Association,  who  were  seated  at  the  speakers  table.  Mrs.  Smith 
introduced  Mrs.  Carma  R.  Leigh,  State  Librarian,  who  presented 
the  opening  speech.

To  those  of  you  who  have  only  recently  accepted  direct  responsi- 
bility for  providing,  organizing,  and  supporting  the  growth  and  de- 
velopment of  library  services  in  your  community,  the  word  challenge 
may  not  evoke  the  same  mental  response  it  does  for  those  who  for 
many  years  have  been  actively  involved  in  the  problems  of  commu- 
nity, city,  county,  and  system  libraries. 

Challenge  is  a  word  which  has  appeared  over  and  over  in  the  theme 
of  workshops  and  conferences  for  trustees  and  other  responsible 
library  officials,  and  which  continues  to  appear  in  the  titles  of  hand- 
books and  other  materials  both  for  trustees  and  libraries.  I  promise 
you  that  if  you  should  try  to  count  the  number  of  times  you  will 
hear  it  today  you  will  lose  track  of  the  count. 

I  hope  the  impact  of  the  word  has  not  been  dulled  for  you  by 
its  repetition  and  over-use.  If  it  has,  I  hope  our  meetings  here  and 
our  discussions  will  re-sharpen  its  meaning. 

No  matter  how  we  interpret  the  word,  or  which  definition  we 
choose  to  use,  a  challenge  is  ''an  invitation  to  a  contest,  a  summons 
to  fight"  for  those  educational  services  and  materials  which  are 
vitally  important  to  our  libraries  if  they  are  to  meet  the  needs  of 
today's  and  tomorrow's  community.  Although  size  cannot  be  equated 
with  quality  and  serviceability  in  many  things,  the  public  library  is 
the  one  institution  which,  as  it  increases  in  quantities  of  materials 
and  services,  becomes  more  fully  attuned  to  the  infinitely  varied  and 
limitless  range  of  each  individual's  needs.

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If  you  (we)  do  not  meet  that  challenge  to  fight  consciously  for, 
not  cautiously  against,  our  libraries,  they  stand  in  real  danger  of 
becoming  quaint,  outmoded  institutions,  led  by  stereotypes,  in  a 
world  that  will  be  forced  (by  our  failure  to  meet  the  challenge)  to 
find  other,  more  dependable  means  of  satisfying  its  multiplying, 
essential  needs  for  accurate  facts,  reliable  information,  varied  opinion 
and  inspiring  works  of  Hterature,  for  all  ages. 

Challenge  suggests  competition,  and  we  who  have  accepted  re- 
sponsibility for  our  libraries  know  the  many  very  keen  competitions 
we  face.  There  is  the  competition  for  reader  time  presented  by  tele- 
vision, radio,  motion  pictures,  and  all  kinds  of  competitive  and 
spectator  sports.  Never  in  our  history  has  so  much  been  offered, 
often  more  attractively  than  libraries  with  their  present  poor  finan- 
cial support  can  offer  their  materials  and  services,  to  summon  the 
reader  from  his  books  and,  also,  to  prevent  the  young  from  ever 
becoming  readers. 

We  cannot  compete  with  the  mass  media  on  their  own  terms;  in 
my  opinion  we  should  not  attempt  to  do  so,  as  that  would  be  a  dissi- 
pation of  precious  resources  and  an  abdication  from  responsibility 
for  the  unique  function  and  role  of  the  good  library.  This  is  not  to 
say  we  do  not  desperately  need  to  improve  the  setting  and  the  manner 
in  which  library  services  and  materials  are  presented.  Too  many 
library  settings  are  dismal  and  dull. 

No  mass  medium  finds  it  possible,  because  it  is  not  profitable,  to 
supply  the  full  range  of  educational  materials  on  history,  current 
and  past,  science,  current  literature  and  the  best  of  the  past,  the 
many  sides  and  facets  of  debatable  public  questions,  and  the  limitless 
variety  of  private,  individual  interests.  These  are  only  part  of  the 
total  human  need  for  books,  periodicals,  documents,  pamphlets,  rec- 
ords, tapes,  films,  microfilms,  manuscripts  (to  mention  only  several 
of  the  forms  in  which  knowledge  is  recorded)  that  provide  the  full 
range  of  human  knowledge.  Neither  can  any  one  library  alone,  not 
even  our  largest,  supply  all  these.  Yet,  each  library  must  supply  the 
full  range,  or  else  it  fails  in  its  function.  This  paradox  of  inability 
coupled  with  the  necessity  to  overcome  that  inability  is  the  simple, 
inescapable  rationale  for  systems  of  libraries;  and  this  is  why,  in 
our  continuing  struggle  for  library  systems — interlibrary  cooperation 
in  practical,  working  terms — we  are  not,  as  some  have  said,  ten  or 
five  or  even  one  year  ahead  of  our  times.  Instead,  we  are  trailing 
far  behind  the  times.  We  as  trustees  and  other  library  officials  have 
a  trust  to  keep,  to  open  the  whole  world  of  human  knowledge  to 
every  library  user,  and  to  help  those  who  are  not  users  to  become 
so,  wherever  they  may  be  and  whatever  their  expressed  or  unspoken 
needs.  This  is  a  strong  challenge,  equal  to  the  best  efforts  of  the 
strongest  and  the  weakest  among  us. 
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California's  very  size,  plus  its  extraordinarity  high  percentage  of 
persons  of  all  ages  who  are  actively  continuing  their  lifelong  educa- 
tion, and  its  population  growth — the  population  figures  for  our  state 
are  exploding  beyond  the  comprehension  of  most  of  us — plus  the 
knowledge  explosion  that  has  come  in  response  to  swiftly  changing 
need;  all  these  challenge  trustees  to  fight  for  what  is  needed  in  the 
day-to-day,  and,  as  well,  long-range  library  services. 

California  libraries  are  not  receiving  their  fair  share,  nor  any 
amount  of  financial  support  that  approaches  what  is  really  needed. 
If  they  were,  libraries  would  have  greater  impact  on  the  daily  lives 
of  young  and  older  people.  They  would  be,  now,  the  most  valuable 
prime  tool  of  lifelong  education  they  must  become. 

Trustees  and  other  responsible  library  officials  have  a  trust  to  fight 
harder  to  meet  these  needs,  which  are  not  so  much  library  needs 
as  public  needs  for  full,  free,  and  equal  access  to  information,  un- 
restricted either  by  those  who,  for  whatever  motives,  do  not  wish 
others  to  have  this  equal  and  free  access  (or  think  such  access  un- 
important), or  by  the  unthinking  budget  cutter  who  is  unaware  of 
or  unwilling  to  acknowledge  a  public  need  so  strongly  and  clearly 
in  the  public  interest. 

Trustees  and  officials  must  meet  these  challenges  with  greater 
involvement  in  community  activities  and  with  helping  to  make  the 
libraries  attractive,  efficient,  convenient  units  in  our  complex  edu- 
cational structure,  for  today  and  tomorrow.  Our  educational  planning 
will  not  be  complete  without  the  continuing  efforts  of  libraries  to 
keep  pace  with  all  other  educational  institutions. 

Trustees  and  officials  must  understand  and  appreciate  the  magni- 
tude of  the  challenges  and  stand  ready  with  great  vision  and  determi- 
nation to  expand  and  strengthen  library  services  and  to  use  imagina- 
tion in  channeling  library  services  and  programs  into  every  phase 
of  community  life.  They  must  be  ready  to  prevent  the  growth  of 
artificial  barriers  between  libraries  and  to  dedicate  themselves  con- 
tinually to  providing  progressively  higher  goals  of  improved  library 
service. 

Trustees  and  officials  can  meet  the  challenge  by  a  better  under- 
standing of  their  responsibility  to  interpret  modern  concepts  of  public 
library  service  to  the  entire  community,  to  alert  public  opinion  to 
the  value  of  good  library  services  and  to  help  those  in  the  community 
to  realize  that  good  library  services  also  serve  the  welfare  of  the 
surrounding  community.  There  are  so  many  ways  to  meet  this.  Here 
is  one  way  in  which  challenge  can  have  meaning: 
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C  .  .  .  Check  your  own  library  facilities  in  the  light  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  statewide  survey.  Watch,  too,  for  the  revision 
of  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California  and  the 
standards  for  California  public  library  development  now  under 
way. 

H  .  .  .  Help  the  librarian  and  informed  citizens  promote  interest 
in  library  services  and  needs.  Most  of  our  promotional  efforts 
are  pale  in  the  light  of  what  is  possible  in  the  modern  world. 

A  .  .  .  Arrange  for  qualified  speakers  to  appear  before  groups 
and  discuss  your  library. 

L  .  .  .  Legislate  whenever  necessary  for  better  library  service  and 
make  the  needs  of  the  libraries  in  your  area  known  to  legis- 
lators. I  wonder  how  many  have  any  real  idea  of  what  is  going 
on  and  what  is  not  going  on  right  now  deeply  affecting  libraries 
in  the  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature  in  Sacramento. 

L  .  .  .  Learn  all  that  is  possible  about  the  newest  procedures  for 
your  own  library,  and  all  libraries  in  general. 

E  .  .  .  Encourage  persons  in  the  community  to  use  library  facili- 
ties to  the  fullest  extent,  that  they  may  be  better  acquainted 
with  both  the  services  and  the  needs. 

N  .  .  .  News  releases  on  a  continuing  basis  will  keep  the  public 
aware  of  what  the  library  is  doing  in  the  community. 

G  ...  Go  to  library  trustee  association  meetings  whenever  pos- 
sible to  learn  more  from  group  discussions  about  problems  and 
successes  of  other  libraries. 

E  .  .  .  Emphasize  the  services  the  library  offers  to  the  community 
to  new  industry  interested  in  locating  in  your  community  and 
endeavor  to  make  your  library  the  best  possible  to  meet  today's 
needs  and  to  fit  into  the  planning  for  tomorrow. 

I'm  sorry  there  isn't  a  D  somewhere  in  that  word;  if  there  were, 
I  would  say  the  need  is  for  determined  dynamos  among  us,  determined 
to  realize  results. 

When  you  have  done  all  of  this,  you  will  truly  know  that  good 
library  services  are  the  outgrowth  of  planning,  partnership  and 
perspective. 
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THE  STATE'S  RESPONSIBILITY  IN 
PUBLIC   LIBRARY  DEVELOPMENT 

hitroduction  of  the  speaker,  DR.  JAMES  E.  GREGG, 
by  MRS.  CARMA  R.  LEIGH,  State  Librariaji: 

Libraries  in  California  have  made  significant  progress  since  the 
granting  of  federal  aid  in  1956  and  since  the  Public  Library  Develop- 
ment Act,  on  the  state  level,  came  into  being  in  1963.  Hopes  for  the 
future  are  high,  and  with  the  new  tool  provided  for  our  guidance, 
Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California,  the 
report  of  the  statewide  survey  of  California  public  libraries,  it  be- 
comes increasingly  important  for  us  to  be  fully  aware  of  the  part 
each  of  us  can  play  in  helping  all  of  our  public  libraries  to  reach 
their  maximum  of  service. 

We  are  fortunate  that  in  the  office  of  Governor  Brown  there  is 
now  a  Staff  Secretary  for  Educational  Affairs,  and  that  he  is  with 
us  today  for  this  work.shop. 

Dr.  James  E.  Gregg  is  a  native  Pennsylvanian,  receiving  his  Bache- 
lor's degree  from  Lebanon  Valley  College,  his  Master's  degree  from 
the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  and  his  Doctorate  from  the 
University  of  California  at  Santa  Barbara.  All  of  his  specialization 
was  in  political  science.  He  is  a  member  of  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  honorary 
social  science  fraternity,  and  Alpha  Phi  Gamma,  honorary  journalism 
fraternity. 

His  fellowships  and  honors  include  a  Ford  Foundation  fellowship 
to  study  bias  in  newspaper  reporting,  and  a  Wall  Street  Journal 
fellowship  for  graduate  study  in  journalism.  In  1965-66  he  received 
a  National  Center  for  Education  in  Politics  fellowship  to  join  the 
staff  of  Governor  Brown. 

He  has  served  as  a  high  school  teacher  and  counselor,  an  assistant 
professor  at  a  state  college,  and  a  teaching  fellow  on  one  of  the 
campuses  of  the  University  of  California.  He  is  at  present  on  leave 
from  his  position  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Journalism  at  Chico  State 
College,  during  the  term  of  his  fellowship. 

His  summer  vacations  have  also  been  spent  in  teaching,  at  the 
University  of  Oregon,  Western  State  College  in  Gunnison,  Colorado, 
and  at  the  University  of  California  at  Santa  Barbara. 

His  special  interest  in  educational  problems  may  also  be  indicated 
by  three  sons  and  a  daughter,  ages  4  to  10. 

Dr.  Gregg  has  been  a  contributor  to  newspapers  and  magazines, 
and  has  a  textbook  to  be  published  in  the  fall  of  1966. 

He  has  informed  us  of  his  intense  interest  in  our  California  libra- 
ries over  the  3^ears,  and  his  special  interest  in  implementation  of  the 
statewide  survey.  We  are  pleased  that  he  is  with  us  today  and  will 
discuss  for  us  ''The  State's  Responsibility  in  Public  Library  Develop- 
ment." 
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SUMMARY  OF  REMARKS 

DR.  JAMES  E.  GREGG, 

Staff  Secretary  for  Education 
The  Governor's  Ofifice 
State  Capitol,  Sacramento 

I  am  very  pleased  to  be  with  you,  representing  the  Governor's 
Office,  today.  The  invitation  to  be  here  set  me  to  thinking  about  my 
ow^n  personal  involvement  with  libraries  as  a  citizen  and  as  a  teacher. 

I  remember  vividly  the  library  in  our  elementar}'^  school  in  a  large 
eastern  city.  It  was  there  I  was  first  introduced  to  reading  historical 
novels.  I  remember  the  big,  imposing,  limestone  building  along  the 
river  front  in  Pennsylvania's  state  capitol.  It  was  here  I  first  had  a 
feeling  of  frustration,  when  I  realized  that  no  matter  how  long  I 
lived,  or  how  much  time  I  might  take,  I  could  never  read  all  the 
books  in  that  library.  I  still  have  that  feeling  of  subconscious  regret 
every  time  I  walk  into  a  library — so  much  to  read,  so  much  to  learn 
about,  and  so  little  time. 

Now,  today,  as  a  father  of  four  youngsters,  the  oldest  of  whom 
is  ten,  I  have  yet  another  feeling  about  libraries.  Taking  the  children 
downtoviTi  on  Monday  nights  after  dinner,  in  Chico,  to  our  city 
library,  and  turning  them  loose  to  get  new  books  and  records  to  take 
home  has  become  one  of  the  most  satisfying  parts  of  our  family  life. 
It  has  proven  conclusively  to  me  the  value  of  good  library  services 
for  children. 

As  a  college  teacher,  I  have  tried  to  structure  my  instruction 
around  continued  use  of  the  library.  I  honestly  believe  that  one  of 
the  best  measures  a  teacher  has  of  a  student's  zest  for  learning,  his 
self  reliance,  and  his  ability  to  carry  out  to  completion  an  assigned 
task,  lies  in  continued  use  of  the  research  paper.  I  found  this  to  be 
true  also  when  I  was  a  high  school  teacher. 

Prior  to  coming  to  your  meeting,  I  read  the  excellent  study.  Public 
Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California.  I  hope  all  of 
you  have  had  a  chance  to  read  it  in  preparation  for  today's  work- 
shop. The  study  brought  home  to  me  the  vital  link  which  a  public 
library  provides  in  our  educational  process.  I  am  sure  many  teachers, 
like  myself,  take  the  public  library  for  granted  as  an  educational 
resource.  I  can  remember  feeling  pleased  each  time  I  used  to  walk 
into  the  county  library  in  the  community  where  I  first  began  teaching 
15  years  ago,  and  would  find  large  numbers  of  my  students  working 
in  the  evenings.  I  must  admit  that  it  did  not  occur  to  me  that  we — 
my  students  in  that  school,  and  I — were  recipients  of  an  educational 
service  from  a  community  library  that  was  not  set  up  to  provide 
such  a  service. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that,  having  read  the  report  to  the  state 
librarian  and  having  given  much  thought  in  recent  weeks  to  the  roles 
of  a  pubhc  library,  I  am  now  fully  aware  of  the  nature  and  magnitude 
of  the  problems  facing  our  public  libraries.  /  wish  more  people  were. 
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I  have  been  aware,  of  course,  of  the  pressures  on  librarians  relating 
to  censorship,  and  to  a  degree  I  was  aware  of  the  budgetary  limita- 
tions facing  our  public  libraries.  Just  a  few  weeks  ago  my  ten-year 
old  son  brought  home  a  biography  of  Martin  Luther  King  which  he 
had  picked  off  the  shelf  of  our  city  library.  He  has  seen  on  television 
news  programs  a  portrayal  of  the  race  problem  that  many  of  us  adults 
were  not  aware  of  until  we  took  sociology  courses  in  college.  He 
thoroughly  enjoyed  the  book,  and  I  felt  pleased  that  he  was  able 
to  do  so.  Yet,  shortly  after  that,  a  protest  was  lodged  with  our  school 
board  asking  that  the  book  be  removed  from  our  junior  high  school 
libraries.  Thanks  to  a  sound  book  selection  policy  and  a  school  board 
which  has  learned  not  to  panic  every  time  a  book  protest  is  lodged, 
the  book  is  still  on  the  shelves. 

When  I  think  about  the  budgetary  problems  you  face,  I'm  reminded 
of  a  story  (which  I  cannot  personally  vouch  for  and  which  may  be 
apocryphal)  about  a  Northern  California  county  supervisor  who  one 
day  stopped  by  for  a  chat  with  the  county  librarian  about  her  budget 
proposals — proposals  which  he  was  fighting.  (You  know  the  kind  of 
supervisor  I  mean — a  retired  old  codger  determined  to  save  on  taxes 
no  matter  how  much  it  costs.)  He  looked  around  the  room  and  said 
with  great  seriousness,  "Why,  I  can't  understand  all  this  fuss  about 
cutting  your  budget  for  new  books,  just  look  at  all  the  books  you 
have  here  now.  You  don't  really  need  any  more  books." 

Those  of  us  who  appreciate  libraries  know  they  are  not  static  col- 
lections of  books  designed  to  decorate  the  walls,  nor  are  they  ever 
complete  entities  fully  capable  of  meeting  the  needs  of  citizens  for 
educational  materials.  Libraries  must  grow  as  our  population  grows 
and  as  our  knowledge  expands.  This  requires  leadership  at  the  local 
and  state  levels. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  in  California  libraries  since  Governor 
Brown  took  office  in.  1959,  and  he  has  shown  a  continuing  interest 
in  public  libraries  over  the  years.  He  had  been  in  office  less  than  a 
year  when  plans  were  underway  for  the  first  Governor's  Conference 
on  Public  Library  Service  to  be  held  in  California.  Early  in  ^.pril, 
1960,  more  than  450  interested  citizens  met  in  Sacramento,  and  fol- 
lowing the  adm.onition  of  the  Governor  in  his  opening  address  to  the 
delegates,  those  delegates  did  recommend  practical  and  appropriate 
measures  for  improving  library  service  in  California. 

The  following  year,  in  June  of  1961,  a  conference  similar  to  the 
workshop  today,  for  public  library  trustees  and  public  officials,  was 
held  in  Sacramento,  and  more  than  200  of  you  again  met  to  define 
and  explore  your  role  and  responsibility  for  providing  effective  public 
library  service  for  all  the  people  of  our  state. 

Two  years  after  that  meeting,  in  the  fall  of  1963,  the  legislation 
presented  by  the  Governor  for  state  aid  to  public  libraries  became 
law.  Through  this  law,  expanded  library  services  are  now  being  offered 
in  many  communities;  more  are  in  the  planning  stage;  and  more  will 
be  needed  for  our  expanding  population  needs. 
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The  report  to  the  State  Librarian  states  that  "California  is  con- 
fronted with  the  fiscal  decision  of  whether  it  believes  enough  in  life- 
long education  and  enough  in  giving  its  people  access  to  the  records 
of  man's  knowledge  to  devote  one  percent  of  its  public  expenditures 
to  this  purpose."  ^  Many  of  you  know  that  Assembly  Bill  114  is  now 
pending  before  the  Legislature.  It  amends  our  program  of  state  assist- 
ance to  public  libraries  by  calling  for  standards  to  encourage  co- 
operative efforts  by  local  libraries.  The  Governor  is  supporting  this 
bill. 

Tuesday,  in  the  Assembly  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  funds 
augmenting  the  present  level  of  state  support  of  $800,000  by  an  ad- 
ditional $1.4  million  were  withdrawn  by  the  committee.  It  seems  to 
me  that  until  full  accord  is  reached  by  those  groups  which  are  de- 
sirous of  having  such  legislation  funded,  and  until  a  greater  effort  is 
mounted  to  gain  legislative  backing  for  such  funds,  hope  for  its 
success  is  problematical.  {Ed.  note:  Assembly  Bill  114  was  enacted 
and  funded  with  an  appropriation  of  $1,000,000.) 

We  have  been  able  to  mount  efforts  in  other  areas  of  concern  in 
state  government,  such  as  mental  health,  the  water  plan,  and  a  master 
plan  for  higher  education.  Certainly  we  should  be  able  to  do  no  less 
in  agreeing  on  a  program  of  statewide  assistance  to  our  libraries. 
The  need  is  obvious,  as  any  reader  of  the  statewide  survey,  the 
report  to  the  State  Librarian,  can  tell.  That  report  speaks  of  a 
"library  lag"  in  our  state;  and  it  asks  if  the  problem  of  a  library 
lag  is  a  serious  loss  for  our  state:  "Does  it  actually  handicap  anyone 
except  the  minority  who  have  unusual  reading  interests?  Will  it 
affect  the  economic  and  cultural  life  of  the  state?"  "  The  answer  is 
obviously  YES  to  all  these  questions.  The  individual  citizen,  business 
and  industry,  and  government  all  suffer  when  libraries  are  inade- 
quate; and  if  this  is  so,  what  must  we  then  say  of  the  judgment 
rendered  of  our  libraries  in  the  report:  "Overall  the  picture  must  be 
described  as  no  more  than  fair  by  any  criteria,  and  certainly  not  in 
keeping  with  the  high  standard  of  living  characteristic  of  this  state, 
and  if  resources  are  unequal  to  the  demands  today,  they  will  fall 
back  further  tomorrow  as  development  continues  in  the  educational, 
cultural  and  business  life  in  California."  " 

The  report  notes  that  a  floor  for  the  level  of  library  service  is 
needed,  and  that  then  a  way  must  be  found  to  make  such  resources 
available  to  every  Californian.  Obviously,  supporting  such  a  concept 
requires  money  for  state  appropriations.  The  state  in  turn  will  insist 
that  local  governmental  agencies  which  support  libraries  do  their 
share  by  meeting  standards  of  good  library  practice  before  state 
funds  are  invested  in  additional  support  for  local  libraries.

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The  state  government  can  successfully  accomplish  its  role  in  library 
development  only  if  each  of  us,  as  interested  citizens,  work  together. 
Every  trustee  and  member  of  an  advisory  board  or  commission  should 
talk  with  his  city  councilmen  and  county  supervisors  and  enlist  their 
support,  where  necessary,  for  the  improvement  of  all  library  services 
within  their  jurisdictions.  Citizens  must  give  evidence  of  their  sup- 
port, even  by  approving  tax  increases,  when  necessary,  to  bring  better 
library  service  to  all  Californians. 

You,  who  are  closest  to  this  problem,  must  take  the  initiative  in 
getting  wider  support  for  better  library  service.  Legislators  should 
be  informed  by  their  constituents,  and  the  wishes  of  the  citizens  made 
known,  as  back-up  support  for  legislation  and ,  budgeting  for  better 
library  service. 

I  feel  I  must  take  issue  with  the  statement  in  the  report  which 
says:  "The  observer  can  only  conclude  that  state  legislators  and 
state  authorities  in  California  do  not  believe  in  books,  reading,  and 
the  well-informed  and  continuously  self-educated  citizen — or  if  they 
do  see  value  in  reading  and  printed  information,  they  feel  that  the 
person  who  gains  education  by  this  means,  rather  than  in  the  class- 
room, is  somehow  less  deserving,  and  that  the  program  for  him 
should  get  no  more  than  token  financial  support  from  the  state."  ^ 
I  think  the  problem  is  far  more  complex  than  this  simple  analysis. 
If  it  were  that  simple,  I  think  we  would  have  moved  ahead  faster 
than  we  have  in  providing  greater  state  support  for  libraries. 

Almost  every  day  in  my  office  I  receive  written  and  personal  pleas 
to  the  Governor  to  support  additional  budget  items  pertaining  to 
education.  I  read  a  tragic  letter  from  the  parent  of  a  multiply-handi- 
capped child,  pleading  for  the  state  to  set  up  facilities  for  these 
young  people,  whose  needs  cannot  be  met  by  local  school  districts. 
Another  comes  from  a  superintendent  of  a  poor  school  district  which 
needs  help  and  is  surrounded  by  wealthy  districts  which  will  not 
unify  with  a  district  which  has  little  taxable  wealth  and  an  abund- 
ance of  minority  group  students.  Or  the  plea  is  from  students  in  our 
state  colleges  urging  the  Governor  to  fight  off  tuition  proposals  and, 
at  the  same  time,  provide  adequate  pay  increases  to  faculty  so  a 
quality  education  can  be  obtained  in  our  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing. There  is  a  plea  for  additional  funds  for  compensatory  education; 
or  one  for  more  money  for  school  textbooks. 

All  of  these  pleas  are  well-justified  and  legitimate. 

The  items  I  have  cited  are  only  in  the  area  of  education.  Multiply 
them  by  all  the  pressing  needs  facing  state  government  in  the  many 
other  areas  of  concern,  such  as  highways,  water  development,  welfare, 
etc.,  and  you  see  that  it  is  not  just  as  simple  as  saying:  "Legis- 
lators ...  do  not  believe  in  books  and  reading." 

Let  me  assure  you  that  each  of  these  needs  is  justified,  just  as  are 
the  needs  for  additional  state  aid  to  libraries.  I  agree  only  partially

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with  the  report  when  it  states  the  time  is  right  for  a  surge  forward 
in  providing  our  people  with  adequate  library  facilities  and  services. 

The  plan  of  action  outlined  in  Chapter  7  of  the  report,  describing 
a  statewide  public  library  program  in  California,  is  admirable.  If  you 
recall,  the  report  says  that  further  advances  of  the  plan  depend  upon 
the  concentration  of  energies  and  upon  reasonable  increases  in  the 
financial  support  of  libraries,  particularly  by  the  state  level  of  gov- 
ernment. 

Now,  I  submit  to  you  that  this  is  the  heart  of  the  matter.  It  can 
be  summed  up  in  one  word — MONEY.  I  don't  need  to  tell  you  of 
the  tremendous  problem  the  Legislature  faces  this  year  regarding 
money;  and  I  am  sure  you  can  all  tell  me  of  the  problems  involved 
in  funding  programs  of  all  kinds  on  the  local  level. 

The  report  indicates  that  California  public  libraries,  including  the 
State  Library,  are  now  supported  at  under  two-thirds  the  level  needed 
to  meet  the  needs  and  the  challenge  of  the  state.  It  also  says  that 
in  the  next  five  years,  library  support  must  double  to  meet  growing 
demands  to  keep  up  with  increasing  population  and  costs.  That  kind 
of  message  is  competing  in  Sacramento  with  strident  pleas  for  funds, 
as  I  have  noted,  from  a  variety  of  other  urgent  programs. 

All  of  these  pleas  are  being  heard  in  a  political  atmosphere  this 
year  that  can  best  be  described  as  an  "Alice  in  Wonderland"  situation. 
Everyone  is  hoping  that,  following  reapportionment,  the  election  of 
new  houses  of  the  Legislature  and  a  new  tenure  of  office  in  the 
executive  branch  (and  I  guess  I  don't  need  to  mention  that  the 
incumbent  governor  is  zestfully  looking  forward  to  a  renewal  of  his 
contract  by  the  people),  the  1967  General  Session  of  the  Legislature 
will  see  major  breakthroughs.  Tax  reforms,  which  obviously  will  not 
reduce  the  overall  tax  burden,  but,  rather,  shift  it  to  more  equitable 
sources,  in  particular  lessening  the  burden  on  the  property  taxpayer, 
are  needed.  (I  don't  happen  to  be  one  of  those  citizens  who  believe 
that  we,  as  a  people,  have  an5rwhere  reached  the  breaking  point  in 
taxation.)  I  sincerely  believe  that  with  our  taxes  we  buy  a  decent 
civilization  and  that  we  are  getting  a  fantastic  bargain  in  what  our 
tax  dollars  provide  us.  I  am  afraid  that  all  too  often  the  screams  of 
anguish  from  taxpayers'  associations  are  in  reality  the  cries  of  selfish 
interests  which  distrust  government  and  would  have  our  people  be- 
lieve every  new  governmental  program,  at  whatever  level  or  purpose, 
is  merely  one  more  step  toward  socialism.  I  often  think  of  them  in  the 
terms  by  which  Adlai  Stevenson  described  them — "people  who  have 
been  dragged  kicking  and  screaming  into  the  20th  Century." 

However,  candor  compells  me  to  tell  you  that  no  matter  how  well 
justified  a  program  may  be — and  the  need  for  libraries  has  been 
eloquently  and  factually  stated  in  the  statewide  survey  of  California 
public  libraries — virtue  is  not  its  own  reward  in  the  political  arena. 
No  amount  of  wishing  will  make  it  so.  If  you  have  any  familiarity 
with  public  relation  techniques,  you  know  that  the  first  requirement 
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for  gaining  public  support  is  providing  quality  service  with  the  re- 
sources available;  and  then  being  sure  the  public  is  made  aware  of 
the  present  level  of  quality  and  of  the  need  for  greater  effort  and 
support. 

In  the  political  arena,  and  in  many  areas  of  life,  it  is  the  squeaky 
wheel  that  gets  the  grease.  Just  recall  the  effort  needed  to  get  what- 
ever level  of  local  support  your  library  now  has.  Then  think  about 
the  effort  needed  to  mount  a  successful  campaign  for  state  support. 
I  wish  it  were  possible  for  us  to  obtain  support  for  programs  based 
only  on  merit.  Wouldn't  it  be  wonderful  if  government  at  all  levels 
were  to  provide  for  all  the  pressing  needs  of  people  living  in  an  ever 
more  complex  society  on  the  basis  of  demonstrated  requirements  for 
such  programs?  .  .  .  but  this  is  not  a  political  fact  of  life.  The 
political  leader  must  constantly  make  choices,  and  we  know  that  such 
choices  are  not  always  made  solely  on  the  merits  of  competing 
programs. 

If  this  is  true,  then  what  are  the  factors  which  go  into  making 
political  decisions  about  the  allocation  of  available  resources  and  the 
provision  of  new  resources  when  needed?  I  think  you  all  know  the 
answer:  in  addition  to  factually  demonstrated  needs  one  must  demon- 
strate strong  public  support  for  programs.  This  support  must  include 
a  willingness  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  programs. 

I  go  back  to  that  statement  in  the  library  survey  report  that  says: 
"Conditions  are  right  for  a  surge  forward  in  public-library  service 
in  California."  ''  I  must  ask  you:  Are  they?  Those  conditions  relating 
to  the  needs  of  the  people  are  well  demonstrated.  How  well  demon- 
strated is  the  willingness  of  the  people  to  provide  the  resources?  We 
live  in  an  affluent  society  which  is  ever  more  being  torn  by  internal 
guilt  over  the  disparities  betwen  those  of  us  who  live  well  and  those 
who  live  at  or  near  the  poverty  level.  We  are  almost  schizophrenic 
in  our  attitude  toward  giving  up  a  portion  of  our  individual  material 
wealth  to  support  our  society's  needs. 

It  is  all  too  easy  for  us  to  view  with  alarm  the  urgent  needs  for 
programs  to  alleviate  social  problems  and  to  provide  the  means  of  a 
better  and  more  meaningful  life  for  all  of  us.  It  is  easy  to  say  we 
need  a  program.  It  is  not  so  easy  to  say:  Here  is  how  we  propose 
to  pay  for  such  a  program. 

Essentially,  two  kinds  of  communications  come  to  political  leaders 
whether  they  be  executive  or  legislative.  The  first  is  the  type  I  have 
been  talking  about.  It  says:  Here  is  a  problem  that  you  people  in 
government  ought  to  have  solved  yesterday,  and  since  you  haven't, 
I  want  action  today;  if  not  today,  certainly  tomorrow. 

The  second  kind  of  communication  is  the  type  which  says:  You 
politicians  are  all  a  bunch  of  corrupt  crooks;  you  coddle  commu- 
nists and  pamper  the  young  and  lazy  by  taking  away  from  me  my 
hard-earned  money,  and  I'm  not  going  to  stand  for  it  any  more.

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I  never  did  think  very  much  of  you  and  I  just  wanted  you  to  know 
that  I  think  your  opponent  is  the  greatest  guy  ever  to  come  down 
the  pike.  This  communicator  usually  adds  the  gratuitous  comment: 
.  .  .  and  I'm  only  one  of  thousands  who  think  the  same  way,  and 
just  you  wait  until  the  next  election. 

I  think  you  know  that  it  takes  effort  to  mount  a  campaign  to 
convince  the  people  and  the  political  leaders  of  the  worth  and  need 
of  a  given  program.  It  takes  an  even  greater  effort  to  mount  public 
enthusiasm  for  paying  more  taxes.  The  alternative  is  to  reallocate 
existing  resources — and  let  me  tell  you  that  the  heat  from  those 
who  want  something  additional  is  nothing  to  compare  to  the  fury 
generated  when  it  is  proposed  to  cutback  or  eliminate  a  program. 

Either  alternative  results  in  pressure  on  political  leaders;  and  that 
pressure  is  particularly  painful  in  an  election  year.  I  am  sure  you 
are  all  aware  of  these  facts  of  political  life,  but  have  you  honestly 
felt  they  apply  to  library  needs?  I'll  let  you  answer  that  question. 
For  my  part,  from  what  I  have  seen  in  a  brief  tenure  in  Sacramento 
and  in  15  years  in  education,  those  of  us  who  are  connected  with 
such  public  programs  involving  educational  and  cultural  needs  have 
all  too  frequently  been  reluctant  political  dragons.  We  have  often, 
too  often,  left  to  a  few  brave  souls  the  task  of  making  our  case. 
Usually,  we  have  been  satisfied  simply  to  say  that  our  needs  are 
obvious,  now  it  is  up  to  the  political  leaders  to  provide  funding  for 
our  obviously  deserving  program. 

I  would  not  want  to  close  on  such  a  pessimistic  note;  nor  do  I 
want  to  leave  an  impression  of  having  given  only  an  apology  for  the 
elected  official.  I  know  there  is  another  side  to  this  coin  which  says: 
What  about  the  obligation  of  our  leaders  to  lead?  What  I  have  been 
trying  to  stress  is  the  fact  that  your  pointing  to  needs  for  greater 
library  service  is  not  enough.  Neither  can  any  political  leader  imple- 
ment a  new  program  without  a  strong  demonstration  of  support,  and 
that  support  must  include  a  willingness  to  pay  for  a  program. 

I  would  hope  that  political  difference  would  never  affect  our  coop- 
eration in  the  field  of  public  support  for  libraries.  Libraries  need  the 
help  of  all  our  people  to  produce  and  maintain  an  educated  popu- 
lation. I  fully  agree  with  the  statewide  survey's  statement:  "You 
cannot  have  an  educated  population  without  libraries  any  more  than 
you  can  have  such  a  population  without  schools."  ^ 

If  you  truly  believe  this,  then  you  must  marshal  support  from 
the  grass  roots  to  the  marble  halls  of  the  Capitol,  so  that  our  legis- 
lators are  assured  of  our  determination  to  meet  the  challenge  of  our 
need  for  public  libraries.  The  executive  branch  of  government  in 
our  system  must  propose,  and  the  legislative  branch  dispose  of  the 
executive's  proposals;  and  not  always  kindly,  I  might  add.  In  this 
case,  you  have  won  the  support  of  the  Governor.  Now,  continue  to 
make  your  case  with  the  Legislature,  and,  no  matter  what  the  out-

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come  in  this  turbulent  session,  resolve  to  press  an  ever  more  effective 
campaign  for  what  you  believe  in. 

The  title  of  the  statewide  survey  throws  out  the  gauntlet  of  Public 
Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California.  I  am  confident 
that  together,  trustees  and  government  at  the  local  and  state  levels 
can  and  will  meet  that  challenge.

I  might  go  on  and  on  naming  her  achievements  in  education  and 
in  library  activities,  but  instead  I  will  just  say:  "It  is  with  pride 
and  pleasure  that  I  present  Dorothy  Corrigan." 
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TRUSTEES  MEET  THE  CHALLENGE  OF 
THE  CHANGING  WORLD 

MRS.  RICHARD  CORRIGAN,  President

The  title  of  the  this  talk,  "Trustees  Meet  the  Challenge  of  the 
Changing  World,"  is  a  challenge  in  itself.  It  reminds  me  of  a  book 
of  cartoons  and  letters  written  by  Bill  Adler  and  entitled  Dear  Mr. 
President.  Here  is  one  of  the  selections: 

'^Dear  President  Johnson: 

Please  write  and  tell  me  everything  about  your  whole  life. 
I  need  it  for  school.  It  can't  be  more  than  100  words  counting 
the  title  and  by  Lyndon  Johnson." 

There  is  so  much  to  say  about  trustees'  meeting  the  challenge  of  the 
changing  world — so  much  that  is  of  interest  to  those  of  us  who  are 
especially  interested  in  libraries.  President  Johnson  might  have  an- 
swered the  young  girl  quoted  above  with  about  100  words  on  libra- 
ries. In  his  Domestic  Health  and  Education  Message,  given  to  Con- 
gress on  March  1,  1966,  he  recommended  the  extension  of  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act  with  these  introductory  remarks: 

"Those  who  do  not  read  are  not  much  better  off  than  those 
who  cannot  read.  More  than  100  million  Americans  have  inade- 
quate public  library  service.  More  than  15  million  have  none  at 
all.  A  library  must  be  a  living  institution  with  trained  staff  and 
funds  to  obtain  new  books,  periodicals,  films,  records,  and  other 
materials.  As  the  boundaries  of  learning  are  pushed  back,  our 
need  for  storehouses  of  knowledge  grows  greater.  They  offer 
man  his  link  with  the  past  and  his  vision  of  the  future.  Most 
public  libraries  in  the  United  States  are  poorly  equipped  to 
perform  this  vital  role." 

What  are  those  in  government  saying  about  people  in  the  United 
States  and  how  they  meet  the  challenge  of  the  changing  world? 
John  W.  Gardner,  Secretary  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  and 
author  of  the  book,  Selj  Renewal,  gave  a  remarkable  speech  recently 
to  a  women's  organization  in  Washington.  He  said:  "The  world  I 
deal  with  every  day  is  one  in  which  the  old,  familiar  categories  and 
labels  aren't  of  much  use.  It's  a  world  in  which  the  problems  are  not 
all  obvious.  And  the  solutions  certainly  aren't  obvious.  .  .  .  School 
boards,  parents,  teachers  and  local  officials  all  have  been  brought 
into  the  difficult  and  exciting  business  of  redesigning  the  educational 
system.  .  .  .  This  is  a  difficult  and  painful  moment  in  the  country's 
life  ...  an  enormously  crowded  and  complicated  world.  .  .  .  When 
we  look  outward,  we  see  complexity  where  we  yearn  for  simplicity. 
When  we  look  inward,  all  too  often  we  see  fragmentation  when  we 
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long  for  wholeness."  He  said  that  people  learn  to  accept  the  com- 
plexities of  the  world  so  that  individuals  "may  be  whole  and  not  frag- 
mented .  .  .  may  have  the  maximum  amount  of  meaningful  choice, 
some  sense  of  controlling  events  rather  than  being  controlled  by  them, 
a  decent  amount  of  privacy,  and  the  opportunity  to  set  their  own 
goals." 

Where  do  library  trustees  fit  in  this  changing  world?  What  are 
their  responsibilities?  What  is  their  value?  The  whole  concept  of 
the  United  States  is  built  upon  the  premise  that  the  people  in  the 
United  States  have  the  privilege,  responsibility  and  freedom  to  vote 
and  govern  themselves.  If  you  question  the  correctness  of  this,  let 
me  relate  a  day  in  school  I  will  never  forget.  It  was  in  Political 
Science,  and  my  professor,  a  Dr.  Salter,  drew  a  chalk  line  on  the 
blackboard — a  casual,  undetermined  line — without  measuring  or 
much  ado.  Then  we  in  the  class  voted  on  the  length  of  the  line,  from 
distances  of  15  to  up  to  40  inches.  The  teacher  gathered  up  the 
answers  and  noted  them  all  in  order  on  the  board,  tabulated  the 
results,  and  then  divided  the  total  by  the  number  of  students.  Then 
he  measured  the  line,  and  it  was  exactly  the  answer  given  by  the 
students. 

Trustees  represent  people;  trustees  vote  on  many  items;  trustees 
spend  tax  money;  trustees  know  the  community;  trustees  are  part 
of  the  governmental  process.  They  are  influential  and  politically 
astute;  they  can  affect  legislation  and  protect  intellectual  freedom. 
They  almost  seem  to  be  a  combination  of  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Gina 
Lollobrigida,  Will  Rogers,  and  Perry  Mason.  But  they  are  the 
library  board  members,  and  there  are  from  50,000  to  70,000  of  them", 
of  all  types  and  kinds,  truly  representative  of  America. 

What  if  there  were  no  trustees?  I  doubt  if  libraries  would  exist 
today  as  we  know  them,  if  they  existed  at  all.  The  beauty  of  the 
concept  of  trusteeship  is  that  the  professional  librarian  and  the  trustee 
work  together,  the  professional  and  the  nonprofessional,  the  librarian 
supplying  the  know-how,  the  training,  the  administration,  and  the 
trustee  supplying  the  strength  and  vision.  Trustees  can  help  their 
library  meet  the  challenge  of  the  changing  world  by  making  long 
range  plans,  by  participating  in  state  and  national  activities,  by 
keeping  informed  of  modern  trends,  and  by  seeing  their  own  com- 
munity in  relation  to  over-all  public  library  development. 

Since  my  topic  is  challenge  and  change,  here  is  a  list  of  the  13  basic 
challenges  that  I  think  library  trustees  are  faced  with  today. 

1.  Number  of  people 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  changing  and  shifting  population 
growth.  Every  20  seconds  someone  has  a  65th  birthday.  Every 
month  we  add  to  the  world's  population  about  the  equivalent 
of  the  population  of  Chicago.  Every  time  your  pulse  beats,  one 
more  human  being  is  born. 
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2.  Access  to  Libraries 

As  of  1965,  some  12  million  persons  in  the  United  States  still 
had  no  legal  public  library  service,  and  169  million  people  had 
only  inadequate  libraries,  supported  below  the  minimum  ade- 
quate level. 

3.  Lack  of  Use 

There  are  still  not  many  enough  of  our  citizens  using  the  li- 
braries— because  they  don't  have  access,  can't  read,  don't  know 
about  the  library,  don't  know  how  to  use  it,  or  can't  get  there. 
This  is  one  of  the  challenges  that  is  receiving  much  attention 
through  library-initiated  programs  and  services  of  continuing 
education  and  enrichment  programs.  Much  promotion  and  pub- 
licity is  focused  on  libraries  today.  Even  Howard  Johnson 
Restaurants^ — a  well-known  chain — mention  the  public  library 
on  their  table  mats. 

4.  Shortage  of  Personnel 

There  is  a  great  need  for  more  recruitment.  Library  service  is 
a  changing  profession  and  one  with  many  interesting  aspects. 
Just  to  keep  up  near-minimum  services,  about  125,000  li- 
brarians need  to  be  found  in  the  next  few  years,  and  this  is 
about  25  times  as  many  as  will  receive  degrees  during  that 
time.  The  National  Inventory  of  1965  showed  100,000  vacan- 
cies now! 

5.  Shortage  of  Materials 

This  includes  books,  audio-visual  materials,  reference  mate- 
rials, etc.  The  book  shortage  alone  in  1964  was  100  million 
volumes. 

6.  Shortage  of  Buildings 

Our  present  libraries  are  overcrowded,  inefficient,  and  inade- 
quate. The  public  library  construction  gap  is  $940  million. 

7.  Intellectual  Freedom 

Potter  Stewart,  Supreme  Court  Justice,  said  recently:  "Cen- 
sorship reflects  a  society's  lack  of  confidence  in  itself.  The  Con- 
stitution protects  coarse  expression  as  well  as  refined,  and 
vulgarity  no  less  than  elegance.  A  book  worthless  to  me  may 
convey  something  of  value  to  my  neighbor.  In  the  free  society 
to  which  our  Constitution  has  committed  us,  it  is  for  each  to 
choose  for  himself." 

Edgar  Dale,  editor  of  The  News  Letter,  wrote:  "We  cannot, 
as  Jefferson  pointed  out,  be  both  ignorant  and  free.  The  strong- 
est protection  of  any  nation  is  THINKING.  Censorship  stifles 
thought,  makes  a  nation  less  virile,  less  creative.  It  flouts  the 
greatest  of  all  values — Men's  growth  toward  perfection.  It  is, 
in  a  word,  unmanly." 
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Samuel  Gould,  President  of  the  State  University  of  New 
York,  said,  in  his  talk  entitled  "The  Library:  Core  of  Con- 
science and  Community,"  "Let  me  say  as  strongly  and  as 
categorically  as  I  can  that  I  believe  the  library  is  the  most 
important  element  not  only  in  a  university,  but  in  a  community 
as  well.  ...  In  our  hearts  we  know  we  must  give  our  very 
life  blood,  if  necessary,  to  protect  the  completeness  of  the 
freedom  by  which  our  universities  and  libraries  flourish  and 
achieve  excellence." 

8.  Challenge  of  Change — For  Libraries 

One  of  the  greatest  changes  and  challenges  is  information 
and  amount  of  knowledge.  The  Library  of  Congress,  last  year, 
1965,  received  70  items  per  minute.  The  problem  is  1)  to 
know  about,  control,  and  channel;  2)  to  sort  and  store;  and 
3)  to  retrieve. 

Another  change  is  a  changing  concept;  that  the  tools  of 
learning  now  are  in  many  forms  and  many  types  of  materials — 
audio-visuals,  films,  maps,  charts,  globes,  filmstrips,  diagrams 
and  so  forth. 

All  fields  are  expanding  and  bursting  with  new  information 
and  new  trends.  Keeping  up  with  your  own  profession  is  diffi- 
cult; knowing  about  the  changing  world,  communities,  fields 
of  science,  business,  art,  and  technology,  even  harder. 

9.  Challenge  of  Change — For  the  Individual 

Change  brings  new  problems;  then  new  answers.  Changing 
times  force  people  to  examine  and  alter  habits,  meet  new 
people,  develop  new  skills  and  abilities,  and  meet  for  the  pur- 
poses of  education,  culture,  discussion.  Where  better  can  this 
preparation  for  living  in  an  age  of  change  be  met  than  in  the 
public  library,  the  center  of  the  community  for  information. 

10.  Leisure  Time 

There  is  a  changing  concept  about  leisure  time,  as  a  time  to 
reflect,  contemplate,  find  yourself,  the  world,  the  universe,  and 
your  place  in  it.  By  the  year  2000  it  is  anticipated  that  only 
two  percent  of  the  present  work  force  will  be  needed.  Non- 
vocational  living  of  the  future  means  that  you  will  have  to 
spend  only  perhaps  three  or  four  hours  each  week  working 
for  enough  money  for  support. 

1 1 .  Student  Needs  and  Demands 

James  Bryan,  President  of  the  American  Library  Association  a 
few  years  ago,  did  a  survej^  on  student  use  of  the  Newark 
Public  Library  during  the  Christmas  holiday  to  find  out:  who, 
why,  what  for,  and  where  from?  Here  are  the  results: 
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1.  64.1  percent  were  students. 

2.  Of  older  students,  30  percent  were  in  high  school,  70 
percent  in  college. 

3.  Of  secondary  school  students,  85  schools  were  repre- 
sented. Seventy-five  of  these  were  non-resident  schools,  in 
eight  different  counties  The  students  came  from  up  to  a 
60  mile  radius  of  Newark. 

4.  The  college  students  represented  175  colleges  and  uni- 
versities in  30  states. 

5.  Of  the  total  users  during  the  survey  period,  50.8  percent 
were  non-residents. 

6.  Of  the  books  circulated  for  home  use,  89  percent  were 
nonfiction. 

This  points  out  the  heavy  student  use,  and  the  need  for  many 
materials  and  universal  standards.  The  library  is  a  place  for 
students,  and  it  is  widely  used  by  them. 

12.  The  Gap  Between  Reality  and  Standards 

There  is  a  missing  link  between  what  is  and  what  should  be. 
The  National  Inventory  presented  at  the  American  Library 
Association  conference  last  year  reports  that  it  will  take  $3.7 
billion  to  bring  United  States  libraries  up  to  minimum  stand- 
ards, and  an  increase  of  $1.2  billion  in  annual  operating  ex- 
penditures to  maintain  that  level  of  service. 

13.  Meeting  Needs  of  the  Individual  User  in  Each  Community 
We   serve   all   ages,   interests,   needs — student,   businessman, 
housewife,    scientist,     program     chairman,     senior     citizen — 
through  libraries.  We  do  this  by  providing  materials,  answers, 
guidance,  leadership,  programs,  services. 

Maybe  these  are  the  lucky  13  problems  or  challenges.  How  are 
trustees  meeting  them?  They  can  meet  them  with  money,  with  legis- 
lation, with  policies,  with  buildings,  with  emphasis  on  larger  units. 
Trustees  put  the  wheels  in  motion  and  at  the  same  time  provide  a 
firm  foundation.  They  give  continuing  evaluation,  and  encouragement 
and  enthusiasm  for  the  future. 

Let's  look  now  at  some  plans  for  the  future  and  project  our  chal- 
lenges into  tomorrow.  In  Howard  County,  Maryland,  between  Wash- 
ington and  Baltimore,  a  wonderful  experiment  is  in  progress.  A  whole 
new  town  is  being  built  with  the  necessary  facilities  and  resources 
made  convenient  and  yet  built  in  such  a  way  as  to  preserve  and 
enhance  the  surrounding  area.  Columbia  City  will  encompass  15,000 
acres  of  land  with  good  transportation  routes  in  and  out.  It  will  con- 
tain five  lakes,  three  golf  courses,  3,000  acres  of  open  space,  one 
central  city,  and  eight  to  ten  small  villages  housing  2,500-3,000 
families.  Each  neighborhood  will  have  a  nursery,  kindergarten,  and 
elementary  school  program,  a  playground,   .swimming  pool,   tennis 
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courts,  meeting  rooms,  and  a  store.  Each  village  will  have  a  junior 
and  senior  high  school  with  athletic  fields,  a  square  with  shops, 
medical  buildings,  a  library  unit,  a  community  hall,  and  churches. 
The  town  will  have  a  large  enclosed  shopping  mall,  office  buildings 
and  restaurants,  a  lakefront  area  with  wharves  and  a  large  park,  a 
college  and  stadium,  a  hospital  and  an  auditorium.  Through  the 
entire  city  there  will  be  a  "mini-bus"  system  for  small  vehicles  and 
a  path  for  horseback  riding  and  bicycles.  There  will  of  course  be 
all  the  utilities  such  as  gas,  electricity,  sewer,  water,  streets  and 
so  forth.  Consider  the  concept  of  this  program!  There  will  be  a 
communication  and  information  program  with  all  facilities  coordi- 
nated, combining  television,  radio,  and  audio  exchange  for  business, 
industry,  homes,  and  schools.  It  will  be  called  the  Columbia  Com- 
munications Service  Agency;  nonprofit,  with  a  board  of  directors. 
The  Columbia  Communications  Service  Agency  will  include  closed 
circuit  TV,  computer  service,  and  library  service  for  villages,  town 
center,  the  colleges  and  the  schools.  This  library  service  will  include 
central  processing,  staffing  and  administration  for  the  public  libra- 
ries, paperback  sales,  audio-visual  materials,  equipment  storage, 
preparation  of  graphic  materials,  film  production,  and  a  special  scien- 
tific and  technical  reference  center.  There  will  be  a  Library  Complex 
consisting  of  a  neighborhood  library,  village  libraries,  and  a  town 
center  library.  The  town  center  library  will  provide  special  research, 
special  bibliographic  services,  staff  specialists,  central  control  of  tech- 
nical processing  activities,  connection  to  the  com.puting  center,  a 
center  for  communication  materials,  and  production  and  distribution 
of  closed  circuit  TV  programs  of  high  quality  and  wide  range.  It  will 
sell  paperbacks.  It  will  not  duplicate  materials,  but  extend  services. 

This  is  one  way  of  achieving  library  service  in  a  "Utopian"  set- 
ting. These  types  of  programs  and  services  need  to  be  studied  by 
library  trustees.  But  the  real  challenge  is  to  plan,  in  our  communities, 
new  ways  to  meet  changing  conditions  and  to  coordinate  and  improve 
library  services. 

Now,  what  about  California  and  libraries?  What  is  the  present  con- 
dition? How  are  public  library  trustees  and  other  library  officials 
planning  for  the  future?  What  a  wonderful  and  stimulating  title  has 
been  given  to  your  survey  by  Lowell  Martin — Public  Library  Service 
Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California.  On  the  first  page  of  the  preface 
the  surveyor  speaks  of  the  library  lag  and  says  of  the  "Consquences 
of  Inadequate  Libraries":  "All  people  in  the  state  are  affected  ad- 
versely by  the  library  lag.  The  leaders  of  California,  government  and 
civic  officials,  those  responsible  for  education,  and  librarians  them- 
selves will  have  to  decide  how  serious  this  is  and  what  standard  of 
library  service  they  want  to  maintain.  But  any  official  who  dismisses 
the  matter  as  affecting  only  a  few  persons  with  odd  tastes  is  shutting 
his  eyes  to  reality,  and  limiting  the  opportunity  of  Californians  to 
develop  to  their  full  capacity." 
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The  program  proposed  to  overcome  the  Hbrary  lag  suggests  three 
essentials : 

1.  A  coordinated  plan  for  California 

2.  Clarification  of  the  role  of  the  state  government 

3.  Money 

These  are  three  areas  in  which  library  trustees  have  a  vital  role  and 
responsibilities. 

How  are  library  trustees  in  California  specifically  meeting  the  chal- 
lenge in  this  changing  world?  I  like  the  brochure,  Let's  Rework  Cali- 
fornia Gold  Mines  of  Learning  by  Improving  Our  Libraries,  with  its 
statement,  on  the  back,  "It  can  be  accomplished!  Here's  how!"  This 
is  what  library  trustees  and  other  library  officials  can  do  right  now: 

"READ — Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  Cali- 
fornia .  .  . 

"WRITE — To  your  representative  in  the  California  State  Legis- 
lature, stating  your  approval  of  larger  appropriations  for  the 
State  Library,  including  state  aid  to  pubhc  libraries,  and 
urging  them  to  vote  for  such  funds. 

"CONTACT — Your  local  city  and  county  officials  charged  with 
responsibility  for  library  services  and  urge  their  support  for 
better  library  service  in  your  community. 

"ATTEND — Meetings  of  governmental  groups  when  library 
budgets  are  to  be  considered  and  voice  your  opinion  on  the 
needs  for  better  library  service  in  your  community. 

"JOIN — Organizations  formed  to  promote  better  libraries,  such 
as  Friends  of  the  Library.  If  there  is  no  such  group  in  your 
community,  ask  your  librarian  how  to  start  one. 

"TALK — To  your  friends  and  neighbors  about  the  needs  for 
better  library  service  in  your  area.  Your  librarian  can  pro- 
vide you  with  facts  and  figures." 

Remember,  "In  California  you  have  a  right  to  the  best  in  library 
service!" 

Let's  take  a  quick  look  at  the  library  of  the  future.  You  will  find 
it  very  different  from  what  we  have  today.  There  will  be  many  more 
machines  to  do  the  work,  and  much  more  material  available  for  re- 
search. The  future  library  will  have  Quest  Booths  where  tape  re- 
corders, slides,  pictures,  maps,  charts,  books,  films,  filmstrips,  and 
closed  circuit  TV  will  provide  the  information  you  require.  You  will 
be  able  to  make  instant  reproductions  of  anything  you  wish — if  copy- 
right laws  permit.  There  will  be  special  services  such  as  "Dial-a- 
Book"  for  the  blind.  By  this  a  blind  person  can  call  his  local  elec- 
tronic information  center  and  with  the  appropriate  machine  code  dial 
and  tune  in  directly  to  contents  of  the  book  of  his  choice.  The  deaf 
will  have  video  cassettes — educational  films   on  video   tape,   with 
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readable  information,  which  they  will  be  able  to  borrow  and  plug  in 
at  home  or  on  a  TV  set.  Special  services  will  be  available  anywhere 
through  electronics,  TV,  and  dialing,  with  special  installations  in 
business,  home,  school,  organizations,  or  government  offices.  It  is 
anticipated  there  will  be  a  vast  information  center  to  search  for  and 
relay  information  to  anyone  belonging  to  the  system.  The  machines 
will  make  things  easier^ — with  emphasis  on  the  important  human 
values.  Machines  will  organize  and  control  all  requests  coming  into 
the  library.  They  will  -  maintain  business  records,  with  instant  in- 
ventory. They  will  keep  a  current  list  of  all  materials.  They  will 
translate  all  languages.  They  will  reproduce  anything.  They  will 
handle  all  materials  by  automatic  conveyor.  They  will  answer  ques- 
tions, and  through  computations,  will  be  able  to  search,  scan,  and 
summarize.  All  this  will  be  available  to  us  in  the  future. 

But  what  is  a  library?  It  is  not  a  computer  or  an  automated  ma- 
chine. These  are  only  helps  to  accomplish  purposes;  not  ends  in 
themselves.  I  am  sure  a  man  could  build  a  big  box  that  you  could 
telephone,  or  drive  up  to,  which  would  hand  out  materials,  collect 
them,  answer  questions,  and  so  forth;  but  the  trouble  is  we  don't 
always  know  what  we  want.  A  library  is  not  just  a  storehouse  of 
knowledge,  but  a  place  for  dissemination  of  knowledge,  a  place  to 
give  it  out  to  people.  A  library  is  a  place  to  stimulate  the  minds  of 
people,  to  whet  their  appetites,  challenge,  and  encourage  them.  A 
library  provides  recreational  and  leisure  time  activities  as  well  as 
formal  and  self-education.  A  library  is  a  workshop,  where  you  pro- 
gram yourself.  It  will  supply  guidance  and  materials,  but  the  plan- 
ning and  goals  are  your  own.  A  library  is  a  place  to  know,  to  grow, 
and  to  go.  A  library  is  a  meeting  place — a  place  wherein  you  can 
meet  and  converse  with  the  most  exciting  minds  of  the  ages  and  of 
today.  A  library  is  a  storehouse  of  energy.  A  library  is,  because  you 
need  it. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  take  another  excerpt  from  the  book. 
Dear  Mr.  President: 

"Dear  President  Johnson: 

If  you  were  a  little  girl  nine  years  old  and  you  wanted  to  do 
something  for  your  country,  what  would  you  do?  I  have  only  a 
few  afternoons  off  to  help  and  I  have  to  be  home  by  five  for 
my  tub." 

We  all  have  to  be  home  by  five  for  the  tub,  but  we  don't  have  to  write 
anyone  and  ask  what  needs  to  be  done.  We  know  there  is  a  great  deal 
to  be  done;  and  we're  doing  it!  Trustees  ARE  meeting  the  challenge 
of  the  changing  world.

"Trustees  Meet  the  Challenge  with  Partnership"  is  a  subject  that 
Mr.  Paxton  Price  can  discuss  with  you  from  a  fine  background  of 
experience  ranging  from  a  college  library  to  a  state  library  to  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Education,  Library  Services  Branch. 

As  Missouri  State  Librarian  Mr.  Price  was  able  to  develop  public 
libraries  in  a  partnership  with  local  agencies  and  with  the  federal 
government.  Through  the  Missouri  library  development  plan,  encour- 
agement and  assistance  was  given  toward  establishing  larger  units 
of  public  library  service  through  the  use  of  a  state  bookmobile  for 
demonstrations  of  service.  Now,  as  Director  of  the  federal  Library 
Services  Branch,  Paxton  Price  is  able  to  give  encouragement  to  and 
form  a  partnership  with  all  SO  states. 

I  first  knew  Paxton  when  we  were  developing  the  Standards  for 
Library  Functions  at  the  State  Level.  He  has  done  much  to  imple- 
ment these  standards  so  that  each  state  will  provide  at  least  the 
minimum  level  of  services  that  should  be  available  at  that  level. 

The  partnership  that  Mr.  Price  will  discuss  with  us  is  vital  in 
meeting  the  challenge  and  in  developing  our  "Prospectus  for  Prog- 
ress."

We  meet  today  to  begin  the  great  adventure  of  seeking  ways, 
jointly,  to  strengthen  Cahfornia's  pubKc  hbrary  program.  We  could 
engage  in  no  higher  mission,  for  the  quality  of  a  public  service  pro- 
gram is  at  stake. 

California  is  recognized  as  a  great  state  in  many  respects.  How- 
ever, certain  revelations  in  the  statewide  plan  being  discussed  today 
challenge  the  state  to  convert  these  reported  and  measured  lacks  into 
marks  of  leadership.  Let  us  consider  these  contrasts  as  illustrations: 

California  has  one  of  the  highest  rates  of  per  capita  income 
in  the  nation — but  over  80  percent  of  the  county  libraries  and 
nearly  45  percent  of  the  city  libraries  spend  less  than  $3  per  per- 
son for  service,  less  than  the  average  cost  of  one  book. 

California  is  now  the  most  populous  state  in  the  nation — yet 
its  State  Library  program  needs  additional  financial  support  to 
save  it  from  being  forced  to  reduce  services. 

California  has  more  automobiles  than  any  other  state — but 
it  has  a  dragging  public  library  service  program  because  the 
number  of  books  and  hbrarians  per  capita  is  steadily  decreasing. 
A  final  contrast:  To  its  very  great  credit,  California  now  has 
the  nation's  newest  and  most  dynamic  statewide  plan  for  public 
library  development.  The  next  step,  implementation,  is  yet  to  be 
taken. 
Our  purpose  now  is  to  arouse  the  concern  of  all  Californians  for 
their  deteriorating  public  library  services — deteriorating  at  a  time 
the  state  enters  a  new  era  of  predictable  growth.  The  steady  increase 
of  population,  greater  economic  strength,  and  growing  intellectual 
forces  call  of  additional  library  resources  and  services,  not  weaken- 
ing conditions.   Implementing  the  plan  is  an  action  program  that 
proposes  to  bolster  the  indispensable  partnership  of  private  citizens 
with  local,  state  and  federal  agencies  in  our  educational  advance.

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The  great  expectations  of  the  people  of  California,  and  of  other 
states,  have  been  reflected  in  the  recent  acts  passed  by  Congress 
for  the  growth  and  development  of  libraries.  These  bold  acts,  together 
with  additional  measures  for  other  areas  of  education,  have  estab- 
lished historical  landmarks  of  federal  concern.  New  federal  assistance 
programs  enable  us  to  assemble  our  resources  at  every  level  of  gov- 
ernment to  bring  excellence  to  library  services.  A  large  share  of  this 
effort  will  have  to  come  from  local  communities. 

Let  me  recall  briefly  for  you  the  record  of  this  progress  in  legis- 
lation. Federal  assistance  for  lagging  public  library  service  develop- 
ment led  the  way.  A  five-year  rural  library  program  was  enacted  in 
1956,  and  later  renewed.  It  is  important  for  us  to  remember  that  it 
was  the  public  at  large  which  asked  Congress  to  enact  this  law.  In 

1964  it  was  broadened  to  apply  to  urban  areas,  appropriations  were 
tripled,  and  a  program  of  public  library  construction  was  added. 

Even  now  Congress  is  considering  the  renewal  of  the  Act  for  a 
third  five-year  period. 

The  year  1965  was  a  banner  one  in  legislative  success.  One  of 
the  major  parts  of  the  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of 

1965  authorizes  an  appropriation  of  $100  million  for  the  improve- 
ment of  resources  in  school  libraries.  The  higher  Education  Act  of 
1965  has  the  same  objective  for  college?  and  universities,  and  au- 
thorizes an  appropriation  of  $50  million  to  assist  in  the  effort. 

From  these  and  other  education  measures,  having  direct  and  in- 
direct benefits  for  libraries,  some  idea  can  be  gained  of  the  size  and 
scope  of  federal  concern  about  the  adequacy  of  library  services. 
Libraries  are  an  integral  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  nation. 
Through  these  education  measures  the  federal  government  functions 
as  a  partner  with  the  states  and  localities,  each  contributing  an  in- 
creasingly larger  share  to  the  development  of  our  most  precious 
national  resources:  free  and  educated  citizens.  Our  common  objective 
is  a  citizenry  that  can  achieve  its  full  potential  through  the  educa- 
tional facilities  of  which  we  have  been  speaking. 

None  of  us  makes  the  mistake  of  thinking  that  action  stimulated 
and  assisted  by  federal  legislation  can  be  achieved  by  the  federal 
government.  The  California  public  library  service  objectives  and 
plan  of  development  can  be  carried  out  only  in  California — by  Cali- 
fornians.  The  largest  role  in  this  movement  is  the  responsibility  of 
those  individuals  at  the  local  level  of  government,  but  a  very  large 
share  of  the  obligation  also  rests  with  the  state  government.  The 
federal  government  is  supposed  to  play  only  a  minor  role. 

Mr.  Francis  Keppel,  Assistant  Secretary  of  HEW  for  Education, 
recently  described  the  basis  for  the  federal  concern  and  activity  in 
education  thusly:  "The  Federal  government,  the  only  government 
we  have  in  common,  has  of  course  a  broad  interest  in  education. 
Our  economy,  our  society,  our  position  in  the  world  of  nations  all 
turn  upon  the  strength  of  our  schools,  colleges  and  universities.  What 
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happens  in  education  today  reaches  far  beyond  any  local  boundary. 
Education's  vitality  is  the  whole  Nation's  source  of  vitality."  The 
same  principle  applies  to  our  libraries. 

The  statewide  plan  for  California  being  discussed  today,  Public 
Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California,  has  to  start 
on  the  march  to  meet  that  challenge  with  the  trustees  in  the  lead. 
You  should  be  joined  in  this  project  by  some  city  managers,  boards 
of  supervisors,  and  Friends  of  the  Library  groups,  because  all  who 
are  interested  and  directly  responsible  in  the  state's  library  welfare 
should  be  solidly  united  in  this  effort.  The  task  of  putting  this  plan 
into  effect  requires  the  dedication  and  assistance  of  all.  This  is  a 
statewide  plan — not  a  plan  for  only  you  who  are  here. 

By  law,  trustees  and  supervisors  are  the  governing  officials  of 
Cahfornia  libraries.  They  are  the  public  servants  of  the  people  and 
therefore  they  hold  a  public  trust  which  includes  certain  duties  and 
responsibilities.  One  of  these,  which  is  up  for  discussion  today,  has 
been  identified  as:  Determine  the  purpose  of  the  library  and  secure 
adequate  funds  to  carry  on  the  library's  program. 

''Determining  the  purpose  of  the  library"  is  the  basic  decision 
facing  all  Californians. 

A  second  responsibility  assigned  to  trustees  has  to  do  with  the 
appropriate  relationship  between  the  library  needs  of  the  community 
and  the  library's  program.  On  this  occasion  we  are  considering  the 
word  community  in  its  larger  sense — in  state-size  dimensions.  The 
statewide  plan  has  analyzed  the  present  and  future  characteristics 
of  the  state  and  its  people  and  has  drawn  a  detailed  picture  of  the 
wide  variety  of  quality  in  existing  libraries.  The  discrepancies  found 
to  exist  in  quality  among  communities  of  approximately  equal  char- 
acteristics are  illogical,  and  are  cause  for  alarm.  This  situation  con- 
tains the  substance  upon  which  the  second  major  decision  should  be 
made:  Shall  we,  as  trustees,  government  officials,  and  Friends,  allow 
this  unwarranted  diversity  in  the  quality  of  public  library  service  to 
persist  while  we  hold  the  conviction  and  the  authority  necessary  to 
rectify  it?  Is  there  really  any  need  to  bring  the  question  to  vote? 

Nearly  two  decades  ago  the  Social  Science  Research  Council  con- 
ducted a  nationwide  study  of  the  pubhc  library.  One  of  the  reports 
issued  covered  the  public  library  in  the  political  process.  The  findings 
of  that  day  are  being  contradicted  by  the  very  nature  of  the  pro- 
cedure used  today.  The  report  claimed  that  trustees  previously  had 
not  shared  in  that  long-range  thinking  which  is  the  proper  back- 
ground for  setting  the  pace  for  library  development.  Today,  the 
opportunity  is  being  offered  trustees  to  share  in  the  vision  and  deter- 
mination of  what  library  services  are  needed  in  California,  at  a  fixed 
time  in  the  future,  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing,  better 
educated,  and  more  sophisticatedly  employed  population.  Californians 
are  being  asked  in  this  plan  if  the  proposal  it  contains  is  bold  and 
imaginative  enough  and  if  they  subscribe  to  it.  You  and  I  know  there 
is  no  other  answer  but  the  affirmative. 
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After  reading  Public  Libary  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  Cali- 
fornia, some  trustees  have  undoubtedly  wondered  about  its  validity. 
I  think  I  can  provide  an  answer  to  that  question.  The  Office  of  Edu- 
cation held  a  national  conference  last  year  on  Statewide  Long-Range 
Planning  for  Libraries.  One  of  the  major  papers  presented  at  the  con- 
ference covered  the  subject  of  "Principles  of  Statewide  Library 
Planning." 

If  we  compare  the  provisions  of  your  California  plan  with  some 
selected  principles  from  that  speaker's  paper  we  will  readily  see  that 
you  most  assuredly  have  a  viable  plan.  Let  me  bring  those  selected 
principles  to  your  attention : 

1.  Statewide  planning  seeks  a  partnership  between  locality 
and  state,  building  on  the  local  foundation. 

The  requisite  partnership  in  the  California  plan  is  specifically 
spelled  out  in  four  main  recommendations  contained  in  chapter  seven. 
This  is  the  chapter  called  "Plan  of  Action."  The  obligations  of  the 
state  and  the  locality  are  equally  described  in  sections  on  structure, 
activities,  finance  and  personnel.  The  state  and  localities  are  en- 
visaged as  partners  in  an  interlocking  enterprise  with  a  single  purpose. 

The  remainder  of  the  principle  dealing  with  building  on  the  local 
foundation  is  discharged  by  making  provision  for  the  utilization  of 
the  strong  local  resources.  The  plan  also  spells  out  strong  supple- 
mentary and  supporting  services  from  the  state  to  local  libraries. 

2.  Statewide  library  planning  should  involve  library  trustees 
both  as  planners  and  promoters  of  the  program. 

The  formulation  of  the  California  plan  had  the  advice  and  assist- 
ance of  an  active  advisory  committe  whose  membership  consisted  of 
presidents  of  the  trustees  and  Friends.  Of  the  total  membership  one- 
third  was  not  related  to  library  operation  or  control. 

3.  Despite  the  fashion  for  rather  vague  and  general  standards, 
be  as  specific  as  possible,  as  quantitative  as  possible,  for  you  are 
seeking  hard  and  real  marks  against  which  you  can  check  your- 
selves in  a  few  years. 

(That  must  be  the  longest  principle  in  the  book.) 

Clear  definition  of  the  primary  qualities  for  each  of  the  five  pro- 
posed levels  of  service  is  found  in  Chapter  seven,  "Plan  of  Action." 
The  community  level  service  is  described  in  terms  of  how  many 
resources  are  needed  to  serve  a  specified  population  with  a  suggested 
convenience  index,  and  with  generally  specified  types  of  materials. 
Evaluate  these  specifics  for  too  much  rigidity  as  well  as  for  latitude 
of  interpretation  and  I  believe  each  of  us  can  be  satisfied. 

Naturally,  such  specifics  can't  be  defined  so  readily  for  the  two 
other  levels;  local  communities  must  be  allowed  some  measure  of  self 
determination.  The  specifications  that  should  be  met  by  a  Reader 
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Subject  Center  are  definite  enough  to  be  measured.  Even  locations 
of  the  Centers,  based  on  existing  beginnings  of  strength  in  resources, 
are  suggested.  A  reading  of  the  descriptions  of  the  specifications 
leaves  no  doubt  as  to  what  is  meant  by  a  library  system  either  in 
composition,  location,  or  function.  The  purpose,  size,  location  and 
functions  of  reference  and  research  centers  are  clearly  delineated. 
Even  the  coordination  duties  and  services  assigned  to  the  State  Li- 
brary— for  the  purpose  of  cementing  the  parts  of  the  whole  together 
— are  measurable. 

All  these  specifications  add  up  to  a  useable  measuring  stick  which 
should  be  applied  periodically  against  all  levels. 

4.  Clarify  the  kind  of  systems  specified  in  the  plan  and  define 
them  realistically  in  relation  to  their  functions. 

We  have  just  discussed  some  aspects  of  this  principle  because 
the  entire  California  plan  is  built  around  the  "systems"  concept. 

Probably  the  single  most  important  recommendation  contained  in 
the  detailed  descriptions  of  the  first  four  levels  of  library  structure 
is  found  at  the  end  of  each.  These  final  statements,  taken  together, 
describe  the  very  significant  relationship  of  each  level  to  the  others. 
Together  they  constitute  the  functional  definition  of  a  "coordinated 
library  program"  that  sometimes  goes  by  the  name  of  a  "statewide 
system  of  service." 

The  "systems"  concept  described  in  your  California  plan  is  based 
on  the  principle  and  practice  that  each  level  of  service  is  a  participat- 
ing and  receiving  partner  in  the  next  level  of  service. 

5.  Build  on  strength. 

(This  has  to  be  the  shortest  principle) 

This  is  a  short  but  cogent  principle,  and  the  meaning  is  obvious. 
To  plan  otherwise  would  constitute  irresponsibility. 

This  principle  has  been  discharged  in  your  plan  by  its  assignment 
of  duties  to  the  State  Library,  the  identification  of  the  three  Refer- 
ence and  Research  Centers,  the  recommended  centers  for  the  Library 
Systems,  and  the  suggested  candidate  libraries  for  the  Reader  Subject 
Centers.  Each  of  these  now  have  or  will  have  the  strength  in  re- 
sources required  by  the  responsibilities  that  go  with  the  distinction 
of  serving. 

6.  Incorporate  strong  city  libraries  into  programs  involving 
suburban  and  rural  areas. 

I  suppose  it  is  trite  to  repeat  it,  but  the  California  populace  "has 
wheels — can  travel."  People  will  disregard  political  boundaries  in 
searching  for  satisfaction  in  library  service.  Good  strong  libraries 
will  be  asked  for  service  by  suburban  and  rural  residents. 

Your  new  statewide  plan  proposes  financial  assistance  for  those 
city  libraries  which  will  be  so  affected. 
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7.  Financial  partnership  must  be  developed  between  localities 
and  state  levels  of  government  for  adequate  support  of  library- 
service. 

As  for  formal  education,  the  state  has  recognized  its  obligation 
for  a  share  of  the  cost  of  library  services  which  are  organized  and 
coordinated  for  the  total  population. 

The  1970  financial  support  specifications  in  your  California  plan 
call  for  two-thirds  of  the  total  cost  to  be  obtained  from  local  sources. 
The  state  and  federal  government  share  the  remaining  third. 

The  financial  contribution  of  each  to  the  cost  of  the  total  program 
is  expected  to  increase  in  the  next  five  years.  I  think  it  a  significant 
augur  of  the  future  that  the  state  government  is  in  the  process  of 
increasing  its  support.  This  should  be  a  signal  to  and  an  example 
for  localities. 

8.  Build  steps  into  the  plan  to  carry  library  development 
forward  in  natural  stages. 

Since  your  plan  does  not  specify  clearly  defined  stages  of  progres- 
sive development  in  moving  from  the  present  level  of  service  to  the 
one  which  is  described  as  adequate,  I  believe  it  is  implied  that  the 
gap  will  be  closed  promptly,  once  California  is  made  aware  of  it. 
It  is  unmistakably  clear  that  California  is  expected  to  reach  the 
plan's  overall  objective  of  adequacy  during  the  next  five  years.  How, 
by  what  steps,  and  at  what  rate  is  considered  to  be  the  proper  prov- 
ince of  a  sophisticated  and  determined  society. 

9.  The  new  role  of  State  Library  agencies  may  well  stress 
research,  planning,  coordinating,  and  regulatory  functions  as 
distinct  from  traditional  extension  activities. 

This  last  principle  we  are  using  in  our  evaluation  has  been  fully 
carried  out  in  the  program  role  outlined  for  the  State  Library  in 
the  last  chapter  of  the  plan.  The  state's  part  in  the  structure  has 
been  defined  in  terms  of  planning  and  coordinating  activities.  These 
functions  have  been  repeated  in  the  section  on  service  activities,  and 
suggested  areas  for  research  have  been  added.  The  minimum  amount 
of  regulatory  obligation  required  to  discharge  the  state's  general 
responsibilities  is  mentioned  under  the  headings  of  financing  and 
personnel. 

The  leadership  of  the  state  is  expected  and  it  should  be  rendered 
in  full  measure.  Otherwise  a  coordinated  system  is  impossible. 

I  assume  that  these  trustee  workshops  are  a  part  of  the  organized 
march  California  is  making  to  meet  the  challenge  presented  in  the 
plan.  That  march  may  be  as  agonizing  as  some  others  in  our  recent 
history.  It  may,  at  times,  seem  longer  than  patience  will  sustain. 

The  purpose  and  objectives  will  always  be  your  source  for  courage 
and  endurance.  It  is  a  California  plan,  prepared  by  Californians,  for 
California  people,  and  tailored  to  California  conditions. 
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The  ultimate  purpose  is  to  preserve  each  Californian's  freedom 
and  dignity  through  an  adequate  library  service  system  equal  to  the 
California  challenge.  A  community  such  as  California  cannot  develop 
in  intellect  and  conscience  unless  it  provides  its  citizenry  with  the 
fullest  and  free  access  to  the  historical,  social  and  artistic  record  of 
the  past  and  present. 

The  effort  required  of  trustees  to  achieve  their  share  of  the  plan's 
objectives  will  need  to  be  bold  and  aggressive.  Someone  will  need  to 
take  the  initiative.  Imagination  may  be  needed  in  some  plans  in  order 
to  remove  obstacles. 

Progress  on  this  march  requires  more  than  the  mere  passage  of 
resolutions  expressing  support.  Board  actions  are  needed  and  are 
best  regulated  by  a  fixed  schedule.  Each  California  library  board 
must  read,  understand,  and  be  actively  committed  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the  plan's  provisions.  Each  board  should  help  the  next  if 
its  own  work  is  finished. 

If  you  should  ask  why,  I  think  the  answer  is  that  the  public 
expects  a  quality  return  on  the  public  funds  invested  so  far  in  this 
public  service.  Your  plan  defines  the  quality  which  California  needs, 
deserves,  and  can  have,  with  just  a  little  more  progress. 

Thinking  in  terms  of  services  to  the  public  is  the  best  basis  upon 
which  to  proceed. 

You  will  not  be  alone  in  your  efforts.  The  state  is  behind  you,  as 
witness  the  introduction  in  the  legislature  of  a  new  equalization  meas- 
ure for  state  aid  based  on  community  need,  ability,  and  effort. 

Even  the  federal  government  is  your  partner.  The  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  affords  you  financial  assistance  for  the  exten- 
sion and  development  of  the  California  plan  and  specifically  reserves 
to  the  state  the  right  to  determine  the  best  uses  of  the  federal  funds. 
I  might  add  here  that  a  number  of  other  leading  states  are  proceeding 
to  effectuate  statewide  systems  of  service. 

This  law  expires  this  year.  Many  Congressmen  have  introduced 
bills  to  extend  the  program.  No  less  than  53  Senators  have  co- 
sponsored  one  bill  that  extends  the  Act  and  expands  its  provisions. 
This  is  the  testimony — a  testimony  of  action — that  supports  Presi- 
dent Johnson's  declaration  in  his  1966  Education  message:  I  recom- 
mend measures — ^to  improve  the  Nation's  libraries." 

Planning  and  moving  together  in  progress  we  can  meet  the  chal- 
lenge of  our  ideals. 

Californians  will  pay  the  price  for  any  faltering  or  failure. 
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ROUND-TABLE  DISCUSSIONS 

Ten  questions  based  on  material  in  Public  Library  Service  Equal 
to  the  Challenge  of  California  formed  the  basis  for  round-table  dis- 
cussions during  the  afternon  at  each  workshop.  The  same  questions 
were  used  at  both  workshops.  During  the  first  hour  the  round-table 
groups  discussed  five  questions  which  related  to  planning  at  the  local 
level.  At  the  end  of  the  first  hour  the  leaders  of  each  round  table 
moved  to  a  new  table  and  led  the  discussion  of  the  next  five  questions. 
These  five  questions  related  to  the  community's  place  in  the  statewide 
plan. 

The  questions,  with  page  references  to  the  statewide  survey,  were 
sent  to  each  registrant  in  advance  of  the  workshop.  This  sheet  of 
"Questions  for  Study"  is  reproduced  below. 

Material  from  the  group  statements,  in  answer  to  the  questions, 
was  used  by  Mr.  Edward  Strable  in  preparing  his  "Prospectus  for 
Progress,"  which  appears  later  in  this  issue.  Following  Mr.  Strable's 
speech  there  is  printed  a  summary  of  the  combined  viewpoints  and 
ideas  expressed  by  the  20  groups;  10  at  the  Los  Angeles  Workshop 
and  10  at  San  Francisco.

Introduction  of  the  speaker,  EDWARD  STRABLE, 
by  MRS.

In  1955  Mr.  Strable  was  employed  as  librarian  for  the  J.  Walter 
Thompson  Company,  the  world's  largest  advertising  agency.  The 
chairman  of  the  board  of  that  company,  Mr.  Norman  Strauss,  an- 
other wonderful  friend  of  the  world  of  libraries  and  books,  is  speak- 
ing this  week  in  San  Francisco  for  the  San  Francisco  Friends  of  the 
Library. 

Mr.  Strable  has  been  a  guest  lecturer  on  the  faculty  of  the  Gradu- 
ate Library  School  of  the  University  of  Chicago  and  has  held  many 
offices  and  chairmanships  in  the  American  Library  Association  and 
in  Special  Libraries  Association. 

He  is  now  serving  as  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Reference 
Services  Division  and  the  American  Library  Trustee  Association.

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TRUSTEES  MEET  THE  CHALLENGE  WITH 
A  PROSPECTUS  FOR  PROGRESS 

Summary  Remarks

None  of  us  is  likely  to  complain  that  his  life  lacks  exhortations  and 
challenges.  On  the  contrary,  there  is  a  plethora  of  such  stimulants  in 
our  environment.  They  surround  us  in  our  day  to  day  life  and  range 
on  a  continuum  of  significance  from  the  summons  to  get  with  the  go 
group  by  drinking  a  particular  beverage  to  the  charge  to  stop  highway 
slaughter. 

Today,  we  all  will  agree,  has  been  a  day  of  many  challenges;  so 
much  so  that  one  might  expect,  after  our  stimulating  sessions  in  the 
morning,  our  working  sessions  in  the  afternoon,  our  relaxing  yet 
lively  discussions  at  luncheon,  at  the  social  hour,  and  at  dinner,  that 
our  ''challengibility  quotient"  might  be,  at  this  moment,  somewhat 
depleted — limp — dim — as  we  reach  the  finale  of  our  workshop. 

The  characteristic  which  distinguishes  the  challenges  to  which  we 
want  to  attend  at  this  session  is  their  "we-ness."  These  are  not  chal- 
lenges which  "they"  have  flung  to  us,  but  those  which  have  been 
developed  and  defined  by  this  group  at  the  round  table  discussion 
sessions  just  a  few  hours  ago.  As  such,  they  have  a  vitality  and  a 
pertinency  which  should  manage  to  challenge  us  (once  again)  to  go 
forth  and  implement. 

I  would  like  to  summarize  your  discussions  in  a  very  straight- 
forward fashion  by  giving  a  brief  resume,  question  by  question,  of 
the  written  reports  turned  in  by  the  recorders  but  before  starting  to 
do  so  I  would  like  to  make  three  general  observations  which  occurred 
to  me  as  I  worked  with  the  written  reports. 

We  should  remind  ourselves,  first  of  all,  that  the  recorders  had  to 
work  in  a  great  hurry  and,  in  addition  to  participating  in  the  discus- 
sions, had  to  try  to  find  just  the  words  to  describe  the  attitudes  ex- 
pressed and  conclusions  reached  by  the  group  in  answering  the  sep- 
arate questions.  The  written  records  of  the  discussions  were,  therefore, 
terse  and  largely  without  nuance.  This  reflects  in  the  summary  in 
that  the  conclusions  are  probably  described  in  blunter,  more  positive 
fashion  than  they  were  actually  expressed  at  the  round  tables. 

Secondly,  I  should  point  out  that  the  overall  reaction  of  the  groups 
is  overwhelmingly  in  agreement  with  the  basic  plan  for  statewide 
service  in  California.  The  disagreements  by  groups  or  individuals 
are  relatively  few.  It  is  because  of  their  rareness  that  they  have 
almost  always  been  picked  up  to  report  back  to  you.  My  informal 
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summary,  therefore,  is  likely  to  give  the  con  point  of  view  more 
prominence  and  more  weight  than  it  statistically  deserves. 

There  is,  in  situations  like  this,  always  the  problem  of  interpreta- 
tion, both  by  the  recorder  and  by  the  summarizer.  I  know  that  in  a 
number  of  instances  the  brief  summary  statements  turned  in  by  the 
recorders  required  assumptions  of  meanings  on  my  part;  but  because 
of  the  number  of  groups  and  reports  perhaps  the  misinterpretations 
can  be  expected  to  balance  each  other  out. 

Now  to  the  answers  to  the  questions.  Although  two  separate  sum- 
maries were  given  at  the  Workshops,  one  in  Los  Angeles  and  the 
other  in  San  Francisco,  this  written  summary  combines  the  two  and 
presents  overall  trends  and  conclusions.  During  the  first  hour  you 
gave  your  attention  to  five  questions  concerning  local  problems,  while 
keeping  in  mind  the  text  for  the  Workshop — Public  Library  Service 
Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California — which  we  will  refer  to  as  ''the 
report"  in  our  summary. 

WHAT  ARE  THE  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  A  GOOD 
PUBLIC   LIBRARY  PROGRAM? 

On  this  question,  the  discussion  groups  reflected  a  good  deal  of 
agreement  with  the  program  goals  for  local  community  service  out- 
lined in  the  report.  Some  agreed  outright  with  the  goals  and  felt  they 
should  be  highly  recommended.  Others  were  in  ''general"  agreement 
with  the  goals  as  stated,  and  felt  the  recommendations  in  the  report 
were  "generally"  realistic  and  desirable  and  should  be  recommended 
for  achievement  "wherever  possible."  The  attitude  of  drawing  back 
somewhat,  of  not  giving  the  recommendations  absolute  and  whole- 
hearted support,  seemed  to  stem  from  a  feeling  that  the  recommenda- 
tions might  have  to  be  tailored  somewhat  to  the  individual  needs  of 
the  communities — to  those  variations  in  communities  which  make 
them  different,  each  from  the  other.  A  number  of  groups  expressed 
concern  that,  in  the  implementation  of  the  recommendations,  com- 
munity variables  such  as  the  following  be  taken  into  account:  in- 
dustrial patterns,  student  needs,  varieties  of  professions  represented, 
the  needs  of  children,  the  urban-rural  makeup  of  the  community,  the 
resources  already  developed,  the  relationships  between  recreational, 
educational,  cultural  and  informational  needs. 

WHAT  BOOKS  AND  RELATED  MATERIALS  SHOULD  A 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  PROVIDE? 

Only  a  few  of  the  groups  related  their  discussion  directly  to  the 
materials  program  for  local  community  library  service  recommended 
in  the  report  (30-35,000  book  titles,  50,000  volumes  overall,  800- 
1,000  reference  titles,  not  less  than  2,500-3,500  new  titles  a  year, 
etc.)  but  the  two  groups  that  did  so  agreed  that  the  recommenda- 
tions were  realistic  and  should  be  approved.  The  discussions  of  the 
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other  groups  resulted  in  two  recurrent  conclusions,  expressed  in  many 
different  ways. 

First,  there  was  the  "it  goes  without  saying"  theme  that  the  modern 
public  library  is  a  resource  for  many  kinds  of  materials  in  addition 
to  books  and  that  these  materials  are  important  to  good  library 
service.  If  not  available  locally,  access  to  them  should  be  built  into 
the  system.  The  forms  of  materials  mentioned  most  often  by  the 
groups  were:  books,  magazines,  reference  materials,  recordings,  docu- 
ments, films,  maps,  pamphlets,  prints,  nlmstrips,  microfilm,  dupli- 
cating machines,  pictures,  newspapers,  and  patents.  Two  groups  made 
a  particular  point  about  local  history  materials  or  the  heritage  ma- 
terials of  local  ethnic  groups,  and  another  was  definitely  opposed  to 
having  textbooks  in  the  library. 

The  second  theme,  much  in  the  vein  of  discussion  of  the  first 
question,  was  that  the  books  and  materials  which  a  public  library 
provides  depend  to  a  considerable  extent  on  the  individual  commu- 
nity's characteristics.  These  include,  the  groups  pointed  out,  the 
socio-economic  makeup  of  the  users,  the  location  of  the  community 
in  respect  to  business  and  industry  and  to  schools  and  colleges,  size 
of  population,  and  also  such  bread  and  butter  characteristics  as 
what  the  community  can  afford  and  is  willing  to  pay.  Often  this  theme 
included  the  proviso  that  the  basic  general  collection  of  materials 
should  be  modern,  vital  and  comprehensive,  and  could  probably  be 
somewhat  standard,  but  that  the  specialized  materials  should  be 
selected  in  relation  to  local  characteristics. 

WHAT  ARE  THE   PERSONNEL  NEEDS  OF  A  GOOD   LIBRARY 
PROGRAM  AT  THE  LOCAL  LEVEL? 

The  groups  worked  long  and  hard  on  this  question  and  reflected 
an  intense  concern  with  their  current  personnel  situations.  The  staff 
requirements  as  outlined  in  the  report  (12  full-time  minimum,  one 
employee  for  each  2,000  people  in  the  service  area,  at  least  one-third 
professional,  etc.)  served  as  the  core  of  the  discussion  for  many 
groups.  A  few  of  the  groups  agreed  that  the  personnel  requirements 
recommended  were  desirable  and  acceptable.  Other  groups  seemed 
to  agree  that  they  presented  w^orthwhile  goals  to  be  worked  for  and 
strived  for  but  questioned  how  realistic  they  were,  particularly  in 
the  light  of  their  own  experience  in  finding  and  hiring  professional 
personnel  today. 

The  bulk  of  the  discussion  centered  on  ways  to  solve  personnel 
problems  both  now  and  in  the  future.  The  ideas  expressed  in  the 
written  summaries  were  varied  and  interesting  and  included  conclu- 
sions that  salaries  for  professional  librarians  should  be  made  more 
clearly  commensurate  with  comparable  professions;  that  trustees 
should  assume  great  responsibility  for  representing  personnel  for 
salary  increases;  that  professional  childrens  librarians  should  defi- 
nitely be  included  as  a  minimum  personnel  requirement;  that  inserv- 
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ice  training  for  all  is  a  basic  necessity;  that  we  especially  need  train- 
ing for  nonprofessional  staff  members  so  that  repetitive  jobs  can  be 
turned  over  to  them;  that  thought  be  given  to  extra  compensation 
as  an  inducement  to  work  shift  hours;  that  libraries  should  call  in 
resource  people  in  the  community  on  a  voluntary  basis  to  assist  with 
building  up  specific  collections  of  materials;  that  perhaps  interns 
and  volunteers  should  be  used  to  help  solve  personnel  shortages; 
and  one  group  listed  as  the  first  requirement  under  personnel  needs: 
"an  interested,  concerned,  hardworking  library  board/' 

WHAT  IS  THE  ROLE  OF  THE  PUBLIC   LIBRARY  IN  SERVING  SCHOOL 
NEEDS  OF  ELEMENTARY,  HIGH  SCHOOL  AND  COLLEGE  STUDENTS? 

The  discussion  groups  reflected  more  agreement  in  their  discussion 
of  this  question  than  in  any  other  of  the  first  five.  Even  the  words 
used  to  express  reaction  to  the  question  were  the  same.  In  particu- 
lar, most  groups  used  the  term  "supplement"  in  their  answers,  mean- 
ing by  it  that  the  role  of  the  public  library  is  to  supplement  school 
libraries  by  providing  enrichment  materials  for  students,  while  the 
school  libraries  support  the  instructional  needs. 

Almost  all  the  groups  went  further  and  commented  on  how  this 
supplementary  role  can  be  brought  about.  Here,  too,  the  same  words 
and  phrases  were  often  used,  the  most  common  ones  being  "cooper- 
ate," "stimulate"  and  "initiate."  The  public  libraries  should  establish 
good  lines  of  communication  in  order  to  cooperate  with  the  schools 
and  school  boards  to  work  out  an  equitable  and  successful  relation- 
ship and  division  of  responsibility  to  serve  the  library  needs  of  stu- 
dents. At  the  same  time,  boards  of  trustees  and  other  government 
officials  of  the  public  libraries  need  to  stimulate  schools  and  school 
districts  to  accept  their  fair  share  of  the  responsibility  for  providing 
proper  library  services.  What  is  more,  the  groups  agreed  that  it  is  up 
to  the  library  boards  and  librarians  to  initiate  these  activities  in  order 
to  bring  about  their  accomplishment;  that  little  will  be  gained  by 
sitting  and  waiting  for  the  situation  to  come  about  automatically. 
One  specific  move  suggested  again  and  again  is  that  school  libraries 
should  be  encouraged  to  remain  open  before  and  after  school,  and  in 
evenings. 

WHAT  DOES  A  GOOD   PUBLIC   LIBRARY  PROGRAM  COST? 

To  this  direct  and  specific  question  most  of  the  groups  provided 
a  direct  and  specific  answer:  they  considered  the  recommended  $5 
per  capita  figure  and  decided  whether  they  agreed  with  it  or  not. 
One  group  of  groups  agreed  that  the  $5  figure  was  sound  and  realistic. 
Another  believed  that  the  figure  could  be  considered  only  a  minimum 
and  would  soon  have  to  be  raised  to  $6  or  $7.  Others  felt  that  $3  to 
$5  was  a  more  realistic  range  for  a  per  capita  figure.  In  balance. 
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then,  the  $5  recommendation  seemed  to  provide  a  workable  goal. 
Only  one  group  asked  that  more  data  be  supplied  to  trustees  on 
how  the  standards  for  costs  are  derived. 

After  this  first  series  of  questions  relating  to  your  local  problems, 
you  were  then  asked  to  give  your  attention  to  five  questions  on  simi- 
lar subjects  but  related  specifically  to  the  statewide  plan  outlined  in 
the  report.  It  seemed  to  some  of  us  who  wandered  around  and  listened 
to  your  discussions  at  the  tables  that  you  reached  conclusions  more 
quickly  on  this  second  group  of  questions  than  on  the  first.  Perhaps 
this  was  because  you  left  the  more  personal,  local,  complex  problems 
of  the  here  and  now  and  thought  about  the  broader,  statewide  system 
in  which  the  problems  are  not  so  personal  or  immediate  and  therefore 
can  be  viewed  more  objectively. 

HOW  WILL  YOUR  LIBRARY'S  PROGRAM  CONTRIBUTE  TO  THE  STATEWIDE 
PROGRAM  AND  HOW  WILL  THE  STATEWIDE  PLAN  ASSIST  YOU 
IN  MEETING  YOUR  LOCAL  PROGRAM  GOALS? 

This  was  the  most  complex  question  tackled  during  the  day  and 
it  resulted,  as  might  be  expected,  in  the  greatest  variety  of  comments. 
The  report  of  one  group  was,  as  a  matter  of  fact:  "More  questions 
than  answers:  Finance?  Control?  Eventual  taxes?";  but  most  of  the 
discussions  reflected  a  positive  feeling  that  the  statewide  plan  will 
help  to  solve  local  problems  because  it  does  provide  a  cooperative 
approach  to  problem  solving.  Typical  comments : 

"Cooperative  systems  are  of  great  value  to  libraries." 

"A  benefit  because  we  would  have  working  relationships  with 
each  other." 

"It  will  result  in  increased  staff  and  materials  burden  on  the 
state  library  as  a  resource  will  be  relieved." 

"Local  library  expects  to  have  an  enriched  program  and  access 
to  wider  source  of  material." 

"Statewide  plan  will  implement  the  existing  problem  because 
it  will  facilitate  equalization  of  funds  by  sharing  our  resources." 

The  reports  of  the  groups  did  reflect  some  negative  or  questioning 
attitudes  about  the  statewide  plan.  One  group  asked  for  fluidity 
rather  than  rigidity  in  the  development  of  the  plan.  Individuals  in 
some  groups  reported  that  their  libraries  would  not  be  joining  the 
plan.  Others  seemed  to  feel  that  the  small  libraries  with  the  scarcest 
resources  would  benefit  most. 

At  the  same  time,  some  groups  reported  back  that  some  of  their 
libraries  were  already  contributing  to  the  statewide  program  with 
informal  cooperative  arrangements,  by  being  members  of  present 
formal  systems,  or  by  their  intention  to  join  a  system  in  one  capacity 
or  another. 
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HOW  WILL  YOUR  LIBRARY'S  RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  PROVIDING  BOOKS 
AND  RELATED  AAATERIALS  CHANGE  UNDER  THE  STATEWIDE  PLAN? 

There  was  general  grasp  of  the  concept  that  at  the  local  com- 
munity library  level  the  library  collections  will  have  the  responsibility 
of  meeting  the  immediate  needs  of  the  community  while  the  special- 
ized materials  will  be  available  at  the  reader  subject  center  and 
research  center  level.  A  number  of  groups  pointed  out  that  the  local 
libraries  will  have  to  upgrade  their  collections  in  many  cases.  The 
allocation  of  funds  and  services  may  be  different,  some  feel,  in  order 
to  provide  a  higher  quality  of  service  to  all  the  people  in  the  system. 
There  will  be  less  necessity  for  the  duplication  of  expensive  titles, 
but,  overall,  there  will  be  greater  economy  and  more  and  better 
service.  The  greatest  responsibility  will  lie  in  the  idea  of  sharing. 
As  one  John  Donne-ish  group  put  it:  "Each  feel  responsibility — no 
longer  island." 

HOW  WILL  YOUR  LIBRARY'S  PERSONNEL  NEEDS  CHANGE 
UNDER  THE  STATEWIDE  PLAN? 

There  appears  to  be  no  doubt  that  a  great  deal  of  change  will  occur 
and  most  of  the  groups  estimated  these  changes  in  terms  of  numbers 
of  personnel.  They  expressed  the  belief  that  the  statewide  plan  will 
require  increases  and  decreases  of  various  kinds,  but  the  discussions 
did  not  reflect  a  clear  understanding  of  how  these  will  balance  out. 
Here  are  some  illustrative  quotes: 

"Decrease  the  need  for  highly  specialized  personnel." 

"Fewer  members  needed:  Central  cataloging  will  cut  down 
members,  even  need  for  directors  for  systems  will  not  be  more 
than  those  eliminated." 

"Need  for  trained  personnel  will  double.  Professional  vacan- 
cies will  decrease  by  better  recruitment  from  better  salaries 
and  working  conditions." 

"More  specialists  will  be  needed  (especially  in  the  larger 
libraries),  such  as  Information  Retrieval  Specialists,  Documen- 
tation Specialists,  etc." 

"They  may  be  increased.  However,  fewer  technical  services 
personnel." 

What  seems  to  be  required  at  this  point  is  the  opportunity  to  dis- 
cuss personnel  changes  in  relation  to  the  various  kinds  of  libraries 
in  the  system.  Certainly  there  appears  to  be  no  real  question  in  the 
minds  of  trustees  that  more  efficiency  and  more  economy  will  result 
from  the  changes  since  there  will  be  cooperative  use  of  specialists 
and  professional  personnel  in  general.  They  see  this  most  clearly  in 
the  shared  and  centralized  use  of  librarians  who  do  cataloging. 
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HOW  WILL  THE  STATEWIDE   PLAN   BETTER  SERVE  THE  SCHOOL  NEEDS 
OF  ELEMENTARY,  HIGH  SCHOOL  AND  COLLEGE  STUDENTS? 

No  difficulty  was  found  in  answering  this  question  and  just  about 
every  group  expressed  in  a  number  of  ways  the  one  great  advantage 
which  will  accrue.  That  is  that  the  statewide  plan  will  provide  a 
system  of  expanded  resources  for  students,  a  higher  level  of  refer- 
ence and  research  service  in  both  materials  and  staff,  resulting  in 
improved  total  library  service  to  the  community  and,  in  effect,  a 
better  educational  system  for  the  state.  A  supplementary  advantage, 
mentioned  often,  is  better  communication  and  cooperation  between 
public  and  school  libraries.  Some  of  the  groups  estimated  that  the 
systems  plan  will  provide  a  firmer  footing  from  which  to  commu- 
nicate and  cooperate  than  we  now  have  in  individual  libraries. 

HOW  WILL  LIBRARIES  MEET  THEIR  FINANCIAL  RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR  PROVIDING  PUBLIC   LIBRARY  SERVICE  EQUAL  TO 
THE  CHALLENGE  OF  CALIFORNIA? 

The  groups  see  this  responsibility  being  met  through  two  kinds 
of  activity,  money  raising  and  public  relations.  The  first  was  often 
bluntly  reported  in  the  phrase  "raise  taxes"  or  "increase  the  library 
tax  rate  locally."  But  the  discussion  also  indicates  an  acceptance  of 
the  need  to  work  toward  increased  state  and  federal  support.  Some 
see  a  concomitant  responsibility  for  getting  the  most  efficient  use 
from  the  present  tax  dollar. 

The  groups  agreed  that  they  have  a  closely  related  responsibility 
for  progressive  and  sustained  pubhc  information  to  create  continued 
interest  in  library  improvement.  This  is  necessary  close  to  home,  as 
seen  in  these  typical  quotes: 

"Improve  relations  between  city  council  and  trustees.  Make 
councilmen  aware  of  financial  needs.  Have  candidates  meet  at 
Hbrary,  take  a  stand  on  matters  relating  to  library  needs." 

"The  more  chances  the-  city  council  members  are  honored 
and  made  to  feel  a  part  of  the  library  program,  the  better 
chances  are  of  their  support.  Close  personal  contact  of  librarian 
and  city  council." 

"There  should  be  no  lessening  of  individual  local  responsibility 
to  maintain  budgetary  standards  to  meet  services." 

"Library  Trustees  and  citizens  should  make  a  dramatic  appeal 
to  their  public  officials,  philanthropic  and  service  organizations 
for  support  of  libraries.  Citizens  should  indicate  to  their  legis- 
lators their  support  of  legislation  to  finance  library  programs." 

Other  groups  stated  that  the  effort  must  reach  beyond  the  local 
community : 

"Boards  should  recognize  political  aspect  of  financing  and 
their  responsibility  in  exerting  influence  in  the  legislature." 
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''Need  state  program  of  finance — same  as  for  schools,  from 
general  fund.  Library  is  an  educational  institution,  so  should 
receive  same  support." 

"We  must  convince  governing  bodies  that  the  library  plays  a 
vital  role  in  providing  continuing  education." 

One  group  felt  so  strongly  about  this  matter  they  formed  and 
passed  a  resolution: 

"Resolved  that  since  the  local  tax  base,  in  terms  of  providing 
adequate  funds  for  public  libraries,  is  fast  reaching  the  saturation 
point,  that  the  state  and  federal  governments  continue  vigorously 
to  be  urged  to  supplement  local  tax  sources  in  order  to  provide 
'Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California.'  " 

I  would  like  to  balance  the  general  observations  which  preceded  the 
summary  with  a  few  general  conclusions  which  seem  to  derive  quite 
logically  from  the  results  of  your  discussion.  First  of  all,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  you  understand  the  basic  outline  and  concepts  of  the  state- 
wide plan  presented  in  the  report.  There  are  some  parts  of  it  that 
cause  slight  confusion  and  that  require  more  concentrated  study  but 
these  relate  to  details  rather  than  basic  ideas.  Secondly,  the  chief 
concern  of  the  groups  is  that  we  all  keep  clearly  in  mind  that  some 
flexibility  must  be  allowed  as  the  plan  is  implemented  because  of  the 
variations  which  exist  between  communities.  Thirdly,  your  overall 
attitude  to  the  plan  is  positive — that  it  is  a  sound  plan,  carefully  con- 
ceived and  worthy  of  support.  Finally,  the  feeling  comes  through 
strongly  that  there  is  a  willingness  to  move  ahead  and  get  the  job 
done.  This  seems  to  be  particularly  true  with  those  of  you  who  rep- 
resent areas  which  have  begun  to  benefit  from  cooperative  library 
activities. 

In  essence,  then,  what  you  have  developed  in  your  round  table 
discussions  this  afternoon  might  be  called  a  prospectus  for  progress. 
A  prospectus,  as  we  all  know,  is  a  statement,  usually  printed,  which 
is  issued  by  the  promoters  of  an  enterprise  and  which  gives  informa- 
tion calculated  to  arouse  interest  and  win  support. 

The  prospectus  which  you  have  developed  will  appear  soon 
in  print — in  an  issue  of  News  Notes  of  California  Libraries.  {Ed. 
note:  as  printed  in  this  current  issue.) 

The  fact  that  you  are  at  this  meeting,  plus  the  generally  posi- 
tive character  of  the  prospectus,  clearly  indicates  that  you  are 
promoters  of  the  project  and  are  ready  to  implement  this  plan 
for  a  sound  statewide  system  of  public  library  service. 

And  your  trust  as  a  trustee  empowers  you  and  charges  you 
with  the  job  of  providing  information  calculated  to  arouse  inter- 
est and  concern  and  win  support  for  your  prospectus  and  your 
project. 
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Let's  look  once  again  today  at  this  idea  of  the  trust  of  a  trustee. 
In  my  job  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the  American  Library  Trustee 
Association,  in  which  I  work  with  almost  3,000  dedicated,  but  rather 
volatile  and  unpredictable  trustee  members  of  the  American  Library 
Association,  the  one  predictable  part  of  my  work-life  is  that  letter 
which  arrives  almost  every  day  from  a  just-appointed  trustee  some- 
where in  the  L^'nited  States  which  asks  the  question:  ''What  are  my 
responsibilities?"  I  always  feel  confident  when  I  am  able  to  reach 
for  a  little  publication  which  was  developed  a  few  years  ago  by 
trustees  for  trustees.  Entitled  Model  Manual  for  Library  Triistees} 
this  publication  was  written  by  a  group  of  authors  who  studied  trus- 
tee organization  manuals,  library  laws,  and  the  library  literature  of 
trusteeship  and  attempted  to  distil  therefrom  the  eternal  verities  of 
this  form  of  endeavor — those  principles  which  law  and  tradition  and 
practice  indicate  are  universally  applicable  or  acceptable  to  library 
trustee  activity.  We  are  prone,  in  ALTA,  to  use  this  little  publication 
as  a  kind  of  ALTA  Bible  and  to  quote  from  it  whenever  we  feel  that 
it  might  be  good  to  get  back  to  bedrock. 

It  seems  appropriate,  after  a  day  filled  with  challenges,  and  many 
new  ideas,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  looking  into  the  future,  to 
re-remind  ourselves  of  the  familiar  ideas  expressed  in  that  section  of 
the  manual  entitled  "Your  Trust  as  a  Trustee."  I  would  like  to  read 
this  short  page : 

"YOUR  TRUST  AS  A  TRUSTEE" 

As  a  trustee,  you  represent  the  public  interest  in  libraries; 
your  chief  responsibility  is  to  see  that  the  public  library  effec- 
tively serves  the  community  that  supports  it. 

To  do  this,  you  act  with  other  board  members  to  perform  the 
following  principal  functions  of  trustee: 

Determine  library  objectives  appropriate  to  the  needs  of 
the  community  and  re-examine  them  periodically; 

Appoint,  at  adequate  salaries,  a  competent,  trained  li- 
brarian and  library  personnel  qualified  to  direct  the  activi- 
ties that  will  attain  these  objectives; 

Secure  adequate  funds  to  make  the  objectives  a  reality 
from  the  appropriating  agency,  and  from  new  sources  if 
necessary; 

Establish  policies  governing  the  library  program  and  the 
operation  of  the  library,  after  consultation  with  the  li- 
brarian ; 

Approve  the  budget  and  the  expenditure  of  library  funds; 

Draw  up  a  program  of  public  relations  which  will: 

Keep  the  local  units  of  government  and  legislative  repre- 
sentatives informed  of  library  progress  and  needs,

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Interpret  the  library  to  the  community,  and  the  com- 
munity to  the  hbrary, 

Maintain  contact  and  coordinate  activities  with  pubHc 
and  private  agencies  that  carry  on  educational,  civic,  cul- 
tural, recreational,  and  vocational  activities; 

Arrange,  aid,  and  encourage  seminars  or  workshops  for  a  fuller 
utilization  of  trustee  talent  and  experience; 

Support  library  legislation  that  improves  and  extends  library 
service; 

Encourage  the  placement  of  materials  for  recruitment  of  li- 
brarians in  the  hands  of  educational  institutions  (high  schools, 
junior  colleges,  and  universities)  with  the  assistance  of  library 
agencies  and  organizations. 

The  trustee  is  policy  maker,  cultural  counselor,  controller  of  fi- 
nance, employer  of  personnel,  liaison  with  the  public."  " 

In  a  number  of  places  in  the  textbook  for  our  workshop.  Public 
Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California,  we  are  reminded 
that  the  program  for  a  statewide  system  of  public  library  service  has 
nothing  of  the  radical  or  the  revolutionary  in  it.  The  report  shows 
clearly  that  the  program  calls  essentially  for  advance  along  roads 
that  have  been  explored.  By  the  same  token,  in  our  brief  reconsidera- 
tion of  our  responsibility  as  a  trustee — our  trust  as  a  trustee — we 
see  that  the  structure,  the  rationale,  the  charge,  of  our  trusteeship 
fully  encompasses  the  new  challenges  we  face.  The  actions  required 
of  us  in  implementing  our  prospectus  are  well  within  the  mainstream 
of  the  work  we  have  always  performed  as  dedicated  trustees.  The 
difference,  the  newness  of  the  work  we  must  do  when  we  leave  here 
today  appears  to  involve  a  question  of  size — the  amount  of  our  dedi- 
cation, the  depth  of  our  commitment  to  libraries,  the  measure  of  our 
public  trust.  It  is  true  that  we  must  ask  more  of  ourselves  than  we 
have  in  the  past. 

Why  this  is  true  has  been  said  best  by  some  of  your  fellow  trustees; 
and  perhaps  it  has  been  said  best  by  two  trustees  who  are  outstand- 
ing examples  of  the  group  of  dedicated  citizens  you  represent. 

Virginia  Young,  a  trustee  of  the  Missouri  State  Library,  and  a 
past  president  of  the  American  Library  Trustee  Association,  has 
said  this  about  the  measure  of  your  public  trust: 

''Granted,  trustees  are  busy  people.  But  if  the  library  is  to 
move  forward,  there  has  to  be  a  group  of  people  to  whom  the 
library  is  most  important  and  will  see  that  it  takes  its  proper 
place  in  government,  in  the  community,  and  in  the  lives  of  the 
citizens.  This  means  that  first  and  foremost,  the  library  trustees, 
individually  and  collectively,  must  'care  like  blazes.'  " 

-  American  Library  Association.  American  Library  Trustee  Association,  op.  cit.,  p.   6. 
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Mrs.  Weldon  Lynch,  a  past  president  of  ALTA  and  a  trustee  of 
the  Allen  Parish  Library,  Oberlin,  Louisiana,  says  it  very  well  indeed, 
in  a  speech  she  made  recently  about  the  one  most  needful  quality  of 
a  trustee: 

"But — you  may  be  thinking — this  analysis  of  the  words 
'pubhc  trust'  seems  to  call  for  a  great  deal  in  the  way  of  com- 
mitment from  the  library  trustee.  It  does,  indeed! 

It  calls  for  intellectual  commitment — a  deep  and  under- 
lying conviction  that  libraries  are  as  necessary  to  man's 
civilization  as  food  and  air  and  water. 

It  calls  for  civic  commitment — a  feeling  that  to  a  free 
community  in  a  free  world,  a  library  is  essential  to  the 
education  and  development  of  good  citizens. 

It  calls  for  economic  commitment — a  recognition  that  li- 
braries, as  much  as  good  schools  and  good  roads,  form  a 
necessary  part  of  the  business  and  economic  climate  of  a 
community. 

And — over  all,  and  bigger  than  all — it  calls  for  emotional 
commitment — a  love  of  the  library  and  all  it  stands  for — a 
realization  that  the  library  and  its  development  are  worth 
all  the  time,  the  effort,  the  personal  sacrifice,  that  you 
devote  to  it."

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THE  QUESTIONS  TO  BE  RESOLVED 

A  Summary  of  the  Viewpoints  and  Ideas  Expressed  by  the  Twenty 
Round-Table  Groups,  Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco. 

Quesfions  Relating  to  Local  Problems 

QUESTION   1.     WHAT  ARE  THE  CHARACTERISTICS  OF  A  GOOD 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY  PROGRAM? 

Dr.  Martin's  standards  for  local  community  libraries  are  generally 
realistic  and  desirable.  However,  they  should  be  .'^tailored  to  each 
community's  needs." 

A  good  book  selection  policy  is  mandatory,  and  there  should  be 
a  good  public  relations  program. 

The  library  should  satisfy  the  needs  of  all  its  citizens  and  provide 
adequate  materials,  staff  and  physical  facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of 
students,  business  and  industry,  children  and  young  people,  the  pro- 
fessions. The  library  should  provide  liaison  with  the  schools  and  be 
the  custodian  of  local  history. 

Trained  librarians  are  imperative. 

Friends  of  the  Library  groups  are  very  useful. 

There  should  be  good  bookmobile  service  for  schools  and  outlying 
areas. 

Two  books  per  capita  are  needed. 

Music  records,  films  and  microfilm  are  important,  but  not  until 
enough  books  are  available. 

Statistics  cannot  measure  a  good  library  program. 

QUESTION  2.     WHAT  BOOKS  AND  RELATED  MATERIALS  SHOULD 
A  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  PROVIDE? 

A  full  variety  of  materials — books,  reference  materials,  periodicals, 
documents,  and  all  related  materials  should  be  provided.  They  should 
be  related  to  other  resources  available  in  the  community,  definitely 
geared  to  community  needs  and  interests.  A  library  serving  25,000 
population  should  be  tied  into  other  library  resources  or  systems. 

The  book  collection  should  be  modern,  vital  and  comprehensive, 
and  the  library  should  include  all  forms  of  audio-visual  materials 
as  well  as  books  to  provide  for  the  various  resources  of  knowledge. 
(Note:  "Education  of  the  public  is  often  necessary  for  acceptance 
of  materials  other  than  books  in  the  library.") 

Program  goals  for  materials,  as  stated  in  Dr.  Martin's  report, 
were  generally  approved.  The  minimum  standards  should  vary  with 
population. 

Books  should  be  selected  for  all  viewpoints  and  needs.  They  should 
not  be  censored. 
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There  should  be  duplicating  equipment. 

Textbooks  should  not  be  a  responsibility  of  the  public  library. 
Specialized  materials  should  fit  the  needs  of  the  community.  Tech- 
nical information  may  be,  to  a  large  extent,  contained  in  periodicals. 

Newspapers  from  neighboring  areas  should  be  in  the  library. 

The  impact  of  a  dynamic  education  system  demands  stocking 
more  periodicals  and  other  materials  which  contain  information  and 
changes. 

The  library  should  provide  local  history. 

A  library  should  provide  what  the  community  can  afford,  is  willing 
to  pay  for,  and  space  permits.  Studies  should  be  made  to  determine 
what  is  needed. 

QUESTION  3.     WHAT  ARE  THE  PERSONNEL  NEEDS  OF  A  GOOD 
LIBRARY  PROGRAM  AT  THE  LOCAL  LEVEL? 

The  standards  for  personnel  requirements,  as  listed  in  the  report, 
are  approved  with  special  emphasis  on  (1)  salary  for  professional 
librarians  to  be  made  more  closely  commensurate  with  other  com- 
parable professions;  (2)  the  trustees  should  assume  great  responsi- 
bility for  representing  personnel  for  salary  increases;  (3)  Extra 
compensation  should  be  considered  as  an  inducement  to  work  special 
shift  hours. 

There  should  be  a  professional  children's  librarian. 

Volunteers  and  people  with  special  knowledge,  living  in  the  com- 
munity, should  be  used  as  much  as  possible. 

The  library  needs  an  interested,  concerned,  and  hard  working  li- 
brary board. 

Continuing  education  and  inservice  training  are  important  to  the 
staff. 

System  membership  and  expanding  automation  will  reduce  the 
need  for  specialists  and  clerical  help. 

The  staff  ratio  of  one-third  professional  to  two-thirds  non-profes- 
sional may  vary  substantially  with  the  program. 

The  standards  should  be  more  flexible.  The  physical  arrangement 
of  the  library  affects  the  number  of  staff  needed. 

"It  is  hard  for  non-professionals  to  visualize  what  is  needed  to 
constitute  a  good  staff.  The  non-professional  can  only  evaluate  good 
books  and  buildings." 

The  goals  of  the  survey  are  desirable  but  unrealistic. 

Repetitive  jobs  should  be  turned  over  to  non-professional  staff. 

QUESTION  4.     WHAT  IS  THE  ROLE  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  IN  SERVING 
SCHOOL  NEEDS  OF  ELEMENTARY,  HIGH  SCHOOL, 
AND  COLLEGE  STUDENTS? 

The  public  library  should  supplement  the  school  library.  The  pub- 
lic library  should  encourage  the  school  library  to  remain  open  before 
and  after  school  and  evenings  when  possible. 
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Library  boards  should  work  out  solutions  with  school  boards,  and 
encourage  development  of  good  school  libraries  at  all  levels. 

The  public  library  will  continue  to  be  the  main  source  of  reference 
outside  of  school. 

The  public  library  should  train  children  to  use  the  library. 

School  libraries  should  serve  instructional  needs  and  public  li- 
braries should  serve  civic  needs. 

The  public  library  should  provide  recreational  and  inspirational 
materials  for  elementary  and  high  school  students  and  also  provide 
them  with  an  introduction  to  the  adult  world.  It  should  provide  re- 
search and  recreational  material  for  college  students. 

The  public  library  should  provide  the  schools  with  curriculum  re- 
lated material. 

A  school  may  pay  a  public  library  to  provide  school  services.  This 
is  an  individual  community  problem. 

Some  communities  are  using  federal  money  to  keep  school  libraries 
open  extra  hours. 

QUESTION  5.     WHAT  DOES  A  GOOD  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  PROGRAM  COST? 

The  minimum  of  $5  per  capita  is  too  low,  especially  in  an  era  of 
spiraling  inflation.  At  this  level  it  is  necessary  to  raise  additional 
funds  through  philanthropic  groups  such  as  the  Friends  of  the  Li- 
brary. 

Library  support  is  low  compared  with  other  government  support. 
Trustees  should  be  vigorous  in  making  library  needs  known  to  public 
officials. 

The  cost  should  be  all  the  traffic  can  bear,  and  there  needs  to  be 
greater  federal  and  state  support. 

The  $5  per  capita  should  be  for  operating  cost  only.  Construction 
and  special  programs  should  receive  special  support  beyond  this. 

''Opinion  was  divided  between  $5  per  capita  and  that  the  amount 
cannot  be  determined." 

"Five  dollars  is  a  good  goal  but  unrealistic.  Much  depends  on  the 
tax  base  and  type  of  service  the  public  is  willing  to  pay  for." 

"Costs  should  be  as  reasonable  as  possible  to  do  the  job  and  be  of 
value  to  the  community." 

"We  need  to  know  more  on  how  costs  are  determined.  Costs  can 
be  shared  through  cooperation." 

"$3  to  $5  per  capita." 

"There  is  a  need  to  educate  city  officials  to  achieve  the  purposes 
set  forth  in  Dr.  Martin's  study." 
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Questions  Relating  to  the  Community's  Place  in  the  Statewide  Plan 

QUESTION    1.     HOW  WILL  YOUR   LIBRARY'S   PROGRAM  CONTRIBUTE  TO 
THE  STATEWIDE   PROGRAM  AND   HOW  WILL  THE  STATEWIDE   PLAN 
ASSIST  YOU  IN  MEETING  YOUR  LOCAL  PROGRAM  GOALS? 

Total  public  library  service  in  California  would  be  strengthened 
through  the  cooperation  provided  for  in  the  statewide  plan.  If  the 
statewide  plan  were  in  existence  the  local  library  program  would  be 
improved  by  availability  of  resources  from  other  system  members 
as  well  as  by  additional  funds  for  system  services.  Development  of 
the  large  resource  centers,  including  the  State  Library,  would  further 
enrich  the  program. 

Trustees  have  a  responsibility  to  aid  in  developing  the  statewide 
plan.  This  plan  should  be  developed  in  a  fluid,  not  a  rigid  manner. 
Techniques  and  contributions  of  the  various  libraries  will  be  differ- 
ent. Some  libraries  do  not  plan  to  participate  in  a  system  and  would 
not  be  helped  by  the  statewide  plan.  Others  will  need  to  increase 
their  local  support  in  order  to  qualify  for  membership  in  a  system. 

"There  is  need  for  a  'super'  library  in  San  Diego  as  part  of  the 
statewide  plan." 

What  will  the  costs  be?  Who  will  control? 

QUESTION  2.     HOW  WILL  YOUR  LIBRARY'S  RESPONSIBILITY  FOR 
PROVIDING  BOOKS  AND  RELATED  MATERIALS  CHANGE 
UNDER  THE  STATEWIDE  PLAN? 

With  state  funds  and  less  unnecessary  duplication,  the  money  will 
be  used  more  efficiently  and  there  will  be  a  greater  capacity  to  serve. 
The  local  library  will  still  need  to  meet  local  needs  but  there  will  be 
more  opportunity  to  upgrade  collections  and  to  specialize. 

Small  libraries  would  need  to  meet  only  the  immediate  needs  of 
their  communities.  Technical  and  reference  services  and  book  pur- 
chases could  be  shared  and  more  books  would  be  available. 

"Trustees  will  be  derelict  if  all  books  are  'sucked  out'." 

Libraries  will  be  more  aware  of  the  need  to  meet  standards. 

QUESTION  3.     HOW  WILL  YOUR  LIBRARY'S  PERSONNEL  NEEDS 
CHANGE  UNDER  THE  STATEWIDE  PLAN? 

There  will  be  more  efficient  use  of  personnel  with  specialists  serv- 
ing several  libraries. 

As  library  systems  develop  use  of  data  processing  there  will  be  a 
shift  in  personnel  needs. 

Professional  personnel  will  be  released  for  public  services.  Status, 
not  need,  will  change. 

Salaries  should  be  better,  and  there  should  be  a  decrease  in  vacan- 
cies because  of  better  salaries. 

This  may  make  it  possible  to  have  more  public  relations  specialists 
since  they  could  serve  an  entire  system. 
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QUESTION  4.     HOW  WILL  THE  STATEWIDE  PLAN  BETTER  SERVE  THE 
SCHOOL  NEEDS  OF  ELEMENTARY,  HIGH  SCHOOL, 
AND  COLLEGE  STUDENTS? 

Through  systemwide  borrowers  cards  students  will  have  access 
to  resources  of  all  the  libraries  in  a  system.  Students  will  be  able  to 
locate  materials  needed  and  either  go  to  the  holding  library  or  bor- 
row them  through  the  system  interlibrary  loan  on  a  more  rapid  basis. 

Their  projects  for  research  will  not  be  limited  to  what  is  available 
locally. 

There  will  be  more  to  challenge  the  gifted  child. 

The  state  plan  should  be  integrated  with  the  Howell  report  and 
the  Report  of  the  Council  on  Higher  Education. 

Resources  centers  will  greatly  increase  the  scope  and  availability 
of  materials,  and  more  funds  will  be  available  locally  to  meet  student 
needs. 

Systems  will  be  more  influential  than  individual  libraries  in  per- 
suading schools  to  develop  good  school  library  service. 

QUESTION  5.     HOW  WILL  LIBRARIES  MEET  THEIR  FINANCIAL 
RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  PROVIDING  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICE 
EQUAL  TO  THE  CHALLENGE  OF  CALIFORNIA? 

Governing  bodies  must  be  convinced  that  the  library  plays  a  vital 
role  in  continuing  education.  Libraries  must  have  a  program  of  pro- 
gressive and  sustained  public  information  to  create  continuing  in- 
terest. 

If  the  library  has  programs  of  broad  public  appeal  (music,  drama, 
etc.)  and  uses  every  opportunity  to  involve  and  honor  the  governing 
officials  they  will  give  better  support  to  the  library. 

The  library  board  must  be  more  vocal  and  take  more  active  part 
in  city  government.  It  should  also  recognize  the  political  aspects  of 
financing  and  exert  influence  in  the  Legislature. 

There  must  be  continuing  efforts  for  support  at  the  local  level. 

Governing  boards  and  libraries  must  make  intelligent  use  of  the 
resources  available. 

"Each  library  will  do  it  the  way  it  wishes:  Go  it  alone,  get  help 
from  the  government,  or  get  it  without  strings." 

"Determination  must  be  made  upon  more  facts  as  to  cost  and  atti- 
tude of  people  paying  taxes  as  to  need  for  equalizing  service  state- 
wide." 
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INDIVIDUAL  EVALUATIONS  OF 
THE  TRUSTEES  WORKSHOPS 

At  the  end  of  the  afternoon  round-table  discussion  groups,  each 
participant  was  given  a  sheet  of  paper  headed: 

"THE  FOLLOWING  QUESTION  MAY  BE  SIGNED,  OR  NOT,  AS  YOU  WISH. 
YOUR  ANSWER  WILL  BE  OF  INTEREST  TO  THE 
CO-SPONSORS  OF  THE  WORKSHOPS: 

"Having  attended  this  much  of  the  workshop,  how  do  you 
as  a  public  library  trustee,  or  an  official  responsible  for  public 
library  service,  define  your  role  in  developing  public  library 
service  under  the  State  Plan?" 

The  following  replies  are  indicative  of  the  thinking  of  the  partici- 
pants in  the  workshops: 

"To  encourage  discussion  and  provide  information  on  the 
statewide  plan." 

"As  a  staff  assistant  in  the  county  executive  office,  all  I  can 
do  is  see  that  the  legislative  body  is  informed  of  the  Plan,  of 
pertinent  legislation,  and  of  how  our  library  meets  proposed 
standards." 

"I  believe  that  the  trustee's  role  or  responsibility  in  develop- 
ing public  library  service  is  to  give  active  support  through  edu- 
cation of  the  public  to  the  value  of  libraries  and  the  necessity 
and  role  of  libraries  in  community  life." 

"Convincing  my  governing  board,  and  staff,  of  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  cooperative  undertakings,  and  from  being  a 
participant  in  a  state  network  of  libraries." 

"Should  explain  advantages  of  joining  a  system  to  other  trus- 
tees, hbrarians,  city  councilmen,  state  legislators." 

"I  feel  an  obligation  to  see  that  broad  library  services  are 
made  available  to  the  people  of  the  city  for  which  I  work  and 
that  the  city  council  receives  recommendations  and  reports  that 
will  result  in  the  adoption  of  good  library  policies."

"Liaison,  or  go-between  from  trusteeship  to  the  public  via 
channels  such  as  personal,  press,  chamber  of  commerce,  service 
clubs.  Friends  of  the  Library,  councils,  etc.  The  only  way  that 
the  public  is  going  to  get  and  be  involved  (which  I  think  is 
necessary)  is  to  have  all  and  any  information  relayed  to  it  by 
means  of  the  logical  contact — the  trustee.  The  trustee  must 
serve  as  the  receiver  and  transmitter  for  this  purpose." 
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"To  expand  our  system  so  that  it  actually  functions  to  provide 
better  service  to  all  users." 

"Encourage  our  own  librarian  to  participate  in  every  possible 
way  to  take  advantage  of  facilities  made  available  by  being  a 
member  of  a  cooperative  system — use  the  facilities  of  other 
member  libraries." 

"Have  already  sold  the  City  Council  on  the  Plan,  helped  work 
out  the  details,  and  now  waiting  for  funds  to  come  from  the  state 
in  order  to  put  the  Plan  to  work.  Everything  is  outlined,  coordi- 
nated, and  read  to  start." 

"Working  with  jurisdictions  adjoining  the  public  library  in 
an  effort  to  determine  areas  of  mutual  benefit  through  coop- 
eration." 

"Coordinating  grass  roots  needs  through  the  statewide  plan." 

"As  a  representative  of  the  people,  assist  the  library  profes- 
sionals in  determining  what  these  needs  are,  and  the  best  ways 
of  satisfying  them."  M 

"Support  and  press  for  legislation  which  will  benefit  libraries 
generally,  whether  public,  academic,  or  whatever." 

"To  provide  the  leadership  so  that  the  political  'pressure'  is 
intelligently  applied  to  the  proper  legislators  at  the  right  time. 
This  is  necessary  to  provide  the  funds  necessary." 

*  *  *  *  ik 

A  few  participants  expressed  reservations  in  regard  to  the  system 
concept.  The  following  express  these  reservations: 

"I  firmly  believe  that  each  individual  library  should  be  as  self- 
sufficient  financially  as  possible,  and  not  plan  to  sponge  or 
accept  outside  funds  if  not  wanted  or  justified.  I  believe  that  all 
libraries  should  pool  their  knowledge,  personnel,  and  other  re- 
sources, and  use  and  make  this  plan  work — it  will  benefit  all 
and  simplify  the  entire  operation." 

"After  listening  and  participating  in  a  descriptive  discussion 
on  this  subject,  I  am  still  convinced  that  there  are  far  better 
ways  of  mutual  aid  among  neighboring  libraries." 

"To  work  for  equalization  of  payment  for  this  service." 

"Although  our  city  library  satisfies  the  community  library 
standards,  sudden  reciprocal  service  with  neighboring  commu- 
nities would  increase  workload  significantly.  Adjustment  of  funds 
within  the  system  may  be  necessary  to  offset  this." 

^      ^      ^      ^      ^ 

There  were  several  statements  which  emphasized  specific,  signifi- 
cant aspects  of  public  library  service,  the  systems  concept,  the  trustee 
responsibility,  or  of  the  total  situation  in  which  the  public  library 
operates  today.  A  sampling  follows: 
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"With  this  kind  of  population  explosion,  it  can  be  seen  that 
the  mission  of  the  public  library  in  the  state  is  doubled,  or  even 
tripled." 

"Liaison  between  school  assignments  and  need  to  notify  local 
librarian  of  the  same." 

"Do  everything  possible  to  obtain  community  and  financial 
support  for  the  library." 

"As  a  citizen  and  as  a  trustee,  I  must  'buy'  this  idea,  in  all 
its  meanings,  aims,  and  projections." 

"It  seems  to  me  that  having  secured  this  much  support  for 
the  ideas  contained  in  the  Martin-Bowler  report^  there  should  be 
a  follow-up  in  order  to  get  the  trustees  and  officials  thinking  in 
more  specific  and  concrete  terms  as  to  their  duties  and  obliga- 
tions for  implementing  the  recommendations.  Following  are  some 
topics  which  seem  to  me  should  be  covered: 

1.  Finances:  If  the  various  elements  of  the  plan  are  going 
to  require  more  money  from  both  local  and  state  sources, 
what  are  the  trustee's  roles  in  securing  better  library  tax 
rates,  supporting  library  administrators'  budget  requests, 
supporting  the  State  Library  budget,  and  supporting  state 
and  federal  library  aid  legislation? 

2 .  Cooperative  systems : 

a.  Do  trustees  understand  the  Joint  Exercise  of 
Powers  law  and  other  means  of  forming  systems? 

b.  What  happens  to  the  privileges,  prerogatives, 
powers,  and  responsibilities  of  trustees  of  a  given 
library  after  it  has  joined  a  cooperative  system? 
From  talking  to  various  people  last  week,  I  gather 
that  this  is  a  very  delicate  question  which  has  yet 
to  be  openly  discussed. 

I  would  hope  that  arrangements  could  be  made 
at  some  future  program  for  the  above  points  to  be 
thoroughly  ventilated  from  the  trustees'  viewpoint, 
with  the  presentation  to  be  made  by  a  fellow 
trustee  rather  than  by  a  librarian." 

And  last: 

"Yesterday  was  certainly  a  rewarding  and  interesting  day  .  .  . 
I  have  never  been  to  a  like  meeting  that  actually  ran  on 
schedule."

LEADER — Introduce  yourself,  your  recorder  and  observer.  Ask 
each  person  in  group  to  quickly  state  his  name,  his  library,  and 
whether  he  is  a  trustee,  library  official  or  a  librarian. 

Discuss  the  object  of  the  Round-Table  with  the  group  and  stress 
the  fact  that  the  first  questions  for  discussion  will  be  from  the  pre- 
pared question  sheet,  with  others  as  the  time  will  allow.  There  will 
be  a  sheet  also  for  unresolved  questions  and  comments. 

OBSERVER — The  duties  of  the  observer  are  primarily  to  assist 
the  leader  in  keeping  the  discussion  moving,  to  keep  it  on  the  subject 
under  discussion  at  the  time,  and  to  watch  the  time  so  that  all  of  the 
prepared  questions  can  be  discussed,  with  time  for  others  which  the 
group  may  bring  up.

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READER  SERVICES  BUREAU 

During  the  fiscal  year   1965/66  the  following  overall  program; 
were  emphasized  in  the  Reader  Services  Bureau: 

1.  The  Book  Selection  Committee  continued  the  strengthening  anc 
development  of  the  book  collections.  Further  revisions  of  th( 
Book  Acquisition  Policy  were  made.  In  addition,  studies  wers 
undertaken  of  special  subject  areas  in  the  collections;   thes(  ] 
developed   recommendations    to   broaden   and   improve   thes(  j 
areas.  The  goal  of  the  Bureau  is  to  build  research  collection;  | 
similar  to  those  of  a  university.  A  continuing  increase  in  th(  i 
book  budget  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  achieve  this  goal;  ] 
also  requisite  is  the  careful  planning  of  current  acquisitions  : 
so  that  within  the  limitations  of  the  existing  budget  a  maximun 
of  needed  materials  may  be  purchased. 

2.  Preliminary  planning  began  for  the  expansion  of  services  t(  j 
business  and  industry  by  the  State  Library,  under  a  grant  fron  1 
the  State  Technical  Services  Act.  ' 

3.  Workload  increases  continued  both  in  lending  and  referenc<  j 
services  in  all  sections  of  the  Bureau.  Services  both  to  Call  , 
fornia  public  libraries  and  state  government  are  increasing,      i 

4.  Reader  Services  Bureau  staff  participated  with  other  bureau: 
of  the  Library  and  with  the  Administration  in  planning  for  th( 
possibility  of  a  book  catalog  for  the  State  Library  and  ar 
evaluation  study  of  the  possible  application  of  computer  tech 
niques  to  the  Library's  operations. 

Administrative  Legislative  Reference  Section 

Requests  from  both  administrative  and  legislative  agencies  foi 
reference  service  of  all  kinds,  bibliographies,  and  literature  searches  | 
again  increased  appreciably.  Expanded  legislative  use  of  library  j 
services  in  part  reflected  the  unusual  number  and  length  of  specia 
legislative  sessions  and  record  making  calendars  of  legislation  intro-i  j 
duced.  Some  of  the  increase  in  administrative  agency  requests  wa;  j 
related  to  the  participation  of  various  state  agencies  in  a  numbei  I 
of  major  federal-state  intergovernmental  programs.  Consultative!  j 
service  was  provided  to  several  agencies  on  library  problems,  anc  ^ 
library  orientation  and  tours  were  given  to  a  substantial  number  oi  ! 
individual  legislative  consultants,  staff  aides  and  interns. 

Compilation  and  distribution  of  a  new  quarterly  bibliography  I 
War  on  Poverty,  was  begun  by  the  Section  in  cooperation  with  the  | 
California  Office  of  Economic  Opportunity.  I 

Through  the  work  of  Mrs.  Phyllis  Dalton,  Assistant  State  Li-  \ 
brarian,  as  Chairman  of  a  Committee  of  the  National  Legislative;  i 
Conference,  standards  for  legislative  reference  services  at  the  state-  , 
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evel  were  being  developed  through  1965/66.  When  completed,  these 
tandards  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  the  planning,  development, 
md  strengthening  of  the  services  of  the  Section. 

ooks  for  ihe  Blind 

Expanded  exhibit  and  publicity  programs  were  features  of  the 
'•ear's  activity.  The  Assistant  Supervising  Librarian  for  the  Section 
ras  responsible  for  planning  and  carrying  out  an  expanded  exhibit 
)rogram  in  the  State  Library  on  services  for  the  blind.  Radio  kits 
)repared  by  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  were  provided 

0  ten  radio  stations  in  northern  California,  for  use  for  spot  an- 
louncements  to  inform  eligible  persons  about  the  services  which  w^ere 
{ivailable  to  them. 

j  The  Supervising  Librarian  of  the  Section  attended  the  third  Con- 
[erence  of  Regional  Librarians  for  the  Blind,  held  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  October  3-7,  1965,  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Library 
pf  Congress.  On  March  24-26,  1966,  the  Supervising  Librarian  at- 
^nded  the  annual  Conference  of  the  California  Transcribers  and 
Educators  of  the  Visually  Handicapped  at  the  St.  Clarie  Hotel  in 
San  Jose. 

1  There  were  many  visitors  to  the  Section  during  the  year,  as  usual. 
I^wo  of  them  were  from  the  Library  of  Congress,  Mr.  Robert  S.  Bray, 
Chief,  Division  for  the  Blind,  on  November  24,  1965,  and  Mr.  Robert 
b.  Talkington,  Head,  Management  Section,  Division  for  the  Blind, 
m  May  24,  1966. 

The  talking  book  machine  agency  at  the  San  Francisco  Lighthouse 
[or  the  Blind  was  discontinued  on  October  29,  1965,  and  a  new 
jigency  was  not  appointed  until  the  last  week  in  May,  1966.  The 
lew  machine  agency  is  the  Orientation  Center  for  the  Blind,  in 
Ubany. 

A  selected  reading  list  of  books  on  blindness  was  prepared  at  the 
I'equest  of  the  State  Department  of  Social  Welfare,  for  use  in  training 
jiOcial  workers  for  casework  with  the  blind. 

i  The  Library  of  Congress  provided  30  titles  on  magnetic  tape  as  an 
jixperiment.  Since  only  one  copy  of  each  tape  title  was  provided, 
|here  was  a  long  waiting  list  for  all.  The  State  Library  bought  some 
^ditional  titles  on  tape,  to  supplement  those  from  the  Library 
|)f  Congress  and  to  make  a  beginning  on  the  tape  program  which  we 
jiope  to  implement  within  the  next  few  years. 

California  Section 

i  During  1965/66  the  total  number  of  interlibrary  loan  requests, 
[elephone  requests,  and  requests  from  patrons  in  the  library  climbed 
jo  32,079.  Annual  total  requests  have  been  increasing  for  years,  and 
[he  1965/66  total  represents  a  considerable  rise  over  the  25,057  total 
in  1964/65. 
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As  there  was  no  concomitant  increase  in  staff,  the  increase  i 
requests  made  it  necessary  to  cut  down  on  the  time  allowed  pe 
patron  and  on  indexing. 

Many  uncommon  maps  of  tracts  and  subdivisions  opened  in  th 
San  Francisco  East  Bay  area  during  the  second  half  of  the  19t 
Century  were  cataloged  and  added  to  the  map  collection.  Some  hav 
been  listed  in  the  Section's  quarterly,  New  Arrivals  in  Calijornianc 

During  the  year  the  Supervising  Librarian  spoke  on  Californi 
subjects  to  a  number  of  California  organizations,  and  presented 
paper  at  a  symposium  on  archives  administration  held  at  the  Sa 
Francisco  Federal  Records  Center.  The  Assistant  Supervisor  of  th 
Section  served  during  the  year  as  a  group  leader  at  monthly  meeting 
of  a  Supervisors  Forum,  was  a  panelist  at  one  of  the  archives  syrr 
posia,  addressed  a  group  of  honor  students,  and  published  a  pape 
on  California  duels  in  the  California  Historian. 

Many  scholarly  dissertations  on  California  subjects  by  graduat 
students  do  not  appear  as  books  and  are  not  popularly  known.  Dui^ 
ing  the  past  year  the  Section  began  a  program  to  purchase  xerc 
graphic  copies  of  many  of  these  for  circulation.  Among  those  pui 
chased  so  far  are  studies  of  Jack  London,  the  California  P-TA,  Joh: 
Steinbeck,  Italian  immigration  and  California  agriculture,  the  Call 
fornia  Legislature,  Robinson  Jeffers,  municipal  bonds,  geographj 
obsidian  dating  in  California  archaeology,  the  San  Francisco  stagf 
and  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge. 

Circulation  Section 

There  has  been  the  same  steady  increase  in  circulation  and  wort 
load  for  the  Section  as  in  previous  years.  An  expansion  of  workin 
space  and  reorganization  of  the  Sorting  and  Work  Area  for  the  pagej 
in  the  stacks  was  accomplished  this  year. 

Training  programs  for  the  staff  are  a  continuing  project.  There  i 
accompanying  careful  review  of  the  techniques  used,  to  ensure  tha 
these  make  maximum  use  of  staff  time.  In  spite  of  workload  increases 
v/ork  improvement  measures  made  it  possible  for  existing  staff  t 
absorb  the  total  workload. 

Government  Publications  Section 

Reference  inquiries  and  circulation  statistics  both  showed  increase 
over  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  As  a  result,  less  time  was  availabll 
for  technical  services  functions.  A  special  acquisitions  project  coml 
pleted  was  the  reproduction  of  hearings  of  California  legislative  iri 
terim  committees  of  which  the  Section  had  originally  only  one  cop}" 
so  that  both  reference  and  circulation  of  copies  would  be  available 
A  list  of  county,  municipal,  and  college  and  university  Hbraries  own  j 
ing  microfilm  readers  was  compiled  from  answers  to  a  questionnaire 
to  aid  the  reference  staff  in  providing  service.  Catalog  card  reproduc 
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on  for  government  publications  was  centralized  in  the  Catalog 
action. 

'  As  administrator  of  the  Library  Distribution  Act  for  California 
'ate  publications,  the  Section  sent  a  memorandum  to  500  state 
jgencies  describing  briefly  the  LDA  program.  Lists  of  the  complete 
nd  selective  depository  libraries  in  the  state  and  the  exchange  li- 
raries  out-of-state  were  enclosed  with  the  memorandum.  The  Cali- 
brnia  State  Publications  Librarian  visited  28  state  agencies  to  acquire 
ublications  for  the  Section  and  to  obtain  material  for  a  talk,  "In- 
oduction  to  State  Government  Information  Sources,"  given  before 
16  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  Chapter  of  the  Special  Libraries  Asso- 
iation.  The  talk  is  to  be  reproduced  as  the  first  issue  of  a  new  series 
a  documents  to  be  published  by  the  Government  Publications  See- 
on.  A  memorandum  explaining  the  role  and  services  of  the  State 
ibrary  was  sent  to  state  college  libraries,  following  the  effective 
ate  of  the  1965  act  which  allocated  50  copies  of  California  state 
fublications  to  the  state  college  system.  Steps  were  taken  to  imple- 
lent  the  National  Legislative  Service  Agency  Publications  Exchange 
rogram.  The  California  State  Publications  Librarian  visited  ten 
'epositories  in  central  California.  Libraries  in  cities  suggested  in  the 
bport  by  Dr.  Lowell  Martin,  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the 
[hallenge  of  California,  as  future  reader  subject  centers  were  queried 
's  to  their  interest  in  becoming  depositories.  Three  applications  for 
epository  status  were  approved:  Vallejo  Public  Library,  Redwood 
'ity  Public  Library,  and  El  Centro  Public  Library.  The  proceedings 
f  the  March,  1965,  workshop  on  California  legislative  publications 
'ere  edited  for  publication  in  the  Summer,  1965,  issue  of  News  Notes 
California  Libraries.  In  addition,  much  of  the  information  pre- 
nted  at  the  workshops  was  compiled  in  chart  form  as  a  separate 
blication  for  ready  reference.  A  draft  of  proposed  revisions  of 
distribution  and  disposal  policies  for  California  state  publications 
epositories  was  mailed  to  depositories  and  to  the  California  Library 
Association  Documents  Committee  for  their  comments.  Studies  begun 
Included:  (1)  the  possibility  of  providing  catalog  cards  for  printed 
DA  publications,  (2)  needed  revisions  in  the  location  standards  for 
jepositories,  and  (3)  staffing  needs  and  methods  of  reproducing 
alifornia  State  Publications. 

In  connection  with  the  Section's  role  as  regional  depository  for 
.S.  Government  publications,  the  U.S.  Government  Publications 
librarian  visited  ten  depositories  in  southern  California.  Information 
as  compiled  by  questionnaire  on  the  holdings  of  U.S.  depository 
ibraries  in  California  and  on  their  processing  and  treatment  of  federal 
ublications.  Three  workshops  on  the  acquisition,  processing^  and  use 
f  U.S.  government  publications  were  conducted  in  May  in  Sacra- 
jiento,  Bakersfield,  and  Anaheim,  and  were  attended  by  a  total  of 
75  persons.  Libraries  in  cities  suggested  by  the  Martin  report  for 
ie  location  of  reader  subject  centers  were  notified  of  depository 
penings,  and  letters  supporting  applications  for  depository  status 
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were  drafted  upon  request.  Plans  were  made  to  draft  and  publish, 
in  cooperation  with  documents  librarians  in  the  state,  a  list  of  U.S. 
document  titles  suitable  for  small,  medium  size,  and  larger  libraries. 

Reference  Section 

Staffing  to  handle  the  growing  workload  continues  to  be  a  problem  :i 
in  the  Reference  Section.  Workload  is  increasing  both  in  interlibrary 
loan  author  and  in  ILL  subject  requests.  The  level  of  difficulty  of 
the  subject  requests  received  is  also  rising,  and  this  adds  to  the  need 
for  more  staff  time. 

The  Reference  Librarian  and  Assistant  Reference  Librarian  spent 
time  during  the  year  studying  the  possibilities  for  a  more  systematic 
approach  to  developing  the  General  Collection  of  the  State  Library. , 
Some  special  studies  of  specific  subject  fields,  where  weaknesses 
exist,  were  undertaken.  Under  investigation  also  was  the  possibility 
of  developing,  for  the  General  Collection,  a  system  of  subject  special-' 
ization  in  book  selection  defined  in  greater  degree  than  at  present. ' 

The  Reference  Librarian  worked  on  the  development  of  a  manual 
on  the  performance  of  general  reference  work,  which  will  serve  as  an 
aid  in  training  new  librarians. 

In  March  of  1966,  the  Reference  Section  began  a  program  of 
showings  for  staff  members  of  films  from  the  Library's  collection  of 
films  dealing  with  libraries  and  librarianship.  These  programs  are 
held  once  each  month  and  two  films  on  library  subjects  are  pre- 
sented at  each  showing. 

Sutro  Library 

During  the  fiscal  year  1965/66  reclassification  of  the  local  history 
and  genealogy  collection  from  Dewey  to  Library  of  Congress  classi- 
fication was  completed. 

Workload  increased  in  all  areas  during  the  year.  Mail  requests 
reached  an  all-time  high  in  the  month  of  March,  1966,  a  total  of 
1,333  author  and  subject  requests. 

Dr.  William  Brinner,  Professor  of  Near  Eastern  Languages  in  the 
Semitic  Languages  Department,  University  of  California  at  Berkeley, 
completed  recataloging  of  the  Sutro  Hebrew  Manuscript  Collection. 
This  valuable  collection  of  167  scrolls  and  codices  includes  the  spe- 
cial collections  which  Adolph  Sutro  purchased  in  1884  from  the  estate 
of  Jerusalem  bookvendor  and  dealer  in  antiquities,  M.  W.  Shapira. 
The  California  State  Library  plans  to  publish  a  catalog  of  this  col- 
lection. In  addition,  Dr.  Brinner  plans  to  publish,  independently,  a 
scholarly  study  of  our  Hebraica  as  a  small  book  by  the  Juda  L. 
Magnes  Memorial  Museum,  1842  Park  Boulevard,  Oakland.  This, 
more  detailed  work  by  Dr.  Brinner  will  evaluate  and  compare  our| 
collection  with  other  collections  purchased  from  Shapira.  In  addition 
to  describing  the  manuscripts  fully.  Dr.  Brinner  plans  to  comment  on 
fhe  interesting  and  informative  sidelights  on  Jewish  life  in  Yemen 
contained  in  the  texts. 
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There  was  a  series  of  Genealogical  Workshops  in  February  and 
March,  1965,  at  the  Oakland  Public  Library,  sponsored  by  that  Li- 
brary in  cooperation  with  the  California  Genealogical  Society,  the 
Genealogical  Research  Library  of  Oakland,  and  the  Volunteer  Com- 
mittee for  Genealogy  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library.  The  pur- 
pose of  the  workshops  was  to  stimulate  interest  and  develop  tech- 
niques in  genealogical  research.  Sutro  Library  lent  genealogical  books 
to  Oakland  Public  Library  for  reference  use  during  the  series.  The 
Reference  Librarian  at  Sutro  attended  sessions  of  the  workshops. 


LAW  LIBRARY 

A  new  program,  resulting  from  Chapter  1385,  Statutes  1965,  v^as 
Degun,  to  supply  information  on  new  materials  to  county  law  libraries, 
Deriodically,  to  aid  these  libraries  in  their  selection  of  such  materials. 
\  half-time  clerk  and  reference  librarians  were  added  to  the  staff  to 
;arry  out  the  program. 

The  Law  Librarian  completed  the  index  to  revised  Class  K.  The 
completed  Los  Angeles  County  Law  Library  Class  K-Laiv,  represent- 
ng  the  joint  efforts  of  two  libraries,  was  published  by  the  Los  Angeles 
County  Law  Library  as  a  revised  (4th)  edition. 

The  Law  Librarian  visited  24  county  law  libraries  during  the  course 
|)f  the  year.  Surveys  and  reports  were  made  for  eight  of  these  law 
ibraries  at  the  request  of  their  law  librarian  or  board  of  trustees. 
Depository  contracts  were  initiated  and  completed  for  three  law  li- 
braries. 

The  training  program  was  given  to  two  law  librarians,  one  county 
aw  librarian  and  two  classes  of  Division  of  Forestry  peace  officer 
personnel.  The  Law  Library  Training  Manual  was  revised  to  include 
Additional  and  up-dated  material. 

I  The  quarterly  and  annual  Index  to  California  Legal  Periodicals 
\nd  Documents,  the  quarterly  Selected  Publications  Added  to  the 
taw  Library,  and  the  annual  California  County  Law  Library  Basic 
f.ist  were  continued.  A  user's  guide  to  the  Law  Library  collection 
knd  the  filing  rules  of  the  Law  Library  were  issues.  BiJDliographies 
Were  prepared  on  Mandamus  in  State  Administrative  Service,  Free- 
dom of  Information — the  Right  to  Know,  Population  Control — Abor- 
tion, Birth  Control,  Euthanasia,  Sterilization;  Public  Employee  Labor 
Relations,  and  the  Ombudsman.  Revised  editions  of  previously  issued 
pibliographies  on  automobile  liability  insurance  and  the  state,  capi- 
jal  punishment,  grand  juries,  and  reapportionment  were  made.  Law 
pibrary  Paper  No.  14  on  "Inheritance  Rights  of  Aliens  Under  Pro- 
late Code  259  and  259.1"  and  a  checklist  of  Periodicals  Currently 

eceived  by  the  Law  Library  were  issued. 

A  Handbook  for  a  California  County  Law  Library  Basic  Collection 

as  revised  and  reissued. 
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TECHNfCAL  SERVICES  BUREAU 

Automation,  systems  analysis,  and  improved  methods  of  opers 
tions  were  major  topics  of  study  for  the  Bureau  during  1965/6( 
Section  supervisors  attended  orientation  meetings,  seminars  and  cod 
ferences  on  library  uses  of  data  processing. 

In  January,  1966,  each  section  revised  its  monthly  report  to  insur 
uniformity  with  the  Bureau  and  to  provide  statistics  for  compilin, 
the  annual  report  on  staffing  criteria. 

New  equipment  and  simplified  routines  allowed  for  an  overa 
increase  in  activity  in  all  sections  of  the  Bureau. 

Book  Repair  Section 

The  binding  activities  of  the  section  in  1965/66  included  2,72 
books  and  2,349  pamphlets.  In  addition,  9,901  items  were  repairec 
For  preservation  purposes,  2,742  volumes  of  leatherbound  book 
were  oiled  and  polished.  There  were  51  art  reproductions  framec 
and  164  maps  were  mounted  or  repaired.  In  addition,  27,138  nei 
items  were  processed  for  library  use. 


Catalog  Section 

The  total  number  of  new  titles,  including  new  periodicals  and  nev 
continuations,  cataloged  and  classified  during  the  year  was  9,042 
Recataloging  of  periodicals  and  continuations  and  the  work  connecte 
with  the  reclassification  of  Sutro  Library  titles  from  the  Dewey  Deci 
mal  to  the  Library  of  Congress  classification  scheme  continued.  Dur 
ing  the  year,  22,832  card  sets  were  duplicated,  including  cards  fo 
the  Catalog  Section,  Government  Publications  Section,  Administrativ 
Legislative  Reference  Section,  and  the  Law  Library. 

Catahg  Section — Union  Catalog  Unit 

For  administrative  purposes,  this  unit  was  attached  to  the  Catalo, 
Section  on  October  1,  1965.  During  the  year  46,643  new  titles  ani 
editions  were  added  to  the  Union  Catalog,  bringing  the  total  holding 
to  approximately  1,725,400  titles  or  editions.  The  223,310  cards  fo 
titles  acquired  in  1965/66  were  submitted  by  the  78  libraries  con 
tributing  to  the  Union  Catalog.  Eleven  lists  were  mailed  to  the  12 
libraries  participating  in  the  "List  of  Unlocated  Books"  program 
Forty-one  percent  of  the  titles  listed  were  located. 

Order  Section 

Over  8,000  items  were  ordered  or  requested  in  1965/66.  Tb 
amount  of  searching  and  verifying  of  items,  receiving  of  packages 
and  processing  of  invoices  increased  51  percent.  A  file  used  in  com 
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piling  price  increase  by  category  was  maintained.  The  practice  of 
using  the  Library  of  Congress  proof  slip,  when  available,  as  a  tem- 
porary order  was  established,  thus  eliminating  the  step  of  typing  a 
temporary  slip  before  the  multiple-order  form  is  completed. 

Per/od/ca/s  Section 

Work  production  increased  in  every  phase  of  the  technical  services 
Dperations  of  the  Section.  Serial  items  received,  processed  and  re- 
corded numbered  75,281.  During  1965/66  the  Section  sent  out  5,412 
volumes  for  binding  and  received  5,564  bound  volumes.  Three  thou- 
sand reels  of  microfilms  of  backlog  acquisitions  were  received.  This 
jaddition  necessitated  a  complete  shifting  and  reshelving  of  the  micro-

jP/iofo  Services  Section 

I  In  1965/66  patron  demands  for  photographs,  photostats  and  quick- 
copy  prints  resulted  in  an  increased  production  rate  for  this  section. 
JMicrofilm  negative  film  exposed  totalled  14,288  feet.  From  this  ex- 
posed film  163  rolls  were  shipped  to  a  commercial  processor  for 
positive  printing.  In  April,  1966,  the  Section  acquired  a  new  3M  209 
Copier  which  permitted  a  109  percent  increase  in  the  production  of 
■quick-copy  prints.  Photostat  prints  totalled  2,559;  photography  in- 
cluded 707  copy  negatives,  637  prints  and  enlargements  and  149 
orojections  from  microfilm. 

Processing  Center 

The  Center  provided  centralized  acquisition  and  organization  of 
Materials  for  21  county  and  municipal  libraries  in  1965/66.  Over 
51,000  volumes  were  processed  at  a  charge  of  $1.40  per  volume  to  the 
nember  libraries.  One  of  the  innovations  introduced  by  the  Center 
this  year  was  the  use  of  a  unit  card  in  place  of  the  book-pocket.  A 
neeting  of  the  Processing  Center  Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of 
representatives  from  five  member  libraries,  was  held  December  7,  in 
5an  Francisco,  during  the  California  Library  Association  annual 
:onference. 

Property  and  Shipping 

L  Incoming  shipments  totalled  253,955  items  received,  outgoing  ship- 
^  ents,  250,945  items  shipped.  This  was  an  increase  of  13  percent 
pver  the  previous  year.  Other  major  activities  included  addressing 
md  mailing  of  State  Library  publications,  filling  of  supply  requests, 
ind  purchasing.  Major  areas  of  the  book  stacks  were  shifted  to  allow 
for  the  rapid  growth  of  the  general  book  collection,  A  special  study 
fvas  inaugurated  to  determine  the  number  of  errors  in  returns  of 
talking  books  from  blind  patrons. 
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LIBRARY  CONSULTANT  SERVICES 

Travel  Statistics  and  Visitors  to  the  Consultant  Services 

In  the  course  of  visiting  154  libraries,  consultants  made  a  total  c 
410  visits.  There  was  need  for  a  number  of  recurring  visits,  pai 
ticularly  in  the  case  of  public  libraries  which  had  received  grants  fc 
construction  and  other  projects.  In  addition,  there  were  89  visit 
made  to  the  Consultant  Services  by  librarians,  library  governin 
officials,  foreign  visitors,  and  others  interested  in  public  libraries. 

Special  Studies  and  Publications 

One  special  study  was  completed  and  published  during  the  year 
Feasibility  Study  for  County  Library  Service  in  Yuba  Count'\ 
by  Esther  L.  Mardon. 

Additional  studies  were  in  varying  stages  of  completion  at  the  en^e 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

Bureau  publications  included  the  bimonthly  Up  and  Down  tlMt 
State  with  the  Library  Consultants,  the  Salary  Information  Servic  p 
compilations,  and  the  regular  quarterly  issues  of  News  Notes 
Calijornia  Libraries.  The  Fall,  1965,  issue  of  News  Notes  comprise 
the  Library  Laws  of  California,  Revised,  and  the  Spring,  1966,  issu  m 
was  devoted  to  articles  on  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  and  ii 
implementation.

Library  Services  and  Construction  Act — Title  I — Services 

The  second  year  of  the  expanded  Library  Services  and  ConstrucPchi 
tion  Act  saw  completion  of  a  number  of  projects  and  full  implemer 
tation  of  others.  California  was  eligible  for  $1,816,318  in  fisc£ 
1965/66  funds.

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The  statewide  survey,  Public  Library  Services  Equal  to  the  Chal- 
lenge of  California;  A  Report  to  the  State  Librarian,  by  Dr.  Lowell 
Martin  and  Roberta  Bowler,  completed  at  the  close  of  the  previous 
iscal  year,  was  published  and  widely  distributed  in  1965/66,  and 
Deginning  study  made  on  implementing  the  survey  recommendations. 
The  survey  presented  an  action  plan  in  which  California  would  be 
overed  by  a  network  of  library  services  organized  on  five  levels: 
;ommunity  libraries,  reader  subject  centers,  cooperative  library  sys- 
ems,  reference  and  research  centers,  and  the  state  library — the  last 
;o  perform  state  level  coordination  and  to  offer  a  collection  approach- 
ng  a  university  research  library's  in  size  and  depth. 

A  second  major  survey  was  begun  and  completed  within  the  fiscal 
/ear,  under  Title  I  funds;  Public  Library  Services  in  Northern  Cali- 
ornia,  by  Public  Administration  Service.  Libraries  in  eleven  counties 
ind  six  cities  of  the  predominantly  rural  region  north  of  Sacramento 
vere  included  in  the  study  area.  The  survey  explored  all  library 
esources  in  the  region,  population  patterns,  local  financing,  trans- 
|)ortation  facilities  and  other  factors  affecting  library  services.  The 
eport  recommended  the  establishment  of  three  cooperative  sys- 
ems — North  Sacramento  Valley,  Northern  Sierra,  and  Siskiyou- 
!^lodoc — to  fulfill  the  overall  objective  of  adequate  library  service 
Provided  with  maximum  efficiency  at  minimum  cost.  The  report,  and 
m  accompanying  critique  prepared  by  the  former  New  York  State 
!vibrarian,  were  published  early  in  fiscal  1966/67.  First  steps  planned 
oward  implementation  of  the  report  are  a  planning  study  for  the 
l^orth  Sacramento  Valley  Cooperative  System,  under  federal  funds, 
md  employment  of  a  coordinator  to  assist  with  development  of  a 
plan  of  Service  for  the  area. 

Two  year  projects  demonstrating  how  services  might  be  enriched 
,nd  extended  in  small  rural  areas  through  cooperative  contracts  with 
arge  metropolitan  neighbors,  the  Calaveras  County  Library  Demon- 
tration,  the  Tuolumne  County  Library  Demonstration,  and  the 
Itockton  Public  Library  Book  Grant,  were  successfully  completed 
,t  the  close  of  fiscal  1965/66.  As  one  phase  of  each  project,  surveys 
dth  recommendations  for  future  improvements  were  completed  for 
lie  Calaveras  County  Library  and  the  Tuolumne  County  Library, 
^fter  the  demonstration  period  ended,  work  began  on  development 
pf  a  Plan  of  Service  for  the  libraries  involved  to  participate  in  a 
Ifooperative  library  system  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act. 
I  Continuing  projects  were  the  Monterey  Bay  Area  Information 
jiervice,  to  enrich  reference  facilities  and  services  of  four  city  and 
[tne  county  library  in  that  area,  the  San  Mateo  County  Library 
Pernonstration  of  Service  to  Young  Adults ;  demonstration  grants  for 
jnrichment  to  multi-library  systems  established  under  the  Public  Li- 
jtrary  Services  Act;  and  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System. 
i  During  the  year  implementation  began  on  the  three  pilot  projects 
-0  demonstrate  extended  services  to  special  groups;  the  Los  Angeles 
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Public  Library  Demonstration  of  Service  to  the  Culturally  Deprived 
the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  Demonstration  of  Service  to  Shut-ins 
and  the  Oakland  Public  Library  Demonstration  of  Service  to  th( 
Culturally  Deprived  with  emphasis  on  Spanish-speaking  persons. 

The  Summer  Internship  and  Graduate  Study  Grant  programs,  ad 
ministered  by  the  State  Library,  were  continued.  In  July  and  Augusi 
of  1965,  the  thirteen  college  students  awarded  Internships  froir 
1964-65  funds  were  employed  in  the  thirteen  participating  libraries 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  summer  work  experience  programs,  a  work 
shop  was  held  for  all  participants,  to  evaluate  the  program  and  recom 
mend  future  techniques  of  intern  training.  During  the  academic  yeai 
of  1965/66,  the  five  college  graduates  awarded  graduate  study  grant 
from  1964/65  moneys,  $2,500  each,  began  their  studies  in  America 
Library  Association-accredited  library  schools.  The  internship  an 
graduate  study  programs  developed  for  fiscal  year  1965/66  fundingj 
were  somewhat  revised,  library  participation  in  the  internship  pro 
gram  being  limited  to  library  systems  as  defined  by  the  Public  Li-, 
brary  Services  Act,  and  the  number  of  graduate  study  grants  set  at| 
two,  of  $2,500  each. 

A  major  study  of  automation  and  mechanization  as  related  to  al 
appropriate  State  Library  processes  was  continued.  Mr.  Robert  M 
Hayes,  then  Associate  Director,  now  Director,  Institute  of  Library 
Research,  University  of  California,  directed  a  survey  team  whict 
reported,  early  in  1966,  on  "Preliminary  Evaluation  of  the  Feasibility 
of  Mechanization."  Primary  focus  was  on  bookform  catalogs  of  State 
Library  collections  and  on  automation  and  expansion  of  the  Process- 
ing Center.  Study  is  continuing  in  these  areas. 

The  Processing  Center  m.aintained  its  services  to  m.ember  libraries. 
Begun  as  a  federal  funds  demonstration  project,  the  Center  is  no^' 
self-supporting  through  member  reimbursement. 

Library  Services  and  Construction  Act — Title  II — Construction 

With  reallocation  of  funds  not  used  in  other  states,  an  additional 
$191,640  was  granted  to  California  by  the  federal  government.  Thi;: 
sum  added  to  the  original  $2,308,865  allocation  to  the  state  for  fiscal 
1965/66  brought  the  total  available  for  construction  purposes  tc 
$2,500,505. 

Within  the  year,  seventeen  construction  projects  were  approved 
for  grants,  one  of  which  was  for  a  Phase  II  continuation  of  a  1964/65 
project  and  another  of  which  was  for  Phase  I  of  a  two-year  project.j 
to  be  extended  into  1966/67.  Construction  grants  ranged  in  size  from' 
$38,000  to  $730,000  and  together  encumbered  the  total  amount  alio-' 
cated  to  California.  All  libraries  receiving  grants  participated  ir 
library  systems  as  defined  by  the  California  Public  Library  Services 
Act.

AB  114  (now  Chapter  97,  Statutes  of  1966)  which  amended  the 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1964,  was  signed  into  law  on  May  19, 
1966.  It  provides  for  establishment  and  per  capita  grants,  but  elim- 
inates planning  grants  which  formerly  had  been  included.  A  new 
formula  based  on  need,  effort  and  ability  is  established  to  determine 
illocations  for  per  capita  grants.  The  staged  increase  in  total  appro- 
Driations,  at  regular  annual  intervals,  provided  for  in  the  amend- 
ments of  1965  (AB  1622,  Chapter  1820,  Statutes  of  1965)  was  re- 
affirmed in  AB  114.  By  this  formula,  the  total  state  appropriation 
nay,  in  1969-70,  be  equal  to  ten  percent  of  the  total  operating  ex- 
penditures of  local  public  libraries  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 
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CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES  ANNUAL  STATISTICS 

California  library  law  specifies   that  the   State   Librarian   shall ' 
"collect  and  preserve  statistics  and  other  information  pertaining  to ' 
libraries,  which  shall  be  made  available  to  other  public  libraries 
within  the  State  applying  for  the  information." 

Such  statistics  are  supplied,  in  tabular  form,  in  the  pages  imme- 
diately following.  Permanent  files  of  the  annual  reports  from  which 
the  statistics  are  compiled  are  maintained  in  the  State  Library's 
Consultant  Services  Bureau. 

Definitions 

A  sijtgle  library  system  includes  the  central  library  and  other  out- 
lets of  one  jurisdiction,  together  with  all  its  affiliated  libraries  and 
their  outlets,  and  any  library  service  points  operated  by  the  jurisdic- 
tion, by  contract,  to  serve  another  jurisdiction  or  jurisdictions.  Other 
definitions  of  library  system,  as  they  legally  apply  to  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  of  1963,  are  given  in 
Education  Code  Division  20,  Chapter  1.5,  Article  5,  Section  27125. 

The  term  public  library  includes  city,  county,  and  district  libraries 
which  have  been  legally  established  by  public  officials,  are  supported 
by  income  from  taxation  or  other  public  funds,  and  have  their  own 
trustee  or  other  civil  governing  body. 

An  outlet  is  any  service  point,  such  as  a  central  library,  affiliated 
library,  branch,  station,  or  bookmobile  station  that,  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  public  library  system,  distributes  books  or  otherwise 
renders  library  service  to  the  public. 

An  affiliated  public  library  is  a  regularly  established  city  or  district 
library  which  has  joined  the  county  librar}^  for  supplementary  service. 
The  city  or  district  library  retains  its  own  trustees  or  other  govern- 
ing body,  and  the  city  makes  an  appropriation  for  this  local  public 
library  in  addition  to  paying  the  county  library  tax. 

A  branch  (according  to  California  Public  Library  Service  Stand- 
ards) is  a  basic  library  unit  operating  as  part  of  a  library  system 
and  with  its  services  available  to  the  public  some  part  of  five  days 
a  week.  It  is  located  in  quarters  with  floor  area  of  not  less  than 
1,400  square  feet,  housing  a  general  collection  of  at  least  7,000 
volumes.  It  has  a  staff  equivalent  to  at  least  one  professional  and  one 
nonprofessional  employee  on  duty  during  time  the  branch  is  open 
to  the  public. 

A  station  is  a  library  unit  smaller  than  a  branch  and  operating  as 
part  of  a  library  system,  A  branch  housed  in  a  school  but  giving 
service  to  the  whole  community  is  counted  as  a  community  agency; 
a  school  agency  affiliated  for  school  service,  as  a  school  agency. 
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Circulation  represents  statistics  kept  of  actual  count  according  to 
an  established  system.  Total  circulation  of  book  materials  is  the 
count  of  one  for  each  bound  volume,  pamphlet,  or  periodical  lent  for 
home  use,  from  the  central  library  and  its  agencies,  and  the  count 
of  each  renewal.  A  public  library  includes  in  its  total  circulation  the 
count  of  books  lent  from  schools  for  home  use.  A  count}^  library  also 
includes  the  circulation  of  county  library  books  from  all  its  agencies, 
including  affiliated  libraries,  which  do  not  include  such  count  in  their 
own  annual  report  totals. 

The  collection  and  circulation  of  nonbook  materials  is  counted 
separately  from  that  of  book  materials.  The  unit  count  of  all  types 
of  sound  recording  is  by  disc  or  reel,  of  films,  by  title.  Circulation 
of  all  such  miscellaneous  materials  is  one  for  each  unit  lent.  For 
example,  the  count  of  recordings  is  by  disc,  regardless  of  record 
speed  or  numbers  of  titles  on  a  recording.  The  count  of  films  is  by 
title,  and  circulation  is  equivalent  to  the  number  of  times  a  film  title 
is  in  use  for  showings,  regardless  of  the  number  of  persons  in  the 
audience  for  such  showings. 

Interlibrary  loans  are  loans  between  libraries  which  do  not  form 

part  of  a  system.  (Such  intrasystem  loans  are  included  under  Ship- 

\  ments).  Circulation  by  the  borrowing  library  of  a  book  borrowed  on 

j  interlibrary  loan  is  included  in  circulation;    the  interlibrary  loan 

itself  is  not. 

A  shipment  from  the  central  library  is  a  group  of  items  sent  to 
one  outlet  at  one  time. 

The  count  of  employees  is  by  total  number  and  by  full-time 
equivalent  of  part-time  and  other  employees.  Professional  employees 
I  are  defined  as  those  who  are  college  or  university  and  library  school 
I  graduates,  and  those  who  have  attained  professional  status  through 
I  library  experience  and/or  examination.  They  perform  work  of  pro- 
I  fessional  grade  which  requires  training  and  skill  in  the  theoretical  or 
\  scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as  distinguished  from  its  merely 
\  mechanical  parts) .  If  paid  from  the  library  budget,  janitors  and 
building  force  are  included  in  the  total  count  of  employees. 

Operating  expenses  are  divided  into  three  major  categories:  sal- 
I  aries,  library  materials,  service  and  supplies.  The  last  contains  a 
■  sub-category,  payment  of  funds  for  contract  services  and  system 
membership. 

Capital  expenses  include  only  such  major  outlay  items  as  buildings, 

sites,  additions,  remodeling  and  major  repairs,  and  new  furniture  and 

I  equipment  purchased  for  new  or  enlarged  buildings.  Expenditures  for 

I  replacement  furniture  and  equipment,  and  for  mobile  equipment,  are 

listed  under  operating  expenses,  as  are  also  books  and  other  library 

materials.

CLASS  TITLES 

In  the  attempt  to  use  a  fairly  uniform  terminology  for  professioi 
library  classes,  we  define  class  titles  in  common  use  in  terms  of  til? 
following  general  duty  statements  that  suggest  the  various  levels  o) ' 
personnel  classification: 

Professional  Employee — ^An  employee  in  a  position  which  requires ; 
college  or  university  education  and  library  school  graduation,  and.^ 
performance  of  work  of  a  grade  which  necessitates  training  and| 
skill  in  the  theoretical  or  scientific  parts  of  library  work  (as  distin-| 
guished  from  its  mechanical  parts).  Applies  to  all  classes  in  this  listi. 

Assistant  Librarian — Professional  employee  who   co-ordinates   thefi 
work  of  section  supervisors  or  principal  librarians,  assuming  a: 
major  portion  of  planning  and  policymaking  for  the  library  as  a 
whole. 

Branch  Librarian — Professional  employee  in  charge  of  an  auxiliary 
library  agency  which  has  separate  quarters,  a  permanent  staff,  a 
regular  schedule  and  a  permanent  basic  collection  of  library 
materials. 

Chief  Librarian — ^Librarian  who  assumes  responsibility  for  operation  i 
of  the  entire  library,  integrating  its  work  with  that  of  other  city 
or  county  departments,  university  or  college  departments,  or  other 
major  parts  of  the  larger  organization;  makes  final  decisions  on 
policies,  plans  and  programs.  , 

Department  Head — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and  j 
directs  the  work  of  the  staff  of  a  major  section  or  department  of  \ 
the  library;  reviews  work  and  passes  on  difficult  problems,  and] 
does  highly  skilled  professional  work. 

Junior  Librarian  (Librarian  I) — Beginning  professional  position, 
requiring  a  college  or  university  education,  plus  a  degree  from  an 
accredited  library  school.  This  is  the  trainee  grade,  for  which  no 
professional  experience  is  required.  j 

Principal  Librarian — Professional  employee  who  plans,  organizes  and 
directs  the  work  of  several  sections  of  departments  or  a  particular 
kind  of  work  (e.g.,  children's  work)  in  the  library  system;  makes 
recommendations  on  policy  organization  and  procedures;  develops 
programs  of  service. 

Senior  Librarian  (Librarian  II) — Professional  employee  doing  varied 
and  difficult  professional  library  work  under  general  supervision; 
may  also  be  responsible  for  a  subordinate  function,  and  exercise 
supervisory  responsibility  over  a  small  staff  or  act  as  assistant  j 
supervisor  of  a  large  staff.  j 

Nonprofessional  Employee — Employee  in  a  position,  the  duties  of 
which  are  of  a  mechanical  and/or  routine  nature,  not  requiring  , 
professional  library  education.  3

This  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  California  Public  Library  Development 
Board  comas  to  you  as  a  record  of  the  remarkable  achievement  made  in 
three  years  in  this  state  by  public  libraries  working  together  to 
improve  their  services  to  people. 

By  December  1966,  under  provisions  of  the  Public  Library  Services  Act, 
71  public  libraries,  formed  into  14  multi-library  systems,  are  serving 
over  seven  million  Calif ornians.   These  systems,  coordinating  city  and 
county  libraries  without  loss  of  local  autonomy  are  heralding  a  new, 
positive  approach  to  the  economic  development  of  library  resources. 

During  1966  the  Legislature  amended  the  Act  to  provide  an  equalization 
formula  for  state  grants  based  on  need,  effort  and  ability.   The  appropri- 
ation which  should  be  made  by  the  1967  Legislature  for  the  1967-68  fiscal 
year  is  $3,900,000  or  6%  of  the  total  local  library  operating  expenditures. 

We  strongly  urge  that  this  commitment  be  met.   We  sincerely  hope  that  you 
will  be  able  to  give  this  program  your  support.  It  assures  the  strengthen- 
ing of  local  library  services  and  resources  to  meet  educational  and  cultura 
demands  and  developments  at  community  levels.

Third  Annual  Report 
1965-66 

The  Public  Library  Development  Act  was  passed  by  the  1963 
legislature  to  assist  public  libraries  "in  establishing,  improving  and 
extending  library  services"  and  to  encourage  establishment  of  co- 
operative library  systems  in  areas  where  such  cooperation  is  likely  to 
facilitate  improved  library  services.  Within  the  framework  of  this 
legislation  new  and  exciting  patterns  of  library  service  have  been 
developed  during  the  last  three  years.  Large  libraries  and  small 
libraries  have  worked  together,  their  plans  crossing  city  and  county 
lines,  to  develop  modernized,  improved  and  practical  library  systems. 

The  first  year  of  library  development  under  this  program  (1963- 
64)  saw  44%  of  California's  213  public  libraries  filling  applications 
for  planning  grants.  More  than  half  of  these  were  ready  that  first 
year  to  take  the  next  step  of  forming  cooperative  library  systems  with 
the  help  of  establishment  grants.  The  published  reports  of  planning 
grant  recipients  have  been  of  interest  and  value  to  all  public  libraries 
throughout  the  state. 

During  the  second  year  (1964-65)  applications  for  planning  grants 
slowed  down,  but  applications  for  estabhshment  grants  and  per  capita 
grants  increased  in  number.  Chief  brake  upon  what  should  and  would 
be  a  rapidly  expanding  program  of  public  library  development  and 
improvement  has  been  the  fact  that  only  $800,000  was  appropriated 
by  the  State  in  each  of  the  three  past  fiscal  years. 

Failure  of  state  appropriations  to  keep  abreast  with  the  needs  for 
public  library  development  has  been  even  more  critical  in  the  third 
year  (1965-66).  As  more  libraries  have  qualified  for  establishment 
and  per  capita  grants,  the  gap  between  needs  and  appropriations  has 
widened :

Large  single  library  systems  of  the  state  that  applied  and  qualified 
were  funded  to  a  limited  extent  in  1963-64.  In  1964-65  even  fewer 
iof  these  received  funds.  In  1965-66  none  of  them  received  any  money 
at  all,  because  appropriations  were  insufficient  even  to  fund  the  multi- 
library  systems  which  were  qualified  to  apply  for  grants.  These  multi- 
^library  systems  have  had  priority  call  on  funds. 
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Even  under  the  severe  financial  limitations,  achievements  under 
the  Public  Library  Development  Act  have  been  spectacular.  Over 
5  million  persons  live  in  the  areas  where  1 1  cooperative  multi-library 
systems  had  been  established  by  June  30,  1966.  These  vary  in  size 
from  the  Mother  Lode  Library  System  which  encompasses  three 
libraries  serving  a  population  of  91,533,  to  the  East  Bay  Cooperative 
Library  System  which  includes  four  libraries  serving  a  population  of 
842,800.  Some  55  separate  libraries — more  than  one  fourth  of  all 
California  public  libraries — are  now  members  of  multi-library  co- 
operative systems.  A  list  of  these  is  given  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Reports  from  participating  libraries  are  enthusiastic  about  the 
benefits  of  cooperation.  While  plans  of  service  vary  from  system  to 
system,  among  the  benefits  most  frequently  mentioned  are  improved 
book  collections,  faster  interlibrary  exchange  of  books  and  informa- 
tion, more  efficient  and  advanced  techniques  of  book  ordering  or 
cataloging,  borrower  satisfaction  in  having  free  access  to  all  the 
libraries  in  a  system,  and  expanded  reference  services  which  give 
every  citizen  access  to  the  latest  and  most  reliable  information  as 
well  as  to  a  wider  variety  of  books  on  all  subjects.  Some  of  the  small- 
est libraries  in  the  state  are  now  linked  by  teletype  to  some  of  the 
largest  libraries. 

Since  1963  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  has  been  amended 
twice.  The  1965  legislature  increased  per  capita  grants  from  a  range 
of  8-16  cents  to  a  new  range  of  16-80  cents,  variations  depending 
on  population  density.  Limitations  on  total  appropriations  were  also 
raised  to  allow  staged  increases  up  to  10%  in  fiscal  1969-70  of  total 
operating  expenditures  of  all  local  public  libraries  from  local  sources 
in  the  previous  year,  contingent  upon  the  enactment  by  the  1966 
legislature  of  a  formula  to  equalize  public  library  grants  on  the  basis 
of  need,  effort  and  ability. 

In  1966  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  was  again  amended 
to  require  that  all  allocations  of  per  capita  grants  be  made  according 
to  an  equalization  formula,  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  law,  based  on 
need,  effort  and  ability.  The  1966  amendment  also  authorized  a  staged 
increase  in  total  appropriations  in  future  years.  This  was  accom- 
plished through  passage  of  Assembly  Bill  114,  Section  7  of  which 
amended  Education  Code  Section  27133.5  to  read: 

"The  percentage  limitation  for  the  indicated  fiscal  years  shall  be  as 
follows:  4  percent  in  1966-67,  to  6  percent  in  1967-68,  to  8  percent 
in  1968-69  and  to  10  percent  in  1969-70." 

Planning  grants  were  eliminated  by  other  1966  amendments  so  that 
from  now  on  only  establishment  and  per  capita  grants  will  be  pro- 
vided. Establishment  grants  are  to  be  given  first  priority.  (The  com- 
plete Public  Library  Services  Act,  with  1966  amendments,  is  in- 
cluded in  Education  Code  Sections  27111-27146.) 
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Public  library  development  in  California  has  moved  forward  dra- 
matically in  the  last  three  years,  and  on  a  very  sound  base  of  thor- 
ough planning.  Independent  libraries  have  found  that  they  can  work 
together  economically  and  efficiently  without  losing  their  autonomy. 
News  of  the  success  of  cooperative  multi-library  systems  has  been 
watched  by  non-participating  libraries,  and  an  increasing  number  of 
these  are  applying  for  membership  in  systems.  This  continued  de- 
velopment of  public  libraries  can  keep  pace  with  the  development  of 
this  great  state,  and  with  its  educational  and  cultural  explosions,  but 
can  do  this  only  if  state  appropriations  are  increased  sufficiently  to 
provide  adequate  grants  to  all  the  libraries  which  apply  and  which 
are  qualified  to  receive  grants  under  the  new  equalization  formula. 

The  Public  Library  Development  Board  wishes  to  express  its 
thanks  to  the  Governor  and  the  Legislature  for  increasing  the  appro- 
priation for  fiscal  year  1966-67  from  $800,000  to  $1,000,000.  This 
increase  was  far  below  the  $2,440,000  hoped  for  and  permitted  by 
the  Legislature's  1966  amendment,  since  it  represented  only  1.63% 
of  the  $61,000,000  spent  from  local  sources  for  California  public 
libraries  in  1965-66,  and  not  the  4%  which  could  have  been  appro- 
priated under  the  Act. 

Fiscal  year  1966-67  will  be  a  transitional  year.  Unless  appropria- 
tions are  adequate  beginning  with  fiscal  year  1967-68,  it  seems  likely 
that  grants  may  be  too  thin  to  nourish  and  strengthen  public  library 
services  and  resources. 

We  wish  to  urge  therefore  the  appropriation  by  the  1967  Legisla- 
ture of  the  full  amount  authorized  for  1967-68  under  the  present  Act, 
lan  amount  equal  to  6%  of  the  total  operating  expenditures  of  local 
[public  libraries  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  This  is  estimated  to  be 
3,900,000  for  fiscal  year  1967-68,  based  on  a  projected  estimate 
that  total  operating  expenditures  of  California  public  libraries  from 
local  sources  will  reach  $65,000,000  in  1966-67. 

The  Public  Library  Development  Board  is  deeply  appreciative  of 
the  vision,  support,  and  interest  which  the  Governor  and  members  of 
jthe  Legislature  have  shown  in  the  last  three  years.  An  important  new 
Istep  has  been  taken  in  having  the  State  assume  a  small  part  of  the 
total  cost  of  public  library  support,  so  that  all  the  residents  of  this 
.^reat  state  wherever  they  may  live,  on  a  ranch  or  in  a  great  metrop- 
plis,  may  have  access  to  the  knowledge  and  inspiration  to  be  found 
In  public  libraries.  We  count  on  your  continued  interest,  encourage- 
ment and  support  for  public  libraries.

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The  Public  Library  Services  Act 

and 

Administrative  Code  Citations  Relating  to 

Grants  of  State  Funds  to  Libraries  and  Library  Systems 

Under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act 

The  two  documents  printed  below  are  the  Public  Library  Services 
Act  of  1963,  as  amended,  and  the  California  Administrative  Code 
regulating  the  implementation  of  the  Act,  as  amended.  The  texts  of 
each  contain  only  those  sections  of,  respectively,  the  Education  Code 
and  the  Administrative  Code  currently  in  effect. 

The  Public  Library  Services  Act  was  originally  passed  by  the  1963 
Session  of  the  California  State  Legislature.  It  was  subsequently 
amended  by  action  of  the  Legislatures  of  1965  and  1966.  The  text 
below  is  that  of  the  Act  as  amended  in  the  1966  Session,  and  signed 
into  law  by  Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown. 

In  1963,  Sections  20100-20401  were  added  to  the  CaHfornia  Ad- 
ministrative Code,  Title  5,  Chapter  2,  Library  Services  Provided  by 
the  State,  as  Subchapter  2,  Public  Library  Development,  as  regula- 
tions to  implement  the  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963,  Chapter 
1.5,  Division  20,  Education  Code.  Subsequent  to  amendment  of  the 
Act  in  1966,  the  State  Librarian  declared  amendments  to  the  Ad- 
ministrative Code  sections  relating  to  the  Act,  to  be  adopted  as 
emergency  regulations  effective  October  1,  1966.  The  text  below  is 
that  of  the  complete  and  amended  Administrative  Code,  Sections 
20100-20401. 
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PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

(Edue.  Code,  Sees.  27111-27146) 

Article  1.    Policy 

27111.  Legislative  declaration.  The  Legislature  hereby  declares 
that  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the  people  and  of  the  state  to  aid  and 
encourage  the  development  of  free  public  libraries  throughout  the  state 
by  grants  to  public  library  systems  for  the  purpose  of : 

(a)  Assisting  them  in  establishing,  improving,  and  extending  library 
services, 

(b)  Encouraging  them  to  establish  library  systems  in  areas  where 
such  co-operation  would  facilitate  improved  library  services. 

27111.5.  Legislative  intent.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Legislature 
under  this  act  to  distribute  grants  for  the  development  and  improve- 
ment of  public  library  service  to  library  systems  by  a  formula  that 
recognizes  factors  of  need,  ability,  and  effort.  Need  is  recognized  by 
basing  the  distribution,  in  part,  on  the  population  served  by  library 
systems  and  by  allowing  a  special  weighting  for  low  density  of  popula- 
tion. Ability  is  recognized  by  adjusting  the  population  estimates  by 
the  relative  standing  of  such  systems  with  respect  to  assessed  valuation 
per  capita.  Effort  is  recognized  by  establishing  as  a  qualification  for 
receiving  a  grant  a  minimum  level  of  local  support,  expressed  either  as 
a  tax  rate  or  as  an  amount  of  expenditure  per  capita,  and  by  establish- 
ing minimum  standards  of  service. 

27112.  Legislative  policy.  In  adopting  this  chapter,  the  Legisla- 
ture declares  that  its  policy  shall  be : 

(a)  To  oppose  the  removal  of  the  government  and  administration 
of  public  libraries  from  local  control. 

(b)  To  encourage  adequate  financing  of  public  libraries  from  local 
sources  with  state  aid  to  be  furnished  on  a  limited  basis  only  as  a 
supplement  to  local  support. 

(c)  To  make  no  requirements,  as  a  condition  for  receiving  aid,  con- 
cerning library  equipment,  nonbook  services,  or  particular  book  or 
periodical  titles. 

Article  2.    Definitions 

27113.  Definitions.    As  used  in  this  chapter : 

(a)  ''Public  agency"  means  a  county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  any 
district  or  other  agency  (including  but  not  limited  to  an  agency 
created  pursuant  to  Chapter  5  (commencing  with  Section  6500)  of 
Division  7  of  Title  1  of  the  Government  Code)  authorized  by  law  to 
provide  public  library  services. 

(b)  "Library"  means  a  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such 
libraries,  operated  by  a  public  agency. 

(c)  "System"  means  a  library  system  formed  pursuant  to  this 
chapter. 

(d)  "Board"  means  the  Public  Library  Development  Board. 

(e)  "Plan  of  service"  means  a  statement  describing  the  specific 
[purposes  for  which  a  system  is  formed,  the  means  and  the  agencies  by 
iwhich  such  purposes  are  to  be  accomplished,  and  an  estimate  of  the 
funds  necessary  for  their  accomplishment  and  the  public  agency  or 
agencies  who  are  to  receive  those  funds. 
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Article  3.    Administration 

27114.  Administration  by  State  Librarian.  The  State  Librarian 
shall  administer  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  prescribe  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  its  provisions. 

27114.1.  Expenditure  of  funds.  The  State  Librarian  may  expend 
any  funds  appropriated  for  expenditure  under  this  chapter. 

27115.  Public  Library  Development  Board.  There  is  in  the  Divi- 
sion of  Libraries  of  the  Department  of  Education,  the  Public  Library 
Development  Board  which  shall  consist  of  the  State  Librarian  and 
nine  members  appointed  by  the  Governor  as  follows : 

(a)  Three  members  of  library  boards  or  commissions,  or  of  govern- 
ing bodies  of  libraries. 

(b)  Three  librarians  presently  employed  in  libraries. 

(c)  Three  members  at  large,  known  for  their  interest  and  leadership 
in  library  development. 

The  State  Librarian  shall  be  a  nonvoting  member. 

27115.1.  Term  of  office.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualify  except  as  provided  in  Section  27115.2. 

27115.2.  Time  of  appointments.  The  Governor  shall  make  the  first 
appointments  to  the  board  on  or  before  October  1,  1963,  for  terms 
expiring  respectively,  on  the  first  day  in  October,  two  each  in  1964, 
1965,  and  1966,  and  three  in  1967. 

27115.3.  No  compensation;  expenses.  Members  of  the  board  shall 
serve  without  compensation  except  that  each  member  shall  be  allowed 
actual  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  including  travel 
expenses. 

27115.4.  Headquarters;  meetings.  The  board  shall  maintain  its 
headquarters  at  Sacramento  and  shall  hold  meetings  at  such  times  and 
at  such  places  as  shall  be  determined  by  it.  All  meetings  of  the  board 
shall  be  open  and  public. 

27116.  Chairman.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  select  one  of 
the  members  to  serve  as  chairman,  who  shall  hold  office  as  chairman  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  board. 

27116.1.  Duties.  The  board  shall  confer  with,  advise,  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  State  Librarian  with  respect  to  any  matters 
and  subjects  under  this  chapter. 

27116.2.  Annual  reports.  The  board  shall  prepare  and  submit! 
annual  reports  to  the  Governor,  the  Legislature,  and  the  State  Li- ' 
brarian. 

27116.3.  Furnishing  State  Library  staff.  To  the  extent  that  funds  I 
are  available  therefor,  the  State  Librarian  shall  employ,  or  furnish  to 
the  board  from  his  staff,  such  technical  and  clerical  assistance  for  the 
board  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  its  duties  and 
may  purchase  or  rent  for  the  board  any  necessary  supplies,  instru- 
ments, tools,  equipment,  and  conveniences. 
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Article  4.    Local  Control 

27121.  Local  control.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  construed 
as  authorizing  the  state  to  require  libraries,  as  a  condition  for  receiving 
grants,  to : 

(a)  Acquire  or  exclude  any  specific  book,  periodical,  film,  picture, 
or  other  material,  or  any  specific  equipment,  or  to  acquire  or  exclude 
any  classification  of  books  or  periodicals  by  author,  subject  matter  or 
type. 

(b)  Institute  or  eliminate  any  particular  type  of  library  service. 

(c)  Include  or  exclude  for  employment  any  particular  number  or 
class  of  personnel  or  to  include  or  exclude  any  specific  person  for  em- 
ployment. 

(d)  Eequire  minimum  qualifications  of  library  personnel. 

Article  5.    Library  Systems 

27125.  Libraiy  systems.  A  library  system  may  consist  of  any  of 
the  following  systems : 

(a)  A  library  system  consisting  of  a  library  operated  by  a  single 
;public  agency. 

I     (b)  A  consolidated  library  system,  in  which  two  or  more  public 
agencies  consolidate  their  libraries  to  form  a  single  library. 
;     (c)  A  co-operative  library  system  in  which  two  or  more  public 
Jagencies  enter  into  a  written  agreement  to  implement  a  plan  of  serv- 
|ice  for  the  agencies  so  contracting. 

■    27126.     Formation.     The  formation  of  a  library  system  shall  be 
laccomplished  in  the  following  manner : 

(a)  An  application  for  grants  shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  Li- 
brarian, together  with  a  plan  of  service  approved  by  the  participating 
public  agency  or  agencies.  The  application  for  grants  shall  be  accom- 
ipanied  by  an  official  resolution  passed  by  the  city  council  in  the  case 
jof  a  city,  the  county  board  of  supervisors  with  respect  to  county  li- 
ibraries,  or  the  governing  board  of  a  library  district  with  respect  to 
jlibrary  district  libraries.  The  system  plan  of  service  shall  be  incor- 
iporated  by  reference  in  the  resolution.  A  plan  of  service  shall,  among 
bther  things,  where  a  co-operative  library  system  is  involved,  designate 
jan  executive  committee  for  the  system  appointed  by  the  governing 
bodies  of  the  appropriate  public  agencies. 

(b)  The  State  Librarian  shall  submit  each  plan  of  service  to  the 
board. 

(c)  The  board  shall  submit,  in  writing,  to  the  State  Librarian  any 
recommendations  on  a  plan  of  service  within  80  days  from  the  date 
ithe  plan  is  so  submitted  to  the  board.  Failure  of  the  board  to  submit 
iPecommendations  within  30  days  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  a  recom- 
mendation that  the  plan  be  approved  as  submitted. 

;  (d)  The  State  Librarian  shall  not  approve  an  application  until  funds 
;ire  available  for  the  grants  sought  nor  until  at  least  30  days  have 
blapsed  from  the  date  that  the  plan  of  service  for  that  application  has 
oeen  submitted  to  the  board, 

(e)  If  the  State  Librarian  approves  the  plan  of  service  and  the  appli- 
jation,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  shall  execute  a  contract  with  the 
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State  Librarian  specifying  the  services  to  be  rendered  in  order  to  im- 
plement the  plan  of  service.  The  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  limita- 
tions provided  in  Article  4  and  shall  contain  the  minimum  provisions  i 
specified  in  Section  27132. 

27127.  Assistance  from  State  Librarian.  The  State  Librarian  shall 
assist  public  agencies  in  the  preparation  and  submission  of  applica- 
tions for  inclusion  in  an  existing  library  system. 

27128.  Final  date  for  grant  applications.  The  State  Librarian 
shall  determine  the  final  date  each  year  for  the  submission  of  requests 
for  grants,  and  any  remaining  funds  which  had  been  tentatively  allo- 
cated for  grants  which  subsequently  did  not  qualify  shall  be  distributed 
on  a  pro  rata  basis  among  those  grants  which  did  qualify. 

Article  6.    Grants  in  General 

27130.  Program  of  grants.  There  shall  be  a  program  of  grants, 
as  follows : 

(a)  Establishment  grants. 

(b)  Annual  per  capita  grants. 

27131.  Requirements  to  qualify.  To  qualify  for  grants  under  this 
chapter,  a  library  system,  once  established,  must : 

(a)  Provide  equal  access  to  all  participating  libraries  to  all  residents 
of  the  area  served  by  the  system.  Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent 
the  negotiation  of  agreements,  or  the  exchange  of  funds,  or  the  estab- 
lishment of  individual  user  charges  designed  to  wholly  or  partially 
correct  any  imbalance  of  service  caused  by  adherence  to  this  subdivi- 
sion ;  provided  that  over  a  period  of  not  less  than  one  year,  the  public 
agencies  exchanging  funds  or  the  public  agency  imposing  the  user  fee 
find  that  an  imbalance  of  service  exists. 

(b)  Provide  for  the  annual  addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book  titlesi 
to  each  library  system  which  has  a  population  of  less  than  75  personsi 
per  square  mile,  and  the  annual  addition  of  7,000  book  titles  to  each 
library  system  which  has  a  population  of  75  or  more  persons  per  square 
mile. 

(c)  Have  available  in  each  system  having  a  population  of  less  than 
75  persons  per  square  mile  at  least  100,000  volumes,  40,000  of  which 
have  been  acquired  within  10  years,  and  in  each  system  having  a  popu-. 
lation  of  75  or  more  persons  per  square  mile  at  least  200,000  volumes,! 
60,000  of  which  have  been  acquired  within  10  years. 

(d)  Have  available  in  the  system  at  least  7,500  reference  book  titles 
in  its  noncirculation  collection. 

(e)  Have  acquired  in  each  system  having  a  population  of  less  than 
75  persons  per  square  mile  subscriptions  to  at  least  400  periodicals,  irn 
eluding  both  juvenile  and  adult  types,  with  one-half  of  such  periodicals 
being  on  microform  or  in  back  files  for  the  past  10  years,  and  in  each 
system  having  a  population  of  75  or  more  persons  per  square  mile  sub 
scriptions  to  at  least  700  periodicals,  including  both  juvenile  and  adult 
types,  with  three-quarters  of  such  periodicals  being  on  microform  or  iB] 
back  files  for  the  past  10  years. 
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(f )  Have  expended  funds  from  local  sourees  for  total  operating  ex- 
penses, excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  each  library  within  the  sys- 
tem, in  the  fiscal  year  immediately  preceding  that  in  which  application 
is  made,  and  also  have  budgeted  for  the  year  in  which  application  is 
made  equivalent  to  the  minimum  specified  in  this  subdivision.  That 
minimum  shall  be  either  (1)  the  equivalent  of  a  tax  rate  of  fifteen  cents 
($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the  total  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  area  served  by  each  library  within  the  library  system,  as 
shown  by  the  equalized  assessment  roll  or  rolls  of  such  area  for  the  pre- 
ceding year,  or  (2)  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  annually  per 
[capita  in  the  area  served  by  each  library  within  the  library  system, 
I  whichever  is  less. 

(g)  Not  expend  less  funds  per  capita  from  local  sources  for  operating 
expenditures  than  it  did  in  the  preceding  year. 

(h)  Carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  contracts  entered  into  with  the 
iState  Librarian  designed  to  implement  the  plan  of  service. 

27131.5.  Legislative  review.  The  financial  qualifications  required 
for  grants  by  Section  27131(f)  shall  be  reviewed  by  the  Legislature  at 
its  1969  Regular  Session, 

27132.  Requirement  of  contracts  for  grants.  All  grants  shall  be 
made  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  the  terms  of  the 
written  contracts  entered  into  between  the  respective  public  agencies 
and  the  State  Librarian.  These  contracts,  for  establishment  and  per 
bapita  grants,  shall,  among  other  things : 

'  (a)  Specify  the  public  agency  or  agencies  to  which  payment  is  to 
be  made,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  grants  are  to  be  expended. 

(b)  Specify  the  amount,  time,  and  manner  of  payment. 

(c)  Specify  that  payment  is  to  be  conditioned  upon  receipt  by  the 
board  of  any  progress  report  from  the  system,  if  it  is  one  which  has 
Ibeen  requested  for  submission  by  the  date  of  payment  by  the  State 
Librarian. 

(d)  Specify  that  the  grant  can  be  expended  only  in  augmentation, 
and  not  in  lieu  of,  local  appropriations. 

(e)  Specify  that  all  requirements  of  Section  27131  shall  be  met. 

(f)  Specify  that  if  no  state  grants  are  made  the  public  agencies 
mil  not  be  bound  to  follow  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  contract. 

27133.  Limitation  on  expenditures,  (a)  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
egislature  that  the  total  amount  which  may  be  appropriated,  for 
xpenditure  during  any  fiscal  year,  under  this  chapter  shall  not  exceed 

I'he  percentage  limitations  provided  for  in  Section  27133.5  of  the  total 
pperating  expenditure  of  all  the  public  libraries  of  the  state  from  funds 
:'eceived  from  local  sources  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  An  establishment  grant  for  a  system  shall  not  exceed  25  percent 
)f  the  total  operating  expenditures  for  the  library  or  each  of  the  li- 
)raries  within  that  system,  excluding  capital  expenditures,  for  the  last 
iompleted  fiscal  year,  except  where  there  were  no  expenditures  for  the 
ibrary  for  the  last  completed  fiscal  year,  in  which  case  the  establish- 
nent  grant  for  the  system  shall  be  the  maximum  provided  for  in  Sec- 
fion  27144. 
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27133.5.  Limitation  of  increases.  The  percentage  limitation  for 
the  indicated  fiscal  years  shall  be  as  follows:  4  percent  in  1966-67,  to 
6  percent  in  1967-68,  to  8  percent  in  1968-69  and  to  10  percent  in 
1969-70. 

AETiciiE  8.     Establishment  and  Per  Capita  Grants 

27144.  Annual  maximnm  grants  in  amount  of  $10,000.  Establish- 
ment grants  in  the  annual  maximum  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000)  shall  be  made  for  the  system : 

(a)  For  the  library  of  each  public  agency  which  joins  with  one  or 
more  other  public  agencies  in  forming  a  library  system. 

(b)  For  the  library  of  each  public  agency  which  joins  an  established 
system. 

(c)  For  each  library  which  is  established  in  a  previously  unserved 
area  and  which  qualifies  as  part  of  a  system  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
state  aid. 

An  establishment  grant  shall  be  paid  as  to  each  library  under  sub- 
divisions (a),  (b)  or  (c)  of  this  section,  in  respect  to  each  of  the  first 
two  years  during  which  it  is  part  of  a  library  system. 

27145.5.    Minimum  standards  for  annual  per  capita  grants.    From 

funds  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  under  this  chapter,  requirements 
for  establishment  grants  shall  have  priority  as  determined  by  the  State 
Librarian.  From  funds  remaining  after  allocations  for  establishment 
grants,  annual  per  capita  grants  shall  be  made  for  each  library  system 
which  is  formed  follomng  the  procedure  outlined  in  Article  5  and 
which  meets  the  minimum  standards  specified  in  Article  6  as  follows: 

(a)  Determine  the  assessed  value  of  properties  subject  to  taxation 
for  library  support  in  each  single  library  area ; 

(b)  Adjust  the  values  determined  by  paragraph  (a)  by  applying  to 
them  the  factor  provided  for  in  Sections  17261  and  17262  of  this  code 
appropriate  to  the  county  wherein  the  values  lie,  but  in  no  event  shall 
any  of  the  other  provisions  of  those  sections  be  applicable ; 

(c)  Determine  the  sum  of  the  populations  taxed  for  library  support 
of  all  single  libraries  in  the  state  and,  similarly,  determine  the  sum  of, 
the  assessed  valuations  computed  in  paragraph  (b)  ; 

(d)  Divide  the  total  valuation  assessed  for  library  support  in  the 
state  by  the  population  of  the  state  taxed  for  libraries ;  this  will  deter- 
mine the  assessed  valuation  per  capita;  , 

(e)  For  each  single  library  divide  adjusted  assessed  valuation  ofi 
each  library's  area  by  its  population  to  determine  each  single  library's 
assessed  valuation  per  capita; 

(f )  For  each  single  library,  divide  the  adjusted  statewide  assessed 
valuation  per  capita  in  the  state  by  the  adjusted  assessed  valuation  per' 
capita  in  the  library  area ; 

(g)  Multiply  the  population  in  each  library  area  by  the  figure  of 
each  such  library  as  determined  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (f ) ; 
these  figures  shall  be  designated  as  basic  weighted  population  values; 
and  shall  be  the  basis  of  determining  the  basic  per  capita  grants ; 

(h)  Multiply  the  basic  weighted  population  of  each  of  the  library 
areas  by  a  factor  of  0.3  (or  30  percent)  as  to  all  library  areas  wherein 
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the  population  per  square  mile  is  100  or  less ;  the  resulting  values  shall 
be  designated  as  supplementary  weighted  population  values,  and  shall 
be  the  basis  of  determining  supplementary  project  grants  for  such 
sparsely  populated  library  areas ; 

(i)  Determine  the  sum  of  the  basic  and  supplementary  weighted 
population  for  the  entire  state ; 

(j)  Divide  the  amount  available  for  distribution  to  the  libraries  by 
the  total  weighted  population,  basic  and  supplementary,  of  the  state, 
in  one-thousandths;  the  resulting  amount  may  be  apportioned  on 
account  of  each  one-thousandth  of  weighted  population,  basic  and  sup- 
plementary in  any  single  library ; 

(k)  With  regard  to  basic  weighted  populations,  any  qualifying 
library  system  is  eligible  to  receive  funds  as  determined  in  accordance 
with  paragraph  (j)  ; 

(I)  With  regard  to  supplementary  weighted  populations,  any  library 
system  which  has  single-library  populations  of  100  or  less  per  square 
mile  may  apply  for  project  grants,  but  only  up  to  a  total  amount  equal 
to  the  sum  of  all  of  the  supplementary  weighted  population  in  one- 
thousandths  contained  within  the  system  multiplied  by  the  figure  deter- 
mined in  paragraph  (j)  ;  those  sums  would  be  available  as  project 
grants  for  the  purpose  of  extending  and  improving  library  services  in 
such  sparsely  populated  areas. 

Money  not  distributed  under  initial  allocations  may  be  reapportioned 
to  library  systems  on  the  basis  of  the  shares  that  each  system's  basic 
weighted  populations  represent  in  relation  to  the  basic  weighted  popula- 
tion of  all  the  library  systems  receiving  grants. 

27146.  Consolidated  or  co-operative  systems.  If  a  public  agency 
or  two  or  more  public  agencies  desiring  to  form  a  consolidated  or  co- 
operative system,  applying  for  grants  is  unable  to  meet  all  of  the  mini- 
mum standards  of  Section  27131,  the  public  agency  or  agencies  may 
submit  to  the  State  Librarian  a  plan  of  service  officially  adopted  by  the 
public  agency  or  agencies  concerned  for  meeting  all  of  the  standards 
within  a  period  of  four  completed  fiscal  years,  the  plan  to  indicate  how 
much  progress  toward  meeting  the  standards  it  is  anticipated  will  be 
achieved  each  year.  The  State  Librarian  may  then  approve  grants  in 
the  full  amount  to  which  the  public  agencies  would  be  eligible  were 
they  to  meet  all  standards,  subject  to  the  condition  that  a  review  will 
be  made  by  the  State  Librarian  of  the  provisional  annual  reports  for 
the  library  systems,  and  that  the  second  annual  per  capita  grant  will  be 
contingent  upon  satisfactory  achievement  of  the  goals  set  up  for  the 
first  fiscal  year,  according  to  the  plan  of  service. 
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Property  Valuations  for  Allocation  of  Money  to  School  Districts 
(Collier  Act  Factor) 

(Educ.  Code,  Sees.  17261-17262) 

17261.  Certification  of  modification.  On  the  basis  of  compiita- 
tions  made  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  the  secretary  of  that 
board  shall  certify  on  or  before  October  1st  of  each  year  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction  the  factor,  carried  to  two  decimal  places, 
by  which  the  total  assessed  value  of  all  tangible  property  on  the  current 
local  roll  of  each  county  must  be  modified  to  conform  to  the  statewide 
average  assessment  level ;  provided  that  property  belonging  to  a  county, 
city  and  county,  or  municipal  corporation  which  is  taxable  under  Sec- 
tion 1,  Article  XIII  of  the  Constitution  and  constituting  more  than 
10  percent  of  the  total  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  within  a 
school  district  shall  be  excluded  from  the  assessed  value  and  the  full 
cash  value  that  are  used  to  compute  such  factor. 

17262.  Modification  of  district  valuation.  Any  state  department, 
board,  or  agency  which  allocates  funds  to  any  school  district  on  the 
basis  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  property  within  the  district,  or  which 
makes  any  computation  on  this  basis  for  school  building  fund  repay- 
ment purposes,  shall  average  the  factor  certified  for  the  current  year 
under  Section  17261  for  the  local  roll  of  the  county  in  which  the 
district  is  located  with  the  factors  so  certified  for  the  two  immediately 
preceding  years.  The  department,  board,  or  agency  shall  then  modify 
that  part  of  the  valuation  of  the  district  shown  on  the  local  role,  other 
than  any  part  of  the  valuation  which  was  excluded  under  Section 
17261,  by  application  of  this  three-year  average  factor.  If  a  district 
is  located  in  more  than  one  county,  this  modification  shall  be  made 
by  applying  the  average  factor  appropriate  for  the  assessed  value  of 
the  property  upon  the  local  roll  of  each  county  within  which  the  dis 
trict  is  located.

Article  1.     General  Provisions 

20100.  Scope.  The  regulations  contained  in  Subchapter  2  of 
Chapter  2  of  Title  5  of  the  California  Administative  Code  shall  imple- 
ment Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

20101.  Definitions.     As  used  in  this  subchapter: 

(a)  "The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963"  means  Chapter 
1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education  Code. 

(b)  "Affiliated  library"  means  any  library  operated  by  a  city  or 
district,  the  tangible  property  of  which  is  also  subject  to  taxation  in 
support  of  county  library  service. 

(c)  "Establishment  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to 
Education  Code  Section  27144. 

(d)  "Per  capita  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Educa- 
tion Code  Section  27145.5. 

(e)  "Provisional  grant"  means  a  grant  made  pursuant  to  Educa- 
tion Code  Section  27146. 

(f)  "Provisional  system"  means  a  library  or  libraries  receiving  a 
provisional  grant. 

(g)  "Unserved  county"  means  a  county  which  does  not  operate 
a  library  and  which  does  not  contract  with  another  public  agency  for 
library  service  through  branches  or  other  extension  outlets. 

Article  2.     Public  Library  Development  Board 

20110.  Agendas.  Agendas  for  Board  meetings  shall  be  pre- 
pared by  the  Board  chairman  or  president  in  consultation  with  the 
State  Librarian,  and  forwarded  to  all  Board  members  prior  to  the  time 
of  meeting. 

20111.  Annual  Reports.  The  State  Librarian  shall  assist  the 
Board  in  the  preparation  of  its  annual  reports  and  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  printed  in  the  official  journal  of  the  State  Library. 
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Article  3.     Library  Systems 

20150.  Elements  of  a  "Library  System."  As  used  in  this  sub- 
chapter and  where  used  in  Chapter  1.5  of  Division  20  of  the  Education 
Code,  "library  system"  shall  mean  one  or  more  libraries  providing  the 
following  basic  elements  of  library  service,  involving  but  not  neces- 
sarily limited  to  book  and  periodical  resources : 

(a)  The  selection  and  acquisition  of  materials  in  a  consolidated  or 
in  a  coordinated  manner. 

(b)  The  organization  of  materials  for  use,  including  cataloguing, 
classification,  and  physical  preparation,  in  a  consolidated  or  in  a  co- 
ordinated manner, 

(c)  The  lending  of  materials  for  home  use,  with  the  return  of  such 
materials  unrestricted  as  to  service  outlet. 

(d)  Reference  and  research,  including  assistance  to  users  by 
library  staff,  consolidated  or  coordinated  where  necessary  to  provide 
the  maximum  utilization  of  the  total  resources  of  all  participating 
libraries. 

(e)  The  interavailability  of  materials  and  information  among  aU 
service  outlets  on  the  same  basis  for  all  library  users,  including  a 
method  by  which  each  participating  library  may  ascertain  specific  hold- 
ings of  other  participating  libraries. 

20151.  Plans  of  Service.  To  qualify  for  grants  pursuant  to  The 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  a  system  must  meet  the  minimum 
requirements  set  forth  in  Education  Code  Section  27131.  A  plan  of 
service  submitted  with  an  application  for  a  grant  as  required  in  The 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  shall  include  all  of  the  services 
specified  in  Section  20150  and  shall  describe  the  exact  manner  in  which 
each  is  to  be  provided.  A  plan  of  service  shall  also  include  a  statement 
of  each  participating  library's  standards  for  branches,  stations  or  other 
extension  of  service  beyond  its  headquarters  building.  A  plan  of  service 
shall,  in  addition,  take  into  consideration  total  public  library  service 
in  that  area. 

20152.  Formation  of  a  Library  System.  An  existing  library 
system  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  system  under  the  provisions  of  The 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  until  it  has  complied  with  the 
provisions  contained  in  Education  Code  Section  27126. 

20153.  Participation  by  Libraries  Not  Eligible  for  Grants.  A 
library  which  does  not  meet  the  requirements  of  local  support  contained 
in  Education  Code  Section  27131(f)  or  Section  20310(e)  of  this  sub- 
chapter may,  with  the  consent  of  all  other  members,  become  a  member 
of  a  library  system,  and  may  participate  in  the  services  provided  by 
the  system  through  grant  funds,  provided  such  library,  as  a  minimum 
condition,  pays  into  the  system  an  amount  equal  to  the  per  capita  grant 
to  which  the  system  would  otherwise  be  entitled  for  such  library.  In 
addition,  such  a  library  participating  in  a  system  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed may  be  required  to  pay  an  annual  surcharge  in  an  amount  de- 
termined by  the  members  of  the  system,  which  amount  shall  be  based 
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upon  considerations  of  proportionate  sharing  of  expenses  on  the  one 
hand,  and  relative  advantages  derived  through  membership  on  the  other 
hand,  by  each  member  of  the  system.  The  computation  by  which  such 
amount  of  annual  surcharge  is  determined  by  the  members  of  a  system 
shall  be  included  in  such  system's  plan  of  service. 

Such  participation  shall  not  exceed  three  fiscal  years  from  the 
date  a  library  is  admitted  to  a  system. 

Article  4.     Qualifications  for  Keeeiving  Grants 

20200.  Definitions.  The  following  definitions  shall  apply  to 
their  respective  terms  as  used  in  this  subchapter  and  in  The  Public 
Library  Services  Act  of  1963,  or  in  some  section  of  said  Act,  where 
such  section  is  more  particularly  referred  to  in  a  definition. 

(a)  '*A  single  public  library,  or  two  or  more  such  libraries,  oper- 
ated by  a  public  agency"  shall  mean  a  public  library  which  has  a 
single  administration  and  organization. 

(b)  "A  single  library  area"  is  that  area  serviced  by  a  single  pub- 
lic library  plus  that  area  serviced  by  it  under  a  total  library  services 
contract. 

(e)  ''Equal  access"  shall  mean  that  all  of  the  services  of  each 
library  in  a  system  are  available  on  the  same  basis  to  all  residents  of 
the  area  served  by  the  system.  If  after  a  period  of  not  less  than  one 
year,  a  member  library  finds  an  imbalance  of  service  and  wishes  to 
negotiate  agreements  or  exchange  of  funds  or  establish  individual  user 
fees  the  system  shall  amend  its  plan  of  service  to  incorporate  the  pro- 
posed changes. 

(d)  "New  book  titles"  shall  mean  individual  titles,  new  to  the 
system  and  currently  useful. 

(e)  "Program  for  the  maintenance  of  back  files  and  indexes  for 
reference  use  of  periodicals"  shall  mean  a  systemwide  program,  co- 
ordinated among  the  various  units  of  the  system,  and  providing  a  means 
of  access  to  all  such  back  files  and  indexes  by  all  residents  of  the  area 
served  by  the  system. 

(f)  "Capital  expenditures,"  which  are  to  be  excluded  from  the 
computation  of  operating  expenses,  in  accordance  with  Education  Code 
Section  27131(f),  as  the  term  is  used  in  said  section,  shall  mean  funds 
expended  for  land  and  buildings,  including  remodeling,  the  initial 
purchase  of  furniture  and  equipment  for  such  buildings,  and  school 
library  services, 

(g)  "Assessed  valuation  of  the  area  served"  shall  mean  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  all  property,  secured  and  unsecured,  upon  which 
local  taxes  are  levied  for  the  support  of  a  given  library.  The  assessed 
valuation  shall  be  equivalent  to  that  used  for  the  purpose  of  subject- 
ing such  property  to  such  local  taxes. 

(h)  "Funds  from  local  sources"  as  used  in  Education  Code  Sec- 
tion 27131(f)  shall  include  tax  funds  levied  and  expended  by  local 
public  agencies  for  public  library  purposes  as  well  as  other  local  funds 
expended  for  public  library  purposes.  However,  where  one  public 
agency  maintaining  a  public  library  contracts  with  and  pays  to  another 
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public  agency  which  also  maintains  a  public  library  an  annual  amount 
in  exchange  for  the  payment  of  which  the  latter  public  agency  provides 
free  public  library  service  to  certain  residents  of  the  area  from  which 
the  former  public  agency  collects  taxes  for  public  library  purposes, 
any  funds  so  paid  by  any  such  former  public  agency  to  any  such  latter 
public  agency  for  the  purposes  mentioned  shall  be  taken  into  account 
only  once  and  the  former  public  agency  alone  shall  be  credited  with 
having  paid  such  funds. 

(i)  " Executive  committee ' '  shall  include  the  head  librarian  of  each 
public  agency  participating  as  a  member  of  the  system. 

(j)   "Subscriptions"  shall  mean  titles. 

20201.  Population  Count  Where  Residents  Served  by  Another 
Public  Agency.  Where  one  public  agency  maintaining  a  public 
library  contracts  with  and  pays  to  another  public  agency  which  also 
maintains  a  public  library  an  annual  amount  for  the  purposes,  in  the 
manner,  and  under  the  conditions,  expressed  in  Section  20200(h),  the 
residents  of  the  area  from  which  the  former  public  agency  collects  taxes 
for  public  library  purposes,  to  which  residents  the  latter  public  agency 
provides  free  public  library  service,  shall  be  considered  a  population  of 
the  former  public  agency  only  where  a  population  count  is  necessary 
in  connection  with  the  making  of  grants. 

20202.  Expenditure  Year.  The  minimum  expenditure  of  funds 
from  local  sources  as  required  by  Education  Code  Section  27131(f) 
shall  be  for  the  fiscal  year  preceding  that  in  which  an  application  for 
a  grant  is  made.  The  actual  expenditure  of  local  funds  for  library  pur- 
poses shall  be  certified  by  the  chief  fiscal  officer  of  the  public  agency, 
upon  a  form  provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  The  provisions  of  this 
section  and  Education  Code  Section  27131(f)  shall  not  apply  to  a 
library  established  in  an  unserved  county. 

20203.  Per  Capita  Expenditures.  In  computing  the  per  capita 
expenditure  from  local  funds  as  provided  by  Education  Code  Section 
27131  and  by  this  subchapter,  the  population  of  the  area  served  by  a 
library  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  funds  from  local  sources  were  ex- 
pended shall  be  based  upon  one  of  the  following  official  sources,  which- 
ever was  the  most  recent  at  the  close  of  such  fiscal  year : 

(a)  The  latest  decennial  census  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Commerce ;  or 

(b)  A  special  census  taken  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Commerce;  or 

(c)  An  estimate  prepared  by  the  California  State  Department  of 
Finance,  Budget  Division,  Financial  and  Population  Eesearch  Section. 

20204.  Affiliated  Libraries.  A  library  affiliated  with  a  county 
library  may  elect  to  participate  jointly  with  the  county  library  for 
establishment  grants  or  per  capita  grants.  In  such  a  joint  application 
the  combined  expenditures  of  the  affiliated  library  and  the  county 
library  shall  serve  as  the  basis  for  determining  the  qualifications  of 
both  libraries  under  Education  Code  Section  27131(f). 
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Article  5.     Establishment  and  Per  Capita  Grants 

20250.  Purpose.  An  establishment  grant  is  for  the  exclusive 
purpose  of  implementing  a  plan  of  service  for  a  previously  unserved 
county  or  a  plan  which  involves  two  or  more  libraries. 

20251.  Consolidation.  If  two  or  more  public  agencies  wish  to 
consolidate  their  libraries  into  a  single  library  an  establishment  grant 
for  each  such  agency  may  be  made  for  this  purpose,  pursuant  to  Edu- 
cation Code  Section  27144  even  though  one  or  more  of  the  libraries 
does  not  qualify  individually  under  Education  Code  Section  27131(f) 
or  Section  20310(e)  of  this  subchapter,  provided  that  the  resulting  con- 
solidated library  shall  qualify  under  Education  Code  Section  27131(f) 
or  Section  20310(e)  of  this  subchapter  as  a  library  system  or  part  of 
a  qualifying  library  system  under  The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of 
1963  and  this  subchapter. 

20252.  Capital  Expenditures.  An  establishment  grant  may  be 
used  for  the  acquisition  of  land  or  buildings,  or  the  construction  of 
buildings,  or  the  remodeling  of  existing  buildings,  but  only  if  such 
improvements  are  necessary  for  the  operation  of  a  service  or  services  to 
the  entire  area  to  be  served  by  the  system  or  are  necessary  to  a  con- 
solidation made  pursuant  to  Section  20251. 

20253.  Limitations.  An  establishment  grant  shall  not  be  made 
to  implement  a  plan  of  service  involving  only  a  single  public  agency 
except  where  such  agency  establishes  or  extends  service  to  a  previously 
unserved  county  and  where  such  establishment  or  extension  is  a  part  of 
a  plan  of  service  qualifying  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Library 
Services  Act  of  1963. 

20254.  Renewal  of  Grants.  Establishment  grants  for  each  li- 
brary that  has  participated  in  forming  a  library  system  will  be  paid  in 
the  amount  of  $10,000  for  each  such  library,  unless  otherwise  limited  by 
the  provisions  of  Education  Code  Section  27133(b),  both  in  the  first 
year  of  establishment  and  in  the  second  year,  provided  said  system 
continues  to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Library  Serv- 
ices Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter,  unless  sufficient  funds  are  un- 
available. 

20300.  Population.  In  computing  the  population  of  the  area 
served  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  total  amount  of  the  establish- 
ment and  per  capita  grant  as  provided  in  Education  Code  Section 
27145.5  the  sources  set  forth  in  Section  20203  shall  be  used.  Whichever 
source  of  population  figure  is  used  shall  be  that  which  is  most  recent 
as  of  July  1  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  application  for  a  grant  is 
made.  More  than  one  per  capita  grant  shall  not  be  made  simultaneously 
with  respect  to  persons  resident  in  any  given  area. 

20301.  Population  Per  Square  Mile.  In  computing  the  average 
population  per  square  mile  of  the  area  served  by  a  library  system  or 
portion  thereof,  in  the  event  that  the  size  of  such  area  is  not  readily 
ascertainable  from  oflficial  sources,  the  average  population  per  square 
mile  of  the  area  in  question  within  a  given  county  shall  be  deemed  to 
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be  tlie  same  as  the  average  population  per  square  mile  of  the  county 
as  a  whole. 

20302.  Renewal  of  Grants,  (a)  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the 
State  Librarian  to  give  priority  to  Establishment  Grants.  Contracts 
for  Establishment  Grants  shall  be  written  to  cover  a  two-year  period. 
The  system  must  present  evidence  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  year 
of  the  grant  as  to  its  eligibility. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  State  Librarian  to  renew  an- 
nually the  per  capita  grant  made  for  a  system,  provided  said  system 
continues  to  qualify  under  the  provisions  of  The  Public  Library  Serv- 
ices Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter,  unless  sufficient  funds  are  un- 
available. Award  of  an  establishment  grant  shall  not  of  itself  guarantee 
the  subsequent  award  of  per  capita  grants. 

Article  6.     Provisional  Systems 

20310.  Interim  Standards.  In  order  that  there  be  reasonable 
assurance  that  a  provisional  system  proposed  for  grants  under  Educa- 
tion Code  Section  27146  can  attain  all  of  the  minimum  standards  re- 
quired within  a  four-year  period,  the  provisional  system  must  meet 
interim  minimum  standards  as  stated  in  this  section.  The  four-year 
period  for  existing  provisional  library  systems  shall  begin  July  1,  1966. 
For  library  systems  established  subsequent  to  this  date,  the  four-year 
period  shall  begin  on  July  1  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  system  is 
established.  The  following  interim  minimum  standards  must  be  met  by 
the  provisional  system  at  the  time  of  application : 

(a)  The  provisional  library  system  of  75  or  more  population  per 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  annual 
addition  of  at  least  4,000  new  book  titles  and  a  total  of  200,000  volumes, 
40,000  of  which  must  have  been  acquired  within  the  past  ten  years. 

(b)  The  provisional  library  system  of  75  or  more  population  per 
square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the  purchase 
annually  of  400  subscriptions  to  periodicals. 

(c)  The  provisional  library  system  having  less  than  75  population 
per  square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the 
annual  addition  of  at  least  3,000  new  book  titles  and  a  total  of  100,000 
volumes,  30,000  of  which  must  have  been  acquired  within  the  past  ten 
years. 

(d)  The  provisional  library  system  having  under  75  population 
per  square  mile  in  the  first  year  of  operation  shall  provide  for  the 
purchase  annually  of  at  least  200  subscriptions  to  periodicals. 

(e)  The  library  or  libraries  participating  shaU  have  expended 
funds  from  local  sources  for  total  operating  expenses  excluding  capital 
expenditures  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  equal  to  one  of  the  foUowing 
minimums,  whichever  is  less : 

(1)  The  equivalent  of  the  proceeds  of  the  tax  rate  of  ten 
cents  ($0.10)  on  each  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  of  the  total 
assessed  valuation  of  the  area  served  by  the  library  as  shown 
by  the  equalized  assessment  role  of  such  areas  for  the  pre- 
ceding fiscal  year ;  or 

(2)  Two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  capita  in  the  area  served  by 
the  library.

20311.  Limitation.  A  public  agency  or  agencies  comprising  a 
provisional  library  system  shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  provisional 
grants  under  Education  Code  Section  27146  for  more  than  four  con- 
secutive years. 

Article  7.    Keports 

20325.  Periodic  Reports.  Written  contracts  entered  into  be- 
tween the  respective  public  agencies  and  the  State  Librarian  for  the 
payment  of  grants  pursuant  to  Education  Code  Section  27132  shall 
specify  that  such  public  agencies  shall  submit  to  the  State  Librarian 
and  the  Board  progress  reports  as  hereinafter  respectively  set  forth  as 
to  each  type  of  grant : 

(a)  Establishment  Grants.  The  library  system  for  which  the 
grant  is  made  shall  submit  a  comprehensive  annual  report  on  progress 
made  in  implementing  the  plan  of  service,  on  forms  provided  by  the 
State  Librarian. 

(b)  Per  Capita  Grants.  The  library  system  for  which  the  grant 
is  made  shall  submit  a  comprehensive  annual  report  on  forms  provided 
by  the  State  Librarian.  In  any  year  when  such  a  comprehensive  report 
is  filed,  a  separate  report  need  not  be  filed  with  respect  to  an  establish- 
ment grant. 

20326.  Special  Reports.  The  State  Librarian  and  the  Board 
may  require  any  public  agency  or  library  system,  as  a  condition  to 
receiving  any  future  payments,  to  supply  such  additional  information 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  The 
Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter. 

Article  8.    Applications 

20350.  Forms.  Applications  for  all  grants  shall  be  made  on 
forms  provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  Plans  of  service  must  accom- 
pany applications  for  establishment  grants  and  initial  applications  for 
per  capita  grants. 

20351.  Filing  Dates,  (a)  Applications  for  establishment  grants 
received  by  the  State  Librarian  by  the  30th  day  of  September  in  each 
fiscal  year  shall  be  considered  during  October  of  each  respective  fiscal 
year  with  respect  to  grants  made. 

(b)  Applications  for  initial  per  capita  grants  received  by  the 
State  Librarian  on  the  31st  day  of  October  in  each  fiscal  year  shall  be 
considered  during  the  month  of  November  in  each  respective  fiscal  year 
with  respect  to  grants  made.  A  statement  of  continued  eligibility  on  a 
form  prescribed  and  supplied  by  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  required 
of  the  library  system  for  subsequent  per  capita  grant.  Such  a  state- 
ment shall  be  submitted  to  the  State  Librarian  within  sufficient  time 
that  it  is  received  by  the  State  Librarian  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of 
October  in  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  grant  is  to  be  made. 
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(c)  Applications  for  establishment,  initial  per  capita  grants,  and 
statements  of  continued  eligibility  for  per  capita  grants  received  by 
the  State  Librarian  after  the  expiration  of  the  applicable  filing  dates 
for  the  respective  types  of  grants  may  be  approved  if  sufficient  funds 
are  available. 

20352.  Amendments  to  a  Plan  of  Service.  If  a  library  system 
desires  to  amend  its  plan  of  service,  amendments  to  that  plan  shall  be 
filed  with  the  State  Librarian  for  approval  on  or  before  the  31st  day 
of  October.  Amendments  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Educa- 
tion Code  Section  27126. 

Article  9.     Payment  of  Funds 

20400.  Claims.  Any  payment  of  funds  to  a  public  agency  pur- 
suant to  The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter 
shall  be  made  only  upon  a  claim  presented  by  such  agency  to  the  State 
Librarian  on  a  form  provided  by  him. 

20401.  Payments.  All  funds  paid  to  a  public  agency  pursuant 
to  The  Public  Library  Services  Act  of  1963  and  this  subchapter  shall 
be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  period  in  which  expenditures  are  to 
be  made  by  such  agency,  whether  it  be  quarterly,  annually,  or  otherwise, 
according  to  the  type  of  grant,  the  amount  of  each  such  payment  to  be 
stated  in  the  contract  between  such  public  agency  and  the  State 
Librarian.  Each  cooperative  library  system  shall  designate  one  fiscal 
agent  for  the  system.

Cooperative  Library  System  Activities  and  Services 

A  SUMMARY 

The  California  State  Library  recently  sent  a  questionnaire  to  all 
multilibrary  cooperative  systems  in  the  state,  to  obtain  current  in- 
formation on  the  variety  of  cooperative  activities  these  systems  are 
engaged  in,  beyond  those  services  required  by  law  of  all  systems 
established  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act.  There  are  in- 
numerable possible  system  services — and  despite  the  comparative 
youth  of  most  California  cooperative  library  systems,  many  of  the 
possible  activities  are  in  operation  today  in  one  or  more  of  the  sys- 
tems. A  review  of  current  programs  may  offer  a  helpful  opportunity 
for  each  system  to  compare  its  services  with  those  of  the  other 
systems;  the  compilation  of  projects  may  equally  be  of  interest  to 
community  libraries  contemplating  system  membership  in  the  future. 

Because  services  which  systems  are  performing  to  improve  and 
extend  public  library  service  to  the  patrons  within  the  system  service 
areas  are  so  extensive  and  wide-ranging,  the  summary  has  been  made 
on  a  selective  basis.  It  includes  information  on  some  of  the  most 
interesting  of  the  centralized  or  coordinated,  frequently  multi-purpose 
operations.  The  assembled  facts  should  give  a  view  of  the  emerging 
pattern  of  public  library  services  within  the  cooperative  library  sys- 
tem framework  ...  or  network. 

Library  Materials 

A  major  benefit  of  systems  is  the  enlargement  of  the  resources 
available.  Collections  are  being  enriched  through  increased  pur- 
chases, through  cooperative  specialization,  and  through  interavail- 
ability.  Systems  allocate  funds  for  purchase  of  a  special  collection,  or 
for  building  up  the  holdings  of  each  member.  Agreements  on  special- 
ization make  it  possible  for  member  libraries  to  buy  more  widely  in 
certain  fields,  within  their  own  budgets,  since  each  member  may  call 
upon  the  other  libraries'  collections  freely,  for  material  in  other  fields. 

The  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  has  developed  a 
unique  collection  on  libraries  and  librarianship,  which  is  housed  in 
system  headquarters. 

The  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale  Cooperative  Library  Sys- 
tem has  purchased  a  part  of  the  National  Union  Catalog  set. 

The  Inland  Library  System  is  purchasing  reference  materials, 
books  and  periodicals,  for  the  San  Bernardino  Public  Library,  the 
reference  center  for  the  system. 

Mother  Lode  Library  System  members  are  collecting  area  history; 
subject  specialities  are  art,  business,  and  recreation. 

North  Bay  Cooperative  members  have  mutual  agreements  on  spe- 
cial subject  fields,  reflecting  the  interests  of  each  area  and,  of  course, 
coordinated  with  each  other  specialty.  Collections  are  locally  housed. 
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In  addition,  there  is  a  coordinated  holding  plan  for  periodicals,  so 
that  a  complete  run  of  each  journal  of  continuing  reference  value  is 
available  from  at  least  one  member  library. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library  System  has  allocated  funds  to 
Pasadena  Public  Library  for  circulating  and  reference  books,  to 
strengthen  that  library's  position  as  the  primary  source  for  books  and 
reference  materials.  On  occasion  the  system  has  used  system  money 
to  purchase  expensive  sets  of  material,  to  ensure  ownership  some- 
where in  the  system. 

Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  System  purchases  expensive  reference 
works;  most  are  housed  in  the  reference  center  in  the  County  Li- 
brary, others  in  Gilroy  Public  Library,  the  member  furthest  from  the 
center. 

Serra  Library  System  members  have  each  assumed  responsibility 
for  local  historical  materials. 

Some  Inland  Library  System  funds  are  used  to  build  up  the  book 
collections  of  each  member  library. 

The  Mother  Lode  Library  System  uses  system  money  to  provide 
McNaughton  Rental  service  for  each  member.  System  money  also 
provides  periodical  subscriptions  for  each  main  library,  to  build  up 
the  total  system  resources. 

North  Bay  Cooperative  purchases  reference  materials  and  micro- 
film to  strengthen  member  library  collections. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  system  has  allocated  funds  to  the  members  j 
other  than  Pasadena,  to  strengthen  the  system  by  enriching  each] 
member  library.  The  system  has  recorded  increases  or  continuing 
high  levels  of  circulation  at  each  member  library  during  a  period 
when  nationally  there  has  been  a  drop  in  circulation;  undoubtedly] 
this  is  a  result  of  system  membership. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  has  spent  system  money] 
primarily  on  the  reference  collections  of  members,  within  the  system] 
book  fund  allocations. 

The  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale  system  has  concentrated] 
on  replacements,  microfilm  backfiles,  and  subject  periodical  indexes] 
in  building  up  member  library  holdings. 

Enriching  book  collections  in  member  libraries  is  a  major  program] 
of  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  System.  The  System  is  also  pur- 
chasing many  backfiles  of  periodicals  on  microfilm. 

A  part  of  the  state  funds  has  been  spent  by  the  Serra  Library] 
System  in  the  past  two  years  to  enrich  book  collections  and  reference 
resources,  with  special  emphasis  on  back  file  periodicals  on  microfilm. 

The  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System,  on  the  other  hand, 
has  not  spent  system  funds  on  book  purchases,  but  under  a  planj 
of  designated  subject  areas,  each  member  is  buying  in  depth  in  one  orj 
more  fields,  notably  more  than  any  one  of  the  libraries  would  have] 
done  on  its  own.  The  plan  of  subject  specialties  was  built  on  existingj 
specialties  and  interests. 
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Films  and  Film  Circuits 

The  Black  Gold  Film  Circuit  is  system-organized.  At  present  it 
consists  mainly  of  films  lent  by  the  Canadian  Travel  Film  Library,  of 
the  National  Film  Board  of  Canada.  The  San  Luis  Obispo  Public 
Library  is  headquarters  for  the  circuit;  within  the  framework  of 
general  regulations  on  proper  equipment,  responsibilities  of  bor- 
rowers, etc.,  each  borrowing  library  may  make  its  own  additional 
rules  and  devise  its  own  booking  system.  The  system  is  building  up 
the  collection  through  an  arrangement  by  which  each  member  pur- 
chases one  or  more  new  titles  a  year  for  the  circuit.  Present  holdings 
are  about  70  films.  The  system  has  purchased  film  editors  and  ship- 
ping cases  for  this  project. 

The  49-99  Cooperative  Library  System,  just  now  getting  underway, 
is  organizing  a  film  circuit  as  one  of  its  programs.  Policies  and  pro- 
cedures have  been  worked  out — rules  on  scheduling  inspection  and 
repair,  numbers  of  bookings,  and  responsibility  for  damage  or  loss. 
The  collection  will  include  films  already  owned  by  members,  films 
deposited  with  members,  others  obtained  through  the  film  circuit  mem- 
berships already  held,  films  on  interlibrary  loan,  and  some  to  be 
purchased  with  system  money.  A  film  selection  policy  has  been  estab- 
lished as  a  guide  to  purchasing  these,  and  a  Film  Selection  Committee 
named.  The  Committee  will  compile  suggested  purchase  lists  for  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  system. 

The  Mother  Lode  system  belongs  to  the  Northern  California  Li- 
brary Film  Circuit  Commission.  A  film  packet  of  about  25  titles  is 
rotated  monthly. 

North  Bay  Cooperative  has  a  system  collection  of  about  200  titles. 
The  service  is  centralized  at  system  headquarters.  A  depository  col- 
lection of  travel  films  is  being  formed.  The  circuit  has  general  regula- 
tions on  use  including  a  no-admission  policy  on  showings.  Otherwise 
member  libraries  may  book  and  lend  films  to  any  group  in  their  serv- 
ice areas,  according  to  their  local  regulations.  A  projector  and  screen 
is  provided  to  each  member  of  the  system,  for  loan  to  film  borrowers. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  system  has  bought  30  films  so  far.  Member 
libraries  are  geographically  close  to  each  other,  so  the  film  collection 
is  administered  from  one  central  library,  Pasadena,  with  daily  de- 
livery service  for  maximum  use.  In  the  first  three  months  of  opera- 
tion, 317  films  were  borrowed  for  showings  to  over  10,000  viewers, 
a  record  the  system  considers  highly  successful. 

Four  of  the  five  system  members  also  belong  to  a  regular  regional 
film  circuit.  The  system  has  purchased  a  film  inspection  machine  and 
special  shelving  for  its  own  circuit,  but  this  equipment  may  be  used 
for  both  system  films,  other  film  circuit  films,  and  member  libraries' 
own  holdings.  This  sharing  has  made  maximum  use  of  the  equipment. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  has  a  system-organized 
circuit,  now  numbers  over  300  titles.  The  service  is  administered 
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from  the  Fresno  County  Library.  The  system  has  purchased  screens, 
inspection  machines,  other  technical  tools.  Each  member  has  its  own 
viewing  equipment  and  may  borrow,  at  any  time,  additional  equip- 
ment stored  at  Fresno. 

Several  systems  are  planning  system  film  circuits,  or  cooperative 
film  pools.  This  is  under  discussion  among  members  of  the  Inland 
Library  System,  a  possibility  for  the  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale 
system,  and  for  the  Serra  System,  and  in  next  year's  budget  for  the 
Santa  Clara  Valley  system.  The  Santa  Clara  Public  Library  plans  to 
develop  a  film  collection,  which  may  be  expanded  later  by  the  San 
Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale  system's  funds.  In  the  Santa  Clara  Val- 
ley system,  the  film  project  would  be  a  County  Library  responsibility 
and  would  be  a  service  exchanged  by  that  library  to  recompense  the 
other  member  libraries,  which  give  heavy  service  to  county  residents. 

Other  Library  Materials 

Three  library  systems  have  reported  emphasis  on  foreign  language 
materials  specifically  from  system  funds.  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sun- 
nyvale bought  an  encyclopedia  in  Spanish  for  reference  use.  The 
Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  system  has  jDrought  a  significant  quantity 
of  language  materials,  almost  1,500  titles  in  3,400  volumes,  in  41 
different  languages.  Basic  titles  are  in  each  branch  library,  and  addi- 
tional collections  in  those  outlets  where  use  is  heaviest.  There  has 
been  a  noticeable  response  by  patrons.  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library 
System  plans  work  in  this  area. 

The  Inland  Library  System  is  working  out  plans  to  coordinate 
record  collections.  More  records  will  be  added  to  those  collections 
which  now  exist,  a  500  basic  record  collection  will  be  established  at 
each  of  the  12  county  branches,  and  3500  titles  purchased  for  a 
rotating  collection,  from  which  500  can  go  to  each  of  the  seven 
largest  branches.  The  project  is  being  organized  under  the  direction 
of  the  System  Audio-Visual  specialist,  a  position  described  further 
under  Advisory  and  Consultant  Services. 

At  present  no  system  has  undertaken  enlargement  of  special  serv- 
ices with  filmstrips,  slides,  sheet  music  or  other  special  materials 
collections. 

Union  Catalog 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  is  the  only  one  reporting 
a  complete  system  union  catalog  on  cards.  It  includes  adult,  young 
adult,  and  juvenile  titles,  and  is  located  in  the  Fresno  County 
Library. 

The  East  Bay  and  the  Black  Gold  systems  have  union  catalogs  of 
current  book  acquisitions,  begun  at  or  shortly  after  the  dates  the 
systems  were  established. 

North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  headquarters  houses  an 
official  catalog  and  shelf  list,  by  author  and  call  number,  of  each  title 
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acquired  through  the  system  since  its  founding.  It  excludes  titles 
catalogued  by  members,  not  processed  by  the  system,  and  titles  owned 
by  members  prior  to  system  establishment. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library  System  is  beginning  to  compile  a 
union  catalog  for  current  acquisitions.  A  catalog  card  for  each  new 
book  is  filed  at  Pasadena;  the  cards  there  are  compiled  into  the  union 
acquisitions  list. 

A  union  catalog  is  being  developed  for  the  Santa  Clara  Valley 
Library  System. 

Periodical  union  lists  have  been  produced  by  several  systems. 

The  Black  Gold  system  has  made  a  union  card  file  of  these  hold- 
ings available  to  each  member. 

The  49-99  Cooperative  Library  System  is  integrating  the  records 
of  the  periodical  holdings  of  Lodi,  Stanislaus  County,  and  Turlock 
with  those  of  Amador,  Calaveras  and  Tuolumne  counties  and  Stock- 
ton-San Joaquin,  to  form  a  master  union  list. 

The  Inland  Library  System  began  with  a  ready-made  periodical 
union  list,  prepared  several  years  ago,  before  system  establishment, 
as  a  cooperative  project  by  all  the  public  libraries  and  most  of  the 
educational  institution  and  special  libraries  in  the  county.  This  is 
revised  biennially. 

A  union  list  of  periodicals  was  one  of  the  first  projects  completed  in 
the  Mother  Lode  system.  Copies  of  the  list  have  been  distributed  to 
each  main  library  and  branch. 

The  union  card  catalog  of  NBC  does  not  include  serials;  a  separate 
union  list  of  those,  giving  complete  holdings  of  each  member,  is  pre- 
pared and  brought  up  to  date  at  scheduled  intervals.  Each  member 
keeps  a  copy  on  file. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  system  is  now  compiling  a  union  periodicals 
list,  including  all  back  holdings,  on  cards.  It  will  be  duplicated,  on 
cards,  for  each  member. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  has  access  to  a  union  list 
of  periodical  holdings  of  the  member  libraries  of  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  Information  Service,  housed  at  Fresno.  Membership  in  the 
SJVIS,  the  special  reference  service,  includes  all  libraries  in  the  sys- 
tem, and  more. 

A  union  list  of  periodicals  held  by  Serra  Library  System  members 
was  pubHshed  in  1965-66  and  a  supplement  issued  in  1966-67.  Next 
year  this  will  be  reprinted,  with  the  holdings  of  new  member  Chula 
Vista  Public  Library  added.  Newspaper  holdings  of  all  the  member 
libraries  will  be  included. 

Another  type  of  special  union  list  reported  by  systems  is  reference 
holdings. 

Each  member  of  the  Black  Gold  system  has  such  a  system  union 
list  on  file. 

Reference  union  lists  are  under  preparation  by  the  Inland  and  the 
Mother  Lode  systems. 


262  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRAEIES 

The  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  issued  a  printed  union 
reference  catalog  in  1964;  a  revision  is  scheduled  soon.  The  printed 
catalog  includes  all  holdings  of  member  libraries,  arranged  by  subject, 
regardless  of  whether  titles  were  processed  through  the  system  or  not. 

In  addition,  the  Serra  System  cooperated  in  and  sponsored  pro- 
duction of  a  directory  of  scientific  library  resources  in  the  San  Diego 
area,  printed  in  1966.  This  includes  many  academic  and  special 
libraries  as  well  as  pubUc. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  system  has  considered  developing  a  union 
list  of  recordings,  but  this  project  has  been  temporarily  postponed. 

Advisory  and  Consultant  Services 

Questionnaire  respondents  were  asked  what  provision  is  made  for 
advisory,  consultant,  and  coordinating  services,  by  specific  category 
such  as  Administrative,  Children's  Services,  Technical  Processes,  etc. 
There  is  a  variety  of  patterns  of  organization,  including  system  staff, 
shared  specialist  staff,  and  aid  from  nonlibrary  sources. 

Six  systems  have  made  provision  in  one  manner  or  another  for 
administrative  or  overall  advisory  consultant  services. 

An  analyst  in  the  office  of  the  Alameda  County  Administrator  has 
given  time  to  assist  the  East  Bay  system  on  administrative  matters. 

The  49-99  system  has  an  arrangement  by  which  two  staff  librarians 
of  the  Stockton  Public  Library,  released  for  a  total  of  40  hours  a 
week  for  system  consulting,  will  visit  system  members,  help  evaluate 
collections,  advise  and  recommend  procedural  improvements,  train 
local  assistants,  work  on  inservice  training  programs,  assist  the  li- 
braries in  developing  new  programs,  and,  as  well,  conduct  story 
hours  for  children. 

Inland  Library  System  is  employing  an  Administrative  Consultant 
part-time  to  help  organize  the  system. 

The  Mother  Lode  system  has  just  recently  employed  a  system  co- 
ordinator. 

The  system  administrator  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  consults 
with  members  concerning  the  relationship  of  the  system  to  the  U- 
braries.  The  administrator  has  responsibilities  in  the  areas  of  budget, 
buildings,  staffing,  and  administrative  problems  inter-related  with 
NBC,  and,  as  well,  system-state  program  coordination. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library  System  employed  an  Administra- 
tive Consultant  full  time  until  the  end  of  1966,  hdf  time  through  the 
spring  of  1967,  to  assist  with  the  formation  of  the  system  (which 
began  June  1,  1966).  It  is  expected  that  the  system  will  be  self- 
propelling  by  the  time  this  arrangement  terminates.  The  beginning 
period  is  believed  to  be  the  most  crucial  in  system  development,  and 
the  Consultant's  service  reheved  head  librarians  of  many  problems 
of  coordination.  The  Consultant  also  assisted  members  with  special 
surveys  and  studies,  such  as  organization  of  photocharging  service, 
recordings  collections,  vertical  file  systems,  and  business  libraries. 
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Assistance  was  also  given  to  systemwide  committees — to  the  film  com- 
mittee selecting  films  and  producing  a  catalog,  and  the  children's 
committee. 

The  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale  System  has  employed  a  man- 
agement firm  (Freeman  &  Co.)  to  study  and  report  on  collections 
and  services  of  the  system. 

The  Inland  Library  System  has  tentative  plans  to  use  the  assistance 
of  librarians  outside  of  the  system  in  book  evaluation;  thus  far  such 
help  is  being  utilized  in  one  member  library. 

The  Inland  system  also  has  arrangements  for  audio-visual  con- 
sultant help.  The  system  has  employed  a  librarian  specialist  with 
system  funds.  The  specialist  is  selecting  records  and  films,  and  in 
cooperation  wth  the  A/V  specialist  on  the  San  Bernardino  Public 
Library  staff  will  set  up  two  film  centers  in  the  county  and  work  out 
cooperative  plans  with  libraries  with  film  collections  in  the  western 
part  of  the  county.  As  noted  earlier,  a  plan  for  new  record  collections 
has  been  worked  out. 

The  North  Bay  system  headquarters  prepares  lists  of  free  or  in- 
expensive audio-visual  materials  for  members,  and  offers  them  a 
reference  collection  of  catalogs  and  annotated  lists. 

The  Coordinator  of  Children's  Services  for  the  Ventura  County 
and  City  Library  has  been  appointed  by  the  Black  Gold  system  to 
work  with  all  the  member  libraries'  childrens  librarians. 

The  North  Bay  system  employs  a  Children's  Consultant,  who  has 
responsibilities  to  assist  in  book  selection  and  evaluation  with  the 
member  libraries.  The  consultant  also  acts  as  a  special  consultant 
to  those  members  which  do  not  have  a  children's  librarian  on  the 
staff  and  helps  the  children's  librarians  on  member  library  staffs  to 
develop  individual  library  projects.  The  Consultant  makes  up  re- 
placement lists  of  juvenile  titles,  by  subject,  for  system  use. 

In  Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  System,  the  supervising  children's 
librarian  on  the  County  Library  staff  also  assists  member  library 
Gilroy. 

The  North  Bay  Cooperative's  Children's  Consultant  includes  young 
adult  material  in  all  services  offered  by  NBC. 

Advisory  services  in  the  area  of  reference  work  are  available  in 
several  systems,  often  in  combination  with  special  system  reference 
centers. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  system  has  established  a  reference  center 
at  the  Pasadena  Public  Library  and  has  added  staff  for  the  special 
service.  On  one  occasion,  the  combined  reference  staffs  of  all  mem- 
bers were  given  a  talk  by  the  head  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library 
System  reference  service.  The  San  Gabriel  Valley  system  also  con- 
templates developing  a  plan  by  which  outside  subject  specialists 
would  evaluate  collections. 

The  Serra  Library  System  has  a  reference  center  at  the  San  Diego 
Public  Library,  to  which  inquiries  unanswerable  at  local  libraries  may 
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be  directed.  The  Center  works  directly  with  the  local  library  rather 
than  the  patron. 

The  Santa  Clara  Valley  system  has  established  a  reference  center 
at  the  County  Library's  headquarters. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  system  arranged  to  have  the  first  releases 
about  the  system,  then  brand  new,  written  by  a  professional  news- 
paperman. The  system  has  also  benefited  from  informal  advice  from 
a  newspaper  editor. 

Shared  specialist  staff  is  another,  informal  means  of  providing  ad- 
visory assistance  throughout  a  system.  The  East  Bay  system  offers 
such  help,  on  the  part  of  members  who  have  staff  specialists,  as  the 
need  arises. 

In  addition  to  other  services  offered,  the  head  of  reference  services 
at  the  Pasadena  Public  Library  will  assist  San  Gabriel  Valley  system 
members  in  reference  book  selection. 

Subject  specialists  on  the  staff  of  the  Fresno  County  Library  are 
available  to  work  with  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  members 
on  request,  and  the  member  library  staff's  are  welcome  to  attend 
weekly  book  review  meetings  of  Fresno  County  Library  staff. 

Teletype 

Private  line  teletype  and  TWX  are  widely  used  in  cooperative 
library  systems  for  reference,  interlibrary  loan,  and  other  communica- 
tion purposes. 

Closed  circuit  teletype  connects  all  libraries  in  the  Black  Gold 
system. 

Headquarters  of  each  member  of  the  East  Bay  system  are  joined 
to  the  TWX  system.  One  member,  Contra  Costa  County,  with 
branches  containing  sizeable  book  collections,  has  private  line  tele- 
type linkage  of  central  to  branches  to  facilitate  interlibrary  loan 
service. 

The  Stockton-San  Joaquin  Public  Library,  which  functions  as 
headquarters  for  the  49-99  System,  is  connected  to  the  TWX  circuit. 

The  Mother  Lode  system  uses  private  line  teletype,  which  con- 
nects all  main  libraries  and  two  branches  furthest  removed  from 
other  system  members,  those  at  Lake  Tahoe.  The  private  line  is  also 
connected  to  the  State  Library. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library  System  employs  both  private  hne 
and  TWX.  The  latter  is  installed  at  the  Pasadena  Public  Library, 
which  acts  as  outside  relay  station  for  other  members  of  the  system. 
The  private  line  connects  the  main  libraries  of  each  member.  Private 
line  service  was  first  operated  1 2  hours  daily,  but  after  a  cost  and  use 
study,  it  was  found  feasible  to  reduce  hours  of  evening  service  and 
make  savings  in  equipment  rental  and  personnel  costs.  The  telephone 
can  be  used  in  evening  emergencies. 

The  service  is  considered  a  major  operation  of  the  San  Gabriel 
Valley  system,  and  has  provided  a  readily  discernable  increase  of 
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service  to  the  public.  As  it  also  provides  a  record  of  requests  and  the 
statistics  of  satisfaction,  the  teletype  records  have  become  important 
guides  to  book  selection. 

Similarly,  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  uses  a  central 
TWX,  located  in  Fresno,  and  a  closed  circuit  system  among  members. 

Each  member  of  the  Serra  Library  System  is  connected  to  the 
TWX  system. 

Telephone  services  frequently  supplement  teletypewriter  services. 
The  49-99  system  supports  the  use  of  long  distance  calls  from  mem- 
bers to  the  Stockton  Public  Library,  for  rush  requests  and  reference, 
for  service  from  the  Stockton  Public  Library  or  for  relay  from  there 
over  TWX  to  the  State  Library  or  beyond. 

The  Serra  Library  System  underwrites  a  long  distance  credit  card 
for  each  member,  for  all  appropriate  calls  made  to  information 
sources  not  connected  to  the  TWX  circuit. 

Photocopy,  Other  Duplication  Services 

Many  members  of  systems  own  their  own  photocopy  machines,  but 
some  system-sponsored  machines  have  been  added,  or  cooperative 
arrangements  made  for  system  use  of  local  equipment. 

The  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library  System  has  a  photocopy  ma- 
chine for  system  use. 

Each  member  of  the  East  Bay  system  has  its  own  equipment;  each 
will  photocopy  noncirculating  material  requested  by  other  system 
members. 

Equipment  is  available  at  all  the  larger  libraries  in  the  Inland  sys- 
tem, and  in  branch  libraries  throughout  the  county. 

The  Mother  Lode  system  is  furnishing  a  copying  machine  to  each 
member. 

All  members  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  either  own  or  rent 
duplication  equipment  for  public  use,  or  can  arrange  for  such  service. 
The  system  headquarters  duplicates  bibliographies  and  other  material 
for  distribution  to  members,  from  non-copyrighted  sources  not  other- 
wise available. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  system  studied  the  possibilities  of  system- 
supported  photocopying  equipment  and  determined  that  such  a  pro- 
gram would  be  too  expensive  at  this  time.  Each  member  has  some 
type  of  photocopying  machine  of  its  own  and  provides  free  service  to 
other  system  members.  Members  may  charge  patrons  the  regular 
rates. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  system  leases  a  Xerox  machine,  used  to 
fill  requests  from  anyone  in  the  system.  The  reference  service,  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  Information  Service,  uses  the  same  machine  for 
reference  requests. 

The  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale  system  purchased  a  dry 
photocopier,  primarily  for  future  use  in  centralized  processing.  Copy- 
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ing  and  duplicating  equipment  is  housed  in  the  Santa  Clara  Public 
Library. 

Each  Serra  system  member  has  photocopy  equipment.  The  Serra 
Reference  Center,  at  San  Diego  Public  Library,  provides  photocopies 
to  member  libraries  of  any  material  needed  from  that  large  document 
and  reference  resource. 

Two  of  the  central  libraries  and  several  county  library  branches  in 
the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  System  have  equipment  which  is  made 
available  for  intrasystem  use. 

Microfilm  Reader-Printers 

The  Stockton  Public  Library  owns  a  reader-printer,  and  will  print 
out  any  material  needed  for  49-99  system  use. 

System  funds  are  providing  each  member  of  the  Mother  Lode  sys- 
tem with  a  reader-printer.  The  system  expects  to  build  much  of  its 
collection  in  microform. 

There  is  one  system-purchased  microfilm  reader-printer  in  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Library  System,  housed  in  Fresno.  The  machine  is 
used  to  fill  system  requests,  or  requests  from  patrons  in  the  system 
service  area. 

The  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale  system  has  purchased  a 
microfilm  reader-printer  and  film  file  cabinet  for  use  at  the  Sunnyvale 
Patent  Library,  a  special  branch  of  the  Sunnyvale  Public  Library. 

Three  microfilm  reader-printers  are  available  in  system  libraries  of 
the  Santa  Clara  Valley  system;  full  use  is  yet  to  come,  when  the 
microfilm  periodical  collection  is  organized. 

The  San  Diego  Public  Library  owns  a  reader-printer  which  is  used 
for  the  Serra  System. 

Bookmobile  Service  (Fooled  or  Systemwide) 

The  Inland  Library  System  is  discussing  use  of  the  County  Li- 
brary's bookmobile  (one  of  several)  which  serves  the  metropolitan 
area,  San  Bernardino  and  Colton.  Under  consideration  are  stops  in- 
side city  limits  in  low  income  areas. 

The  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale  system  is  studying  system 
wide  use  of  bookmobiles. 

Two  members  of  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  system,  Santa  Clara 
County  and  Mt.  View  libraries,  have  scheduled  bookmobile  use  in 
contiguous  areas  on  a  cooperative  basis.  The  system  has  just  recently 
added  bookmobiles  stops  in  the  Gilroy  area,  to  supplement  local 
service. 

Delivery  Services 

The  Black  Gold  System  purchased  a  delivery  van,  to  make  weekly 
stops  in  the  system  area  with  newly  processed  books,  interlibrary

loans,  and  other  materials.  The  service  will  be  expanded  as  necessary, 
in  the  future. 

The  East  Bay  system  contracts  with  Alameda  County  for  four-day- 
a-week  delivery  service  among  the  headquarters  of  member  libraries. 
As  possible  financially,  the  service  will  be  increased  to  five  or  six 
deliveries  weekly. 

The  49-99  system  supports  delivery  truck  service  three  times 
weekly. 

The  San  Bernardino  County  Library  truck  is  used  to  deliver  books 
to  Inland  system  libraries.  Later,  as  needed,  a  twice  a  week  delivery 
to  Colton  and  Upland  will  be  added,  and  service  to  San  Bernardino 
Public  Library  made  daily.  System  funds  will  be  used  to  pay  the 
added  expense. 

The  Mother  Lode  System  has  purchased  a  van,  employed  a  driver, 
and  is  scheduling  daily  delivery  to  each  central  library,  weekly 
dehvery  to  all  branches. 

North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  system  has  its  own  truck,  operated 
from  system  headquarters.  This  makes  delivery  to  nine  of  the  member 
libraries,  carrying  newly  processed  materials  and  loans.  Routing  and 
re-routing  is  done  through  system  headquarters. 

Pasadena  equipment  is  used  for  deliveries  in  the  San  Gabriel  Valley 
system,  at  system  expense.  At  first,  deliveries  were  twice  a  week,  but 
were  increased  to  three  trips  weekly,  after  study.  Further  study  may 
lead  to  five-a-week  deliveries,  especially  as  an  assist  to  film  service 
use. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  maintains  a  delivery  truck 
and  employs  a  driver  clerk.  Regular  twice-weekly  deliveries  are  made 
to  members. 

The  Santa  Clara  County  Library  truck  is  used  to  deliver  new  books 
from  the  processing  center  to  members  of  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  sys- 
tem; in  one  case  it  has  been  possible  to  combine  system  trips  with 
branch  deliveries,  making  daily  service  feasible.  Otherwise,  dehveries 
are  made  twice  weekly. 

The  Serra  system  generally  uses  mail  service,  or  alternatively, 
Greyhound,  to  reach  north  San  Diego  County  libraries;  the  libraries 
which  are  closer  receive  delivery  weekly  by  the  San  Diego  Public 
Library  delivery  truck. 

Uniform  Borrowers  Cards 

Serra  Library  System  has  printed  a  special  system  card,  good  at  all 
member  libraries.  These  are  issued  to  patrons  by  their  own  local  li- 
brary, as  a  check  is  made  to  be  sure  borrowers  are  in  good  standing. 
A  card  numbering  system  is  used,  and  this  makes  it  possible  for  each 
i  library  to  calculate  the  amount  of  interlibrary  use.  The  records  have 
1  shown  no  serious  imbalance  of  service  in  actual  practice. 

San  Gabriel  Valley  system  members  use  cards  which  are  uniform 
except  for  the  addition  of  the  individual  library's  name.  By  the  end 
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of  the  first  year  of  operation  all  library  borrowers  will  have  received 
system  cards. 

The  Black  Gold  system  has  retained  individual  library  cards,  as 
has  East  Bay,  which  stamps  the  system  name  on  each.  AH  libraries 
in  the  Mother  Lode  system  use  the  same  make  of  patron  card;  to 
these  the  system  name  is  now  being  added.  Members  of  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  continue  to  issue  local  cards ;  patrons 
present  these  at  any  system  library  they  wish  to  use  and  also  re- 
register at  those  libraries  which  require  such  individual  registration. 

Cooperative  Public  Relations  and  Publicity  Services 

North  Bay  Cooperative  system  headquarters  prepares  releases  con- 
cerning system  activities  of  interest  to  all  communities,  and  distrib- 
utes them  to  member  libraries  for  local  newspaper  use. 

In  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  system,  systemwide  publicity  is  gen- 
erally issued  by  the  Administrative  Consultant.  In  the  first,  organ- 
izing months,  a  regular  weekly  newspaper  article  was  prepared;  now 
stories  are  written  only  as  the  occasion  warrants,  when  a  new  service 
is  added  or  an  ongoing  service  evaluated. 

The  San  Jose  Public  Library  has  responsibility  for  coordinating 
publicity  for  the  San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnjrvale  system.  Special  em- 
phasis was  put  on  systemwide  publicity  for  National  Library  Week, 
1966. 

One  member  library  has  assumed  the  responsibility  for  news  re- 
leases for  the  Serra  system,  and  another  member  for  radio  and  tele- 
vision. Each  story  is  sent  to  the  other  system  members  for  local  use. 

Several  head  librarians  of  members  of  the  Black  Gold  system  have 
spoken  on  a  television  program,  to  explain  the  functions  of  the  sys- 
tem. This  same  general  program  has  been  repeated  at  luncheon  meet- 
ings for  the  governing  officials  of  the  cities  and  counties  within  the 
system  area. 

San  Gabriel  Valley  system  sponsored  a  13  week  radio  series.  Con- 
tent was  interviews  with  unusually  interesting  area  residents,  book 
reviews,  sketches  of  system  and  member  library  services,  and  an- 
nouncements of  special  events. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  sponsors  a  weekly  radio 
reference  program  on  a  station  which  broadcasts  throughout  the  sys- 
tem area. 

Mother  Lode  members  all  have  access  to  a  radio  station  for  news 
items  and  announcements. 

San  Gabriel  Valley  system  has  prepared  a  poster  with  a  changeable 
section,  which  can  be  revised  as  new  services  are  added.  One  of  these 
is  being  placed  in  each  member  Hbrary.  Other  posters  have  been  done 
for  special  events. 

Serra  Library  System  was  advertised  on  system-designed  bill- 
boards during  National  Library  Week. 
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North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  publishes  ORBIT,  a 
monthly  newsletter  for  member  libraries,  library  boards,  city  councils, 
boards  of  supervisors  and  administrative  officers.  Contents  include 
news  of  members'  and  system  activities. 

The  staff  newsletter  of  the  Contra  Costa  County  Library  was  ex- 
panded to  include  news  of  Alameda  County  Library  activities  when 
those  two  libraries  organized  the  original  Alameda/Contra  Costa 
County  System.  Nothing  has  as  yet  been  devised  for  all  East  Bay 
System  members. 

One  phase  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System,  the  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Information  Service,  continues  to  publish  NEWS  AND 
CLUES,  the  monthly  information  sheet  for  reference  services. 

The  Black  Gold  System  distributes  the  flyers  and  annual  reports 
produced  by  each  member  to  all  the  others,  in  a  mutual  swap. 

The  Mother  Lode  System  has  printed  a  brief  information  card  for 
the  public  in  bookmark  form. 

San  Jose-Santa  Clara-Sunnyvale  system  has  prepared  a  system 
flyer  which  explains  the  advantages  of  cooperative  services.  This  has 
■been  widely  distributed  to  system  area  patrons. 
I  The  San  Gabriel  Valley  System  distributed  its  interpretative  bro- 
jchure  not  only  at  library  outlets  but  also  through  Welcome  Wagons 
land  Hospitality  Hostesses.  The  system  has  a  logotype  symbol  which 
I  appears  on  all  publicity  and  in  stamp  form  can  be  applied  to  en- 
ivelopes,  book  ownership  stickers,  film  cases,  etc.  The  system  has  also 
jproduced  bookmarks,  a  children's  book  buying  list  for  Christmas,  and 
a  film  catalog. 

Santa  Clara  Valley  Library  System  activities  are  included,  and 
jemphasized,  in  the  annual  reports  of  the  Santa  Clara  County  Library. 

Children's  Programs  and  Story  Hours 

The  Black  Gold  System  has  held  a  semi  annual  workshop  for  chil- 
dren's librarians  in  the  area.  There  is  sharing  of  programs  between 
jAlameda  and  Contra  Costa  county  libraries;  as  yet  this  has  not  been 
extended  throughout  the  East  Bay  system.  The  San  Gabriel  Valley 
'system  has  a  cooperative  list  of  display  materials  for  children's  serv- 
ices, which  may  be  borrowed  freely.  The  Inland  Library  System 
children's  librarians  have  exchanged  favorite  stories,  to  make  more 
jvariety  of  popular  tales  available  to  all  children.  System  members  are 
discussing  further  exchanges  of  ideas  and  programs  for  children's 
services. 

Systems  have  not  as  yet  undertaken  cooperatively  planned  or  spon- 
sored adult  education  programs. 

Inservice  training 

The  Inland  Library  System  is  discussing  extension  of  the  present 
:nservice  training  program  for  branch  library  assistants  throughout 
:he  public  libraries  in  the  system. 
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North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  system  holds  workshops  on  special 
aspects  of  resources  or  services.  These  are  scheduled  annually,  and 
the  topics  are  chosen  to  fit  the  expressed  needs  of  members. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  began  a  two  year  inservice 
training  program  in  January  1965,  which  is  now  being  repeated. 
Attendance  at  the  first  series  averaged  30  per  session;  eight  staff 
members  completed  the  entire  course.  The  program  consists  of  three 
nine  week  quarters  a  year,  each  session  being  two  hours  long.  Some 
typical  study  topics  are  work  with  children,  reference  sources,  book 
selection,  and  public  relations. 

The  San  Jose  Public  Library  presents  a  monthly  inservice  training 
program  in  children's  work  to  which  representatives  of  system  mem- 
ber libraries  are  invited.  Topics  are  story  telling  techniques,  how  to 
organize  a  class  visit,  and  evaluation  of  children's  literature. 

The  Serra  system  has  held  two  notable  institutes  at  system  expense. 
One  was  an  all  day  meeting  on  personnel,  conducted  by  Boynton 
Kaiser,  associate  personnel  director  for  Stanford;  the  other  a  work- 
shop on  automation  for  libraries,  conducted  by  Robert  Hayes  of  the 
UCLA  library  school  and  Director,  Institute  of  Library  Research, 
University  of  California. 

Inservice  training  programs  are  being  planned  for  East  Bay  and 
Mother  Lode  systems,  and  also  under  discussion  by  the  San  Gabriel 
Valley  system.  At  the  present  time  three  members  of  the  staff  of  one 
San  Gabriel  Valley  system  member  are  taking  the  reference  course 
prepared  by  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Information  Service. 

Cooperative  Research  Projects 

The  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  prepares  studies  as 
needed,  to  appraise  use  of  system  services,  and  costs.  Analyses  have 
been  done  of  teletype  service,  films,  and  technical  processing. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  system  undertook  several  cost  studies  of 
potential  services,  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  operating  these  in 
the  beginning  phases  of  the  system.  Typical  of  the  areas  studied  are 
centralized  purchase  of  photocopying  machines,  joint  purchase  of 
periodicals,  use  of  8mm  film.  In  each  case  the  service  was  not  under- 
taken, as  a  result  of  study  recommendations  and  findings.  Now  in  | 
process  is  an  attempt  at  refining  cost  studies  for  all  services,  and 
development  of  unit  costs. 

In  addition,  system-oriented  studies  have  been  made  or  are  being  | 
planned  to  determine  residence  of  users  at  individual  libraries,  and  I 
circulation  statistics  have  been  exchanged  between  two  nearby  out- 
lets, Sierra  Madre  Pubhc  Library  and  a  Pasadena  Public  Library 
branch. 

The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  contracted  for  a  study  of  i 
operations,  facilities,  and  population  growth,  by  William  Spangle  & 
Associates,  completed  in  June  1966.  The  Spangle  firm  had  had  earlier 
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experience  with  planning  studies  under  the  Public  Library  Services 
Act.  The  San  Joaquin  Valley  system  is  currently  studying  costs  of 
processing. 

The  Serra  Library  System  surveyed  circulation  methods  in  all 
member  libraries  as  a  preliminary  step  to  a  study  which  will  be  made 
to  determine  the  adaptations  necessary  in  registration,  circulation  and 
overdue  procedures  for  eventual  computerization. 

Coordinated  Record  Keeping 

The  Black  Gold  system  maintains  systemwide  statistics  on  inter- 
library  loan,  film  use,  and  books  processed. 

The  East  Bay  system  keeps  statistics  of  interest  primarily  for  use 
in  special  reports  and  newspaper  articles. 

The  Inland  Library  System  has  postponed  organizing  systemwide 
records  until  it  is  determined  whether  it  will  be  possible  to  keep 
registration  and  other  types  of  records  on  the  county-leased  computer. 

As  noted  earlier,  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library  System  is  keeping 
a  careful  record  of  teletype  requests  and  messages  both  for  use 
studies  and  for  a  guide  to  selecting  new  materials  and  reference  re- 
sources. There  is  a  systemwide  record  of  the  current  total  holdings 
through  the  union  acquisitions  list.  A  union  delinquency  list  is  also 
maintained.  Semi-annual  figures  are  compiled  for  all  members  on 
circulation,  film  use,  and  reference  questions. 

Mother  Lode  members  have  held  discussions  with  the  counties' 
EDP  staffs  on  possible  computerized  library  record  keeping. 

Other  Cooperative  Services 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  System  reported  completion  of  a  staff 
manual  for  the  system  on  policies  and  procedures;  development  of 
forms  for  system  operations,  and  clearing  house  procedures  for  send- 
ing out  information  of  interest  to  various  types  of  libraries.  Under 
way  are  steps  toward  wider  and  deeper  coverage  of  subject  col- 
lections. 

The  Black  Gold  system  has  started  a  "last  copy"  retention  system. 

Several  systems  have  undertaken  the  Summer  Intern  Program,  a 
federal  funds  project  aimed  primarily  at  recruiting  promising  poten- 
tial librarians.  The  Serra  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  systems  partici- 
pated in  this  program  in  the  summer  of  1966. 

A  Current  Evaluation 

A  final  added  comment  from  the  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Library 
System  probably  sums  up  the  situation:  "We  feel  that  the  program 
is  very  effective  and  will  become  more  so  in  the  future  as  other  serv- 
ices are  more  fully  developed."

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INTRODUCTION 

This,  the  Summer,  1967,  issue  of  News  Notes  of  California  Li- 
braries is  devoted  to  the  federal  program  of  assistance  to  public 
libraries  under  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act. 

The  first  of  the  contents  is  the  text  of  the  federal  Act — the  current 
Act  as  amended  in  1966,  Public  Law  89-511,  approved  July  19,  1966. 
The  legislative  history  of  the  Act  is  as  follows:  The  original  Library 
Services  Act  of  1956  was  Public  Law  84-597;  it  was  subsequently 
amended  by  Public  Law  84-896;  Public  Law  86-679;  Public  Law 
87-688;  PubHc  Law  88-269  (as  renamed,  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act);  and  Public  Law  89-511,  the  latest  enactment, 
which  added  three  titles. 

The  document  following  the  law  is  the  basic  text  of  the  California 
State  Plan  for  Library  Programs  under  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act,  as  amended,  submitted  by  the  California  State  Li- 
brary to  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  and  approved  by  that  Office 
April  1,  1967.  This  plan  supersedes  the  State  Plan  adopted  in  1964, 
which  was  printed  in  the  Spring,  1965,  News  Notes  of  California  Li- 
braries, volume  60,  no.  2. 

The  California  State  Plan  is  the  basis  for  the  implementation  and 
administration  of  the  federal  funds  program.  Included  in  the  text 
printed  here  are  specific  sections  dealing  with  Title  I,  Services,  and 
Title  II,  Construction.  New  program  titles  amended  into  the  Act,  in 
PL  89-511,  are  Title  III,  Interlibrary  Cooperation;  Title  IV,  Part  A, 
State  Institutional  Library  Services;  and  Title  IV,  Part  B,  Library 
Services  to  the  Physically  Handicapped.  The  State  Plan  for  these 
titles  is  being  developed  this  year  and  will  be  submitted  to  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Education  at  a  later  date. 

Federal  regulations  require  that  supporting  data  and  documents  be 
appended  to  the  State  Plan,  when  such  documents,  statutes,  stand- 
ards, etc.  are  cited  in  the  text  to  substantiate  elements  of  the  Plan. 
These  documents  are  not  reprinted  here,  as  they  are  available  else- 
where in  printed  form. 

A  brief  history  of  federally-assisted  public  library  development  in 
the  state  is  reprinted  in  this  issue  of  News  Notes.  Annually,  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Library  reports  to  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education  on  the 
projects  and  demonstrations  federally  funded  in  the  past  fiscal  year 
under  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act.  The  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1966,  included  a  special  section  sum- 
marizing the  accomplishments — completed  demonstrations  and  on- 
going projects — in  California  in  the  ten-year  period  since  the  incep- 
tion of  the  original  Library  Services  Act. 
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As  a  Title  I,  Services,  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  proj- 
ect, a  major  survey  of  public  library  development  in  11  counties  of 
the  northern  region  of  the  state  was  undertaken,  in  1965,  by  Public 
Administration  Service,  San  Francisco.  The  completed  study.  Public 
Library  Services  in  Northern  California;  A  Plan  for  the  Future,  was 
published  in  1966.  Mr.  Raymond  M.  Holt,  City  Librarian,  Pomona 
Public  Library,  has  contributed  to  this  issue  a  review  and  appraisal 
of  the  Northern  California  survey.  His  review  continues  a  series,  be- 
gun in  the  Spring,  1966,  News  Notes,  of  appraisals  of  published  sur- 
veys of  public  library  services  made  under  either  federal  funds  plan- 
ning grants  or  the  planning  grants  formerly  granted  under  the  Cali- 
fornia Public  Library  Services  Act.  Mr.  Holt  has  himself  been  associ- 
ated with  a  number  of  studies  of  public  libraries,  and  most  recently 
served  as  co-surveyor,  with  Dr.  Gerhard  N.  Rostvold,  for  two  plan- 
ning studies  under  the  state  aid  program:  The  Community  Library  in 
an  Age  of  Change:  A  Case  Study  of  Public  Libraries  in  San  Gabriel 
Valley,  and  Community  Libraries  to  Match  Community  Needs;  A 
Case  Study  and  Plan  of  Action,  Public  Libraries  in  East  Los  Angeles 
County.

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LIBRARY  SERVICES  AND  CONSTRUCTION  ACT 

As    amended    by    the    "Library    Services    and    Construction    Act 
Amendments  of  1966/' Public  Law  89-5 11,  approved  July  19, 1966. 

AN  ACT 

To  promote  the  further  development  of  public  library  services. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  this  Act 
may  be  cited  as  the  "Library  Services  and  Construction  Act." 

DECLARATION  OF  POLICY 

Sec.  2.  (a)  It  is  the  purpose  of  this  Act  to  promote  the  further 
extension  by  the  several  States  of  public  library  services  to  areas 
without  such  services  or  with  inadequate  services,  to  promote  inter- 
library  cooperation,  and  to  assist  the  States  in  providing  certain  spe- 
cialized State  library  services. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  inter- 
fere with  State  and  local  initiative  and  responsibility  in  the  conduct 
of  pubhc  library  services.  The  administration  of  public  libraries,  the 
selection  of  personnel  and  library  books  and  materials,  and,  insofar 
as  consistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  the  determination  of  the 
best  uses  of  the  funds  provided  under  this  Act  shall  be  reserved  to  the 
States  and  their  local  subdivisions. 

TITLE  l-PUBLIC  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

AUTHORiZATION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS 

Sec.  101.  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1967,  $35,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1968,  $45,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1969, 
$55,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1970,  $65,000,000; 
and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1971,  $75,000,000,  which  shall 
be  used  for  making  payments  to  States  which  have  submitted  and  had 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education  (hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  Commissioner)  State  plans  for  the  further  extension  of  public 
library  services  to  areas  without  such  services,  or  with  inadequate 
services. 

ALLOTMENTS  TO  STATES 

Sec.  102.  From  the  sums  appropriated  pursuant  to  section  101 
for  each  fiscal  year,  the  Commissioner  shall  allot  $25,000  each  to 
Guam,  American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands, 
and  the  Virgin  Islands  and  $100,000  to  each  of  the  other  States,  and 
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shall  allot  to  each  State  such  part  of  the  remainder  of  such  sums  as 
the  population  of  the  State  bears  to  the  population  of  the  United 
States,  according  to  the  most  recent  decennial  census. 

STATE  PLANS 

Sec.  103.  (a)  To  be  approved  under  this  section,  a  State  plan  for 
the  further  extension  of  public  library  services  must — 

(1)  provide  for  the  administration,  or  supervision,  of  the  ad- 
ministration, of  the  plan  by  the  State  library  administrative  agency, 
and  provide  that  such  agency  will  have  adequate  authority  under  State 
law  to  administer  the  plan  in  accordance  with  its  provisions  and  the 
provisions  of  this  Act; 

(2)  provide  for  the  receipt  by  the  State  treasurer  (or,  if  there  be 
no  State  treasurer,  the  officer  exercising  similar  functions  for  the 
State)  of  all  funds  paid  to  the  State  pursuant  to  this  Act  and  for  the 
proper  safeguarding  of  such  funds  by  such  officer,  provide  that  such 
funds  shall  be  expended  solely  for  the  purposes  for  which  paid,  and 
provide  for  the  repayment  by  the  State  to  the  United  States  of  any 
such  funds  lost  or  diverted  from  the  purposes  for  which  paid; 

(3)  provide  policies  and  methods  of  administration  to  be 
followed  in  using  any  funds  made  available  for  expenditure  under  the 
State  plan,  which  policies  and  methods  the  State  library  administra- 
tive agency  certifies  will  in  its  judgment  assure  use  of  such  funds  to 
maximum  advantage  in  the  further  extension  of  public  library  services 
to  areas  without  such  services  or  with  inadequate  services ; 

(4)  provide  that  the  State  library  administrative  agency  will 
make  such  reports  as  to  categories  of  expenditures  made  under  this 
Act,  as  the  Commissioner  may  from  time  to  time  reasonably  require; 
and 

(5)  provide  that  any  library  services  furnished  under  the  plan 
shall  be  made  available  free  of  charge  under  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  State  library  administrative  agency. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  approve  any  plan  which  fulfills  the 
conditions  specified  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(c)  The  determination  of  whether  library  services  are  inadequate 
in  any  area  within  any  State  shall  be  made  by  the  State  library  ad- 
ministrative agency  of  such  State. 

PAYMENTS  TO  STATES 

Sec.  104.  (a)  From  the  allotments  available  therefor  under  sec- 
tion 102,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  from  time  to  time  pay 
to  each  State  which  has  a  plan  approved  under  section  103  an  amount 
computed  as  provided  in  subsection  (b)  of  this  section,  equal  to  the 
Federal  share  of  the  total  sums  expended  by  the  State  and  its  pohti- 
cal  subdivisions  under  such  plan  during  the  period  for  which  such 
payment  was  made,  except  that  no  pa3mients  shall  be  made  to  any 
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State  (other  than  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands)  from 
its  allotment  for  any  fiscal  year  unless  and  until  the  Commissioner 
finds  that  (1)  there  will  be  available  for  expenditure  under  the  plan 
from  State  or  local  sources  during  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  allot- 
ment is  made  (A)  sums  sufficient  to  enable  the  State  to  receive  under 
this  section  payments  in  an  amount  not  less  than  $25,000  in  the  case 
of  the  Virgin  Islands,  American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the 
Pacific  Islands  or  Guam  and  $100,000  in  the  case  of  any  other  State, 
and  (B)  not  less  than  the  total  amount  actually  expended,  in  the 
areas  covered  by  the  plan  for  such  year,  for  public  library  services 
from  such  sources  in  the  second  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  (2)  there 
will  be  available  for  expenditure  for  public  library  services  from 
State  sources  during  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  allotment  is  made 
not  less  than  the  total  amount  actually  expended  for  public  library 
services  from  such  sources  in  the  second  preceding  fiscal  year. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time  estimate  the 
amount  to  which  a  State  is  entitled  under  subsection  (a),  and  such 
amount  shall  be  paid  to  the  State,  in  advance  or  by  way  of  reimburse- 
ment, at  such  time  or  times  and  in  such  installments  as  the  Commis- 
sioner may  determine,  after  necessary  adjustment  on  account  of  any 
previously  made  overpayment  or  underpayment. 

(c)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  "Federal  share"  for  any 
State  shall  be  100  per  centum  less  the  State  percentage  and  the  State 
percentage  shall  be  that  percentage  which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  50 
per  centum  as  the  per  capita  income  of  such  State  bears  to  the  per 
capita  income  of  all  the  States  (excluding  Puerto  Rico,  Guam,  Ameri- 
can Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands,  and  the  Virgin 
Islands),  except  that  (1)  the  Federal  share  shall  in  no  case  be  more 
than  66  per  centum  or  less  than  33  per  centum,  and  (2)  the  Federal 
share  for  Puerto  Rico,  Guam,  American  Samoa,  and  the  Virgin  Is- 
lands shall  be  66  per  centum,  and  the  Federal  share  for  the  Trust 
Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands  shall  be  100  per  centum. 

(d)  The  "Federal  share"  for  each  State  shall  be  promulgated  by 
the  Commissioner  between  July  1  and  August  31  of  each  even-num- 
bered year,  on  the  basis  of  the  average  of  the  per  capita  incomes  of 
each  of  the  States  and  of  all  the  States  (excluding  Puerto  Rico,  Guam, 
American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands,  and  the 
Virgin  Islands) ,  for  the  three  most  recent  consecutive  years  for  which 
satisfactory  data  are  available  from  the  Department  of  Commerce. 
Such  promulgation  shall  be  conclusive  for  each  of  the  two  fiscal  years 
in  the  period  beginning  July  1  next  succeeding  such  promulgation: 
Provided,  That  the  Commissioner  shall  promulgate  such  percentages 
as  soon  as  possible  after  the  enactment  of  this  Act. 

(e)  No  portion  of  any  money  paid  to  a  State  under  this  title  shall 
be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  purchase  or  erection  of  any 
building  or  buildings,  or  for  the  purchase  of  any  land. 
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TITLE  ll-PUBLIC  LIBRARY  CONSTRUCTION 
AUTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS 

Sec.  201.  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1967,  $40,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1968,  $50,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1969, 
$60,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1970,  $70,000,000; 
and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1971,  $80,000,000,  which 
shall  be  used  for  making  payments  to  States,  which  have  submitted 
and  had  approved  by  the  Commissioner,  State  plans  for  the  construc- 
tion of  public  libraries. 

ALLOTMENTS 

Sec.  202.  From  the  sums  appropriated  pursuant  to  Section  201 
for  each  fiscal  year,  the  Commissioner  shall  allot  $20,000  each  to 
Guam,  American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands, 
and  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  $80,000  to  each  of  the  other  States,  and 
shall  allot  to  each  State  such  part  of  the  remainder  of  such  sums  as 
the  population  of  the  State  bears  to  the  population  of  the  United 
States,  according  to  the  most  recent  decennial  census.  A  State's  allot- 
ment under  this  subsection  for  any  fiscal  year  shall  be  available  for 
payments  with  respect  to  the  administration,  during  such  year  and 
the  next  fiscal  year,  of  its  State  plan  approved  under  Section  203,  and 
for  payments  with  respect  to  construction  projects  approved  under 
such  State  plan  during  such  year  or  the  next  fiscal  year. 

STATE  PLANS  FOR  CONSTRUCTION 

Sec.  203.  (a)  To  be  approved  for  purposes  of  this  title  a  State 
plan  for  construction  of  public  libraries  must — 

(1)  meet  the  requirements  of  paragraphs  (1),  (2),  (4),  and  (5) 
of  section  103(a) ; 

( 2 )  set  forth  criteria  and  procedures  for  approval  of  projects  for 
construction  of  public  library  facilities  which  are  designed  to  insure 
that  facilities  will  be  constructed  only  to  serve  areas,  as  determined 
by  the  State  library  administrative  agency,  which  are  without  library 
facilities  necessary  to  develop  library  services ; 

(3)  provide  assurance  that  every  local  or  other  public  agency 
whose  application  for  funds  under  the  plan  with  respect  to  a  project 
for  construction  of  public  library  facilities  is  denied  will  be  given  an 
opportunity  for  a  fair  hearing  before  the  State  library  administrative 
agency;  and 

(4)  provide  assurance  that  all  laborers  and  mechanics  employed 
by  contractors  or  subcontractors  on  all  construction  projects  assisted 
under  this  Act  shall  be  paid  wages  at  rates  not  less  than  those  pre- 
vailing on  similar  construction  in  the  locality,  as  determined  by  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  in  accordance  with  the  Davis-Bacon  Act,  as 
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amended  (40  U.S.C.  276a-276c-S),  and  shall  receive  overtime  com- 
pensation in  accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Contract  Work  Hours  Standards  Act  (Public  Law  87-581);  and  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  shall  have  with  respect  to  the  labor  standards 
specified  in  this  paragraph  the  authority  and  functions  set  forth  in 
Reorganization  Plan  Numbered  14  of  1950  (15  F.R.  3176;  5  U.S.C. 
133Z-15)  and  section  2  of  the  Act  of  June  13,  1934,  as  amended  (40 
U.S.C.  276c). 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  approve  any  plan  which  fulfills  the 
conditions  specified  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

PAYMENTS  TO  STATES 

Sec.  204.  (a)  From  its  allotment  available  therefor  under  sec- 
tion 202  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  (1)  an  amount  equal 
to  the  Federal  share  (as  determined  under  section  104)  of  projects 
approved  under  its  State  plan  (as  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
pursuant  to  section  203)  during  the  period  for  which  such  allotment 
is  available,  and  (2)  an  amount  equal  to  the  Federal  share  of  the 
total  of  the  sums  expended  by  the  State  and  its  political  subdivisions 
for  the  administration  of  such  State  plan  during  the  period  for  which 
such  allotment  is  available. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  from  time  to  time  estimate  the 
amount  to  which  a  State  is  entitled  under  subsection  (a),  and  such 
amount  shall  be  paid  to  the  State,  in  advance  or  by  way  of  reim- 
bursement, at  such  time  or  times  and  in  such  installments  as  the 
Commissioner  may  determine,  after  necessary  adjustment  on  account 
of  any  previously  made  overpayment  or  underpayment. 


TITLE  ill-INTERLIBRARY  COOPERATION 

AUTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRiATlONS 

Sec.  301.  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1967,  the  sum  of  $5,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1968,  $7,500,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1969,  $10,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1970,  $12,- 
500,000;  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1971,  $15,000,000; 
which  shall  be  used  for  making  payments  to  States  which  have  sub- 
mitted and  had  approved  by  the  Commissioner  State  plans  for  estab- 
lishing and  maintaining  local,  regional.  State  or  interstate  cooperative 
networks  of  libraries. 

ALLOTMENTS 

Sec.  302.  From  the  sums  appropriated  pursuant  to  section  301 
for  each  fiscal  year  the  Commissioner  shall  allot  $10,000  each  to 
Guam,  American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands, 
and  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  $40,000  to  each  of  the  other  States,  and 
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shall  allot  to  each  State  such  part  of  the  remainder  of  such  sums  as 
the  population  of  the  State  bears  to  the  population  of  the  United 
States  according  to  the  most  recent  decennial  census. 

PAYMENTS  TO  STATES 

Sec.  303.  From  the  allotments  available  therefor  under  section 
302,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  from  time  to  time  pay  to 
each  State  which  has  a  plan  approved  under  section  304  an  amount 
equal  to  the  Federal  share  which  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1967,  shall  be  100  per  centum  of  the  total  sums  expended  under  such 
plan  (including  costs  of  administering  such  plan),  and  for  any  fiscal 
year  thereafter  shall  be  SO  per  centum  of  such  sums. 

STATE  PLANS  FOR  INTERUBRARY  COOPERATION 

Sec.  304.  (a)  To  be  approved  for  purposes  of  this  title  a  State 
plan  m.ust — 

(1)  meet  the  requirements  of  paragraphs  (1),  (2),  (4),  and  (5) 
of  section  103(a) ; 

(2)  provide  policies  and  objectives  for  the  systematic  and  effec- 
tive coordination  of  the  resources  of  school,  public,  academic,  and 
special  libraries  and  special  information  centers  for  improved  services 
of  a  supplementary  nature  to  the  special  clientele  served  by  each  type 
of  library  or  center; 

(3)  provide  appropriate  allocation  by  participating  agencies  of 
the  total  costs  of  the  system; 

(4)  provide  assurance  that  every  local  or  other  public  agency  in 
the  State  is  accorded  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  system; 

(5)  provide  criteria  which  the  State  agency  shall  use  in  evalu- 
ating applications  for  funds  under  this  title  and  in  assigning  priority 
to  project  proposals;  and 

(6)  establish  a  statewide  council  which  is  broadly  representative 
of  professional  library  interests  and  of  library  users  which  shall  act 
in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  State  agency. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  approve  any  State  plan  which  meets 
the  conditions  specified  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 


TITLE  IV-SPECIALIZED  STATE  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

PART  A— STATE  INSTITUTIONAL  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

AUTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS 

Sec.  401.  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1967,  the  sum  of  $5,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1968,  $7,500,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1969,  $10,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1970,  $12,- 
500,000;  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1971,  $15,000,000; 
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v/hich  shall  be  used  for  making  payments  to  States  which  have  sub- 
mitted and  had  approved  by  the  Commissioner  State  plans  for  estab- 
lishing and  improving  State  institutional  library  services.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  part  the  term  ''State  institutional  hbrary  services" 
means  the  providing  of  books,  and  other  library  materials,  and  of 
library  services  to  (A)  inmates,  patients,  or  residents  of  penal  institu- 
tions, reformatories^  residential  training  schools,  orphanages,  or  gen- 
eral or  special  institutions  or  hospitals  operated  or  substantially  sup- 
ported by  the  State,  and  (B)  students  in  residential  schools  for  the 
handicapped  (including  mentally  retarded,  hard  of  hearing,  deaf, 
speech  impaired,  visually  handicapped,  seriously  emotionally  dis- 
turbed, crippled,  or  other  health  impaired  persons  who  by  reason 
thereof  require  special  education)  operated  or  substantially  supported 
by  the  State. 

ALLOTMENTS 

Sec.  402.  From  the  sums  appropriated  pursuant  to  section  401 
for  each  fiscal  year  the  Commissioner  shall  allot  $10,000  each  to 
Guam,  American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands, 
and  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  $40,000  to  each  of  the  other  States,  and 
shall  allot  to  each  State  such  part  of  the  remainder  of  such  sums  as 
the  population  of  the  State  bears  to  the  population  of  the  United 
States  according  to  the  most  recent  decennial  census. 

PAYMENTS  TO  STATES 

Sec.  403.  From  the  allotments  available  therefor  under  section 
402,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  from  time  to  time  pay  to 
each  State  which  has  a  plan  approved  under  section  404  an  amount 
equal  to  the  Federal  share  (as  determined  under  section  104,  except 
that  the  Federal  share  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1967,  shall 
be  100  per  centum)  of  the  total  sums  expended  by  the  State  under 
such  plan  (including  costs  of  administering  such  plan). 

STATE  PLANS  FOR  STATE  INSTITUTIONAL  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

Sec.  404.  (a)  To  be  approved  for  purposes  of  this  part  a  State 
plan  must — 

(1)  meet  the  requirements  of  paragraphs  (1),  (2),  (4),  and  (5) 
of  section  103  (a) ; 

(2)  provide  policies  and  objectives  for  the  establishment  or  im- 
provement of  State  institutional  library  services; 

(3)  provide  assurance  that  all  eligible  State  institutions  will  be 
accorded  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  program  pursuant  to 
this  part; 

(4)  provide  criteria  which  the  State  agency  shall  use  in  evalu- 
ating applications  for  funds  under  this  part  and  in  assigning  priority 
to  project  proposals; 
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(5)  provide  assurances  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  that 
expenditures  made  by  such  State  in  any  fiscal  year  for  State  institu- 
tional library  services  will  not  be  less  than  such  expenditures  in  the 
preceding  fiscal  year;  and 

(6)  establish  a  council  which  is  broadly  representative  of  State 
institutions  eligible  for  assistance  under  this  part  which  shall  act  in 
an  advisory  capacity  to  the  State  agency. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  approve  any  State  plan  which  meets 
the  conditions  specified  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(c)  No  portion  of  any  money  paid  to  a  State  under  this  part  shall 
be  applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  purchase  or  erection  of  any 
building  or  buildings,  or  the  purchase  of  any  land. 

PART  B— LIBRARY  SERVICES  TO  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

AUTHORIZATION  OF  APPROPRIATIONS 

Sec.  411.  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1967,  the  sum  of  $3,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1968,  $4,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1969,  $5,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1970,  $6,- 
000,000;  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1971,  $7,000,000; 
which  shall  be  used  for  making  payments  to  States  which  have  sub- 
mitted and  had  approved  by  the  Commissioner  State  plans  for  estab- 
lishing and  improving  library  services  to  the  physically  handicapped. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  part  the  term  ^'library  services  to  the  physi- 
cally handicapped"  means  the  providing  of  library  service,  through 
public  or  other  nonprofit  libraries,  agencies,  or  organizations,  to 
physically  handicapped  persons  (including  the  blind  and  visually 
handicapped)  certified  by  competent  authority  as  unable  to  read  or  to 
use  conventional  printed  materials  as  a  result  of  physical  limitations. 

ALLOTMENTS 

Sec.  412.  From  the  sums  appropriated  pursuant  to  section  411 
for  each  fiscal  year,  the  Comm-issioner  shall  allot  $5,000  each  to 
Guam,  American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands, 
and  the  Virgin  Islands,  and  $25,000  to  each  of  the  other  States,  and 
shall  allot  to  each  State  such  part  of  the  remainder  of  such  sums  as 
the  population  of  the  State  bears  to  the  populations  of  the  United 
States  according  to  the  most  recent  decennial  census. 

PAYMENTS  TO  STATES 

Sec.  413.  From  the  allotments  available  therefor  under  section 
412,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  from  time  to  time  pay  to 
each  State  which  has  a  plan  approved  under  section  414  an  amount 
equal  to  the  Federal  share  (as  determined  under  section  104,  except 
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that  the  Federal  share  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1967,  shall 
be  100  per  centum)  of  the  total  sum  expended  under  such  plan  (in- 
cluding costs  of  administering  such  plan). 

STATE  PLANS  FOR  SERVICES  TO  THE  PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 

Sec.  414.  (a)  To  be  approved  for  the  purposes  of  this  part  a 
State  plan  must — 

(1)  meet  the  requirements  of  paragraphs  (1),  (2),  (4),  and  (5) 
of  section  103(a); 

(2)  provide  policies  and  objectives  for  the  establishment  or  im- 
provement of  State  plans  for  library  services  to  the  physically  handi- 
capped; 

(3)  provide  assurance  that  all  appropriate  public  or  nonprofit 
libraries,  agencies,  or  organizations  for  the  physically  handicapped 
will  be  accorded  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the  program  pur- 
suant to  this  part; 

(4)  provide  criteria  which  the  State  agency  shall  use  in  evalu- 
ating applications  for  funds  under  this  part  and  in  assigning  priority 
to  project  proposals; 

(5)  provide  assurances  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  that 
funds  available  from  sources  other  than  Federal  sources  in  any  fiscal 
year  for  expenditures  under  State  plans  for  library  services  to  the 
physically  handicapped  will  not  be  less  than  actual  expenditures  from 
such  source  in  the  second  preceding  fiscal  year;  and 

(6)  establish  a  council  which  is  representative  of  eligible  agen- 
cies which  shall  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  State  agency. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  shall  approve,  after  consultation  with  the 
Librarian  of  Congress  where  appropriate,  any  State  plan  which  meets 
the  conditions  specified  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  section. 

(c)  No  part  of  any  money  paid  to  a  State  under  this  part  shall  be 
applied,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  the  purchase  or  erection  of  any 
building  or  buildings,  or  the  purchase  of  any  land. 


TITLE  V-GENERAL 
WITHHOLDING 

Sec.  501.  If  the  Commissioner  finds  after  reasonable  notice  and 
opportunity  for  hearing  to  the  State  agency  administering  or  super- 
vising the  administration  of  a  State  plan  approved  under  this  Act, 
that  the  State  plan  has  been  so  changed  that  it  no  longer  complies 
with  the  applicable  requirements  of  this  Act  or  that  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  plan  there  is  a  failure  to  comply  substantially  with  the 
provisions  required  to  be  included  in  the  plan,  he  shall  notify  such 
State  agency  that  further  payments  will  not  be  made  to  the  State 
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under  this  Act  (or,  in  his  discretion,  that  further  payments  will  not 
be  made  with  respect  to  portions  of  or  projects  under  the  State  plan 
affected  by  such  failure)  until  he  is  satisfied  that  there  is  no  longer 
any  such  failure  to  comply.  Until  he  is  so  satisfied,  no  further  pay- 
ments shall  be  made  to  such  State  for  carrying  out  such  State  plan 
(or  further  pa.yments  shall  be  limited  to  parts  of  or  projects  under 
the  plan  not  affected  by  such  failure). 

ADMlNiSTRATiON 

Sec.  502.  (a)  The  Commissioner  shall  administer  this  Act  under 
the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  Health,  Education, 
and  Welfare,  and  shall,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary,  prescribe 
such  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  administration  of  this 
Act. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  is  also  authorized  to  make  such  studies, 
investigations,  and  reports  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  including  periodic  reports  for 
public  distribution  as  to  the  values,  methods,  and  results  of  various 
State  demonstrations  of  public  library  services  undertaken  under 
this  Act. 

(c)  There  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated  for  expenses 
of  administration  such  sums  as  m^ay  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
functions  of  the  Secretary  and  the  Commissioner  under  this  Act. 

(d)  (1)  The  Commissioner  shall  not  finally  disapprove  any  State 
plan  submitted  under  this  Act,  or  any  modification  thereof,  without 
first  affording  the  State  submitting  the  plan  reasonable  notice  and 
opportunity  for  a  hearing. 

(2)  If  any  State  is  dissatisfied  with  the  Commissioner's  final  ac- 
tion with  respect  to  the  approval  of  its  State  plan  submitted  under 
Title  I,  Title  II,  Title  III,  or  part  A  or  B  of  Title  IV,  or  with  respect 
to  his  final  action  under  section  501,  such  State  may  appeal  to  the 
United  States  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  circuit  in  which  the  State 
is  located,  by  filing  a  petition  with  such  court  within  sixty  days  after 
such  final  action.  A  copy  of  the  petition  shall  be  forthwith  trans- 
mitted by  the  clerk  of  the  court  to  the  Commissioner  or  any  officer 
designated  by  him  for  that  purpose.  The  Commissioner  thereupon 
shall  file  in  the  court  the  record  of  the  proceedings  on  which  he  based 
his  action,  as  provided  in  section  2112  of  title  28,  United  States  Code. 

(3)  Upon  the  filing  of  the  petition  referred  to  in  paragraph  (1) 
of  this  subsection,  the  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to  affirm  the 
action  of  the  Commissioner  or  to  set  it  aside,  in  v/hole  or  in  part, 
temporarily  or  permanently,  but  until  the  filing  of  the  record  the 
Commissioner  may  modify  or  set  aside  his  order.  The  findings  of 
the  Commissioner  as  to  the  facts,  if  supported  by  substantial  evi- 
dence, shall  be  conclusive,  but  the  court,  for  good  cause  shown,  may 
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remand  the  case  to  the  Commissioner  to  take  further  evidence,  and 
the  Commissioner  may  thereupon  make  new  or  modified  findings  of 
fact  and  may  modify  his  previous  action,  and  shall  file  in  the  court 
the  record  of  the  further  proceedings.  Such  new  or  modified  findings 
of  fact  shall  likev/ise  be  conclusive  if  supported  by  substantial  evi- 
dence. 

(4)  The  judgment  of  the  court  affirming  or  setting  aside,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  any  action  of  the  Commissioner  shall  be  final,  subject 
to  review  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  upon  certiorari 
or  certification  as  provided  in  section  1254  of  title  28,  United  States 
Code.  The  commencem.ent  of  proceedings  under  this  subsection  shall 
not,  unless  so  specifically  ordered  by  the  court,  operate  as  a  stay  of 
the  Commissioner's  action. 

REALLOTMENTS 

Sec.  503.  The  amount  of  any  State's  allotment  under  section  102, 
202,  302,  402,  or  412,  for  any  fiscal  year  which  the  Commissioner 
determJnes  will  not  be  required  for  the  period  for  which  such  allot- 
ment is  available  for  carrying  out  the  State  plan  approved  under 
section  103,  203,  304,  404,  and  414,  respectively,  shall  be  available 
for  reallotment  from  time  to  time,  on  such  dates  during  such  year 
as  the  Commissioner  may  fix,  to  other  States  in  proportion  to  the 
original  allotm.ents  for  such  year  to  such  States  under  section  102, 
202,  302,  402,  or  412,  as  the  case  may  be,  but  v^^ith  such  proportionate 
amount  for  any  of  such  other  States  being  reduced  to  the  extent  it 
exceeds  the  amount  which  the  Commissioner  estimates  the  State 
needs  and  will  be  able  to  use  for  such  period  of  time  for  which  the 
original  allotments  were  available  for  carr3dng  out  the  State  plan 
approved  under  section  103,  203,  304,  404,  or  414,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  the  total  of  such  reductions  shall  be  similarly  reallotted 
among  the  States  not  suffering  such  a  reduction.  Any  am.ount  re- 
allotted  to  a  State  under  this  subsection  from  funds  appropriated 
pursuant  to  section  101,  201,  301,  401,  or  411  for  any  fiscal  year 
shall  be  deemed  part  of  its  allotment  for  such  year  under  sections 
102,  202,  302,  402,  and  412,  respectively. 

DEFINmONS 
Sec.  504.     For  the  purposes  of  this  Act — 

(a)  The  term  ''State"  means  a  State,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
Puerto  Rico,  Guam,  American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the 
Pacific  Islands,  or  the  Virgin  Islands; 

(b)  The  term  "State  library  administrative  agency"  means  the 
official  State  agency  charged  by  State  law  with  the  extension  and 
development  of  public  library  services  throughout  the  State; 
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(c)  The  term  "public  library"  means  a  library  that  serves  free 
all  residents  of  a  community,  district,  or  region,  and  receives  its 
financial  support  in  whole  or  in  part  from  public  funds; 

(d)  The  term  "construction"  includes  construction  of  new  build- 
ings and  expansion,  remodeling,  and  alteration  of  existing  buildings, 
and  initial  equipment  of  any  such  buildings;  including  architects' 
fees  and  the  cost  of  the  acquisition  of  land; 

(e)  The  term  "Secretary"  means  the  Secretary  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion, and  Welfare.

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CALIFORNIA  STATE  PLAN 

FOR 

LIBRARY  PROGRAMS  UNDER  THE  LIBRARY  SERVICES 

AND  CONSTRUCTION  ACT,  AS  AMENDED 

Effective  April!,  1967 

1.0  General  provisions. 

1.1  The  State  agency. 

1.11  Name  of  State  agency.  The  legal  name  of  the  State 
Library  administrative  agency,  defined  in  section  504(b) 
of  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  is:  Division 
of  Libraries,  Department  of  Education.  This  agency  is  also 
referred  to  as  the  California  State  Library,  which  is  the 
name  used  in  the  State  Plan. 

1.12  Official  title  of  officer.  The  official  titles  of  the  officer  of 
the  State  agency  authorized  to  submit  Plan  material  are: 

State  Librarian  and 

Chief,  Division  of  Libraries. 

1.13  Authority  to  administer  and  supervise.  The  California 
State  Library  has  been  designated  as  the  agency  and  the 
State  Librarian  as  the  officer  to  administer  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  funds  for  California.  Reference  is 
made  to  that  designation  in  the  attachments  from  the  At- 
torney General  of  California,  December,  1956,  February, 
1964,  and  February,  1967.  (NOTE:  Attachments  cited  are 
not  included  with  this  printed  text.) 

Certain  parts  of  the  California  program  under  the  Library 
Services  and  Construction  Act  will  be  carried  out  by  county 
libraries.  Authority  for  the  supervision  of  those  libraries 
is  contained  in  the  California  Education  Code,  Section 
27260,  which  reads: 

"The  county  free  libraries  are  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  State  Librarian,  who  shall  from  time  to  time, 
either  personally  or  by  one  of  his  assistants,  visit  the  county 
free  libraries  and  inquire  into  their  condition.  The  actual 
and  necessary  expenses  of  the  visits  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  monies  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  Division  of 
Libraries." 

Contracts  will  be  made  with  county,  district,  and  munici- 
pal libraries  carrying  out  some  part  of  the  California  pro- 
gram. Contracts  will  also  be  made  with  non-profit  organiza- 
tions, private  institutions,  schools,  hospitals,  foundations, 
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service  organizations,  and  others  whose  activities  are  com- 
patible with  those  provided  for  in  the  State  Plan.  Copies 
of  these  contracts  will  be  furnished  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  as  they  are  made.  Authority  for  the  State  to 
enter  into  contracts  with  local  jurisdictions  is  contained 
in  the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Act,  California  Govern- 
ment Code,  Title  1,  Division  7,  Chapter  5,  Article  1. . . . 
Such  contracts  will  contain  provision  for  supervision  of  the 
local  agencies  concerned  by  the  State  Librarian. 

1.14  Programs  Under  Plan.  Programs  to  be  included  under 
this  Plan  are: 

I.  Extension  of  Public  Library  Services 
11.  Public  Library  Construction 

III.  Inter-library  Cooperation 

IV.  A.  State  Institutional  Library  Services 

B.  Library  Services  to  the  Physically  Handicapped. 

Implementation  of  programs  initiated  or  developed  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Plan  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of 
good  library  service  as  determined  by  the  State  Library. 

1.15  Coordination.  Appropriate  coordination  will  be  under- 
taken at  both  State  and  local  levels  to  assure  that  the  best 
possible  library  service  will  be  available.  This  will  be  done: 

(1)  through  visits  and  assistance  to  local  libraries  by  State 
Library  representatives; 

(2)  through  contracts  with  local  agencies:  contracts  to  be 
written  by  State  agency  but  approved  by  all  agencies 
involved; 

(3)  reports  of  libraries  and  individuals  involved  in  the 
projects.  These  reports  will  be  formal  reports  and  in- 
formal ones; 

(4)  correspondence  with  the  local  agencies  and  field  re- 
ports written  by  State  agency  personnel; 

(5)  reports  of  inspector  contracted  with  the  Office  of  Ar- 
chitecture and  Construction  on  projects  of  this  nature; 

(6)  advisory  committee  v/here  applicable; 

(7)  preparation  and  distribution  by  the  State  agency  of 
statistics,  information,  and  advisory  materials  which 
might  be  of  use  to  the  local  agencies; 

(8)  meetings  with  individuals,  groups,  organizations  and 
councils  working  with  related  programs,  such  as  the 
Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act,  for  project 
or  program  planning,  development,  and  coordination. 
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Local  level  coordination  will  be  accomplished  by  contracts 
and  joint  exercise  of  powers  agreements  among  local  librar- 
ies, governmental  units,  and  non-profit  agencies  and/or  or- 
ganizations. 

This  would  assure  coordination  in: 

(1)  equal  library  access  for  all  persons  in  an  area; 

(2)  research  and  planning  for  better  library  service; 

(3)  material  selection  and  utilization  and; 

(4)  establishing  objectives  of  library  service. 

1.2  Free  Library  Services.  Any  library  services  funded  or  par- 
tially funded  under  the  provisions  of  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act  shall  be  available  without  charge. 

This  is  in  keeping  with  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries 
in  California.  "Essential  to  filling  the  educational,  informational, 
and  inspirational  needs  of  all  citizens  is  the  free  availability  in 
public  libraries  of  comprehensive  and  vital  collections  of  books, 
films,  phonograph  records,  pictures  and  other  recorded  materials. 
Our  complex  culture  and  the  challenges  of  modern  living  require 
that  these  be  provided  in  quality  and  abundance."  -^ 

1.3  Organization. 

(a)  Following  are  the  units  of  the  State  Library  agency  involved 
in  the  library  extension  program,  and  their  pertinent  func- 
tions: 

Every  unit  of  the  State  Library  is  involved,  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  the  library  extension  program.  The  major  bu- 
reaus of  the  Library  in  addition  to  Administration  are: 
Reader  Services,  Technical  Services,  Library  Consultant 
Services,  and  the  Law  Library.  Pertinent  functions  of  each 
with  regard  to  the  programs  are  as  follows: 
Administration:  Management  and  administration  of  the 
entire  State  Library  are  the  responsibility  of  the  State  Li- 
brarian assisted  by  the  Assistant  State  Librarian.  Steno- 
graphic services  for  the  organization,  including  maintenance 
of  certain  personnel  and  business  records,  are  concentrated 
in  the  stenographic  and  clerical  staff  under  the  direction  of 
the  Assistant  State  Librarian.  As  the  organization  chart  fur- 
nished with  this  Plan  indicates,  the  time  of  all  administra- 
tive personnel  is  distributed  over  the  entire  Library  and 
contributes  directly  to  the  total  program  of  the  California 
State  Library. 

Reader  Services:  The  purpose  of  the  State  Library  ac- 
tivity is  to  supplement  the  resources  of  local  libraries  rather

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than  to  serve  as  a  primary  source  of  library  materials.  Thus, 
the  State  Library  purchases  material  of  permanent  value, 
rare  and  expensive  volumes,  and  important  reference  vol- 
umes that  may  be  needed  urgently  upon  occasion,  but  not 
needed  often  in  most  libraries.  Material  from  the  California 
State  Library  is  available  to  everyone  in  the  State.  A  funda- 
mental point  in  the  service  is  that,  in  a  community  where 
there  is  a  library,  all  requests  must  be  handled  by  the  local 
library.  However,  in  a  community  where  there  is  no  library, 
an  individual  may  apply  directly  to  the  State  Library  and 
receive  service.  An  exception  to  this  policy  is  found  in  the 
Books  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  Section 
where  library  materials  are  available  directly  to  the  user. 

Each  of  the  Reader  Services  sections  (Reference,  Cali- 
fornia, Books  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped, 
Government  Publications,  Administrative-Legislative  Refer- 
ence, and  the  Sutro  Library)  provides  loan  and  reference 
services  in  its  field  to  residents  of  the  entire  State.  The  lend- 
ing policy  of  the  Library  is  unusually  broad  and  permits  loan 
of  many  types  of  materials  not  usually  available  for  circula- 
tion in  libraries,  such  as  newspapers  on  film,  bound  periodi- 
cals, reproductions  of  art  works,  genealogy  and  local  history 
materials,  governm.ent  publications,  books  for  the  blind  and 
physically  handicapped,  and  many  books  frequently  classi- 
fied as  reference  volumes.  In  addition,  a  number  of  bibliog- 
raphies are  published  by  the  Reference  Section  and  the  Ad- 
ministrative-Legislative Reference  Section,  an  annual  listing 
of  California  documents  by  the  Government  Publications 
Section,  a  bibliography  of  New  Arrivals  in  American  Local 
History  and  Gejtealogy  by  the  Sutro  Library,  and  a  quarterly 
listing  of  new  acquisitions  by  the  California  Section.  Each 
of  these  bibliographic  services  is  extensively  used  by  local 
libraries  and  their  readers.  Proportionally,  the  Administra- 
tive-Legislative Reference  Section  is  less  concerned  with  ex- 
tension services  than  are  other  sections  of  the  Reader  Serv- 
ices Bureau,  but  the  Section  does  provide  a  considerable 
amount  of  such  service.  The  Circulation  Section  and  Inter- 
library  Shipments  perform  the  functions  indicated  by  their 
titles. 

The  Books  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  Sec- 
tion, also  part  of  the  Reader  Services  Bureau,  is  one  of  the 
regional  centers  designated  by  the  Library  of  Congress  for 
distribution  of  embossed  tj^e  books  and  talking  book  rec- 
ords to  blind  and  physically  handicapped  readers  through- 
out California  and  Nevada.  Embossed  books  in  the  various 
tjnpes  are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  the  area  upon  ap- 
plication. The  Section  also  lends  writing  appliances  and 
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games  to  the  blind.  Two  publications  are  issued  by  the 
Section:  Talking  Book  Newsletter  is  sent  to  ail  Talking 
Book  readers;  News  Notes  for  Blind  and  Physically  Handi- 
capped is  sent  to  all  braille  readers. 

Technical  Services:  The  Technical  Services  Bureau  is 
composed  of  the  Acquisitions  Section,  the  Catalog  Section, 
including  the  Union  Catalog  Unit,  the  Book  Repair  Section, 
the  Property  and  Shipping  Section,  the  Photo  Services  Sec- 
tion and  the  Processing  Center.  The  Principal  Librarian  in 
charge  of  Technical  Services  plans,  organizes  and  coordi- 
nates the  work  of  the  sections  in  the  Bureau  and  collabo- 
rates with  the  State  Librarian  and  the  Assistant  State  Li- 
brarian in  the  clarification  of  the  Library's  long-range  ob- 
jectives for  library  development  within  the  State. 

The  Acquisitions  Section  places  orders  for  all  books,  pe- 
riodicals and  other  publications  purchased  by  the  State  Li- 
brary, receives  these  materials  (except  for  periodicals  and 
continuations),  forwards  them  to  the  Catalog  Section,  main- 
tains a  permanent  record  of  all  titles  added  to  the  library 
by  either  purchase  or  gift,  and  processes  bills  for  payment. 

This  Section  also  handles  all  newspapers,  serials  and  con- 
tinuations received  by  the  State  Library  (with  the  excep- 
tion of  government  publications  and  law  serials)  and  main- 
tains a  centralized  serials  record. 

The  Catalog  Section  does  the  classifying  and  cataloging 
of  the  new  material  acquired  by  the  library  and  maintains 
the  main  catalog,  the  California  Section  catalog,  the  official 
catalog  and  shelf  list. 

The  Union  Catalog  Unit  is  responsible  for  the  day-to-day 
maintenance  of  the  union  catalog.  All  requests  to  the  State 
Library  for  interlibrary  loans,  where  the  titles  are  not  found 
to  be  in  the  State  Library  collection,  are  searched  through 
the  union  catalog  for  location  elsewhere  within  the  State. 
This  catalog  represents  the  accessions  of  67  libraries  through- 
out the  State,  since  1909.  Books  not  found  in  the  union 
catalog  are  listed  by  this  Unit  on  a  monthly  list  of  unlo- 
cated  books  which  is  circularized  to  approximately  130  li- 
braries throughout  the  State,  and  locations  of  titles  found 
are  subsequently  listed  in  the  union  catalog. 

The  Book  Repair  Section  is  responsible  for  the  repair 
and  preservation  of  books  and  other  library  materials  in  the 
collection.  In  addition  to  repairing  books  when  they  are 
damaged  in  circulation,  making  slipcovers  for  valuable 
books,  binding  certain  newspapers  and  ephemeral  materials, 
mounting  and  framing  pictures,  and  the  like,  this  Section 
does  the  necessary  physical  processing  before  the  books  can 
be  shelved  or  circulated. 
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The  Property  and  Shipping  Section  services  all  State  Li- 
brary requests  for  equipment  and  supplies,  and  prints  forms 
for  use  not  only  in  the  State  Library  but  throughout  the 
State.  This  Section  prints  and  distributes  to  other  libraries 
the  forms  to  be  used  for  renewal  of  books  received  on  inter- 
library  loan  from  the  State  Library  and  the  forms  to  be  used 
for  subject  requests  to  the  State  Library.  Also,  this  Section 
is  responsible  for  the  actual  shipment  of  books  and  other 
library  materials  on  interlibrary  loan  and  the  mailing  of 
State  Library  publications. 

The  Photo  Services  Section  makes  photostatic  copies  and 
copy  photographs  of  materials  held  by  the  State  Library 
for  patrons  throughout  the  State.  In  addition,  this  Section 
microfilms  136  California  newspapers  and  the  resultant  mi- 
crofilm rolls  are  available  for  circulation  to  other  libraries 
when  requested. 

The  Processing  Center  catalogs  and  processes  books  for 
participating  public  libraries.  Processing  includes  the  follow- 
ing operations :  sending  the  typed  order  forms  to  the  vendor, 
checking  on  the  books,  running  the  catalog  cards  on  a  multi- 
lith,  spinewriting,  typing  labels,  labeling,  stamping,  pasting 
in  book  pockets,  adding  plastic  covers,  and  shipping  the 
books,  invoices  and  copies  of  orders  to  the  member  libraries. 
Library  Consultant  Services:  This  Bureau  is  charged 
with  the  primary  responsibility  for  the  advisory  part  of  the 
State  Library  program..  Its  professional  staff  includes  eight 
Library  Consultants,  v/ho  are  directly  supervised  by  the 
Assistant  State  Librarian,  one  Editorial  Librarian,  one  Re- 
search Librarian,  and  one  Reference  Librarian  who  are 
directly  supervised  by  a  Library  Consultant.  The  work  of 
the  Consultants  is  chiefly  advisory;  they  serve  the  public 
libraries  of  the  State  through  field  visits,  correspondence, 
and  workshop-type  programs,  dealing  with  all  aspects  of 
public  library  administration.  The  Editorial  Librarian  col- 
lects statistical  and  other  information  about  public  libraries 
in  the  State,  making  it  available  through  the  library's  of- 
ficial quarterly  publication  and  through  other  means.  The 
Research  Librarian  is  responsible  for  the  Bureau's  research 
and  reference  work.  The  Reference  Librarian  does  general 
reference  work  for  the  Bureau  and  does  report  v/riting. 
There  are  six  full-time  clerical  workers  in  the  office.  Primary 
responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  projects  initiated  under 
the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  falls  on  the 
Bureau. 

Consultant  service  will  be  provided  to  the  institutional 
libraries.  Also,  the  Library  Consultant  v/ill  work  with  other 
State  departments  which  are  directly  involved  in  working 
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with  various  institutions  operated  by  the  State.  The  Con- 
sultant will  assist  through  visits,  correspondence,  research, 
reports,  and  other  means  as  needed. 

Library  Consultants  with  specialized  knowledge  (chil- 
drens  specialist,  audio-visual  specialist,  etc.)  will  assist  in 
these  areas  of  projects. 

Law  Library:  The  Law  Library,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Law  Librarian,  provides  direct  and  interlibrary  loan 
service  to  the  Legislature,  state  personnel,  the  Bench  and 
Bar,  law  students,  Federal  and  State  prisons,  libraries  and 
citizens  of  the  State. 

Other  State  agencies  or  offices  involved  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Plan  are: 

Department  of  Education,  Fiscal  Ofiice:  Handles  con- 
tracts, accounting  and  disbursing  of  funds  through  the  serv- 
ices of  staff  accountants. 

Department  of  Education,  OIBce  of  Administrative 
Adviser:  Provides  through  the  services  of  its  legal  staff 
legal  advice  in  developing  contracts  to  the  Department  of 
Education  and  to  the  State  Library. 

Department  of  Finance,  Budget  Division:  Reviews 
budgets  prepared  under  the  State  Plan. 

Department  of  General  Services,  Office  of  Architecture 
and  Construction:  Provides  advisory  services  in  the  field 
of  architecture  by  state-employed  architects;  provides  for 
review  of  plans  for  construction;  provides  supervisory  func- 
tion during  construction  b}^  on-site  inspection;  provides  pay- 
roll review. 

Department  of  Genera!  Services,  Legal  Services:  Re- 
views and  approves  all  contracts  made  to  carry  out  State 
Plan. 

Department  of  General  Services,  Data  Processing  Serv- 
ices: Assists  in  imiplementing  the  data  processing  studies. 

Health  and  ¥7'^elfare  Agency,  Department  of  Mental 
Hygiene:  Assists  in  planning  and  executing  library  pro- 
grams in  mental  hospitals. 

Youth  and  Adult  Corrections  Agency,  Department  of 
Corrections:  Assists  in  planning  and  executing  library  pro- 
gram's in  correctional  institutions. 

Department  of  Rehabilitation:  Assists  in  planning  and 
executing  library  programs  for  the  blind,  the  visually  handi- 
capped and  the  physically  handicapped. 

(b)  Appended  is  an  outline  of  the  organizational  structure  of 
the  units  of  the  State  agency  involved  in  the  library  exten- 
sion program,  indicating  the  lines  of  authority  within  the 
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agency  and  tracing  the  authority  of  the  agency  back  to  the 
highest  level  of  State  authority, 
(c)  Local  agencies  which  will  administer  some  or  all  of  the  State 
Plan,  are  described  as  follows  including  the  manner  in  which 
local  agency  administration  will  be  supervised  by  the  State 
agency: 

It  is  probable  that  some  projects  in  the  program  will  be 
administered  by  local  agencies.  Where  those  local  agencies 
are  county  free  libraries,  supervision  will  always  be  exercised 
by  the  State  Librarian  acting  under  the  provisions  of  Educa- 
tion Code,  Section  27260,  which  places  county  free  libraries 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Librarian.  Such 
supervision  will  be  exercised  through  frequent  visits  to  the 
libraries  concerned.  In  all  cases  the  project  will  be  super- 
vised by  the  State  Librarian  under  contracts  between  the 
State  and  the  local  agencies.  Those  contracts,  copies  of 
which  will  be  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education, 
will  provide  for  supervision  of  the  projects  by  the  State 
Librarian  or  her  designated  representative,  including  but 
not  limited  to  visits,  correspondence,  and  reports.

1.41  Qualifications 

LIBRARIAN  I 
Definition: 

Under  close  supervision,  as  a  trainee,  to  do  the  less  dif- 
ficult professional  work  in  connection  with  the  selecting, 
cataloging,  loaning,  or  reference  use  of  books  and  other 
library  materials;  and  to  do  other  work  as  required. 

Distinguishing  Characteristics : 

Librarian  I  is  the  trainee  level  in  the  professional  Li- 
brarian series.  Persons  in  this  class  normally  have  profes- 
sional training  but  no  experience.  They  work  under  close 
supervision,  in  order  to  gain  sufficient  professional  experi- 
ence and  competency  to  advance  to  the  next  higher  level 
of  Librarian  II. 

A  Librarian  II  performs  more  difficult  professional  library 
work  in  any  phase  of  library  activities,  without  close  su- 
pervision. 

Typical  Tasks: 

Locates  and  identifies  requested  material  and  biblio- 
graphical information;  answers  routine  reference  questions 
and  assists  readers  in  making  use  of  the  library  facilities; 
maintains  files  of  subject  bibliographies  and  of  pamphlet 
material;  classifies  books  and  other  library  materials;  does 
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descriptive  cataloging;  assigns  subject  headings;  prepares 
data  for  book  orders;  searches  for  difficult  trade  bibHo- 
graphical  information;  supervises  the  preparation  for  bind- 
ing of  governmental  and  other  publications;  assists  in  main- 
tenance of  the  shelf  list  and  the  taking  of  inventories; 
reviews  and  revises  work  of  clerical  assistants. 

Minimum  Qualifications: 

Education:  Graduation  from  college  and  possession  of  a 
degree  or  a  certificate  showing  completion  of  one  additional 
year  of  graduate  study  in  an  accredited  library  school. 
(Registration  as  a  graduate  student  in  an  accredited  library 
school  will  admit  applicants  to  the  examination  but  they 
must  submit  evidence  of  the  required  certificate  before  they 
can  be  considered  for  appointment.) 

Knowledges  and  abilities: 

General  knowledge  of:  principles  of  professional  library 
work  and  use  of  standard  library  tools. 

Ability  to:  learn  readily;  reason  logically  and  accurately; 
speak  and  write  effectively;  revise  the  work  of  clerical  as- 
sistants; meet  the  public  and  establish  and  maintain  effec- 
tive cooperative  relations ;  have  good  reading  comprehension 
and  vocabulary. 

LIBRARIAN  !I 
Definition: 

Under  direction,  to  do  the  more  difficult  and  varied  pro- 
fessional work  in  connection  with  the  selecting,  cataloging, 
loaning,  or  reference  use  of  books  and  other  library  mate- 
rials; and  to  do  other  work  as  required. 

Distinguishing  Characteristics: 

Positions  in  this  class  differ  from  those  in  the  class  of 
Librarian  I,  the  trainee  level  in  the  professional  Librarian 
series,  in  the  degree  of  supervison  received  and  the  scope 
and  variety  of  assignments. 

Persons  in  the  class  of  Librarian  II  perform  the  more 
difficult  professional  librarian  v/ork  in  any  phase  of  library 
activity.  Supervisory  responsibility  (except  of  nonprofes- 
sional personnel)  is  normally  not  included.  Persons  in  this 
class  may  also  have  independent  responsibility  for  a  library, 
primarily  recreational  in  nature,  or  of  one  having  limited 
reference  use. 

Responsibility  for  the  most  complex  or  highly  specialized 
and  technical  library  assignments  and  for  limited  supervis- 
ory duties  is  found  at  the  next  higher  level  of  Librarian  III. 
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Typical  Tasks: 

Gives  information  on  the  resources,  services,  and  physical 
arrangement  of  the  library;  assists  readers  in  the  use  of  the 
catalog;  selects  material  to  fill  subject  requests  and  does 
reference  and  research  work  for  other  libraries,  individual 
readers,  and  borrowers;  compiles  book  lists  and  bibliogra- 
phies; classifies  and  catalogs  books,  periodicals,  and  various 
other  library  materials;  supervises  the  clerical  work  in  the 
receipt,  care,  and  binding  of  newspapers,  magazines,  gov- 
ernment documents,  and  various  other  library  materials; 
assists  in  instructing  Librarian  I  and  clerical  workers  in 
library  procedures  and  in  revising  their  work. 

In  an  independent  library,  is  responsible  for  all  library 
activities  including  ordering,  cataloging,  reference  and  cir- 
culation; consults  with  staff  members  on  book  selection 
and  prepares  annotated  lists  and  abstracts  of  materials; 
keeps  informed  on  developments  in  the  field  of  bibliotherapy 
and  coordinates  library  service  with  rehabilitative  or  other 
departmental  services  and  programs;  maintains  records  and 
prepares  budgets  and  reports. 

Minimum  Qualifications : 

Either  I 

One  year  as  a  Librarian  I  in  the  California  State  service. 

Or  II 
Experience:  Two  years  of  varied  professional  library  ex- 
perience, including  cataloging,  reference  work,  and  selection 
of  library  materials; 

and 
Education:  Graduation  from  college  and  completion  of  one 
additional  year  of  graduate  study  in  an  accredited  library 
school. 

Knowledges  and  abilities:  Thorough  knowledge  of  the 
principles  of  professional  library  work,  of  the  use  of  stand- 
ard library  tools  and  of  modern  practices  in  the  processing 
of  library  materials ;  general  knowledge  of  library  purposes, 
organization,  trends,  and  procedures;  wide  knowledge  of 
standard  reference  materials  in  various  subject  matter 
fields;  familiarity  with  the  principles  of  effective  supervis- 
ion and  ability  to  direct  the  work  of  others;  general  knowl- 
edge of  developments  in  the  field  of  bibliotherapy;  familiar- 
ity with  public  relations  principles  and  practices;  ability 
to  speak  and  write  effectively,  and  to  prepare  budgets  and 
reports;  ability  to  analyze  situations  accurately  and  to 
adopt  an  effective  course  of  action;  ability  to  establish  and 
maintain  effective  cooperative  relations  with  those  contacted 
in  the  work. 
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LIBRARIAN  III 
Definition: 

Under  direction  in  the  State  Library,  either  ( 1 )  to  super- 
vise and  be  responsible  for  the  work  of  a  small  section  or 
subordinate  function,  or  (2)  to  act  as  assistant  supervisor 
of  a  major  section  and  to  perform  difficult  professional 
work,  or  (3)  to  be  responsible  for  a  highly  complex,  tech- 
nical and  specialized  assignment;  or  in  other  State  agency 
libraries,  to  perform  v/ork  of  comparable  supervisory  re- 
sponsibility and  technical  difficulty;  and  to  do  other  work 
as  required. 

Distinguishing  Characteristics: 

Persons  in  the  class  of  Librarian  III  require  a  high  de- 
gree of  professional  competency  but  have  less  supervisory 
responsibility  than  those  of  Librarian  IV,  the  next  higher 
level.  A  Librarian  IV  is  in  charge  of  a  major  section  or 
function. 

A  Librarian  II,  under  direction,  performs  varied  work 
of  a  professional  journeyman  level  and  normally  does  not 
have  supervisory  responsibility,  except  of  nonprofessional 
personnel. 

Typical  Tasks: 

Plans,  organizes,  and  directs  the  work  of  a  small  profes- 
sional and  clerical  staff  in  a  small  section  or  subordinate 
function  of  the  State  Library  or  in  a  comparable  organiza- 
tional unit  in  other  State  agencies;  assists  with  the  super- 
vision and  acts  for  the  section  head  in  a  major  section;  is 
responsible  for  a  highly  complex,  technical  and  specialized 
assignment  in  such  fields  as  ordering,  cataloging,  reference, 
and  similar  technical  work;  trains  and  evaluates  the  per- 
formance of  em.ployees;  speaks  before  interested  groups 
on  library  programs;  writes  articles  for  publication  and 
prepares  budgets,  reports,  and  correspondence. 

Minimum  Qualifications: 
Either  I 

One  year  of  experience  as  a  Librarian  II  in  the  California 
State  service. 

Or  II 
Experience:  Three  years  of  increasingly  responsible  and 
varied  professional  library  experience  including  cataloging, 
reference  work  and  the  selection  of  library  materials; 

and 
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Education:  Graduation  from  college  and  completion  of  one 
additional  year  of  graduate  study  in  an  accredited  library 
school. 

Knowledges  and  abilities: 

Thorough  knowledge  of:  library  reference  and  research 
methods;  theory  and  practices  in  processing  library  ma- 
terials. 

Wide  knowledge  of:  library  purposes,  organization, 
trends,  and  procedures. 

General  knowledge  of:  principles  and  techniques  of  per- 
sonnel management  and  supervision;  developments  in  the 
field  of  bibliotherapy. 

Familiarity  with:  public  relations  principles  and  prac- 
tices. Skill  in:  library  reference  and  research  methods. 
Ability  to:  direct  the  work  of  others;  appraise  library  ma- 
terials for  specialists  in  various  subject-matter  fields;  speak 
and  write  effectively;  prepare  budgets  and  reports;  an- 
alyze situations  accurately  and  adopt  an  effective  course 
of  action;  establish  and  maintain  effective  cooperative  rela- 
tions with  those  contacted  in  the  work. 

LIBRARIAN  IV 
Definition : 

Under  general  direction,  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of 
a  major  section  or  function  of  the  State  Library,  or  a  com- 
parable organization  unit  or  departm.ental  library  system  in 
other  State  agencies,  in  either  the  reader  or  technical  serv- 
ice fields;  and  to  do  other  work  as  required. 

Typical  Tasks : 

Plans,  organizes,  and  directs  the  ¥/ork  of  professional  and 
clerical  assistants  in  a  major  section  or  function  of  the 
State  Library  or  comparable  organizational  unit  or  depart- 
mental library  system  in  other  State  agencies;  coordinates 
the  work  of  the  section  with  that  of  other  units  in  the 
library;  reviews  work  and  passes  on  difficult  problems  re- 
lating to  either  reader  or  technical  services;  does  highly 
skilled  and  professional  work  in  connection  with  selecting, 
cataloging,  and  reference  use  of  library  materials,  trains 
and  evaluates  performance  of  employees  and  takes  or  rec- 
ommends appropriate  action;  speaks  before  interested 
groups  on  library  programs  and  problems,  writes  articles 
for  publication,  and  prepares  budgets,  reports,  and  corre- 
spondence. 
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Minimum  Qualifications: 

Either  I 
One  year  of  experience  in  the  California  State  service  as 
a  Librarian  III  or  two  years  as  a  Librarian  11. 

Or  11 
Experience:  Four  years  of  increasingly  responsible  and 
varied  professional  library  experience,  at  least  one  year  of 
which  shall  have  been  comparable  in  responsibility  to  a 
supervising  librarian  in  charge  of  a  small  library  or  subordi- 
nate section  of  a  major  library; 

and 
Education:  Graduation  from  college  and  completion  of  one 
additional  year  of  graduate  study  in  an  accredited  library 
school. 

Knowledges  and  abilities: 

Thorough  knowledge  of:  procedures  and  problems  of  ref- 
erence and  library  research  work  and  library  processing. 

Wide  knowledge  of:  library  purposes,  organization  and 
administration;  principles  and  techniques  of  personnel  man- 
agement and  supervision. 

General  knowledge  of :  economic  and  social  trends  as  they 
relate  to  library  development;  public  relations  principles 
and  practices. 

Skill  in:  library  techniques. 

Ability  to:  anticipate  and  recommend  needed  changes  in 
methods  and  procedures;  plan,  organize,  and  direct  the 
work  of  others;  speak  and  write  effectively  and  prepare 
budgets  and  reports;  analyze  situations  accurately  and 
adopt  an  effective  course  of  action;  establish  and  maintain 
effective  cooperative  relations  with  those  contacted  in  the 
work. 

LIBRARIAN  V 
Definition: 

Under  general  direction,  to  plan  and  direct  the  work  of 
either  the  reader  or  technical  services  of  the  State  Library, 
and  to  assist  the  State  Librarian  and  the  Assistant  State 
Librarian  in  formulating  policies  and  programs;  and  to  do 
other  work  as  required. 

Tj^ical  Tasks: 

As  head  of  either  the  reader  or  technical  services  of  the 
State  Library,  plans,  organizes,  and  directs  the  work  of  the 
various  reader  or  technical  service  sections  of  the  State 
Library  such  as  reference,  circulation,  acquisitions,  catalog, 
blind  and  physically  handicapped,  book  repair,  photo,  and 
property  and  shipping;  coordinates  the  work  of  the  partic- 
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ular  service  with  that  of  other  library  activities;  conducts 
continuing  studies  of  the  organization,  functions,  and  scope 
of  these  services  and  makes  recommendations  on  policy, 
organization,  and  procedural  changes;  consults  with  librar- 
ians from  other  organizations  and  exchanges  ideas  on  new 
services  and  procedures;  assists  in  developing  policy  on 
acquisition  of  library  items  or  collections;  develops  pro- 
grams to  serve  more  effectively  the  library's  clientele;  for- 
mulates programs  for  training  and  more  efficient  use  of  per- 
sonnel, and  assists  in  the  development  of  procedures  for 
workload  measurement,  work  simplification,  and  the  devel- 
opment of  perform.ance  standards;  evaluates  the  perform- 
ance of  employees  and  takes  or  recommends  appropriate 
action;  collaborates  with  the  State  Librarian  and  other 
administrative  personnel  in  the  clarification  of  the  Library's 
long-range  objectives;  represents  the  State  Library,  as  re- 
quired, and  talks  before  interested  groups;  writes  articles 
for  publication  and  prepares  reports,  budgets,  and  corre- 
spondence. 

Minimum  Qualifications: 

Either  I 
One  year  of  experience  in  the  California  State  service  per- 
forming the  duties  of  a  Librarian  IV  or  two  years  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  a  Librarian  III. 

Or  II 
Experience:  Five  years  of  increasingly  responsible  and 
varied  professional  librar}^  experience,  at  least  two  years  of 
which  shall  have  been  comparable  in  responsibility  to  a 
supervising  librarian  in  charge  of  a  major  section  of  a  large 
library  or  a  large  independent  branch  library; 

and 
Education:  Graduation  from  college  and  completion  of  one 
additional  year  of  graduate  study  in  an  accredited  library 
school. 

Knowledges  and  abilities: 

Thorough  knowledge  of:  theory  and  practice  of  library 
science  in  both  reader  and  technical  service  fields;  library 
purposes,  organization,  administration,  procedures  and  fi- 
nance. 

Wide  knowledge  of:  library  literature  and  standard  ref- 
erence works  in  various  subject-matter  fields;  problems 
involved  in  the  various  phases  of  library  methods  and  pro- 
cedures ;  public  relations  principles  and  practices ;  principles 
and  techniques  of  personnel  management  and  supervision. 

General  knowledge  of:  economic  and  social  trends  in 
California  as  they  relate  to  library  development. 
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Ability  to:  anticipate  and  recommend  needed  changes  in 
methods  and  procedures;  plan,  organize,  and  direct  the 
work  of  others;  speak  and  v/rite  effectively  and  prepare 
budgets  and  reports;  analyze  situations  accurately  and 
adopt  an  effective  course  of  action;  establish  and  maintain 
effective  cooperative  relations  with  those  contacted  in  the 
course  of  the  work. 

LIBRARY  CONSULTANT 
Definition: 

Under  general  direction  of  the  State  Librarian,  to  advise 
and  consult  with  county  and  local  librarians  on  the  develop- 
ment and  coordination  of  library  programs  and  the  solutions 
of  library  problems;  to  make  library  studies  and  surveys 
and  to  recommend  improvements;  and  to  do  other  work  as 
required. 

Typical  Tasks: 

Acts  as  consultant  to  local  agencies  on  library  organiza- 
tion and  administration;  makes  library  surveys  and  evalu- 
ates library  administrative  policies ;  collects  information  and 
gives  advice  regarding  library  practices  and  procedures, 
organization,  housing  and  equipment;  conducts  individual 
surveys  and  studies  of  libraries  and  recommends  effective 
methods  of  operation  in  regard  to  book  collection,  personnel, 
housing,  financial  support,  and  library  administration;  in- 
spects county  libraries  as  required  by  law  and  reports  find- 
ings to  the  State  Librarian ;  attends  library  and  other  public 
conferences  as  consultant,  adviser,  or  speaker;  develops 
and  conducts  in-service  training  programs  and  holds  work- 
shops and  institutes;  advises  individuals,  civic  groups,  and 
local  authorities  on  legal  and  professional  matters  relating 
to  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  county  free  li- 
braries, answers  inquiries  concerning  the  application  and 
interpretation  of  California  law  as  it  pertains  to  libraries; 
prepares  correspondence  and  articles  for  publication;  sub- 
mits reports  on  field  activities. 

Minimum  Qualifications: 

Experience:  Five  years  of  increasingly  responsible  pro- 
fessional library  experience,  at  least  two  years  of  which 
shall  have  been  in  an  administrative  or  supervisory  capacity. 
(Additional  graduate  study,  other  than  the  required  one 
year  in  library  school,  may  be  substituted  for  a  maximum 
of  two  years  of  the  nonspecialized  experience  on  a  year-for- 
year  basis.) 
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and 

Education:  Graduation  from  college  and  completion  of  one 
additional  year  of  graduate  study  in  an  accredited  library 
school. 

Knowledges  and  abilities: 

Thorough  knowledge  of:  library  purposes,  organization, 
administration,  procedures,  and  finance;  provisions  of  the 
Education  Code  of  California  and  other  laws  relating  to 
California  libraries. 

Wide  knowledge  of:  current  California  public  library 
standards;  economic  and  social  trends  in  California  as  they 
relate  to  library  services;  factors  involved  in  community 
organization. 

General  knowledge  of:  public  relations  channels. 

Working  knowledge  of:  survey  technique. 

Ability  to:  relate  library  services  to  the  community; 
assist  librarians  in  utilizing  public  relations  channels ;  make 
library  studies  and  surveys;  gather,  organize  and  give  in- 
formation on  library  techniques,  procedures,  personnel  man- 
agement, housing,  and  equipment;  speak  and  write  effec- 
tively; prepare  budgets,  reports,  and  correspondence;  ana- 
lyze situations  accurately  and  adopt  an  effective  course  of 
action. 

and 
Special    personal    characteristic:     Willingness    to    travel 
throughout  the  State. 

LAW  LIBRARIAN 
Definition: 

Under  general  direction,  to  organize,  supervise,  and  main- 
tain the  libraries  of  the  Department  of  Justice  or  to  plan 
and  direct  the  work  of  the  Law  Library  of  the  State  Li- 
brary; to  perform  difficult  legal  reference  and  research 
work;  to  do  difficult  work  involved  in  the  acquisition  and 
use  of  legal  materials;  to  assist  in  formulating  library 
policies  and  programs  and  to  do  other  work  as  required. 

Typical  Tasks: 

Organizes  and  supervises  a  large  law  library;  establishes 
and  maintains  a  comprehensive  catalog  and  other  indexes 
to  the  material  in  the  libraries;  orders,  processes,  and  con- 
trols the  withdrawal  of  library  materials;  prepares  budget 
estimates  and  justifications;  performs  difficult  legal  refer- 
ence and  research  work;  conducts  continuing  studies  of  and 
makes  and  implements  recommendations  regarding  the  or- 
ganization, functions,  and  scope  of  the  law  library  services; 
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assists  in  formulating  library  policies  and  programs ;  locates 
required  materials  in  other  libraries  and  arranges  inter- 
library  loans;  directs  the  maintenance  of  library  materials 
including  binding,  continuation  of  serials  and  sets,  and  col- 
lection of  library  materials;  directs  the  indexing  of  pub- 
lications including  the  Opinions  of  the  Attorney  General; 
establishes  and  maintains  a  circulation  system;  supervises 
and  trains  library  staff  in  all  elements  of  library  technique; 
trains  and  assists  individuals  in  the  use  of  library  materials; 
collects,  prepares,  and  circulates  bibliographies;  prepares 
and  revises  citations  to  laws  of  other  states  on  special  sub- 
jects; collects  miscellaneous  legal  reference  material  from 
various  sources;  consults  with  local  law  libraries  and  speaks 
before  interested  groups;  dictates  correspondence  and  pre- 
pares reports. 

Minimum  Qualifications: 

Experience:  Two  years  of  experience  as  a  professional 
law  librarian; 

and 
Education :  Equivalent  to  graduation  from  a  recognized  law 
school  and  possession  of  a  degree  or  a  certificate  showing 
completion  of  one  year  of  graduate  study  in  an  accredited 
library  school. 

Knowledges  and  abilities: 

Thorough  knowledge  of:  principles  and  practices  of  law 
library  work;  legal  reference  work,  procedure,  and  prob- 
lems. 

Wide  knowledge  of:  law  books,  publishers,  periodicals, 
and  other  legal  reference  material;  library  purposes,  organ- 
ization, and  procedure. 

General  knowledge  of:  methods  and  problems  of  legal 
research;  principles  and  techniques  of  personnel  manage- 
ment and  supervision. 

Ability  to:  direct  the  work  of  others;  do  difficult  legal 
reference  and  research  work;  speak  and  write  effectively  and 
prepare  budgets  and  reports;  analyze  situations  accurately 
and  take  effective  action;  establish  and  maintain  coopera- 
tive relations  with  those  contacted  in  the  work. 

CALIFORNIA  STATE  CIVIL  SERVICE 

California  State  Civil  Service  for  employees  has  as  its 
purpose: 

(a)  To  facilitate  the  operation  of  Article  XXIV  of  the 
Constitution. 
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(b)  To  promote  and  increase  economy  and  efficiency  in  the 
State  service. 

(c)  To  provide  a  comprehensive  personnel  system  for  the 
State  civil  service,  wherein: 

( 1 )  Positions  involving  comparable  duties  and  respon- 
sibilities are  similarly  classified  and  compensated. 

(2)  Appointm.ents  are  based  upon  merit  and  fitness  as- 
certained through  practical  and  competitive  ex- 
amination. 

(3)  State  civil  service  employment  is  made  a  career  by 
providing  for  security  of  tenure  and  the  advance- 
ment of  employees  within  the  service  insofar  as 
consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

(4)  The  rights  and  interests  of  the  State  civil  service 
employees  are  given  consideration  insofar  as  con- 
sistent with  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

( 5 )  A  high  morale  is  developed  among  State  civil  serv- 
ice employees  by  providing  adequately  for  leaves 
of  absence,  vacations,  and  other  considerations  for 
the  general  welfare  of  employees. 

(6)  Tenure  of  civil  service  employment  is  subject  to 
good  behavior,  efficiency,  the  necessity  of  the  per- 
formance of  the  work,  and  the  appropriation  of 
sufficient  funds. 

(California  Government  Code.  Section  18500.) 

California  State  Government  policy  provides  a  basis  of 
impartiality  and  objectivity  for  promotional  advancement 
in  the  State  merit  system,  stating  in  part  that  each  depart- 
ment "shall  encourage  .  .  .  promotional  advancement  of 
employees  showing  willingness  and  ability  to  perform  effi- 
ciently services  assigned  to  them  and  every  person  in  State 
service  shall  be  permitted  to  advance  according  to  merit  and 
ability."  (California  Government  Code.  Section  18951.) 

STATE  LIBRARIAN  AND  ASSISTANT  STATE  LIBRARIAN 

"There  is  in  the  Department  of  Education  the  Division  of 
Libraries."   (California  Education  Code.   Section   27001.) 

"The  division  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  chief  who  shall  be  a 
technically  trained  librarian  and  shall  be  known  as  the 
'State  Librarian.' "  (California  Education  Code.  Section 
27002.) 

"The  State  Librarian  may  appoint  an  assistant  who  shall 
be  a  civil  executive  officer."  (California  Education  Code. 
Section  27006.) 

The  State  Librarian  is  appointed  by  the  Governor  and 
the  office  is  held  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Governor.  (California 
Government  Code.  Sections  1300,  1301,  1322.) 
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The  positions  of  State  Librarian  and  Assistant  State  Li- 
brarian are  State  Civil  Service — Merit  System  exempt. 
(California  Constitution.  Art.  XXIV  Sec.  4  (Amend. 
1934.)) 

L42  Educational  or  Training  Programs. 

Government  Code  Section  19450  provides  for  a  plan  by 
which  State  agencies  may  assign  employees  to  specialized 
training  for  which  they  may  be  paid  salary,  tuition  fees, 
and  other  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with 
such  training.  State  Personnel  Board  Rules  listed  in  1.42  8. 
Appendix  give  conditions  under  which  specialized  training 
is  possible. 

This  policy  statement  applies  to  all  divisions  of  the  De- 
partment, including  the  special  schools,  California  Indus- 
tries for  the  Blind,  State  Library,  California  Maritime 
Academy. 

1.  Intent  to  Use. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  intends  to  partici- 
pate in  a  plan  for  specialized  training  in  those  instances 
where  in-service  training  programs  are  not  available  or 
appropriate.  The  following  needs  would  be  met  by  spe- 
cialized training: 

a.  To  provide  for  needed  knowledge  and  skills  that  can- 
not be  acquired  through  in-service  training  available 
in  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

b.  To  improve  the  quality  of  performance  of  personnel. 

c.  To  improve  the  services  within  the  Department  and 
to  the  educational  institutions,  communities,  and  in- 
dividuals served  by  the  Department. 

d.  To  provide  skills  and  knowledge  which  the  employee 
normally  would  not  be  expected  to  have  on  the  sub- 
ject matter  prior  to  appointment  to  his  present  posi- 
tion. 

e.  To  provide  the  necessary  knowledge  and  skills  to  an 
employee  in  order  to  accomplish  reassignment  to  a 
position  where  no  qualified  candidates  are  available. 

f.  To  provide  personnel  with  the  information  regarding 
new  developments  and  trends  where  this  information 
is  not  readily  available  through  the  usual  channels  of 
communication  found  in  the  profession. 

g.  To  provide  for  more  economical  and  efficient  opera- 
tion. 
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2.  Conditions  Necessitating  the  Use  of  Specialized 
Training. 

Specialized  training  offers  a  means  of  meeting  the  needs 
of  the  increasingly  complex  and  continuously  changing 
field  of  education.  New  or  improved  skills  and  knowledge 
create  a  need  for  additional  training  for  the  following 
reasons : 

a.  The  Department's  role  of  leadership  and  guidance 
and  the  provision  of  services  and  consultation  require 
that  its  key  personnel  continuously  be  in  the  forefront 
of  all  changing  conditions.  This  requires  participation 
in  programs  individually  or  jointly  sponsored  by  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education,  professional  organizations, 
businesses,  and  governmental  agencies. 

b.  Formal  educational  programs  offered  by  institutions 
and  in-service  training  within  the  Department  do  not 
necessarily  prepare  personnel  for  specific  assignments. 
It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  expand  and  enrich  the 
educational  background  of  personnel  so  that  they  may 
fulfill  the  unique  requirements  of  their  positions. 

c.  Job  enlargment,  replacement  planning  of  key  person- 
nel and  the  need  for  improvement  of  employee  per- 
formance in  present  positions  require  a  specialized 
training  program. 

3.  Conditions   of  Assignment  to   Specialized  Training. 

Assignment  to  specialized  training  may  be  made  when 
the  request  meets  the  following  requirement: 

a.  Be  of  necessary  and  direct  value  to  the  State  and 
relevant  to  the  employee's  general  field  of  work. 

b.  Be  limited  to  knowledge  and  skills  that  cannot  be 
acquired  in  available  in-service  training. 

c.  Cover  subject  matter  not  sufficiently  or  recently  en- 
compassed in  the  employee's  previous  education  and 
experience  or  which  the  employee  normally  would 
not  be  expected  to  know  prior  to  appointment  to  his 
present  position  or  in  the  event  of  a  position  being 
upgraded. 

d.  Where  the  prescribed  "specialized  training  agree- 
ments" have  been  accepted  and  signed  by  the  person 
taking  the  specialized  training. 

e.  Where  the  specialized  training  meets  the  following 
requirements: 
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( 1 )  Any  course,  institute,  workshop,  conference,  sem- 
inar, or  symposium  offered  solely  by  an  accred- 
ited university,  college,  or  other  educational  fa- 
cility v/ill  be  considered  specialized  training 
unless  the  agency  points  out  some  special  fea- 
ture which  they  feel  excludes  it  from  the  special- 
ized training  category. 

(2)  Any  course,  institute,  workshop,  conference,  sem- 
inar, or  symposium  sponsored  jointly  by  an  ac- 
credited university,  college,  or  other  educational 
facility  and  one  or  more  associations,  societies,  or 
organizations  v/ill  be  considered  specialized  train- 
ing unless  the  official  description  of  events  indi- 
cates the  meeting  to  be  primarily  for  purposes 
other  than  specialized  training. 

(3)  Any  course,  institute,  workshop,  conference,  sem- 
inar, or  symposium  sponsored  by  an  association, 
society,  or  organization  outside  of  the  State  serv- 
ice and  whose  official  description,  objectives,  or 
program  reflects  planned  activity  designed  pri- 
marily to  educate  or  train  the  participants  in  a 
special  subject-m_atter  area  will  be  considered 
specialized  training. 

(4)  Where  the  employee  has  educational  benefits 
which  will  accrue  directly  to  the  State  as  the  pri- 
mary objective  for  attendance  and  the  appoint- 
ing power  approves  the  program,  as  one  which 
fulfills  this  objective. 

(5)  Institutes,  conferences,  conventions,  or  meetings 
will  not  be  considered  specialized  training  when 
their  program  agenda,  or  expressed  objectives 
appear  to  be  designed  to  provide  primarily  for: 

(a)  Enhancement  of  professional  relationships. 

(b)  A  general  sharing  of  experiences  and  broad- 
ening of  understandings. 

(c)  Exploration  of  problems  particular  to  the 
sponsoring  organization  and  profession. 

(d)  Operational  purposes,  such  as  public  rela- 
tions, recruiting,  planning,  etc. 

f.  Only  those  courses  and  programs  directly  related  to 
the  employee's  job  performance  will  be  authorized 
for  payment  of  fees,  tuition,  supplies  and  books. 
Courses  required  by  an  institution  of  higher  learning 
as  part  of  a  degree  or  a  diploma  sequence  that  are  not 
directly  related  to  job  performance  will  not  receive 
authorization  for  payment  of  the  above-mentioned 
fees. 
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Relationsliip  of  Specialized  Training  to  the  Agency's 
Total  Training  Plan. 

Specialized  training  ma,y  provide  needed  technical,  sci- 
entific, and  management  training  not  available  in  regular 
on-the-job  training.  Specialized  training  will  not  be  given 
when  the  need  for  new  skills,  attitudes,  and  knowledges 
can  be  met  as  effectively  and  more  economically  by 
some  other  approach,  as  in-service  training. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  positions  in  the  Depart- 
ment for  which  in-service  training  programs  would  not 
be  necessarily  appropriate.  Uniqueness  of  individual  as- 
signments and  the  fact  that  there  are  a  number  of  posi- 
tions in  the  Department  where  there  is  only  one  em- 
ployee in  a  specialized  field  may  necessitate  the  use  of 
specialized  training. 

Responsibilities  of  the  Administration  for  Specialized 

Training. 

Determination  of  the  need  for  specialized  training  will  be 

the  responsibility  of  the  division  chief  involved. 

a.  The  usual  processes  used  in  the  establishment  of  tra- 
vel budgets  and  justifications  are  to  be  utilized  with 
the  exception  of  the  following: 

(1)  The  processing  of  the  specialized  training  agree- 
ments with  the  employee  will  be  handled  initially 
by  the  bureau  chief,  or  chief  administrative  offi- 
cer of  an  institution. 

(2)  An  annual  plan  for  specialized  training  will  be 
submitted  by  each  unit  of  the  Department  as  a 
part  of  the  usual  budget  process,  if  the  unit  in- 
tends to  use  specialized  training. 

(3)  Each  division  will  submit  to  the  Director  of  Edu- 
cation an  annual  report  of  the  past  year's  spe- 
cialized training  program,  if  the  division  has  used 
specialized  training  during  the  year. 

b.  Priority  of  specialized  training  requests  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  division  chief  involved.  When  a  priority 
determination  regarding  specialized  training  requests 
from  different  divisions  must  be  made,  the  matter  will 
be  referred  to  the  Director  of  Education  for  his  con- 
sideration and  determination. 

c.  Determination  of  what  constitutes  a  full-time  training 
schedule  or  ¥/hat  percentage  of  a  work  day  is  to  be 
credited  for  salary  when  the  employee  is  engaged  in 
specialized  training  will  be  made  initially  at  the  bu- 
reau or  agency  chief  level 
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d.  No  salary  compensation  for  specialized  training  will 
be  allowed  for  training  received  after  the  regular 
working  hours  except  in  those  cases  where  training 
takes  place  during  the  employee's  vacation  period  or 
during  absence  charged  to  compensating  time  off.  All 
allowable  expenses  other  than  salary  may  be  author- 
ized for  after-v/orking-hours  training  (see  section  7b). 

e.  Determination  of  the  need  for  specialized  training  will 
be  made  in  accordance  with  the  following  criteria: 

(1)  Origin  of  Need — The  over-all  needs  of  the 
agency  or  bureau  will  be  given  first  consideration 
in  determining  assignment  to  specialized  training: 

(a)  Staff  Development. 

1)  Broader  or  changed  job  assignments. 

2)  Development  of  key  personnel  or  their 
replacements. 

3)  More  effective  or  efficient  work  at  pres- 
ent job  assignments. 

(b)  New  Developments. 

1 )  As  a  result  of  technological,  sociological, 
or  economic  change. 

2)  To  be  explored  in  order  to  maintain 
leadership  in  the  field. 

3)  Result  of  legislative  action  and  govern- 
mental rulings. 

(2)  Order  of  Importance — Second  consideration  will 
be  determined  by  the  impact  such  specialized 
training  might  have  upon  the  administrative 
unit  of  the  Department.  In  general,  the  following 
considerations  will  govern  in  the  determination 
of  priority: 

(a)  Training  affecting  over-all  unit  or  bureau 
operations  or  a  major  program  function  or 
operation. 

(b)  Training  affecting  a  lesser  program  function 
or  operation. 

(c)  Training  affecting  individual  performance 
w^ith  priority  to  the  individual  whose  posi- 
tion would  help  the  training  contribute  most 
to  agency  or  bureau  performance. 

(3)  Selection  for  Training — In  assigning  employees 
to  specialized  training,  consideration  will  be 
given  to: 

(a)  Their  qualifications  for  the  training, 

(b)  Their  ability  to  benefit  from  the  training. 
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(c)  The  continuing  contribution  training  given 
to  the  individual  would  make  to  the  organ- 
ization. 

Key  Classes  of  Personnel  Eligible  for  Full-time  Spe- 
cialized Training. 

Assignments  of  personnel  to  full-time  specialized  train- 
ing for  more  than  30  working  days  and  a  period  not  to 
exceed  one  year's  duration  will  be  made  initially  from 
the  following  categories : 

a.  Professional  employees  at  the  level  of  Field  Repre- 
sentative or  Consultant  or  higher  and  including  Coun- 
selors, 

b.  Professional  library  staff  members  at  the  level  of  Li- 
brarian II  or  higher. 

c.  Administrative,  technical,  or  supervisory  personnel. 
Assignment  of  personnel  to  short-term  specialized 
training  of  30  working  days  or  less,  part-time  assign- 
ments, and  assignments  after  working  hours  may  be 
made  from  the  classifications  listed  above  or  other 
classifications  within  the  Department. 

Special  Conditions   and  Limitations  for  Specialized 

Training. 

a.  Sabbatical  leaves  as  defined  by  Education  Code  Sec- 
tions 20383  and  20383.5  are  not  to  be  construed  as 
specialized  training.  The  sabbatical  leave  program  is 
entirely  different  and  separate. 

b.  Specialized  training  m.ay  be  authorized  and  payments 
made  accordingly  when  the  employee  is  on  vacation 
or  during  absence  charged  to  compensating  time  off 
and  taking  an  approved  training  program.. 

c.  Changes  in  assignment  of  personnel  or  funds  budg- 
eted for  specialized  training  will  be  submitted  to  the 
division  chief  at  least  45  days  prior  to  making  any 
assignments  which  deviate  from  previously  made 
plans. 

Appendix 

State  Personnel  Board  Rules, 
a.  Definitions: 

(a)  "Specialized  training"  means  training  given  for 
the  purpose  of  meeting  agency  needs  for  scien- 
tific, technical,  professional  and  management 
skills  that  shall: 
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(1)  be  of  necessary  and  direct  value  to  the  State 
and  relevant  to  the  employee's  general  field 
of  work; 

(2)  be  limited  to  knowledge  and  skills  that  can- 
not be  acquired  in  available  in-service  train- 
ing; 

(3)  cover  subject  matter  not  sufficiently  or  re- 
cently encompassed  in  the  employee's  pre- 
vious education  and  experience  or  which  the 
employee  normally  would  not  be  expected 
to  know  prior  to  appointment  to  this  present 
position. 

(b)  "Emiployee"  means  a  permanent  or  probationary 
civil  service  or  exempt  employee  who  has  been 
designated  for  specialized  training  by  an  appoint- 
ing power. 

(c)  "Full-time  assignment"  means  an  assignment  to 
specialized  training  for  a  period  of  more  than  30 
working  days. 

(d)  ''Short-term  assignment"  means  an  assignment 
to  specialized  training,  such  as  seminars,  short 
courses,  educational  conferences,  and  institutes 
for  a  period  of  30  working  days  or  less. 

(e)  'Tart-timie  assignm.ent"  means  an  assignm.ent  to 
specialized  training  during  a  part  of  the  em- 
ployee's regular  working  hours. 

(f)  "Assignment  after  working  hours"  means  an  as- 
signment to  specialized  training  outside  of  the 
employee's  regular  working  hours. 

b.  Payment  of  salary,  tuition,   and   other  necessary 
expense. 

Salary  paym.ent  and  reimbursement  of  tuition  and 
other  related  expenses  advanced  by  the  employee  may 
be  authorized  as  follows: 

(a)  Full-time  educational  assignment.  The  em- 
ployee may  receive  his  regular  salary  during  the 
period  of  assignment.  In  special  instances,  the 
appointing  power,  in  the  interest  of  equity,  may 
authorize  reimbursement  for  all  or  part  of  the 
cost  of  related  travel  expense,  tuition,  supplies, 
and  other  fees  upon  satisfactory  completion  of 
the  course. 

(b)  Short-term  assignm.ent.  The  employee  may  re- 
ceive his  regular  salary  during  the  period  of  as- 
signment and  miay  be  reim.bursed  for  all  or  part 
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of  the  cost  of  related  travel  expense,  tuition,  sup- 
plies, and  other  fees  upon  satisfactory  comple- 
tion of  the  course. 

(c)  Part-time  assignment.  The  employee  may  receive 
his  regular  salary  during  the  period  of  assign- 
ment and  may  be  reimbursed  for  all  or  a  part 
of  the  cost  of  tuition,  supplies,  and  other  fees 
upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  course.  In 
special  instances,  when  the  distance  to  be  tra- 
veled or  other  conditions  warrant,  the  appointing 
power  may  also  authorize  the  payment  of  all  or 
a  part  of  the  cost  of  related  travel, 

(d)  Assignment  after  working  hours.  The  employee 
may  be  reimbursed  for  all  or  a  part  of  the  cost  of 
tuition,  supplies,  and  other  fees  upon  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  course.  In  special  instances, 
when  the  distance  to  be  traveled  or  other  condi- 
tions warrant,  the  appointing  pov/er  may  also 
authorize  the  payment  of  all  or  a  part  of  the  cost 
of  related  travel. 

(e)  Uncompleted  assignments.  The  employee  or  his 
estate  may  be  reimbursed  for  all  of  the  cost  of 
related  travel  expense,  tuition,  supplies  and  other 
fees  if  a  specialized  training  assignment  is  termi- 
nated prior  to  completion  either  ( 1 )  at  the  con- 
venience of  the  State,  provided  that  the  training 
facility  reports  satisfactory  performance  by  the 
employee  in  the  prescribed  course  of  study  dur- 
ing the  course  of  assignment,  or  (2)  because  of 
death,  prolonged  illness,  disabihty  or  similar 
eventuality  beyond  the  control  of  the  employee 
as  determined  by  the  appointing  power. 

c.  Employee  Obligations  and  Agreements. 

Each  employee  assigned  to  specialized  training  shall 
agree  to  the  following: 

(a)  To  maintain  a  continuously  satisfactory  perform- 
ance in  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

(b)  Except  for  assignment  after  working  hours,  to 
reimburse  the  State  for  training  expense,  other 
than  salaries  and  wages,  paid  to  him  by  the  State, 
if  he  does  not  continue  employment  with  the 
State  after  completion  of  the  training  assignment 
for  a  period  of  six  months  or  twice  the  period  of 
training,  whichever  is  greater.  Such  reimburse- 
ment to  the  State  shall  be  made  within  two  years 
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after  separation  from  State  service  and  shall  be 
for  an  amount  proportionate  to  the  uncompleted 
period  of  service  specified. 

d.  Training  Policy  and  Plan. 

Before  assigning  employees  to  training,  each  agency 
shall: 

(a)  Submit  a  statement  of  policy  on  training, 

(b)  Prepare  a  training  plan  for  the  fiscal  year  in 
which  the  training  is  to  be  given. 

e.  Annual  Report. 

An  annual  report  which  gives  information  covering 
participation  of  employees  in  training  and  the  cost  of 
tuition  fees  and  other  necessary  expenses  paid,  shall 
be  submitted  by  the  agency. 

f.  Library  Scholarship  and  Internship  Program. 

Strengthening  the  staffs  of  libraries  in  the  State 
through  recruitment  and  training  activities  of  non- 
State  Library  personnel  is  another  type  of  training 
program  sponsored  by  the  State  Library.  The  scholar- 
ship program  for  graduate  study  is  designed  to  recruit 
young  people  into  library  work  in  California. 

The  scholarships  for  graduate  study  are  awarded 
to  assist  outstanding  candidates  throughout  the  State 
to  obtain  professional  library  education  and  then  to 
return  to  their  own  communities  to  work  after  grad- 
uation. Scholarship  recipients  must  be  accepted  by  an 
accredited  library  school,  must  complete  their  study 
during  the  academic  year,  and  must  agree  to  work  in 
a  library  in  the  State  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two 
years. 

The  purpose  of  the  internship  program  is  to  provide 
the  opportunity  for  practical  library  experience  on  a 
high  pre-professional  level  to  college  students  who  are 
potential  recruits  to  the  library  profession.  Interns 
are  employed  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  months 
after  careful  screening  of  applicant  libraries  to  ascer- 
tain adequate  supervision  and  after  careful  screening 
of  candidates. 

Both  training  programs  are  intended  to  recruit  per- 
sonnel for  library  school  and  help  libraries  by  sup- 
plementing their  regular  staff,  thus,  increasing  the 
administrative  knowledge  and  the  skill  of  library  per- 
sonnel throughout  the  State  so  they  will  be  better 
equipped  to  extend  the  services  of  their  libraries. 
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g.  Training  and  Educational  Cost  and  Federal  Funds. 

All  or  any  part  of  educational  or  training  costs  of 
any  library  personnel  paid  with  funds  provided  under 
the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  shall  be 
credited  to  the  Federal  Government  should  personnel 
fail  to  comply  with  the  State  agency's  terms  and  con- 
ditions. 

This  shall  apply  to  all  educational  or  training  costs 
paid  with  funds  provided  under  the  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act  regardless  of  whether  the  per- 
sonnel is  employed  by  the  State  Agency. 

L5  Custody  of  funds. 

1.51  Receipt  and  safeguarding  of  Federal  funds. 

Funds  will  be  received  by  the  State  Treasurer  at  the  State 
Capitol,  Room  121,  Sacramento,  California  95809.  Under 
the  provisions  of  Section  16371  and  16372  of  the  Govern- 
ment Code,  those  funds  will  be  deposited  in  a  trust  account 
known  as  the  Special  Deposit  Fund,  maintained  by  the 
State  Treasurer,  and  they  may  be  withdrawn  to  fulfill  the 
purposes  of  the  trust. 

1.52  Use  of  Federal  funds. 

All  Federal  funds  received  under  the  provisions  of  the  Li- 
brary Services  and  Construction  Act  will  be  expended  solely 
for  the  purposes  for  which  granted.  Any  funds  not  so  ex- 
pended, including  funds  lost  or  diverted  to  other  purposes 
will  be  paid  to  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education. 

Interest  will  not  be  earned  on  Federal  funds  received  by 
California  under  the  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act  and  deposited  in  the  Special  Deposit  Fund. 

1.6  Disbursement  of  funds. 

1.61  Basis  of  disbursement  of  funds.  State  funds  will  be  paid 
to  participating  agencies  under  the  Plan  on  only  the  basis 
of  reimbursement  for  actual  expenditures  already  made. 

1.62  Title  of  disbursing  officer.  The  officers  in  the  State  who 
will  certify  the  payment  of  any  funds  under  the  Plan  prior 
to  disbursement  are :  The  Fiscal  Officer  or  Assistant  Fiscal 
Officer,  Department  of  Education. 

1.7  State  fiscal  control  and  accounting  procedures. 

1.71  State  law  and  practice  provide  as  follows  for  the  receipt, 
safeguarding,  and  accounting  for  Federal  funds  which  are 
received  by  the  State: 
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Federal  funds  received  by  California  are  deposited  in  the 
State  Treasury  to  five  accounts  (one  for  each  of  Title  I,  II, 
III  and  one  for  each  part  of  Title  IV)  in  the  Special  Deposit 
Fund.  The  State  Controller  is  furnished  with  a  summary 
by  the  agency  responsible  for  the  use  of  the  funds,  of  the 
conditions  upon  which  the  funds  are  given  to  the  State,  and 
as  claims  are  made  against  the  money,  the  Controller  re- 
views them  as  to  the  propriety  of  charging  them  against  the 
account.  The  Controller,  upon  finding  that  a  claim  is  proper, 
issues  a  warrant  or  draft  on  the  Treasury.  Summary  records 
of  transactions  are  maintained  by  the  Controller;  detailed 
accounts  are  kept  by  the  State  agency  responsible  for  the 
use  of  the  money.  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  are  set  forth 
in  the  California  Government  Code,  Sections  12320-12331; 
those  of  the  Controller  in  Sections  12410  to  12478.  The 
administrative  manual  issued  by  the  California  Department 
of  General  Services,  Sections  6000-9999,  prescribes  fiscal 
procedures  to  be  followed  by  State  agencies. 

The  following  fiscal  terms  if  used  in  State  fiscal  regula- 
tions and  practice  are  defined  and  interpreted  as  follows : 

Encumbrance:  An  approved  expenditure,  not  yet  paid. 

Obligation:  Same  as  encumbrance. 

Disbursement:  Not  used. 

Expenditure:  That  a  claim  has  been  filed  against  an  ap- 
propriation, or  fund  in  the  State  Treasury,  and  paid 
through  issuance  of  a  State  warrant. 

The  fiscal  years  for  State  and  local  units  participating  in 
the  Plan  are  as  follows : 

State:  July  1-June  30 

Participating  local  units:  July  1-June  30. 

State  law  or  regulation  provides  as  follows  with  regard  to 
allocation  of  expenditures  to  different  fiscal  years  when 
obligations  carry  from  one  fiscal  year  to  another : 

In  the  California  State  Government,  expenditures  are  al- 
located to  that  fiscal  year  in  which  the  encumbrances  are 
made.  CaHfornia  Government  Code,  Section  16304,  states, 
in  part: 

"An  appropriation  shall  be  deemed  to  be  encumbered  at  the 
time  and  to  the  extent  that  a  valid  obligation  against  the 
appropriation  is  created." 

Local  funds  expended  under  the  Plan  are  spent  through 
city  or  county  treasurers  and  a  full  accounting  of  such  ex- 
penditures is  sent  to  the  State  Library. 
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1.72  Accounting  basis  and  authority. 

State  accounts  are  on:  An  obligation  basis  (encumbrance). 

Local  law  or  regulation  provides  as  follows  with  regard 
to  allocation  of  expenditures  to  different  fiscal  years  when 
obligations  carry  from  one  fiscal  year  to  another : 

Such  information  will  be  provided  for  each  approved 
project  and  will  be  submitted  as  a  part  of  the  application, 
e.g.: 

Local  accounts  are  on :  a  cash  basis ;  an  accrual  basis ;  an 
obligation  basis;  (Strike  out  inapplicable  phrase  or 
phrases) . 

Such  information  will  be  provided  for  each  approved 
project  and  will  be  submitted  with  the  project. 

A  six  months  period  of  time  is  allowed  for  liquidating 
obligations. 

1.73  Assurance  of  adequacy  of  records. 

Complete  records  of  all  expenditures,  reports  and  local 
and  State  audits  shall  be  maintained  by  the  State  agency. 
These  records  and  documents  will  be  adequate  for  an  accu- 
rate and  expeditious  audit. 

1.74  Location  and  availability  of  records. 

The  official  State  accounts  showing  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments under  the  approved  State  Plan  will  be  maintained 
by  the  following  agency: 

The  Fiscal  Office  of  the  California  State  Department  of 
Education,  721  Capitol  Avenue,  Sacramento,  California 
95809.  (These  accounts  will  be  available  for  Federal  audit.) 

The  various  fiscal  documents  which  will  verify  the  in- 
formation shown  in  the  official  State  accounts  will  be  located 
as  follows: 

Fiscal  Office,  California  State  Department  of  Education, 
721  Capitol  Avenue,  Sacramento,  California  95809.  The 
State  Controller  also  maintains  files  of  these  materials. 

1.75  Audit  of  expenditures. 

State  audit  of  State  accounts. 

The  accounts  of  the  California  State  Library  are  audited  by 
California  State  Department  of  Finance  and  the  Auditor 
General.  These  audits  will  be  made  at  least  every  two  years 
and  copies  of  such  audits  will  be  available  in  the  Office 
of  the  State  agency.  Annual  reports  to  fulfill  the  require- 
ments of  sec.  130.89  of  the  Regulations  will  be  filed  each 
year.  Pre-audits  and  post-audits  of  the  financial  accounts 
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of  the  State  Library  are  continuous  with  the  State  Library, 
the  Fiscal  Office,  Department  of  Education,  and  in  the  Office 
of  the  Controller. 

Audit  of  participating  agencies'  accounts. 

The  accounts  of  the  participating  agencies  will  be  audited 
by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant.  These  audits 
will  be  made  when  the  project  is  completed  and  copies  of 
such  audits  will  be  available  in  the  Office  of  the  State  agency. 
Local  agencies  participating  in  the  State  Plan  will  be  sub- 
ject to  audit  or  review  as  follows: 

A  local  independent  audit  will  be  required  and  copies 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  State  Librarian. 

L76  The  Fiscal  control  and  accounting  procedures. 

See  1.71  of  the  State  Plan. 

Construction  projects  are  undertaken  through  contract 
between  the  State  agency  and  the  local  governing  body. 
Supervision  of  the  project  to  determine  that  all  regulations 
are  met  is  provided  by  an  agent  of  the  State  Library.  Funds 
(both  local  and  Federal)  are  deposited  with  the  city  or 
county  treasurer.  Disbursements  by  county  officials  are 
controlled  by  State  Law:  California  Government  Code. 
Sees.  29600-29878,  disbursement  by  city  officials  by  State 
Law:  Cahfornia  Government  Code.  Sees.  53910-53914.  An 
audit  by  a  certified  public  accountant  will  be  made  at  the 
completion  of  each  project,  prior  to  the  final  payment  of 
funds.  Construction  projects  are  on  an  obligation  basis. 

1.8  Reports.  It  is  agreed  that  the  California  State  Library  will 
make  and  submit  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education  the  reports 
described  in  section  130.89  of  the  Regulations  and  will  maintain 
records  in  support  thereof  as  required  under  section  130.85  of 
the  Regulations. 

1.9  Amendment.  The  California  State  Plan  will  be  amended  when- 
ever necessary  to  reflect  any  material  changes  in  library  pro- 
grams provided  for  in  the  Plan,  any  pertinent  changes  in  State 
law,  or  any  changes  in  the  organization  of,  operations  of,  or 
policies  and  methods  of  administration  to  be  followed  by,  the 
State  agency.  All  amendments  will  be  submitted  and  certified  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  State  Plan. 
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2.0  Public  library  services,  Title  I. 

2.1  Policies,  methods  and  purposes.  Following  are  the  general 
aims  and  policies  which  will  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Library 
administrative  agency  assure  the  use  of  funds  under  the  State 
Plan  to  maximum  advantage  in  the  further  extension  of  public 
library  services  to  areas  without  such  services  or  with  inadequate 
services;  included  are  the  criteria  used  to  determine  which  areas 
are  "without  public  library  service"  or  "have  inadequate  service." 

The  California  State  Plan  has  as  its  general  aims  and  purposes: 

1.  Contributing  to  the  improvement  of  library  service  from  a 
state-wide  point  of  view,  by  developing  projects  which  will 
help  to  extend  and  upgrade  California  public  libraries  not  only 
during  the  period  of  federal  aid  but  for  many  years  into  the 
future.  The  Public  Library  Service  Standards  for  California, 
the  American  Library  Association  standards  published  in 
Public  Library  Services,  A  Guide  to  Evaluation  with  Minimum 
Standards,  and  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  Cali- 
fornia will  be  the  guides  in  accomplishing  these  aims. 

2.  Serving  as  a  testing  ground  through  demonstrations  and 
studies,  and  exploring  new  patterns  of  service  which  may  be 
profitably  followed  by  other  libraries. 

3.  Developing  further  the  long-range  objective  of  State  Library 
policy,  which  encourages  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  library  units  which  grow  toward  maturity;  which  fosters 
reasonable  self-sufficiency  within  a  library  system,  balanced  by 
wise  cooperation  with  other  libraries  and  the  use  of  regional 
and  state-wide  resources;  and  which  stimulates  intellectual 
and  financial  support  by  the  communities  the  public  libraries 
exist  to  serve. 

4.  Awakening  in  the  people  the  realization  of  the  value  of  public 
libraries  in  their  daily  lives  and  work. 

Immediate  plans  of  the  State  Library  for  accomplishing  the 
general  aims  and  policies  v/ill  be  to  increase  support  of  the  State 
aid  to  public  libraries  program,  to  encourage  the  development  of 
library  systems,  readers  subject,  reference  and  research  centers  as 
outlined  in  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  Cali- 
fornia by  Lowell  A.  Martin,  to  demonstrate  and  explore  new  pat- 
terns of  service  and  to  strengthen  the  State  Library  through  en- 
richment of  its  program  including  data  processing  studies  and 
implementation.  Short-range  plans  will  be  more  specifically  de- 
scribed in  the  annual  program. 

Long-range  plans  of  the  State  Library  for  accomplishing  the 
general  aims  and  policies  will  be  the  development  of  a  statewide 
network  of  libraries  as  outlined  in  Public  Library  Service  Equal 
to  the  Challenge  of  California  as  outlined  below: 
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I.  Statewide  Library  Structure 

Local  community  libraries — ^Level  I 

Reader  subject  centers — ^Level  II 

Library  systems — ^Level  III 

Reference  and  research  centers — ^Level  IV 

State  Library  coordination — ^Level  V 
II.  Statewide  Service  Activities 

Interlibrary  use  of  resources 

Interlibrary  information  about  resources 

Interlibrary  loan 

Interlibrary  reference  service 

Interlibrary  communication 

Interlibrary  ordering,  cataloging,  processing  of  books  and 
related  materials 

The  policies  under  which  the  State  agency  will  administer 
the  Plan: 
L  A  variety  of  plans  for  different  types  of  projects  will  best 

serve  California's  varied  needs. 

2.  Areas  for  demonstrations  will  be  selected  where  it  ap- 
pears stimulation  will  create  an  ongoing  program.  Plans 
should  get  results,  and  money  should  not  be  spread  too 
thinly  to  achieve  permanent  improvement. 

3.  A  definite  attempt  will  be  made  to  enrich  existing  serv- 
ices, to  bring  them  up  to  minimum  standards,  in  addi- 
tion to  demonstrations  in  unserved  areas. 

4.  The  duration  of  the  demonstrations  will  depend  upon  the 
t5^e  of  project  being  developed.  It  is  planned  to  have  a 
demonstration  last  not  less  than  one  year  and  usually 
not  longer  than  two  years. 

5.  Existing  libraries  will  be  utilized  to  the  fullest  extent 
possible,  in  addition  to  developments  in  unserved  areas, 
to  the  end  that  improved  and  enriched  service  will  spread 
throughout  the  State. 

6.  It  is  anticipated  that  local  communities  will  contribute 
toward  the  demonstration  from  the  beginning,  in  some 
measure,  according  to  ability,  so  that  upon  the  with- 
drawal of  Federal  funds,  service  can  be  continued  with- 
out interruption  or  reduction. 

7.  Projects  may  include  studies  and  research  designed  to 
result  in  information  and  recommendations  which  can  be 
used  in  improving  and  enriching  service  within  regions 
and  throughout  the  State. 

Methods  of  Administermg  the  Plan  for  Services.    The 

following  is  a  description  of  the  tjrpes  of  extension  activities 
and  services  to  be  undertaken  by  the  State  agency  and  the 
methods  to  be  used  in  carrying  them  out: 
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The  California  State  Plan  includes  six  different  types  of 
projects  for  which  development  is  planned  over  a  two- 
year  period.  These  include  Ta)  enrichment  of  existing  serv- 
ices, (b;  encouragement  of  the  establishment  of  libraries  in 
presently  unserved  areas,  (c)  strengthening  the  State 
Library,  (d)  research  and  planning  for  statewide  im- 
plementation of  the  Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in 
California,  and  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Chal- 
lenge of  California  by  Lowell  A.  Martin,  (ej  operation  of 
at  least  one  service  center  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Library,  and  (f)  strengthening  of  the  staffs  of  the  libraries 
in  the  State  through  recruitment  and  training  activities. 

It  is  probable  that  some  of  the  projects  developed  under 
the  California  Plan  will  involve  two  or  more  of  the  types  of 
services  described  below: 

(a)  Enrichment  of  the  services  of  already  existing  libraries, 
which  is  one  of  the  major  aims  of  the  California  Plan, 
can  be  accomplished  with  the  aid  of  the  Library  Serv- 
ices and  Construction  Act.  Encouragement  is  being 
given  to  bring  about  the  combination  of  present  re- 
sources of  books  and  personnel  in  areas  where  this  will 
result  in  improved  service.  Federal  funds  can  supple- 
ment local  and  State  funds,  help  to  purchase  needed 
equipment  for  cooperative  systems,  contribute  to  addi- 
tional book  stock,  assist  in  extending  reference  and 
readers  advisory  services  to  larger  areas,  and  aid  in 
publicizing  new  and  enlarged  services. 

(b)  Encouragement  of  the  establishment  of  libraries  in 
presently  unserved  areas  is  a  second  tjrpe  of  project. 
Where  no  library  service  exists,  and  where  local  interest 
has  been  expressed,  a  demxOnstration  will  help  to  show 
the  value  of  such  service.  Such  a  demonstration  may 
involve  the  establishment  of  a  new  demonstration 
county  library  or  may  involve  an  agreement  with  an 
existing  library  to  give  service  to  the  unserved  county 
or  region. 

During  the  demonstration,  service  points  will  be  set 
up,  book  stock  and  staff  provided,  and  suitable  means 
of  most  effective  ser^/ice  v^ill  be  developed.  The  demon- 
stration period  v/ill  provide  opportunity  to  test  library 
station  and  branch  sites,  bookmobile  routes,  and  possi- 
bilities of  cooperation  with  neighboring  existing  facili- 
ties. Extensive  publicity  v/ill  be  developed  through  local 
newspapers,  printed  materials,  radio,  television,  and 
personal  talks  before  groups.  The  Federal  funds  will 
support  the  organization  of  the  service  and  will  provide 
the  personnel  and  book  stock  for  the  demonstration. 
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Agreement  will  be  made  with  the  local  jurisdiction  as 
to  the  items  to  be  transferred  to  the  library  if  continued 
under  local  support  and  a  further  program  of  advising 
and  encouraging  the  new  library  will  be  carried  on 
through  the  State  Library  Consultant  Services  after  the 
demonstration  is  over, 

(c)  The  State  Library  will  be  strengthened  through  the  en- 
richment of  its  overall  services,  resources  and  collec- 
tions as  they  apply  to  public  libraries,  and  through  the 
enlargement  of  the  resources  of  the  Library  Consultant 
Services  in  both  personnel  and  materials. 

(d)  Federal  funds  will  be  used  to  support  research  and 
planning  for  statewide  implementation  of  the  Master 
Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  Calijornia  and  Public 
Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California. 
This  type  of  project  will  be  done  on  a  statewide,  geo- 
graphical area,  and/or  local  jurisdiction  basis. 

(e)  A  Service  Center,  with  headquarters  at  the  State 
Library,  designed  to  coordinate  the  technical  processes 
of  participating  libraries  in  the  State,  has  already  been 
established  with  the  assistance  of  Federal  funds.  In 
addition  to  centralized  ordering,  cataloging,  and  book 
preparation,  advisory  and  consultative  service  is  offered 
as  needed.  The  time  released  to  staff  members  in  the 
participating  libraries  is  used  in  enriching  and  improv- 
ing their  services.  The  Center  is  now  supported  entirely 
by  payments  from  the  member  libraries.  However, 
Federal  funds  will  still  be  used,  on  a  full  reimbursable 
basis,  to  finance  the  project  during  the  first  part  of  each 
year,  before  sufficient  monies  from  the  membership 
have  been  received  at  the  Center. 

(f)  Strengthening  the  staffs  of  libraries  in  the  State 
through  recruitment  and  training  activities  is  another 
type  of  enrichment  program  which  the  State  Library 
has  carried  on  in  the  past  and  which  can  be  enlarged 
through  the  assistance  of  Federal  funds.  A  scholar- 
ship program  supported  by  Federal  funds,  designed  to 
recruit  young  people  into  library  work  in  California 
is  one  recruitment  means  which  will  be  implemented. 
An  internship  or  work-study  program  and  a  graduate 
study  grant  program  will  be  undertaken.  The  intern- 
ship or  work-study  program  will  be  designed  to  give 
to  young  people  interested  in  librarianship  the  oppor- 
tunity to  work  in  a  library  while  attending  library 
school.  Both  programs  are  intended  to  recruit  good 
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candidates  for  library  school  and  help  libraries  by  sup- 
plementing their  regular  staffs.  Workshops  for  librar- 
ians in  the  State  will  be  supported  by  Federal  funds. 
Federal  funds  thus  used  will  increase  the  administra- 
tive knowledge  and  skills  of  librarians  throughout  the 
State  so  that  they  will  be  better  equipped  to  extend  the 
services  of  their  libraries. 

2.2  Priorities  and  Criteria  for  Improving  Public  Library  Services. 

The  criteria  used  in  determining  which  areas  are  "without  pub- 
lic library  service"  are: 

1.  Do  all  people  living  in  a  given  area  have  public  library  serv- 
ice easily  accessible?  ^ 

Five  counties  in  California  have  no  county-wide  library 
service.  In  some  of  these  counties  there  are  city  libraries 
which  serve  their  own  residents,  but  give  only  limited  service 
to  county  residents  who  seek  help.  Many  cities  have  grown 
far  beyond  the  periphery  of  the  service  areas  of  existing  cen- 
tral libraries  and  branches.  In  metropolitan  areas,  fringe  cities 
outside  the  boundaries  of  the  central  cities  have  not  been  able 
to  furnish  library  service  outlets  in  proportion  to  population 
growth. 

2.  Where  there  is  a  library  system  established,  does  this  library 
system  have  sufficient  budget,  facilities,  materials  and  staff 
to  provide  total  geographic  coverage;  has  the  service  of  this 
library  system  kept  pace  with  population  growth? 

Many  areas  v»^ith  a  library  service  are  virtually  "unserved" 
because  the  libraries  have  not  been  able  to  fulfill  these  re- 
quirements. 

The  criteria  used  in  determining  which  areas  are  "inad- 
equately served"  are: 

Does  the  public  library  service  to  which  the  people  have  access 
provide  minimum  service  when  checked  against  the  Public 
Library  Service  Standards  for  California,  the  American  Li- 
brary Association's  Public  Library  Service,  and  the  Master 
Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California}  For  example,  (a)  does 
the  library  system  add  at  least  5,000  titles  per  year,  (b)  does 
a  library  system  include  200-300  periodicals  currently  pur- 
chased and  retain  at  least  50%  in  back  files,  (c)  does  the 
library  system  provide  librarians  with  professional  training 
and  specialized  experience  in  administration,  technical  proc- 
esses, adult  reference  and  readers  advisory  work,  and  chil- 
drens  reference  and  readers  advisory  work,  and  library  ex- 
tension?

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Do  the  residents  of  this  area  have  access  to  library  service 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  local  library?  Do  they  have  access 
to  a  collection  of  100,000  books?  (1)  Do  they  have  the  benefit 
of  specialized  professional  reference  staff  to  help  them  use 
these  books?  (2)  Do  they  have  indexes  which  help  them 
locate  these  materials  both  in  the  local  library  and  in  other 
libraries,  and  the  benefit  of  rapid  communication  and  deliv- 
ery service  for  bringing  the  materials  to  them? 

When  annual  reports  submitted  to  the  State  Library  were 
checked  against  these  standards,  no  library  was  found  to  meet 
all  of  them.  Libraries  inadequate  in  any  respect  will  be  con- 
sidered eligible  to  be  served  under  the  Plan.  A  demonstration 
of  standard  service  might  most  easily  be  given  through  a 
library  or  system  which  is  now  approaching  standards. 

Criteria  used  in  selecting,  from  unserved  or  inadequately  served 
areas,  those  places  in  which  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act  projects  might  be  carried  on  are  as  follows: 

1 .  Lack,  or  inadequacy,  of  service. 

2.  Possibilities  for  interlibrary  cooperation. 

3.  Willingness  of  the  librarians  concerned  to  undertake  a 
new  phase  of  work,  and  their  ability  and  professional 
qualifications. 

4.  Evidence  of  public  interest. 

5.  Ability  of  the  residents  to  support. 

6.  Intention  of  the  locality  to  continue  the  service  later,  if 
successful. 

7.  General  estimate  of  the  feasibility  of  the  project. 

8.  Value  of  the  project  within  the  Master  Plan  for  Public 
Libraries  in  California. 

9.  Accessibility  of  library  service. 

10.  Inherent  limitations  of  community  libraries. 
3.  Priorities  recognized  in  determining  projects  selected  will  be 
as  follows: 

Priority  One:  Multi-library  systems  established  under  the 
California  Public  Library  Services  Act  prior  to  1965-66: 
Application  for  demonstration  of  New  systemwide  pro- 
grams or  for  the  Enrichfnent  of  existing  programs. 

Priority  Two:  Multi-library  systems  established  under  the 
California  Public  Library  Services  Act  in  1965-66  or 
1966-67:  Application  for  demonstration  of  New  system- 
wide  programs  or  for  the  Enrichment  of  existing  system- 
wide  programs. 

Priority  Three:  Single  library  systems  established  under 
the  California  Public  Library  Services  Act:  Application 
for  demonstrations  of  New  systemwide  programs  or  for  the 
Enrichment  of  existing  programs. 
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Priority  Four:  Groups  of  two  or  more  individual  public  li- 
braries (that  are  not  members  of  multi-library  systems 
established  under  the  California  Public  Library  Services 
Act) :  Application  for  the  Development  of  a  cooperative 
project. 

Priority  Five:  Single  library  (not  a  member  of  any  multi- 
library  system  established  under  the  California  Public 
Library  Services  Act) :  Application  for  the  demonstration 
of  a  New  program. 
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3.0  Public  Library  Construction,  Title  II. 

3.1  Criteria,  priorities  and  procedures. 

A.  Criteria,  used  in  determining  which  areas  have  inadequate 
facilities  are: 

1.  Does  the  building  or  buildings  housing  the  library  serv- 
ices for  the  area  provide  easy  access  and  use  by  physically 
handicapped  persons? 

2.  Does  the  building  or  buildings  housing  the  library  services 
for  the  area  provide  adequate  physical  facilities  as  de- 
scribed in  the  California  Library  Association's  Public 
Library  Service  Standards  for  California,  "Standards  of 
Buildings  and  Equipment,"  ^  the  American  Library  Asso- 
ciation's Public  Library  Service,  A  Guide  to  Evaluation 
with  Minimum  Standards,  "Physical  Facilities";  ^  and 
Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California,  "Buildings 
and  equipment?"  ^ 

Service  is  considered  inadequate  if  it  fails  to  meet  any  one 
set  of  standards. 

B.  Criteria  to  be  applied  by  the  California  State  Library  in  eval- 
uating applications  for  construction  grants  are  as  follows : 

1.  The  building  must  provide  facilities  for  the  enrichment 
of  service  in  an  area  through  coordination  of  the  resources 
and/or  services  of  (1)  two  or  more  libraries,  or  (2)  of  a 
library  system  as  established  under  the  Public  Library 
Services  Act. 

2.  Each  library  in  the  system,  in  order  to  qualify  for  a  con- 
struction grant,  shall  provide  current  local  support  for 
operating  expenditures,  excluding  capital  outlay,  expendi- 
tures for  library  service  equal  to  a  tax  rate  of  fifteen 
cents  ($0.15)  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  area  served,  or  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  ($2.50)  annually,  per  capita  in  the  area 
served,  whichever  is  less.  LSCA  funds  will  not  replace 
local  funds. 

3.  The  library  must  have  a  long-range  program  for  develop- 
ment, including  data  on  the  present  status  of  the  library, 
population  projections  for  twenty  years  ahead,  and  spe- 
cific plans  for  the  next  ten  years.

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4.  A  California-registered  architect  shall  be  employed  for  the 
project. 

5.  A  professional  librarian  shall  function  as  consultant  to  the 
architect  throughout  the  planning  and  construction  of  the 
building.  This  librarian  may  be  a  consultant  from  outside 
the  library  system  or  he  may  be  the  head  of  the  library 
or  one  of  the  head  librarians  in  the  library  system  for 
v/hich  the  building  is  being  constructed. 

6.  There  must  be  a  written  program  prepared  by  the  librar- 
ian prior  to  the  designing  of  the  building  by  the  architect. 

7.  The  building  program  must  be  in  keeping  with  the  li- 
brary's service  program:  that  is,  the  building  must  pro- 
vide physical  facilities  for  the  services  which  the  library 
will  offer,  but  should  not  include  extravagant  facilities; 
on  the  other  hand  it  must  provide  facilities  adequate  for 
the  implementation  of  the  library's  service  program. 

8.  The  building  must  conform  to  ALA  standards  or  Califor- 
nia library  standards  for  buildings  or  to  local  library 
standards  in  cases  where  local  standards  are  based  on 
ALA  or  CLA  standards  but  are  more  specific. 

9.  The  square  footage  cost  must  be  in  keeping  with  the 
standard  cost  in  the  area  for  similar  buildings. 

10.  There  shall  be  competitive  bidding  for  all  prime  contracts 
for  construction  and  initial  fixed  equipment,  and  the  con- 
tract shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder. 

11.  The  project  must  appear  feasible  in  that  local  support 
will  be  sufficient  to  maintain  the  program  for  which  the 
building  is  constructed. 

12.  The  project  must  fit  into  the  total  Master  Plan  for  Public 
Libraries  in  California,  as  contributing  to  a  local  or  re- 
gional system. 

13.  The  building  must  be  accessible  to  and  usable  by  physi- 
cally handicapped  persons. 

C.  Priorities  recognized  in  determining  projects  selected  will  be 
as  follows: 

1.  Priority  will  be  given  to  buildings  devoted  exclusively  to 
library  services. 

2 .  Priority  will  be  given  to  types  of  libraries  in  the  following 
order: 

First  priority:  Two  or  more  formerly  independent  libraries 
which  consolidate  under  a  single  administration  subse- 
quent to  the  approval  of  the  Plan  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Education. 
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Second  priority:  Two  or  more  independent  libraries  which 
cooperatively  share  the  same  building. 

Third  priority:  A  headquarters  building  for  an  existing 
system,  or  a  headquarters  building  for  a  community 
library  which  is  part  of  a  system  established  under  the 
Public  Library  Services  Act. 

Fourth  priority:  Branch  buildings  for  existing  systems 
established  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act.  A 
public  agency  applying  for  a  grant  for  branch  buildings 
must  have  adopted  a  program  of  library  service  with 
standards  for  branch  buildings  stating  the  geographical 
area  served  by  a  branch,  the  population  served,  and  the 
relationship  of  the  branches  to  central  library  services. 
3.  Priority  will  be  given  to  new  construction  over  remodeling 

of  an  existing  building. 

D.  Procedures  for  application  for  and  administration  of  construc- 
tion grants: 

1.  Applications  for  the  proposed  construction  shall  be  sub- 
mitted on  forms  provided  by  the  State  Librarian.  The  ap- 
plication shall  contain  a  description  of  the  present  services 
of  the  library  or  library  system,  a  description  of  the  en- 
riched services  which  would  result  from  construction, 
schematic  drawings  and  outline  specifications  for  the  pro- 
posed building,  resolution  or  ordinance  by  the  governing 
body  authorizing  submission  of  the  application  for  con- 
struction funds,  and  such  statistics  that  are  necessary  to 
show  that  services  at  present  are  nonexistent  or  inadequate 
and  that  proposed  service  will  meet  the  criteria  established 
in  the  California  Library  Association's  Public  Library 
Service  Standards  for  California;  the  American  Library 
Association's  Public  Library  Service,  A  Guide  to  Evalua- 
tion with  Minimum  Standards;  and  Master  Plan  for  Pub- 
lic Libraries  in  California. 

2.  Office  of  Architecture  and  Construction,  California  State 
Department  of  General  Services,  shall  review  schematic 
drawings  and  outline  specifications  of  the  proposed  con- 
struction. 

3.  The  State  Librarian  shall  submit  each  complete  application 
to  the  Public  Library  Construction  Advisory  Committee 
which  shall  consist  of  three  members  appointed  by  the 
State  Librarian. 

4.  The  Public  Library  Construction  Advisory  Committee  shall 
submit  in  writing,  to  the  State  Librarian,  its  recommen- 
dations with  respect  to  the  application  within  30  days  from 
the  date  the  application  is  so  submitted  to  the  committee, 
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including  its  reasons  therefor  in  the  event  the  committee 
recommends  the  application  be  denied. 

5.  The  State  Librarian  shall  notify  the  applicant  in  writing 
within  60  days  after  the  filing  deadline  for  construction 
applications,  whether  such  application  is  approved  or 
denied.  An  application  dependent  upon  a  future  bond  elec- 
tion for  local  matching  funds  can  be  approved  only  on  a 
contingency  basis  for  a  period  of  time  sufficient  to  allow 
for  the  bond  election.  Should  the  bond  issue  be  defeated, 
approval  of  the  application  shall  be  automatically  with- 
drawn, and  the  Federal  funds  will  be  reallocated. 

6.  Description  of  construction  project  and  the  budget  will  be 
submitted  to  the  U.S.  Commissioner  of  Education  for  ap- 
proval and  granting  of  funds  to  the  State.  On  receipt  of 
the  funds,  the  State  Library  will  negotiate  a  contract  with 
the  local  agency. 

7.  If  the  application  is  approved,  the  local  or  public  agency 
shall  submit  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  which  the 
Office  of  Architecture  and  Construction,  Department  of 
General  Services,  shall  review. 

8.  The  local  or  public  agency  shall  submit  the  working  draw- 
ings which  the  Office  of  Architecture  and  Construction, 
Department  of  General  Services,  shall  review. 

9.  In  all  cases,  the  projects  will  be  supervised  by  the  State 
Librarian  under  contracts  between  the  State  and  local 
agencies.  These  contracts,  copies  of  which  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  will  provide  for 
supervision  of  the  projects  by  the  State  Librarian  or  her 
designated  representative,  including  but  not  limited  to 
visits,  correspondence,  and  reports. 

10.  Pa3mients  from  the  State  to  approved  applicants  will  be 
made  at  intervals  as  construction  proceeds.  Such  payments 
will  be  made  in  accordance  with  Federal  and  State  reg- 
ulations. 

11.  The  following  are  required  of  local  agencies  which  have 
been  awarded  construction  grants: 

a.  Promise  to  Repay.  It  is  agreed  that  the  funds  under 
the  Act  shall  be  expended  solely  for  the  purpose  for 
which  paid  and  the  State  will  require  local  jurisdictions 
which  have  received  funds  paid  under  the  Act  to  repay 
to  the  State  any  funds  which  have  been  lost  or  diverted 
from  the  purposes  for  which  paid  and  upon  receipt 
thereof  will  repay  to  the  United  States  any  funds  which 
have  been  lost  or  diverted  from  the  purposes  for  v/hich 
paid. 
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b.  Change  of  Status  of  Library  Facility.  It  is  agreed 
that  any  public  library  facilities  constructed  with  funds 
provided  under  the  Act  shall  be  devoted  to  public  li- 
brary purposes. 

c.  Free  Public  Library  Services.  All  library  services 
provided  in  buildings  constructed,  expanded,  remodeled, 
or  altered  under  the  Plan  are  required,  by  regulation  of 
the  State  agency,  to  be  available  free  of  charge  and 
without  discrimination  to  all  members  of  the  commu- 
nity, district,  or  region  served. 

d.  Ilej>orts  on  Progress  of  Construction.  The  State  Li- 
brary will  require  of  libraries  and  library  systems 
receiving  construction  grants  that  they  submit  on  forms 
provided  by  the  State  Library  regular  reports  on  the 
progress  of  construction. 

e.  Fiscal  Reports,  The  State  Library  will  require  of  li- 
braries and  library  systems  receiving  construction 
grants  that  they  submit  regular  fiscal  reports  annually 
and  at  the  end  of  the  project. 

f.  It  is  agreed  that  should  the  application  be  approved, 
construction  will  not  begin  until  the  State  Library  has 
notified,  in  writing,  the  local  agency  that  the  require- 
ments for  construction  have  been  met. 

g.  It  is  agreed  that  should  the  application  be  approved, 
construction  contracts  shall  be  entered  into  within  12 
months  after  approval  and  the  building  shall  be  com- 
pleted within  30  months  after  State  agency  has  ap- 
proved the  grant. 

h.  A  local  independent  audit  will  be  required  on  all  con- 
struction projects  and  copies  forwarded  to  the  State 
Librarian. 

3.2  Opportunity  for  State  Hearing. 

Provisions  for  review  of  denial  of  application : 

(1)  In  the  event  the  application  is  denied,  a  written  notice  shall 
be  served  upon  the  applicant  personally  or  by  mail  stating 
the  reasons  or  causes  therefor  and  advising  the  applicant  of 
his  right  to  appeal,  including  the  time  within  which  he  may 
appeal. 

(2)  Within  15  days  after  service  of  the  notice  of  denial  of  appli- 
cation the  applicant  may  file  with  the  State  Librarian  a  writ- 
ten answer  to  the  notice  stating  that  the  applicant  appeals 
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from  the  decision  of  the  State  Librarian  and  requests  a  hear- 
ing. If  the  applicant  fails  to  answer  within  the  time  specified 
the  decision  of  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  final. 

(3)  Whenever  an  answer  is  filed  to  a  denial  of  application,  the 
State  Librarian  shall  hold  a  hearing  within  a  reasonable  time. 
Failure  of  the  applicant  to  appear  at  the  hearing  shall  be 
deemed  a  withdrawal  of  the  applicant's  answer  and  the  deci- 
sion of  the  State  Librarian  shall  be  final. 

(4)  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  given  the 
applicant  at  least  1 5  days  before  the  hearing. 

(5)  The  applicant  shall  be  given  a  fair  and  impartial  hearing. 

(6)  At  the  hearing,  criteria  and  priorities  for  the  selection  of 
applicants  which  are  listed  in  the  State  Plan  will  be  used  in 
making  a  final  decision. 

(7)  The  State  Librarian  shall  render  a  decision  within  a  reason- 
able time  after  the  hearing.  The  decision  shall  be  in  writing 
and  shall  contain  the  reasons  or  causes  therefor  and  shall  be 
final  and  binding  upon  the  applicant.  Copies  of  the  decision 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  applicant  personally  or  by  mail.

POLICIES 

Because  of  the  great  variation  in  library  service  and  the  great 
variety  of  needs  in  the  state,  no  one  type  of  demonstration  could 
possibly  serve  as  a  prototype  for  all  other  library  service  programs 
within  the  state.  If  the  latter  had  been  true,  one  large  demonstration 
might  have  been  the  answer.  It  was  decided  (1)  a  number  of  projects 
would  be  selected,  exemplifying  different  kinds  of  service,  for  differ- 
ent sizes  of  libraries  and  for  different  stages  of  library  development,

OVERVIEW  OF  THE  PROJECTS 

Projects  to  date:  June  30,  1966 — California  has  conducted  several 
projects  which  have  been  completed.  There  are  some  projects  which 
have  been  continued  through  several  years :  there  has  been  a  continu- 
ing program  of  strengthening  the  State  Library. 

Three  very  successful  demonstrations  of  bookmobile  services,  each 
with  a  different  specific  emphasis,  were  presented  in  Butte  County, 
San  Diego  County  and  Mendocino  County;  and  in  the  two  former 
counties,  services  have  been  continued  under  local  library  direction 
and  are  well  integrated  into  the  total  program  of  each  library.  The 
San  Diego  County  demonstration  was  conducted  in  conjunction  with 
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a  regional  branch  at  Vista.  The  demonstration  in  Mendocino  County 
provided  county  library  service  which  was  voted  by  the  people  of 
Mendocino  County  to  receive  continuing  local  support. 

Amador,  a  small  mountain  county,  operated  under  a  contract  with 
Stockton-San  Joaquin  County  Library  for  advisory  and  operational 
services.  This  bi-county  program  was  a  pilot  project  and  today  two 
similar  operations  exist — those  of  Calaveras  County  and  Tuolumne 
County- — ^both  of  which  have  contracted  for  library  services  to  be 
provided  by  the  Stockton-San  Joaquin  County  Library.  This  is  an 
excellent  way  to  provide  library  services  for  county  where  profes- 
sional help  is  lacking  and  population  and  funds  are  limited.  Each 
county  continued  the  program  with  local  funds.  All  are  now  a  part 
of  a  cooperative  library  system  under  the  Public  Library  Services 
Act.  A  grant  of  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  I,  funds 
was  made  to  the  Stockton-San  Joaquin  County  Library  for  purchase 
of  books  for  the  Adult  Services  and  Reference  collections.  The  grant 
enriched  the  library  services  to  the  counties  of  San  Joaquin,  Tuolumne 
and  Calaveras  counties.  The  two  latter  counties  contract  with  the 
Stockton-San  Joaquin  County  Library  for  library  service. 

One  of  the  most  spectacular  and  successful  programs  has  been  the 
establishment  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System.  This 
system  is  composed  of  16  city  and  county  libraries,  in  an  area  just 
north  of  San  Francisco.  This  System  has  demonstrated  how  small  and 
medium  sized  libraries  can  work  together  to  achieve  minimum  stan- 
dards with  each  library  contributing  to  the  service  program  rather 
than  having  service  provided  by  one  large  central  library.  Teletype 
and  telephone  service  and  a  delivery  service  join  them  together.  A 
processing  center  and  a  storage  center  provide  book  services  and  a 
film  service  is  available.  A  children's  consultant  and  an  adult  con- 
sultant are  shared  by  the  entire  System.  There  are  regular  book  selec- 
tion meetings  and  various  workshops  sponsored  by  the  System.  The 
North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  has  established  itself  as  a 
public  agency  and  is  at  the  present  time  constructing  a  library  head- 
quarters building  under  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title 
11.  The  headquarters  v/ill  be  limited  to  administrative  and  indirect 
services  (no  public  services)  for  all  the  libraries  in  the  System.  The 
funds  provided  under  Title  I,  Services,  have  gradually  been  phased 
out. 

One  of  the  large  multi-library  demonstrations — the  processing  cen- 
ter at  the  State  Library  which  serves  21  libraries — has  the  longest 
period  of  demonstration,  nine  years.  At  first,  this  was  supported  as 
a  demonstration  but  in  1961  the  members  began  paying  their  own 
way  on  a  gradually  increasing  scale  and  the  center  is  now  completely 
self-supporting.  The  center  orders  and  processes  books  selected  by 
member  libraries  vv^ho  use  the  release  time  for  the  enrichment  of  public 
services  in  their  communities.  Federal  funds  constitute  a  sustaining 
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fund  for  the  center  and  are  used  for  salaries  and  operating  expenses 
until  the  receipt  of  payments  from  member  Hbraries.  The  sustaining 
fund  is  then  reimbursed  by  payments  from  the  member  libraries. 

Lassen,  Plumas  and  Sierra  County  libraries  shared  one  librarian 
in  a  venture  in  functional  consolidation.  Lassen  County  withdrew 
from  the  project,  but  Plumas  and  Sierra  continue  this  cooperative 
program.  || 

The  eleven  members  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Information  Serv-  " 
ice  project  participate  in  a  telephone-network  reference  service,  based 
in  Fresno  v/hich  combines  reference  service  to  patrons  and  inservice 
training  in  reference  work  for  library  personnel.  The  San  Joaquin 
Valley  Information  Service  is  now  self-supporting. 

The  Santa  Barbara  Reference  Project  demonstrated  the  use  of 
modern  means  of  communication  to  strengthen  and  expedite  refer- 
ence service  in  a  large  geographic  area.  Special  and  extensive  use  of 
radio  and  television  were  used  to  create  awareness  of  the  reference 
program  of  the  libraries  involved.  Reference  collections  were  strength- 
ened in  all  libraries  involved  in  the  project. 

The  Oakland  Public  Library  demonstration  of  Service  to  the  Cul- 
turally Deprived  with  emphasis  on  Spanish-speaking  people  opened 
its  Latin-American  Library  in  the  fall  of  1966.  The  Latin -American 
Library  provides  library  service  primarily  to  Spanish-speaking  people. 
This  Latin-American  Library  now  serves  approximately  40,000  Span- 
ish-speaking citizens  who  live  within  the  city  limits  of  Oakland. 

Another  demonstration  of  particular  interest  is  the  Los  Angeles  ' 
Public  Library  demonstration  of  service  to  the  culturally  deprived.  ■ 
It  serves  specinc  areas  of  need  in  the  city.  The  two-year  program 
or  demonstration  will  be  developed  in  four  phases.  The  four  phases 
are  (1)  establishment  of  bookmobile  services  in  a  heavily  populated 
Negro  area;    (2)  development  of  an  extensive  regional  program  in; 
each  community  of  the  central  city  by  means  of  coordination,  train- ' 
ing,  and  stimulation  throughout  the  region;    (3)    development  of 
branch  library  service  in  a  community  of  approximately  60  percent 
Mexican,  many  of  whom  have  language  difficulties  and  (4)  develop- 
ment of  branch  library  service  in  an  area  of  mixed  racial  groups,  low 
incomes,  and  much  substandard  housing.  This  program  which  began 
in  June  of  1965  has  to  date  been  very  successful. 

Another  demonstration  is  the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  demon- 
tration  of  service  to  shut-ins.  Los  x\ngeles  has  an  unusually  large  con-, 
centration  of  older  people  and  citizens  who  are  confined  to  their  | 
homes  through  disabilities  or  illnesses.  This  project,  which  began  an 
operation  in  March  1966,  though  planning  had  gone  on  for  some  time, 
has  had  excellent  publicity  and  there  has  been  very  good  response 
from  the  citizens.  No  special  collection  of  books  is  provided  but 
patrons  are  served  from  resources  of  the  central  library.  The  service 
area  is  restricted  to  the  central  area  of  the  city.  ; 
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State  Library  recruitment  for  library  personnel  resulted  in  23  schol- 
arships under  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act,  Title  I,  being 
awarded  for  graduate  library  school.  Another  program  sponsored  by 
the  State  Library  was  the  internship  grants  wherein  college  students 
are  employed  to  vs^ork  in  public  libraries  during  the  summer  so  that 
they  are  made  more  aware  of  the  profession  of  librarianship.  To  date 
there  have  been  20  of  these  interns  in  California  public  libraries  with 
partial  funds  provided  by  LSCA. 

The  Monterey  Bay  Area  Information  Service  project  is  a  demon- 
stration of  reference  service  to  five  hbraries  in  the  Monterey  Bay 
area.  This  is  a  strengthening  of  the  reference  collection  and  personnel, 
1  photocopying  equipment,  improved  telephone  reference  service  for 
I  information  to  the  community.  Reference  books  are  purchased  and 
!  processed  for  the  core  collection  located  in  the  Monterey  Public  Li- 
j  brary  and  for  each  member  library.  These  are  connected  by  special 
I  telephone  lease  lines. 

I      The  San  Mateo  County  Library  demonstration  of  service  to  young 
;  adults  is  bringing  library  service  into  areas  where  there  are  concentra- 
j  tions  of  young  people,  many  of  whom,  were  unaware  of  public  library 
j  service  prior  to  this  project.  Book  collections  have  been  set  up.  Book 
j  selection  procedures  for  all  the  libraries  involved  in  the  project;  in- 
service  training  programs  for  the  staff  and  special  studies  of  the 
community  have  been  some  of  the  problems  which  are  being  solved 
by  this  demonstration.  Lists  of  new  books  are  compiled  each  month 
and  circulated  to  all  member  libraries.  There  is  a  cooperative  buying 
and  processing  plan.  There  has  been  a  series  of  designed  programs 
and  lectures  especially  prepared  for  young  people. 

There  has  been  a  survey  of  the  entire  State  of  Cahfornia.  The  study 
v/as  conducted  by  Dr.  Lowell  A.  Martin,  formerly  dean  of  the  Grad- 
uate School  of  Library  Service  at  Rutgers  University.  Dr.  Martin  in 
the  survey  entitled  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of 
California,  after  careful  study  of  existing  conditions,  has  outlined  a 
state  plan  for  library  development.  The  three  essentials  proposed  by 
Or.  Martin  are  ( 1 )  a  coordinated  plan  for  public  library  development 
on  a  statewide  basis;   (2)  clarification  of  the  responsibility  and  role 
:  of  the  state  level  of  government  in  providng  adequate  library  facil- 
ities for  residents  of  the  state;  and  (3)  substantial  increase  in  the 
amount  of  money  put  into  the  library  program.  This  report  was 
widely  distributed  and  publicized.  There  were  conferences  held  in 
Itwo  parts  of  the  state  to  study  the  survey  and  discuss  the  implica- 
I tions.  These  were  attended  by  Library  Board  members,  city,  county, 
land  state  officials. 

!  Another  study  was  Public  Library  Services  in  Northern  California, 
iwhich  was  made  by  the  Public  Administration  Service.  The  scope  of 
ithis  survey  was  designed  to  bring  about  a  creative  but  realistic  ap- 
iproach  to  solving  some  of  the  unique  problems  of  this  mountainous, 
'sparsely  populated,  and  largely  rural  area  of  the  State  which  is 
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becoming  urbanized  at  a  very  rapid  rate  in  certain  localities.  Imple- 
mentation of  both  of  these  surveys  is  underway  and  a  large  library 
system  of  Northern  California  counties  is  being  planned. 

The  California  State  Library  Consultant  Services  Bureau  staff  has 
been  increased.  This  bureau  has  in  10  years  made  special  studies  of 
libraries  and  communities  in  12  areas.  The  State  Library  Enrichment 
program  has  many  activities  grouped  under  this  program:  (1)  The 
strengthening  of  the  library  collection  available  to  the  entire  state; 
(2)  Teletype  for  reference  services;  (3)  Duplication  of  various  lists 
which  are  available  in,  and  of  primary  interest  to  California  libraries. 
This  is  a  continuing  project  v/hich  will  strengthen  the  entire  state 
system. 

Ten  multi-library  systems  have  been  assisted  v/ith  Federal  funds 
for  various  purposes  such  as,  personnel,  book  collections,  film  circuits, 
processing,  and  assisting  in  establishing  new  services  as  well  as 
strengthening  the  old.  A  smiall  exhibit  bookmobile  has  publicized 
bookmobile  library  service  in  many  areas  of  the  state.  The  study  of  j 
the  Evaluation  of  the  Feasibility  of  Mechanization  of  the  California 
State  Library  is  a  continuing  project  and  will,  when  implemented,  be 
compatible  with  the  Library  of  Congress  mechanization  program  and 
thereby  assist  all  libraries  throughout  the  state. 

There  are  25  library  buildings  in  various  stages  of  construction 
which  have  been  funded  under  Title  II  of  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act.  Four  of  these  building  projects  have  been  com- 
pleted and  are  engaged  in  the  final  audit.  They  are  as  follows : 

Los  Angeles  County  Public  Library,  Rio  Hondo  Regional  Branch 
Mill  Valley  Public  Library,  Headquarters 
Santa  Clara  Public  Library,  Headquarters 
San  Jose  Public  Library,  Calabazas  Branch. 

Tangible  proof  of  services  provided  by  the  Library  Services  and 
Construction  Act  funds  can  be  seen  by  the  thousands  of  books  pro- 
vided, several  hundred  films  and  phonograph  records,  additional  and 
improved  personnel,  improved  loan  services  in  the  counties  which 
now  have  library  service,  and  the  buildings  now  under  construction. 
Intangible  results  are  more  difficult  to  judge  but  it  is  obvious  that 
there  is  greater  awareness  on  the  part  of  the  public  of  the  library  as 
a  service  agency  available  to  all  ages  and  t5;pes  of  people.  This  is  i 
indicated  by  the  increased  use  of  libraries  and  library  service  avail- 
able where  none  has  been  before.  New  systems  are  being  formed  every 
year  and  it  is  believed  that  in  time  the  Martin  Survey  of  a  network 
of  libraries  providing  service  to  all  California  citizens  will  be  imple- 
mented and  good  library  service  to  all  will  be  a  reality. 

The  first  decade  of  Federal  funds  for  public  libraries  has  and  is 
assisting  libraries  in  reaching  some  of  the  goals  set  forth  in  the 
Master  Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California.

In  a  challenge  v/hich  paralleled  in  scope  and  urgency  the  famed 
cry,  ''Bring  me  men  to  match  my  m.ountains,"  voiced  by  Sam  Foss 
in  The  Coming  American  years  ago,  the  Northern  California  Council 
of  Librarians  invited  the  firm  Public  Administration  Service  to  pre- 
pare a  meaningful  plan  which  would  guide  them  in  providing  ade- 
quate library  service  for  their  constituents.  Obviously,  the  first  step 
taken  by  the  firm  was  to  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  the  11 
Northern  California  counties,  which,  taken  together,  constitute  almost 
25  percent  of  the  land  of  California  but  contain  only  two  percent  of 
the  state's  population.  Shaping  a  plan  of  service  for  such  a  large  and 
sparsely  populated  area,  covered  by  forests,  rimmed  by  vast  moun- 
tain areas  and  devoid  of  any  metropolitan  center,  was  unlike  the 
situation  faced  by  any  other  surveyor  acting  under  the  California 
Public  Library  Services  Act  planning  grant  program. 

Determined  that  this  study  v^^ould  not  be  a  simple  review  of  easily- 
accumulated  statistics,  the  staff  set  out  on  an  arduous  schedule  of 
visits  covering  nearly  all  of  the  area's  libraries.  Some  of  these  were 
village  branches  and  others  were  little  more  than  a  shelf  of  books  in 
an  isolated  farmhouse.  Government  officials  at  every  level  were  inter- 
viewed as  ¥7ere  representatives  of  civic  organizations  and  community 
leaders.  A  questionnaire  survey  provided  information  from  some 
6,000  library  users,  many  of  whom  took  the  time  to  add  their  own 
comments  and  insights.  All  of  this  v/as  supplemented  by  a  continuous 
dialogue  with  the  Council  and  with  other  librarians  in  the  area. 

It  should  come  as  no  surprise  that  this  study,  made  vdth  such 
procedures,  resulted  in  conclusions  and  produced  recommendations 
which  are  thorough,  practical  and  fitting. 

For  the  bulk  of  Californians,  and  California  librarians  in  partic- 
ular, who  live  in  our  great  urbanized  areas,  the  wide-open  spaces  of 
Northern  California  would  seem  to  offer  no  particular  barrier  to  the 
provision  of  adequate  library  service.  Any  nature-loving  librarian 
weary  of  urban  sprawl  and  its  multitude  of  high-pressure  problems 
would,  at  first  glance,  gladly  swap  places  with  his  counterpart,  who 
seems  to  have  little  more  to  do  than  feast  his  eyes  and  rest  his  mind 
in  fertile  valleys,  forested  mountains,  rushing  streams  and  snow- 
capped peaks;  but,  unfortunately,  this  survey  points  a  disillusioning 
finger  at  all  of  this.  In  its  own  way  this  area  presents  problems  to  the

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library  planner  which  may  be  every  bit  as  difficult  and  complex  as  the 
more  frequently  discussed  and  better  known  obstacles  harbored  in 
the  megalopolis. 

For  instance,  most  of  the  standards  which  have  been  developed  to 
measure  adequate  library  service  are  not  applicable  to  an  area  which 
is  larger  than  that  of  Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts, 
Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut  combined,  yet  contains  a  total  popula- 
tion comparable  to  that  of  a  single  city  such  as  Oakland  or  Long 
Beach.  Providing  library  services  for  a  population  density  of  13 
persons  per  square  mile  is  obviously  quite  a  different  matter  from 
structuring  library  services  in  metropolitan  areas  where  densities 
already  exceed  1,600  per  square  mile  and  are  moving  rapidly  toward 
even  more  concentrated  development. 

Again  by  contrast,  these  Northern  California  counties  have  experi- 
enced a  population  growth  of  only  15.6  percent  in  the  period  1960-65 
as  compared  to  the  state  average  of  20  percent;  indeed,  both  Modoc 
and  Trinity  have  experienced  losses  in  population  during  this  time! 

An  appraisal  of  current  and  future  economic  activity  in  the  study 
area  shows  that  (1)  mining  is  no  longer  an  important  part  of  the 
economy,  and  holds  no  great  future,  (2)  timber  and  its  related  indus- 
tries seem  to  have  reached  a  plateau,  (3)  agricultural  production 
including  livestock,  field  crops  and  tree  crops  now  form  the  basis  of 
the  economy,  (4)  except  for  a  few  isolated  cases,  industry  is  not  apt 
to  play  an  important  role  for  some  time,  and  (5)  with  the  develop- 
ment of  its  natural  resources  there  will  be  a  gradual  growth  in  the 
services  required  to  support  recreation  facilities,  vacationers  and 
retirees.  Government  activity  in  the  area  is  also  a  factor  of  economic 
significance  since  more  than  one-half  of  the  land  is  under  public 
ownership,  mostly  federal.  It  is  therefore  quite  evident  that,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  the  future  of  the  area  is  conditioned  by  policies 
and  programs  decided  in  Washington,  D.C.,  rather  than  by  local 
or  even  state  action. 

Taken  together,  these  various  facts  indicate  a  continuation  of  pop- 
ulation and  economic  growth  at  a  perhaps  slower  than  state-average 
rate,  with  a  shift  from  dependence  on  natural  resources  to  agricul- 
ture, recreation  and  related  ser\dces. 

Based  on  such  an  economic  forecast,  the  prognosis  for  population! 
for  the  period  1965-85  seems  logical — a  steady  growth  from  today's 
380,000  to  something  between  600,000  and  650,000.  It  is  anticipated 
that  the  preponderance  of  newcomers  will  settle  in  the  southern  por- 
tion of  the  study  area  and  will  tend  to  cluster  around  the  various 
urban  areas.  "The  population  can  be  expected  to  become:  (1)  more 
urban,  (2)  better  educated,  and  (3)  more  government  service  ori- 
ented." ^  A  further  pertinent  observation  concerning  tomorrow's  pop- 
ulation assumes:  'The  anticipated  exploitation  of  much  of  the  area 
for  recreational  purposes  will  bring  in  people  accustomed  to  using

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libraries  and  having  time  to  do  so.  This  will  be  especially  true  of 
retirees."  ^  The  population,  as  a  whole,  will  have  a  "higher  level  of 
technical  skills  and  greater  information  requirements  than  at 
present."  * 

After  this  socio-economic  overview,  the  study  plunges  into  a  care- 
ful analysis  of  existing  library  service,  likening  it  to  a  "patchwork 
quilt"  of  no  particular  design.  In  general,  the  county  libraries 
form  the  basic  framework,  while  municipal  libraries  form  islands  of 
service  within. 

Making  up  this  "patchwork"  are  12  county  libraries  and  6  munici- 
pal libraries  with  a  total  of  151  outlets  serving  a  population  of  some 
380,000.  In  all  of  the  36,391  square  miles  served  by  these  libraries, 
the  largest  city  is  that  of  Chico  with  some  18,000  residents.  It  is 
therefore  no  surprise  to  find  that  no  major  library  exists  in  the  area. 
While  the  combined  volume  resources  appear  reasonably  adequate 
on  paper,  the  study  quickly  points  out  that  many  of  the  books  are 
obsolete  and  in  no  way  meet  the  criteria  of  "currently  useful"  vol- 
umes. There  can  be  no  doubt,  therefore,  about  the  inability  of  the 
collections  to  meet  standards  or  to  provide  an  adequate  base  for  good 
library  service. 

As  might  also  be  expected,  professional  library  personnel  are  also 
in  short  supply  with  but  1  for  each  19,000  residents  of  the  study  area, 
or  one-quarter  of  the  number  recommended  in  library  standards.  Nor 
is  the  situation  much  better  in  regard  to  nonprofessional  staff.  The 
ratio  of  all  personnel  to  the  service-area  population  is  something  like 
1  per  4,000,  as  compared  to  the  standard  of  1  per  2,000  people. 
Salaries  are  low:  Butte  County  registered  the  highest  in  June,  1965, 
of  $889;  more  than  half  of  the  head  librarians  receive  less  than  $600 
per  month.  Other  library  salary  scales  were  correspondingly  de- 
pressed. 

Library  facilities  were  also  judged  inadequate.  The  six  municipal 
library  buildings  ranged  in  age  from  49  to  62  years,  and  only  one 
had  undergone  remodeling.  Of  the  ten  county  buildings,  only  three 
were  designed  for  library  operation,  and  most  were  sharing  quarters 
with  other  functions  such  as  county  or  school  offices.  Specifically,  the 
survey  finds  that  all  but  a  few  share  such  faults  as  "poor  lighting, 
heating  and  ventilation;  lack  of  weatherproofing;  stairs  too  steep  for 
elderly  and  handicapped  persons  to  climb;  and  poor  physical  layout. 
Further,  population  shifts  and  relocation  of  commercial  centers  have 
in  many  instances  adversely  affected  access  to  the  library."  ^ 

Cooperation  with  the  schools  in  the  study  area  and  the  persistent 
"student  problem"  were  given  full  consideration  as  an  integral  part 
of  the  total  library  picture.  The  difficulties  and  inadequacies  of  school 
jlibrary  services  and  student  usage  prevalent  elsewhere  in  the  state

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were  found  to  be  further  complicated  by  the  sparsity  of  population, 
the  lack  of  schools  large  enough  to  command  good  libraries  and  the 
relative  isolation  of  many  students.  The  study  points,  inevitably,  to  ; 
the  necessity  for  both  public  and  school  libraries  to  engage  in  aggres- 
sive  cooperation  to  make  the  most  of  every  tax  dollar.  Such  effort  is  I 
needed  to  avoid  duplication  of  materials  and  services  while  guar- 
anteeing the  highest  possible  utilization  of  materials,  wherever  they 
might  be  found. 

In  spite  of  the  general  inadequacy  of  library  service  in  the  study 
area,  there  has  been  considerable  increase  in  financing.   Between 
1945  and  1965  the  amount  spent  for  public  library  service  increased 
from  less  than  $200,000  to  some  $981,000,  a  fivefold  gain.  (State- 
wide, public  libraries  during  the  same  period  increased  somewhat 
more — from  approximately  $7,000,000  to  more  than  $60,000,000,  or 
about  800  percent.)   Per  capita  library  expenditures  by  county  li-  i 
braries  in  1964-65  varied  from  $1.32  in  Glenn  County  to  $4.10  in  j 
Trinity  County,  with  an  average  of  $2.90.  Municipal  libraries  spent  j 
an  average  of  $4.13,  ranging  from  a  high  of  $6.62  at  Oroville  down 
to  $2.50  at  Yreka.  The  overall  average  per  capita  was  $3.37.  In  con- : 
trast,  assessed  valuations  in  the  study  area  increased  approximately 
100  percent  during  the  two-decade  period,  meaning  that  library  tax ; 
rates  have  had  to  be  increased  considerably  to  reach  even  the  present  i 
level  of  revenue.   Obviously,  these  revenue   "facts-of-life"   play  a 
necessary  role  in  the  study's  conclusions. 

The  study  also  describes  some  of  the  current  attempts  to  improve 
library  service  in  the  area  through  cooperation.  Included  are  ( 1 )  use  i 
of  interlibrary  loans  to  supply  desired  material  not  otherwise  avail- 1 
able  (no  statistics  given,  unfortunately,  to  provide  a  basis  for  eval- , 
uating  the  frequency  or  quantity  of  this  service);   (2)  the  fact  that 
11  of  the  16  libraries  have  taken  advantage  of  the  State  Library's 
Processing  Center;  (3)  membership  in  the  Northern  California  Film  • 
Circuit  by  three  county  libraries,  Butte,  Shasta  and  Tehama;  inter-  j 
change  of  information  and  experience  through  various  organizations  : 
including  the  Public  Library  Administrators  Association  of  Northern 
California;    (5)   informal  arrangements  across  the  state  border  to 
enable  California  residents  to  use  the  collections  of  the  Washoe ; 
County  (Reno)  Public  Library,  in  the  case  of  Plumas,  Lassen  and 
Sierra  counties,  and  the  Medford  and  Klamath,  Oregon,  libraries  for 
services  to  Siskiyou  and  Modoc  County  residents;  and  (6)  coopera- 
tion with  schools,  ranging  from  exchange  of  materials  to  joint  use  of 
professional  library  staff  and  facilities. 

A  four-week  questionnaire  survey  resulted  in  the  tabulation  of 
5,500  completed  returns,  giving  a  foundation  for  appraising  public 
reaction  to  existing  library  service.  The  results,  along  with  a  copy 
of  the  questionnaire,  are  detailed  in  Appendix  VI  of  the  study. 
Briefly,  the  findings  reveal  that  about  one-half  of  the  public  library 
users  were  students  and  under  sixteen  years  of  age.  Adult  users  were 
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grouped  into  several  broad  categories,  with  housewives  making  up 
the  largest  classificaton,  followed  by  persons  in  professions,  white 
collar  workers,  retired  people,  and  blue  collar  workers.  Businessmen 
constituted  an  even  smaller  group,  composing  from  two  to  five  percent 
of  the  total.  Farmers  were  even  less  numerous  in  the  sample.  Female 
patrons  outnumbered  male  library  users  by  two  or  three  to  one;  25 
percent  of  the  users  were  over  50  years  of  age.  A  special  analysis  of 
circulation  in  one  library  supported  the  conclusion  of  the  question- 
naire returns  that  approximately  ten  percent  of  the  borrowers  account 
for  more  than  one-half  the  circulation.  Although  most  patrons  ex- 
pressed appreciation  for  library  services  now  rendered,  from  70  to  80 
percent  indicated  their  desire  for  expanded  service.  The  fact  that, 
jin  their  comments,  patrons  frequently  complimented  library  staff  on 
jtheir  general  helpfulness  in  spite  of  inadequate  facilities  and  collec- 
itions  speaks  well  of  the  dedication  of  these  individuals. 
I  The  surveyors  also  talked  with  many  public  officials  to  determine 
jtheir  interest  in  and  willingness  to  support  library  services.  It  was 
Ifound  that,  except  in  those  instances  where  the  library  had  been  or 
iwas  currently  the  subject  of  some  special  situation  such  as  considera- 
jtion  of  a  new  building,  consolidation  with  another  library,  etc.,  public 
jofficials  showed  interest  in  their  libraries,  but  no  particular  concern. 
jThe  mounting  costs  of  all  phases  of  government  and  the  pressures  of 
{programs  dictated  by  other  levels  of  government  but  financed  at  the 
local  level  pervaded  their  thinking.  The  lack  of  any  strong  or  con- 
icerted  citizen  effort  to  improve  and  extend  library  services  was  quite 
jevident.  Businessmen  seemed  to  have  similar  attitudes.  In  most  com- 
munities, support  for  better  libraries  and  concern  over  improvements 
jwas  more  often  voiced  by  leaders  of  parent,  professional  and  civic 
torganizations.  Only  a  few  Friends  of  the  Library  groups  are  currently 
jactive  in  the  study  area.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  study  concludes 
jwith  the  observation  that  "from  the  above  findings  .  .  .  there  exists 
ja  broad  base  of  public  support  for  moves  designed  to  strengthen 
library  services  in  the  survey  area."  ^ 

1  Finally,  the  study  reports  on  the  methods  currently  used  to  extend 
•library  service  into  the  hinterlands.  Given  the  distance  between  pop- 
ulation centers,  the  road  system  and  the  sparsity  of  population,  the 
usual  standards  for  branches  such  as  collections  of  50,000  volumes, 
^  driving  distance  of  not  more  than  30  minutes,  and  so  forth,  do  not 
'apply.  At  present,  library  branches  or  stations  are  located  in  settle- 
bents  varying  in  size  from  fifty  or  even  less  to  a  few  thousand.  Book 
:ollections  range  from  200  volumes  to  as  many  as  6,000. 

In  the  smallest  outposts  collections  are  changed,  at  least  in  part, 
by  delivery  or  by  mail  every  six  weeks  to  three  months.  They  may 
be  housed  in  homes  or  crossroad  stores.  Such  collections  are  usually 
devoid  of  magazines  and  most  reference  books.  A  slightly  better 
pervice  is  provided  by  stations  located  in  communities  of  from  a  few

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hundred  to  several  thousand  people.  These  have  collections  of  2,000 
or  3,000  volumes  with  a  few  reference  titles  and  several  popular 
magazines.  Most  of  these  are  open  ten  or  so  hours  a  week.  In  the 
larger  towns,  branches  that  regularly  open  a  part  of  each  day  are 
more  characteristic.  These  have  several  thousand  volumes  in  a  more 
or  less  permanent  collection  along  with  a  number  of  popular  maga- 
zines and  several  basic  reference  tools.  None  of  these  levels  have 
professional  librarians  in  attendance. 

Bookmobile  service  exists  only  in  Butte  County.  While  successful 
there,  the  distances  betv^een  communities,  the  condition  of  the  roads 
and  the  sparsity  of  popula<"ion  rule  out  bookmobile  service  as  a  solu- 
tion to  providing  rural  service  in  much  of  the  study  area. 

In  review,  this  study  presents  a  picture  of  an  immense  and  sparsely 
settled  area  with  radical  differences  in  topography,  and  few  urban 
centers  which  mitigate  making  it  unreasonable  to  apply  the  usual 
standards  of  library  service.  Yet,  the  population  is  growing  and  will 
increase  its  demand  for  library  materials  and  services.  Present  library, 
services  fall  well  below  those  which  the  citizen  has  a  right  to  expect 
in  terms  of  (1)  the  availability  of  large  and  varied  collections  of 
material,  (2)  professional  assistance,  and  (3)  adequacy  of  facilities.' 
Given  this  realistic  picture  of  the  economic  structure  of  the  study 
area  and  the  projections  for  its  future,  what  solutions  can  the  study 
offer  for  solving  the  dilemma? 

It  should  com^e  as  no  surprise  that  the  answer  seems  to  lie  in  the 
direction  of  increased  library  cooperation;  in  some  cases  consolidation 
and  the  creation  of  library  systems.  Such  systems  are  expected  to  tie 
public  libraries  together  and  in  some  cases  involve  school  libraries  as 
well. 

In  specific  terms,  three  library  systems  are  recommended,  as  fol- 
lows: 

It  is  proposed  that  the  area  libraries  consider  forming  three  co-. 
operative  groupings:  "(1)  North  Sacramento  Valley  Cooperative, 
com.prised  of:  Butte  County  Library,  Chico  City  Library,  Colusa 
County  Library,  Glenn  County  Library,  Marysville  City  Library, 
Orland  City  Library,  Oroville  City  Library,  Shasta  County  Library, 
Sutter  County  Library,  Tehama  County  Library,  Trinity  County 
Library,  Willov/s  Cit}^  Library,  Yuba  County  (no  library);  (2) 
Northern  Sierra  Cooperative,  comprised  of:  Lassen  County  Library,; 
Plumas-Sierra  County  Library  (to  look  forward  to  possible  contrac-i 
tual  arrangements  with  the  North  Sacramento  Valley  Cooperative  or, 
conceivably,  with  the  Washoe  County  system  in  Nevada);  (3)  Sis- 
kiyou-Modoc Cooperative,  comprised  of  Modoc  County  Library, 
Siskiyou  County  Library,  Yreka  City  Library,  area  school  districts 
(on  a  demonstration  basis),  (to  look  forward  to  possible  contractual 
arrangements  with  the  North  Sacramento  Valley  Cooperative  or,  con- 
ceivably, with  Southern  Oregon  library  systems)."  '''

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It  is  further  recommended  that  the  North  Sacramento  Valley  Co- 
operative utilize  a  plan  of  organization  and  administration  patterned 
after  that  of  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System.  The  North- 
ern Sierra  Cooperative  and  the  Siskiyou-Modoc  Cooperative  m.ight 
vary  somewhat  in  organization  in  as  much  as  they  would  be  looking, 
eventually  at  least,  to  some  accommodation  with  libraries  across  the 
California  state  boundary. 

To  each  of  these  systems  is  ascribed  what  have  become  traditional 
system  responsibilities,  with  strong  emphasis  on  coordination  in  book 
selection,  the  strengthening  of  the  total  collections  through  subject 
specialization  in  various  libraries,  the  provision  of  storage  facilities, 
improved  communications  and  transportation  to  facilitate  increased 
use  of  interlibrary  loan  services  and  greater  stress  on  personnel  train- 
ing and  utilization.  The  extension  of  library  service  through  greater 
use  of  bookmobiles  where  terrain  and  weather  conditions  permit  and 
the  use  of  mail  service  where  this  is  more  feasible  are  also  recom- 
mended. 

A  strong  case  is  made  for  merging  certain  libraries  such  as  Yreka 
City  Library  with  Siskiyou  County,  Willows  City  Library  with  Glenn 
County,  Oroville  City  Library  with  Butte  County.  Others  such  as 
Chico  and  Orland  are  exhorted  to  consider  entering  into  various  con- 
tractual arrangements  with  their  respective  county  units  in  lieu  of 
or  in  contemplation  of  future  consolidation.  (These  recommendations, 
with  a  full  resume  of  background  and  conclusions  stemming  from  the 
report  are  embodied  in  a  series  of  separate  reports,  each  directed  to 
one  of  the  counties  in  the  study  area.  In  a  sense  these  are  supplements 
to  the  basic  study,  and  offer  considerable  detail  essential  to  evaluating 
specific  recommendations.) 

Attention  is  called  by  the  study  to  the  availability  of  state  and 
federal  funds  for  establishing  and  operating  library  systems  and  for 
construction  of  new  Hbraries.  Private  foundations  are  also  mentioned 
as  possible  sources  of  money — although  no  example  is  given  of  where 
such  funding  has  occurred  or  how  it  might  best  be  secured. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  recommendations  of  the  study  appear  to 
focus  attention  on  the  most  immediate  library  needs  of  the  study  area, 
namely  to  improve  by  concerted,  cooperative  action  the  amount  of 
materials  and  services  available  through  the  existing  city  and  county 
libraries.  This  program  will  also  bring  better  service  to  the  scattered 
rural  population  which  is  so  characteristic  of  the  area.  By  providing 
for  the  libraries'  working  together,  coordinating  book  selection,  shar- 
ing facilities,  etc.,  the  plan  will  partially  alleviate  the  ever-present 
load  attributed  to  students  and  shared  by  school  and  public  libraries 
alike. 
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One  cannot  quarrel  with  the  objectivity,  simplicity,  or  applicability 
of  these  recommendations.  In  simple  language,  they  are  sensible, 
forthright,  and  attainable  with  reasonable  effort. 

However,  the  overall  plan  seems  devoid  of  certain  provisions  which 
at  least  in  other  areas  of  the  state  have  been  considered  essential  to 
the  provision  of  adequate  library  service:  namely  the  kinds  and 
quantities  of  materials  which  Dr.  Lowell  Martin,  in  his  statewide 
survey.  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California,^ 
refers  to  as  being  made  available  at  the  subject-reference  and  the 
research  library  level.  Admittedly,  no  center  of  population  in  the 
entire  study  area  can  now,  or  in  the  foreseeable  future,  support  either 
of  these  two  levels  of  service.  Now,  obviously,  it  is  not  feasible  to 
build  an  urban  center  for  this  sole  reason.  Therefore,  some  logical 
substitute  must  be  found.  Even  the  linking  of  all  the  various  city  and 
county  libraries  will  in  no  way  substitute  for  even  one  large  library 
with  its  normal  depth  of  collection,  including  reference  materials  and 
periodical  backfiles  as  well  as  special  services  and  specialized  per- 
sonnel. 

There  would  appear  to  be  at  least  tv/o  avenues  of  approach  worthy 
of  consideration.  While  no  public  library  in  the  study  area  can  hope 
to  fulfill  this  role,  there  is  one  college,  Chico  State  College,  which 
might!  Examining  the  college  catalog  for  1966-1967  we  find  that  the 
college  has  been  in  existence  for  some  75  years.  In  that  period  it  has 
I  assembled  a  collection  of  130,000  volumes  and  bound  periodicals, 
subscribes  currentb/  to  som.e  1.500  periodicals  and  has  a  growing  col- 
lection of  state  and  federal  documents.  There  are  professional  li- 
brarians in  each  of  the  subject  areas  and  the  library,  constructed  in 
1959,  has  improved  facilities  for  microfilm,  etc.  The  college  also  has 
a  growing  audio-visual  center  which  might  well  augment  circuit  films. 
It  is  not  expected  that  the  college  will  be  eager  to  throw  open  its  doors 
to  a  book-hungry  public,  although  the  study  does  show  that  some 
limited  service  is  already  extended  residents  of  Chico.  Still,  granted 
the  unique  circumstances  of  geography  and  population,  it  is  possible 
that  the  college  administration  might  agree  to  some  kind  of  contrac- 
j  tual  arrangement  which  would  guarantee  reciprocity  of  use  and  pay- 
I  ment  in  money  to  correct  whatever  imbalance  of  service  might  result. 
!  In  addition,  ways  should  also  be  explored  to  make  available  on  at 
;  least  a  limited  basis  the  library  collections  and  service  being  devel- 
I  oped  at  the  junior  colleges  located  strategically  in  Marysville,  Red- 
I  ding  and  Weed.  In  an  area  where  every  book  must  be  made  available

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and  every  professional  librarian  shared,  these  junior  colleges  consti- 
tute invaluable  resources.  (The  College  of  the  Siskiyous  at  Weed  is 
currently  offering  a  library  science  course  which  should  help  alleviate 
the  shortage  of  trained  clerical  library  assistants.) 

A  second  approach  consists  of  negotiating  a  similar  contract  with 
the  Sacramento  Public  Library — the  nearest  large  library,  geographi- 
cally, to  the  study  area.  While  most  library  users  would  have  to 
utilize  this  library's  collections  via  interlibrary  loan,  distances  are 
not  so  great  but  that,  through  teletype  communication  and  daily 
delivery  service,  most  requests  could  be  filled  in  a  day  or  so. 

For  the  relatively  obscure  items  which  other  library  systems  expect 
to  find  through  the  third  level  of  service,  residents  of  the  study  area 
would  probably  have  to  rely  either  upon  the  interlibrary  loan  services 
of  the  State  Library  and/or  a  special  contractual  arrangement  be- 
tween their  own  system  and  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  or  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library. 

In  spite  of  these  deficiencies  or  oversights,  Public  Library  Services 
in  Northern  California:  A  Plan  for  the  Future,  should  be  viewed  as 
a  monumental  example  of  thorough  investigation,  careful  study,  prac- 
tical and  achievable  recommendations,  and  well-written  presentation. 
It  has  established  the  goals  and  blazed  the  trail;  it  remains  for  li- 
brarians and  interested  citizens  to  implement  the  full  program — a 
program  which  would  unquestionably  result  in  vastly  improved 
library  service  for  residents  of  California's  beautiful  and  spacious 
northland.

"A  major  workshop  by  the  State  Library  on  cooperative  library 
systems  has  been  one  of  my  hopes  for  the  last  two  or  three  years. 
We  now  have  13  cooperative  systems  in  actual  operation,  following 
the  passage  by  the  State  Legislature  of  the  Public  Library  Services 
Act  of  1963,  and  amended  in  1965  and  again  in  1966.  The  law  is  so 
different  now  that  there  is  sometimes  confusion  when  people  refer 
only  to  the  Act  of  1963.  There  have  been  very  major  changes  in  the 
way  the  funds  are  allocated  according  to  the  new  equalization  for- 
mula. This  year,  and  this  time  of  year,  seemed  to  be  the  'right'  time 
to  hold  it.  This  year,  because  there  is  so  much  fresh  and  important 
experience  in  actual  cooperative  library  systems  about  which  to  ex- 
change ideas;  this  time  of  year,  because  it  is  close  enough  to,  and 
yet  far  enough  away,  from  September  30,  when  plans  of  service  and 
official  resolutions  for  new  systems  and  for  libraries  that  wish  to 
join  established  systems  must  be  filed.  The  ideas  that  I  know  will 
come  out  of  this  workshop  will  help  all  of  us,  and  we  are  very  grate- 
ful to  all  of  you  for  coming  to  take  part  in  it,  and  particularly  to  all 
who  have  accepted  program  responsibilities. 

"Something  like  two  dozen  workshops  have  been  held  by  the  State 
Library  since  the  first  one  in  Chico  in  1952.  We  believe  that  out  of 
this  long  series  has  come  a  great  deal  of  stimulation  of  library 
progress  in  California.  Even  that  first  one,  with  only  25  participants, 
generated  some  important  ideas:  the  need  for  a  central  processing 
center  for  public  libraries,  to  release  more  local  staff  time  for  public 
services;  the  need  for  libraries  to  join  together  in  some  fashion — 
'regional  library  systems'  I  believe  we  called  them  then — to 
create  and  use  a  larger  pool  of  resources  for  better  and  more  efficient 
public  service;  the  need  for  'outside'  financial  assistance  to  help 
bring  these  needed  improvements  about.  The  sky  was  the  limit  for 
ideas  there;  the  workshop  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
of  the  University  of  California  that  the  School  of  Librarianship  at 
Berkeley  give  a  Sth  year  Master's  Degree,  and  also  undertake  doc- 
toral programs  and  research  in  library  problems,  all  very  substantial 
realities  long  since. 

"Another  workshop  developed  California's  minimum  public  library 
standards,  on  which  national  standards  and  many  other  state  stand- 
ards have  been  based.  The  workshops  in  1956  and  1959,  of  which 
this  one  opening  here  today  is  a  sort  of  lineal  descendent,  got  down 
to  practicalities  of  library  systems:  how  to  bring  them  about,  and 
make  them  work  for  the  increased  benefit  of  all  Californians.  The 
1956  one  was  on  'The  Mechanics  of  Public  Library  Cooperation'. 
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That  year  the  first  federal  Library  Services  Act  passed,  and  we 
needed  to  consult  among  ourselves  on  next  steps  to  implementation. 
The  LSA  gave  us  the  first,  solid,  practical  opportunity  to  begin  to 
turn  ideas,  plans,  and  proposals  for  modern  library  systems  (about 
which  we  had  only  talked)  into  reality.  Because  the  money  was 
small  in  amount,  the  system  plans,  confined  primarily  to  single 
project  services,  had  to  be  tailored  to  its  size.  By  March,  1959, 
however,  we  were  sure  of  slightly  larger  amounts  of  federal  funds, 
and  we  held  a  six-day  workshop  on  systems.  The  aim  was  to  begin 
to  develop  well-rounded  system  services  beyond  but  often  including 
the  single  project  services  that  had  been  possible  between  1957  and 
1959.  The  report  of  Dr.  Ed  A.  Wight  of  his  statewide  survey  of 
public  libraries  had  just  been  concluded,  and  the  workshop  was 
titled  'Your  Library  and  the  Wight  Report  ...  A  Workshop  on 
Systems'.  All  head  librarians  of  public  libraries  were  invited,  but 
each  had  to  be  accompanied  by  at  least  one  other  head  librarian 
with  whom  they  would  work  out  interlibrary  cooperative  activities, 
while  here.  Fifty-seven  came,  in  groups  of  two  or  three.  One  of  the 
objectives  was  to  decide  the  most  effective  use  that  could  be 
made  of  the  additional  federal  money  California  would  receive.  The 
57 — rather  a  magic  number,  it  turned  out — formed  themselves,  not 
in  two's  or  three's,  but  suddenly  into  9  teams  which  worked,  some 
of  them  almost  feverishly,  on  written,  definite  plans.  After  a  couple 
of  days,  these  fewer,  larger  groups  abandoned  their  small,  initial 
ideas  and  planned  multiple  group — actually  systemwide — services. 
They  presented  their  plans  orally  at  the  last  session  to  the  whole 
group,  then  polished  them  up  in  writing,  and  we  sent  the  plans  to  all 
who  had  participated.  We  asked  all  to  vote  for  the  group  plan  that 
in  their  opinion  was  'most  likely  to  succeed'  (as  we  had  money 
enough  only  to  finance  one  system  plan).  The  one  that  received 
unanimous  approval  was  then  called  (rather  imaginatively,  I 
thought)  the  'Fertile  Crescent  Cooperative  Library  System',  later 
renamed  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  (NBC).  This 
became  California's  first  multi-library  cooperative  library  system, 
and  it  now  has  1 7  members. 

"I  recommend  that  all  of  you  who  take  library  system  develop- 
ment seriously  read — or  re-read — ^particularly  the  proceedings  of  the 
1959  workshop,  published  in  the  Summer,  1959,  News  Notes  of\ 
California  Libraries.  They  are  very  interesting  and  very  applicable 
to  much  we  are  doing  now. 

"These  now  thirteen  multi-library  cooperative  systems,  with  68 
members  altogether,  one-third  of  all  our  public  libraries,  now  in 
operation  in  California,  are  among  the  gains  that  have  been  made 
possible  by  demonstrations  with  federal  aid  followed  by  actual  estab- 
lishment of  the  systems  under  California  law,  with  state  financial  aid, 
by  the  1963  Public  Library  Services  Act  and  its  1965  and  1966j 
amendments. 
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"State  financial  aid  started  with  $800,000  for  fiscal  1963-64,  and 
remained  at  that  amount  through  fiscal  years  1965  and  1966,  but  was 
raised  to  $1  million  for  fiscal  1967.  The  Legislature  raised  it  for 
fiscal  1968  to  $1,200,000  but  that  was  reduced  to  $800,000  in  the 
signing  of  the  state  budget  bill  on  June  30,  1967, 

"I  am  sure  it  can  truly  be  said  that  no  other  state  appropriations 
of  such  small  amounts,  particularly  for  such  a  large  state  as  Cali- 
fornia, have  brought  about  so  many  far-reaching  changes  and  im- 
provements, statewide,  in  a  public  service. 

"Our  state  continues  to  grow.  Twenty  million  population  seems 
to  be  the  current  figure.  But  that  growth  is  nothing  compared  to 
the  growth  of  knowledge  and  publication  in  these  same  years  in 
which  we  have  been  building  library  systems.  Dr.  Raynard  C.  Swank 
wrote  recently,  'So  vast  and  complex  has  the  problem  of  access  to 
information  become  that  library  networks  are  coming  to  be  viewed 
as  potential  public  utilities  in  the  broadest  sense.'  We  must  find  the 
answer  to  the  question  of  how  library  service  and  information  ac- 
tually can  become  a  general  public  utility,  because  information  in 
today's  world  is  literally  our  most  valuable  commodity.  There  must 
be  full,  reliable,  ready  access  to  it,  as  well  as  to  works  of  creative 
expression. 

"We  have  come  a  rather  long  way  since  we  began  to  develop  sys- 
tems, with  such  milestones  as:  the  early  exploration  I  mentioned 
a  moment  ago;  establishment  and  continued  revision  of  standards; 
federal  aid,  cooperative  system  service  demonstrations;  the  Master 
Plan  for  California  Public  Library  Development;  and  state  aid  to 
establish  library  systems  on  a  permanent  basis. 

"But  all  sorts  of  building  still  faces  us:  how  best  to  build  into 
reality,  on  a  working  basis,  statewide,  the  five  levels  of  library 
service  recommended  by  Lowell  Martin  in  Public  Library  Service 
Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California;  how  to  obtain  a  proper  balance 
between  local,  state,  and  federal  support  of  libraries,  recognized 
by  the  official  appropriating  authorities  at  each  level;  with  this  to 
assure  the  quality  and  quantity  and  types  of  services  needed  by  all 
the  individual  residents  of  California,  of  all  ages,  conditions,  and 
interests,  to  provide  them  with  the  whole  gamut  of  knowledge,  in- 
formation, and  recorded  expression,  and  also  to  serve  the  group  and 
corporate  needs  such  as  those  of  business  and  industry  for  scientific 
and  technological  materials,  and  of  all  individuals  and  groups  for 
research  materials  open  to  all  on  a  statewide  basis. 

''This  is  the  time  and  here  is  the  place  to  look  at  the  systems  as 
they  are  now  working;  how  materials  may  most  usefully  be  made 
available,  how  book  selection  can  best  be  coordinated;  how  reference 
i  services  of  high  quality  can  reach  throughout  the  state;  how  coopera- 
j  tive  systems  are  managed;  how  they  can  be  managed  better;  the 
I  future  of  technical  services  on  which  public  services  depend  so 
!  heavily;   how  the  people — users  and  non-users — can  learn  and  be 
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informed  about  what  libraries  and  library  systems  have  for  them 
through  cooperative  public  information;  how  special  services  to  chil- 
dren and  young  people  can  reach  all  children  and  young  adults; 
how  to  spread  the  use  of  materials  other  than  books  as  part  of  this 
great  public  library  utility  service;  and  how  to  relate  types  of 
library  services  to  each  other. 

''You  are  here  also  to  exercise  foresight  in  planning  for  the  year, 
and  for  the  years  immediately  ahead.  Frederick  Adams,  Jr.,  of  the 
Morgan  Library,  said,  a  few  years  ago,  'Foresight  can  have  a  shaping 
influence;  hindsight  is  only  a  nuisance  and  a  bore.' 

"I  am  sure  you  are  as  tired  as  I  am  of  being  told,  'Make  no  small 
plans.  They  have  no  magic,  et  cetera  .  .  .'  but  let  us  have  more 
foresight  in  the  plans  we  make  than  was  displayed  in  a  Narrative 
of  the  Proceedings  of  the  CLA,  1895-1907,  which  I  ran  across 
recently  (the  narrative  itself  was  written  in  1929  or  1930).  It  said, 
'In  these  days  when  all  possible  methods  have  been  tried  out,  and 
fairly  standardized  processes  of  library  work  have  emerged  after 
years  of  experimentation,  a  discussion  on  the  merits  of  a  dictionary 
catalog  as  compared  with  one  of  the  classed  or  subject  variety  would 
seem  archaic,  yet  to  just  such  a  discussion  did  the  association  devote 
an  evening  in  August,  1900.' 

"It  is  67  years  after  that  evening  discussion  on  the  comparative 
merits  of  a  dictionary  versus  subject  catalog,  and  37  years  since  that 
mercifully  unknown  1930  commentator  on  the  earlier  proceedings 
so  superciliously  assumed  all  possible  library  methods  had  been  tried 
out!  We  had  better  now  assume  that  we  have  only  begun — if  that — 
to  try  out  new  and  possible  methods,  and  I  doubt  that  we  will  ever 
exhaust  all  the  possibilities. 

"I  have  on  one  or  two  occasions  been  accused  of  being  'hipped  on 
library  systems',  so  hipped,  in  fact,  that  I  have  been  trying  to  get 
them  recognized  in  the  California  State  Constitution,  when  and  if 
it  is  revised,  as  deserving  public  support.  The  overall  case  for  public 
support — federal,  state,  and  local — must  rest  on  the  social  benefit 
that  comes  from  improved  library  and  information  services  that 
systems  make  possible.  Systems  are  not  ends  in  themselves.  They 
are  a  means  to  the  end  of  the  enrichment  and  enjoyment  of  the 
public,  the  stimulation  of  a  better  (if  not  yet  a  great)  society.  So 
far,  systems  are  the  most  effective,  practical,  and  affordable  means 
found,  and  systems  as  we  know  them  can  and  will  continue  to  im- 
prove. They  will  have  to  do  so  in  order  to  provide  library  and  in- 
formation service — ready  access  to  knowledge,  information,  and  ex- 
pression— that  is  truly  a  serviceable  public  utility  in  the  broadest 
sense.  That,  in  essence,  is  what  this  long-sustained,  all-out  effort 
is  all  about.  Let  us  here  in  this  1967  workshop  on  systems  explore 
the  best  methods  of  achieving  complete,  reliable  library  service  for 
all  Californians,  to  realize  our  workshop  them^e  'Better  hbrary  service 
through  better  coordination  of  library  activities.'  I  hope  this  one  will 
generate  its  own  impetus  and  drive  toward  that  goal." 
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KEYNOTE  ADDRESS: 

LIBRARY  SYSTEMS  A-GO  GO

"I  am  pleased  to  be  here  today  and  bring  you  greetings  from  the 
U.S.  Office  of  Education's  Library  Services  Division  in  Washington, 
D.C.  If  I  were  to  meet  v/ith  you  after  August,  I  would  bring  greet- 
ings from  the  Regional  Office,  for,  commencing  August  28,  I  will  be 
j  located  in  the  Federal  Office  Building  in  the  Civic  Center  in  San 
I  Francisco. 

"I  speak  from  the  experience  of  having  worked  in  several  Cali- 
fornia county  libraries,  and,  for  the  last  ten  years,  having  been 
working  with  a  group  of  Western  States  in  connection  with  their 
plans  and  programs  under  the  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act. 

"I  have  been  especially  interested  in  reading  about  the  develop- 
ment of  public  library  systems  in  California,  since  I  had  some  20 
years  of  experience  in  the  county  libraries  of  Ventura,  Plumas  and 
Sierra,  Solano,  and  San  Bernardino.  Ventura,  Solano,  and  San  Ber- 
nardino have  become  members  of  systems,  and  while  I  know  a  little 
something  about  the  benefits  they  have  received,  I  welcome  the 
opportunity  this  workshop  affords  for  me  to  learn  a  great  deal 
about  California  library  systems.  I  want  to  learn  from  you  not  only 
for  vdY  own  personal  interest,  but  in  order  that  I  may  share  your 
experience  with  the  states  I  work  with  on  LSCA. 

"I  have  chosen  for  the  title  of  this  talk,  Xibrary  Systems  A-Go 
Go.'  Please  do  not  mistake  my  meaning.  I  do  not  intend  that  systems 
be  topless;  no  indeed,  they  should  be  as  fully  clothed  as  good  plan- 
ning, industry,  and  financial  support  will  permit.  I  use  the  current 
phrase,  'A-Go  Go',  because  I  want  to  talk  about  some  very  current 
activities  concerning  systems  and  to  tell  you  about  some  studies  and 
i  to  gaze  into  a  crystal  ball. 

"  'The  Past  is  Prologue'  are  words  carved  on  the  National  Ar- 
chives Building  in  V/ashington.  Now  to  set  the  stage  by  looking 
back,  let  me  mention  four  significant  developments  that  have  oc- 
1  curred  since  1956.  It  was  a  fortunate  coincidence  that  the  Am.erican 
J  Library  Association  public  library  standards,  with  their  heavy  em- 
phasis on  the  importance  of  interlibrary  cooperation  and  the  de- 
velopment of  public  library  systems,  were  accepted  in   1956,  the 
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same  year  that  the  Library  Services  Act  was  passed.  As  a  result, 
most  of  the  state  library  agencies  included  the  development  of 
systems  as  one  of  their  primary  objectives  in  their  state  plans  under 
the  federal  Act. 

"The  other  two  landmarks  occurred  right  here  in  California.  In 
1963  the  Public  Library  Development  Act  was  passed,  and  in  1965 
the  statewide  study  was  published:  Public  Library  Service  Equal  to 
the  Challenge  of  California.  Already  nearly  one-third  of  the  public 
libraries  have  joined  systems,  an  outstanding  accomplishment  in  this 
short  time  despite  rather  limited  financing.  The  statewide  study  with 
its  recommendations  for  a  coordinated  development  for  five  levels  of 
service  provides  guidelines  not  only  for  California  but  for  other 
states  as  well. 

"You  in  California  offer  leadership  to  the  nation  in  the  experience 
you  are  gaining  in  the  development  of  your  cooperative  library 
systems.  When  I  speak  to  individuals  or  groups  in  other  states  I  tell 
them  of  the  work  you  are  doing,  and  of  the  planning  studies  that 
have  been  so  effective  in  the  progress  you  have  made. 

"California  was  a  leader  in  developing  standards  for  public  li- 
braries, having  published  state  standards  several  years  before  ALA 
issued  national  standards.  The  Processing  Center  at  the  California 
State  Library,  established  in  one  of  the  early  years  of  LSA,  helped 
pioneer  the  way  for  this  type  of  service  in  other  states.  The  San 
Joaquin  Valley  Information  Service  was  the  first  public  library  ref- 
erence system  formed  in  the  country,  and  has  served  as  a  guide.  The 
North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  has  not  only  paved  the  way 
for  the  development  of  cooperative  library  systems  within  the  state, 
but  is  observed  by  foreign  visitors  as  well  as  being  studied  across 
the  nation.  It  would  be  'carrying  coals  to  Newcastle'  for  me  to  speak 
to  you  about  California  systems;  however,  I  do  want  you  to  know 
that  the  nation  is  watching  library  development  here  with  great 
interest  and  admiration. 

"In  the  President's  Message  on  Health  and  Education  last  Feb- 
ruary, Mr.  Johnson  called  on  each  community  and  each  state  to 
'generate  a  spirit  of  creative  change — a  willingness  to  experi- 
ment .  .  . '  He  said,  'I  do  not  recommend  more  of  the  same,  but 
more  that  is  better — to  solve  old  problems,  to  create  new  institu- 
tions, to  fulfill  the  potential  of  each  individual  in  our  land.' 

"Just  so  we  meet  in  this  workshop  with  a  spirit  of  creative 
change,  a  willingness  to  experiment.  I  do  not  recommend  that  li- 
brary systems  do  just  more  of  the  same,  but  more  that  is  better,  to 
solve  old  problems,  to  create  new  institutions,  to  fulfill  the  needs 
of  library  users. 

"We  must  keep  in  mind  that  libraries  must  continue  to  provide  the 
services  they  have  furnished  in  the  past;  yet  at  the  same  time  they 
must  respond  to  such  changing  conditions  as: 
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,  .  .  The  explosive  increase  in  the  amount  and  the  rapidly  chang- 
ing character  of  the  world  output  of  literature. 

.  .  .  The  almost  frightening  pace  of  technical  advances  that 
affect  not  only  library  techniques  but  the  very  character  of 
the  communities  which  libraries  serve. 

.  .  .  The  increase  in  and  the  swiftly  changing  shifting  character 
of  readers'  needs. 

"Because  of  historical  inertia  and  large  investments  in  collections 
and  bibliographic  apparatus,  library  planning  has  tended  toward  sim- 
ply allowing  for  still  bigger  collections  and  serving  more  users  in 
conventional  ways.  In  the  face  of  these  new  challenges,  however, 
such  planning  is  wholly  inadequate.  Planning  is  now  shifting  toward 
systems  of  interdependent  libraries  that  share  the  growing  load  of 
literature  and  services,  taking  advantage  of  technological  innova- 
tions that  can  both  increase  the  effectiveness  of  the  libraries  in  the 
system  and  also  improve  ease  and  speed  of  intercommunication 
among  them.  Planning  must  also  take  account  of  the  sharp  changes 
in  operations  and  in  manpower  needed. 

"It  is  becoming  increasingly  clear  that  no  library,  no  matter  how 
large,  can  be  self-sufficient  to  the  point  where  it  can  maintain  col- 
lections and  services  adequate  to  meet  all  the  demands  made  upon 
it.  Therefore,  there  must  be  more  orderly,  planned  development  of 
cooperation. 

"There  are  five  elements  to  a  system  that  I  want  to  mention  and 
I  place  services  first  because  the  purpose  of  forming  a  library  system 
is  to  better  serve  the  user.  The  services  which  public  library  systems 
perform  are  those  that  the  systems,  or  member  libraries,  feel  are 
most  needed  in  order  to  extend  and  improve  public  library  service 
in  the  areas  covered  by  the  systems. 

"A  New  York  systems  study  shows  some  61  services  being  offered, 
ranging  from  bookmobiles  to  payroll  management.  They  may  be 
grouped  into  the  following  more  general  categories  of  services: 

Convenience  of  Access 
Grants  to  Member  Libraries 
Location  Files 
Consultant  Services 
Book  Backstopping 
Audio-Visual  Resources 
Aid  In  Book  Selection 
In-Service  Training 
Central  Purchasing 
Central  Processing 
Public  Relations  and  Publicity 
Delivery  Service 
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It  is  not  necessary  with  this  group  for  me  to  elaborate  on  any  of 
these  services,  but  I  would  encourage  you  to  continually  think  of 
ways  to  improve  the  services  now  being  provided  by  your  systems. 
At  the  same  time,  you  should  have  channels  set  up  for  receiving 
proposals  for  new  services,  for  evaluating  them  and  for  setting  pri- 
orities. 

''The  New  York  study  that  enumerates  some  61  services  is  one 
that  I  commend  to  you.  It  is  comprehensive  and  not  limited  to  serv- 
ices. Entitled  Emerging  Library  Systems;  the  1963-66  Evaluation 
of  the  New  York  State  Public  Library  Systems,  it  was  issued  in 
February,  1967,  by  the  State  Education  Department.  The  study 
was  made  by  the  Education  Department's  Division  of  Evaluation. 

"The  second  element  of  a  system  is  resources.  One  of  the  very 
basic  features  of  the  library  system  concept  is  that  library  resources 
shall  be  shared,  thus  making  it  possible  for  the  individual  to  use 
materials  and  services  which  his  own  community  library  could  not 
afford.  Reference  and  nonfiction  collections  are  strengthened;  book 
pools,  rotating  collections,  and  other  material-sharing  techniques  are 
used  to  bring  a  steady  flov^^  of  materials  new  to  each  community 
library. 

"Library  systems  are  the  first  line  of  defense  in  backstopping 
community  libraries.  However,  miany  systems  are  unable  to  con- 
sistently perform  at  higher  than  a  college  undergraduate  level.  One 
example  of  using  a  strong  library  collection  may  be  found  in  the 
demonstration  now  under  way  in  Detroit. 

"This  is  a  two-year  Metropolitan  Library  Research  and  Demon- 
stration Project.  Under  the  first  phase,  Wayne  State  University  re- 
ceived a  grant  under  Title  I  of  the  Higher  Education  Act  and  this 
resulted  in  a  study  by  Nelson  Associates  which  provides  an  analysis 
of  the  cost  of  Detroit's  Main  Library  services  and  a  development  of 
tools  to  be  used  for  measuring  use  patterns  during  the  demonstration. 
When  this  research  design  was  completed  last  February,  all  resi- 
dents of  Wayne,  Oakland  and  Macomb  counties  were  free  to  utilize 
the  full  services  of  the  Detroit  Main  Library,  and  on  July  1  three 
more  counties  were  added:  Monroe,  St.  Clair  and  Washtenaw.  Partial 
payment  to  enable  the  Detroit  Library  to  recruit  personnel  and 
purchase  books  has  been  provided  with  an  LSCA  grant.  The  name 
of  this  study  by  Nelson  Associates  is  Methods  and  Procedures  jor 
Measuring  Patron  Use  and  Cost  of  Patron  Services  for  the  Detroit 
Metropolitan  Library  Project,  and  it  was  published  in  January 
1967. 

"California  may  be  ahead  of   Michigan's   Detroit  Metropolitan  j 
Library  Project  for  I  read  a  newspaper  clipping  to  the  effect  thati 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  received  a  federal  grant  from  | 
the  State  Library  in  order  to  make  its  resources  available  to  the  17 
cities  and  counties  belonging  to  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library 
System. 
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"Another  example  of  making  resources  available  is  New  York's 
3R's  program.  This  is  a  statewide  reference  and  research  resources 
program  that  was  launched  in  1966  with  an  appropriation  of  $700,- 
000.  Nine  regional  reference  and  research  library  systems  have  been 
organized  and  each  is  receiving  $25,000  to  assist  in  planning  and 
organizational  work.  Standards  have  been  developed  that  relate  to 
membership,  service  area,  articulation  with  the  public  library  sys- 
tems, minimum  resources,  and  fiscal  responsibility. 

"Here  are  just  a  few  of  the  Regulations  for  the  3R's  systems: 

.  .  .  Membership  shall  include  four-year  colleges,  institutions  of- 
fering graduate  programs,  and  all  approved  public  library 
systems. 

,  .  .  The  area  shall  include  not  less  than  750,000  persons  or  not 
less  than  10,000  square  miles, 

.  .  .  The  area  of  service  shall  not  cut  apart  the  area  of  service 
of  an  existing  public  library  system. 

.  .  .  The  area  shall  include  more  than  one  county. 

"The  development  of  the  3R's  system  in  New  York  will  greatly 
improve  the  availability  of  materials,  and  this  leads  me  to  the 
third  element  of  a  system  which  is  accessibility.  The  problem  of 
accessibility  is  no  less  important  in  library  service  than  it  is  in  the 
offering  of  any  other  kind  of  service  which  is  intended  for  wide 
general  use.  In  library  practice,  accessibility  has  three  main  facets: 

1.  Legal  accessibility,  or  the  individual's  right  to  use  certain  li- 
brary collections  and  services. 

2.  Physical  accessibility,  involving  questions  of  distance,  time,  and 
convenience  in  using  those  collections  which  are  legally  acces- 
sible to  him. 

3.  Bibliographic  accessibility,  or  the  means  available  to  the  in- 
dividual for  'remote  browsing' — the  tools  to  help  him  identify 
which  of  the  materials,  in  the  collections  to  which  he  has  legal 
access,  will  meet  his  particular  need. 

"Library  systems  have  had  a  profound  effect  on  accessibility;  the 
mere  fact  of  making  the  resources  of  all  the  libraries  in  a  system 
legally  accessible  to  all  residents  of  the  system  area  stands  by  itself 
as  an  immensely  significant  improvement  in  the  service  potential 
for  those  with  weaker  libraries. 

"Bookmobiles,  deposit  stations,  book  pools,  rotating  collections, 
interlibrary  loan,  modern  communication  and  duplication  equipment 
and  the  privilege  of  returning  books  anywhere  in  the  system  are 
all  employed  to  cut  down  on  physical  inaccessibility.  But  there  is  a 
need  to  standardize  interlibrary  loan  policies  and  to  make  cost  studies 
on  interlibrary  loans. 


\k 
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"A  great  deal  of  work  is  now  progressing  in  order  to  improve 
bibliographic  accessibility.  I  know  that  here  in  California  some  sys- 
tems have  set  up  locator  files,  some  have  produced  book  catalogs, 
and  some  have  published  union  lists.  With  the  ever  increasing  use 
of  computers  and  related  hardware,  it  is  inevitable  that  there  will 
be  an  improvement  in  bibliographic  access. 

"At  the  ALA  Conference  just  held  in  San  Francisco,  announce- 
ment was  made  of  a  coordinated  library  automation  effort  being 
planned  by  the  three  national  libraries;  the  Library  of  Congress,  the 
National  Library  of  Medicine,  and  the  National  Agricultural  Library. 

"The  three  national  libraries  have  agreed  to  adopt  common  goals 
as  each  proceeds  to  automate.  This  effort  to  achieve  systems  com- 
patibility at  the  national  level  has  far-reaching  implications  for  li- 
brary automation  and  library  systems  of  the  future. 

"It  is  expected  that  the  national  resources  to  be  created  by  this 
intensified  cooperation  among  the  national  libraries  will  go  a  long 
way  toward  coping  with  the  problems  created  by  the  'information 
explosion'  and  that  the  automated  system,  when  shared  with  the 
national  libraries,  will  provide  faster  and  more  efficient  access  to 
research  information. 

"The  fourth  element  of  a  system  is  organization,  and  I  think  in 
this  workshop  we  are  concerned  with  the  cooperative  type  which 
offers  the  greatest  degree  of  flexibility  and  local  autonomy.  I  need 
not  give  you  details  to  organize  such  a  system — I  just  want  to  make 
a  couple  of  observations.  Contracts  between  systems  are  being  em- 
ployed in  New  York  where  increased  efficiency  would  result  from 
a  larger  operation,  as  in  book  processing  for  example.  You  may 
already  be  doing  this,  too;  making  contracts  between  systems, 

"In  the  future  I  think  there  will  be  much  closer  coordination  than 
presently  exists  between  public  libraries  and  other  tj^es  of  libraries. 
Title  III  of  LSCA  is  for  interlibrary  cooperation  and  it  will  be  an 
incentive  in  this  direction.  Also,  Title  III  of  the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education  Act  is  being  used  for  multipurpose  library 
and  information  centers.  The  New  York  Evaluation  study  I  re- 
ferred to  made  mention  of  the  fact  that  in  some  communities — 
small  communities  where  it  is  difficult  to  finance  separately  a  com- 
munity college  library,  a  school  library,  a  public  library — that  some- 
thing needs  to  be  done  in  order  to  coordinate,  in  order  to  provide 
the  best  library  service  and  it  is  possible  that  we'll  see  some  changes 
in  organization  structure. 

^'Management  is  the  final  element  of  a  system  that  I  wish  to  speak 
about.  Many  of  the  operations  in  libraries,  once  an  initial  pro- 
fessional judgement  has  been  made,  fall  under  the  heading  of  man- 
agement, and  it  seems  to  me  that  library  service  would  benefit  much 
by  bringing  management  know-how  and  techniques  to  bear  on  them. 
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The  processing  of  books  is  an  example  of  an  area  where  this  is 
especially  true;  and  it  would  seem  to  me  that  book  selection  in 
systems  is  another  area  where  we  need  some  management  know-how, 
some  studies  made. 

"At  the  outset,  I  promised  to  gaze  into  a  crystal  ball.  You  will 
recall  that  ALA  designed  a  library  of  the  future  for  the  Seattle 
World's  Fair  and  it  was  called  Library  21,  so  named  for  the  21st 
century.  As  a  result  of  ALA's  experience  with  the  exhibit  a  report 
called  The  Library  and  Information  Networks  of  the  Future  was 
published  for  the  Air  Force.  It  tells  how  in  the  next  decade,  through 
new  automation  techniques,  the  home  will  be  tied  in  with  local 
libraries,  which  will  in  turn  be  connected  to  six  regional  centers 
across  the  nation  located  in  northeast,  east,  south,  midwest,  south- 
west, and  northwest.  The  regional  centers  in  turn  will  be  connected 
to  a  national  center.  All  information  contained  in  these  libraries  will 
be  made  available  to  the  individual  in  his  home  or  office  with  equip- 
ment no  more  complicated  than  the  average  dial  telephone,  the  re- 
port says. 

"  'The  library  of  the  future,'  the  report  goes  on  to  say,  'will  be 
constructed  on  present-day  foundations  and  will  probably  evolve 
as  a  combined  form  of  the  conventional  and  special  library  as  we 
know  them  today.' 

"The  regional  and  local  information  centers  will  equally  serve  the 
entire  population — farmers,  lawyers,  teachers,  doctors,  businessmen, 
students,  housewives,  and  skilled  and  non-skilled  laborers — accord- 
ing to  the  report.  And  so  as  the  forerunner  of  the  library  of  the 
future,  today  we  have  systems  A-Go  Go,  and  I  repeat  President 
Johnson's  call  to  'generate  a  spirit  of  creative  change — a  willing- 
ness to  experiment'  .  .  .  He  said,  'I  do  not  recommend  more  of 
the  same,  but  more  that  is  better  ...  to  solve  old  problems,  to 
create  new  institutions,  to  fulfill  the  potential  of  each  individual  in 
our  land.' " 
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Making  Materials  Available  in  a  Library  System— 
Presenfotions  and  Summaries

Mrs.  Watts,  whose  system  role  is  as  "Coordinator  of  Procedures," 
pointed  out  that  the  first  proposal  in  the  Martin  study.  Public  Library 
Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California,  is  that  there  be  "a  co- 
ordinated plan  for  public  library  development  ...  on  a  statewide 
basis  in  order  to  mobilize  resources  and  services  to  make  them  avail- 
able to  the  individual  reader  wherever  he  lives,"  and  that  the  report 
specifically  notes  that  each  library  should  have  access  to  "the  record 
of  holdings  in  the  next  largest  unit."  The  panel  topic,  "Making  mate- 
rials available  in  a  library  system,"  very  clearly  falls  within  this 
point. 

Mrs.  Fitch: 

"First,  in  our  system,  we  have  equal  access  to  all  books.  A  library 
card  from  any  member  can  be  used  in  any  other,  and  the  books  can 
be  taken  from  any  outlet  and  returned  to  any  other  in  the  system.  We 
all  use  Gaylord  cards,  and  all  are  imprinted  with  the  name  of  the  sys- 
tem. 

"The  Mother  Lode  Library  System  is  made  up  of  four  libraries, 
two  county  libraries.  El  Dorado  and  Placer,  and  two  city  libraries, 
Auburn  and  Roseville,  located  in  Placer  County  but  independent  of 
the  county  library.  Geography  had  to  be  taken  into  consideration 
when  we  planned  the  system  and  projected  better  and  faster  service 
for  the  entire  two  counties.  They  run  side  by  side  up  from  the 
Sacramento  Valley,  at  sea  level,  through  the  foothills  and  into  the 
High  Sierra.  The  two  county  seats  where  the  main  county  libraries 
are  located  are  only  28  miles  apart,  but  apart  by  a  mountain  range. 
Travel  between  member  libraries  is  not  easy  and  mail  service  is  slow. 

"Our  system  planning  gave  priority  to  daily  delivery  service  among 
the  four  main  libraries.  Placer  County  Library,  in  Auburn,  is  fiscal 
agent,  and  Auburn,  the  headquarters  city,  is  closest  to  three  of  the 
members;  but  because  of  the  mountain  driving  required  to  reach 
the  El  Dorado  County  Library,  in  Placerville,  we  chose  a  van  with 
every  accessory  possible  for  security  in  all  kinds  of  weather.  Now 
that  we  have  had  this  service  for  ten  months,  we  cannot  imagine 
getting  along  without  it.  The  van  makes  daily  delivery  to  the 
four  main  libraries  and  weekly  delivery  to  all  of  our  branches:  five 
in  El  Dorado  County,  ten  in  Placer  County,  and  one  in  Roseville. 
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We  have  worked  out  a  careful  schedule  by  which  the  van  begins  at 
system  headquarters  each  morning  and  travels  to  each  main  library 
and  to  a  few  branches  each  day,  ensuring  a  complete  round  of  the 
branches  over  the  week. 

"The  van  delivers  books  and  materials  from  system  headquarters 
to  the  four  main  libraries  each  day,  including  all  of  the  papers 
which  back  up  the  telephone  discussions  of  the  day,  bibliographies, 
newsletters  from  headquarters,  publicity  materials,  minutes  of  meet- 
ings, catalogs,  and  of  course  books  we  are  borrowing  or  lending.  It 
now  delivers  films,  since  the  system  has  joined  a  film  circuit,  and 
framed  prints  in  the  rotating  collections,  for  circulation  to  the  public. 
System-purchased  magazines  and  reference  books  are  delivered  by 
van;  when  we  have  microfilm  readers  and  record  collections,  the 
van  will  carry  those  materials — microfilm  and  records. 

"The  van  also  has  taken  over  the  delivery  of  rotating  books  from 
each  main  library  to  its  branches.  Before,  we  had  each  used  various 
methods  of  branch  delivery — mail,  staff,  or  by  contract  with  the 
schools.  Now  we  have  a  firm  schedule  with  regular  weekly  deliv- 
eries. 

"Another  aid  in  making  materials  available  is  the  new  system- 
installed  teletype  which  each  library  has  to  ask  and  answer  ref- 
erence questions.  Another  is  the  new  system-installed  copying  ma- 
chines, by  which  we  can  make  pages  from  reference  or  rare  books  or 
from  backfile  magazines  available." 

Mr.  Hart: 

"Black  Gold  Cooperative  System  is  composed  of  the  Dean  Hobbs 
Blanchard  Library,  Santa  Paula,  the  Ventura  City-County  Public 
Library;  Santa  Barbara  Public  Library;  Lompoc  Public  Library; 
Santa  Maria  Public  Library;  San  Luis  Obispo  City  Library;  and 
San  Luis  Obispo  County  Library.  A  principle  of  our  plan  of  service 
is  the  free  and  equal  access  to  library  materials.  The  plan  states  that 
'Lending  of  materials  will  be  permitted  freely  throughout  the  system 
subject  always  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  member  libraries 
...  A  resident  of  any  community  in  the  system  may  borrow  from 
any  member  library  or  service  outlet  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  lending  library.'  Under  'Interavailability,'  it  states  that 
materials  and  information  contained  in  any  member  library  will  be 
available  on  the  same  basis  to  all  library  users  of  the  area  served  by 
the  system.  By  agreeing  freely  to  lend  materials  with  rapid  communi- 
cations and  transportation  each  library  will  have  access  to  the  total 
resources  of  all. 

"This  ...  is  not  a  radical  departure  from  the  practice  of  these 
libraries  prior  to  the  establishment  of  Black  Gold.  For  several  years 
in  all  of  the  public  libraries  of  the  three  counties  we  have  had 
mutual  exchange  of  materials,  honoring  others'  library  cards  and 
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rendering  services  to  non-residents  of  their  jurisdiction  without 
charge.  Therefore,  equal  access  has  been  a  logical  evolution  of  an 
idea  rather  than  an3rthing  startlingly  new.  .  . 

"The  plan  of  service  allows  for  two  qualifications  in  the  free  ex- 
change of  material.  The  first  is  that  studies  could  be  made  to  assure 
that  any  member  library  would  not  be  over-burdened  or  taken 
advantage  of  in  the  equal-access  concept.  Provisions  for  charging 
for  an  imbalance  in  interlibrary  loan  are  in  the  plan  of  service.  At 
this  time,  however,  the  ratio  of  borrowing  to  lending  is  such  that 
there  is  no  evidence  to  support  the  need  for  an  exchange  of  funds 
between  libraries.  The  second  qualification  is  that  all  material  is 
lent  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  lending  library;  as 
an  example,  some  reference  books,  lent  to  other  libraries,  may  not 
leave  the  borrowing  library.  Some  materials  that  are  requested  are 
not  available  for  loan;  however  they  are  completely  available  to 
any  nonresident  who  wishes  to  use  them  within  the  owning  library. 
No  library  imposes  special  limits  on  use  by  any  Black  Gold  resident. 
All  member  libraries  will  observe  a  valid  library  card  from  any  other 
member  and  the  patron  will  receive  the  same  service  as  if  he  were 
a  resident  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  lending  library.  This  is  true  for 
all  materials:  pictures,  documents,  etc.  A  non-resident  patron  plac- 
ing a  reserve  will  take  his  turn  along  with  local  residents.  This  is  also 
true  in  interlibrary  loan. 

"Two  significant  steps  were  taken  which  are  largely  responsible 
for  the  success  of  the  interlibrary  borrowing  among  the  Black  Gold 
group.  The  first  was  a  union  list  of  holdings  in  the  form  of  a  book 
catalog;  the  second,  closed-circuit  telet}^  in  which  all  members 
are  connected. 

"The  format  of  the  book  catalog  as  we  have  developed  it  involves 
the  entry  of  all  new  titles  acquired  by  member  libraries  after  July, 
1964,  and  provides  a  location  symbol  under  the  author  entry  indicat- 
ing which  libraries  hold  this  title.  With  this  information  plus  immedi- 
ate teletj^e  communication,  the  borrowing  library  may  request  the 
book,  be  advised  of  its  availability,  and  carry  out  the  interlibrary 
loan  procedures  necessary  to  borrow  the  book.  If  a  definite  title  is 
not  in  the  book  catalog,  the  libraries  will  generally  inquire  according 
to  subject  strengths  of  the  individual  libraries.  We  have  made  quite 
a  study  of  these  subject  strengths  ...  In  the  first  stages  of  Black 
Gold  we  anticipated  quite  a  bit  of  overlap  in  our  collections  but  as 
we  got  into  it  we  found  this  is  not  the  case.  Very  rarely  do  all  li- 
braries buy  a  single  title;  most  commonly  only  one  or  two  do. 

"As  a  general  rule  requesting  libraries  will  canvass  other  Black 
Gold  libraries  before  sending  a  request  to  the  State  Library.  Selective 
requests  are  made  on  teletype  instead  of  blanket  transmission;  other- 
wise all  the  libraries  would  search  for  the  same  book  at  the  same 
time. 
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"Library  materials  which  are  requested  may  be  forwarded  either 
by  mail  or  by  the  weekly  interlibrary  delivery  service.  As  a  general 
rule,  the  borrowing  period  between  members  is  one  month.  The  tele- 
type requests  have  been  speeded  up  even  faster  by  the  lending  li- 
brary's agreeing  to  fill  out  the  interlibrary  loan  request  forms.  This 
saves  a  great  deal  of  time  and  eliminates  the  delay  involved  in  mail- 
ing the  ILL  form  from  the  borrowing  library. 

"Books  normally  are  returned  by  the  patron  to  the  borrowing 
library  and  are  subsequently  returned  via  the  weekly  delivery  serv- 
ice to  the  lending  library.  Some  libraries  allow  their  branches  to  re- 
turn books  directly  by  mail;  in  some  geographies,  this  can  be 
speedier.  It  depends  upon  internal  procedures  and  time  schedules, 
Wednesday  being  the  deadline.  It  is  a  principle  of  the  plan  of  service 
that  a  patron  may  borrow  material  and  may  return  it  to  any  one  of 
the  participating  libraries  or  branches,  and  there  is  no  charge  except 
when  a  fine  is  concerned. 

"Availability  of  materials  is  also  affected  by  three  other  aspects  of 
our  plan.  The  first  is  the  last-copy  service.  Black  Gold  libraries  cir- 
culate a  list  of  discards,  in  which  each  library  may  indicate  whether 
or  not  they  possess  a  title  on  the  list.  When  the  list  is  returned,  if  no 
library  indicates  ownership,  the  book  is  not  discarded.  The  second  is 
a  union  list  of  periodical  holdings,  prepared  early  in  the  development 
of  Black  Gold  and  regularly  updated.  The  third  is  the  exchange  of 
public  relations  brochures  and  bibliographies  prepared  by  individual 
libraries. 

"From  an  examination  of  the  statistical  record  of  interlibrary  loan, 
several  conclusions  may  be  drawn: 

"The  rate  of  borrowing  from  libraries  outside  the  Black  Gold 
group  has  tended  to  decline,  with  an  increase  of  borrowing  among 
member  libraries. 

"Smaller  libraries  lend  about  as  much  as  they  borrow.  In  the 
larger  libraries  there  is  considerable  variation  between  the  incoming 
requests  and  outgoing  requests.  Statistics  would  indicate  that  Ven- 
tura requests  more  titles  than  are  requested  from  it.  In  Santa  Bar- 
bara this  is  the  reverse.  This  may  have  been  largely  due  to  some 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  Santa  Barbara  staff  to  use  the  ILL  serv- 
ice of  Black  Gold.  We  have  attempted  to  familiarize  the  staff,  espe- 
cially in  the  branches,  with  the  ease  and  speed  of  system  ILL,  and  to 
encourage  its  use.  These  efforts  are  apparently  paying  off. 

"One  other  service  which  is  currently  being  started,  which  will 
have  an  effect  on  the  availability  of  materials  and  services,  is  the 
Black  Gold  Reference  Center.  We  will  employ  a  reference  coordina- 
tor who  will  coordinate  the  strengths  in  each  member  library,  assist 
in  the  development  of  these  collections — the  members'  and  the  Cen- 
ter's— and  do  reference  research  using  materials  in  any  one  of  the 
libraries.  Most  pertinent  to  our  topic  today,  he  will  compile  a  retro- 
spective Hst  of  reference  holdings:  acquisitions  prior  to  1964  which 
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are  not  found  in  the  existing  book  catalog.  This  list,  plus  the  book 
catalog,  the  union  list  of  periodicals  and  the  exchange  of  special  bib- 
liographies will  give  all  members  a  good  idea  of  the  current  infor- 
mation available  throughout  the  system." 

Mrs.  Babcock: 

"Our  library  system,  San  Gabriel  Valley,  was  formed  as  a  result  of 
a  study  under  a  planning  grant,  the  study,  Community  Libraries  in 
an  Age  of  Change:  Comrdunity  Libraries  Face  Tomorrow,  by  Ray- 
mond M.  Holt  and  Dr.  Gerhard  N.  Rostvold.  The  study  included 
eight  libraries  in  our  particular  San  Gabriel  Valley,  three  of  which 
are  not  a  part  of  the  system.  The  eight  surveyed  were,  first  the  mem- 
bers: Pasadena,  South  Pasadena,  Monrovia,  Sierra  Madre,  and  Alta- 
dena;  then  the  three  non-members  Alhambra,  Arcadia,  and  San  Ma- 
rino. This  seemed  a  logical  area  because  we  are  quite  contiguous  and 
completely  urban. 

"One  of  the  first  decisions  we  made  as  we  began  to  plan  was  that 
interavailability  of  all  library  materials  and  equal  access  for  all  bor- 
rowers was  of  paramount  importance,  and  that  it  could  be  attained  in 
this  area  more  easily  than  in  some  other  systems  which  are  wide 
spread.  We  are  perhaps  no  more  than  25  square  miles. 

"Our  emphasis  has  been  on  expanded  book  collections  and  the 
system  has  from  the  first  allocated  funds  for  book  purchasing.  We 
thought  this  was  more  important  in  our  kind  of  area  than  many 
perhaps  more  mechanical  things.  We  placed  particular  emphasis  on 
reference  books  within  the  Pasadena  Public  Library,  which  is  by  far 
the  largest  library  with  a  collection  in  greater  depth,  and  a  natural 
center  for  the  area.  System  funds  have  been  used  to  purchase  expen- 
sive sets,  to  insure  ownership  somewhere  within  the  system.  Each 
library  has  benefitted. 

"In  dividing  the  funds,  we  spent  more  in  the  Pasadena  Public  Li- 
brary which  is  the  fiscal  agent  and  of  course  the  'mother  library,' 
and  among  the  others  equally,  as  we  always  emphasized  the  Pasa- 
dena Public  Library  reference  collection.  Altogether  we  had  perhaps 
well  over  500,000  volumes. 

"To  carry  out  the  prime  goal  of  interavailability  more  swiftly,  the 
system  Council  was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  an  Adminis- 
trative Consultant,  Mrs.  Winifred  Ragsdale.  During  the  crucial  for- 
mation period,  this  consultant  did  a  tremendous  job  of  coordinating, 
assisting  members  with  special  surveys  and  studies,  organizing  new 
services  for  some  of  the  libraries,  and  compiling  a  very  useful  list  of 
all  special  libraries  in  our  general  area  indicating  what  kinds  of  mate- 
rials are  available  to  us  beyond  our  own  five  libraries.  This  included 
all  of  the  special  libraries  in  the  area,  and  their  rules  and  regulations 
for  lending  their  books  and  materials. 
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"There  is  teletype  communication  among  the  five  libraries  with 
direct  TWX  communication  from  Pasadena  to  the  State  Library  and 
to  other  libraries  in  the  nation  connected  to  TWX.  The  system  em- 
ploys clerks  to  handle  the  teletype  from  9  to  6.  At  first  we  tried  to 
make  it  available  until  9  in  the  evening  but  we  found  the  service  was 
being  used  mostly  in  the  business  day.  Through  this  of  course  mate- 
rials become  available  to  patrons  of  all  our  communities.  We  find 
that  we  can  locate  books  and  send  them  to  other  libraries,  and  we 
are  very  free  in  letting  people  borrow  from  all,  and  return  to  all.  To 
make  this  possible  v/e  now  have  a  daily  delivery  service.  We  use  a 
Pasadena  City  car  on  a  mileage  plus  rental  basis;  we  also  pay  the 
salary  of  the  driver.  In  the  beginning  we  had  delivery  service  three 
times  a  week  but  we  found  it  necessary  to  increase  this  to  five  times. 
People  are  particularly  pleased  to  have  delivery  so  quickly. 

"To  facilitate  location  of  books,  a  union  list  of  acquisitions  has 
been  maintained  for  the  last  year  and  a  half.  Since  it  is  customary 
for  system  members  to  request  from  Pasadena  first,  it  is  possible  for 
the  teletype  staff  to  assist  in  locating  books.  There  has  been  no 
,  attempt  to  go  back  to  the  beginning  of  our  collections,  but  the  union 
list  does  serve  many  purposes  as  the  system  grows  and  develops. 

"We  were  very  much  interested  in  Mr.  Hart's  remarks  on  the 

spread  of  titles  acquired.  We  thought  we  as  a  system  in  an  urban 

I  area,  close  in  socio-economic  levels,  would  naturally  select  the  same 

J  titles.  We  did  not.  We  found  when  we  surveyed  our  union  catalog 

that  we  were  not  purchasing  the  same  titles  and  were  in  reality  mak- 

I  ing  many  more  titles  available.  Of  1966  titles,  55  percent  were  ac- 

I  quired  by  only  one  library,  24  percent  by  two,  14  percent  by  three 

and  only  one  and  a  half  percent  by  all. 

"Another  project  to  make  more  books  available  to  all  members  has 
been  the  extension  of   Greenaway  Plans.   The  total  num^ber  now 
j  reaches  beyond  IS,  Pasadena  having  ten  or  twelve,  the  others  one 
•  to  three  each.  This  assures  coverage  of  these  certain  publishers  and 
assures  all  members'  knowing  the  Greenaway  holdings  of  each  other. 
"The  system  has  compiled  a  union  list  of  periodicals  including  all 
back  holdings,  and  this  is  available  on  cards  in  each  library.  It  is 
hoped  that  even  greater  interavailability  of  important  back  issues 
will  be  possible  as  we  purchase  more  back  issues  and  periodical 
indexes  to  make  the  whole  collection  of  all  five  libraries  more  useful. 
I  In  the  beginning  of  the  system,  the  total  number  of  currently-held 
!  subscriptions  was  about  800  titles;  this  has  increased  considerably. 
"Availability  of  library  materials  includes  the  availability  of  audio- 
visual materials.  Phonorecordings  are  made  as  available  as  are  books 
and  films.  Films  belonging  to  the  system  and  those  on  deposit  in  any 
I  Hbrary  on  a  film  circuit  basis  or  on  a  sponsored  basis  are  made  avail- 
.  able  to  all  borrowers  v/ithin  the  system.  To  make  this  possible  the 
system  itself  has  issued  an  annotated  film  catalog  and  each  library 
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makes  freely  available  many  copies  of  the  circuit  films  being  held  at 
the  moment.  .  .  .  One  of  the  urgent  reasons  behind  a  five-day-a-week- 
delivery  was  to  facilitate  the  interavailability  of  films  which  could  be 
sent  from  one  library  to  another  on  this  daily  delivery. 

"The  system  recognized  that  Pasadena  was  doing  and  had  been 
doing  much  reference  for  many  patrons  outside  its  service  bound- 
aries. This  is  natural,  for  library  patrons  are  more  interested  in 
answers  than  in  whether  or  not  they  crossed  a  city  line.  The  system 
has  established  a  reference  center  at  Pasadena  and  has  added  staff 
for  this  special  service.  The  purpose  is  to  absorb  this  natural  refer- 
ence load.  To  increase  awareness  of  reference  holdings,  staff  mem- 
bers from  the  five  libraries  have  met  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the 
large  reference  collection  at  the  Pasadena  Public  Library  and  to  be- 
come knowledgeable  about  the  possibilities  of  cooperation  such  as 
that  attained  by  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System.  We  had  the 
privilege  of  having  a  representative  of  that  reference  service  address 
our  own  reference  librarians  on  what  can  be  accomplished. 

"These  are  the  points  of  interavailability  of  library  materials 
which  have  been  developed  in  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library  Sys- 
tem through  the  Establishment  Grant.  At  the  moment  the  system  is 
particularly  happy  to  have  been  chosen  for  a  federal  demonstration 
grant,  to  carry  out  a  project  of  extended  reference  services  through- 
out the  system.  This  two-year  project  should  further  advance  inter- 
availability of  all  kinds  of  materials  and  information  in  greater 
depth." 

Mrs.  Watts: 

"In  EBC,  we  have  implemented  our  plan  of  service  by  making 
materials  inter  available  in  a  variety  of  ways.  I  would  like  to  men- 
tion som.ething  I  don't  think  anyone  else  has:  in  developing  a  pro- 
cedure to  carry  out  a  plan  of  service  it  is  tremendously  important 
that  there  be  representation  from  all  members  of  a  system  in  de- 
veloping the  operation.  The  only  thing  which  makes  a  system 
remain  cooperative  is  when  the  thinking  is  brought  together — repre- 
sentative thinking  from  all  members." 

Areas  and  projects  which  Mrs.  Watts  described  as  the  focus  of 
much  committee  work  and  representative  thinking  in  the  East  Bay 
Cooperative  are  the  book  catalog,  and  the  TWX. 

The  EBC  book  catalog  represents  acquisitions  after  July  1964. 
Locator  symbols  indicate  Hbraries'  holdings.  A  committee  was  set 
up  to  develop  ways  to  coordinate  entries  into  this  catalog,  and  par- 
ticipation on  the  committee  varies  according  to  the  particular  prob- 
lem. There  is  no  central  cataloging  for  the  system,  only  for  the  two 
county  libraries,  and  entry  coordination  is  a  difficult  problem. 

TWX  links  the  four  headquarters  libraries,  and  private  line  tele- 
type links  eight  of  the  branches  within  the  Contra  Costa  County 
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Library.  To  develop  an  effective  network  of  library  interloan  in- 
formation, the  system  set  up  a  procedure  regulating  times  for  tele- 
type broadcasts.  After  six  months  the  original  procedure  was  revised, 
to  make  it  more  practicable  for  all.  Requests  are  sent  first  from 
TWX,  one  at  a  time;  never  open  key,  to  avoid  duplicated  efforts. 
If  requests  cannot  be  filled  by  one  of  the  four  main  libraries,  a 
sequence  of  requests  is  sent  to  the  teletype-connected  branches. 

Other  means  of  making  materials  interavailable  in  EEC  are 
daily  delivery,  intermember  use  of  library  cards,  copying  machines, 
Greenaway  plans,  and  lists  of  periodicals.  The  circulation  procedure 
is  uniform  throughout  the  system  only  to  the  extent  that  it  needs  to 
be;  otherwise  the  county  libraries  are  permitted  to  maintain  their 
more  informal  procedures,  the  city  libraries,  their  more  restrictive 
ones.  "No  one  changes  an  internal  rule  and  this  again  is  very 
important.  When  a  library  becomes  a  member  of  a  system,  I  think 
it  is  very  important  that  the  library  never  feel  it  is  losing  its  auton- 
omy, and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should." 

Mrs.  Watts  explained  the  system's  poHcy  on  delinquent  borrowers, 
which  had  been  worked  out  in  committee  in  connection  with  circula- 
tion procedures.  Delinquent  lists  are  made  of  persons  whose  fines 
total  over  $15  or  who  have  not  responded  to  overdue  notices  for 
materials  valued  at  $15  or  more.  This  list  is  consulted  before  any 
outlet  stamps  a  patron's  card  with  the  system  "EEC"  mark. 

Public  comment  on  system  services,  Mrs.  Watts  said,  is  encourag- 
ing. After  all,  the  purpose  of  systems  is  "not  the  largeness  or 
smallness  or  number  of  members,  but  to  serve  Mr.  Smith  down 
the  street  .  .  .  and  to  make  him  a  supporter  of  library  legislation 
and  larger  budgets." 

Discussion: 

Each  panelist  was  asked  to  list  projects  in  interavailability  which 
had  had  to  be  discontinued  or  modified,  and  why: 

Mr.  Hart:  We  had  to  postpone  a  union  list  of  reference  holdings, 
primarily  because  it  was  expensive  and  time-consuming  to  identify 
duplicates  in  the  large  libraries.  Variation  in  cataloging  over  the 
years  had  varied  shelf  list  records  too  much,  and  sufficient  funds 
were  not  available.  Staff  time  was  contributed  by  the  libraries,  not 
by  the  system. 

Mrs.  Fitch:  Teletype  installation  was  cut  back.  Originally  Lake 
Tahoe  branches  were  given  teletype  because  the  locations  are  so 
distant,  but  a  survey  showed  usage  did  not  warrant  the  expense. 
Now  only  the  four  main  libraries  have  teletype  installed. 

Mrs.  Babcock:  We  have  had  to  modify  not  in  this  area  but  in 
technical  services.  We  no  longer  process  juvenile  books  locally  but 
contract  with  the  State  Library  Processing  Center  for  that. 
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Mrs.  Watts:  As  noted  earlier,  we  have  modified  teletype  and  book 
catalog  procedures  in  the  sense  of  undertaking  continuous  evalua- 
tion and  improvement. 

Mr.  Hart  was  asked  to  expand  on  the  nature  of  subject  specialties 
in  Black  Gold,  and  system  policy  on  acquisition.  He  answered  that 
the  libraries  have  responded  to  community  needs  in  building  up 
these  collections:  those  near  a  mental  hospital  are  strong  in  social 
sciences,  others  near  engineering  concerns  and  US  Air  Force  bases 
are  strong  in  engineering.  This  individual  strength  encourages  other 
members  of  the  system  to  concentrate  in  other  fields.  Not  all  sub- 
ject fields  have  been  or  can  be  covered  in  this  manner,  but  local 
special  collections  continue  to  grow. 

Further  information  amplifying  panel  talks  was  given  on: 

Delinquent  standards:  San  Gabriel  members  have  set  it  at  $5. 

Transmittal  of  reference  requests:  San  Gabriel  uses  telephone 
and  teletype  both.  Some  copying  is  done  but  because  the  area  is 
small,  it  is  easy  for  patrons  to  visit  the  other  libraries  in  person. 
Methods  vary  with  geography,  and  distances.  Black  Gold  finds 
the  written  record  from  teletj^e  helpful. 

Imbalance  in  use:  In  Black  Gold,  it  is  felt  that  other  benefits 
outweigh  any  imbalance.  In  the  plan  of  service  there  is  provision 
that  a  procedure  could  be  developed  but  there  is  no  formula  for 
equalization  ready-made.  No  member  feels  this  necessary. 

There  is  imbalance  of  loans  in  the  San  Gabriel  System,  but  this 
is  balanced  by  the  larger  book  purchase  funds  allocated  to  Pasadena. 

Storage  of  little-used  material:  No  system  has  yet  developed  a 
solution. 

Non-resident  fees  (outside  of  the  system  area) :  El  Dorado 
County  charges  $5,  and  grants  a  card  good  throughout  the  system. 
In  Black  Gold,  no  member  charges;  one  requires  a  deposit.  In 
San  Gabriel,  each  library  retains  the  right  to  levy  these  fees  if 
necessary.  Many  members  have  reciprocal  agreements  outside  the 
system  area.  The  system  card  is  valid  throughout.  In  EBC,  each 
member  library  issues  its  own  card.  For  non-residents  the  cities 
continue  to  charge,  and  do  not  stamp  the  local  card  with  the 
system  mark.  The  county  libraries  continue  to  issue  free  non- 
resident cards,  but  do  not  validate  the  cards  for  system  use. 

Allocation  of  funds  in  the  Black  Gold  Reference  Center  project: 
The  reference  project  is  to  strengthen  all  members.  A  formula  for 
fund  distribution  will  have  to  be  worked  out.  A  formula  for  mem- 
bership support  of  the  system  does  exist,  based  on  the  number  of 
books  acquired  in  the  previous  year,  the  total  volumes  held,  and 
the  population  served.  It  has  not  been  determined  if  this  will  be 
extended  to  the  project. 
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Coordinating  Book  Selection  in  a  Library  System— 
Presenfafions  and  Summaries

Mrs.  Nelson  pointed  out  that  system  development  has  added  a 
new  aspect  to  the  exciting  and  vital  function  of  book  selection: 
"We  have  to  use  imagination,  try  new  ways,  methods,  when  we  get 
together  as  systems  to  undertake  this  really  complicated  job.  Form- 
erly, I  know,  we  have  had  a  selection  policy  in  one  hand,  and  in  the 
other  the  dislikes,  likes  and  prejudices  of  people  in  the  community, 
the  hbrarians,  the  staff.  Now  we  probably  still  hold  a  policy  in  one 
hand,  but  what  are  we  holding  in  the  other?" 

Mrs.  Moss: 

"The  San  Jose/Santa  Clara/Sunnyvale  Cooperative  Library  Sys- 
tem serves  a  total  area  of  148  square  miles  with  a  population  of 
527,000.  The  three  cities  are  immediately  contiguous  to  one  another. 

"The  first  coordinated  book  selection  meeting  of  the  system  was 
held  in  January,  1966.  The  directors  of  the  three  libraries  and  the 
supervisory  staff  of  the  San  Jose  Public  Library  v/ere  present.  Dis- 
cussion and  decisions  from  the  first  few  monthly  meetings  have  set 
the  framework  and  scope  for  all  of  the  meetings  to  follow. 

"The  basic  objectives  of  the  system  book  selection  meetings  are 
as  follows : 

L  Cooperative  selection  of  periodicals  and  periodical  indexes  in 
order  to  insure  v/ider  coverage  within  the  system  area  and  to 
prevent  unnecessary  duplication  within  the  system. 

2.  Each  library  is  responsible  for  certain  areas  of  subject  speciali- 
zation to  avoid  unnecessary  duplication  of  little  used  or  very 
expensive  items  and  to  insure  a  wider  coverage  of  titles  v/ithin 
the  system. 

3.  Each  library  builds  on  its  strengths  and  shares  them  with  the 
other  libraries. 

"To  date  most  of  the  emphasis  of  the  system  book  selection  com- 
mittee has  been  on  the  selection  of  periodicals.  Several  periodical 
indexes  have  been  added  to  the  system  and  study  com.mittees  made 
up  of  representatives  from  each  member  library  have  developed 
annotated  lists  from  the  various  periodical  indexes.  These  anno- 
tated lists  are  then  presented  at  system  book  selection  meetings 
for  purchase  consideration. 
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"Recommended  purchases  have  been  made  from  the  Art  Index, 
Business  Periodicals  Index,  Social  Sciences  and  Humanities  Index, 
and  the  Biological  and  Agricultural  Index.  This  work  with  periodicals 
has  been  extremely  useful  in  filling  in  subject  gaps  within  the  sys- 
tem, 

"Our  emphasis  on  periodicals  continues  as  we  must  now  build 
system  backfiles  to  the  '75  percent  of  holdings  over  ten  years  old' 
requirement  in  the  new  Public  Library  Services  Act  legislation.  Again, 
the  work  of  the  subject  index  committees  is  helpful  in  selecting 
those  back  files  to  build  first.  State  aid  funds  in  the  amount  of 
$32,350  will  be  committed  to  the  building  of  system  backfiles  this 
year. 

"A  portion  of  each  meeting  is  devoted  to  book  reviews  of  very 
expensive,  unique  or  specialized  material  for  system  purchase.  Vari- 
ous titles  in  the  art  field,  foreign  language  encyclopedias,  and  genea- 
logical material  have  all  been  added  to  the  system. 

"As  to  the  mechanics  of  book  selection,  guidelines  were  developed 
in  January  of  this  year  and  adopted  by  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee in  February.  We  have  found  these  helpful  in  the  conduct  of 
the  book  selection  meetings  and  helpful  to  new  representatives  to 
the  book  selection  group.  Aside  from  the  obvious  advantages  of 
strengthening  our  periodical  holdings  we  have  found  that  there  are 
many  intangible  advantages  in  these  meetings.  Members  from  the 
other  libraries  have  the  opportunity  to  get  together  and  find  out 
more  about  the  collections  of  each  other." 

Mrs.  Palen: 

"The  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  serves  libraries  in  6 
counties,  in  an  area  of  approximately  7,200  square  miles  and  a  popu- 
lation of  over  600,000  persons.  It  includes  one  community  with  a 
population  of  68,000  and  several  with  populations  around  3,000. 
Part  of  the  area  is  rural  and  mountainous,  one  section  is  considered 
suburban  San  Francisco.  The  system  was  estabhshed  as  a  separate 
public  agency  under  a  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Agreement  in  May, 
1964,  but  was  organized  as  a  cooperative  library  system  funded  by 
LSA  funds  in  1960.  A  full  report  of  the  organization,  membership, 
plans  and  development  was  written  by  David  Sabsay  and  published 
in  the  NEWS  NOTES  OF  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARIES,  Summer, 
1963.  Copies  of  this  are  available  from  North  Bay  Cooperative 
Library  System  Headquarters'  office  in  Santa  Rosa. 

"While  the  reading  and  library  usage  interests  of  the  population 
vary  widely,  each  area  has  readers  and  users  of  all  tjipes.  The 
current  book  selection  methods  used  are  based  on  the  geographic 
limitations  of  the  area  (which  are  too  extensive  to  permit  frequent 
book  selection  meetings),  the  broad  range  of  reader  interests,  and 
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the  necessity  to  operate  the  centralized  processing  center  at  maxi- 
mum efficiency  and  maximum  economy.  Economical  operation  re- 
quires coordinated  purchases,  so  that  all  or  most  copies  of  a  title 
can  be  processed  at  one  time.  Since  the  members  send  representa- 
tives to  one  book  selection  meeting  a  month  to  select  materials  for 
juvenile  collections,  additional  meetings  to  select  adult  materials,  in 
order  to  coordinate  their  purchase,  were  not  feasible.  The  North 
Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  answer  to  this  is  the  review  card 
packs  that  become  an  order  card  deck.  For  this  reason  also  we  have 
not  adopted  any  Greenaway  plans  because  there  is  no  systematic  way 
to  get  them  around  for  everyone  to  examine. 

"Both  juvenile  and  adult  materials  are  ordered  by  use  of  review 
cards.  Both  have  evolved  and  changed  in  seven  years,  and  are 
custom  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  members. 

"The  adult  card  was  created  first.  Librarians  from  libraries  now 
in  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  began  meeting  to- 
gether in  'book  evaluation'  meetings  in  1957.  For  each  monthly 
meeting  one  librarian  was  requested  to  check  THE  RETAIL  BOOK- 
SELLER for  titles  he  felt  suitable  for  purchase  and  to  present  an 
oral  report  on  these  selections  at  the  meeting.  The  limitations  im- 
posed by  using  just  one  review  publication  were  soon  apparent  and 
in  the  next  two  years  several  librarians  volunteered  to  assume  the 
responsibility  of  reporting  at  the  meetings  on  reviews  in  other  media. 
The  demonstration  project  established  in  1960  included  centralized 
ordering,  cataloging  and  processing.  The  reviews  that  had  been  under- 
lined in  periodicals  by  each  member  and  presented  orally  at  meetings 
were  composited  by  the  system  staff  onto  cards.  These  cards  were 
distributed  to  the  members  to  be  used  as  order  cards,  so  that  book 
ordering  would  be  coordinated. 

"Each  adult  review  card  has  author,  title,  publisher,  estimated 
date  of  publication,  cost,  edition  or  editions  available,  binding  avail- 
able, and  one  or  two  abridged  reviews,  with  title  and  page  citations 
listed,  printed  on  each  card.  In  addition,  space  is  provided  for  the 
library  to  stamp  its  name,  to  indicate  the  number  of  copies  wanted, 
and  the  edition  or  binding  wanted.  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library 
System  hand  stamps  on  each  unit  card  the  date  it  is  to  be  returned 
to  Headquarters  as  an  order  card,  before  it  is  duplicated  for  distribu- 
tion. A  cover  card  indicating  the  vendor  that  will  be  used  is  attached 
to  each  set  of  cards  sent  to  a  library.  These  are  sometimes  called 
decks,  and  now  have  three  identical  cards  for  each  title.  Some  li- 
braries receive  more  than  one  pack,  or  deck,  depending  on  their  in- 
ternal book  selection  procedures.  Most  fiction  has  only  one  review 
cited.  Most  general  non-fiction  has  more  than  one  review  listed. 
Technical  non-fiction  cited  in  Choice  or  A  AS  Science  Quarterly  rarely 
has  another  review  listed. 
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"Members  keep  one  of  the  three  cards  for  their  files,  stamp  the 
other  two  cards  with  the  name  of  the  library,  check  edition  wanted, 
number  of  copies  wanted,  binding  wanted,  and  return  both  to  North 
Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  Headquarters.  The  returned  cards 
are  separated  into  two  piles.  One  is  assembled  by  author  and  titles 
and  filed  in  the  processing  center  order  file,  and  the  other  assembled 
by  library  and  is  sent  in  library  packs  to  the  vendor  as  the  order 
cards.  Some  members  would  prefer  small  selective  packs,  others  like 
and  would  prefer  a  broader  coverage.  Various  approaches  have  been 
used  in  trying  to  refine  materials  listed  in  the  review  packs.  Together, 
the  adult  and  juvenile  consultants  use  21  different  publications  in 
compiling  their  packs.  The  adult  packs  are  prepared  twice  a  month 
and  list  an  average  of  236  titles  each.  Juvenile  packs  are  prepared 
once  a  month  and  list  an  average  of  130  titles  each.  Of  the  adult 
titles  80%  are  selected  by  at  least  one  of  the  members.  Frequent 
analysis  of  rejected  titles  shows  a  certain  consistency  in  the  type 
of  materials  rejected,  and  has  served  as  a  guide  in  compiling  sub- 
sequent packs.  Out  of  the  most  recent  analysis  of  379  titles,  63 
titles  were  not  ordered.  (We  run  these  about  every  4  months.)  Of 
these,  23  had  been  reviewed  as  most  suitable  for  very  large  libraries 
or  special  subject  collections;  10  were  editions  of  the  Bible  or  con- 
cerned with  religious  subject  matter,  two  were  comprehensive  subject 
bibliographies,  and  22  were  titles  that  also  appear  in  the  standing 
order  of  annuals  and  continuations  and  had  been  ordered  previous  to 
their  reappearance  in  the  regular  review  packs.  Analysis  of  the 
sources  used  in  the  compilations  of  the  review  pack  was  made  in  an 
attempt  to  reduce  the  number  of  periodicals  used.  It  showed  that 
of  the  entries  in  the  average  adult  pack,  34%  were  taken  from  the 
Library  Journal,  22%  from  Kirkus,  15%  from  Publisher's  Weekly 
Forecasts  and  12%  from  Booklist.  These  figures  are  fairly  consistent 
for  all  review  packs.  Of  the  remaining  titles  up  to  10%  of  the  selec- 
tions for  one  month  could  be  from  Choice,  with  none  from  AAS 
Science  Quarterly,  and  the  following  month  the  proportion  could  be 
almost  exactly  opposite.  A  complete  list  of  periodicals  and  services 
used  in  preparing  the  review  cards  is  available  for  examination. 

"One  of  the  major  objections  to  coordinated  purchasing  from  a 
centrally  prepared  pack  is  the  implied  control  of  collections  by  the 
limitation  of  titles  included  in  the  pack.  'The  individual  member  li- 
braries retain  the  right  to  choose  all  materials  for  inclusion  in  their 
own  collections.'  This  declaration  is  the  first  sentence  in  the  original 
plan  of  service  and  is  still  the  accepted  policy.  The  review  pack  is  a 
coordinating  device,  not  a  book  selection  media.  Any  member  is  free 
to  order  titles  not  listed  in  the  packs.  The  original  pack,  compiled 
from  selections  made  by  all  members  from  various  media  was  obvi- 
ously a  representative  pack.  With  the  addition  of  an  adult  consultant 
to  the  staff  of  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  Headquarters 
in  1963,  the  members  requested  that  the  consultant  compile  the  pack 
directly  from  the  media  and  the  preparation  of  the  packs  since  1963 
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has  been  the  responsibility  of  the  adult  consultant,  although  some 
members  continue  to  check  review  media  as  an  aid  to  the  consultant. 

"Nine  thousand  new  titles  are  added  collectively  throughout  the 
system  annually.  Since  the  members  buy  so  widely,  North  Bay  Co- 
operative Library  System  attempts  to  guide  adult  selection  only  by 
the  addition  of  a  letter  code  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner  of  the 
card  to  indicate  that  the  book  is  probably  most  suitable  for  quite 
large  libraries  or  very  special  collections,  or  that  the  book  could  be 
very  popular  or  that  it  is  to  have  extensive  advertising.  Since  only 
about  6,800  new  titles  are  presented  for  purchase  through  the  review 
card  pack,  and  the  members  purchase  over  9,000  new  titles,  obvi- 
ously North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  does  not  dictate  to  its 
members  what  materials  shall  be  purchased  by  them.  Also,  obviously, 
North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  is  not  yet  inclusive  enough 
in  its  pack  to  cover  all  the  needs  of  all  the  libraries. 

"The  2,000  titles  ordered  directly  by  the  members  are  termed 
NOPC  orders — N-Not  0-Ordered  through  the  P-Processing  C-Cen- 
ter.  Members  send  to  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  Head- 
quarters the  pink  and  yellow  copies  of  the  commercial  multiple  order 
form  used  to  order  the  titles,  and  these  are  placed  directly  with  the 
vendors.  These  are  interfiled  with  the  titles  ordered  from  review 
cards  so  that  if  more  than  one  library  orders  the  title,  all  copies  will 
be  cataloged  and  processed  at  the  same  time.  The  library  receives  the 
material  directly  from  the  vendor  and  forwards  it  to  North  Bay 
Cooperative  Library  System  processing  center  for  cataloging  and 
processing.  After  it  is  checked  in,  the  adult  consultant  examines  the 
NOPC  material  to  see  if  it  is  of  sufficient  general  interest  to  be  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  other  members.  One  of  the  North  Bay  Coop- 
erative Library  System  professional  staff,  usually  the  adult  consul- 
tant, writes  a  short  annotation,  and  the  title  is  added  to  the  next  re- 
view pack,  with  the  note  that  it  had  been  ordered  by  one  of  the 
members.  These  titles  may  represent  local  publications,  local  authors, 
special  materials  purchased  at  the  request  of  local  officials,  materials 
purchased  directly  from  publisher's  agents,  or  just  as  frequently 
represent  the  librarian's  initiative  in  locating  and  ordering  needed 
materials.  Another  type  of  NOPC  material  cataloged  by  North  Bay 
Cooperative  Library  System  is  the  gift — the  special  gift,  the  me- 
morial gift,  the  addition  to  an  already  existing  special  subject  collec- 
tion or  the  ubiquitous  gift  from  the  public  relations  department  of  a 
manufacturer  or  politician,  or  from  the  information  office  of  a  foreign 
government.  Members  receiving  any  of  the  latter  two  types  are  asked 
to  notify  the  processing  center  by  teletype  immediately  if  the  mate- 
rial is  to  be  cataloged,  and  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System 
in  turn  notifies  the  other  members  that  such  a  gift  has  arrived  and 
sets  a  date  for  it  to  be  sent  in  to  be  cataloged,  coordinately. 
These  gifts  are  sent  for  processing  with  multiple  order  form  slips 
attached  to  the  books. 
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"Although  the  review  pack  serves  the  combined  purpose  of  recall- 
ing to  mind  of  the  member  librarians  reviews  of  materials  they  have 
planned  to  purchase  as  well  as  becoming  the  actual  order  for  these 
materials,  it  is  still  an  expensive  service,  because  both  the  adult  con- 
sultant and  the  children's  consultant,  who  compile  the  reviews  for 
the  cards,  are  professional  librarians  and  their  salaries  become  part 
of  the  cost  of  producing  the  card.  The  cost  of  producing  one  adult 
review  unit  card  in  1965-66  was  $1.28.  The  cost  of  producing  one 
juvenile  review  unit  card  in  1965-66  was  $5.10.  This  cost  to  North 
Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  does  not  relieve  the  member  li- 
braries of  all  acquisition  costs.  Each  librarian  must  still  exercise  his 
professional  obligation  to  select  the  materials  most  suitable  for  his 
own  community  and  his  own  collection,  and  must  therefore  read 
review  media,  and  practice  good  book  selection.  Each  library  has  its 
own  officially  adopted  book  selection  policy  as  a  guide.  The  library 
is  reheved  of  most  of  the  cost  of  preparing  order  cards  or  order 
slips  and  of  coordinating  purchasing. 

"Members  have  rejected  the  use  of  annotated  lists  for  ordering 
adult  materials  because  a  library  having  a  book  selection  committee 
cannot  easily  divide  a  list  by  subject,  and  a  list  divided  by  subject 
is  difficult  to  check  against  an  alphabetically  arranged  'on  order'  file. 
North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System  Headquarters  dislikes  order 
lists  because  preparing  the  order  to  be  sent  to  the  vendor  requires 
the  typing  of  an  additional  composited  card.  The  vendor  has  to  break 
these  down  into  separate  cards,  because,  in  our  System,  each  library 
is  billed  separately  for  all  items  purchased.  The  System  handles  no 
bookkeeping.  Libraries  having  book  selection  committees  or  subject 
specialists  can  order  additional  sets  of  the  review  packs  so  that  every- 
one concerned  with  ordering  will  have  materials  to  work  with.  All 
members  may  build  or  rebuild  weak  areas  in  their  collections  by 
placing  through  the  processing  center  orders  for  items  not  listed  on 
cards  but  selected  from  specific  subject  areas  and  scheduled  to  be 
ordered  at  designated  intervals;  i.e.  titles  normally  classed  in  300 
are  'replaced'  in  January.  These  are  called  'replacement  orders'  but 
may  be  new  titles,  or  replacements.  A  schedule  showing  both  the 
dates  on  which  cards  are  to  be  returned  as  orders,  and  the  dates  for 
the  replacement  orders  is  prepared  every  six  months  and  distributed 
to  all  members. 

Juvenile  Review  Cards 

"The  juvenile  review  and  order  cards  are  an  advisory  service  as 
well  as  a  book  ordering  tool  and  represent  the  combined  efforts  of 
librarians  volunteering  from  each  library  to  review  juvenile  books. 
Four  review  services  and  periodicals  are  clipped  regularly  by  the 
children's  consultant.  Titles  she  wishes  to  examine  are  checked  and 
a  multiple  copy  of  the  card  listing  author,  title  and  bibliographical 
information  is  t>ped.  The  clipped  reviews  are  then  attached  to  it  for 
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comparative  reference  with  our  own  reviewer's  opinion.  These  cards 
are  filed  and  taken  to  a  vendor  monthly  to  be  used  in  selecting  mate- 
rials to  be  examined  by  the  members.  If  the  book  is  purely  factual 
non-fiction  and  published  reviews  are  substantially  in  agreement,  it 
is  not  further  reviewed  by  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System 
reviewers.  All  fiction,  picture  books,  folklore,  poetry  and  biography  is 
reviewed  by  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  reviewers  as  are,  as  well, 
all  titles  which  have  markedly  conflicting  printed  reviews.  Each  month 
the  books  presented  for  purchase  are  exhibited  in  three  locations  in 
the  system  for  examination  by  children's  librarians.  In  each  book  is 
the  review-order  card  that  carries  a  recommendation  regarding  pur- 
chase (first  purchase,  additional,  marginal,  not  recommended)  and 
a  capsule  annotation.  Attached  to  it  are  all  the  clippings  of  the  pub- 
lished reviews  and  the  review  written  by  the  system  reviewer.  It  is 
this  same  review-order  card  that  is  reproduced  for  the  monthly 
juvenile  review  deck. 

"NOPC  materials  may  also  be  purchased  for  juvenile  collections. 
In  addition,  regular  replacement  lists  are  prepared  by  the  children's 
consultant  and  used  by  the  members  for  replacements  in  subject  field. 
These  are  ordered  by  the  members  on  multiple  order  forms." 

Mr.  Lucas: 

"I  thought  of  titling  this  Tet's  go  ahead  and  try  it,'  since  this 
phrase  is  frequently  heard  in  our  committee  meetings  in  the  Inland 
Library  System.  We  are  very  much  in  the  formative  stage  and  this 
makes  it  rather  difficult  to  describe  or  evaluate  our  book  selection 
program  as  much  is  uncodified  and  fluid. 

"Our  system  is  composed  at  the  present  time  of  five  libraries.  We 
started  with  the  report  by  Dr.  Eugene  Hart:  The  Libraries  of  San 
Bernardino  County.  San  Bernardino  County  and  Colton  joined  to- 
gether first,  in  the  Fall  of  1966  San  Bernardino  and  Upland  joined, 
then  last  week  Ontario  joined.  One  of  the  most  intelligent  things  we 
did  was  to  hire  Mrs.  Winifred  Ragsdale  as  a  consultant  during  the 
formative  stages  of  the  system,  and  the  principles  and  practices  of 
book  selection  as  she  propounded  them  have  given  us  guidelines;  have 
been  of  tremendous  assistance.  .  .  . 

"The  organization  for  book  selection  was  based  on  the  assumptions 
that,  first,  we  could  accomplish  more  by  working  together  than  in- 
dividually and  that  the  selection  system  was  not  merely  putting 
together  existing  systems  but  adding  something,  and,  secondly,  that 
the  individual  libraries'  rights  of  final  selection  would  not  be  abro- 
gated. 

"We  are  trying  to  accomplish  four  things:  To  review  and  select 
and  order  a  greater  number  of  books  in  advance  of  publication  than 
heretofore;  to  cover  a  wider  area  of  subjects  and  titles,  using  a  wider 
variety  of  sources;  to  spread  selection  responsibility  over  a  larger 
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number  of  people,  bringing  new  people  into  the  process;  and  to  pro- 
vide training  and  experience  for  as  many  staff  members  as  possible. 

"Procedures  have  been  set  up  in  three  separate  phases,  which  will, 
hopefully,  operate  concurrently  when  we  are  in  full  swing:  Ordering 
titles  in  advance  of  publication;  selecting  and  ordering  from  the  main 
body  of  published  reviews;  retrospective  and  replacement  ordering. 

"Phase  one  has  been  most  completely  worked  out,  and  I  will  con- 
centrate my  remarks  on  that.  To  carry  this  out  the  several  admin- 
istrators and  staff  involved  decided  to  participate  in  Greenaway  plans, 
and  we  selected  ten  to  begin  with.  The  idea  of  subscribing  also  to  a 
variety  of  individual  publishers'  plans  was  considered  and  then 
dropped.  Individual  libraries  will  continue  to  subscribe  to  some 
standing  order  plans,  however.  In  these  cases  they  will  select  and 
order  individually  but  the  cataloging  and  processing  will  be  done  by 
the  central  headquarters. 

"When  it  was  decided  to  spread  the  reviewing  work  as  widely  as 
possible,  staff  from  all  five  participating  libraries  v/ere  asked  to  ex- 
press preferences  for  areas.  A  Committee  went  over  the  resulting 
list  and  rearranged  it  to  cover  all  areas,  as  necessary,  and  selected 
final  reviewing  groups.  As  part  of  the  initial  training,  the  County 
Library  organized  a  workshop.  Materials  were  prepared  and  a  talk 
presented  by  Mrs.  Ragsdale  on  the  philosophy  and  practice  of  reviev/- 
ing,  and  another  talk  presented  by  a  literary  expert  on  problems  of 
modern  fiction.  Time  did  not  permit  further  formal  training  sessions 
but  readings  were  suggested  to  those  v/ho  wanted  to  further  their 
study. 

"The  actual  reviewing  sessions  were  patterned  after  the  existing 
program  of  the  County  Library,  where  adult  and  children's  books 
were  evaluated  at  monthly  meetings.  Reviews  included  not  only  new 
books  but  also  materials  already  in  the  system,  to  acquaint  staff 
with  resources  available.  The  system  selection  meetings  have  taken 
the  place  of  the  former  county  library  book  review  sessions,  but  the 
latter  provided  a  method  of  operation  and  a  corps  of  experienced 
reviewers  on  which  to  build. 

"When  the  Greenaway  books  arrive,  a  decision  is  made  by  head- 
quarters staff  on  which  will  be  reviewed  orally,  which  will  have 
written  evaluations  and  which  will  not  be  reviewed  at  all.  On  the 
last  point,  we  save  time  by  not  reviewing  very  popular  items — 
those  which  will  be  ordered  anyway  and  the  decision  will  be  sim.ply 
on  how  many  copies  are  needed.  Books  to  be  reviewed  are  sent  the 
reviewer  with  two  slips,  one  a  brief  explanation  of  how  to  use  the 
evaluation  form,  the  other  the  form  itself.  That  form  covers  the 
points  to  be  included,  and  gives  rating  symbols.  The  reviewer  can 
summarize  his  judgment  in  a  written  annotation,  and  notes  the 
source  of  any  published  reviews. 

"Adult  review  meetings  are  held  twice  a  month,  children's  book 
reviews  once  monthly.  A  few  days  prior  to  the  meeting  the  slips

for  all  book  reviews  are  sent  to  each  library  so  that  the  library's 
book  selection  staff  can  preview  them  and  make  notes  of  additional 
reviews  and  perhaps  do  some  preliminary  selection.  At  the  review 
meetings  (usually  about  two  hours,  with  oral  reviews  limited  to 
three  minutes  each) ,  library  selectors  make  their  final  selections  and 
determine  the  number  of  copies  needed.  The  quantity  of  order  is 
marked  on  the  review  slip. 

"Ordering  is  centralized  at  the  County  headquarters,  where  the 
review  slips  are  collated  and  the  order  typed.  A  second  copy  is  sent 
each  library  for  their  on-order  file.  We  cover  approximately  70  books 
in  a  session. 

"This  procedure  for  ordering  pre-publication  titles  is  supplemented 
by  another  practice,  just  now  becoming  operational.  This  is  limited 
to  Kirkus  reviews.  Each  library  receives  an  airmail  Kirkus,  and 
selects  from  that,  omitting  works  of  those  publishers  represented  in 
the  Greenaway  plans.  The  Kirkus  sheets  are  marked  and  forwarded 
to  the  headquarters;  the  orders  collated  and  added  to  pre-publica- 
tion orders;  and  each  library  sent  a  copy  of  its  titles  on-order. 

"The  Greenaway  plan  is  not  used  for  juvenile  books,  but  selection 
of  those  is  generally  based  on  the  regular  Kirkus  plan.  Books  are 
ordered  from  Kirkus  reviews,  on  approval,  and  the  copies  then  par- 
celed out  for  written  and  oral  reviews  at  the  monthly  meetings.  There 
is  at  this  point  no  formal  procedure  for  young  adult  book  selection 
except  that  those  responsible  for  this  selection  attend  both  adult 
and  juvenile  book  review  meetings. 

To  carry  out  our  second  phase,  we  plan  to  use  the  same  reviewers 
as  for  pre-publication  titles.  Exact  procedures  for  ordering  books 
listed  in  the  other  review  media.  Booklist,  Publishers  Weekly,  etc., 
are  not  operational  yet.  The  evaluators  will  have  subject  area  respon- 
sibilities and  will  make  recommendations  for  general  purchase.  We 
will  use  all  review  media  necessary  to  make  sure  nothing  has  escaped 
the  net. 

"Procedures  for  ordering  replacement  copies  and  older  titles,  to 
fill  in  gaps  in  individual  or  system  collections  in  a  systematic  fashion, 
have  not  been  established  yet,  but  a  committee  is  engaged  in  study- 
ing this  phase.  At  present  the  committee  is  recommending  that  areas 
of  responsibility  be  assigned  to  staff,  frequently  the  same  persons 
now  doing  pre-publication  evaluation.  A  monthly  schedule  has  been 
suggested,  with  blocks  of  sequential  Dewey  classes  assigned  each 
month.  The  person  doing  replacement  or  retrospective  reviewing 
will  use  standard  selection  tools  and  bibliographies,  and  submit  a 
list  of  recommended  titles  for  systemwide  purchase.  These  lists  will 
be  circulated  in  advance  of  order  date  to  each  library.  Any  library 
might  then  add  other  titles  and  send  this  information  to  the  process- 
ing center  in  multiple  copy.  The  information  will  then  be  passed  on 
to  the  other  libraries  so  that  they  may  select  the  additional  titles 
also,  if  desired.

"One  change  we  are  working  on  now  is  to  revise  the  monthly 
schedule  to  include  juvenile  and  young  adult  titles  with  the  adult 
title  order  dates. 

"In  our  relatively  new  system,  everyone  is  working  with  good  will 
and  good  humor  to  solve  the  myriad  problems.  Everyone  wants  it  to 
work  and  adapts  gracefully  to  inevitable  changes.  It  is  amazing 
and  wonderful." 


Miss  Meyer: 

"Since  hearing  about  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  system,  I  have 
been  dreaming  about  something  that  is  25  square  miles.  That  must 
be  a  dream  come  true.  We  are  actually  15,000  square  miles.  Our 
area  is  one  fourth  of  the  state.  Unfortunately  we  have  only  two 
percent  of  the  population." 

Miss  Meyer  explained  that  the  Northern  Sacramento  Valley  Co- 
operative System  evolved  from  a  survey  by  Public  Administration 
Service,  Public  Library  Services  in  Northern  California.  Although 
not  actually  a  formal  system  yet,  the  group — Butte,  Colusa,  Glenn, 
Shasta,  Sutter,  Tehama  and  Yuba  Counties  and  Chico,  Marysville, 
Orland,  Oroville  and  Willits  cities — ^have  begun  to  work  as  a  group. 
Since  the  completion  of  the  survey,  the  head  librarians  of  the  li- 
braries involved  have  been  meeting  as  the  Council  of  Librarians,  to 
work  on  mutual  problems,  and  to  work  toward  coordination. 

In  book  selection,  the  group  has  established  a  cooperative  pro- 
cedure by  which  specialized  magazines  which  carry  book  reviews  in 
their  fields  are  assigned  to  individual  libraries,  by  subject  areas, 
and  those  libraries  extract  the  reviews  for  the  consideration  of  the 
other  members  of  the  group.  Monthly,  each  library  makes  a  list  of 
the  magazines  checked,  and  multiple  copies  of  the  lists  are  arranged 
in  packets  for  rotating  to  each  library.  It  is  a  way  of  calling  the 
attention  of  all  the  members  to  books  and  reviews  which  they  might 
otherwise  miss.  A  written  procedure  has  been  prepared.  It  includes 
instructions  that  each  citation  should  include  all  the  publication  in- 
formation plus  a  short  annotation,  and  of  course  the  title,  issue  and 
page  of  the  magazine  in  which  the  review  appears;  a  suggestion 
that  each  library  add  to  the  list  any  locally  published  items  of  in- 
terest; and  a  note  that  listing  does  not  imply  recommendation — 
selection  is  left  to  the  individual  library. 

Mrs.  Nelson: 

Mrs.  Nelson  explained  that  Black  Gold  system  had  a  special  prob- 
lem in  book  selection — a  time  problem  related  to  the  publication  of 
the  book  catalog — and  definite  schedules  must  be  kept. 

Because  of  farilung  geography,  no  systemwide  book  review  meet- 
ings are  held.  Each  library  covers  the  regular  reviewing  media  and 
makes  its  own  selections.  Some  measure  of  coordination  in  selection 
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is  naturally  supplied  by  the  subject  specialization  plan  of  Black  Gold. 
These  sometimes  derive  from  existing  strengths  in  the  individual  col- 
lections when  the  system  was  organized,  or  have  been  developed  in 
response  to  community  needs.  The  system  has  added  to  the  list  of 
subject  specializations,  and  taken  up  new,  peripheral  areas. 

Orders  based  on  standard  review  media  are  sent  by  each  library 
to  Ventura  twice  a  month,  for  coordinated  centralized  purchasing. 
Ventura  sends  the  orders  to  the  vendor.  Books  are  shipped  to  the 
system  processing  center,  cataloged,  processed  and  delivered  to  the 
ordering  library.  Invoices  are  checked  at  the  processing  center  for 
accuracy,  then  forwarded  to  the  individual  library  for  payment.  This 
method  has  been  developed  to  avoid  duplication  of  efforts  in  the 
processing  center.  Under  this  plan  staff  there  need  check  a  title  only 
once. 

Other  books  may  be  ordered  other  ways,  directly  by  the  library 
with  a  vendor,  a  publisher  or  publisher's  representative.  The  libraries 
are  not  restricted  to  coordinated  ordering  except  for  new  titles  which 
will  be  included  in  the  book  catalog,  with  locator  symbols. 

Discussion: 

The  following  points  were  amplified  in  discussion  following  the 
panel  presentations : 

Black  Gold:  The  time  lag  before  titles  appear  in  the  book  catalog 
is  about  six  weeks.  In  the  interim,  titles  are  available  on  a  list.  One 
jobber  only  is  used  for  coordinated  ordering.  The  firm  was  selected 
after  trial  and  error,  as  giving  the  best  service. 

A  random  check  of  the  book  catalog  illustrated  the  wide  diversity 
of  titles  selected  in  the  system.  In  almost  half  the  total  titles,  only 
one  library  had  selected  the  book,  in  another  20  percent,  only  two 
libraries,  and  on  down,  with  only  one  percent  of  the  titles  held  by  all 
member  libraries.  This  has  given  the  system  great  richness. 

North  Bay  Cooperative:  It  has  not  been  possible  to  make  a  valid 
comparative  cost  study  of  system  reviewing  as  contrasted  to  indi- 
vidual library  reviewing.  The  cost  per  title  figures  presented  include 
personnel  costs — consultants  and  clerks — and  cost  of  materials.  The 
higher  cost  per  juvenile  title  is  inversely  proportionate  to  the  smaller 
number  of  titles  reviewed.  The  juvenile  ordering  procedure  has  been 
simplified  recently  and  should  reduce  the  cost  substantially. 

Only  American  review  media  are  used,  primarily  because  the  mem- 
ber libraries  are  small  to  medium  sized  and  have  little  use  for  mate- 
rials not  in  English.  Two  of  the  largest  book  selection  committees  do 
use  British  book  review  media,  but  these  are  not  listed  in  the  review 
i  card  packs. 

j  San  Jose/ Santa  Clara/ Sunnyvale:  The  system  is  attempting  to  add 
new  periodical  subscriptions  and  to  build  the  backfile  at  the  same 
time.  In  evaluating  need,  the  system  studies  its  union  list,  and,  as

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well,  an  exchange  list  from  Santa  Clara  County,  to  take  into  account 
all  titles  in  the  area.   At  present  so  many  titles   are  needed  to 

strengthen  the  back  files  that  it  is  not  too  difficult  to  see  the  areas 
where  there  is  need.  The  subcommittees  which  work  with  periodical 
indexes  have  been  assigned  according  to  greatest  need.  The  greatest 
weakness  was  in  the  art  field;  therefore  work  was  begun  with  the 
Art  Index.

Mr.  Rowe: 

"This  panel  vnll  review  some  of  the  operational  practices  of  what 
I  consider  one  of  the  most  important  features  of  a  cooperative  sys- 
tem, the  reference  and  research  functions.  By  cooperative  use  of  re- 
sources and  reference  personnel  all  units  of  a  system  are  capable  of 
offering  vastly  improved  reference  services.  Although  the  objectives 
of  the  service  may  be  the  same,  the  development  of  the  reference 
function  varies  somewhat  from  system  to  system." 

Mr.  Clark: 

"There  ought  to  be  a  way  that  the  citizen  can  see  his  informational 
needs  satisfied  by  the  public  library,  whether  this  library  is  a  book- 
mobile stop  of  Solano  County,  a  branch  of  Vallejo  Public,  or  the  San 
Francisco  main  library  itself.  We  are  all  trying  to  provide  good  li- 
brary service  from  our  own  institutions,  and  beyond  that  we  have  a 
professional  interest  in  helping  all  Calif ornians  (and  Americans)  re- 
ceive this  service  from  their  local  library — whatever,  and  wherever 
that  may  be. 

"Out  of  necessity  libraries  have  built  a  network  of  referral  for 
interlibrary  loan  requests.  If  v/e  are  a  branch  and  vv^e  do  not  have 
the  book  we  need  on  our  shelves  we  send  a  request  to  our  head- 
quarters. If  we  are  an  independent  city  library  we  contact  our  larger 
neighbors  or  the  California  State  Library  with  its  union  list  of  hold- 
ings, in  an  effort  to  locate  the  book  we  need  in  ever  larger  collections. 

"A  network  of  a  more  informal  nature  also  exists  for  handling  in- 
formational needs  that  the  individual  library  cannot  satisfy,  for  pass- 
ing on  'reference  questions'.  Branches  again  coiitaxt  their  head- 
quarters, and  members  of  library  systems  try  their  larger  or  subject 
specialist  member.  All  libraries  in  my  area  have  had  occasion  to  refer 
patrons  to  San  Francisco  as  being  the  only  library  large  enough  to 
have  what  they  need;  the  same  is  doubtless  true  in  the  south,  sub- 
stituting Los  Angeles  Public.  However,  if  these  libraries  served  our 
patrons  it  was  out  of  the  goodness  of  their  hearts  for  financial  ar- 
rangements to  do  this  did  not  exist  for  the  most  part. 
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"The  North  Bay,  as  California's  first  cooperative  library  system, 
is  looked  to  across  the  state,  and  the  country,  for  solutions  to  re- 
gional problems  of  library  service.  We  certainly  do  not  have  all  the 
answers,  but  we  have  some  experience,  we  have  some  ideas,  and  we 
have  put  a  lot  of  effort  into  'cooperating'  with  each  other.  I  would 
like  to  give  you  a  survey  of  what  NBC  has  done,  and  plans  to  do, 
about  reference  service  on  a  system-wide  basis. 

"As  you  may  know  NBC  is  a  group  of  small  and  medium  sized 
city  and  county  libraries  north  of  San  Francisco  which  banded  to- 
gether in  1960  through  a  group  of  contracts  financed  as  an  early 
LSA  demonstration.  Small  amounts  of  money  were  available  in  the 
beginning  to  buy  reference  books  to  strengthen  member  collections, 
as  well  as  for  consultant  and  processing  staff,  a  film  pool,  and  a  tele- 
type communication  system.  We  have  no  strong  central  library  as  is 
commonly  found  in  systems  around  which  to  organize,  and  adopted 
a  voluntary  arrangement  of  subject  specializations  in  which  the 
larger  libraries  agreed  to  buy  more  heavily  in  their  subject  areas  and 
so  deepen  the  resources  of  the  entire  system. 

"Reference  work  beyond  our  own  doors  in  this  early  era  was 
largely  indistinguishable  from  interlibrary  loan.  If  we  wanted  in- 
formation on  an  artist  that  we  didn't  have  we  asked  Marin  County, 
and  the  simplest  arrangement  to  get  the  answer  was  usually  to 
borrow  the  whole  book  from  them  and  hunt  out  the  part  we  needed 
ourselves.  Some  libraries  invested  in  bibliographies,  approaching  in- 
formational work  from  the  beginning  as  an  interlibrary  loan  activity. 
Questions  have  been  handled  on  our  private  line  teletype  link,  which 
includes  9  stations  out  of  about  16  system  libraries,  but  it  is  not 
practical  to  send  more  than  a  few  paragraphs  of  text  over  teletj^e, 
and  as  we  all  get  busier  we  find  it  is  harder  and  harder  to  get  on  the 
line.  Teletype  is  taken  up  most  of  the  day  with  film  bookings,  inter- 
library  loan  requests,  and  processing  and  administrative  business. 

"At  the  time  NBC  was  refinanced  under  PLSA  suggestions  were 
made  for  the  improvement  of  reference  service  and  the  idea  of  a 
referral  network  was  put  forth.  There  would  be  two  'Type  A 
Reference  Centers',  so-called,  'Located  at  strategic  places  and  in 
communities  large  enough  to  provide  the  basic  financial  support.' 
These  were  Santa  Rosa  servicing  the  north  and  Vallejo  the  south. 
They  either  had  or  were  approaching  40,000  currently  useful  non- 
fiction  titles,  200  periodicals,  and  at  least  three  reference  librarians. 

"Below  these  two  there  were  to  be  a  half  a  dozen  Type  B  Ref- 
erence Centers,  with  about  half  the  resources  of  the  Type  A's,  cen- 
tered on  the  county  headquarters  or  larger  towns  within  the  system. 
The  idea  was  that  the  smallest  units  would  pass  on  questions  they 
could  not  handle  to  their  nearest  B  library  by  truck  or  mail  or  phone, 
and  if  the  B  were  unsuccessful  it  would  pass  the  question  on  to  the 
nearest  A  by  teletype.  Hopefully  the  A's  could  answer  the  questions. 
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"We  never  did  much  with  this  plan.  There  was  again  some  money 
from  estabUshment  funds  for  reference  materials  and  we  bought 
some  more  books  and  some  welcome  equipment  such  as  photocopiers 
and  microfilm  readers.  But  there  v/as  not  money  for  reference  staff, 
nor  for  improvements  in  the  communications,  nor  even  for  processing 
of  the  extra  books  we  bought.  Good  library  service  costs  money, 
as  we  all  know,  and  improving  efficiency  will  carry  us  only  so  far. 
Better  library  service,  as  we  were  trying  to  provide  with  a  referral 
system  for  informational  needs,  seems  to  cost  more  money. 

"NBC  did  more  than  just  write  a  plan,  of  course.  In  the  very 
early  days  there  were  system  workshops  on  techniques  of  reference 
and  readers  advisory  service  to  adults  and  children,  aimed  par- 
ticularly at  junior  and  non-library  school  trained  personnel.  Basic 
replacement  lists  were  attempted  which  included  core  reference  col- 
lection titles  for  smaller  libraries.  The  NBC  adminstrator  and  con- 
sultants visited  and  surveyed  member  libraries  from  time  to  time 
offering  helpful  suggestions  for  self  improvement.  A  twice  weekly 
truck  delivery  and  the  system's  newsletter,  ORBIT,  are  valuable 
supplements  to  teletype  in  helping  us  communicate  with  one  another. 
Vallejo  as  the  system's  science  and  technology  specialist  publishes 
FEEDBACK,  a  subject  booklist  and  information  sheet  for  its  ref- 
erence referral  area.  And  we  have  oh  so  many  meetings. 

"Publication  of  the  Martin  report  renewed  enthusiasm  for  our 
reference  referral  plans.  He  proposed  a  state-wide  network  of  referral 
from  local  libraries  through  Reader  Subject  Centers  to  Research 
Centers.  In  his  suggested  list  of  40  Reader  Subject  Centers  he  in- 
cluded our  two  Type  A  libraries. 

"The  State  Library  with  its  abiding  interest  in  systems  has  en- 
couraged NBC  at  all  periods  in  its  development.  In  Sacramento  this 
spring  into  the  hopper  of  applications  for  new  LSCA  funds  went  one 
from  NBC  for  actual  implementation  of  its  reference  service  plans, 
and  also  one  from  San  Francisco  Public  Library  for  strengthening 
of  its  special  subject  areas  and  personnel.  The  State  Library  looking 
at  these  two  reference  fund  applications  suggested  it  would  be  a 
fine  idea  for  the  two  of  us  to  work  together.  Their  suggestion  in- 
cluded money.  We  thought  it  was  excellent,  and  so  did  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

"We  are  about  to  demonstrate  a  Bay  Area  Reference  Referral 
project  for  a  two  year  period.  San  Francisco  has  a  total  grant  of 
$447,235,  and  NBC  one  of  $303,500.  Our  money  will  go  as  payment 
to  8  of  the  larger  member  libraries  useable  for  either  staff  or  mate- 
rials, for  system  project  people  including  processing  staff,  and  for 
block  purchase  of  materials  for  the  largest  libraries.  San  Francisco's 
money  will  support  a  communications  network  including  3  facsimile 
transmitters,  8  facsimile  receivers,  3  automatic  document  loaders,  11 
data  phones,  and  a  tie  into  our  teletype  Hne.  They  will  add  eight 
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reference  specialists,  some  clerical  help  and  office  equipment,  and 
$100,000  of  materials. 

"Good  reference  service  is  a  problem  of  staffing  more  than  any- 
thing else,  and  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  this  nev/  project 
should  be  its  staff  development  program.  Not  only  workshops,  train- 
ing manuals,  and  orientation  tours  will  be  undertaken  but  we  will 
actually  exchange  personnel  for  work  experience.  A  Vallejo  refer- 
ence librarian  will  go  to  San  Francisco,  work  in  one  of  its  subject 
departments,  and  get  the  feel  of  a  large,  specialized  informational 
collection.  A  San  Francisco  librarian  will  come  to  Vallejo  and  have 
the  fun  of  answering  heterogeneous  questions  at  a  miedium  sized 
general  reference  desk.  Funds  are  budgeted  for  hiring  of  new  staff 
all  along  the  line:  professional,  clerical,  and  accounting,  as  well  as 
for  necessary  project  travel. 

"The  plan  is  that  an  informational  need  arising  in  a  county  library 
or  one  of  its  smaller  affiliates  will  be  passed  on  rapidly  by  teletype, 
or  perhaps  truck  delivery  in  some  cases,  to  Santa  Rosa  or  Vallejo, 
whichever  is  nearer.  These  tv/o  will  be  augmenting  their  collections 
and  staff;  if  they  cannot  satisfy  the  need  within  a  specified  period 
of  time  it  will  go  on  to  San  Francisco.  At  last  citizens  within  the 
NBC  area  will  have  a  recognized  place  to  look  to  v/hen  their  informa- 
tiorxal  needs  exceed  the  resources  not  only  of  their  own  library  but 
of  the  system  itself.  I'm  not  sure,  but  this  arrangement  of  a  system 
of  suburban  libraries  in  direct  connection  with  a  large  metropolitan 
one  may  be  unique  in  California  now.  The  general  public  of  course 
assumes  such  connections  have  always  existed. 

"San  Francisco,  Santa  Rosa,  and  Vallejo,  will  all  be  able  to  send 
actual  pages,  diagrams,  charts  and  what  not  back  and  forth  over 
facsimile  equipment.  The  city  will  also  send  answers  directly  to, 
but  not  receive  questions  from,  the  county  reference  centers,  hence 
the  8  receivers  as  against  3  transmitters.  Shorter  answers  ¥7ill  go  by 
the  private  line  teletype,  or  perhaps  by  TWX  if  that  seems  more 
practical.  We  are  currently  engaged  in  more  meetings,  to  develop 
referral  instructions  and  forms,  and  we  will  begin  testing  several 
types  of  equipment  in  September,  Currently  we  are  considering 
Xerox  Magnafax  and  Datafax  or  Datacopy. 

"Here  are  some  of  the  problems  we  can  see.  First,  it  is  all  very 
well  to  budget  eight  subject  specialists,  but  who's  got  them?  Where 
are  we  going  to  find  them?  The  combined  professional  reference  posi- 
tions this  project  opens  up  in  the  greater  Bay  area  is  something  like 
19,  but  we  don't  know  that  we  are  going  to  be  able  to  fill  these  posi- 
tions now  or  by  the  end  of  the  project  two  years  from  now.  Fortu- 
nately the  two  project  directors  are  capable  people  transferred  from 
present  staffs  and  already  on  the  job. 

"Secondly,  how  important  is  speed?  It  would  be  very  dramatic  if 
the  citizen  in  Ukiah  could  hover  over  the  facsimile  receiver  as  his 
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answer  flashes  in  from  San  Francisco  in  5  minutes.  Actually,  ques- 
tions that  get  as  far  as  San  Francisco  are  going  to  require  a  bit  of 
digging.  If  the  answer  is  short  and  simple  it  probably  should  have 
been  found  in  Santa  Rosa,  or  Ukiah  itself,  and  never  gotten  onto  the 
referral  network. 

"We  may  find  that  facsimile  is  just  dandy,  the  ansv\^er  to  all  our 
dreams.  On  the  other  hand  we  may  find  it  an  infernal  nuisance  and 
far  too  expensive  for  what  it  is  worth.  A  simple  build  up  of  reference 
materials  at  each  level,  all  dov/n  the  line,  may  be  a  better  use  of 
money.  But  this  has  its  obvious  limits  if  only  in  space  available,  and 
the  referral  idea  does  seem  to  have  merit.  The  Ukiah  citizen  cannot 
go  to  San  Francisco  as  easily  as  the  information  can  go  to  him. 

"When  there  is  nothing  else  to  do  v/e  wonder  what  will  happen  at 
the  end  of  the  two  year  period.  Fortunately  the  two  Reader  Subject 
NBC  libraries  either  have  built  or  are  just  about  to  build  large,  new 
headquarters,  and  will  be  expanding  their  local  activities.  Will  con- 
tinuing funds  be  available  for  regional  operations?  Whatever  the  fate 
of  the  sophisticated  equipment,  the  staff  development  program  and 
purchased  materials  should  be  lasting  benefits  of  this  demonstration. 

"Finally,  a  demonstration  is  just  that:  an  opportunity  to  show 
something.  We  are  not  approaching  the  project  with  the  idea  that  we 
know  what  we  are  doing,  but  only  that  v/e  have  some  ideas  we  want 
to  try." 

Miss  Leffler: 

"Unlike  Linus  in  his  lament  to  Charlie  Brown,  'There's  no  heavier 
burden  than  a  great  potential!'  California  librarians  have  actively 
sought  the  opportunity  to  develop  the  great  potential  of  cooperative 
library  systems.  On  December  29,  1966,  the  Orange  County  Coopera- 
tive System  was  legally  established,  some  three  years  after  the 
Orange  County  Public  Library  together  with  the  Placentia  and  Yorba 
Linda  Library  Districts  received  their  authorization  to  apply  for  a 
Planning  Grant. 

"The  years  between  the  request  for  a  Planning  Grant  and  the  ap- 
plication for  a  System  Grant  under  the  Public  Library  Services  Act 
were  a  period  of  activity  for  the  three  libraries  involved,  as  they 
planned  and  prepared  to  become  a  cooperative  system.  Certain  parts 
of  the  collections  of  the  three  libraries  were  checked  against  bibliog- 
raphies of  standard  titles  and  published  indexes  as  a  means  of  estimat- 
ing the  public's  chances  of  finding  commonly  requested  materials  in 
their  libraries.  The  librarians  concerned  chose  the  areas  to  be  exam- 
ined and  the  guides  to  be  used.  The  results  of  these  surveys  were 
reported  as  relative  strengths  and  weaknesses  in  the  three  collections 
and  Vv^ere  used  by  the  participating  libraries  as  guidelines  for  build- 
ing up  their  individual  collections. 
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"Recognizing  a  long  felt  need  in  the  county  generally  and  in  the 
Orange  County  Public  Library  System  specifically,  the  administrators 
began  to  change  the  function  of  service  at  headquarters  to  that  of  an 
Adult  Reference  Center.  Major  changes  were  made  in  the  service: 

1.  To  stop  all  circulation  of  library  materials  at  the  headquarters 

2.  To  enlarge  and  extend  the  hours  of  service  and  significantly 
improve  the  reference  collection. 

The  Orange  County  Public  Library  then  began  strengthening  of  its 
resources.  A  collection  of  telephone  directories  from  all  over  the 
world  as  well  as  the  major  United  States  cities  was  acquired.  As  a 
county  library,  the  State  Document  Depository  had  been  established, 
but  a  designation  as  a  Selective  Depository  for  Federal  Documents 
did  not  come  until  1964.  Periodical  subscriptions  were  increased  and 
the  associated  indexes  were  added  to  the  periodical  collection.  Also 
by  joining  the  Duplicate  Exchange  Union,  we  obtained  back  runs  of 
major  periodicals,  along  with  monographs  and  document  items  such 
as  earlier  Congressional  Records,  U.S.  Census  Reports,  The  Year- 
books of  Agriculture. 

"V/e  were  fortunate  that  at  the  time  the  Establishment  Grant  was 
received,  a  number  of  area  wide  projects  of  cooperation  had  already 
been  established  among  Orange  County  libraries,  including  public, 
college  and  university,  and  industrial  and  technical.  These  were : 

1.  Union  List  of  Expensive,  Out-of-print,  and  Specialized  Refer- 
ence Books  in  Libraries  in  Orange  County. 

2.  Union  List  of  Periodicals  in  Orange  County  Libraries. 

3.  Cooperative  central  storage  had  been  established  (for  public 
libraries  only) .  The  Orange  County  Public  Library  has  storage 
which  includes  a  number  of  items  beyond  books.  These  are  not 
retrievable  yet  by  title. 

4.  Monthly  meetings  of  the  Administrators  of  the  ten  public  li- 
braries in  Orange  County. 

5.  Regularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the  Reference  Librarians  in 
both  public,  college  and  university  libraries  in  Orange  County. 

"These  area- wide  projects  have  provided  the  opportunity  for  the 
libraries  in  Orange  County  to  cooperate  on  an  informal  basis  and 
several  of  the  projects  have  been  a  step  toward  the  system  approach 
to  reference  service. 

"Implementation  of  the  Orange  County  Cooperative  Library  Sys- 
tem's plan  of  service  has  been  progressing,  and  the  second  book  order 
purchased  with  system  funds  has  been  accomplished.  These  system 
books  are  being  cataloged  and  processed  by  the  Orange  County 
Public  Library's  Technical  Services  with  a  shelf-list  inventory  to  be 
maintained  by  the  Adult  Reference  Center  at  the  Orange  County 
Public  Library. 
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"In  the  Plan  of  Service,  the  Orange  County  Public  Library's  Adult 
Reference  Center  was  designated  as  the  central  reference  center  for 
the  System.  Funds  are  to  be  used  to  expand  the  collection  of  the  Ref- 
erence Center  through  acquisition  of  specialized  and  technical  books 
as  well  as  the  reference  titles  required  to  provide  the  resources  for 
both  reference  questions  and  subject  requests  directed  to  the  reference 
center. 

"During  the  past  year,  core  hsts  of  circulating  and  reference  titles 
were  compiled  for  area,  community  and  station  branches  of  the 
Orange  County  Public  Library.  Scheduled  according  to  the  general 
Dewey  number  classification,  these  titles  will  appear  on  the  monthly 
'Approved-List  for  Order'  and  will  provide  member  libraries  a 
basic  list  with  which  to  supplement  their  collection. 

"Developing  a  bibliographic  center  to  house  research  materials, 
and  to  be  responsible  for  locating  and  borrowing  books,  compiling 
the  lists  of  serials  of  the  cooperating  libraries,  and  doing  research 
on  the  more  difficult  reference  question  and  subject  request  are 
potential  programs  which  cooperative  systems  can  accept  as  their 
responsibility.  The  establishment  of  a  system  makes  it  possible  to 
develop  a  better  system  for  inter-library  loan,  communication,  or 
speedier  delivery  of  requested  material;  to  develop  specialized  re- 
sources or  as  the  case  may  be  to  make  immediately  accessible  the 
frequently  requested  books,  pamphlets,  periodicals  or  documents. 
As  our  technological  advances  are  made,  who  else  but  a  cooperative 
system  can  provide  the  possible  services  such  as  DATRIX  or  Direct 
Access  to  Reference  Information  or  the  Computer  Document  Re- 
corder which  converts  computer  tape  into  readable  microfilm  records 
without  the  need  for  any  intervening  paper.  In  fact,  how  many  pub- 
lic libraries  have  availed  themselves  of  computerized  book  ordering, 
automatic  book  charging  systems,  office  copiers,  or  any  microform 
storage?" 

"Plans  for  the  future  of  the  Orange  County  Cooperative  System 
include  foreign  language  collection,  which  will  expand  cooperatively 
so  as  to  have  more  titles  available  such  as  in  French,  German, 
Spanish,  Russian  and  Japanese,  to  expand  subject  collections  in  the 
area  of  business  and  art  along  with  other  areas  now  deficient,  and 
a  microfilm  program  which  will  be  developed  for  access  by  all 
members  of  the  system.  It  is  planned  to  intensify  inservice  training 
for  the  benefit  of  all  member  libraries.  I  think  it  is  well  when  we  all 
stop  and  talk  these  things  over,  because  we  do  have  a  great  need  for 
a  feedback  on  how  well  we  actually  are  serving  our  public.  We'd 
like  to  know  if  we  did  give  them  the  information  and  if  it  was 
current,  we'd  like  to  know  a  little  more  about  how  much  it  cost 
the  patron — maybe  he  should  take  his  tax  dollar  somewhere  else. 
This  is  heresy  but  I  think  we  have  to  stop  and  realize  hocus  pocus 
doesn't  work,  we  have  to  get  down  to  some  real  basic  thinking." 
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Mrs.  Reilly: 

Mrs.  Reilly  reviewed  the  background  of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Information  Service,  which  was  at  first  a  project  of  the  Public  Rela- 
tions Committee  of  the  Yosemite  District.  This  group  determined 
that  the  most  valuable  public  relations  program  they  could  develop 
was  improved  reference  services,  the  major  service  demanded  by 
their  public.  The  project  was  begun  with  federal  funding  in  the 
early  days  of  the  Library  Services  Act.  A  survey  of  collections  in  the 
then  eleven  members  showed  most  very  inadequate;  therefore 
much  of  the  original  grant  was  expended  on  core  collections  of 
reference  books,  especially  for  the  smaller  outlets. 

The  next  step  was  organizing  inservice  training  for  the  staff  in 
the  smaller  outlets,  most  of  them  relatively  untrained.  The  training 
program,  a  basic  course,  has  developed  into  a  correspondence  series. 

The  Information  Service  began  a  monthly  bulletin.  News  and 
Clues,  for  continuing  information  to  these  staff  people.  Contents  in- 
clude current  events  notes,  free  vertical  file  materials,  changes  to  be 
noted  in  almanacs  and  year  books,  and  sample  questions,  among 
other  items. 

At  the  time  the  Service  began  operation,  Xerox  machines  and 
teletype  were  not  common.  Communication  was  by  telephone,  and 
this  became  a  basis  for  pubKcizing  the  service.  Patrons  were  urged 
to  phone  in  their  reference  queries.  This  led  to  a  problem  that 
must  be  considered  in  system  organization — the  division  of  work, 
and  credit  for  work,  between  the  individual  libraries  and  the  coopera- 
tive system.  It  must  be  made  clear  that  a  new  centralized  ref- 
erence service  does  not  supersede  the  efforts  of  local  staff,  but  builds 
on  them  and  backs  them  up;  otherwise  there  is  a  staff  public  rela- 
tions problem. 

Today  there  is  a  union  list  of  all  reference  holdings  in  the  member 
libraries,  a  very  valuable  resource,  and  a  union  list  of  periodical 
holdings,  also  very  helpful.  The  Fresno  County  Library  stores  little- 
used  back  files  of  some  of  the  other,  smaller  libraries. 

The  system  now  utilizes  teletype,  but  the  majority  of  requests 
still  come  by  telephone.  The  system  encourages  patrons  to  go  to 
their  local  libraries  first  before  phoning  the  Information  Service,  and 
this  for  two  reasons:  it  usually  enables  the  patron  to  get  his  answer 
more  quickly,  and  it  strengthens  the  local  service.  Local  staff, 
equipped  with  good  core  collections  and  thoroughly  trained  by  the 
inservice  program,  can  provide  most  of  the  service  needed.  Another 
element  to  be  considered  is  that  if  the  local  outlet  gives  relatively 
high  level  service,  the  reference  center  is  free  to  concentrate  its 
efforts  only  on  difficult  and  time-consuming  questions,  and  do  a 
better  job.  The  patron  will  then  be  satisfied  with  both  levels  of 
service. 
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There  is  a  standardized  form  for  recording  questions,  and  their 
answers,  organized  so  that  no  piece  of  research  need  be  repeated. 
After  seven  years  this  in  an  impressive  collection  and  index. 

The  Information  Service  continues  to  be  publicized,  especially 
through  a  weekly  radio  question-and-answer  program. 

The  Service  has  emphasized  assistance  to  business  and  industry, 
particularly  valuable  in  an  area  with  relatively  few  special  libraries. 
This  aspect  of  the  program  has  been  honored  by  an  award  from  the 
Small  Business  Administration. 

Discussion: 

Student  requests:  The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Information  Service  does 
not  answer  student  questions.  These  are  screened  out  by  the  local  li- 
braries, and  of  course  assistance  is  given  to  students  locally. 

Structure  of  reference  services:  In  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  sys- 
tem, reference  service  is  maintained  within  the  member  libraries;  in 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley  system,  it  is  a  separate  service.  It  may  be 
argued  that  it  is  better  to  improve  reference  services  all  along  the 
line  than  to  centralize  and  specialize.  The  centralized  service  has  the 
advantage  that  staff  are  free  to  pursue  research  problems,  without 
day-to-day  distractions.  In  the  Orange  County  Cooperative  System, 
the  centralized  service  developed  naturally  from  an  existing  organi- 
zation. A  number  of  independent,  non-system  member  libraries  con- 
tract for  service  from  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Information  Service, 
an  arrangement  which  is  made  more  practicable  v/hen  the  center  is  a 
separate  function. 

Unanswered  reference  queries:  The  San  Joaquin  Valley  Informa- 
tion Service  answers  approximately  85  percent  of  all  queries  by  local 
materials.  The  next  referral  is  to  the  State  Library,  and  from  there 
on  to  national  or  international  centers,  as  necessary.  The  North  Bay 
Cooperative  has  not  recorded  a  figure,  but  in  a  somewhat  comparable 
area,  interlibrary  loan,  has  found  that  about  half  of  the  teletyped 
requests  within  the  system  cannot  be  filled. 
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Participating  Effectively  in  Cooperative  Decisions- 
Summary 

Moderator:  Margaret  Ward,  California  State  Library 

Panelists:      Clara  Breed,  San  Diego  Public  Library,  Serra  System 

Marjorie  Donaldson,  Pasadena  Public  Library,  San  Gabriel  Valley  System 
Mrs.  Margaret  Troke,  Stockton  Public  Library,  49-99  Cooperative  System 

Miss  Ward  amplified  the  panel  theme:  library  administrators  have 
new  and  perhaps  difficult  roles  in  working  with  cooperative  councils. 
The  administrator  participates  as  the  representative  of  his  own  li- 
brary but  at  the  same  time  he  is  part  of  a  whole,  taking  a  system- 
wide  viewpoint;  and  instead  of  being  the  leader,  is  one  of  a  group  of 
leaders.  That  this  can  work  successfully  has  been  shown  by  continu- 
ing development  of  systems. 

There  are  problems  involved  in  this  new  situation.  The  panel  would 
discuss  these,  and  how  they  can  be  solved. 

The  first  aspect  is  dealing  with  fears.  The  idea  of  cooperative  sys- 
tems arouses  fears  in  many  quarters — member  libraries,  staff,  boards 
of  trustees: 

.  .  .  Fears  among  system  members.  Miss  Breed  noted  that  the  small 
libraries  are  likely  to  be  fearful  of  domination  by  the  large  library; 
that  the  large  library  is  worried  that  the  smaller  members'  patrons 
will  overwhelm  its  resources.  Such  a  problem  might  have  been  antici- 
pated in  the  Serra  System,  where  members  range  in  size  from  the 
San  Diego  Public  Library,  serving  over  600,000  people  to  the  small- 
est, serving  12,000.  It  has  not  happened. 

Meetings  of  the  Serra  Council  have  been  completely  democratic. 
Each  member  has  one  vote.  Occasionally  the  smaller  members  have 
outvoted  the  San  Diego  Public  Library  but  never  as  a  pressure  bloc; 
in  each  case  the  majority  vote  was  in  fact  for  the  correct  decision. 
Discussion  is  free,  open  and  openminded.  The  result  is  that  all 
decisions  have  been  made  in  terms  of  what  is  best  for  the  system  as 
a  whole,  even  those  in  such  difficult  areas  as  budgeting. 

.  .  .  Fears  among  staff.  Miss  Donaldson  proposed  keeping  the  staff 
informed  as  the  best  cure  for  this.  The  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library 
System  planning  study  had  included  a  public  questionnaire;  as  this 
project  had  involved  all  staffs,  all  of  the  personnel  had  some  knowl- 
edge of  and  initial  interest  in  a  system. 

When  the  system  was  established,  a  group  meeting  of  the  staffs 
of  all  the  member  libraries  plus  the  library  boards  was  held,  at  which 
the  survey  planning  team  reported.  Next  a  state  library  consultant, 
the  system  coordinator,  and  a  library  board  member  spoke  at  a  staff 
meeting,  to  give  a  three-way  interpretation  of  what  the  system  would 
mean.  There  have  been  continuing  staff  meetings  to  maintain  this 
flow  of  communication. 
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The  system  has  had  organized  subcommittees  at  work  on  specific 
aspects  of  service,  and  these  have  included  staff  members.  There  was 
a  meeting  and  inservice  training  session  for  reference  hbrarians;  sub- 
ject matter  included  anticipated  problems.  Staff  may  be  more  fearful 
of  what  they  don't  know — of  the  future — than  of  what  they  face 
currently,  and  discussions  of  what  may  happen  can  alleviate  fears. 
Similarly,  there  was  a  meeting  for  registration  desk  clerks  on  possible 
future  problems  which  might  result  from  the  use,  in  the  system,  of 
individual  member  library's  cards,  business  cards,  cards  issued  by 
individual  members  to  out-of-system-area  libraries  having  reciprocal 
relations  with  that  library  only,  etc.  The  meeting  resolved  many 
problems  before  they  happened. 

The  involvement  of  staff  m.embers  has  the  added  advantage  that 
the  staff  can  then  bring  in  a  sort  of  public  feedback;  present  to  the 
council  everyday  problems  the  council  may  not  be  aware  of.  Meetings 
at  all  levels  and  across  the  lines  of  staff  are  valuable. 

.  .  .  Fears  of  governing  bodies.  Mrs.  Troke  gave  the  same  advice: 
keep  them  informed.  Local  governing  boards  are  afraid  that,  in  join- 
ing a  cooperative  of  any  sort,  they  may  be  giving  away  the  taxpayers' 
money  and  their  own  authority.  They  must  be  reassured. 

The  49-99  system  encompasses  five  counties;  there  is  a  very  varied 
membership — cities  of  different  sizes  including  the  one  large  metro- 
politan library,  Stockton — some  very  small  rural  counties,  and  al- 
together 500,000  people  in  6,000  square  miles,  unevenly  distributed. 
There  are  many  t5^es  of  governing  bodies  represented. 

In  beginning  to  plan  the  system,  the  librarians  all  worked  together 
on  the  Plan  of  Service,  and  worked  together  to  get  the  final  Plan 
adopted  by  the  governing  bodies.  During  this  stage,  they  kept  their 
boards  informed,  went  to  their  governing  officials  for  advice,  re- 
viewed the  drafts  with  them,  and  revised  the  plan  accordingly,  on 
many  occasions.  Governing  officials,  library  trustees,  city  and  county 
managers,  city  and  county  counsels — all  the  appropriate  people — 
were  involved  in  the  process,  in  an  attempt  to  produce  a  concensus 
document.  The  librarians  tried  to  anticipate  the  fears  and  to  incorpo- 
rate the  solutions  to  them  in  the  Plan. 

Once  that  was  accepted  by  all  the  responsible  officials,  an  agree- 
ment had  to  be  worked  out  defining  how  the  system  would  work  in 
the  legal  sense.  A  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  agreement  was  drawn 
up,  spelling  out  what  powers  would  belong  to  the  system  council. 
This  document  included  two  important  points :  if,  later,  fees  or  mem- 
bership levies  are  deemed  necessary,  these  will  have  to  be  recom- 
mended by  the  executive  committee  and  approved  by  three-fourths 
of  the  governing  bodies;  any  member  can  leave  the  system  with  six 
months  prior  notice  in  writing  or  must  leave  the  system  if  unwilling 
to  accept  a  fee  assessment.  These  provisions  ensure  that  local  fiscal 
authority  remains  with  the  jurisdiction. 
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There  was  also  potential  fear  of  the  large  library,  Stockton,  in- 
tensified in  this  situation  because  the  library  director  also  serves  as 
librarian  of  two  of  the  small  county  members  and  theoretically 
might  control  three  votes.  To  avoid  any  suggestion  of  such  domina- 
tion, the  drafters  of  the  agreement  designated  the  position  in  each 
member  library  which  would  represent  the  member  on  the  council, 
specifying  that  in  the  case  of  these  small  counties,  it  would  be  the 
administrative  librarian. 

Although  each  member  has  only  one  vote,  other  representatives 
of  the  member  library  may  attend  meetings.  Several  city  and  county 
administrative  officers  do  attend.  This  has  proved  very  valuable; 
the  officers  learn  about  the  workings  of  the  system  first  hand  and 
are  able  to  interpret  them  directly  to  the  governing  bodies. 

Miss  Ward  summarized  the  solutions  presented  by  the  panelists 
as:  the  key  is  communication.  The  problem  in  systems  is  not  funda- 
mentally different  than  that  in  individual  libraries;  it  is  more  com- 
plicated because  a  number  of  staffs  and  many  governing  bodies  must 
be  kept  informed,  instead  of  just  one  each. 

The  next  topic  was  techniques  which  can  create  better  decisions: 

.  .  .  Use  of  legal  documents  to  define  authority.  Speaking  again  of 
the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  agreement  for  the  49-99  System, 
Mrs.  Troke  said  it  states  that  the  system  has  the  powers  defined 
in  the  Education  Code  and  such  others  as  are  necessary  to  achieve 
its  purposes;  there  is  an  Executive  Committee  composed  of  mem- 
ber delegations;  whatever  its  representation,  each  member  has 
only  one  vote;  the  head  librarian  is  a  member  of  each  delegation; 
the  Executive  Committee  establishes  policy,  reviews  programs,  ap- 
proves the  budget,  directs  administration  of  the  agreement,  and 
adopts  bylaws  for  the  conduct  of  business. 

Bylaws  were  therefore  drawn  up,  and  the  same  technique  was 
used  in  drafting  them  as  for  the  Plan  of  Service  and  the  agree- 
ment: the  proposed  contents  were  presented  to  city  and  county 
officials  for  their  review,  advice  and  criticism.  The  bylaws  as 
adopted  include  statements  on  the  quorum,  voting  procedures, 
amendment  procedures  and  the  assessment  or  levy  policy. 

Written,  formal  regulations  such  as  these  documents  clarify  re- 
sponsibilities. Their  use  avoids  difficulties  in  general;  when  prob- 
lems do  arise,  they  point  the  way  to  work  through  the  problems. 

Another  helpful  technique  is  use  of  the  committee  system.  49- 
99  has  had  committees  on  bylaws,  on  film  service,  on  planning, 
etc.  Each  was  functional,  each  contributed  to  policy  and  procedure 
planning.  Another  is  use  of  staff  in  specialized  areas.  Member 
delegations  frequently  bring  staff  specialists  to  Executive  Com- 
mittee meetings  held  on  those  special  topics. 
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.  .  Use  of  staff  on  committees.  The  last  topic  was  picked  up  by- 
Miss  Donaldson,  who  discussed  committee  work  in  the  San  Gabriel 
Valley  System.  In  film  selection  work,  for  example,  a  film  com- 
mittee composed  of  member  staff  experts  made  all  recommenda- 
tions for  purchase  and  procedures  to  the  governing  council. 
Committees  and  coordinator  and  council  can  work  together. 

The  San  Gabriel  Valley  council  is  rather  informal.  There  is  a 
rotating  chairmanship,  with  each  member  serving  six  months.  The 
chairman  prepares  the  meeting  agenda,  with  help  from  the  other 
members,  any  of  whom  may  suggest  topics. 

.  .  Use  of  agendas,  meeting  arrangements.  In  the  Serra  System, 
Miss  Breed  said,  an  agenda  is  prepared  for  each  council  meeting. 
A  secretary  records  and  distributes  the  minutes  as  soon  as  possible 
after  each  meeting. 

Many  system  decisions  were,  originally,  written  out  only  in  the 
minutes.  When  a  new  member  library  joined,  it  was  difficult  to 
compile,  for  its  information,  all  the  past  policies  as  stated  in  this 
form;  so  the  system  has  extracted  a  complete  set  of  policies  from 
the  minutes,  and  issued  a  manual  of  procedures. 

Members  keep  each  other  informed  also  through  a  flow  of  copies 
of  correspondence  and  of  pertinent  documents. 

Miss  Ward  defined  good  techniques  as  the  outward  sign  of  good 
attitudes;  and  posed  the  question:  what  attitudes  lead  to  good 
procedures? 

.  .  Willingness  to  listen.  Miss  Breed  called  this  an  elementary 
point  but  one  which  needs  to  be  re-emphasized.  Members  should 
attend  council  meetings  prepared  to  hear  all  sides,  so  that  the  best 
decision  for  all  interests  can  be  made. 

.  .  Sensitivity  to  timing.  Miss  Donaldson  suggested  that  contro- 
versy is  often  best  solved  by  allowing  enough  time  for  participants 
in  meetings  to  discuss  thoroughly,  to  listen,  to  meditate  .  .  .  and 
to  decide  later.  She  felt  it  is  better  to  postpone  a  decision  than 
to  force  one  prematurely. 

.  .  Patience;  fundamentally,  the  points  already  made.  Mrs.  Troke 
illustrated  with  49-99  experience  that  participants  need  time  to 
listen,  think,  ask  questions,  and  come  to  conclusions. 

The  moderator  put  it:  try  to  get  people  not  to  polarize  their 
thinking  too  soon. 

How  are  decisions  made?  What  kinds  of  decisions  does  the 
council  make;  what  kinds  does  the  coordinator  make?  What  goes 
into  decision  making  in  specific  areas? 

.  .  Developing  a  Plan  of  Service.  The  49-99  group  began  with 
the  requirements  first,  and  discussed  how  they  would  implement 
the  basic  elements  of  a  system.  Beyond  these  they  listed  all  of 
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the  projects  which  they  hoped  to  accomphsh:  film  service,  foreign 
language  collections,  inservice  training,  etc.  The  final  Plan,  includ- 
ing all  the  elements  the  system  must  do  and  a  large  number  the 
members  would  like  to  undertake,  gives  a  good  framework,  open, 
broad,  acceptable  to  the  governing  bodies  and  not  restrictive  on 
development  of  the  system. 

New  decisions  are  needed  in  the  complex  process  of  implement- 
ing the  Plan.  Mrs.  Troke  pointed  out  that  the  Stockton  library, 
particularly,  as  the  largest,  had  to  define  how  it  fits  into  the  system; 
what  procedures  must  be  adapted  and  revised.  A  great  deal  of 
coordination  at  the  staff  level  is  needed  to  develop  new  approaches 
to  the  problems — ^problems  not  just  of  one  library  but  of  all  the 
system  members. 

.  .  .  Determining  priorities  and  planning.  The  period  of  the  plan- 
ing grant  study  was  helpful.  Miss  Breed  noted  that  this  was  the 
time  to  put  priorities  in  focus.  In  Serra,  before  the  system  was 
established,  while  the  libraries  were  studying  their  resources  and 
needs,  they  were  able  to  look  at  and  discuss  the  whole  range  of 
services,  present  and  potential,  and  to  select  their  priorities.  It  was 
not  difficult  for  Serra  members  to  agree  upon  improved  reference 
service  as  the  first  priority;  but  even  if  the  choice  had  not  been  so 
clearcut,  the  priorities  could  have  been  developed  out  of  this  plan- 
ning phase. 

.  .  .  Decision  making  in  conditions  of  flux.  Miss  Donaldson  dis- 
cussed the  problems  of  planning  when  not  all  factors  are  certain; 
for  example,  of  setting  program  and  budget  when  the  state  aid 
grant  is  not  known.  When  there  are  unpredictable  factors,  it  is 
even  more  important  that  everyone  be  kept  informed  at  all  times. 
If  facts  are  communicated  instantl}^,  quick  decisions  can  be  made 
when  the  need  arises. 

Each  panelist  summarized  the  greatest  satisfactions  which  have 
come  out  of  participating  in  cooperative  decisions : 

In  the  Serra  System,  it  has  been  the  real  enthusiasm  of  all  mem- 
bers for  working  toward  improved  reference  services,  in  doing  some- 
thing not  possible  except  through  the  framework  of  the  system.  The 
49-99  System  group  has  become  more  cohesive.  Members  have  bene- 
fitted from  the  learning  process — learning  how  to  compromise,  learn- 
ing to  keep  sights  on  the  end  objective.  There  has  been  satisfaction 
in  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  System  in  the  experience  of  professional 
interchange  and  interrelationships.  There  has  been  a  change  in  atti- 
tudes toward  the  possible;  programs  which  seemed  unworkable  at 
first  have  become  accepted  as  normal  system  activities.  The  new 
seems  less  threatening.  There  has  been  movement  from  the  local  view 
to  the  view  of  the  best  interests  of  the  total  community.  Miss  Ward's 
simile  was:  the  individual  view  gives  tunnel  vision;  when  the  views 
of  all  are  brought  together,  people  can  see  the  whole  horizon. 
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Discussion: 

Annual  reports:  Few  systems  have  been  established  long  enough  to 
use  these  thoroughly  to  interpret  the  system  story.  The  Serra  System 
reports  statistically  on  use  of  the  reference  center,  and  this  has  had 
value  in  showing  governing  bodies  that  there  is  no  radical  imbalance 
of  service. 

Voting  rules:  Voting  powers  are  set  forth  in  the  agreement  and  bylaws 
of  the  49-99  System.  No  secret  ballots  are  used  in  any  of  the  three 
systems. 

The  relationship  between  the  council  and  the  coordinator,  or  admin-' 
istrator,  in  decision  making:  In  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  System,  the 
one  of  the  three  employing  a  coordinator,  the  coordinator  made 
studies  and  offered  information  and  recommendations  to  the  council. 
The  council  made  the  final  decision. 

In  the  49-99  System  the  executive  committee  makes  policy.  The 
City  of  Stockton  is  administrative  agent  and  its  library  director 
the  administrator.  The  bylaws  set  forth  the  agent's  powers,  clearly. 
The  administrator  presides  as  chairman  at  meetings,  and  performs 
the  system  mechanics  such  as  employing  personnel  and  preparing 
grant  applications.  The  agent  is  empowered  to  make  the  necessary 
working  decisions  but  presents  a  review  of  these  at  meetings. 

Role  of  the  fiscal  agent:  The  San  Diego  PubHc  Library  is  fiscal  agent 
for  the  Serra  System.  Employees  in  the  reference  center  are  system 
employees  but  are  hired  under  terms  of  the  San  Diego  City  civil 
service.  The  agent  reports  regularly  to  all  members  on  finances,  and 
the  Joint  Powers  agreement  specifies  that  any  member  city  may  have 
a  reporting  whenever  it  desires.  The  records  are  open  to  public  in- 
spection. The  agent  expends  funds  within  the  guidelines  of  the  an- 
nual budget  approved  by  the  council. 

Pasadena  is  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library 

System.  The  library  hires  employees  for  the  system,  and  disburses 

the  funds  within  the  limits  of  the  budget.  The  budget  as  worked 

i  out  by  the  council  is  kept  sufficiently  general  so  that  it  does  not 

hamstring  the  agent  with  petty  limitations. 

}  Administrative  burdens  on  large  libraries  in  systems:  Mrs.  Troke 
I  agreed  that  there  is  a  burden,  particularly  in  the  developing  phases 
j  of  a  system.  New  patterns  of  service  can  be  formulated  only  with 
1  time  and  effort.  Delegation  to  staff  relieves  some  of  this  burden.  The 
\  large  library  receives  benefits  from  the  system  which  make  these 
•  efforts  worthwhile.  In  the  49-99  System,  the  Stockton  library  accepts 
■  the  burden  in  preference  to  expending  system  funds  for  a  coordina- 
tor, to  save  most  of  the  budget  to  implement  programs.  The  arrange- 
I  ment  is  satisfactory  to  the  city,  and  is  considered  by  city  officials  an 
excellent  example  of  how  governing  bodies  can  work  together  effec- 
tively and  cooperatively  for  a  common  objective. 
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Miss  Breed  added  that  large  libraries,  like  large  cities  and  coun- 
ties, recognize  a  responsibility  to  the  whole  area  and  will  assume 
leadership  beyond  their  jurisdictional  boundaries.  She  cited  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library's  assistance  to  other  libraries  in  the  southern 
California  region. 

Unanimity  of  decisions:  Many  decisions  in  the  Serra  Council  are  in 
fact  unanimous,  but  only  a  simple  majority  is  needed.  The  49-99 
bylaws  require  a  simple  majority  of  the  quorum  unless  the  subject 
of  vote  is  the  budget,  addition  of  new  members,  assessments  or 
amendment  of  the  bylaws,  in  which  cases  a  three-fourths  majority 
is  needed.  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library  System  needs  only  a  majority 
but  members  frequently  agree  on  minor  changes  in  proposals  to  ob- 
tain a  unanimous  vote. 

Imbalance  of  service:  Miss  Breed  pointed  out  that  some  imbalance 
is  inevitable,  and  would  be  present  whether  or  not  there  was  a  formal 
system.  Before  the  Serra  System  was  established,  a  survey  of  the 
use  of  the  San  Diego  Public  Library  showed  that  one-third  of  the 
patrons  were  from  outside  the  service  area,  primarily  from  areas 
even  now  not  included  in  the  Serra  miembership.  Natural  imbalance  is 
one  strong  argument  for  state  equalization  aid.  The  system  keeps  a 
careful  record  of  exchanges  of  service  within  the  membership  area, 
by  use  of  a  separate,  numbered  system  card,  and  has  been  able  to 
show  the  cities  there  is  very  little  imbalance.  Studies  of  interlibrary 
loan  within  the  system  have  shown  that  the  bulk  of  requests  have 
been  for  books  of  generally  low  circulation.The  net  effect  has  been 
that  more  resources  have  been  made  available  to  more  people  without 
hurting  anyone. 

Miss  Donaldson  agreed  that  most  imbalance  is  not  among  the 
system  members  but  with  jurisdictions  outside.  The  system  has  under 
consideration  undertaking  a  study  of  what  it  would  cost  some  of  its 
neighbors  to  join  the  system  without  state  aid  funds.  Some  cities 
are  interested  in  system  participation  but  only  if  they  might  pay 
their  share  from  local  sources. 

Miss  Ward  noted  that  experts  can  never  agree  whether  group  de- 
cisions intrinsically  can  be  as  effective  as  individual  decisions.  The 
experience  of  the  49-99,  Serra  and  San  Gabriel  Valley  Library  sys- 
tems suggests  that  they  can  be,  although  some  (not  all)  of  the  pro- 
cedures may  be  a  little  different. 
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The  Future  of  Technical  Processes  and  Circulation  Control 
In  Library  Systems— Summary 

Moderator:  Mrs.  Phyllis  I.  Dalton,  Assistant  State  Librarian

Mrs.  Dalton  introduced  the  representatives  of  the  Institute  of  Li- 
brary Research,  who  are  working  with  the  Cahfornia  State  Library 
on  projects  related  to  the  panel  topic. 

Mr.  Shoffner: 

Mr.  Shoffner  discussed  automation  of  library  processes  in  the  con- 
text of  the  work  the  Institute  of  Library  Research  has  done  with 
the  California  State  Library  in  the  past  two  years.  He  emphasized 
systems  as  the  key  word  in  the  panel  topic,  because  automated  op- 
erations must  be  sizeable  to  be  feasible  and  therefore  should  be  pro- 
jected in  terms  of  systems.  Study  has  focussed  on  the  comparability 
and  interrelatedness  of  individual  libraries'  operations. 

The  ILR  project  began  with  a  year's  study  undertaken  from  Sep- 
tember 1965-September  1966,  the  first  part  of  which  was  a  prelimi- 
nary evaluation  of  the  feasibility  of  mechanizing  the  various  library 
clerical  processes  in  the  State  Library;  the  second,  an  investigation 
of  the  application  of  book  form  catalogs  to  the  holdings  of  the  State 
Library  and  the  California  Union  Catalog  maintained  by  the  State 
Library. 

As  part  of  the  study  process,  the  researchers  identified  all  the 
records  maintained,  and  measured  the  volume  of  technical  processes 
operations.  A  first  finding  was  that  clerical  processes — rote  tasks — 
are  the  areas  which  should  be  automated  first.  More  elaborate  and 
refined  programs  involving  netv/orks  of  computers  stored  with  in- 
formation may  be  later  possibilities;  much  later.  It  is  reasonable 
and  practical  to  hope  that  clerical  processes  can  be  mechanized 
widely  and  generally  in  about  five  years.  Once  that  is  accomplished 
there  will  be  greater  impetus  to  refining  and  developing  automation 
further;  if  the  first  step  is  successful,  there  will  be  more  interest  in 
going  into  this  area  in  more  depth. 

The  t5^es  of  clerical  processes  considered  are  those  which  main- 
tain, use  and  update  files  such  as  circulation,  on-order  and  acquisi- 
tion records.  Later  it  may  be  possible  to  explore  automation  of  proc- 
esses which  involved  decisions. 

There  are  four  problems  inherent  in  mechanizing  clerical  opera- 
tions in  their  present  state.  One  is  the  high  development  cost,  in- 
tensified here  because  many  procedures  are  not  explicit  and  stand- 
ardized. Another  is  the  shortage  of  personnel  able  to  do  the  work. 
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The  people  needed  must  have  standard  administrative  capabilities 
— intelligence,  patience,  objectivity — and  in  addition  they  will  need 
special  training.  This  is  a  serious  problem  in  a  competitive  market. 
Another  is  the  high  cost  of  converting  from  manual  to  mechanized 
records;  and  most  libraries  maintain  a  large  body  of  data.  Most 
cost  estimates  per  record — SO  cents  is  one — are  probably  very  low 
if  total  preparation  costs  are  figured  in.  The  last  problem  is  that 
the  volume  of  operations  is  relatively  low  in  relation  to  the  size  of  the 
data  which  must  be  converted,  per  library.  Economies  are  possible 
with  automation  only  when  operations  are  repeated  significant  num- 
bers of  times.  Volume  of  use  normally  justifies  high  initial  costs;  but 
this  problem  has  been  common  in  other  fields  than  library  operations. 

In  fact,  Mr.  Shoffner  argued,  the  reason  for  automating  is  not 
cost  savings,  but  because  "there  are  simple  technical  limJts  to  what 
can  be  done  with  the  manual  method  of  operation."  So  far  as  econo- 
mies are  concerned  it  may  be  suggested  that  obsolence  will  over- 
take the  pioneer  automation  efforts  before  they  can  reach  a  point  of 
use  where  savings,  or  even  a  return  on  investment,  might  be  poss- 
ible. 

The  solution  to  these  problems — the  solution  which  will  make 
mechanization  feasible — is  a  system,  aggregating  and  centralizing 
the  operations  of  a  number  of  libraries.  This  implies  standardization 
of  methods,  but  Mr.  Shoffner  expressed  the  view  that  most  of  the 
variations  in  technical  processes  from  one  library  to  another  are 
arbitrary  choices  rather  than  rational  necessities. 

The  recommendations,  then,  are  that  those  processes  which  are 
to  be  automated  be  automated  on  a  systems  basis,  with  many  li- 
braries sharing  the  preparation  cost  and  the  personnel  costs;  and 
thus  sharing  the  trained  personnel.  The  operations  should  be  com- 
bined so  that  the  volume  is  large  enough  to  make  the  procedure 
efficient. 

The  next  problem,  if  such  combining  of  operations  is  to  be  thought 
of  as  a  statewide  program,  is  distance.  The  researchers  studied  the 
impact  of  distance:  the  costs  of  communicating  over  distances 
throughout  the  state.  A  complete  computer  network  is  of  course 
possible  now,  but  the  costs  would  be  prohibitive.  Discussion  of  al- 
ternatives led  the  speaker  to  a  consideration  of  surface  transport — 
mail,  etc. — which  is  economically  feasible  but  does  have  the  draw- 
back of  short  time  delays.  Time  delays  would  also  be  inevitable  if, 
as  proposed,  the  many  low  volume,  comparable  operations  across  the 
state  are  pulled  together  for  one  high  volume  operation. 

An  automated  system  operation  at  the  state  level,  then,  would 
have  to  be  a  batched,  scheduled  operation;  and  the  operation  which 
fits  these  specifications  and  limitations  is  book  catalog  production, 
a  process  which  by  its  nature  would  not  be  performed  day  to  day 
and  in  which  brief  delays  would  be  insignificant.  It  is  a  process 
which  can  be  performed  most  efficiently  in  one  centralized  location. 
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There  are  still  problems :  the  four  difficulties  identified  earlier  plus 
of  course  the  fact  that  relatively  little  is  known  about  what  patrons 
need  from  the  book  catalog.  Limited  experience  with  book  catalogs 
does  however  suggest  that  they  will  encourage  greater  patron  use  of 
libraries — in  itself  a  justification  for  the  entire  changeover. 

In  connection  with  the  discussion,  Mr.  Shoffner  introduced  a  re- 
lated project,  the  Library  of  Congress  Machine  Readable  Catalog- 
ing Project  (MARC).  This  may  eventually  reduce  costs  but  it  pre- 
sents one  major  problem,  not  yet  solved.  The  information  will  flow 
into  libraries  steadily.  If  it  is  used  in  sequence  on  arrival,  there  is  no 
difficulty;  if  it  is  stored  for  later,  selective  use,  there  is  now  no  way 
to  retrieve  bits  of  it  retrospectively. 

Another  possible  system-level  automated  process  which  is  dis- 
tance-insensitive is  serials  control.  Most  serials  arrive  periodically, 
regularly  and  routinely.  A  procedure  might  be  designed  through 
which  a  list  of  predicted  arrivals  for  any  specified  time  period  could 
be  printed.  Serials  clerks  could  use  this  as  a  checklist  and  as  a 
record  of  missing  issues.  In  a  university  library  test,  such  a  system  is 
working  reasonably  well;  about  two-thirds  of  the  predicted-arrival 
material  arrives  on  time.  In  public  libraries,  where  there  are  fewer 
problems  with  irregular  and  fugitive  serials,  a  serials  operation  of 
this  nature  has  great  potential. 

At  present,  circulation  and  acquisition  records  do  not  appear  to 
be  appropriate  candidates  for  automation.  Acquisition  controls  are 
too  much  tied  to  sensitive  fiscal  procedures;  circulation  records  must 
be  current  as  of  the  moment  to  be  useful.  Both  operations  are  dis- 
tance sensitive.  To  be  helpful,  a  circulation  control  automated  oper- 
ation would  have  to  be  refined  to  the  point  where  the  location  of  each 
book  was  known  at  all  times,  including  when  and  where  each  was  in 
transit,  and  no  one  can  afford  such  an  on-line  operation  now. 

The  beginning,  then,  would  be  a  centralized  computer-based  cata- 
log service  and  an  automated  serials  service.  The  Institute  of  Library 
Research  is  now  starting  a  year  and  a  half  study  of  these  undertak- 
ings for  the  State  Library,  and  the  work  will  include  a  technical  de- 
sign for  the  operations,  specifications  for  the  conversion  process,  cost 
analyses  of  the  preparation  and  of  the  continuing  operations,  and 
hopefully  an  analysis  of  the  relations  of  these  costs  to  current  costs. 
This  is  one  of  the  outstanding  projects  in  the  field  of  mechanization 
of  clerical  processes  in  libraries  going  on  in  the  nation  today. 

Mr.  Cartwright: 

Mr,  Cartwright  remarked  at  the  beginning  that,  in  considering 
the  effect  of  automation  on  technical  processes,  he  would  emphasize 
attitudes  rather  than  facts.  He  suggested  that  there  are  many  inter- 
dependent affects  and  effects  involved,  that  the  whole  library  en- 
vironment is  changing,  and  that  the  most  desirable  attitude  is  an 
open-minded,  flexible,  and  perceptive  one. 
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The  objectives  of  a  work  process,  and  the  resources  available  to 
perform  it  determine  the  way  the  job  will  be  done,  and  if  any  of  the 
controlling  factors  are  changed,  as  for  example  by  automation,  the 
total  process  and  each  of  the  other  parts  must  change  too.  It  would 
not  be  very  profitable  to  mechanize  a  process  but  to  continue  to 
carry  on  the  function  otherwise  along  absolutely  traditional  lines. 

With  automation  there  is  the  possibility  we  can  gather,  easily  and 
economically,  much  data  that  has  not  been  collected  and  available 
before:  rate  of  demand  for  each  particular  item;  exact  identification 
of  little-used  items  (which  would  show  us  what  to  store,  what  to 
microfilm) ;  information  on  the  characteristics  of  library  patrons 
(which  kinds  of  people  will  like  what  kinds  of  books) . 

Librarians  will  have  to  accept  more  standardization  if  system- 
based  automation  is  to  succeed.  Each  other's  procedures  and  files 
will  have  to  be  interchangeable;  centralized  cataloging  won't  work 
if  "one  person  calls  it  Clemens  and  the  other  calls  it  Twain."  Many 
of  the  existing  differences  in  cataloging  entries  and  filing  rules  and  so 
forth  are  not  that  important.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  important  not 
to  discard  all  pre-automation  practices  in  a  clean  sweep;  we  must 
understand  the  function  before  we  change  it  .  .  .  and  some  prac- 
tices continue  to  be  valid  in  an  automated  operation. 

Book  catalogs  could  bring  many  other  changes  in  practice  with 
them.  If  the  book  catalog  is  available  in  many  other  locations  than 
the  library,  why  should  the  patron  have  to  come  to  the  library  for 
the  book?  The  catalogs  could  be  placed  in  institutions,  public 
schools,  homes  for  the  aged,  and  so  forth.  If  the  catalog  is  removed 
from  the  library  setting,  this  will  have  implications  for  the  form  and 
content  of  the  catalog.  Outside  the  library,  it  must  stand  on  its  own, 
as  professional  guidance  in  its  use  will  be  lacking. 

There  are  new  possibilities  in  serials  control  as  well.  On  a  system 
basis  each  member  library  could  inform  the  others  when  it  has  re- 
ceived an  irregular  or  fugitive  issue.  The  Library  of  Congress  might 
undertake  this  on  a  national  basis.  With  systems,  with  automation, 
and  with  rapid  communication,  libraries  may  be  able  to  develop 
genuine  cooperative  acquisitions  programs. 

Even  automatic  acquisitions  is  not  out  of  the  question.  Perhaps 
in  the  future  the  machine  can  be  instructed  to  order  an  item  rou- 
tinely as  soon  as  it  has,  say,  three  unfilled  requests  for  the  item,  and, 
by  formula,  order  copies  in  quantity  in  proportion  to  the  quantity  of 
requests. 

Automation  carries  implications  for  library  buildings.  Size  and  lay- 
out can  change  where  there  is  not  an  enormous  card  catalog  to 
which  all  staff  must  have  convenient  access. 

Most  of  these  are  ideas  and  suggestions,  but  they  are  all  possibili- 
ties too. 
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Cooperating  for  Stronger  Public  Relations- 
Presentations  and  Summaries

Mr.  Weisenberg  introduced  the  panel  discussion  with  a  challenge 
to  the  title,  "Cooperating  for  Stronger  Public  Relations,"  which  car- 
ries the  implication  that  some  degree  of  strength  now  exists.  It  was 
his  view  that  there  is  presently  a  weakness  in  library  public  rela- 
tions— nationally,  not  just  in  California — and  that  this  weakness 
is  one  of  the  profession's  most  serious  problems.  The  panel  discussion 
could  be  one  important  start  to  overcoming  it.  Mr.  Weisenberg  em- 
phasized the  importance  of  radio — "probably  the  single  most  im- 
portant and  valuable  public  relations  media  available  to  libraries 
today  .  .  .  because  it  is  instant  communication." 

Miss  Banks: 

Miss  Banks  prepared  a  "how- to-do-it"  outline  for  workshop  par- 
ticipants, a  very  helpful  guide  which  is  reproduced  belov/.  In  addition 
to  outlining  and  explaining  the  steps  to  be  followed  when  "You're 
Going  on  the  Air!",  the  speaker  presented  a  live,  and  lively,  sample 
interview  program  in  the  Horizons  format  with  guest  Jean  Car- 
michael,  an  expert  in  small  craft  flying.  Space,  unfortunately, 
does  not  permit  printing  the  transcription  of  the  interview,  but  Miss 
Banks'  outline  will  suggest  the  kind  of  informal  and  informative 
dialogue  employed. 

"So  You're  Going  on  the  Air!" 

"The  notes  below  may  be  of  some  help  should  your  particular  library 
system  decide  to  use  the  media  of  radio  to  publicise  your  library 
services.  The  information  comes  as  a  result  of  experience  doing  shows 
for  the  San  Gabriel  Valley  System  as  well  as  radio  broadcasts  for 
the  San  Gabriel  Valley  libraries  before  joining  the  system.  While 
the  information  expressed  here  can  in  no  way  be  definitive,  it  does 
reflect  the  best  of  our  knowledge. 

HOW  MUCH  WILL  IT  COST? 

Radio  air  time  is  jree — Each  station  is  required  by  law  to  present 
a  certain  number  of  hours  of  public  service  programming. 

Sta§  time — Depends  on  whether  a  staff  member  does  the  program 
and  whether  he  or  she  would  use  library  time  to  do  it.  This  of 
course  has  to  be  considered  in  'cost'.  (I  was  employed  by  the 
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San  Gabriel  Valley  Library  System  but  prepared  all  of  my  mate- 
rial at  home) . 

Payment — $10.00  per  week  for  a  15  min.  program  is  minimal. 
This  amount  should  be  doubled  if  the  program  is  30  min. 

HOW  MANY  LISTENERS  CAN  A  LIBRARY  SPONSORED  PROGRAM  HOPE  TO 
ATTRACT? 

It  is  impossible  to  answer  definitely  since  very  often  there  is  very 
little  tangible  evidence  that  someone  'out  there'  is  listening.  Very 
likely  you  will  attract  a  number  of  listeners.  There  are  definite 
side  advantages  and  a  prestige  value  which  helps  to  enhance  the 
image  of  the  Library  System. 

PLANNING  THE  RADIO  SHOW 

Selecting  the  person  to  do  programs — ^This  is  the  most  important 
step  in  planning  the  show.  A  staff  member  of  one  of  the  System 
Libraries  would  be  ideal  if  qualified. 

Should  insist  that  person  have  pleasant  voice  and  vivid  personality. 
Could  be  a  member  of  the  community  .  .  .  possibly  a  member  of 
the  local  theatre  group,  or  Toastmaster,  etc. 

Person  doing  actual  broadcasting,  or  staff  member  of  one  of  the 
System  Libraries,  one  who  handles  publicity  or  book  reviewing, 
can  prepare  the  written  material  for  the  program  i.e.:  book  re- 
views, intro  and  closing  spot,  interviews,  etc. 

DECIDING  ON  AN  APPROPRIATE  FORMAT 

Book  Reviews — Should  include  adult,  children,  young  adult,  pe- 
riodicals, etc. 

News  of  Libraries — Segments  featuring  certain  departments  of  the 
Libraries  System  i.e. :  children's  work,  AV,  etc. 

Interview  Type  Program — Perhaps  the  most  interesting  and  easi- 
est type  show  to  prepare  and  present  and  very  likely  holds 
more  possibility  for  audience  interest  as  well.  Presents  oppor- 
tunity for  a  variety  of  subject  matter.  (The  San  Gabriel  Valley 
Library  System  presented  a  number  of  interview  programs  in- 
cluding such  subjects  as:  "California  Wines"  "Small  Craft 
Flying"  a  member  of  the  clergy  discussing  "Youth  and  Re- 
ligion" a  noted  painter  and  an  author,  etc.  It  is  very  easy  to 
obtain  guests  for  this  type  of  show  and  book  materials  can 
easily  be  woven  into  the  interview. 

What  is  involved  in  an  interview  show — Contact  possible  guest, 
get  his  permission,  discuss  the  trend  your  questions  will  be  tak- 
ing on  the  air. 
Send  guest  a  list  of  the  questions  you  plan  to  ask  on  the  air. 
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No  need  to  meet  with  guest  again,  as  a  rule,  until  just  prior  to 
air  time  at  the  studio. 

Interview  can  be  very  much  like  living  room  dialogue — more 
structured  in  form;  but  make  it  informal;  this  is  not  hard  to  do. 
Combination  of  both  formats — Book  reviews,  library  news  and  in- 
terviews. 

LENGTH  OF  PROGRAM 

13  Minutes — Best  for  book  review  and  in  general  the  library  cen- 
tered show.  Takes  from  three  to  five  medium  length  book  re- 
views to  fill  a  ten  minute  spot  and  the  rest  of  the  time  can  be 
used  for  announcements,  etc. 

30  Minutes — Ideal  amount  of  time  for  either  the  interview  for- 
mat or  the  combination  book  review-interview  program. 

BASIC  PROGRAM  PREPARATIONS 

Deciding  on  title  for  show — very  important — (by  your  name  shall 
you  be  known) ;  this  v*^ill  be  the  title  which  will  appear  on 
posters,  newspapers,  etc.  Title  should  be  ear-catching  and  easy 
to  remember. 

Musical  Theme — Important  since  it  gets  you  on  and  off  the  air 
each  time.  Should  be  a  combination  of  dignity  and  sprightliness. 
Radio  stations  have  recordings  of  standard  musical  themes  for 
opening  and  closing  a  radio  show.  Some  of  these  are  suitable 
but  fairly  routine  and  your  record  librarians  could  no  doubt 
suggest  a  better  one. 

Station  Announcer — Preparation  of  opening  and  closing  state- 
ments to  be  read  by  station  announcer  each  week.  Should  tell 
what  the  shows  are  all  about  and  should  be  short  and  succinct. 
Your  public  relations  department  can  be  helpful  in  preparing 
this  material  (see  sample  opening  and  closing.) 

CONTACTING  THE  RADIO  STATIONS 

Contact  the  public  service  director  of  your  local  station  either  by 

telephone  or  mail.  Give  him  a  full  outline  of  t3rpe  show  you  plan  to 

do;  this  should  include  format,  length  of  program,  etc. 

You  may  be  requested  to  submit  a  sample  tape  so  that  he  can  judge 

the  skill  with  which  the  show  will  be  done. 

Your  choice  of  air  time  will  no  doubt  be  up  to  him  and  what  time 

is  open.  If  you  are  given  a  choice,  prime  evening  TV  time  would 

surely  be  less  desirable.

GOOD  BROADCASTING! ! 
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PUBLICIZING  THE  RADIO  SHOW 

At  least  a  portion  of  the  success  or  failure  of  your  radio  show  will 
rest  on  the  way  this  is  handled. 

Posters  are  valuable — They  should  be  put  up  in  all  libraries  of 

the  System,  and  the  branches.  Local  stores  will  often  permit 

the  library  to  display  a  poster.  Schools  and  churches  will  also 

cooperate. 

Weekly  newspaper  coverage — Can  feature  the  general  subject  of 

that  week's  broadcast. 
Radio  spot  announcements — These  are  20  sec.  duration  and  can 
be  spotted  throughout  the  day  to  let  people  know  your  show 
is  on  the  air.  Most  stations  are  happy  to  present  these  announce- 
ments.

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Miss  Wilson: 

"It  seems  unnecessary  to  mention  to  a  group  such  as  this  the 
benefits  of  exhibits,  displays,  posters  and  booklists  and  other  visual 
means  in  library  v/ork.  Where,  how  and  by  whom  they  are  planned 
and  created  is  the  question  for  discussion.  It  is  possible,  of  course, 
for  each  library  or  branch  to  be  responsible  for  its  own,  but  is  this 
the  best  use  of  manpov/er? 

"I  have  been  asked  to  describe  our  method  of  coordinating  dis- 
plays throughout  our  library  system. 

"The  position  of  full-time  Staff  Artist  has  grown  over  a  number  of 
years  from  the  assignment,  on  a  half-time  basis,  of  a  talented  mem- 
ber of  the  children's  department.  All  posters  used  to  be  made  indi- 
vidually, drawn  and  painted  by  hand.  Books  pertaining  to  the  sub- 
ject were  gathered  together  at  headquarters  and  poster  and  books 
taken  out  to  a  branch  for  a  month.  At  the  end  of  the  month  the 
poster  and  books  were  brought  back  and  a  new  display  provided. 
The  first  display  would  go  to  another  branch  later  on  and  so  forth 
till  worn  out. 

"This  method  had  several  disadvantages — (1)  After  being  put  up 
and  taken  down  several  times  the  posters  lost  their  pristine  fresh- 
ness, and  what  is  worse  than  a  faded  or  dog-eared  poster!  Occasion- 
ally replacements  had  to  be  made  unexpectedly.  (2)  Books  were  held 
out  of  circulation  during  the  periods  v/hen  the  posters  were  not  in 
use,  every  other  month  generally.  (3)  Books  began  to  circulate  in 
a  branch  about  the  time  the  exhibit  was  moved.  (4)  Seasonal  posters 
could  only  be  used  once  a  year.  (5)  The  branch  librarian  had  no 
part  in  the  selection  of  books. 

"With  the  purchase  of  silk  screen  equipment  three  years  ago  the 
whole  picture  changed. 

"As  in  the  past  we  send  out  two  posters  to  a  branch  each  month, 
one  for  children  and  one  for  adults  or  young  adults.  The  subjects 
of  the  posters  are  selected  by  an  extension  department  librarian  to- 
gether v/ith  the  staff  artist.  The  subjects  selected  are  general  in  na- 
ture so  that  each  branch  will  have  books  in  its  collection  which 
can  be  gathered  together  and  exhibited  with  the  poster. 

"The  staff  artist  drav/s,  cuts  the  stencil  and  m.akes  about  35  prints 
of  each  design.  She  then  attaches  a  branch  label  to  each  print  and 
sends  it  to  the  shipping  room  in  time  to  go  in  the  appropriate  de- 
livery. 

"In  the  meantime  if  a  booklist  is  to  be  made  on  the  same  subject 
the  staff  artist  plans  its  format  and  designs  its  cover  to  carry  cut 
the  idea  of  the  poster.  The  extension  department  compiles  the  list 
v/hich  is  mimeographed  by  the  county  duplicating  department.  An 
appropriate  number  of  copies  of  the  list  is  sent  to  each  branch  along 
with  the  poster. 
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"On  receipt  of  the  material  the  branch  librarian  selects  a  number 
of  books  from  her  shelves.  If  a  booklist  is  sent  items  from  it  are 
searched  for  and  supplemented  where  advisable  by  other  similar 
titles.  Where  a  booklist  is  not  provided  the  librarian  selects  appro- 
priate titles  from  her  collection.  In  any  case,  the  displays  are 
supposed  to  whet  the  appetite  so  that  the  books  featured  will  be 
checked  out.  Many  people  come  to  depend  on  the  suggestions  given 
by  this  display  for  part  of  their  reading  fare.  Some  visit  the  library 
each  month  in  order  to  admire  the  new  poster. 

"The  staff  artist  also,  with  the  children's  librarians,  plans  and 
creates  all  the  visual  materials  for  the  summer  reading  program. 
She  assists  with  the  annual  children's  book  fair.  She  arranges  the 
library-sponsored  displays  in  the  glass  cases  and  sometimes  assists 
patrons  who  have  interesting  materials,  but  do  not  know  how  to  dis- 
play them  effectively.  She  participates  in  regional  meetings  on  the 
use  of  displays. 

"Some  years  ago  a  group  of  libraries  worked  out  a  system  of  co- 
operative displays.  The  library  involved  took  turns  in  having  a  pos- 
ter made  commercially  which  was  then  rotated  among  the  libraries 
in  the  group.  The  posters  were  on  previously  selected  topics.  Each 
library  would  add  its  own  book  jackets  when  displaying  it.  The  pos- 
ters were  painted  on  heavy  board  with  easel  backing  and  v/ere 
packed  in  heavy  cases  so  were  difficult  and  expensive  to  transport. 
Sometimes  they  had  lost  their  freshness  before  completing  the  cir- 
cuit. 

"Whether  or  not  the  exact  method  was  satisfactory  the  experi- 
ment proved  that  posters  could  be  shared  by  a  number  of  independ- 
ent libraries.  It  would  be  easier  to  share  in  the  case  of  a  system 
of  libraries. 

"We  feel  the  extra  materials  used  in  making  individual  copies  by 
the  silk  screen  method  are  more  than  compensated  for  by  freshness, 
convenience  and  timeliness.

Mr.  Weisenberg: 

Moving  from  discussion  of  practical  publicity  techniques  to  the 
general  subject  of  total  library  public  relations,  the  moderator  spoke 
on  three  points.  First,  there  is  a  distinction  between  publicity  and 
public  relations,  a  distinction  sometimes  blurred  in  librarians'  think- 
ing. A  public  relations  program  is  a  total  program  of  community 
relations;  and  such  a  program  is  rarely  carried  on  in  local  libraries, 
library  systems,  state  libraries  or  state  associations. 

Second,  public  relations  costs  money.  It  requires  professional 
staff,  and  money  for  equipment.  Most  libraries  are  not  equipped, 
most  librarians  not  trained,  to  do  the  job;  yet  almost  every  library 
problem  is  in  a  sense  a  problem  of  public  relations — declining  circu- 
lation, small  budgets.  It  may  not  be  possible  to  finance  an  effective 
program  in  small  systems;  it  should  be  possible  on  a  regional  scale. 
The  money  should  come  back,  if  the  program  is  effective,  in  terms  of 
better  budgets. 

Last,  public  relations  is  necessarily  an  integral  part  of  administra- 
tion and  management.  It  is,  certainly,  in  successful  and  sizeable  cor- 
porations. The  public  relations  staff  must  be  involved  in  policy  deci- 
sions and  knowledgeable  about  the  total  agency  program.  They 
should  contribute  from  the  beginning,  not  come  in  at  the  end  to  pick 
up  the  pieces.  "You  can't  buy  a  quarter  pound  of  public  relations." 

The  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  faces  an  enormous  public  rela- 
tions problem;  the  library  is  understaffed  but  the  staff  must  work 
with  the  largest  physical  area  and  more  newspapers  and  radio  sta- 
tions than  any  other  system  in  the  nation.  One  step  forward  was 
taken  recently  v/hen  the  Library  Commission  changed  the  title  of 
public  relations  officer  to  public  information  officer,  implying  a  wider, 
administrative  role. 
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Discussion: 

In  response  to  questions,  Mr.  Weisenberg  amplified  his  panel 
statement: 

The  current  weakness  of  library  public  relations  programs  is  ex- 
emplified by  the  fact  that  ten-twelve  years  of  efforts  were  necessary 
to  secure  a  state  aid  program.  There  is  a  widespread,  statewide  lack 
of  popular  vocal  support;  there  has  been  a  failure  to  communicate 
not  only  through  media  but  also  through  community  leaders.  ''There 
are  not  great  hordes  of  people  out  there  who  really  believe  that 
we  need  that  money." 

The  first  essential  step  is  to  hire  a  professional  public  relations 
person  on  a  statewide  or  regional  system  basis.  An  estimate  of  the 
cost  of  a  statewide  program  annually  was  perhaps  $30,000-40,000, 
Calling  the  present  situation  a  "devastating  problem,"  Mr.  Weisen- 
berg said  library  administrators  need  to  cut  back  elsewhere — in  book 
funds  if  necessary — to  support  this  program.  Sizeable  funds  have 
been  spent  on  books,  buildings  and  equipment;  almost  nothing  has 
been  spent  to  tell  people  these  exist  and  what  resources  and  informa- 
tion are  available  in  them.  One  percent  of  total  budget  has  been  sug- 
gested for  public  relations  expenditures;  no  one  is  spending  that 
much. 

Another  first  step  might  be  to  gather  advice  from  experts:  the 
public  relations  practitioners  in  local  communities,  public  informa- 
tion people  in  government,  and  in  cultural  agencies,  and  public  rela- 
tions consultants.  There  is,  in  California,  a  lot  of  talent  which  might 
be  tapped.  Many  effective  professional  associations  use  professional 
public  relations  help;  it  is  one  of  the  reasons  they  are  effective. 
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Discussion  Groups  .  .  .  Summaries 

Group   I:  The  Role  of  the  Administrator  and  Coordinator  in  Cooperative  Library  Systems 
Leaders:  Mrs.  Edna  Frances  Hanna,  Headquarters,  NBC 

Dale  Perkins,  Headquarters,  Mother  Lode  System 

Mrs.  Hanna  is  Administrator,  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library 
System;  Mr.  Perkins  is  Coordinator,  Mother  Lode.  In  discussion 
of  their  respective  roles,  the  two  leaders  agreed  that  any  differences 
between  their  tvv^o  positions  result  purely  from  differences  between 
the  two  specific  systems. 

The  North  Bay  Cooperative  is  the  only  system  in  California  which 
is  a  separate  pubHc  agency,  a  legal  entity.  It  was  established  as 
such  because  no  library  among  the  members  was  large  enough  to 
assume  leadership,  or  had  space  or  staff  for  special  system  services. 
The  Administrator  acts  as  fiscal  officer,  administers  policy  (as  estab- 
lished by  the  Council,  the  system's  board  of  directors),  prepares  re- 
ports and  grant  applications,  and  acts  as  an  administrative  consul- 
tant, but  has  no  legal  power  to  demand  action  of  a  member 
library,  A  second  position,  that  of  assistant  administrator,  is  not 
an  addition  to  a  hierarchy  but  a  role  of  lateral  coordination,  strength- 
ening the  structure.  The  assistant  administrator  is  responsible  for 
supervision  of  centralized  technical  processing,  acts  as  an  adult 
coordinator,  and  most  recently  assumed  duties  as  director  of  a  new 
reference  project  to  be  operated  jointly  with  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,  This  project  is  funded  under  the  Library  Services 
and  Construction  Act. 

The  Coordinator  of  the  Mother  Lode  System  acts  as  an  "agent 
of  cohesion"  for  the  four  member  libraries,  all  of  which  have  very 
limited  numbers  of  professional  staff.  Additionally,  reference  and 
childrens  consultants  are  being  recruited.  In  this  relatively  rural 
area,  many  system  programs  are  being  undertaken  simply  to  provide 
some  local  library  services  that  most  urban  areas  consider  standard 
day-to-day  operations — film  service,  teletype,  van  delivery,  and  im- 
proved communications.  The  consultant  services  will  raise  the  stand- 
ard of  professional  service,  the  greatest  need  of  the  member  libraries. 

To  the  question:  when  is  a  coordinator  needed,  there  were  these 
suggested  answers:  when  the  program  is  complex;  when  a  number  of 
libraries  are  involved;  when  the  level  of  professional  staff  in  member 
libraries  requires  it  ,  ,  .  and  when  there  are  funds  available.  On  the 
last  point  there  was,  in  each  discussion  session,  considerable  atten- 
tion given  to  system  funding  needs. 

Systems  which  function  without  either  an  administrator  or  coor- 
dinator are  usually  comprised  of  a  group  of  libraries  which  includes 
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one  major  library.  The  major  library  can  and  does  assume  profes- 
sional consultant  responsibilities  and  leadership,  and  performs  cer- 
tain common  services  at  no  fee,  often  through  other  agencies  and 
special  departments  of  its  jurisdiction.  In  the  49-99  System,  which 
follows  this  pattern,  system  salaries  absorb  less  than  half  of  the  total 
system  budget. 


Group  II:  Children's  and  Young  Adult  Services  in  a  Cooperative  Library  System 
Leader:  Martha  Bentley,  Headquarters,  North  Bay  Cooperative 

As  a  springboard  for  discussion,  Mrs.  Bentley  asked  each  group 
what  its  participants  considered  to  be  the  chief  difference  between  a 
library  system  children's  consultant  and  a  coordinator  of  children's 
services  in  a  large  single  library  with  numerous  branches.  A  general 
theory  was  developed  that  the  cooperative  system  consultant  has  an 
advisory  position  only,  lacking  authority  to  implement  a  program  or 
to  require  that  the  children's  librarians  in  the  cooperating  member 
libraries  carry  out  the  program  suggested  by  the  consultant,  whereas 
in  the  single  library  organization,  the  coordinator  of  children's  work 
can  and  does  direct  children's  services  staff  to  follow  through. 

The  system  consultant  has  no  authority  to  weed  or  to  build  up 
the  collections.  He  can  conduct  workshops  and  prepare  instructions 
in  such  areas,  but  it  remains  the  prerogative  of  the  librarians  of 
the  individual  libraries  to  choose  or  discard  such  programs.  In  his 
advisory  capacity,  the  consultant  must  try  to  sell  his  programs  to 
the  member  libraries. 

In  the  North  Bay  Cooperative  Library  System,  the  children's 
consultant  position  was  one  of  the  first  established,  with  high  priority. 
The  consultant  surveyed  the  collections  and  recommended  a  pro- 
gram for  the  development  of  services,  prepared  and  conducted  in- 
service  training  programs  and  compiled  recommended  book  lists. 
Participation  in  these  activities  was  purely  voluntary  on  the  part 
of  the  member  libraries,  and  often  involved  the  head  librarians  of 
the  smaller  libraries — those  lacking  the  specialized  staff — as  well 
as  the  children's  librarians.  It  is  an  indication  of  the  success  of 
the  program  that  the  number  of  children's  librarians  in  member  li- 
braries has  increased  over  the  years.  Probably  a  major  aid  to  re- 
cruitment of  these  librarians  is  the  good  training  offered  in  the 
system;  and  the  opportunity  to  work  in  creative  programs  appeals 
to  those  beginning  a  professional  career  in  this  specialty. 

The  second  leader  scheduled  for  this  discussion  group,  Mrs.  Sara 
Wheeler,  Ventura  County  Library  and  Black  Gold  Cooperative  Li- 
brary System,  was  unable  to  attend  and  offer  suggestions  from  that 
system's  experience.  Representatives  of  other  systems  shared  in- 
formation on  children's  and  young  adult  services: 
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There  is  no  system  children's  consultant  in  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  Library  System;  instead,  the  head  of  the  Fresno  County 
Library's  Children's  Department  prepares  materials  for  the  county, 
and  this  material  can  then  be  shared  with  other  members  of  the 
system.  Shared  materials  and  programs  include  book  review  meet- 
ings and  recommended  book  lists.  In  another  system,  consultants, 
specialist  and  non-specialist,  do  whatever  needs  to  be  done  in  this 
area  for  the  member  libraries. 

Related  to  the  general  fear  sometimes  felt  by  small  libraries  that 
loss  of  individual  identity  would  be  the  price  of  system  member- 
ship— a  point  expressed  in  other  sessions — was  a  specific  fear  of 
domination  by  a  consultant  specialist.  It  was  suggested  that  such 
domination  is  avoided  when  the  work  is  carried  on  through  com- 
mittees organized  of  librarians  from  all  sizes  of  member  libraries.  In 
the  North  Bay  Cooperative  System  the  consultant  prepares  book 
lists  with  reviews  and  evaluations  with  the  assistance  of  a  committee, 
and  actual  book  selection  is  the  decision  of  each  individual  library. 

For  discussion  purposes,  the  young  adult  was  defined  as  the  ma- 
ture 8th  grader  through  the  immature  11th  grader.  It  was  generally 
agreed  that  the  child  who  can  use  an  adult  book  should  be  allowed 
to  have  it.  It  was  suggested  that  YA  work  should  be  a  service,  not 
a  collection,  and  that  libraries  working  with  young  adults  should 
draw  freely  on  the  whole  collection  to  meet  the  variety  of  needs 
of  this  age  group.  The  trend  is  away  from  separate  collections  of 
YA  materials  and  toward  floating  collections,  constantly  refreshened. 
There  was  suggestion  that  one  or  more  of  the  federal  projects  demon- 
strating service  to  young  adults  might  develop  a  model  collection 
of  books  and  that  this  exemplary  choice  might  be  shared  with  other 
systems;  on  the  other  hand  there  was  a  view  that  there  are  too 
many  varieties  of  philosophies,  even  within  one  system,  to  make  this 
feasible. 

One  role  of  the  children's  consultant  in  NBC  has  been  to  train 
librarians  to  work  with  young  adults  and  to  teach  ^'communication" 
skills.  However,  the  statement  was  made  that  children's  librarians 
should  not  attempt  YA  work  as  these  two  specialties  require  almost 
mutually  exclusive  approaches  and  attitudes. 

Discussion  of  young  adult  book  selection  led  to  discussion  of  work 
with  the  underprivileged  of  this  age  group  and  the  possible  use  of 
material  of  poor  quality — comic  books  etc. — but  of  high  interest, 
at  least  in  the  beginning  phases  of  a  project  to  bring  these  children 
into  the  library.  There  was  opposition  to  maintaining  permanent 
collections  of  such  materials.  In  a  systems  approach  there  is  an 
opportunity  to  experiment  with  new  and  bold  ideas  in  reaching  out 
to  the  unreached — the  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  project  for  the 
Culturally  Deprived  was  cited  as  an  example — but  it  was  emphasized 
that  use  of  new  and  bold  ideas  must  be  underpinned  by  high  calibre 
staff  and  service  if  the  quality  of  the  collection  is  not  to  suffer. 
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Traditional  emphasis  in  children's  work  has  been  on  selecting  books 
v/hich  will  develop  literary  taste  in  children.  This  has  been  success- 
ful with  middleclass  children;  it  may  not  be  with  the  underprivileged 
child.  Librarians  must  start  with  this  child  where  he  is,  and  through 
skill,  a  willingness  to  break  with  tradition,  and  use  of  whatever 
tools  are  needed,  lead  him  gradually  on  .  .  .  and  up.  One  participant 
remarked  that  the  public  library  must  "speak  to  the  grave  problems 
of  today,  and  the  children's  librarian  is  right  in  the  middle  of  this 
dialogue." 


Group  111:  Coordinating   the    Purchase   and    Interavailability   of    Non-book   Materials   in   a 
Library  System:  Films,  Pictures,  Recordings 
Leaders:  John  Forsman,  Richmond  Public  Library,  Host  Bay  Cooperative 

Mrs.  Marialice  Maxwell,  Solano  County  Library,  North   Bay  Coopera- 
tive 

Film  holdings  in  systems  exhibit  a  mix  of  purchase  plans:  some 
of  the  member  libraries  hold  individual  collections,  some  belong  to 
film  circuits,  some  do  both.  Other  member  libraries  had  no  films 
when  the  systems  were  established,  and  a  purely  system-wide  film 
collection  has  been  organized.  All  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  Sys- 
tem films  are  system-owned  and  are  maintained  at  system  headquar- 
ters. This  is  true  also  of  the  Mother  Lode  and  Black  Gold  systems. 

Combination  plans  affect  booking  procedures;  in  North  Bay  Co- 
operative, system-owned  films  are  centrally  booked,  but  those  mem- 
ber libraries  which  belong,  also,  to  another,  outside  circuit  handle 
those  circuit  films  individually. 

Geography  may  also  affect  procedures.  The  determining  factor 
as  to  whether  all  films  are  in  headquarters  or  in  member  library 
deposits  may  be  the  size  of  the  service  area.  The  rapid  communica- 
tion made  possible  through  system  organization  simplifies  any  po- 
tential problems,  as  do  also  union  lists  and  annotated  catalogs. 

The  49-99  System  places  film  deposits  in  each  library  for  a  period 
of  two  months.  One  member  which  joined  the  system  with  a  sig- 
nificantly large  individual  collection  is  sent  a  proportionately  large 
deposit. 

In  undertaking  cooperative  acquisition,  the  San  Gabriel  Valley 
Library  System  works  through  a  film  committee  which  selects  a  rec- 
ommended list  to  present  to  the  system's  Council.  This  system  main- 
tains a  union  list  in  each  member  library,  and  offers  daily  delivery 
of  films. 

Participants  agreed  that  each  system  should  have  at  least  one  good 
piece  of  film  inspection  equipment,  and  hopefully,  a  professional  per- 
son specializing  in  film  care,  as  quality  of  maintenance  may  be  a 
problem.  One  of  the  regularly  organized  film  circuits  requires  that 
each  member  have  a  trained  person  on  the  staff. 
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Most  libraries  lend  projectors;  some  libraries  will  also  provide  the 
projectionists.  There  are  variations  in  fee  practices;  some  libraries 
charge  for  use,  and  fees  range  from  10  to  50^  for  rental  of  films. 

Primarily  because  there  are  legal  barriers,  there  is  little  coopera- 
tion between  school  and  public  library  audio-visual  departments,  es- 
pecially in  the  case  of  films. 

Only  one  system  plans  to  have  rotating  collections  of  framed 
prints.  Transportation  was  mentioned  as  the  chief  handicap  to  this 
service.  The  Mother  Lode  System  puts  deposits  in  each  main  library. 
Other  libraries  in  systems  own  individual  collections  exclusive  of  the 
system,  but  will  share  with  other  members  on  request.  Many  offer 
illustrated  or  annotated  catalogs.  The  San  Francisco  Public  Library 
hopes  to  provide  traveling  exhibits  through  the  Art  Commission;  the 
Contra  Costa  County  Library  works  through  local  cultural  commit- 
tees. 

Some  systems  have  small  rotating  phonograph  collections;  none 
have  stereo  tapes  as  yet.  The  49-99  System  began  a  record  collection 
as  a  system  project.  Each  branch  is  to  have  a  catalog  of  its  holdings, 
but  not  a  master  catalog.  Record  collections  generally  remain  an 
individual  library,  not  a  system,  project. 

Discussion  of  non-book  materials  in  systems  brought  out  discus- 
sion of  priorities,  with  a  view  expressed  that  books  should  come 
first.  The  concensus  was  that  each  system  should  and  does  establish 
its  own  priorities,  to  fit  its  own  needs. 


Group  IV:  Cooperating  with  Other  Types  of  Libraries 

Leaders:  Mrs.    Catherine    Chadwick,    Ventura    County    Library,    Black    Gold    Co- 
operative 
Mrs.  Lois  Koolwyk,  Monterey  County  Library 

Mrs.  Chadwick  described  the  cooperative  program  between  the 
Black  Gold  System  and  the  new  Moorpark  Junior  College  near  Simi, 
Ventura  County.  In  this,  the  College  contracts  through  the  system 
for  cataloging  by  Science  Press,  producer  of  the  Black  Gold  system 
book  catalog,  and  for  processing  by  the  Ventura  County  Library. 
The  new  college  suffered  major  budget  cuts  during  its  establishment, 
and  the  college  librarian  became  interested  in  participating  in  cen- 
tralized cooperative  technical  services  originally  because  of  the  econ- 
omies offered. 

After  much  discussion  arrangements  were  made  for  the  college 
collection  to  be  cataloged  and  for  this  information  to  be  represented 
by  Xeroxed  catalog  cards.  The  collection  is  not  included  in  the 
Black  Gold  book  catalog,  as  had  been  originally  proposed,  primar- 
ily because  the  system  is  now  studying  nev\f  methods  of  computer- 
ized production  and  is  phasing  out  the  present  sequential  card-pre- 
pared catalog,  and  it  did  not  appear  feasible  to  add  a  new  library 
collection  at  the  time.  Further,  unlike  the  system  members,  the  col- 
lege uses  Library  of  Congress  classification. 
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Even  with  cooperation  thus  limited,  the  plan  has  worked  well 
and  there  is  much  interest  in  further  future  cooperation.  The  system 
does  make  copies  of  its  book  catalog  available  to  the  college.  There 
are  plans  also  for  the  junior  college  library  and  a  branch  of  the 
Ventura  County  Library  to  work  jointly  in  a  Friends  of  the  Library 
program. 

In  Monterey  County,  Mrs.  Koolwyk  reported,  the  public  librar- 
ians there  and  in  the  entire  three-county  Bay  region  invited  all  of 
the  area  librarians — school,  special,  military,  junior  college — to  join 
them  in  the  regular  meetings  of  the  regional  library  administrators 
group,  Library  Executives  of  the  Monterey  Bay  Area.  Many  of  the 
non-public  librarians  continue  to  attend  these  meetings.  The  Mon- 
terey County  Library  Processing  Center  includes  a  junior  college 
library  among  its  clients,  by  contract.  An  authority  list  is  main- 
tained of  all  books  processed,  and  for  whom,  and  information  from 
this  list  is  available  by  telephone  to  any  librarian.  A  union  list  of 
periodicals  and  a  union  list  of  reference  books  are  also  maintained. 

Past  experiences  and  future  plans  for  cooperation  among  various 
types  of  libraries  were  discussed.  Many  informal  arrangements  exist 
for  school  and  public  librarians  to  hold  book  evaluation  meetings 
together.  One  public  librarian  has  performed  the  book  selection  for 
a  newly  established  private  university  library.  Numbers  of  public 
libraries  hold  meetings  with  special  librarians  of  the  area  to  seek 
advice  in  building  specialized  collections   for  the  public  libraries. 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Library  plans  to  have  the  serial  hold- 
ings of  every  library  in  the  city,  including  special  and  college,  on 
tape  and  available  in  the  Electronic  Data  Processing  Center  in  City 
Hall  within  a  year.  Possibilities  of  facsimile  transmission  between 
the  public  and  special  libraries  are  being  explored. 

Potential  cooperation  between  systems  was  mentioned,  to  avoid 
duplicate  efforts  and  to  make  utmost  utilization  of  special  activities. 
One  example  would  be  the  rather  similar  reference  newsletters  issued 
by  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  Library  System  and  by  the  Serra  Li- 
brary System,  listing  vertical  file  m.aterial  and  current  events. 

Two  controversial  topics  were  raised:  junior  college  courses  for 
library  technicians  and  interlibrary  use  of  publishers  plans. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  material  taught  in  the  junior  college 
courses  may  not  be  compatible  with  actual  library  operation.  One 
solution  proposed  vv^as  that  the  local  public  librarian  serve  on  the 
college  advisory  board,  to  offer  practical  guidance. 

Some  participants  discussed  the  theory  of  inter-type-of-Hbrary 
cooperation  in  terms  of  the  Martin  report,  specifically  in  terms  of 
the  State  Library  role  as  coordinator  of  statewide,  overall  library 
services,  and  m.ost  specificaily  in  terms  of  the  implications  of  the 
State  Library's  planning  for  automation  of  processes. 
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A  Critique  of  the  Concept  of  Library  Systems 

Howard  M.  Rowe,  Instructor 
University  of  Southern  California 
Library  School,  Los  Angeles 

"A  concept  is  an  idea,  and  as  an  idea  it  exists  in  the  mind.  Only 
when  an  idea  or  concept  is  formalized  in  an  organizational  manner 
to  perform  a  set  of  functions  to  achieve  an  established  set  of  goals 
or  purposes  does  it  yield  itself  to  critical  analysis,  and  even  then 
only  after  a  period  of  time  has  elapsed  to  allow  adequate  input, 
output,  and  feedback  to  determine  whether  satisfactory  goals  are 
being  achieved. 

"Therefore,  if  I  limit  my  remarks  to  a  critical  analysis  of  the 
system  concept  as  we  envisage  it  in  its  application  to  library  de- 
velopment in  California,  my  comments  will  necessarily  be  rather 
brief  because,  in  spite  of  some  remarkable  progress  in  systems  de- 
velopment which  has  been  exhibited  here  at  this  workshop,  I  be- 
lieve we  are  still  very  much  in  the  formative  stages.  Less  than  half 
of  our  public  libraries  are  participating  in  cooperative  systems  at 
this  moment.  (However,  judging  from  the  attendance  here  of  librar- 
ians from  non-system  member  libraries,  there  will  be  new  applica- 
tions for  membership  soon.)  Undoubtedly  there  are  many  factors 
contributing  to  this  seemingly  slow  acceptance  of  the  system  con- 
cept. 

"We  must  not  forget  that  librarians,  board  members,  and  govern- 
ing bodies  of  non-member  libraries  are  watching  the  system  concept 
in  California  as  it  is  being  developed.  Some  are  waiting  for  the  time 
when  many  doubts  about  its  feasible  application  to  library  service 
will  have  been  dispelled.  We  must  be  realistic  enough  to  know  that 
some  would  like  to  see  the  system  concept  fail  so  they  can  say,  'I 
told  you  so.'  However,  in  my  opinion,  the  system  concept  is  here 
to  stay,  and  it  remains  for  California  librarians  to  bring  it  to  its 
highest  point  of  effectiveness. 

"A  system — or  whatever  it  may  be  called — is  really  an  organiza- 
tional pattern  of  men,  money,  machines,  materials  or  resources,  and 
time  to  achieve  a  given  set  of  goals.  Systems  or  any  other  organiza- 
tional patterns  do  not  come  into  existence  in  full  bloom.  There  is 
much  preliminary  thinking  and  discussion  taking  place  over  a  rela- 
tively long  period  of  time.  There  is  a  historical  period  in  which 
pioneering  by  leaders  in  the  profession  is  manifest.  The  idea  of 
larger  units  of  service,  and  the  use  of  cooperative  methods  to  provide 
improved  library  service  did  not  originate  in  the  system  concept  as 
we  understand  it. 
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"As  early  as  1935  Carleton  B.  Joeckel,  in  his  book,  The  Govern- 
ment of  the  A77ierican  Public  Library,  advocated  larger  units  of 
library  service.  He  was  particularly  partial  to  the  California  county 
library  system  as  an  organization  which,  at  the  time,  appeared  to 
be  the  vehicle  to  make  modern  library  service  available  to  all  people 
in  the  state.  He  argued: 

'The  picture  is  that  of  a  library  system  centering  in  the  State 
Library.  Local  autonomy  is  not  eliminated,  but  the  influence  of 
the  State  is  very  important.  The  County  Librarian  is  a  powerful 
administrative  officer  who  looks  to  the  County  for  support  but 
also  looks  to  the  State  as  the  fountain  head  of  the  system.^' 

However,  he  hastened  to  add : 

'The  idea  of  the  County  Library  has  been  so  thoroughly  implanted 
in  the  consciousness  of  librarians  that  in  some  places  it  may 
actually  be  harmful  in  the  sense  that  it  prevents  the  study  of  the 
whole  subject  of  library  regionalism  on  a  broader  scale.^  ' 

Incidentally,  the  New  York  Library  System  network  is  based  on 
the  county  or  a  multiple  of  county  units  as  the  geographic  unit, 

"The  Post-War  Standards  for  Public  Libraries,^  issued  in  1943 
by  the  Am.erican  Library  Association,  stated  that  a  library  unit 
should  have  a  minimum  income  of  $25,000,  and  should  provide 
service  for  a  population  of  25,000.  The  National  Plan  for  Public 
Library  Service,''  published  in  1948  by  the  American  Library  As- 
sociation, and  the  Public  Library  Inquiry  ^  of  1950  reiterated  the 
need  for  some  type  of  coordination  and  cooperation  among  libraries 
if  service  was  to  be  improved.  In  1953,  the  California  Library  As- 
sociation issued  its  standards  for  public  library  service,^  and  in  1956, 
the  American  Library  Association  published: 

Public  Library  Service:  A  Guide  to  Evaluation  with  Minimum 
Standards,''  which  raised  the  base  population  of  a  service  unit  to 
100,000  as  the  most  likely  size  for  which  minimum  library  service 
can  be  supplied.  The  national  standards  used  the  system  concept 
as  an  organizational  pattern  to  achieve  minimum  standards. 

"Although  the  concept  of  larger  units  of  service  has  been  with  us 
for  many  years,  it  appears  that  efforts  were  directed  toward  the

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governmental  aspects  of  the  problem  rather  than  toward  service 
patterns.  The  county  library  system  in  California  came  closest  to 
realizing  the  concept  of  larger  units  of  service  through  the  contract 
provisions  in  the  law;  this  may  have  been  one  of  the  reasons  why 
California  was  slow  in  considering  the  system  concept  as  we  under- 
stand it  today. 

"Leaders  in  the  profession  felt  that  much  could  be  accomplished 
toward  achieving  improved  library  service  through  cooperation.  Hov*^- 
ever,  the  history  of  cooperation  among  libraries  shows  only  a  few 
libraries  ever  achieving  real  success  in  cooperative  ventures,  and 
these  in  areas  where  common  benefits  were  derived  by  all  the  coop- 
erating libraries.  Much  was  left  to  chance  and  to  the  professional 
and  leadership  qualities  of  the  librarians  involved.  I  must  hasten 
to  add  that  there  were  and  are  some  notable  examples  of  cooperation 
in  California;  but  it  must  be  admitted  that  before  the  federal  Li- 
brary Services  Act  of  1956,  cooperation  was  largely  limited  to  re- 
ciprocal borrowing  agreements,  interlibrary  loans,  some  film  coopera- 
tives, and  a  few  pioneer  plans  such  as  that  between  the  Monterey 
County  Library  and  the  Salinas  Public  Library. 

"If  these  other  approaches  to  programs  involving  larger  units  of 
service,  and  these  efforts  at  cooperation  were  less  than  successful, 
why  should  we  turn  to  yet  another  organizational  concept  to  achieve 
effective  library  development?  There  may  be  many  reasons,  but  let 
me  list  a  few  which  I  think  are  somewhat  basic : 

L  The  realization  that  more  and  more  of  the  local  tax  dollar  was 
going  to  pay  for  more  and  more  state  and  federal  service.  The 
shrinkage  of  the  local  tax  dollar  had  a  serious  effect  on  even 
the  larger  units  of  service  to  be  found  in  the  county  library. 

2.  The  knowledge  explosion  brought  about  by  scientific  and  tech- 
nological advances  made  librarians  realize  that  seekers  of 
knowledge  and  information  v/ere  not  to  be  deterred  by  politi- 
cal boundaries  inherent  in  the  public  library  system — bound- 
aries meaningless  to  the  users.  These  individuals  will  go  where 
they  can  get  the  desired  information.  There  was  a  realization 
that  public  libraries  acting  alone  v/ere  not  fully  able  to  serve 
the  individuals  within  their  communities  under  existing  condi- 
tions. 

3.  The  realization  that  public  libraries  were  assuming  the  charac- 
teristics of  an  educational  institution. 

4.  The  increase  in  cost  of  books,  personnel,  and  operating  expend- 
itures. 

5.  The  appearance  of  certain  documents  which  represented  the 
advanced  thinking  of  library  leaders  on  the  development  of  li- 
brary service:  The  standards  for  California  libraries.  The  Mas- 
ter Plan  for  Public  Libraries  in  California,  the  Reports  of  the 
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California    Public    Library    Commission,  and  Public  Library 
Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California  ^,  1965. 

"I  believe  there  existed  one  motivating  force  and  one  incentive 
force  for  librarians  to  do  something  about  improving  library  service 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  State  of  California: 

1.  The  knowledge  explosion  motivated  librarians  to  seek  ways  to 
improve  their  ability  to  serve  the  demands  of  the  knowledge 
seekers. 

2.  State  and  federal  financial  aid  became  the  incentive  factor. 

"Librarians  and  citizens  alike  worked  hard  to  achieve  state  and 
federal  financial  assistance  as  a  means  to  provide  financial  resources 
over  and  above  the  local  appropriation,  which  had  proved  inade- 
quate to  meet  the  challenge  and  need  for  improved  library  service. 
The  availability  for  the  first  time  in  California  of  state  financial 
assistance  was  the  prime  mover  in  the  formation  of  library  systems. 
Perhaps  eventually  the  system  concept  would  have  been  established 
on  a  cooperative  or  contractual  basis  without  state  aid,  but  certainly 
only  in  a  longer  period  of  time.  However,  the  state  aid  factor  may 
be  one  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  system  concept  as  we  understand  it. 

"Under  the  present  state  aid  provisions  the  state  appropriation 
is  not  mandatory,  but  can  vary  from  year  to  year.  Although  there  is 
in  existence  a  formula  based  on  a  percentage  of  the  total  local  appro- 
priations to  the  state's  contribution,  it  is  not  binding  on  the  legis- 
lators. The  lack  of  certainty  in  the  state's  appropriations  may  have 
a  tendency  to  slow  down  the  development  of  systems  of  libraries 
within  the  state.  However,  this  same  situation  can  face  librarians 
at  the  local  level.  The  obvious  answer  to  how  to  maintain  a  suffi- 
cient state  and  federal  financial  assistance  program  is  a  vigilant 
professional  library  organization  and  interested  citizen  groups  work- 
ing together  to  keep  the  law-makers  informed  of  the  financial  needs 
of  libraries  in  the  educational  structure  of  the  state  and  nation  and 
here  I  would  add  we  need  that  public  relations  program  Charles 
Weisenberg  told  us  we  were  lacking.  Any  decrease  in  either  state 
or  federal  funds  at  this  time  would,  in  my  opinion,  seriously  hamper 
the  extension  of  the  system  concept  throughout  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia. The  system  concept  will  have  its  greatest  utilization  when  all 
citizens  of  the  state  are  eligible  for  service  through  a  statewide  sys- 
tem of  library  service. 

"Before  proceeding  further,  I  would  like  to  quote  a  statement  by 
Dr.  Ed.  Wight  which  appeared  in  the  Report  No.  I  of  the  General 
Report  and  Recommendations  issued  by  the  California  Public  Li- 
brary Commission  in  1959.  He  said:

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'In  spite  of  the  soundness  of  the  concept,  and  its  wide  acceptance 
by  leaders  in  the  profession  (most  of  whom  happen  to  be  con- 
nected with  the  larger  and  stronger  libraries)  there  are  both  reser- 
vations and  misunderstandings  of  the  concept  of  a  "system"  of 
libraries  working  together  in  a  well-defined  plan.  One  of  the  bar- 
riers in  connection  with  libraries  working  together  to  develop  a 
stronger  program  of  service  is  that,  to  many  librarians,  recogni- 
tion of  the  necessity  of  working  together  seems  to  be  an  admission 
of  weakness — acknowledging  that  ''my  library"  is  not  strong 
enough  in  its  resources  to  stand  alone.  This  attitude  seems  to  be 
a  combination  of  strong  local  pride — which  is  certainly  not  to  be 
discouraged  or  discounted — and  possibly  the  inability  to  view  the 
resources  of  one's  own  library  objectively.®' 

It  must  be  remembered  that  this  statement  was  written  in  1958, 
somev/hat  before  the  Master  Plan  was  produced,  and  before  state 
and  federal  financial  aid  became  realities.  If  the  system  concept  has 
done  nothing  else,  it  has  brought  librarians  in  a  given  area,  and  even 
on  a  statewide  basis,  together  to  discuss  mutual  problems  and  to 
seek  solutions  to  these  problems.  Some  of  these  librarians  seldom 
met  even  on  a  social  basis  before,  but  they  now  are  meeting  together 
long  hours,  tackling  problems  concerning  centralized  book  acquisi- 
tions and  cataloging  and  the  establishment  of  central  reference 
services,  agreeing  on  lines  of  communication,  spending  hours,  often 
on  their  own  time,  visiting  other  libraries  which  have  formed  system 
libraries,  and  sharpening  their  political  skills  in  order  to  per- 
suade governing  bodies  of  the  feasibility  of  being  part  of  a  library 
system. 

"During  this  workshop,  we  have  become  aware  of  the  numerous 
committee  meetings  taking  place  in  system  libraries.  It  has  occurred 
to  me  that  some  of  these  meetings  could  be  eliminated  if  a  clearing- 
house could  be  established  for  certain  types  of  information  which 
would  be  available  to  systems.  I  can  refer  to  a  particular  situation. 
Inland  System  librarians  studied  communication  systems  suitable 
for  particular  operations,  extensively.  I  discovered  later  that  an- 
other system  had  gone  through  the  exact  process  and  had  made  a 
decision  similar  to  ours.  If  such  information — in  a  number  of  areas 
— were  available  to  all  systems,  especially  those  in  the  formative 
stages,  much  valuable  time  could  be  saved. 

"At  the  moment,  I  don't  believe  there  is  in  existence  a  uniform 
method  of  collecting  statistics  on  system  operations.  However,  this 
may  be  contemplated  by  the  State  Library.  At  different  points  in 
this  workshop  it  was  evident  that  there  is  a  need  for  the  collection 
and  assembling  of  useful  statistical  material  to  be  used  for  compara- 
tive purposes,  but  even  more  important  for  some  future  evaluation

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of  system  operations.  Eventually,  governing  bodies  and  members  of 
systems  will  want  to  know  what  progress  is  being  made  in  reaching 
goals  through  the  system  concept.  It  may  be  too  soon  to  expect  such 
an  evaluation  report,  but  such  a  report  is  inevitable.  Incidentally, 
New  York  State  has  just  com.pleted  its  first  evaluation  report.^*^ 

"During  the  period  when  the  system  concept  was  in  its  formulation 
stage  in  California,  there  v^^as  criticism — and  I  imagine  there  is  still 
such  criticism  to  some  extent — that  there  will  be  a  tendency  for  the 
systems  to  take  over.  The  material  assistance  of  the  state  and  federal 
government  which  is  available  must  be  utilized  in  the  development 
of  adequate  service,  but  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the  strength 
of  the  librar3/  movement  rests  on  the  local  support  it  is  receiving. 
The  system  must  not  become  subject  to  the  dangers  of  management 
by  a  central  bureaucracy.  It  must  retain  the  advantages  of  local 
interest  and  financial  support.  We  must  remember  that  at  this  time 
a  very  small  percentage  of  federal  and  state  funds  are  included  in  the 
total  appropriations  for  the  support  of  libraries.  Local  representa- 
tion and  interest  in  management  either  through  boards  or  friends  of 
the  library  should  be  maintained.  We  must  guard  against  the  possible 
loss  of  individual  initiative  when  systems  are  formed  and  put  into 
operation.  On  the  purely  administrative  side,  as  well,  initiative  may 
be  lessened  because  it  will  be  necessary  for  all  parts  of  the  system 
to  do  things  in  much  the  same  v/ay. 

"Will  we  have  a  tendency  to  organize  systems  for  organization 
sake,  and  forget  the  users  of  the  public  library?  In  our  zeal  to  cen- 
tralize activities  for  economic  reasons,  will  we  fail  in  our  objectives? 
In  our  attempts  at  weaving  a  network  of  communications  to  provide 
information  and  reference  materials,  will  we  pay  less  attention  to 
the  backbone  materials  of  our  profession — books?  As  the  systems 
develop,  will  more  money  have  to  be  spent  in  the  area  of  sustaining 
this  network,  more  money  for  machines  and  equipment?  Caution  is 
indicated  here,  but  it  does  not  mean  we  should  not  use  equipment 
in  an  intelligent  manner  that  will  help  further  our  objectives  within 
a  feasible  economic  framework. 

"Library  developm.ent  appears  to  be  headed  for  area-wide  service 
patterns,  but  in  any  event  increasing  emphasis  in  governmental  af- 
fairs is  going  to  be  given  to  area-wide  problems,  area-wide  needs, 
and  area- wide  solutions.  Since  the  problems  of  public  libraries  are 
not  entirely  local  or  even  sub-regional,  but  are  becoming  in  part 
metropolitan-wide,  they  should  be  studied  in  the  context  of  trends 
in  metropolitan  regional  development.  Librarians  should  be  thinking 
about  these  questions  because  one  of  these  days  some  regional  plan- 
ner may  want  professional  opinion.

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"Library  systems  certainly  are  of  more  than  local  significance,  al- 
though there  is  great  stress  laid  on  local  control.  Mel  Scott,  writing 
in  the  California  Librarian,  said : 

'The  Public  Library  Service  bill  doesn't  mention  any  of  these 
physical  planning  considerations.  It  speaks  of  systems  as  if  there 
were  no  physical  environmental  problems  at  all,  as  if  the  problems 
were  all  financial.  This  omission  may  be  due  to  the  desire  to  give 
libraries  complete  freedom  in  planning  systems  suited  to  the  local 
and  regional  needs.  But  the  problem  of  getting  a  proper  distribu- 
tion of  libraries  in  an  area  can  not  be  ignored,  and  something 
should  be  added  to  the  bill  to  encourage  city  and  county  libraries 
to  make  long-range  system  plans,  with  the  help  of  city  and  county 
planning  departments  or  with  the  help  of  any  regional  planning 
agency  that  might  be  created.^^ ' 

"Nothing  is  static.  Librarians  should  be  aware  of  trends,  and  the 
trend  is  to  the  system  concept  in  the  development  of  public  library 
service.  I  don't  think  that  anyone  will  quarrel  with  the  need  for  im- 
proving library  service  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California.  How- 
ever, there  may  be  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the  best  methods  of 
reaching  this  objective.  At  the  moment,  the  national  trend  is  to 
the  development  of  library  service  through  the  system  concept.  Li- 
brary development  progressed  through  school  district  libraries,  social 
libraries,  and  association  libraries  to  the  municipal  public  li- 
brary. The  next  step  forward  was  the  establishment  of  county  li- 
braries to  achieve  geographic  coverage.  The  next  logical  step  is  a 
system  of  libraries.  The  system  concept  may  still  have  bugs  in  it, 
but  they  will  be  worked  out.  You  can  rest  assured  that  this  will  not 
be  the  ultimate  organizational  pattern  to  be  developed  to  improve 
library  service.  It  will  be  checked  and  rechecked,  expanded  and  im- 
proved, but  eventually,  as  time  and  environment  demand,  librarians 
will  develop  yet  another  plan  of  organization.  Libraries  are  dynamic 
social  institutions  and  they  will  continue  to  adjust  to  fulfill  their 
educational  function  in  our  society."

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Future  Patterns  of  Library  Systems 

Mrs.  Phyllis  I.  Dalton 
Assistant  State  Librarian 

"To  quote  Phyllis  McGinley:  'Nothing  fails  like  success;  nothing 
is  so  defeated  as  j^esterday's  triumphant  cause.'  Perhaps,  because 
librarians  are  now  in  the  expectant  stage,  with  an  ever-hoping-to- 
succeed  feeling  and  with  a  reaching-toward-our-potential  mood,  we 
are  not  plagued  with  the  failure  of  success  nor  the  defeat  of  triumph. 

"All  of  us  in  California  public  libraries  are  involved  in  a  dynamic 
and  creative  program  of  library  service — creative  change,  I  believe 
it  was  called- — a  program  which  becomes  more  enticing  and  fascinat- 
ing by  the  day.  I  can  talk  about  the  future  pattern  of  library  service 
in  California  but  I  would  be  foolish  if  I  believed  what  I  say  will 
necessarily  be  true  tomorrow;  or  the  next  day  or  the  next.  I  can 
really  only  simply  identify  trends  that  I  now  see. 

"It  has  been  said  that  'Boys,  not  systems,  win  games'.  The  same 
might  be  said  of  library  cooperation:  people,  not  procedures,  make 
the  cooperative  library  systems  and  the  resulting  programs  of  library 
service.  The  developm.ent  of  library  service  through  library  systems 
is  truly  a  domestic  people-to-people  program.  It  is  a  recognition  by 
librarians  and  the  governing  agencies  that  there  really  are  people 
out  there  who  want,  need  and  will  avail  themselves  of  library  service 
if  it  is  provided. 

"The  dynamics  of  today's  opportunities  and  needs  for  libraries 
are,  I  am  sure,  more  potent  than  we  realize.  The  potential  for 
library  use  we  have  probably  seen  in  fleeting  glimpses  but  it  has 
not  been  yet  fully  revealed  to  us.  We  heard  mentioned  these  days: 
research  in  book  selection;  media  communications  by  satellites;  re- 
search material  from  foreign  countries.  If  you  read  George  Bonn's 
report  you  will  find  we  are  lacking  foreign  materials  in  California. 
Of  course,  to  achieve  a  potential  it  is  probably  not  necessary  to 
know  what  that  potential  is — it  is  only  necessary  to  continue  to 
pursue  the  dream,  the  plan,  the  idea. 

"What  of  the  future  for  library  service  in  California?  The  future 
as  I  see  it  not  only  broadens  the  coverage  of  the  state  with  library 
systems  but  enriches  the  services  of  the  present  and  the  future  and 
provides  depth  as  well  as  breadth.  We  have  heard  much  about 
procedures  these  days  of  the  workshop.  As  we  move  forward  we  all 
will  become  less  involved  with  procedures  and  become  more  and 
more  involved  in  program.  Procedures  will  become  standardized  so 
that  they  are  as  natural  as  breathing  and  our  council  meetings  and 
our  workshops  will  be  devoted  entirely  to  discussion  of  programs 
of  service  and  new  patterns  of  service. 
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"Systems  will  develop  relationships  with  research  libraries  on  a 
business-like  basis,  so  that  people  throughout  the  state  can  secure 
research  service,  as  needed,  both  quickly  and  adequately.  With  the 
research  libraries  in  several  locations  in  the  state  and  the  equivalent 
of  a  university  research  collection  as  well  as  a  referral  or  switching 
service  at  the  state  level  ever  available  to  all  citizens  of  the  state, 
I  see  cooperative  library  systems  working  with  other  cooperative 
library  systems  on  special  on-going  projects.  The  funding  for  state 
grants  in  aid  will  reach  its  true  potential,  but  only  with  the  help 
of  citizens,  the  Public  Library  Development  Board,  the  California 
Library  Association,  statewide  associations,  business  and  industry 
and  concentrated  local  effort.  I  see  also  funds  available  as  grants  to 
libraries  providing  research  services. 

"But  along  with  all  these  developments  will  be  the  development  of 
an  outstanding  public  relations  program  by  individual  libraries,  by 
systems,  inter-system,  and  statewide  perhaps  through  the  California 
Library  Association  or  by  some  other  methods.  Without  knowing 
the  potential  of  library  service,  the  public  can  not  be  aware  of 
what  is  now  available  to  them  or  what  could  be,  should  funds  be 
available.  I  see  too  the  development  of  an  intensive  inservice  train- 
ing program;  for  the  library  service  even  with  the  best  of  public 
library  programs  can  be  no  better  than  it  is  made  at  the  point  of 
contact  with  the  people  using  the  library  service. 

"I  truly  have  no  idea  what  automation  will  do  to  libraries.  My 
own  feeling  toward  automation  is  happiness,  it's  that  of  release  from 
all  that  I  don't  like  to  do.  It  seems  to  me  that  automation  in  the 
library  will  allow  librarians  to  do  the  creative  work  they  want  to  do. 

"I  believe  that  the  most  definite  impression  I  have  of  librarians 
and  their  governing  bodies  these  days  is  the  absence  of  any  real  fear. 
Caution  is  ever  present  but  apprehensions  seem  to  be  gone,  replaced 
with  a  wish  to  move  forward;  not  necessarily  to  take  the  giant 
step,  but  to  take  a  step  that  will  eventually  lead  to  the  giant  one. 
Little  was  it  realized  when  Mrs.  Butterick  in  1863  in  Fitchburg, 
Massachusetts,  said  to  her  husband,  'Mr.  Butterick,  it  would  be 
easier  for  us  to  make  our  children's  clothes  if  we  had  a  pattern', 
that  she  was  taking  a  great  social  step  in  progress,  that  she  was 
fowarding  a  revolution  begun  by  Elias  Howe  in  1846  when  he  put 
the  eye  of  the  needle  close  to  its  point  instead  of  at  the  other  end 
and  invented  the  shuttle  and  thus  made  social  progress  with  the 
sewing  machine. 

"It  is  really  not  possible  to  predict  the  automated  society.  Do  you 
know  that  it  is  predicted  that  in  1975-80  we  will  be  a  checkless  or 
near  checkless  society?  (bank  checkless  that  is),  and  that  one  of  the 
more  important  stepping  stones  to  this  new  society  is  closer  bank/ 
retail  store  relationship?  That  the  most  important  task  in  achieving 
this  checkless  situation  is  consumer  education,  because  it  is  believed 
that  the  public  will  not  easily  take  to  a  paperless  transaction?  What 
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will  there  be  for  libraries  in  1975-80  and  what  relationships  and 
consumer  education  will  we  need  to  develop? 

"It  appears  that  there  will  continue  to  be  the  struggle  for  person- 
nel— ^programmers,  librarians,  data  processers,  public  relations-in- 
formation officers — hopefully  I  see  scholarships,  internships  develop- 
ing, work  study  programs,  trainee  programs  more  fully  developed 
that  they  are  now. 

"I  see  cooperation  among  all  types  of  libraries  such  as  is  now 
being  carried  out  in  the  Black  Gold  System  and  in  Monterey  County, 
with  resources  complementing  rather  than  duplicating.  I  see  the  total 
public  served,  including  the  institutionalized  and  the  physically  han- 
dicapped. 

"The  communications  network  hopefully  will  be  statewide,  with 
lease  line  telephone,  teletype,  facsimile  transmission  and  other  means, 
not  now  known,  in  use.  This  is  especially  vital  in  research  service 
and  in  services  to  business  and  industry.  This  I  see  as  a  true  re- 
search use,  not  just  author-title  use. 

"The  library  service  in  California  will  be  provided  to  all  the 
people  and  will  reach  the  individual  regardless  of  where  he  lives. 
The  public  library  buildings  of  California  will  embody  the  spirit 
of  service  and  of  cooperation.  Efficiency  and  beauty  will  both  be 
achieved. 

"I  have  gathered  together  random  statements  from  the  workshop 
that  seemed  to  be  indicative  of  the  tenor  of  the  times: 

1.  The  only  way  to  start  is  to  begin. 

2.  Library  networks  are  coming  to  be  viewed  as  potential  public 
utilities  in  the  broadest  sense. 

3.  Cooperative  library  systems  are  not  just  putting  together  ex- 
isting systems  nor  are  contracts  between  systems — they  are 
these  plus  adding  something. 

4.  This  is  an  age  of  creative  change — there  is  a  willingness  to 
experiment. 

5.  Library  systems  may  build  within  the  system  on  strength  or 
perhaps  on  total  weakness. 

6.  There  is  no  heavier  burden  than  a  great  potential, 

7.  People  fear  that  they  will  cause  the  library  trouble  if  they  ask 
for  service;  they  do  not  realize  that  trouble  is  our  business. 

8.  In  library  systems  administrators  act  as  part  of  a  whole; 
there,  all  leaders  work  together. 

9.  Complete  openness  of  discussion,  no  secrecy,  everyone  think- 
ing of  the  whole,  keeping  the  identity  of  the  libraries  and 
keeping  staff  informed  are  some  of  the  secrets  of  success  in 
a  system. 

10.  Willingness  to  listen,  and  not  polarizing  thinking  too  soon  also 
are  elements  in  success. 

IL  Make  haste  slowly. 

12.  Keeping  government  agencies  informed  is  a  must,  and  com- 
promise is  a  necessity. 
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13.  Beware  of  tunnel  vision. 

14.  Cooperative  library  systems  and  their  activities  are  a  give 
and  take  proposition. 

15.  As  far  as  automation  and  related  problems  are  concerned,  the 
future  is  like  the  present  and  no  procedures  are  really  sacred. 

16.  One  statement,  'One  calls  it  Clemens  and  the  other  calls  it 
Twain,'  made,  reminded  us  of  Russ  Colombo's  song  You 
call  it  Madness  but  I  call  it  Love. 

17.  Radio  is  the  single  most  valuable  practical  instrument  in  pub- 
lic relations. 

18.  Public  relations  can't  be  bought  by  the  quarter-pound. 

19.  There  are  not  hordes  of  people  out  there  who  believe  you 
(libraries)  need  the  money. 

20.  Money  is  spent  where  administrators  think  it  necessary  to 
spend  it. 

21.  There  is  a  difference  between  a  children's  coordinator  and  a 
children's  consultant — or  is  there? 

2  2 .  Success  we  will  build  on — failure  we  will  discard. 

23.  Library  schools  should  pay  more  attention  to  the  public  li- 
brary systems;  they  have  a  vested  interest. 

24.  Some  system  meetings  could  be  eliminated  if  there  could  be 
a  clearing  house  as  well  as  a  publications  clearing  house; 
don't  keep  inventing  the  wheel. 

25.  Nothing  is  static.  Librarians  should  be  aware  of  trends.  The 
national  trend  is  to  the  system  concept. 

"In  the  immediate  future  I  see  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  work- 
ing out  research  service  with  Black  Gold — and  they're  on  their  way 
now — the  two  library  systems  in  Santa  Clara  County  are  develop- 
ing the  first  working  together  of  two  systems  in  a  young  adult  proj- 
ect; in  Northern  California,  I  see  library  systems  being  organized — 
North  Sacram.ento  Valley  is  on  its  way  and  there  are  developments 
even  north  of  that  area — and  in  the  Valley  and  the  Bay  Area  and 
in  the  Peninsula  and  Northern  California,  and  in  Southern  California 
a  joining  of  existing  systems  and  a  development  of  new  systems. 
These  are  actualities.  All  is  bubbling  and  acting  and  reacting.  With 
reasonably  adequate  funding  the  sky  is  the  limit  in  implementing 
our  plan. 

"Thus  we  librarians  are  forwarding  social  progress  by  building 
on  what  exists,  strengthening  our  present  strength,  innovating  and 
experimenting  when  such  seems  feasible,  and  even  creating.  All  that 
we  do  will  not  be  done  over  night — each  step  must  be  planned,  the 
time  must  be  right,  Vv^e  must  know  where  we  are  going  and  how  to 
get  there.  It  has  been  said  and  it  is  true  of  us,  'We  are  in  a  hurry. 
We  haven't  time  to  take  a  short  cut.'  " 
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Critique:  Workshop  on  Library  Systems,  July  26-28, 

1967,  Sacramento

The  express,  and  expressed,  purpose  of  the  Workshop  was  to 
find,  through  an  exchange  of  practical  information  offered  by  li- 
brarians involved  in  cooperative  programs,  ways  to  provide  "better 
library  service  through  better  coordination  of  library  activities." 

The  delegates  were  practicing  members  of  systems,  potential  mem- 
bers, wary  onlookers,  or  librarians  in  opposition  to  the  idea  and/or 
practice  of  systems.  Was  the  last  small  group  persuaded  by  the 
Workshop  to  dash  immediately  into  the  arms  of  the  nearest  eager 
system?  Probably  not;  but  it  would  certainly  be  fair  to  suggest  that 
the  Workshop  persuaded  them  to  re-examine  their  current  isolated 
positions.  Mr.  Howard  Rowe,  speaking  on  the  concept  of  systems, 
made  some  telling  points,  clarifying  and  emphasizing  to  a  large 
extent  comments  of  the  participants  at  the  working  sessions.  He 
suggested  that,  although  much  has  been  done  and  although  the  con- 
cept of  larger  units  of  service  has  been  advocated  ever  since  Joeckel, 
systems  are  still  in  the  formative  stages. 

He  suggested  further  that  the  organizational  and  governmental 
aspects  of  systems,  not  service,  remain  of  prime  importance  to  li- 
brarians despite  disclaimers  to  the  contrary.  The  individual  librarian's 
own  qualities  of  leadership  and  willingness  to  cooperate  still  carry, 
in  effect,  the  burden  of  service. 

Will  the  zeal  to  organize  for  economy's  sake  cause  the  patron  and 
his  needs  to  be  forgotten?  If  the  prime  impetus  for  system  develop- 
ment comes  from  federal  and  state  aid,  will  the  lack  of  certainty 
concerning  this  aid  slow  system  development?  These  questions,  ar- 
ticulated by  Mr.  Rowe,  were  implicit  in  most  of  the  Workshop 
discussions. 

Delegates  were  assured  that  people,  not  procedures,  made  coopera- 
tive systems  work,  and  that  as  systems  develop  they  will  become  less 
involved  with  procedures  and  more  with  programs.  However,  the 
evidence  presented  at  the  Workshop  clearly  suggested  that  that  time 
has  not  quite  arrived. 

The  time-consuming,  detailed  planning  necessary  for  an  efficient 
and  effective  library  system  absorb  much— apparently  too  much — 
of  the  professional  librarian's  time.  The  dilemma  of  the  system  li- 
brarians concerning  the  use  of  their  time  was  reflected  clearly  when

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tJiey  insisted  on  the  need  for  committee  decisions  which  are  arrived 
at  cooperatively,  to  ensure  intelligent  cooperation  at  all  levels  and 
to  satisfy  the  sense  of  belonging;  yet,  simultaneously,  indicated 
their  feeling  that  such  committees  took  much  time  from  their  jobs. 
It  would  appear  that  all  the  systems  are  struggling  to  find  the  solu- 
tion to  the  problem  of  working  at,  not  working  out,  service  to  the 
public. 

In  this  regard  the  Workshop  might  be  criticized,  perhaps  unfairly, 
for  its  lack  of  any  informed  comment  from  a  patron  of  a  library 
system.  It  would  have  been  interesting  and  perhaps  instructive  to 
learn  from  a  patron  (not  from  the  librarian  who  serves  him)  whether 
or  not  he  considers  the  library  service  he  receives  has  in  fact  been 
improved  by  his  local  library's  joining  a  system. 

Almost  every  panelist  was  a  representative  of  a  system  library, 
and  the  practicalities,  problems  and  hang-ups  of  system  material 
selection,  distribution  and  use  were  honestly  aired  and  discussed. 
The  usually  well  prepared  and  presented  discussions  on  the  platform 
and  the  questions  which  followed  from  the  floor  clearly  reflected  the 
fact  that  although  a  degree  of  sophistication  in  communications, 
service  and  use  of  personnel  has  been  achieved  by  some  of  the  sys- 
tems they  are  all  suffering  maturing  pains.  It  quickly  became  appar- 
ent that  these  pains  are  causing  the  same  kind  of  concentrated  at- 
tention to  be  focussed  on  the  same  kinds  of  problems  all  over  the 
state. 

The  emphasis  on  the  experimental  or  "trial-and- try-again"  ap- 
proach to  system  problem-solving  was  the  theme  of  participant  after 
participant.  This  reiteration  underlined  the  necessity  for  the  further 
development  of  an  information  clearing  house  on  systems,  readily 
accessible  to  every  system  in  California.  A  request  for  this  was  made 
by  one  of  the  speakers.  A  regular  and  mutual  exchange  of  informa- 
tion in  particular  between  systems  in  comparable  circumstances 
seems  an  obvious,  even  essential,  service  in  the  efficient  and  econom- 
ical development  of  library  systems. 

One  important  question  raised  frequently,  although  indirectly, 
throughout  the  Workshop  was  as  to  the  pertinence  and  value — i.e., 
the  applicability — of  techniques  and  procedures  used  by  compact, 
heavily  populated  and  bibliographically  wealthy  systems  to  the 
sprawling,  thinly  populated  and  resources-poor  systems.  One  question 
asked  by  a  delegate  in  this  regard  concerned  the  optimum  (and  by 
implication  the  minimum)  size  of  a  system.  He  received  no  direct 
answer  at  the  Workshop;  but  the  question  is  an  important  one  and 
concerned  many  of  the  participants.  How  can  services  provided  by  a 
system  covering  25  square  miles  and  having  a  population  density  of 
8,500  to  the  square  mile  be  equated  with  one  which  covers  15,000 
square  miles  and  has  an  average  population  density  of  15?  Should 
they  be  equated?  Should  the  goals  be  the  same  when  obviously  the 
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means  cannot  be?  How  important  is  the  non-cooperating  library  under 
either  circumstance?  Again,  no  direct  ansvv^ers  were  received  at  the 
Workshop,  but  reference  was  made  to  the  current  nationwide  study 
concerned  with  systems  development,  and  the  hope  was  expressed 
that  satisfactory  answers  to  questions  such  as  these  may  be  found  by 
the  study  team. 

The  general  level  of  participation  by  the  workshop  delegates  was 
keen,  critically  helpful  and  well-informed.  Questions  indicated  an  in- 
terest not  only  in  practical  answers  to  practical  problems,  but  also 
in  the  implications  of  the  philosophy  of  cooperative  library  service. 
Questions  ranged  from  how  to  "black  list"  a  delinquent  system  bor- 
rower to  how  to  overcome  the  jurisdictional  fears  libraries  may  have 
of  one  another.  The  latter  problem  was  discussed  most  ably  by  a 
panel  on  the  topic  of  effective  participation  in  cooperative  decisions. 
Panelists  recommended  as  m.uch  involvement  of  staff  and  governing 
bodies  in  the  totality  of  the  system  as  possible. 

The  remarks  of  another  panel,  while  interesting,  were  not  directed 
specifically  to  the  particular  "need-to-know"  of  the  delegates.  Fas- 
cinating as  conjecture  of  a  satellite  above  the  Capitol  may  be,  a  more 
useful  discussion  might  well  have  described,  and  possibly  recom- 
mended, certain  of  those  "semi-automated"  and  not  prohibitive!}^  ex- 
pensive devices  available  to  libraries  in  cataloging,  catalog  produc- 
tion, circulation  control  and  processing.  Admittedly  it  is  important 
for  librarians  to  be  aware  of  the  useful  applications  of  EDP  equip- 
ment in  library  processes,  but  for  this  Workshop  it  might  have  been 
more  helpful  if  those  devices  which  do  not  require  on-line  terminals 
to  IBM  360's  had  been  described.  However,  the  insistence  of  systems 
(electronic)  men  on  the  necessity  to  identify  and  objectively  examine 
each  library  process  is  sound  advice  which  should  be  heeded  now  by 
systems  (library)  men.  It  was  exciting  to  learn  from  this  panel  of 
the  intensive  studies  now  underv/ay  at  the  State  Library  on  the  feasi- 
bihty  of  mechanizing  clerical  processes  and  the  production  of  book 
catalogs.  The  implication  of  this  kind  of  centrally  automated  service 
should  not  be  lost,  and  in  all  probability  was  not  lost,  on  the  adminis- 
tators  and  planners  present. 

During  the  discussion  groups,  particularly,  much  useful  informa- 
tion was  exchanged  in  an  atmosphere  of  frequently  skeptical  and 
occasionally  heated  questioning. 

Ideas,  policies  and  practices  mentioned  by  the  panelists  were,  in 
general,  accepted  or  modified  depending  on  the  needs  of  the  partici- 
pants. 

The  Workshop  had  pace  because  it  had  a  timetable  and  kept  to  it 
smoothly.  The  interest  of  the  delegates  was  certainly  held  if  one 
could  so  judge  from  the  large  quantity  and  usually  high  quality  of 
the  "shop"  talk  that  took  place  over  meals  and  coffee,  on  the  street, 
and  in  the  lobby. 
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Two  topics  which  shared  a  great  deal  of  attention  were  money — ■ 
how  to  get  more  of  it  and  from  vv^hom — and  trained  personnel — 
again,  how  to  get  more  and  from  where.  The  tenor  of  the  Workshop 
moved  with  the  air  of  people  who  know  where  they  are  going,  in  a 
suitably  restrained  but  enthusiastic  manner. 

Did  the  delegates  become  more  informed;  more  willing  to  cooper- 
ate; to  initiate;  to  change  and  experiment?  Did  they  become  mxore 
appreciative  of  others'  problem.s  and  less  suspicious  of  each  other's 
successes?  Of  course,  an  observer  cannot  speak  with  certainty  short 
of  following  each  participant  back  to  his  library;  he  can  say  only 
that  the  delegates  were  given  the  opportunity  to  be  made  aware  of 
the  vitality  of  library  systems  and  to  be  shown  that  better  library 
service  can  be  provided  through  cooperation.  Many  of  them  un- 
doubtedly seized  the  opportunity. 

Those  attending  the  Workshop  were  made  aware  also  that,  though 
much  has  been  done,  there  is  still  so  very  much  to  be  done.  As  one 
participant  said,  there  is  "no  heavier  burden  than  a  great  potential."

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STRENGTHENING  LIBRARY  SERVICE  IN  STATE 
SUPPORTED  INSTITUTIONS 

The  California  State  Library  held  a  workshop  on  the  theme,  "Strengthening 
Library  Serv-ice  in  State  Supported  Institutions,"  in  Sacramento,  May  17-18, 
1967.  The  workshop,  financed  under  Title  IV-A,  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act,  the  title  dealing  with  State  Institutional  Library  Services,  represented  a  first 
phase  in  California  in  planning  under  this  title. 

More  than  fifty  persons,  representative  of  the  fields  concerned,  attended  the 
sessions.  In  addition  to  librarians — from  the  State  Library,  from  state  institutional 
libraries,  from  the  California  Library  Association,  from  Friends  of  California 
Libraries — there  were  participants  from  state  agencies:  Corrections,  Mental  Hy- 
giene. Education;  and  from  many  state  institutions:  schools  for  physically  handi- 
capped children,  institutions  for  the  mentally  ill  and  mentally  retarded,  prisons; 
from  special  departments  of  the  University  of  California  which  are  concerned  with 
these  fields;  as  well  as  the  Advisory  Council  for  the  Library  Services  and  Con- 
struction Act,  Title  IV-A. 

Within  the  program,  speakers  and  participants  looked  at  what  is  and  what  is 
needed.  One  session  focussed  on  a  proposed  study  of  California  Institution  Library 
Service,  another  on  recommendations  for  a  future  program. 

Three  outstanding  speeches  (of  the  many)  given  at  the  workshop  are  printed 
here.  Mr.  Wilson's  and  Mr.  Schafer's  outline  the  major  problems  and  summarize 
the  major  Vv'orkshop  findings.  Mrs.  Dalton's  poses  the  questions  that  will  have  to 
be  answered  as  each  and  every  institutional  library  is  brought  up  to  adequacy, 
and  includes  a  helpful  summary  of  the  standards  which  now  exist  which  are 
applicable  to  these  special  special  libraries. 
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SUMMARY  REMARKS

''I  am  here  as  a  substitute  hitter.  I  don't  know  what  I'm  going 
to  do;  maybe  I'll  strike  out,  or  get  a  single,  or  even  a  home  run. 
In  any  case,  I  will  try  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  reflect  what  I  think 
I  heard  you  saying — at  least  those  of  you  who  were  in  the  group 
that  I  met  with,  and  also  the  individuals  I  talked  with  at  other 
times.  I've  also  reviewed  some  of  my  own  experience  in  working 
with  the  library  problem  in  the  Youth  Authority  institutions  and 
now  I  am  trying  to  relate  all  of  this  to  what  was  recorded  on  the 
section  or  group  list  that  we  looked  over  quickly  this  morning.  I 
think  I  would  agree  that  there  were  and  there  are  some  recurring 
themes  that  appear  in  the  reaction  sheets  and  the  recommendations. 

"Roland  Wood  and  I  v/ere  reminiscing  this  morning  (as  you  get 
older  I  guess  you  have  the  tendencies  to  reminisce  a  little  more) 
and  vv'e  were  discussing  a  time,  maybe  13  or  14  years  ago,  when  he 
and  I  v/ere  both  training  officers.  Roland  was  in  Corrections  and  I 
was  in  the  Department  of  Youth  Authority  and  Ralph  Littlestone, 
whom  many  of  you  know,  was  in  the  Department  of  Mental 
Hygiene.  We  were  all  concerned  with  management  development.  We 
thought  our  managers  needed  developing,  especially  our  directors, 
superintendents,  and  deputy  directors,  etc.  We  planned  what  I 
think  was  the  first  interdepartmental  management  development  train- 
ing sessions.  This  v/as  supposed  to  be  held  at  Stanford  University 
and  Vv^e  were  to  have  the  three  directors  of  the  departments,  most 
of  the  superintendents,  from  the  institutions,  etc.  During  a  good 
part  of  our  planning,  xsio.  did  not  know  if  we  were  going  to  get  it 
funded,  or  if  the  directors  would  approve,  or  cast  themselves  in 
this  particular  stream  or  not,  but  we  went  ahead  blithely  and  even- 
tually it  worked  out,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  was  a  rather  successful 
conference.  We  consider  this,  as  we  look  back,  to  have  been  probably 
quite  a  pioneering  effort  in  the  State  of  California  in  management 
development.  Since  that  time  the  Davis  Management  Conferences 
have  resulted,  and  a  fairly  good  management  development  program 
in  the  State  of  California  has  come  along. 

"I  am  telling  you  this  because  I  think  probably  here,  this  Vv^eek, 
we  are  beginning  a  pioneering  effort  in  looking  at  the  library  pro- 
gram in  state  institutions.  I  don't  know  of  any  other  effort  that  has 
been  made  in  this  area,  in  the  last  few  years.  I  think  it  is  rather 
significant  that  we  have  had  the  people  here  the  last  few  days  that 
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we  have  had.  I  think,  hopefully,  that  this  effort  will  have  the  same 
success  as  that  of  the  management  development  program. 

"Now,  we  get  to  the  task.  I  think  I'd  like  to  identify  the  task  of 
this  particular  conference  as  I  saw  it  or  understood  it.  First,  we 
were  to  get  together  and  explore  what  the  needs  are  in  state  insti- 
tution libraries  or  in  the  library  program  for  state  institutions. 
Secondly,  I  think  we  were  given  the  charge  to  think  about  what  the 
design  of  a  statewide  plan  should  be  for  state  institutions  and  to 
make  recommendations  for  that  plan. 

"Now,  directing  ourselves  to  the  first  part,  what  are  some  of  the 
needs  in  state  institutions?  Those  of  you  who  work  in  institutions 
know  that  an  institution  is  a  peculiar  animal,  each  one  having  its 
own  individuality  and  its  own  problems  in  integrating  staff  into  a 
common  purpose.  Listening  to  librarians  here  talk  about  their 
own  particular  situation,  one  could  see  that  all  levels  of  service  are 
represented.  In  some  institutions  you  will  find  the  library  stuck 
over  in  the  corner  somewhere  so  that  people  hardly  know  it  is  there. 
In  some  places  the  library  may  be  put  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
building  and  you  have  to  go  through  three  or  four  security  gates 
before  you  can  get  to  it.  In  some  places  we  have  some  fairly  nice 
libraries  constructed.  In  our  staffing  patterns  in  the  state,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Hygiene,  and  Corrections,  we  have  some  librarian 
positions.  Youth  Authority  has  positions  but  is  unable  to  fill  them 
with  professional  librarians  so  we've  substituted  classes  of  teacher- 
librarians.  Some  special  education  schools,  as  I  understand  it,  have 
librarians,  some  of  them  do  not  even  have  positions  budgeted.  I  do 
not  think  we  have  any  budgetary  standards  for  the  library  services 
in  the  state  to  speak  of.  The  Youth  Authority  has  a  very  minimal 
standard  in  that  we  said  we  should  have  at  least  ten  volumes  per 
capita  in  the  institutions  and  a  replacement  fund  of  about  $2.50 
per  capita  each  year.  I  do  not  know  what  the  other  budgets  are,  but 
we  do  have  some  budgetary  provisions  for  library  services.  I  am 
not  sure  how  well  we  are  using  what  we  do  have. 

"Another  cry  that  I  could  hear  in  this  wilderness  was  that  we  do 
not  have  any  clerical  help  in  the  library,  so  if  you  do  have  a  pro- 
fessional librarian,  he  or  she  is  taking  care  of  the  clerical  functions 
that  have  to  be  done. 

"Then,  of  course,  observation  of  the  general  lack  of  standards  was 
expressed  by  the  group.  This  isn't  quite  true  either,  because  if  you 
look  in  your  packet,  you'll  see  that  there  are  three  sets  of  standards 
that  were  listed  from  other  publications,  for  mental  hospitals,  cor- 
rections, and  institutions  serving  delinquent  children  and  youth.  So 
we  do  have  some  minimal  standards  with  which  to  start.  However, 
these  are  speciahzed,  and  there  are  no  statewide  standards  that  are 
used  at  the  moment  for  our  institution  libraries. 

"Then,  of  course,  when  you  ask  the  question,  what  do  you  need, 
the  cry  comes  out,  money.  Of  course,  I  think  we  could  all  agree  that 
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it  does  take  money  to  staff  and  supply  a  library  adequately;  but 
probably  money  is  not  the  only  need  we  have.  Then  there  is  the 
expression  that  there  is  a  paucity  of  materials  in  the  library,  in 
terms  of  volumes  of  books,  audio-visual  materials — all  the  materials 
that  are  needed  to  make  a  complete  library  service. 

"Another  big  problem  that  seems  apparent  is  the  tremendous  lack 
of  communication.  The  theme  that  runs  through  any  conference 
seems  to  be  that  we  are  not  communicating  well.  As  I  heard  the  com- 
munication problem  expressed  here,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  library 
has  come  into  the  institutions  as  something  that  is  sort  of  essential 
and  sort  of  nice  to  have  and  you  know,  you  should  have  a  library. 
We're  a  civilized,  democratic,  literate  society,  and  people  should 
read;  but  the  library  services  have  not  been  integrated  into  the 
total  concept  or  total  objectives  of  the  particular  institution  in 
which  you  work.  It  is  merely  some  adjunct  out  here.  The  library 
should  be  written  into  the  treatment  program  of  the  institution  and 
should  give  a  very  definite  and  particular  service  to  the  treat- 
ment program  of  your  institution;  this  has  not  been  done  yet.  There 
is  also  the  lack  of  communication  between  the  department  and  the 
local  library  facilities  that  exists  in  your  city  or  your  county.  These 
are  some  of  the  problems  I  heard  expressed.  I  certainly  haven't  cov- 
ered them  all,  but,  I  hope,  at  least  the  more  salient  ones. 

"What  about  the  future  then?  What  do  we  do,  now  that  we  have 
been  stimulated  on  the  state  level  by  the  possibility  of  federal  funds? 
Here  are  some  of  the  recommendations  I  heard,  and  I  must  confess 
here,  although  I  did  hear  these,  I'm  sure  that  I  have  also  written  my 
own  information  into  some  of  this.  You  may  criticize  me  on  that. 
The  first  thing  I  heard  was  that  we  must  develop  a  state  wide  plan, 
an  ultimate  plan,  and  by  ultimate  we  mean  as  of  today,  or  as  of 
September  1st  to  the  best  of  our  ability  to  define  an  ultimate 
library  program  in  state  institutions.  Secondly,  we  must  think  in 
terms  of  what  the  appropriation  will  be  for  Title  IVA  this  coming 
year.  As  we  hear  it  now,  it  sounds  something  like  $40,000.  If  that 
sum  was  parcelled  out  to  all  the  state  institutions,  it  would  amount 
to  maybe  $1.50  per  capita,  so  it  wouldn't  mean  too  much  if  we  used 
it  in  that  way. 

"Maybe  what  we  should  do  then,  as  a  second  phase  after  we've 
developed  our  ultimate  plan,  is  to  develop  a  phasing  or  an  increment- 
ing into  the  total  plan.  This  may  take  us  one  year,  it  may  take  us 
five  years,  or  whatever,  but  you  people  who  have  been  in  the  state 
service  long  enough  know  that  things  don't  happen  overnight,  and 
you  don't  get  a  total  program  in  a  year.  It  usually  takes  several 
years  of  planning,  and  then  several  years  of  fighting  the  thing 
through  administration  and  through  budget  and  legislation,  etc.  I 
think  we  should  be  flexible  enough  to  realize  that  this  program  will 
be  achieved  only  through  phasing. 
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"I  also  think  here  we  ought  to  say  that  we  don't  have  available 
in  the  state  the  professional  consulting,  guiding  services  that  will 
be  necessary  to  develop  the  State  Plan,  both  the  ultimate  and  the 
phasing  aspects  of  the  plan.  So,  it  would  seem  essential  that  one  of 
the  first  steps  would  be  to  set  up  a  consultant,  a  professional  librar- 
ian on  the  staff  of  the  State  Library,  who  would  take  the  responsi- 
bility for  developing  the  overall  statewide  plan,  in  cooperation  with 
the  state  institutions  and  the  state  departments.  This  consultant's 
time  should  be  used  exclusively  for  this  purpose  and  no  other.  Maybe 
we  could  utilize  that  $40,000  per  annum  to  do  this. 

"Another  recommendation  would  be  that  we  should  have  a  state- 
wide advisory  council.  Perhaps  a  possibility  would  be  to  continue 
the  one  you've  already  established  for  Title  IVA.  However,  I  would 
like  to  suggest  that  we  should  add  to  the  present  makeup  of  that 
council  a  citizen  representative  or  tv/o,  and  possibly  a  full-time  repre- 
sentative from,  the  California  Library  Association,  to  round  out  the 
membership. 

"Another  recommendation  would  be  to  establish  statewide  stand- 
ards for  institution  libraries.  This  would  be  part  of  our  program 
now.  This  would  involve,  first  of  all,  doing  what  you're  already 
starting  to  do,  which  is  to  study  what  the  situation  is  now.  Mr. 
Nemetz  is  in  the  process  of  doing  that,  and  hopefully,  when  he 
concludes  his  stud}^,  we  will  have  a  good  statewide  picture  of  what 
exists,  and,  hopefully,  he  will  come  up  with  some  recommendations.^ 

"I  think  the  important  thing,  once  we  develop  the  plan,  is  to 
develop  the  statewide  budgeting  standards.  I  think  that  one  of  the 
most  important  things  that  we  can  do  in  state  service  is  to  develop 
some  realistic  standards  and  get  them  accepted  by  our  departmental 
administration,  by  the  state  administration's  Department  of  Finance, 
and  consequently — or  subsequently — by  the  Legislature.  Once  these 
are  accepted,  your  budgeting  process  becomes  very  simple.  You  don't 
have  to  fight  the  battle  of  standards  every  year  when  you  go  to  the 
Legislature  with  your  budget.  Then,  each  department,  of  course, 
should  have  its  own  budgeting  standards,  depending  upon  what  its 
program  is  and  how  it  sees  the  library  function  fitting  into  its 
overall  program.  These  budgeting  standards  should  include  something 
in  regard  to  the  physical  layout  or  the  design  and  construction  of 
state  institution  libraries,  something  on  the  plan  of  the  school  health 
planning  that  is  already  established  in  the  state.  I  think  we  could 
then  use  this  for  new  construction  in  all  of  our  institutions. 

"Other  standards  that  should  be  developed  within  our  budgeting 
standards  are  overall  standards  in  terms  of  the  number  and  quality 
of  volumes  of  books,  of  materials,  and  of  audio-visual  resources. 
Then,  thinking  a  little  bit  into  the  future,  hopefully,  in  terms  of 
automation,  we  should  work  out  simplification  of  some  of  the  clerical 
operations  and  processing  operations.

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"Of  course,  another  important  budgeting  standard  would  be  staff- 
ing. As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  think  that  battle  is  already  won  in  most 
places.  There  are  a  few  institutions,  probably  in  special  schools, 
which  do  not  have  positions,  but  the  philosophy  is  already  established 
that  you  do  need  a  librarian  position  in  some  departments.  This 
has  been  in  some  of  our  budgets,  anyway;  but  it  should  be  stand- 
ard, a  budgetary  standard  for  whatever  we're  going  to  set  in  terms 
of  librarian  positions  and  clerical  positions,  etc.  as  supporting  posi- 
tions. 

"A  program  should  be  written  for  the  library  services,  maybe  in 
terms  of  the  program  budget,  which  would  be  defined  in  terms  of 
goals  and  objectives  that  will  fit  into  the  overall  goals  and  objectives 
of  the  institutions  in  which  you  are  serving.  Until  this  is  done  the 
library  is  going  to  stay  over  there  in  the  corner;  it  is  going  to  be 
tucked  away  some  place  and  is  really  not  going  to  gain  the  prominent 
status  or  importance  that  it  should  in  the  overall  institution's  pro- 
gram. I  think  the  librarians  are  sajdng,  follov/ing  a  common  practice 
in  most  organizations,  'why  don't  they  do  something  about  this'  or 
'why  doesn't  my  superintendent  take  an  interest  in  my  program.' 
I  think  the  people  who  are  operating  library  programs  have  a  re- 
sponsibility to  define  their  program  and  to  fit  it  into  the  overall  pro- 
gram of  an  institution  or  organization  well  enough  so  it  gains  im- 
portance, so  it  has  status,  so  that  it  is  something  that  the  superin- 
tendent is  going  to  be  av^^are  of.  If  you  talk  to  Roland  Wood,  he 
will  tell  you  that  he  has  five  or  six  different  departments,  each 
representing  phases  or  parts  of  his  program,  that  are  making  de- 
mands on  him  all  the  time.  You  have  to  m.ake  yourself  known.  You 
can't  sit  out  in  the  library  and  cry  about  it  and  the  state  of  your 
nation. 

"I  guess  I've  given  you  about  all  I  have.  To  recap  a  little  bit,  I 
think  the  task  before  us  is  to  design  the  ultim.ate  statewide  plan. 
Second,  we  should  use  the  first  year's  appropriation  to  provide  the 
professional  consultant  to  work  on  the  implementation  of  this  plan. 
A  third  task  is  to  establish  the  phasing  and  implementing,  and  to 
develop  the  schedule  for  achieving  the  ultimate  plan,  depending 
upon  availability  of  both  federal  and  state  funds.  I'd  like  to  give 
you  just  briefly  some  of  the  elements  that  vv^e  think,  or  that  you 
think,  should  be  considered  in  the  statewide  plan. 

1.  staffing 

2 .  quality  and  quantity  control 

3.  centralized  processing 

4.  utilization  of  automation  wherever  possible  to  the  extent  pos- 
sible 

5.  coordination  of  efforts  and  facilities  on  a  state  and  regional 
and  local  basis. 
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"As  an  example,  tie  in  with  the  State  Master  Plan  for  libraries, 
and  get  acquainted  with  the  Plan.  Utilize  the  facilities  and  avail- 
ability of  the  California  Library  Association.  Get  them  interested  in 
our  program.  Tie  in  with  the  Special  Libraries  Association  perhaps. 
Someone  in  one  of  our  groups  gave  us  an  example  of  coordinating 
and  integrating  on  the  local  level  and  he  took  Stockton  as  an  area 
as  an  example.  In  Stockton  you  have  within  a  five  or  ten  mile 
radius  a  correctional  institution,  the  Stockton  State  Hospital,  the 
Northern  California  Youth  Authority,  the  Juvenile  Hall,  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  Pacific,  Delta  College,  and  you  also  have  the  city  and 
county  library,  and  the  regional  library  system.  Here,  somebody 
suggested,  would  be  a  good  example  of  how  you  could  tie  in  the 
state  and  the  local  facilities  that  are  already  available  and  try  to 
make  the  resources  available  to  the  total  area.  Probably  this  is 
something  we  should  really  think  about  and  develop  in  our  overall 
plan. 

"Another  thing  we  should  be  thinking  about  is  staffing.  We  brought 
out  the  fact  that  in  most  institutions  we  do  not  have  trained  li- 
brarians, although  we  do  have  some.  I  don't  think  it  is  reasonable  to 
expect  that  we  are  going  to  be  able  to  recruit  trained  librarians  for 
every  institution  in  the  state.  Therefore,  we're  going  to  have  to 
keep  on  substituting  as  we're  doing  now.  If  you  don't  have  trained 
personnel,  what  is  the  answer?  Well,  it's  pretty  logical  to  me  that  we 
should  provide  some  inservice  training  in  the  professional  operation 
of  the  library  for  the  people  Vv^ho  are  not  trained  librarians  but  who 
are  running  the  library.  There  is  the  possibility,  then,  that  we  could 
set  up  or  designate  an  inservice  training  program,  perhaps  with  fed- 
eral funds  or  with  state  funds,  for  those  who  are  not  professionally 
trained  but  are  operating  state  institution  libraries. 

"Again,  of  course,  I  want  to  emphasize  too  that  we  should  develop 
specific  programs  for  our  own  specific  and  peculiar  institutions.  I 
think  that  just  about  sums  it  up." 
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SUMMARY  REAAARKS

"Let  me  start  out  with  what  I  would  hke  to  think  about  libraries. 
I  should  give  you  a  little  bit  more  of  my  background  so  you  will 
see  some  of  my  bias.  I  am  primarily  concerned  with  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  the  disabled;  therefore  I  look  at  that  aspect  of  your  legisla- 
tion primarily  and  I  give  more  thought  to  those  areas  than  I'm 
likely  to  in  terms  of  the  particular  institution. 

"We  are  concerned  about  the  libraries  not  as  simple  places  where 
books  are  but  rather  as  a  resource  for  the  whole  area  of  learning  and 
recreation.  A  high  percentage  of  the  people  we  serve  in  most  of  our 
institutions  have  a  functional  illiteracy  to  a  high  degree.  As  a  result 
we  think  that  you  would  probably  have  to  think  of  a  library  which 
would  serve  our  purposes  as  having  far  more  resources  for  training 
and  recreation,  the  whole  gamut  of  techniques  of  services  with  which 
to  communicate  with  the  people  we  serve,  than  the  usual  library.  I 
would  think  of  closed  circuit  TV,  the  whole  gamut  of  film  strips 
that  are  available,  and  of  movies,  because,  you  recall,  in  the  last 
several  elections  much  of  our  population  has  been  able  to  formulate 
opinions  and  make  sound  judgments  in  their  elections  of  people  even 
though  many  of  these  voters  really  have  no  reading  ability.  It  seems 
to  me  that  we  are  going  to  have  to  take  advantage  of  the  most 
modern  techniques  of  communication  with  the  various  people  with 
whom  you  are  concerned.  Here  I'm  at  a  disadvantage  in  terms  of  not 
knowing  how  much  you  are  to  have  and  are  able  to  use  these  tech- 
niques. 

"Now  this,  too,  would  lead  me  to  make  some  observations.  First, 
let  me  give  you  a  slight  example  of  what  I  mean  by  some  of  the 
functional  illiteracy  that  we're  obliged  to  cope  with,  as  I  think  this 
fits  in  with  your  problems  very  directly.  We've  been  using  aides  in 
our  programs,  and  we  find  that  most  of  the  people  we  serve  or  many 
of  the  people  we  serve,  while  they  may  be  able  to  read,  do  not  under- 
stand. We  presented  one  young  man  with  a  form  which  he  read;  then 
he  came  to  'marital  status'  and  asked  'What  that?' 

"This  is,  I  think,  the  level  that  we're  talking  about  when  we're 
talking  about  mental  institutions,  talking  about  correctional  insti- 
tutions, talking  about  schools  for  the  handicapped  of  all  kinds, 
special  educational  systems  and  all  the  rest  of  it.  These  are  the 
kinds  of  things  we  have  to  learn  to  cope  with.  I  believe  you've 
already  heard  something  about  teachers  of  the  blind,  who  have  a 
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need  for  all  of  the  assistance  devices — the  talking  books,  Braille,  and 
so  on.  Most  of  the  other  disabilities,  though,  are  almost  completely 
ignored  in  terms  of  availability  of  library  services  for  persons  so 
afflicted.  I  can't  Hst  all  of  the  lands  of  things  that  would  be  useful 
to  you,  all  the  techniques  that  might  be  employed.  Dr.  Brill,  I'm 
sure,  could  give  you  far  better  advice  with  respect  to  the  deaf  than 
I  could.  You  could  go  down  the  whole  gamut  of  all  the  disabilities 
and  put  together  a  very  imposing  list  of  the  kinds  of  assistance 
training  devices,  techniques  for  assisting  people  to  work.  There 
are  simple  devices  for  cerebral  palsy  for  example,  holding  devices, 
and  there  are  all  sorts  of  other  kinds. 

''Let  me  jump  to  one  of  the  most  serious  barriers  in  the  use  of 
libraries  that  I  can  think  of,  and  one  I  don't  want  to  miss.  Many  of 
the  disabled  cannot  get  over  the  hurdle  of  the  architectural  barriers 
you  place  before  them.  I  am  thinking  of  my  own  town  library  which 
at  one  time  had  a  great  series  of  steps  leading  up  to  it.  No  one 
with  a  heart  condition,  no  one  in  a  wheel  chair,  no  one  on  crutches, 
no  one  with  any  form  of  serious  disability  could  have  ever  entered 
that  building.  Fortunately,  through  the  varidus  funds — our  own 
town's  activities — we  developed,  we  think,  a  very  excellent  library. 
In  this  one,  people  can  get  to  the  door,  and  to  the  books,  and  into 
the  toilet,  and  so  on.  In  your  thinking  about  your  library  may  I 
please  ask,  as  somebody  who  is  concerned  with  the  disabled,  that 
you  keep  these  factors  in  mind,  all  the  factors  for  all  the  different 
disabilities?  I  guess  what  I've  really  tried  to  say  is,  let's  make  the 
library  for  the  people  who  need  to  use  it,  not  for  the  librarians; 
and  let's  put  the  kinds  of  things  in  it  that  are  useful  to  the  people 
that  they  serve,  rather  than  the  level  that  you're  concerned  with. 

"Now,  a  few  other  observations.  I  read  over  the  list  of  questions 
with  Mr.  Wilson,  as  we  talked  them  over.  One  thing  that  seems  to 
come  through  loud  and  clear  from  everyone  of  the  questionnaires 
was  the  cry,  the  plea,  the  begging  for  trained  professional  workers. 
Each  of  your  groups  spoke  of  the  difficulties  of  acquiring  trained 
people,  I'd  like  to  make  a  few  observations  in  this  respect.  I  think 
it  is  highly  unrealistic  of  you  to  expect  that  within  any  time  period 
there's  going  to  be  any  real  availability  of  trained  people,  especially 
for  the  smaller  institutions  and  the  smaller  facilities.  You're  not 
really  going  to  be  able,  from  either  a  budgetary  standpoint  or  the 
justification  in  terms  of  the  size  of  the  agency,  to  justify  trained  and 
professional  people;  and  I'm  not  sure  you  ought  to.  I  don't  mean 
to  decry  the  use  of  professional  people,  I'm  for  it,  and  we  need 
many,  many  more  and  we  need  extensive  programs  of  training  for 
them.  I'd  like  to  suggest  that  there  may  be  some  other  devices 
which  ought  to  be  or  may  be  employed. 

"We  ought  to  be  thinking  primarily  about  communication; 
most  of  us  are  fairly  adroit  at  relating  to  other  people  of  middle 
class  values,  but  as  j  mentioned  earlier  most  our  institutions,  most 
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our  schools  of  special  education  programs,  most  of  our  facilities  for 
the  disabled  are  still  primarily  filled  with  people  who  are  not  of  a 
middle-class  values-oriented  system.  Therefore,  we  in  our  field 
have  great  difficulty  in  our  ability  to  communicate.  We  sit  in  our 
sterile  and  well  kept  offices.  We  have  all  of  our  awards,  decorations, 
titles,  and  diplomas  on  the  wall;  and  we  literally  frighten  to  death 
those  people  who  com.e  to  us.  A  tremendous  need  exists  for  us  to 
find  a  way  of  bridging  to  this  target  group — of  really  communicating 
with  them.  So,  I'm  pleading  with  you  for  the  use  of  aides,  and  I'd 
like  to  cite  just  a  few  simple  examples  of  what  I'm  trying  to  say. 

"Yesterday  I  was  in  the  Alameda  County  Welfare  Office,  v/here 
they  use  aides.  I  talked  with  a  young  negro  woman  with  about 
an  8th  grade  education,  the  mother  of  two  children.  She  has  been 
on  welfare,  and  incidentally  she  was  hired  as  an  aide.  Do  you 
know  what  she  got  in  addition  to  her  welfare  salary  or  welfare  grant 
as  a  result  of  working  full  time?  She  got  $16.00  a  month  more  than 
she  got  at  the  welfare  grant.  But,  this  woman  had  something  that 
very  few  of  us  have.  She  had  warmth.  She  had  insight.  She  had  the 
ability  to  communicate  with  the  people  she  was  working  with.  She 
was  really  able  to  help. 

"I  think  of  ail  this  business  being  talked  about  new  careers. 
We've  got  to  be  part  of  the  development  of  these  new  careers,  of 
bringing  people  in,  of  achieving  involvement  with  people  who  are 
not  like  us.  This  is  whom  that  library  is  for,  not  for  you  and  me.  You 
think  these  people  cannot  do  the  things  that  you  can.  Fortunately 
not,  but  they  can  do  something  else  that  is  really  very  much  needed, 
which  is  to  be  involved,  to  get  their  peers  involved  and  to  get  their 
peers  utilizing  the  resources  that  should  be  theirs.  They  should  be 
contributing  to  their  ultimate  success  however  they  go. 

'We  are  like  the  farmer  to  whom  the  salesman  tried  to  sell  the 
book  of  farming.  The  farmer  said  he  wasn't  farming  half  as  good 
as  he  knew  how  now.  I'd  like  to  observe  to  you  that  if  you  have 
some  money  coming:  money  isn't  everything;  maybe  it  will  do  until 
we  find  some  other  devices;  but  what  excuse  are  you  going  to  use  for 
failures  in  your  library  when  you've  had  the  money?  We  have  other 
lacks  that  are  not  going  to  be  cured  by  the  mere  presence  of  money. 
I  think  the  library  is  not  a  book  depository,  and  I  see  the  really 
terrible  need  for  the  professional  to  give  the  library  leadership, 
imagination  in  the  utilization  of  resources,  and  a  bringing  together 
of  the  total  resources  of  the  community.  As  I  listened  to  the  group 
this  morning  I  was  appalled,  really,  at  our  failure  to  bring  together 
all  the  resources  to  help  meet  our  need." 
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Creative  and  Practical  Use  of  Standards

'^Standards  for  library  service,  whether  creative,  practical,  or  both, 
are  related  to  books  in  whatever  form  the  books  appear.  They  must 
be — this  I  cannot  emphasize  enough.  Standards  are  standards  are 
standards  unless  the  book  is  involved,  unless  reading  is  a  concern. 
Standards  must  be  related  to  the  reading  of  books,  the  knov/ing  of 
books,  and  making  of  them  useful  to  others.  In  the  pressures  of  today 
— economic,  political,  mechanical  and  inventive — and  in  a  world 
where  we  have  goals  for  action,  where  all  is  industrialized,  stream- 
lined, organized  and  mechanized,  the  obligation  to  read  and  to  induce 
others  to  read  seems  much  too  simple.  In  Texts  and  Pretexts,  Aldous 
Huxley  writes: 

'Science  advances  from  discovery  to  discovery,  political  and 
economic  changes  follow  one  another  with  bewildering  rapidity. 
The  educated  have  to  "keep  up".  They  are  so  busy  keeping  up 
that  they  seldom  have  time  to  read  any  author  who  thinks  and  feels 
and  writes  with  style.  In  a  rapidly  changing  age  there  is  real 
danger  that  being  well  informed  may  prove  incompatible  with 
being  cultivated.  To  be  well  informed,  one  must  read  quickly  a 
great  number  of  merely  instructive  books.  To  be  cultivated,  one 
must  read  slowly  and  with  a  lingering  appreciation  the  compara- 
tively few  books  that  have  been  written  by  men  v/ho  lived,  thought 
and  felt  with  style.' 

"As  we  approach  standards  for  library  service,  let  us  not  lose 
sight  of  the  book  read  lingeringly  and  thoughtfully  and  of  the 
book  not  just  as  a  commodity  but  as  a  commodity  that  will  stretch 
the  minds  and  imagination  of  the  readers;  for  we  are  now  moving 
into  the  age  that  is  standardizing  standards. 

"Surveys  and  inventories,  national  and  statewide,  have  been  dis- 
heartening as  far  as  library  service  in  institutions  is  concerned. 
There  are  bright  spots  here  and  there  (California  and  the  federal 
government  are  noted  now  and  again  as  being  fairly  bright)  but 
in  the  last  decade  there  has  been  truly  little  that  can  be  called 
improvement. 

"The  last  ten  years  have,  however,  provided  a  quantity  of  stand- 
ards for  library  service  to  inmates,  patients  and  others  in  institu- 
tions. The  American  Library  Association  published  standards  for 
hospital  libraries  in  1953  which  are  just  now  being  revised.  In  1963 
ALA  published  the  standards  for  library  functions  at  the 
state  level.  Three  of  these  standards  are  devoted  to  the  'clear  and 
continuing   relationship  which   should   exist  between  state   library 
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agencies  and  libraries  within  institutions  which  the  state  maintains 
for  its  health,  welfare  and  correctional  programs.'  The  state  stand- 
ards further  say  that  the  purpose  of  the  relationship  included  both 
initial  development  and  continual  guidance  of  institutional  libraries; 
in  other  words,  these  libraries  are  included  in  the  structure  of  state 
library  service. 

''Dr.  Lowell  Martin,  in  his  Survey  Report,  Public  Library 
Service  Equal  to  the  Challenge  of  California,  writes  that  we  must 
'surge  forward'  to  overcome  the  library  lag  from  which  California 
suffers.  One  of  the  greatest  lags  in  the  state  is  in  hospitals  and  insti- 
tutions, and  as  the  Hospital  and  Institutional  Round  Table  of  the 
California  Library  Association  has  said,  the  surge  forward  is  long 
overdue  in  this  particular  area. 

"In  a  recent  newsletter  of  the  Division  for  the  Blind  and  Phys- 
ically Handicapped  of  the  Library  of  Congress  appeared  this  state- 
ment: 'we  turned  a  giant  point,'  and  the  following  paragraph: 

'1966  may  have  been  the  Chinese  year  of  the  lamb;  but  for 
the  blind  it  was  the  year  of  the  whale.  The  whale  was  the  piece 
of  legislation  which  turned  the  Division  of  the  Blind  into  the 
Division  for  the  Blind  and  Physically  Handicapped  .  .  .  with  an 
appropriation  of  $1,497,000.' 

Now,  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act's  year  can't  be 
called  the  year  of  the  whale  but  certainly  it  is  not  the  year  of  the 
churchmouse  either,  because  for  the  first  time  institutional  libraries 
have  been  included  in  this  Act  to  extend  and  improve  library  service. 
This  year  there  is  only  money  for  planning,  but  that  is  a  beginning. 
We  may  not  have  turned  a  giant  point  but  we  really  have  turned  a 
point. 

Alice  in  Wonderland  has  a  scene,  the  Mad  Hatter's  tea  party, 
when,  you  will  remember,  they  discuss  drawing  water  from  a  water 
well  and  drawing  treacle  from  a  treacle  well;  then  the  doormouse 
half  asleep  says  'They  were  learning  to  draw  and  they  drew  all 
manner  of  things — everything  that  begins  with  M  .  .  .  such  as 
mouse  traps  and  the  moon  and  memory  and  muchness.  Did  you  ever 
see  such  a  thing  as  drawing  of  muchness?'  It  is  a  drawing  of  a 
muchness  that  we  need  as  we  develop  a  state  plan  for  improved] 
library  service  in  institutions,  a  muchness  of  everything. 

"Standards,  as  you  well  know,  came  late  to  libraries  compared  I 
with  industry.  In  reading  a  book  on  textile  standards  recently  I 
came  across  the  following  statements  'Standards  are  a  blueprint'; 
'Standards  provide  a  common  performance  language  by  which  sim- 
ilar products  can  be  measured';  'Standards  are  based  on  tests  and 
on  evaluation  of  results  that  indicate  a  quality  acceptable  for  the 
product';  'Standards  are  set  for  a  certain  minimum  requirement'; 
and  'Standards  avoid  regimentation  or  limitation  of  the  aesthetic' 
I  would  say  here  that  standards  are  practical  for  textiles  but  even 
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they  also  allow  for  the  very  creative,  the  aesthetic.  How  do  we  use 
our  standards?  As  a  blueprint,  as  a  minimum,  as  avoidance  of  regi- 
mentation to  maintain  the  aesthetic?  Possibly  we  need  to  know  where 
we  are  before  we  decide.  I  would  like  to  read  you  excerpts  from 
a  summary  from  a  study  of  institutional  libraries  done  for  a  state 
other  than  California. 

PERSONNEL 

1.  There  is  little  or  no  evidence  of  the  supervision  or  coordination 
of  library  services  at  the  department  level. 

2.  No  individual  library  has  the  services  of  a  professional  li- 
brarian, although  interested  officers  or  teachers  have  been  as- 
signed to  the  library — but  in  only  one  of  the  six  institutions  is 
the  assignment  full  time. 

3.  There  has  been  no  provision  for  the  in-service  training  of  the 
institutional  assistants. 

MATERIALS 

1.  There  is  little  or  no  evidence  of  the  selection  and  purchase  of 
library  materials.  Collections  consist  almost  entirely  of  gifts 
which  minimize  the  possibility  of  the  development  of  a  library 
capable  of  contributing  significantly  to  the  real  needs  of  the 
institution. 

2.  Although  the  shelves  of  all  the  libraries  visited  were  full  there 
is  a  high  percentage  of  obsolete,  ephemeral,  and  insignificant 
material,  frequently  the  discards  of  other  libraries.  Upwards 
of  75%  of  these  would  be  discarded  with  a  resulting  improve- 
ent  in  the  collection. 

3.  While  the  greatest  need  and  demand  in  the  institutional  li- 
braries is  for  nonfiction,  the  predominant  material  represented 
in  the  collection  is  fiction. 

4.  There  is  a  lack  of  current  and  acceptable  reference  materials 
such  as  dictionaries,  general  encyclopedias,  handbooks,  etc. 

5.  None  of  the  library  collections  contained  audiovisual  materials, 
such  as  films,  filmstrips,  records,  tapes,  etc. 

6.  In  spite  of  the  heavy  demand  for  and  use  of  periodicals  and 
newspapers,  only  a  few  of  the  libraries  receive  them  regularly 
on  a  subscription  basis  and  then  in  limited  number. 

SERVICES 

1.  The  lack  of  professionals  prevents  the  selection  and  use  of  a 
collection  that  meets  the  full  range  of  the  institutions'  needs — 
the  recreational  needs  of  all,  the  support  of  the  institutions' 
educational  programs,  and  the  professional  needs  of  the  staff. 

2.  There  is  a  lack  of  reader  guidance — the  identification  of  the 
needs  of  the  individual  and  the  assistance  in  selecting  and  lo- 
cating the  library  services  and  resources  to  meet  these  needs. 
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3.  Although  attempts  to  organize  and  catalog  (or  'index')  the  in- 
dividual collections  were  noted,  the  lack  of  professional  catalog- 
ing and  classification  hampers  the  accessibility  of  the  materials 
in  the  collections. 

PHYSICAL  FACILSTIES 

1.  The  space  for  the  library  is  physically  too  small,  which  has 
resulted  in  overcrowding,  and  the  lack  of  browsing,  reading  or 
study  privileges  in  the  library. 

2.  Although  it  varies  from  institution  to  institution,  generally  the 
lighting  and  ventilation  are  substandard. 

3.  No  provisions  in  space  or  equipment  are  present  in  the  libraries 
for  group  activities  such  as  book  discussion  groups,  or  for 
showing  films  or  for  listening  to  records. 

The  following  recommendations  v/ere  suggested  as  the  immediate 
steps  to  be  taken  to  improve  the  quality  of  library  service  in  in- 
stitutions. 

1.  In  developing  the  library  program  in  the  Department  three 
areas  of  library  responsibility  should  be  recognized — the  recre- 
ational needs,  the  support  of  the  educational  programs  of  the 
institution,  and  the  professional  needs  of  the  staff. 

2.  A  professional  librarian  should  be  appointed  as  supervisor  or 
coordinator  of  library  services  in  the  correctional  institutions. 

3.  All  materials  ordered  or  otherwise  procured  or  made  available 
for  addition  to  the  institutional  libraries  should  be  centrally 
received,  cataloged,  and  processed. 

4.  A  regular  adequate  appropriation  of  State  funds  for  the  spe- 
cific purpose  of  purchasing  library  materials  should  be  provided 
in  order  to  establish  and  maintain  adequate  collections  of 
materials  in  the  correctional  institutions. 

5.  All  gift  books  should  be  collected,  screened  and,  if  approved 
for  addition,  processed  by  a  centralized  processing  service. 

6.  A  strong  professional  library  should  be  developed  and  located 
centrally  v/ith  smaller  collections  of  the  most  needed  and  most 
used  professional  materials  provided  at  each  institution. 

7.  Where  possible  there  should  be  a  relaxing  of  regulations  which 
prevent  the  maximum  use  of  the  libraries. 

8.  The  Department  should  adopt  the  appropriate  standards  as 
guidelines  in  developing  libraries  within  the  institution. 

9.  'The  book  and  other  resources  of  the  library  constitute  the 
"open  door"  by  which  each  individual  can  escape  from  his 
limitations.' 

"This  is  taken  from  the  standards  for  public  libraries.  This  is  a 
sentence  that  applies  to  institutional  libraries  especially.  If  developed 
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creatively,  the  library  takes  its  place  on  the  educational  and  reha- 
bilitative team.  The  library  so  developed  has  the  capacity  to  become 
an  influential  and  indispensable  part  of  the  institution.  A  library 
is  for  the  use  of  everyone  because  it  cuts  across  all  lines. 

''Because  we  are  talking  about  books  when  we  talk  about  hospital 
and  institution  libraries,  shall  we  examine  the  objectives  of  the  li- 
brary? Why  do  we  want  to  have  institutional  libraries?  Is  it  something 
that  has  just  grown  up  or  is  there  a  purpose  and  a  plan  in  all  of 
this? 

"We  may  say  that  institutional  libraries  provide  opportunities  for 
the  natural  sharing  of  privileges  which  are  rare  in  these  special  com- 
munities, but  the  library  does  make  a  unique  contribution  to  the 
morale  and  mental  health  when  it  offers  its  services  on  an  equal 
basis  of  the  entire  population. 

"For  the  patients,  an  institutional  library  contributes  to  recovery 
and  rehabilitation  by  promoting  reading  both  as  a  successful  ex- 
perience in  the  hospital  and  as  a  bridge  to  the  outside  v/orld. 

"For  the  inmates,  the  providing  of  reading  materials  will  help 
individuals  prepare  for  vocations,  enlarge  their  social  and  educa- 
tion backgrounds  and  make  them  ready  for  post  institutional  life. 

"For  the  employee,  it  provides  the  means  for  self-development 
along  lines  of  personal  interest,  hobbies,  vocational  goals,  general 
education  and  the  creative  use  of  leisure  time. 

"How  do  you  select  materials  for  these  groups  of  people?  How 
do  you  decide  what  books  you  should  buy  and  what  other  materials 
you  should  purchase  ? 

"You  will  need  to  know  the  goals  and  objectives  of  the  hospital 
or  institution;  the  size  and  nature  of  the  population  will  influence; 
the  educational  program,  the  budget,  the  space  available.  Affiliations 
with  other  libraries,  public,  state  or  special  and  the  scope  of  the  other 
library  resources  within  the  hospital  or  institution  itself  will  have  a 
great  bearing  on  the  case  and  the  availability  of  the  material;  op- 
portunities for  cooperation  through  the  use  of  regional  depositories 
or  union  catalogs  will  influence  the  acquisition  of  materials  and  the 
amount  of  professional  guidance  available  will  also. 

"Perhaps  we  should  say  in  planning  our  library  that  the  books  and 
other  materials  are  selected  primarily  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
readers'  needs  and  abilities;  that  each  title  is  selected  for  its  overall 
value  and  predictable  use  in  furthering  the  library's  objectives. 
Selected  materials  should  be  considered  on  the  basis  of  accuracy, 
timeliness  and  cultural,  inspirational  and  recreational  value;  those 
judged  to  have  multi-purpose  use  should  perhaps  receive  first  atten- 
tion. 

"What  shall  we  say  is  the  scope  of  the  collection?  This  will  depend 
upon  many  factors  and  each  institution  will  need  to  decide  on  how 
much  information  and  reference  service  should  be  provided;   how 
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much  recreational  reading  service,  inspirational  reading,  educational 
reading;  how  many  audio-visual  materials  should  be  included  and 
what  responsibility  exists  for  the  acquisition  of  talking  books,  tapes 
and  embossed  books  for  the  blind  and  physically  handicapped, 
what  materials  would  be  provided  for  discussion  and  therapy  groups. 

"What  specific  criteria  should  be  applied  to  specific  areas  of 
interest?  How  do  you  choose  fixtion,  books  on  human  relations,  on 
religion,  on  medicine  and  psychiatry,  and  what  policy  do  you  develop 
in  relation  to  legal  works.  Foreign  language  materials  should  un- 
doubtedly be  included.  Probably  you  will  make  an  effort  to  acquire 
foreign  language  materials  that  match  the  needs  of  the  clientele.  How 
do  you  choose  books  on  science  and  the  useful  arts;  how  do  you 
select  periodical  titles  on  recreation,  current  information  and  for 
reference?  Then  there  are  the  paperbacks  which  can  be  well  used 
or  misused,  but  what  criteria  do  you  develop  here?  What  about 
abridgments,  simplified  versions  and  comic  books?  Is  there  a  place 
for  these  in  institutional  libraries  and  how  do  you  develop  criteria? 

"Institutional  librarians  have  all  of  the  challenges  of  the  public, 
academic,  and  special  librarians,  but  they  also  have  another  dimen- 
sion because  they  are  a  public  library,  an  academic  library  or  a 
special  library  at  various  times  to  their  clientele,  and  all  of  these 
libraries  in  a  very  specialized  setting. 

"How  do  we  fill  the  gap  between  what  is  and  what  should  be? 
There  is  probably  no  library  which  is  achieving  all  of  its  objectives 
and  goals.  Libraries  in  institutions  must  be  a  part  of  the  regional 
and  state  developments  if  they  are  ever  to  achieve  the  effective 
services  and  resources  needed.  There  must  be  good  basic  planning. 
This  means  that  there  must  be  library  advice  available  for  planning 
library  resources  and  services  in  an  institution;  it  means  assist- 
ance in  coordinating  plans  for  cooperative  services  such  as  inter- 
library  loan,  films,  centralized  processing,  training  programs;  book- 
mobile service  perhaps.  This  takes  money  and,  even  more  important, 
administrative  support.  Good  library  service  cannot  be  donated. 
Good  library  service  must  be  planned  for  and  financed  by  those 
responsible  for  the  service. 

"We  need  to  plan  for  the  right  kind  of  library  service  in  institu- 
tions for  the  mentally  retarded,  those  serving  time  in  correctional 
institutions,  for  those  under  intensive  treatment  in  mental  hospitals 
and  all  the  other  specialties.  Money  along  will  not  provide  minimum 
library  service  nor  create  an  adequate  program.  It  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary that  the  Department  head  and  the  heads  of  the  institutions 
are  aware  of  the  need  for  and  the  value  of  an  adequate  library 
program  meeting  the  institutional  needs.  There  must  be  creative 
planning  to  develop  new  concepts  of  adequate  library  service  for 
every  institution,  regardless  of  where  the  library  is  in  the  organiza- 
tion. There  must  be  a  recognition  of  the  state's  responsibility  for 
rehabilitation  and  education  and  of  the  need  for  the  funds  required 
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for  support.  To  develop  the  program,  institutional  libraries  must 
be  able  to  compete  for  the  best  graduates  and  provide  an  adequate 
supportive  staff. 

"There  are  no  library  standards  specifically  developed  for  all 
of  the  groups  receiving  institutional  library  service.  A  creative  pro- 
gram should  be  developed  which  will  achieve  and  surpass  the  stand- 
ards of  library  service  when  we  pull  together  the  existing  stand- 
ards, evaluate  them  and  apply  them.  Standards  that  exist  are:

"Creative  thinking  and  planning  will  not  just  happen  in  our  insti- 
tutions. We  must  inspire  them  to  happen.  From  the  top  down  we 
must  develop  creative  thinking,  djmamic  action  and  leadership  in 
providing  library  service.  We  must  keep  moving,  planning,  chang- 
ing, growing  and  learning  to  develop  the  service. 

"To  return  to  the  subject  of  books — the  value  of  them — Jacques 
Barzun  in  his  Teacher  in  America  paints  a  grim  picture  of  a  philoso- 
pher's impression  of  librarianship.  He  says,  'Librarians  doubtless 
develop  through  their  training  a  passionate  love  of  books.  But  need 
it  be  so  possessive?  Why  must  many  of  the  rules  that  they  make 
suggest  the  governance  which  galls  without  repressing?  Should  a 
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common  enough  attitude — the  pursed  Hp,  the  tone  of  suspicion,  the 
pouncing  manner — become  a  professional  trait?  Most  important,  is 
it  so  arduous  a  task  to  learn  the  Dewey  Classification  system  and  the 
use  of  bibliographies  that  there  is  no  time  left  for  librarians  to  learn 
about  the  insides  of  the  treasures  they  hoard? 

''We  shall  not  hoard  our  books,  we  shall  make  the  treasures 
available  to  all  whether  within  or  without  our  institutions.  We 
shall  provide  library  service  to  all  in  institutions  as  well  as  to  those 
who  can  come  freely  to  the  public  library. 

''Among  the  planning  we  must  do  to  implement  our  standards 
there  must  be: 

1.  The  recognition  by  the  administrative  heads  of  the  need  to 
provide  library  service  to  those  in  institutions  by  providing 
them  with  the  opportunity  to  share  in  resources  available  to 
those  who  cannot  go  to  the  public  library. 

2.  Recognition  by  them  that  the  needs  of  those  in  institutions  are 
more  varied  than  the  services  now  being  offered. 

3.  Recognition  also  of  the  need  to  demonstrate  a  program  of  li- 
brary service  that  meets  standards,  by  the  judicious  use  of 
federal  aid  funds. 

4.  Recognition  of  the  need  to  establish  a  representative  Council 
to  plan. 

5.  Recognition  of  the  need  by  librarians  to  coordinate  and  im- 
prove existing  services. 

6.  Recognition  by  the  state  of  the  need  for  personnel  trained  for 
specialized  program  development  and  techniques. 

7.  Recognition  of  the  need  to  coordinate  library  resources  and 
services  with  other  community  organizations  working  with  in- 
stitutions. 

"The  library  is  one  of  the  few  services  within  an  institution  that 
cuts  across  all  classification  and  organizational  lines,  thus  providing 
a  place  where  the  educational  and  vocational  interests,  hobbies, 
recreational,  religious  and  other  development  needs  of  both  the  in- 
stitutionalized personnel  and  the  staff  can  be  met.  The  library  will 
be  coordinated  with  the  educational  program  but  its  services  must 
extend  beyond  that  of  a  library  serving  the  formal  educational  needs 
to  that  of  a  public  hbrary  serving  the  informal  development  needs. 

"Will  you  now  study  the  many  standards  that  relate  to  institu-i 
tional  libraries;  take  the  best  of  them  as  a  point  of  departure  for  the] 
development  of  a  creative  and  dynamic  institutional  library  pro- 
gram?"

CALIFORNIA  LIBRARY  LAWS,  Revised 

The  pages  of  this  special  supplement  are  additions  to,  deletions  from  or  revisions 
of  sections  of  the  basic  compilation  of  California  Library  Laws,  Revised,  the  Fall, 
1965,  issue  of  News  Notes  of  California  Liiraries,  Vol.  60,  No.  4,  as  revised  by  the 
Fall,  1966,  Special  Supplement  to  Neivs  Notes  on  Library  Laws.  Carleton  W. 
Kenyon,  Law  Librarian,  California  State  Library,  who  compiled  the  basic  volume 
and  the  first  supplement,  Fall,  1966,  has  compiled  these  new  revision  pages.  Fall, 

1967,  to  bring  the  collection  of  laws  of  the  State  of  California  pertaining  to,  and 
of  interest  to,  public  libraries  up  to  date  as  of  legislation  enacted  in  the  1967  Session 
and  signed  into  law  by  the  Governor  through  the  date,  June  30,  1967. 

It  should  be  noted  that  pertinent  legislation  enacted  and  signed  into  law  subse- 
quent to  that  date  has  not  been  included  in  these  pages.  An  arbitrary  closing  date 
of  June  30,  1967,  was  established  to  allow  the  special  supplement  to  be  printed 
and  distributed  simultaneously  with  the  Fall,  1967,  regular  issue  of  News  Notes. 
As  the  Constitutional  amendment  passed  by  the  electorate  in  1966  changed  the 
sessions  of  the  California  State  Legislature  to  unlimited  annual  general  sessions, 
bills  pertaining  to  public  libraries  may  be  enacted  and  signed  into  law  later  than 
the  date,  June  30.  Any  such  new  or  revised  legislation  will  be  printed  in  the  Fall, 

1968,  Special  Supplement,  which  will  cover  the  period  July  1,  1967-June  30,  1968. 
Subsequent  supplements  will  cover  similar  periods  of  time. 

Each  forthcoming  supplement  will  be  prepared  in  the  same  looseleaf,  punched 
format  so  that  pages  may  be  added  to  the  original  volume.  Fall,  1965,  and  the 
compilation  kept  up  to  date  until  such  time  a  new  one  is  issued.  Copies  of  the 
separates  will  be  distributed  to  all  regular  recipients  of  News  Notes  of  California 
Libraries.  Paging  and  filing  instructions  will  be  included  with  each  separate. 

The  pages  of  this  supplement  should  be  interfiled  in  your  copy  of  the  basic 
compilation  of  California  Library  Laws,  the  Fall,  1965,  issue  of  News  Notes  as 
revised  by  the  Fall,  1966,  Special  Supplement,  in  place  of  the  original  pages  now 
replaced.  Superseded  pages  of  the  Fall,  1965,  and  Special  Supplement,  Fall,  1966, 
issues  may  be  discarded.  As  no  additions  were  necessary  to  the  original  index, 
supplementary  pages  for  that  have  not  been  prepared.  There  will  of  course  be  a 
number  of  citations  in  the  original  index  to  sections  now  removed.  For  filing  con- 
venience, the  Table  of  Contents  has  been  reprinted  in  this  supplement.

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of  the  contract  from  establishing  a  county  free  library  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27151),  if  none  is  al- 
ready established.  Upon  the  establishment  of  any  county  free  library, 
the  contract  may  be  terminated  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  parties  thereto,  or  may  continue  for  the  term  thereof. 

27163.  Contract  with  city  library.  Instead  of  establishing  a  sepa- 
rate county  free  library,  the  board  of  supervisors  may  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  board  of  library  trustees  or  other  authority  in  charge  of 
the  free  public  library  of  any  city  and  the  board  of  library  trustees,  or 
other  authority  in  charge  of  the  free  public  library,  may  make  such 
a  contract.  The  contract  may  provide  that  the  free  puljlic  library  of  the 
city  shall  assume  the  functions  of  a  county  free  library  within  the 
county  with  which  the  contract  is  made,  including  cities  in  the  county. 
The  board  of  supervisors  may  agree  to  pay  annually  into  the  library 
fund  of  the  city  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  Either  party  to  the 
contract  may  terminate  the  contract  by  giving  six  months'  notice  of  in- 
tention to  do  so. 

27164.  Disestablishment.  After  a  county  free  library  has  been 
established,  it  may  be  disestablished  in  the  same  manner  as  it  was 
established.  At  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  prior  to 
taking  any  action,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  publish,  in  a  news- 
paper designated  by  them,  and  published  in  the  county,  notice  of  the 
contemplated  action,  giving  therein  the  date  of  the  meeting  at  which 
the  contemplated  action  is  proposed  to  be  taken. 

27165.  Annexation  of  territory.  Whenever  any  of  the  territory 
being  served  by  a  county  free  library  is  annexed  to,  or  otherwise  in- 
cluded within,  any  municipal  corporation  not  served  by  the  county 
free  library,  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  shall  order  the 
county  free  library  to  continue  to  serve  the  territory  annexed  to,  or 
otherwise  included  within  the  municipality,  until  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  or  years  for  which  a  tax  has  been  levied  upon  the  property  of 
the  annexed  territory  for  the  support  of  the  county  free  library. 

27166.  Non-resident  fee.  The  board  of  supervisors  may  establish 
a  reasonable  fee  to  be  collected  from  persons  who  desire  to  participate 
in  the  services  and  benefits  of  the  county  free  library  and  who  are  not 
residents  of  the  territory  in  the  county  which  is  liable  for  taxes  for 
county  free  library  purposes.  In  establishing  the  fee,  the  board  may 
also  prescribe  such  regulations  or  limitations  applicable  to  the  use  of 
the  county  free  library  by  such  persons  as  may  reasonably  be  necessary. 

Akticle  2.     The  County  Librakian 
_  27201.     County  librarian.    Upon  the  establishment  of  a  county  free 
library,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librarian. 

27201.5.  Civil  service  benefits.  If  any  county  adopts  a  civil  serv- 
ice system  or  a  limited  civil  service  system  for  county  officers  and 
employees,  the  county  librarian  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  such 
civil  service  system. 

This  section  does  not  limit  any  powers  conferred  on  any  county  by 
charter. 
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27202.  Certificate.  No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  county 
librarian  unless  prior  to  bis  appointment,  be  bas  received  from  tbe 
board  of  library  examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the  office. 

27203.  Residence.  At  the  time  of  bis  appointment,  the  county 
librarian  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State 
of  California. 

27204.  Sex.  Persons  of  either  sex  are  eligible  to  certification  for 
the  office  of  county  librarian. 

27205.  Oath  and  bond.  The  county  librarian  shall,  prior  to  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  file  with  the  county  clerk  the  usual 
oath  of  office  and  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties,  with  sufficient  sureties  approved  by  a  judge  of  the  superior 
court  in  the  county  of  which  the  librarian  is  to  be  the  county  librarian, 
in  such  sum  as  is  determined  by  the  board  of  supervisors. 

27206.  Duties.  The  county  librarian  shall,  subject  to  the  general 
rules  adopted  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  build  up  and  manage,  ac- 
cording to  accepted  principles  of  library  management,  a  library  for  the 
use  of  the  people  of  the  county,  and  shall  determine  what  books  and 
other  library  equipment  shall  be  purchased. 

27207.  Payment  of  salary.  The  salary  of  the  county  librarians 
shall  be  paid  by  each  of  the  counties  in  equal  monthly  installments  at 
the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  and  out  of  the  same  fund  as  the 
salaries  of  other  county  officers  are  paid. 

27207.1.  Source  of  salary.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  a  county 
over  400,000  population,  as  determined  by  the  1960  Decennial  Census, 
maintaining  a  county  free  library  may  provide  that  the  salary  of  the 
county  librarian  be  paid  from  the  same  fund  used  for  maintaining  and 
operating  the  county  free  library. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  modifying  the  status 
of  the  county  librarian  as  a  county  official  pursuant  to  Section  24000 
of  the  Government  Code. 

27208.  Traveling  expenses.  The  county  librarian  and  his  assist- 
ant shall  be  allowed  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  incurred 
on  the  business  of  the  office. 

27209.  Qualification  certificate.  Except  when  the  county  librarian 
is  temporarily  absent,  no  person  shall  serve  in  the  position  of  county 
librarian  under  the  title  of  acting  county  librarian,  or  assistant  librarian 
in  charge,  or  any  other  such  title,  unless  the  person  has  received  from 
the  Board  of  Library  Examiners  a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the 
position  of  county  librarian. 

In  the  event  qualified  candidates  for  the  position  of  the  county  li- 
brarian cannot  be  found,  the  county  supervisors  shall  secure  a  written 
permission  from  the  Board  of  Library  Examiners  to  appoint  an  un- 
qualified person  to  the  position.  This  written  permission  may  be  granted 
by  the  library  examiners  for  a  period  of  time  up  to  but  not  exceeding 
one  year.  The  examiners  may  from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion 
renew  the  permit. 
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The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  present  appoint- 
ment or  reappointment  of  any  person  serving  on  September  11,  1957, 
in  any  position  which  is  in  lieu  of  the  position  of  county  librarian. 

Article  3.     Government-State  Board  of  Library  Examiners 

27251.  Board  of  library  examiners.  There  is  in  the  State  Govern- 
ment a  commission  known  as  the  Board  of  Library  Examiners,  consist- 
ing of  the  State  Librarian,  who  is  ex  officio  chairman  of  the  board,  the 
librarian  of  the  public  library  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
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6348.  Real  Property.  A  board  may  expend  surplus  funds  in  ex- 
cess of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  under  its  control,  not  necessary 
for  use  to  maintain  the  law  library,  to  acquire  or  lease  real  property 
and  erect  thereon  a  library  building  to  house  the  law  library.  In  the 
alternative,  a  board  of  law  library  trustees,  may  appropriate  from  such 
surplus  funds  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  so  much 
as  in  the  discretion  of  said  board  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  adequate 
quarters  for  the  law  library  in  any  building  hereafter  erected  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  law  library  is  main- 
tained. The  moneys  so  appropriated  shall  not  be  more  than  the  pro- 
portion of  the  total  cost  of  such  building  which  the  space  allotted  to 
the  law  library  bears  to  the  total  usable  space  in  the  building.  The 
moneys  so  appropriated  may  be  transferred  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  for  use  in  erecting  the  building,  or  may  be  paid 
directly  on  contracts  for  the  erection  thereof  made  by  the  board  of 
supervisors, 

6348.1.  Buildings:  Appropriation:  Land  for  library  building.  An 
appropriation  to  obtain  quarters  for  the  law  library  in  a  building  to  be 
erected  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county,  may  be  made  subject 
to  such  terms  and  conditions,  including  approval  of  plans  and  speci- 
fications, and  regarding  maintenance  and  use  of  the  quarters,  as  may 
be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  and  the 
board  of  supervisors. 

Where  a  board  of  law  library  trustees  determines  to  erect  a  library 
building  to  house  the  law  library,  the  State  of  California  or  the  county 
or  the  city  in  which  the  building  is  to  be  located,  may  set  apart  and 
dedicate  or  lease  land  owned  by  any  of  them  for  the  permanent  use 
of  the  building  and  access  thereto. 

6348.2.  Loan  for  building.  "When  a  board  of  law  library  trustees 
in  any  county  having  a  population  in  excess  of  two  million  determines 
to  erect  a  library  building  to  house  the  law  library,  it  may  borrow 
money  for  that  purpose  and  repay  the  loan  from  its  future  income. 
The  board  may  borrow  the  money  from  any  person,  or  private  or  pub- 
lic agency,  or  corporation,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  half  of  the 
funds  of  the  board  allocated  to  the  construction  of  the  building,  upon 
such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  board  and  the  lender  and 
approved  by  resolution  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county. 

6348.3.  Library  building.  A  library  building  erected  to  house  the 
law  library  may  include  not  more  than  four  courtrooms  with  offices  in 
connection  therewith,  offices  for  use  of  a  county  bar  association,  and 
an  office  for  a  notary  public  and  public  stenographer,  which  courtrooms 
and  offices  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  lease,  the  income  to  be 
deposited  in  the  law  library  fund. 

6348.4.  Sale  of  real  property.  Eeal  property  acquired  by  a  board 
other  then  by  dedication,  may  be  sold  by  the  board  to  the  State  of 
California  or  to  any  governmental  agency,  the  proceeds  to  be  deposited 
in  the  law  library  fund. 

6348.5.  L[ivestment  of  surplus  funds.  A  board  of  law  library 
trustees  may  invest  surplus  funds,  with  the  approval  of  the  county 
treasurer,  in  excess  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars   ($100,000)   or 
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of  the  average  annual  expenditures  of  the  library  for  the  four  fiscal 
years  immediately  preceding  the  investment,  whichever  is  lesser,  in 
bonds  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state.  Bonds 
so  purchased  may  be  sold  at  any  time  in  the  discretion  of  the  board. 
In  computing  average  annual  expenditures  for  the  purposes  of  this 
section,  capital  expenditures  for  the  purchase  of  real  property  and 
construction  of  a  library  building  shall  not  be  included. 

6348.6.  Contract  with  supervisors  for  building.  In  any  county 
having  a  population  of  400,000  but  less  than  700,000,  a  board  of  law 
library  trustees  may  contract  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreeable  for  the  con- 
struction by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  a  law  library  building  or 
any  part  thereof  or  for  quarters  in  a  building  to  be  erected  by  the 
board  of  supervisors.  Such  agreement  may  be  made  subject  to  such 
terms  and  conditions  including  approval  of  plans  and  specifications, 
regarding  the  furnishing  and  equipping  of  the  building  or  quarters, 
and  regarding  maintenance  and  use  of  the  quarters,  as  may  be  mutu- 
ally agreed  upon  by  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  and  the  board  of 
supervisors.  Such  contract  may  provide  that  the  board  of  law  library 
trustees  shall  make  payments  to  the  board  of  supervisors  out  of  future 
income  in  payment  for  constructing  or  furnishing  or  equipping  such 
law  library  building  or  part  thereof  or  such  quarters  in  a  building. 
Any  contract  heretofore  executed  by  a  board  of  law  library  trustees 
and  a  board  of  supervisors,  which,  if  executed  subsequent  to  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  section  would  be  valid,  is  hereby  ratified  and  vali- 
dated. 

6349.  Annual  report.  Each  board  of  law  library  trustees,  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  of  each  year,  shall  make  an  annual 
report  to  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  law 
library  is  maintained,  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June.  A  copy  of  the  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  auditor 
of  the  county. 

The  report  shall  give  the  condition  of  their  trust,  with  full  state- 
ments of  all  their  property  and  money  received,  whence  derived,  how 
used  and  expended,  the  number  of  books,  periodicals  and  other  publi- 
cations on  hand,  the  number  added  by  purchase,  gift,  or  otherwise 
during  the  year,  the  number  lost  or  missing,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion as  might  be  of  interest. 

6350.  Financial  report.  A  financial  report,  showing  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  money,  shall  be  made  by  the  secretary,  duly  veri- 
fied by  his  oath,  at  the  same  time  that  the  report  of  the  board  is  made. 

Article  4.     General  Provisions 

6360.  Use  of  Library.  A  law  library  established  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter  shall  be  free  to  the  judiciary,  to  state  and  county 
officials,  to  members  of  the  State  Bar,  and  to  aU  residents  of  the 
county,  for  the  examination  of  books  and  other  publications  at  the 
library  or  its  branches. 

The  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  permit  the  removal  of  such 
books  and  other  publications  from  the  library  and  its  branches  as  it 
considers  proper,  subject  to  such  rules,  and,  in  its  discretion,  the  giving 
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of  such  security,  as  it  may  provide  to  insure  the  safekeeping  and 
prompt  return  thereof,  but  no  security  shall  be  required  of  members 
of  the  judiciary  or  county  officials.  The  board  may  provide  for  the 
levying  of  fines  and  charges  for  violation  of  the  rules,  and  may  make 
charges  to  cover  the  cost  of  special  services,  such  as  the  making  of 
photo  copies  of  pages  of  library  books,  and  messenger  service. 

The  board  of  law  library  trustees  may  require  persons  other  than 
members  of  the  judiciary,  county  officials,  and  members  of  the  bar 
resident  in  the  county,  to  pay  such  dues  as  the  board  may  fix  for  the 
privilege  of  removing  books  and  other  publications  from  the  library. 

6361.  Quarters.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which 
the  law  library  is  established  shall  provide  sufficient  quarters  for  the 
use  of  the  library  upon  request  of  the  board  of  law  library  trustees, 
except  that  the  board  of  supervisors  need  not  provide  such  quarters 
when  the  board  of  law  library  trustees  determines  it  has  sufficient 
funds,  over  and  above  those  necessary  for  operation  and  maintenance 
expenses,  to  provide  its  own  quarters.  Such  provision  may  include, 
with  the  room  or  rooms  provided,  suitable  furniture,  window  shades, 
floor  coverings,  lighting,  heat  and  telephone  and  janitor  service. 

6362.5,  Information  on  new  materials.  The  State  Librarian  shall 
periodically  supply  to  each  law  library  established  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  chapter,  and  requesting  the  same,  information  regarding 
newly  published  materials  to  aid  such  libraries  in  their  selection  of  new 
materials. 

6363.  Declaration  of  intent.  Whenever  a  law  library,  and  a  board 
of  trustees  to  govern  the  same,  is  in  existence  under  the  provisions 
of  any  law,  other  than  the  law  superseded  by  this  chapter,  in  any 
county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this  state,  this  chapter  shall  not  be 
considered  a  repeal  of  any  legislation  under  which  such  library  was 
established  and  is  now  governed,  but  shall  be  deemed  to  confer  upon 
such  library  the  benefits  of  Sections  6321,  6322,  6322.1,  6326,  6341, 
6345,  6346,  6346.5,  and  6347. 

6364.  Discretion  of  supervisors.  It  is  discretionary  with  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the 
application  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  to  the  county. 

6365.  Discontinuance  of  Library.  Whenever  the  board  of  super- 
visors in  any  county  in  this  state  in  which  there  is  but  one  judge  of  the 
superior  court,  which  board  shall  have  adopted  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  and  established  a  law  library,  desire  to  discontinue  such  law 
library,  they  shall  by  ordinance  declare  their  intention  so  to  do,  and 
shall  provide  in  such  ordinance  that  the  books  already  in  the  library 
shall  be  transferred  to  and  kept  in  the  chambers  of  the  judge  of  the 

I    superior  court  of  such  county.  All  moneys  on  hand  in  the  law  library 

j   fund  of  such  county,  and  the  office  of  member  of  the  board  of  law 

library  trustees  of  such  law  library  shall  be  abolished.  After  such  an 

ordinance  takes  effect,  the  county  clerk  of  such  county  shall  not  collect 

the  fees  and  costs  provided  for  the  law  library.

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LIBRARY  DISTRICTS  IN  UNINCORPORATED  TOWNS 
AND  VILLAGES 

(Educ.  Code  Sees.  27501-27665) 

Article  1.    Formation 

27501.  Establishment.  Any  unincorporated  town  or  village  of 
this  state  may  establish,  equip,  and  maintain  a  public  library  for  the 
dissemination  of  knowledge  of  the  arts,  sciences,  and  general  literature, 
in  accordance  with  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27502.  Petition  and  election.  Upon  the  application,  by  petition, 
of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  any  unincorporated  town  or 
village  to  the  board  of  supervisors  in  the  county  in  which  the  town  or 
village  is  located,  praying  for  the  formation  of  a  library  district, 
and  setting  forth  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  district,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall,  within  10  days  after  receiving  the  petition,  by  reso- 
lution, order  that  an  election  be  held  in  the  proposed  district  for  the 
determination  of  the  question  and  shall  appoint  three  qualified  electors 
of  the  proposed  district  to  conduct  the  election. 

27503.  Election  notice.  The  election  shall  be  called  by  posting 
notice  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  proposed  library  district, 
and  by  publication  in  a  daily  or  weekly  paper,  if  there  is  one,  at 
least  once  a  week  for  not  less  than  15  days.  The  notices  shall  specify 
the  time,  place,  and  the  purposes  of  the  election,  and  the  hours  during 
which  the  polls  will  be  kept  open. 

27504.  Votingf  hours.  In  districts  with  a  population  of  10,000  or 
over,  the  polls  shall  be  opened  at  8  o'clock  a.m.,  and  kept  open  until  7 
o'clock  p.m.,  and  in  districts  where  the  population  is  less  than  10,000, 
the  polls  shall  not  be  opened  before  1  o'clock  p.m.,  and  shall  be  kept 
open  not  less  than  six  hours. 

27505.  Conduct  of  election.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  general  election  laws  of  this  state,  where  applicable, 
without  reference  to  form  of  ballot  or  manner  of  voting,  except  that 
the  ballot  shall  contain  the  words,  "For  library  district,"  and  the 
voter  shall  write  or  print  after  the  words  on  his  ballot  the  word 
' '  Yes, ' '  or  the  word  "  No. " 

27506.  Electors.  Every  qualified  elector,  resident  within  the  pro- 
posed district  for  the  period  requisite  to  enable  him  to  vote  at  a 
general  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election. 

27507.  Report  of  results.  The  election  officers  shall  report  the 
result  of  the  election  to  the  board  of  supervisors  within  five  days  after 
the  election. 

27508.  Board  of  library  trustees.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  at 
the  election  is  in  favor  of  a  library  district,  the  board  of  supervisors 
shall  by  resolution,  establish  the  library  district,  and  shall  appoint  five 
trustees,  who  shall  be  qualified  electors  and  residents  within  the  limits 
of  the  district,  to  be  known  as  a  board  of  library  trustees  of  the  town 
or  village  for  which  they  are  appointed. 
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27509.  Compensation.  The  trustees  shall  serve  without  compen- 
sation. 

27511.  Vacajicies.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term. 

27512.  Unfavorable  vote.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  is 
against  a  library  district,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  by  order,  so 
declare,  and  no  other  proceedings  shall  be  taken  in  relation  thereto 
until  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  presentation  of  the 
petition. 

27513.  Conclnsiveness  of  proceedings.  The  fact  of  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  petition,  and  the  order  establishing  the  library  district  and 
making  the  appointment  of  the  five  library  trustees,  shall  be  entered 
in  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  supervisors  and  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  the  due  presentation  of  a  proper  petition,  and  that  each  of 
the  petitioners  was,  at  the  time  of  signature  and  presentation  of  the 
petition,  a  taxpayer  and  resident  of  the  proposed  district,  and  of  the 
fact  and  regularity  of  all  prior  proceedings  of  every  kind  and  nature 
provided  for  by  this  article  (commencing  at  Section  27501),  and  of 
the  existence  and  validity  of  the  district. 


Article  2.    Powers 

27551.  Monthly  meeting.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  meet 
at  least  once  a  month,  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may  fix  by  resolu- 
tion. 

27552.  Special  meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  three  trustees,  by  written  notices  served  upon  each  member 
at  least  twelve  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting. 

27553.  Quorum.  Three  members  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

27554.  Organization  of  board.  At  its  first  meeting  held  after  the 
general  district  election  the  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of 
its  number  president,  and  another  one  of  its  number  secretary.  They 
shall  serve  as  such  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

27555.  Certificate  of  establishment.  The  board  shall  cause  a  proper 
record  of  its  proceedings  to  be  kept,  and  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  it  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  made  out  and  filed 
with  the  Department  of  Education  at  Sacramento  a  certificate  showing 
that  the  library  has  been  established,  with  the  date  thereof,  the  names 
of  the  trustees,  and  the  officers  of  the  board  chosen  for  the  current 
fiscal  year. 

27556.  Rules.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  make  and  en- 
force all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  administra- 
tion, government,  and  protection  of  the  library  under  its  management, 
and  all  property  belonging  to  it. 
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27557.  Gifts.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  administer  any 
trust  declared  or  created  for  the  library,  and  receive  by  gift,  devise, 
or  bequest,  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this 
state  or  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the 
property  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

27558.  Officers  and  employees.  The  btfard  of  library  trustees  shall 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library,  determine  the  number  of  and  ap- 
point all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The  officers 
and  employees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  board, 

27559.  Purchases.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 
necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and  other  personal  property. 

27560.  Real  property.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  also 
purchase  such  real  property,  and  erect  or  rent  and  equip,  such  build- 
ing or  rooms,  as  in  its  judgment  is  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27561.  State  publications.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may  re- 
quest the  appropriate  state  officials  to  furnish  the  library  with  copies 
of  any  and  all  reports,  laws,  and  other  publications  of  the  state  not 
otherwise  disposed  of  by  law. 

27562.  Books.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  borrow  books 
from,  lend  books  to,  and  exchange  books  with  other  libraries.  It  shall 
allow  nonresidents  to  borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  it  may  pre- 
scribe. 

27563.  General  duties.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501). 

27564.  Annual  report.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  file, 
through  the  librarian,  on  or  before  the  last  day  in  the  month  of  August 
of  each  year,  a  report  with  the  State  Librarian  at  Sacramento  giving 
the  condition  of  the  library  and  the  number  of  volumes  contained 
therein  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  preceding.  The  report  shall,  in 
addition  to  other  matters  deemed  expedient  by  the  board  of  trustees 
or  the  librarian,  contain  such  statistical  and  other  information  as  is 
deemed  desirable  by  the  State  Librarian.  For  this  purpose  the  State 
Librarian  may  send  to  the  several  district  librarians  instructions  or 
question  blanks  so  as  to  obtain  the  material  for  a  comparative  study 
of  library  conditions  in  the  state. 

27565.  Hours.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  designate  the 
hours  during  which  the  library  is  open  for  the  use  of  the  public.  All 
public  libraries  established  under  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27501),  shall  be  open  for  the  use  of  the  public  during  every  day  in 
the  year  except  on  such  legal  holidays  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
board  of  library  trustees. 
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27566.  Animal  estimate  of  costs.  In  any  library  district  formed 
under  tlie  provisions  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501), 
which  maintains  a  public  library,  or  which  has  petitioned  for  and 
been  granted  permission  to  establish,  and  intends  to  maintain  a  public 
library  in  accordance  with  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501), 
the  board  of  library  trustees  shall  furnish  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  the  county  in  which  the  library  district  is  situated,  each  and  every 
year,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  any  or  all  of  the  following : 

(a)  Leasing  temporary  quarters. 

(b)  Purchasing  a  suitable  lot. 

(c)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(d)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building  and  fencing  and  or- 
namenting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  library. 

(e)  Conducting  and  maintaining  the  library  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year. 

27567.  Bond  elections.  The  board  of  library  trustees  may,  when 
in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  upon  the  petition  of  50 
or  more  taxpayers  residing  within  the  library  district  shall,  call  an 
election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  library  district  the  question 
of  whether  the  bonds  of  the  library  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold 
for  any  or  all  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section 
27501). 

27568.  Tax  levy.  When  the  estimate  has  been  submitted  to  the 
board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall,  at  the  time  of 
levying  county  taxes,  levy  a  special  tax  upon  all  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty within  the  limits  of  the  library  district,  sufficient  in  amount  to 
maintain  the  public  library,  or  to  purchase  the  site,  erect  and  equip 
the  building,  improve  the  grounds  or  building,  or  for  any  or  all  of 
the  purposes  of  this  chapter  (commencing  at  Section  27501).  The 
taxes  shall  be  computed,  entered  upon  the  tax  roll,  and  collected  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  computed,  entered,  and  collected. 

27569.  Library  fund.  The  revenue  derived  from  the  tax,  together 
with  all  money  acquired  by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury,  to  the 
credit  of  the  library  fund  of  the  district  in  which  the  tax  is  collected, 
subject  only  to  the  order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district.  If  pay- 
ment into  the  treasury  is  inconsistent  with  the  terms  or  conditions  of 
any  gift,  devise,  or  bequest,  the  board  of  library  trustees  shall  provide 
for  the  safety  and  preservation  of  the  fund,  and  the  application  thereof 
to  the  use  of  the  library,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  gift,  devise  or  bequest. 

27570.  Warrants.  Upon  the  receipt  by  the  county  auditor  of  an 
order  of  the  library  trustees  of  the  district  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
upon  the  county  treasurer  for  the  amount  stated  in  the  order. 

27571.  Nonpayment.  When  any  warrant  is  presented  to  the  treas- 
urer for  payment  and  it  is  not  paid  for  want  of  funds  the  treasurer 
shall  endorse  thereon  "not  paid  for  want  of  funds"  with  the  date  of 
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presentation  and  sign  Ms  name  thereto  and  from  that  time  the  war- 
rant bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum  until  it  is 
paid  or  until  funds  are  available  for  its  pajonent  and  the  county  treas- 
urer gives  notice  to  the  warrant  holder  that  funds  are  available  for 
payment.  The  giving  of  the  notice  is  deemed  complete  upon  deposit 
thereof  in  the  United  States  mail  in  a  sealed  envelope  addressed  to 
the  warrant  holder  at  his  address  given  by  him  at  the  time  of  presenta- 
tion of  the  warrant  to  the  treasurer,  with  postage  thereon  fully  pre- 
paid and  registered. 

27572.  Rules.  Every  library  established  under  this  chapter  (com- 
mencing at  Section  27501)  shall  be  forever  free  to  the  inhabitants  and 
nonresident  taxpayers  of  the  library  district,  subject  always  to  such 
rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  may  be  made  by  the  board  of  library 
trustees.  For  any  violation  of  the  rules,  regulations,  or  by-laws  a  person 
may  be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges  of  the  library. 

27573.  Service  contracts.  Boards  of  library  trustees  and  the 
boards  of  trustees  of  neighboring  library  districts,  or  the  legislative 
bodies  of  neighboring  municipalities,  or  boards  of  supervisors  of  the 
counties  in  which  public  libraries  are  situated,  may  contract  to  lend 
the  books  of  the  libraries  to  residents  of  the  counties  or  neighboring 
municipalities,  or  library  districts,  upon  a  reasonable  compensation  to 
be  paid  by  the  counties,  neighboring  municipalities,  or  library  districts. 

27574.  Legal  title.  The  title  to  all  property  acquired  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  libraries,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of  its  ac- 
quisition, or  not  otherwise  designated,  vests  in  the  district  in  which  the 
libraries  are,  or  are  to  be  situated. 

27575.  Name.     Every  library  district  shall  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of library  district,    (using  the  name  of 

the  district),  of county,  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in 

which  the  district  is  situated).  In  that  name  the  trustees  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  and  may  hold  and  convey  property  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  district.  A  number  shall  not  be  used  as  a  part  of  the  designation 
of  any  library  district. 

Article  2.5.  Claims 
27591.  Claims.  All  claims  for  money  or  damages  against  the  dis- 
trict are  governed  by  Part  3  (commencing  with  Section  900)  and  Part 
4  (commencing  with  Section  940)  of  Division  3.6  of  Title  1  of  the  Gov- 
ernment Code  except  as  provided  therein,  or  by  other  statutes  or  regu- 
lations expressly  applicable  thereto. 

Article  3.    Election  of  Trustees 
27601.     Elections.     Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  article, 
all  district  elections  shall  be  called,  held,  and  conducted  in  all  respects 
as  nearly  as  practicable  in  conformity  with  the  Uniform  District  Elec- 
tion Law. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  chapter,  the  terms  of 
office  of  members  of  the  board  in  aU  districts  existing  on  January  1, 
1969,  shall  be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  23505  of  the  Elections 
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Code,  and  the  terms  of  office  of  members  of  the  board  in  all  new  dis- 
tricts shall  be  determined  as  provided  in  Section  23506  of  the  Elections 
Code. 

27606.  Notice  of  election.  Not  less  than  30  days  before  the  elec- 
tion, the  trustees  shall  post  notices  in  three  public  places  in  the  district, 
one  of  which  places  shall  be  the  public  library  and  copies  shall  be 
posted  in  each  branch  library,  and  cause  such  notice  to  be  published 
in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  district.  The  notices  shall 
specify  the  time  and  place  of  the  election,  and  the  hours  during  which 
the  polls  will  be  kept  open.  If  within  10  days  of  holding  the  election 
the  trustees  have  failed  to  post  the  notices,  then  any  three  electors  of 
the  district  may  give  notice.  In  odd-numbered  years,  not  less  than  10 
days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  election,  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
mail  to  each  registered  voter  residing  within  the  district,  a  card  desig- 
nating the  polling  place  and  time  of  the  election,  and  a  sample  ballot. 
In  even-numbered  years,  notification  of  time  of  election  and  polling 
place  shall  be  mailed  to  each  registered  voter  residing  within  the  dis- 
trict with  the  notification  of  state  primary  election. 

27610.  Qualified  electors.  Every  elector,  resident  of  the  library 
district,  who  is  a  qualified  elector  of  the  county,  and  who  is  registered 
in  the  district  where  the  election  is  held  at  least  54  days  before  the 
election,  may  vote  at  the  election. 

Article  4.    Bonds 

27651.  Purposes.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district 
may,  when  in  their  judgment  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  shall,  upon 
a  petition  of  50  or  more  taxpayers  and  residents  of  the  library  district, 
call  an  election  and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  district  the  question 
of  whether  the  bonds  of  the  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  money  for  any  or  all  of  the  following : 

(a)  The  purchase  of  suitable  lots. 

(b)  Procuring  plans  and  specifications  and  erecting  a  suitable  build- 
ing. 

(c)  Furnishing  and  equipping  the  building,  and  fencing  and  orna- 
menting the  grounds,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public  li- 
brary. 

(d)  Any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  chapter. 

(e)  Liquidating  any  indebtedness  incurred  for  the  purposes. 

(f)  Refunding  any  outstanding  valid  indebtedness,  evidenced  by 
bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

27652.  Notice.  The  election  shall  be  called  by  posting  notices, 
signed  by  the  board,  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  district, 
for  not  less  than  20  days  before  the  election,  and  by  publishing  the 
notice  not  less  than  once  a  week  for  three  successive  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  district  if  there  is  one,  or  if  there  is  none,  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  county. 

27653.  Contents  of  notice.    The  notice  shaU  contain : 

(a)  Time  and  place  of  holding  the  election. 

(b)  The  names  of  inspectors  and  judges  to  conduct  the  election. 
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(c)  The  hours  during  the  day  in  which  the  polls  will  be  open. 

(d)  The  amount  and  denomination  of  the  bonds,  the  rate  of  interest, 
and  the  number  of  years,  not  exceeding  40,  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  bonds  are  to  be  run. 

27654.  Conduct  of  elections.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  relating  to  the  election  of  trustees, 
insofar  as  they  are  applicable  to  the  election  for  bonds. 

27655.  Method  of  voting.  Voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  general  election  law  in  regard  to  form  of  ballot,  or  manner 
of  voting,  except  that  the  words  to  appear  on  the  ballot  shall  be, 
"bonds — Yes,"  and  "bonds — No."  Persons  voting  at  the  bond  elec- 
tion shall  put  a  cross  (-f)  upon  their  ballots,  with  pencil  or  ink,  after 
the  words,  "bonds — ^Yes,"  or  "bonds — ^No,"  as  the  case  may  be,  to 
indicate  whether  they  have  voted  for  or  against  the  issuance  of  the 
bonds.  The  ballot  shall  be  handed  by  the  elector  voting  to  the  inspector, 
who  shall  then,  in  his  presence,  deposit  the  ballot  in  the  ballot  box,  and 
the  judges  shall  enter  the  elector's  name  on  poll  list. 

27656.  Favorable  vote.  On  the  seventh  day  after  the  election,  at 
8  o'clock  p.m.,  the  returns  having  been  made  to  the  board  of  trustees, 
the  board  shall  meet  and  canvass  the  returns,  and  if  it  appears  that 
more  than  one-half  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  election  are  in  favor  of  issu- 
ing the  bonds,  then  the  board  shall  cause  an  entry  of  the  fact  to  be 
made  upon  its  minutes  and  shall  certify  to  the  board  of  supervisors, 
all  the  proceedings  had  in  the  premises.  Thereupon  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  issue  the  bonds  of  the  district,  to  the  number  and 
amount  provided  in  the  proceedings,  payable  out  of  the  building  fund 
of  the  district,  naming  the  district. 

27657.  Taxation.  The  money  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  upon  the 
taxable  property  in  the  district,  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds  and 
the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon. 

27658.  Bonded  limitation.  The  total  amount  of  bonds  issued  shall 
not  exceed  5  percent  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  as  shown 
by  the  last  equalized  assessment  book  of  the  county. 

27659.  Form  and  term.  The  board  of  supervisors  by  an  order 
entered  upon  its  minutes  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bonds  and 
of  the  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  and  shall  fix  the  time  when 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  shall  be  payable, 
which  shall  not  be  more  than  40  years  from  the  date  thereof. 

27660.  Interest.  Sale.  The  bonds  shall  not  bear  a  greater  amount 
of  interest  than  6  percent,  to  be  payable  annually  or  semiannually.  The 
bonds  shall  be  sold  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  board  of  super- 
visors, but  for  not  less  than  par,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  building 
fund  of  the  library  district,  and  shall  be  drawn  out  for  the  purposes 
for  which  the  bonds  were  issued  as  other  library  moneys  are  drawn  out. 

27661.  Tax  levy.  The  board  of  supervisors,  at  the  time  of  making 
the  tax  levy  of  taxes  for  county  purposes,  shall  levy  a  tax  for  that  year 
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upon  the  taxable  property  in  the  district,  at  the  equalized  assessed  value 
thereof  for  that  year,  for  the  interest  and  redemption  of  the  bonds. 
The  tax  shall  not  be  less  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  bonds 
for  that  year,  and  such  portion  of  the  principal  as  is  to  become  due 
during  the  year.  In  any  event  the  tax  shall  be  high  enough  to  raise, 
annually,  for  the  first  half  of  the  term  the  bonds  have  to  run,  a  suffi- 
cient sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon,  and  during  the  balance  of  the 
term,  high  enough  to  pay  the  annual  interest  and  to  pay,  annually,  a 
proportion  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  equal  to  a  sum  produced  by 
taking  the  whole  amount  of  the  bonds  outstanding  and  dividing  it  by 
the  number  of  j^ears  the  bonds  then  have  to  run. 

27662.  Payment  of  bonds.  All  money  levied,  when  collected,  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library  district, 
and  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the 
bonds,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  The  principal  and  interest  on  the 
bonds  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
county  auditor,  out  of  the  fund  provided  therefor.  The  county  auditor 
shall  cancel  and  file  with  the  county  treasurer  the  bonds  and  coupons 
as  rapidly  as  they  are  paid. 

27663.  Cancellation.  Whenever  any  bonds  issued  under  this  arti- 
cle (commencing  at  Section  27651)  remain  unsold  for  the  period  of  six 
months  after  having  been  offered  for  sale  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  supervisors,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  library  dis- 
trict for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were  issued,  or  of  any 
library  district  composed  wholly  or  partly  of  territory  which,  at  the 
time  of  holding  the  election  authorizing  the  issuance  of  the  bonds,  was 
embraced  within  the  district  for  or  on  account  of  which  the  bonds  were 
issued,  may  petition  the  board  of  super\dsors  to  cause  the  unsold  bonds 
to  be  withdrawn  from  market  and  canceled. 

27664.  Notice  of  hearing.  Upon  receiving  the  petition,  signed  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  supervisors  shall 
fix  a  time  for  hearing  the  petition,  which  shall  be  not  more  than  30 
days  thereafter,  and  shall  cause  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place  of 
hearing,  and  the  object  of  the  petition  in  general  terms,  to  be  published 
for  10  days  prior  to  the  day  of  hearing,  in  some  newspaper  published 
in  the  library  district,  if  there  is  one,  and  if  there  is  no  newspaper 
published  in  the  library  district,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  at 
the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  the  library  district  or  part 
thereof  is  situated. 

27665.  Order.     At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  notice  for 

hearing  the  petition,  or  at  any  subsequent  time  to  which  the  hearing  is 
postponed,  the  supervisors  shall  hear  any  reasons  that  are  submitted  for 
or  against  the  granting  of  the  petition,  and  if  they  deem  it  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  library  district  that  the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled,  they 
shall  make  and  enter  an  order  in  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  that 
the  unsold  bonds  be  canceled.  Thereupon  the  bonds,  and  the  vote  by 
which  they  were  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall  cease  to  be  of  any 
validity  whatever. 
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28108.  Unfavorable  vote.  If  more  than  one-third  of  the  votes 
cast  in  the  election  is  against  a  library  district,  the  board  of  super- 
visors shall,  by  order,  so  declare  and  no  other  proceeding  shall  be  taken 
in  relation  thereto  nntil  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
presentation  of  the  petition. 

28109.  Conclusive  evidence.  The  fact  of  the  presentation  of  the 
petition  and  the  order  establishing  the  library  district  shall  be  entered 
on  the  minutes  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  and  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  due  presentation  of  a  proper  petition,  and  that  each  of 
the  petitioners  was,  at  the  time  of  signature  and  presentation  of  the 
petition  a  taxpayer  and  resident  of  the  proposed  district,  and  of  the 
fact  and  regularity  of  all  prior  proceedings  of  every  kind  and  nature 
provided  for  by  this  article  (commencing  at  Section  28101)  and  of  the 
existence  and  validity  of  the  district. 

28110.  Name.     Every  library  district  shall  be  designated  by  the 

name  and  style  of  " library  district  (using  the  name  of  the 

district)  of County  (using  the  name  of  the  county  in  which 

the  district  is  situated)."  A  number  shall  not  be  used  as  a  part  of 
the  designation  of  any  library  district. 

28111.  Legal  action.  In  the  name  of  the  library  district,  the  gov- 
erning board  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  hold  and  convey  property 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  district. 

28112.  Term  of  trustees.  The  trustees  in  whose  control  the  li- 
brary district  has  been  placed  shall  severally  hold  office  during  the 
term  for  which  they  have  been  elected  as  trustees  of  the  union  high 
school  district. 

Article  4.     Dissolution  of  Districts 

28151.  Election.  The  district  may  at  any  time  be  dissolved  if 
two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  an  election  called  by  the  library  trustees 
upon  the  question  of  dissolution  are  in  favor  of  the  dissolution. 

28152.  Conduct  of  election.  The  election  shall  be  called  and  con- 
ducted in  the  same  manner  as  other  elections  of  the  district. 

28153.  Property.  Upon  dissolution,  the  property  of  the  district 
shall  vest  in  any  union  high  school  district  in  which  the  library  is  sit- 
uated. 

28154.  Bonded  indebtedness.  If  at  the  time  of  the  election  to 
dissolve  the  district,  there  is  any  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness  of 
the  district,  the  vote  to  dissolve  the  district  shall  dissolve  it  for  all 
purposes  excepting  only  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  indebtedness.  From  the  time  the  district  is  dissolved  until 
the  bonded  indebtedness,  with  the  interest  thereon,  is  fully  paid,  satis- 
fied, and  discharged,  the  board  of  supervisors  is  ex  officio  the  library 
board  of  the  district.  The  board  shall  levy  such  taxes  and  perform  such 
other  acts  as  are  necessary  in  order  to  raise  money  for  the  payment  of 
the  indebtedness  and  the  interest  thereon. 
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Aeticle  5.    LIeetings  op  Boards  of  Trustees 

28201.  Monthly  meetings.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  month,  at  sneh  time  and  place  as  it  may  fix  by  reso- 
lution. 

28202.  Special  meetings.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  two  trustees,  by  written  notices  served  upon  each  member  at 
least  12  hours  before  the  time  specified  for  the  meeting. 

28203.  Quorum.     Three   members   constitute   a   quorum  for   the 

transaction  of  business. 

28204.  Organization.  At  its  first  meeting  held  after  the  first  day 
of  July  the  board  shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  its  number  presi- 
dent, and  another  one  of  its  number  secretary.  They  shall  serve  as 
such  for  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

28205.  Records.     The  board  shall  cause  a  proper  record  of  its 

proceedings  to  be  kept. 

28206.  Certificate  of  establishment.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  any  library  district  formed  under  this  chapter 
(commencing  at  Section  28001)  it  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  made 
out  and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Education  at  Sacramento  a  cer- 
tificate showing  that  the  library  has  been  established,  with  the  date 
thereof,  the  names  of  the  trustees,  and  the  officers  of  the  board  chosen 
for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Article  6.     Powers  of  Boards  op  Trustees 

28251.  Rules.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  make  and  en- 
force all  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the  administra- 
tion, government,  and  protection  of  the  library  under  its  management, 
and  all  property  belonging  to  the  library. 

28252.  Gifts.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  administer  any 
trust  declared  or  created  for  the  library  and  receive  by  gift,  devise, 
or  bequest,  and  hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  situated  in  this 
state  or  elsewhere,  and  where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of  the 
property  for  the  benefit  of  the  library. 

28253.  OflScers  and  employees.  The  board  of  library  trustees  shaU 
prescribe  the  duties  and  powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary,  and  other 
officers  and  employees  of  the  library,  determine  the  number  of  and  ap- 
point all  officers  and  employees,  and  fix  their  compensation.  The  offi- 
cers and  emploj^ees  shall  hold  their  offices  and  positions  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  boards- 

28254.  Purchases.     The  board  of  library  trustees  shall  purchase 

necessary  books,  journals,  publications,  and  other  personal  property. 
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MISCELLANEOUS  PROVISIONS 

Corporations  to  Administer  Libraries

County  and  City  Publications 

(Gov.  Code,  Sec.  50110;  Elec.  Code,  Sec.  456) 

50110.  County  and  city  publications.  The  legislative  body,  and 
each  office,  officer,  or  employee  of  a  local  agency  shall  furnish  the  clerk 
three  copies  of  each  printed,  mimeographed,  or  processed  book, 
pamphlet,  report,  bulletin,  or  other  publication  issued  by  them  at  the 
expense  of  the  local  agency.  The  clerk  shall  send  one  copy  of  each 
publication  to  the  State  Library  at  Sacramento,  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Administration  of  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  and  the 
Bureau  of  Governmental  Research  of  the  University  of  California  at 
Los  Angeles,  to  be  preserved  for  reference  use  in  those  institutions. 

456.  Great  Register  indexes.  The  county  clerk  shall  have  bound 
together  in  one  or  more  volumes  a  general  index  of  the  books  of  affi- 
davits of  registration,  arranged  alphabetically  by  precincts,  and  shall 
keep  at  least  one  copy  of  the  general  index  in  his  office  for  public 
reference.  He  shall  also  transmit  one  copy  of  the  general  index  to  the 
State  Librarian  in  Sacramento.

1940.  Definitions.     As  used  in  this  article: 

(a)  "Citizen"  means  a  native-born  or  naturalized  citizen  of  the 
United  States. 

(b)  "Person  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen" 
does  not  include  a  person  who  fails  to  secure  his  certificate  of  natural- 
ization within  six  months  after  the  time  he  is  entitled  to  secure  such 
certificate. 

1941.  Citizens  only.  No  person  except  a  citizen  shall  be  employed 
in  any  department  of  the  State,  or  any  county,  or  city. 

1942.  Citizens  only.  No  person,  elected,  appointed,  or  commis- 
sioned to  any  office  in  the  State,  any  county,  or  city,  or  in  any  depart- 
ment thereof,  shall  appoint  or  employ  any  person  to  perform  any  duties 
whatsoever,  unless  such  person  so  appointed  or  employed  is  a  citizen. 
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1943.  Payments.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treas- 
ury or  out  of  the  treasury  of  any  county  or  city  to  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee unless  such  person  is  a  citizen. 

1944.  Exceptions.     This  article  shall  not  apply: 

(a)  Teachers.  To  the  employment,  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  or 
teaching  force  in  public  schools  or  in  schools  supported  in  whole  or 
in  part  by  the  state,  of: 

(1)  Any  person  who  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen. 

(2)  Any  native-born  woman  of  the  United  States  who  has  married 
a  noncitizen. 

(3)  Any  person  present  in  the  United  States  on  a  valid  temporary 
visa  issued  by  an  American  consular  officer  except  where  federal  law 
prohibits  gainful  employment  of  that  person  in  the  United  States. 

For  purposes  of  the  preceding  sentence,  a  declaration  of  intention 
to  become  a  citizen  shall  consist  of  either:  (1)  the  declaration  of  inten- 
tion to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  petition  for  naturaliza- 
tion, or  comparable  document  prescribed  by  federal  law;  or  (2)  an 
affidavit  filed  with,  and  in  the  form  prescribed  by,  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  by  an  individual  otherwise  eligible  for  issuance  of  a  public 
school  certification  document,  declaring  that  he  will,  at  the  first  op- 
portunity at  which  the  applicable  federal  law  permits,  file  such  a  dec- 
laration of  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  petition 
for  naturalization,  or  comparable  document.  In  the  event  the  State 
Board  of  Education  determines  that  an  individual  who  has  filed  under 
alternative  (2)  of  the  preceding  sentence,  has,  without  good  cause, 
failed  at  the  first  opportunity  provided  under  federal  law  to  file  one 
of  the  specified  documents  prescribed  by  federal  law,  it  shall  forthwith 
revoke  any  public  school  certification  documents  issued  to  the  individual. 

(b)  College  faculty,  librarians,  student  assistants.  To  any  member 
of  the  faculty  or  teaching  force  or  student  body,  or  to  any  professional 
librarian,  or  to  student  assistants,  of  any  college  or  university  sup- 
ported in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  state. 

(c)  Specialists  or  experts.  To  any  specialist  or  expert  temporarily 
employed  by  any  department  of  the  state  or  any  county,  or  city,  and 
engaged  in  special  investigation  or  teaching. 

(d)  Emergencies.  In  an  emergency  when  it  is  necessary  to  protect 
life,  health,  or  property  against  fire,  flood,  or  other  calamity. 

(e)  Exchange  physicians.  To  the  employment  by  a  county  of  an 
intern  or  resident  physician  for  services  in  the  county  hospital  under 
an  exchange  arrangment  with  medical  facilities  in  foreign  countries. 

(f)  Professional  persons.  To  any  professional  person  who  has  de- 
clared his  intention  to  become  a  citizen. 

(g)  Librarians.  To  any  professional  librarian,  other  than  a  chief 
librarian. 

(h)  Hospitals;  licensees.  To  the  employment  by  hospital  districts 
or  a  county  hospital  or  in  a  hospital  or  clinic  operated  by  the  Univer- 
sity of  California  of  professional  persons  actually  licensed  by  the 
State  of  California. 
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
